ON  Monday  the  i8th  of  May^  for  a  fccond  time,  take  my  Chistbki 
tlrparture  for  the  Konli,  from  Chester-,  a  city  without 
parallel  for  the  fingular  ilrufture  of  the  four  principal 
ftrects,  which  ire  as  if  excavated  out  ol  ihe  earth,  and  funk  man/ 
Iwt  beneath  the  iariace ;  the  carriages  drive  far  below  the  level 
or  the  kitchcnsi,  on  a  line  with  ranges  of  fhops  \  and  over  them,      It«  rows* 
on  each  fide  the  ftreets,  paficngers  walk  from  end  to  end,  fecure 
from  wet  or  heat,  m  galleries  purloined  from  the  firft  floor  of  each' 
houfe,  opea  ajodbaiuftraded  in  froaL  The  back  courts  of  ail  theie 
houfts  are  level  wld^  the  gfMiid,  bue  to  go  inio  wef  of  tfaefbur 
ibeea  It  is  oeceffitfy  todetoid  afl%|icof  leveral  (h^

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The  ftreets  were  once  confiderably  deeper,  as  is  apparent  froo*' 
the  (hops,  whofe  floors  lie  far  below  the  prefent  paNTment.  The 
IclTcr  ftrects  and  allies  that  nm  into  the  greater  iLrccts,  were 
doped  to  the  level  of  the  bottoms  of  the  iatrcr,  as  is  particularly 
vifible  in  Brtdge-jtreet.    It  is  difficult  to  aJTign  a  realon  for  tlicfc 
hollowed  ways :  I  can  only  fuppofe  them  to  have  been  the  void 
kfc  after  the  deftru&ion  of  the  antieot  vaults  mentioned  by  m 
wcmaettt  hiftcHiiin :  JSi  liii  cyte,  fays  the  FoLrcM&oiitcoN  *,  hen  v)ayi 
umIbt  tnht  wUb  vewtit  and  Jtont-weHtt  wmbrfy  wm^it  fhrt  ebambred.

-CATBiBRitt*.  '^he  cathedral  (*till  the.rtforaiation  the  church  .of.  the.  rich  mo* 
naflery  of  St*  Werhnrgb)  is  an  antient  fthidure;  verf  ragged  on. 
the  outfide^  from  the  oaturo  of  the  friable  red  flone  f  with  wfaichv 
it  is  built  %  but  ftill  may  boaft  of  a  moft  ekgant  Weftcm  front  i 
and  the  tabernacle  work  in  the  choir  is  very  neat :.  Su  fFerkurgk'^ 
ihrine  is  now  the  bifliop's  throne,  decorated  with  the  figures  06 
Mireum  monarchs  and  faints  1.  to  whom  the  fur  patronels  wit  n 
bright  example,  living  immaculate  with  Her  huiband  Ceektdns^ 
coping  her  aunt  the  great  Ethek-edOiyeho  lived  for  three  years,  with 
not  lefs  purtty,^with  her  good  man  TonherHus^  and  for  twelve  with 
her  iecond  huibuid,  the  pious  Prince  Egfrid,  Hiilory  relaies,  that.

this 
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ihis  religious  houie  was  originally  a  nunnery,  founded  A,  D.  660, 
by  fVulpberus^  king  of  the  AJercians,  in  favor  of  his  daughter's  in- 
difpofition.  The  nuns,  in  procefs  of  time,  gave  wav  to  canons  fccu- 
lar;  and  they  again  were  J 1 1  placed  by  Hugh  Lupus,  nt  phcw  to  the 
conqueror,  1005,  and  t!icir  room  iupplud  by  Benedulnscs. 

T  he  bcMvity  and  elrp:ant  iunplicity  of  a  very  anriqL;c  gothic  chap-  C 
ter-houfe,  and  its  hne  vcltibule,  merits  a  vifit  from  every  traveller. 
The  date  of  the  foundation  is  uncertain,  but  it  fecms,  from  the  fimi- 
litude  of  roof  and  pilafters  in  a  chapel  in  the  fquare  tower  in  the 
caftle,  to  have  been  the  work  of  cocemporary  architedls,  and  thclc 
archite<5ls  were  probably  Norman ;  for  the  mode  of  fquaic  towers, 
with  fquared  angles,  wai>  introduced  immediately  on  the  conquefl:. 

The  cloifters,  the  great  refedory,  now  the  free-fchooJ,  and  a  gate- 
way of  moft  ftngular  -ftrufturc,  are  at  prefcnt  the  fole  remains  of  this 
monaitery.  The  ruins  near  St.  Johns  church  are  fine  reliqucs  of 
the  piety  of  the  times  and  the  maflTy  columns,  and  round  arches 
within  the  chur<^h,  moft  curious  fpecimens  of  the  cliimlV  ilrcno-rh 
of  Saxon  architedure.  The  former  are  probably  the  remains  of  tl.c 
monaftery  of  St.  Afory,  founded  by  lidndaly  fecond  E.  of  Cbejla\  for 
BenediSine  nuns.  The  church  was  founded  by  King  Efbeked^  in 
689  :  an  uncouth  inicription  on  the  walls  informs  us,  that  *  King

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out  of  the  chy.    This  was  alio  the  cathedral,  until  ^^liamcd 
1551,  by  the  church  of  the  abby  or  i>t.  IVerhuri^, 

The  caftle  is  a  decaying  pile,  rcbuik  by  one  of  iht  Nomtan  carls,, 
'  on  the  fur  of  the  more  ,ir.c:cnt  fortrefs.  The  wjILs  of  the  c;ty  ''tht- 
only  compiecc  i[)ecimcii  of  old  fortificationsj  ai  L-  one  mile  three 
quarters  and  a  hundred  and  one  yards  in  circumference,  and,  bdir-' 
the  principal  walk  of  the  inhabiunts,  are  kept  in  excellent  order. 
The  views  from  the  feveral  pares  are  very  fine:  the  mountains  of 
Flintjhi}i\  the  hills  of  Brox.'oH,  and  the  inlulated  rock  of  Beejian^form 
the  ruder  part  of  ilie  fcenery  ;  a  rich  flat  gives  us  a  fofter  view,  and 
the  profpc^  up  the  river  towards  Bougblon^  recaUs  in  fome  degreer 
the  idea  of  tjic  Thames  and  liahmMd  hill. 

The  Hjpocciufi^  near  the  Fgaihers  inn,  is  one  of  the  remains  of  the 
RmanSy  it  being  well  known  that  this  place  was  a  principal  ftation. 
Among  m^y  antiquities  lounu  here,  none  is  more  fingular  thaji  the 
rude  fculpturc  of  the  Dea  jlrmi^cr.;  Au;>erva^  with  her  bird  and  altar,, 
on  tlie  face  of  a  rock  io  a  faiali  iicld  near,  the  Welch  end  of  the 
bridore. 

Chusttr  has  been,  nt  Llificrent  limes,  a  place  d'armes^  a  great 
thorough-fare  betv/een  ihc  two  kingdoms,  and  the  refKicncc  of  ;i, 
numerous  ajKi  poliflKd  gentry.  Trade,  till  of  late  years,  was  bur 
little  attended  co,  but  at  prefent  efibrts  are  making  to  encer  into  that 
of  Guineoy  the  planta&ions,  and  the  Baltic -y  and  from  t^it  Fh^x 
tower  is  a  good  Pifgab  view  of  an  internal  cocBroercc  by  mejms  of  a. 
canal  now  cuaing  betteack  «be  walls. 

Since  the  year  1 736,  and  not  before^reat  quanticier  of  linen-cloth 
have  been  imported  from  I^dmii  to  each  of  the  annual  fairs :  in  that 
year  449654  yards  v  and  at  prefent  about  a.  million  of  yanls  are 
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brought  to  each  fair.  Hops  are  another  great  article  of  trade,  for 
abov^c  ten  thouland  pockets  are  fold  here  annually,  much  of  which 
is  forwarded  to  the  neighboring  ifland.  But  the  only  ftaple  trade  of 
the  city  is  in  fk'ns,  multirades  of  which  arc  imported,  drcffed  here, 
but  fent  out  again  tn  be  nianufaclured.  Here  is  a  well-regulated 
poor-houfe,  and  an  mfirmary  the  laft  fupported  by  contributions 
from  the  city,  its  county,  and  the  adjacent  counties  of  N»rtb-Walcs. 
The  firft  iias  happily  tiie  left  uk  of  thi<5  pious  foundation  •,  for,  HiALTaiMiifii 
whether  from  the  dryncfs  of  the  fituarion,  the  clcarnefs  of  the  air,  or 
tlie  purity  of  the  water,  the  proportion  of  deaths  to  the  inhabitants 
has  been  only  as  i  to  31  j  whereas  in  T.omlcn  i  in  20,  and  3-4tlTs  in 
I^eds  I  in  21,  and  5-5ths  and  \n  Northampton  and  Sh>Ti-j(hury^  1  in 
26,  annually  pay  the  great  tribute  of  nature*.  Might  I  be  per- 
mitted to  moralize,  I  fliould*  call  this  the  reward  of  the  benevolent 
and  charitable  difpofnion,  that  is  the  charadcriftic  of  this  city  j  for 
fuch  is  the  facrifice  that  is  pleafing  to  the  Almighty. 

About  two  miles  from  Cbefier^  pals  over  Hook  heath,  noted  for    Hoou  hiath*- 
having  been  one  of  the  places  of  reception  for  ftrangers  cftablifhed 
by  HMrh  Lupus,  in  order  to  people  his  newdominions.    This  in  par- 
tic  ular  \v;is  u\r  i^ixium  aUotti-d  tor  the  fugitives  of  IVaks, 

Kidc  tn.ro'  th(  Imall  Lown  of  Trafford :  this,  v,'ith  tl:e  lordfhip  of 
Newten,  was,  as  DamelKing^ ohkrvcSf  one  of  the  iWctt  moriels  that 
the  abbot  of  St.  0^erburib  ^nd  his  convent  kept  for  their  own  whole- 
Somc  providon.  Oec  into  a  tra6l  of  fandy  country,  and  pafs  be-i 
Beach  HeBefiy'TiTf  a  high  and  biulF  cerminadon  of  Delamere  fored,  HBx.LtiBT*T<ni»' 
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compofed  of  the  fame  ffiibte  fione  as  due  near  Cbejler,  but  veioed 
with  yellow.  .  Hence  a  view  of  the  junftion  of  the  ff^tivtr  and  the 
•Mer/eyt  and  an  excenfiTe.tra& of  inarlhy  meadow,  with  fome  good 
and  much  rufliy  grafs  i  and  beyond  is  the  beginning  of  the  wide 

%cftiiary  that  Bows  by  Lwtrpc§L 
yaoMtnast*        Crofi  a  little  brook,  called  USratprx,  and  nuiLErtde/bm »  a  town 
of  one  long  (Ireet,  which,  with  its  caftir,  was  allotted  by  EthmdL 

'  to.I>#vj^  brother  to  Lewelyn,  lalLPrinGe  of  0^aleSt  as  a  retainer  in 
his  dmible  perfidy  againft  his  own  blood,  and  his  own  country.  Not 
a.vefti^  is  Jeft  of  the  caAle,  which  flood  at  the  Weft  end  of  tbo 
town  i  was  latterly  uied  as  a^houfe  by  the  Sam^t  and  waabumc 
down  in  1652, -when  one  of  that  name,  an  Earl  Ewtn,  Uff  dead  in 
it. 

This,  as  well,  as  nwft  other  towns  and  villages  in  G^Amt^^  ftanda 
on  an  eminence  of  faod-ftone,  and  by  that  means-epjoys  a  fituatioa 
dry,  wholdbme  and  beautiful. 

The  church  ftands  at  a  vaft  .  height  above- the  town.  In^here- 
'  gifier  are  thefe  two  remarkable  inftances^of  longevity :  .Mmb  the

It.  In  early  times  that  aven^ng  angel  fpread  deftrudion  thro'  all 
parts  of  the  land  1  but  her  power  b.now  ceafed  by  the  providential 
celTation  of  the.  natural  .cauib  that  gave  rile  to  that  moft  dreadful  of 
calamities. 

AaenaaT.        Above  the  church  iaJ^MMrhill,  with  a  beaudful  walk  cut  along 
its  fide.   At  the  foot  are  ftur  butts  (archeiy  being  ftill  praftifed 
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lere)  for  an  excrcifc  in  which  the  warriors  of  this  county  were  of 
old  eminent.  The  butts  lie  at  four,  eight,  twelve,  and  fixteen 
roods  diflance  from  each  other :  the  lafl:  are  now  difufed ;  probably 
as  the  prcfcnt  race  of  archers  prefer  what  is  called  lhort-(hooting  *. 

Crofs  the  fVeever^  on  a  good  ftone  bridge  :  from  a  neighboring 
warehoufe  much  chrefe  is  fhippcd  off,  brought  down  the  river  in. 
boacs  from  the  rich  grazing  gro-jnds,  that  extend  as  far  as  Nunttvicb. 
The  river,  by  incar.s  or  locks,  is  navif^able  for  barges  as  high  as- 
Winjlciv  bridge  ;  but  below  this  admits  velfels  of  iixiy  tuns.  The. 
channel  above  and  below  is  deep  and  clayey,  and  at  low  water  very 
dilagrccablc. 

•  On  the  North  banks  are  the  ruins  of  Rock-fevage^  fufFered,.  RecK«tAVAoi«. 
within  memory,  to  fall  to  decay  ;  once  the  feat  of  a  family  of  the 
fame  name  ;  and  not  far  remote,  on  the  fame  range,  is  AJion,  a  good  ■ 
houfe,  finely  fituated,  but  rendered  coo  naked  through  the.  rage  of 
modern  tafte. 

About  two  miles  farther,  on  the  right,  is  Dutton-Lodge^  once  the  OtrTTOM4riosal* 

feat  of  the  Duflons  ;  a  toxnily  in  polldrion  of  a  fingular  grant,  having 
Mc^ijierium  omnium  Leccatortm  el  mtyilruum  ioltuj  Cejlrejhire.  This 
priMicgc  can  c  originally  from  Randal^  6th  Earl  of  Cbejler^  to  Roger 
Lai)\,  con  liable  of  that  city,  who,  when  the  Earl  was  clofcly  bcfiegcd 
by  the  IFcUb  in  RHdiund  c^Lklc^  collected  hailily  for  his  relief  a  band 
otminftrels,  and  other  idle  people,  and  with  them  luccceded  in  the 
attempt;  after  which  Ihs  fen  John  ailigned  it  to  the  DuUons,  one  of • 
that  name  being  alTiilant  la  the  afiair;

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Contmne  my  way  along  a  Sat  dull  country,  reach  the  banks  of 
the  Merjey^  ride  over  a  long  caufcway,  having  before  me  a  j>erfe<5b

after  crofling  a  luindfome  Hone  bridge  'of  four  arrhcs,  which 
It.ids  into  the  tov.-n,  and  was  bulk  by  the  iirll  Earl 
i),ir/'v,  ro  accommodate  /Av/z-v  VII,  then  on  hii  road  on  a  vifit 
Vj  ins  lord  111  ip,  probably  to  footh  the  Earl  after  the  ungrateful 
execution  of  lus  brother.  Sir  PP^tUiam  Stan^,  It  was  at  firft  « 
toll-bridge,  but  his  lordfliip  generoufly  rdetfecl  the  -country  Iroai 
(hat  tax,  at  a  lofs  of  as  many  marks  as  was  CQUvralent  to  the 
portion  of  one  of  his  -daughters. 

The  priory  of  the  hermk  frien  of  Jnguline^  founded  bcfiBK  Waaammit; 
1379,  ftood  near  the  bridge,  but  not  a  relique  oufts.  The  en. 
traace  into  the  town  ia  unpromifing,  the  ftraets  long,  narnm,  ifl 
built,  and  crowded  with  carts  and  paOengers  ^  but  farther  on  WBp 
airy,  and  of  a  good- width,  bat  afibrd  a  ftriking  mixture  of  mean 
buildii^  and  handfome  houib,  as  is  the  cafe  with  noft  trading 
towns  that  experieiioe  a  fiiddcn  riie>  not  that  this  place  wants  aib> 
tiqujqr^  for  £dM  ipeaks  of  its  luving  a  better  narket  than 
Muubefttr  upwasds  of  200  years  ago.  At  that  thne  the  princi- 
pal part  of  the  town  was  near  the  church,  remoce  from  the 
^ndge,-  aiid  was  accefltble  only  by  a  ford,  but  the  conveniency 
«f  a  fafcr  tranfit  ibon  drew  the  buildings  n>  that  end. 
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The  church  has  of  late  undergone  much  alteration,  bnt  P.vo 
of  the  antient  fide  chapels  ftill  remain  :  one  belonging  to  the 
Majfies  contains  nothing  but  a  fmall  mural  monument,  with  a 
very  amiable  chara6ler  of  Francis  Maffey,  Efq-,  Lord  of  the  ma- 
nours  of  EJxton  and  Glajbreok^  iaft  of  the  antient  family,  which 
was  extindt  with  him  in  1748  j  but  in  an  oppofitc  chapel  is  a 
magnificent  romb  of  S\r  Thomas  Boteler  and  his  lady,  in  alabalter: 
their  effigies  lie  at  top,  hand  in  hand,  he  in  armour,  Hie  in  a  re- 
markable mitrc-fhaped  cap  \  round  the  fides  arc  various  figures, 
fuch  as  St.  Cbrijlopber,  St.  George^  and  other  fuperftitious  fculp- 
turcs.  The  Botekrs  were  of  great  antiquity  in  this  place  j  the 
firft  took  his  name  from  being  Butler  10  Rmrulf  de  Gcmons^  or 
Mefcbines^  Earl  of  Cbefier.  His  pofterity  acquired  great  pof- 
felTions  in  this  county*,  and  one  of  them  obtained  the  charters 
for  markets  and  fairs  at  fVarrhigton^  from  his  Prince  Edzvard  I; 
Tradition  Ja)'s,  chat  Sir  Thomas,  then  refidcnt  at  Beauly  houfe, 
near  this  town,  was,  with  his  lady,  murdered  in  the  night  by 
afladins,  who  crolfcd  the  moat  in  leathern  boati>  to  perpetrate  their 
villainy. 

Bcncatii  an  arch  in  the  wall  near  this  tomb  iS  another,  contain- 
ing a  figure  in  a  long  robe,  muffled  up  to  the  chin  j  tiie  head  wrap- 
ped in  a  fort  of  cap,  and  bound  with  a  neat  fillet. 

Befides  this  church  is  a  neat  chapel  of  eafe,  lately  rebuilt,  and 
many  places  of  worlhip  for  Frelbyterians,  Anabaptills,  Quakers,. 
Methodifts  and  Reman  Catholics :  for  in  manufa^uring  places  it 
often  falls  out  that  the  common  people  happily  have  a  difpoHtioii. 
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to  feek  the  Lord,  but  as  unhappily  diiagrce  in  the  means  of  rca- 
dcring  themlclvcs  acceptable  to  him. 

licrc  Ji  a  frcc-fchool,  very  confiderably  endowed,  and  made 
very  relpedlable  by  the  merits  of  the  prefent  mailer.  An  academy 
has  of  lace  years  been  eftablilhcd  in  thb  town,  with  a  view  of 
giving  an  education  to  youth  on  the  plan  of  an  univerfity. 

The  manufat^uFcs  a£  this  place  are  ver7  confiderable }  formerly  MAMurAcrvtM. 
a  great  quantity  of  checks  and  coarfe  linncns  were  made  here,  but 
of  lace  yean  thefe  have  given  way  to  that  of  PMmej^  or  iail* 
doth,  now  carried  on  with  fuch  fpiric  (in  the  town  and  oountiy) 
ai  to  fupply  near  one  half  of  the  navjr  of  Crat-BrUmB.  The  late 
war  gave  a  great  rife  to  this  bfaoch,  and  a  fudden  2m|novetnent  co 
the  town. 

The  making  of  pins  is  another  oonfiderable  aitkle  of  commerce  t 
locks,  hinges,  caft-iroo,  and  other  branches  of  haidwaie^  are  fabri- 
cated here  to  a  great  amount :  very  large  works  for  the  refining  of 
copper,  are  carried  on  near  the  town  i  and  the  glais  and  fugar 
hoi^  employ  many  hands.  By  means  of  all  thefe  advantages  the 
town  has  been  doubted  within  thde  twenty  years }  and  is  fuppofed 
to  contain  at  prefent  between  eight  and  nine  thoufaod  mhabi^ 
tants. 

The  manufa&ures  of  this  place  are  moft  readily  conveyed 
down  to  Liverpool,  by  means  of  the  Msrftf*  The  lpring>tides 
rife'  at  the  bridge  to  the  heiglit  of  nine  feet,  and  vefiels  of  feventy 
or  eighty  tuns  can  lie  at  Amil-fibgr,  the  port  of  the  towni  where 
warehoufes,  cranes,  and  other  convenioices  for  ihtpfHiig  <tf  goods 
are  ereSed.  I  muft  not  omit  that  thirty  or  forty  thoufend  buihels 
of  potatoes  are  annually  aqported  out  of  the  rich  land  of  the  en-  Mtambs* 
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virons  of  fVarriagtoH,  into  the  MeSirrranean,  at  the  mcdrum  price* 
of  i4d.  per  buOiel.  This  is  die  root  which  honeft  G^^ra,  about 
two  hundred  and  forty  years  ago,  fpcaks  of  as  a  focd,  as  aifo  a  meat 
for  pkafttre  being  eiiher  rojied  in  the  embers^  or  boiled  and  eaten  with  oih 
vinegar  ami  $tpptr  m:  dr^$d.  fime  other  W4^  by  the  hand  of  a  Jkiifui 
mke 

fiui.  The  fiilmon  fifhery  is  very  confiderable,.  but  the  opportunity 

fending  them  to  London^  and  odier  places,,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  fcalbn,  keeps  up  the  price  to  about  8d  per  pound,  which:' 
gradually  finks  to  3d  or  2d  halfpenny,,  to  the  great  aid  of  the 
poor  manufacturers.  Smelts,  or  as  they  are  called  in  all  the 
North,  fparUngs^  niigrate  in  the  Spring  up  this  river  in  amazing 
Ihoals,  and  of  a  fizc  fuperior  to  thofc  of  other  parts,  fome  hav- 
ing been  taken  that  weighed  half  a  pound,  and.  mealurcd  thirteen- 
inches. 

GftAiKiM*  In  this  river  is  found  a  fmall  fifli  called  the  Graining,  in  fbmc 

refpedls  relembling  the  dace,  yet  is  a  diftinct  and  pcrliLips  new. 
fpeciesj  the  ufual  length  is  fcven  inches  and  a  half;  it  is  rather 
more  flcndcr  than  the  dace,  the  body  is  almoft  ftrait,  that  of  the 
other  tncurvated  i  clie  color  of  the  fi:ales  in  this  is  filrery,  wirit 
a  bluifh  caft  chofe  of*  the  dace  haw  a  yellowifh  or  greeniflr

ORroKD-HAtt.      MAs  «  vlfit  to  J^'MlMHnUi        at  his  (bit  of  Orford,  £ 
mile  from  WMi^tam   dine  and  lie  thepc.  This  genckman  from

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his  earlieft  life,  like  anoiher  Evelyn,  has  made  his  garden  the  cm- 
ploy  and  amufernent  of  his  leifufc  hours  j  and  been  molt  fuccefsfui 
in  every  part  he  has  attempted:  in  fa<5l  he  has  an  iinivprfal  know- 
Uri-ige  In  the  culture  of  plants.  He  was  tlie  fecond  in  thefe  king;- 
doms  that  cultivated  the  Pineapple:  has  the  bell  fruit  and  ific  brit 
kitchen  garden:  Lis  colle<5lion  oi  hardv  exotics  is  exceedingly 
numerous-}  and  his  colledlion  of  hot-houlc  plunts  is  at  left  equal  to 
that  at  Keof,  He  negletti  no  bi  ancli  of  botany,  has  the  aqu.uic 
plants  in  th^^r  proper  elements  ^  the  rock  plants  on  ariihcial  rocks  •,. 
aruj  you  n.ay  bt  here  bctfayed  into  a  bog  by  attempting  to  gadier 
thole  oi  the  niorafs. 

Mrs.  Blackburne  his  daughter  extends  her  refearches  ftill  farther, 
and  adds  to  her  empire  another  kingdom  :  not  content  with  the 
botanic,  (he  caufes  Noi-tb  America  to  be  explored  for  its  animals, . 
and  has  formed  a  Mufium  from  the  other  fide  o£  the  Atlantic^  as 
plealing  as  it  is  inftniftive. 

In  thb  houfe  W  a  large  family  pidurv  of  the  J^nt%  of  Cba^ 
iertm^.  confifting  of  a  gentleman,  hi^  lady,  eleven  children  Hving 
at  that  time,,  and  three  infants  who  died  in  their  biith :  jt^  was- 
fainted  in  the  reign  of  Jme$  I,  h^tMas  Katdiff\  buthasib  Itttte* 
inerit,  that  I  (bould  not  have  mentioned  it^  but  to  add  one  mors:

May  19,  Pals  through  JiP^3ivBv«^,  a  fmall  village  remarkable  for 
being  the  richeft  reftory  in  .EjiffiW:.  the  living  is*  worth  2300 1, 
per  annum}  the  Refior  is  Lord  of  the  Manor,;  and  has  a  glebe - 
of  13001.  annual  rent  ;  it  is  fingular  that  this  county^  thefeventh* 
in  fize  in  Esi^wi^  has  only  fixty-one  panAca^  whcreaa  ifvfclk^ 
die  next  in  dimenfioni  has  no  fewer  than  fiv  haiKkvdaJad  fi^.  - 
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In  the  wall  of  an  old  porch  before  the  Reftor  of  H^inwUk^i 
houfe*  is  fafely  lodged'a  bible,  placed  there  by  a  zealous  incum> 
4)ent^  who  lived  in  the  days  of  OUvtr  Crmwl,  in  order  that  at  left 
one  authentic  book  might  befbund,  (hould  the  fanatics  corrupt  the 
text,  and  dcftroy  all  the  orthodox  copies.

Cyu  j/u  was  king  of  AVr  the  moft  pious  prince  of  his

.at  length,  A.  D.  640,  receiving  a  defeat  :.t  a:  Ofwejlry^  by  Penda^ 
pagan  kin^  of  Mercia,  was  diere  flain,  his  budy  tut  in  pieces, 
and  ftock  on  pdes  by  way  of  trophies. 

At  RedUnk  between  this  place  and  Nmtcn  the  Sects  in  y^ugujl 
1648,  after  their  retreat  from  Prepn^  made  a  refolute  iUnd  for 
many  hours  againft  the  viaorious  Cnmwd,  who,  with  great  lofs  on 
cboth  fidea»  beat  them  from  their  ground  j  and  the  next  day  made 
himfelf  matter  of  all  their  remaining  infantry,  which,  with  their 
commander  Lieutenant^neral  ^/y^,  furrendered  on  die  bare  con-

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Rifs  through)  Newtm^  a  fmall  butough  town :  the  country  flit 
and  fertile;  On  approaching  fFiggmi^  obferre  feveral  fields  ^uite 
white  with  thread,,  bleaching  for  the  manufa6kure  of  ftroog  checks 
and  coarfe  linen,,  carried  on  in  that  town  and  neighborhood. 

JVigg<m  is  a  pretty  large  town  and  a  borough.  It  has  long  been 
Slbted  for  manufactures  in  brafs  and  pewter»,  which  now  gi?e  way 
V>  that  of  checks :  an  ingenious  &llow  here  turns  canal  coal  into 
vafes,  obelilks,  and  jhuflf-boxes,.  and  forms  excellent  blackmoors 
beads  out  of  the  fame  material. 

The  beft  crofs-bows  are  alfo  made  in  this  town  by  a  peribn^c 
who  fucceeded  his  •  father  in  the  bufineis}  the.  la&  coming  there- 
fi:om  Rsppon  about  a  century  ago. 

In  the  church  is  an  infcription  in  memory  of  Sir i{rAiL> 
fb4iigb  of  Haigb^  zn  eminent  loyalift  in  the  time  of  the  civil  wars: 
and  a  tomb  much  defaced  of  a  Sir  ff^iUtam  Bradjhai^h^  and  his 
lady  Mabel,  who  lived  in  the  reigns  of  Edward  the  II.  and  III. 
a  remarkable  hiftory  attends  this  pair  :  in  the  time  of  thefirfl:  mo- 
narch, he  fet  out  for  the  holy  land  in  queft  of  adventure'^,  and 
left  his  fair  fpoufe  at  home  to  pray  for  his  fuccefs  :  but  after  lome 
years  ablcnce,  the  lady  thinking  he  made  rather  too  long  a  f'-ay, 
gave  her  hand  to  Sir  Ofmund  Nevily  z.  Welch  knight.  At  length 
Sitff^IUam  returns  in  the  garb  of  a  pilgrim  j  makes  iiimfelf  known 
to  his  Makly  is  acknowlegcd  by  her,  and  fhe  returns  to  her 
allegiance ;  Sir  IVilliam  purfucs  the  innocent  invader  of  his  bed, 
overtakes  him  at  jVm>/<?»  park,  where  my  unfortunate  countryman 
b  flain.  The  poor  lady  being  confidered  as  an  acccflary  to  his 
death,  is  condemned  to  a  weekly  penance  of  walking  baitfuut 
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flMSi  iStite  i^hapd  ia  Hg^HaU,  three  niies  diCbuit»  to  tkgUm  lier 
crime,  to  •  crols  nearJf^mi,  tt  this  day  called  MiAeiTs  crols. 

Not  fiv  from  the  town  is  the  little  river  J>Pijg-j^,  immorulized 
hf  the  TiAories  of  our  Arfktr  *  over  the  Saxaa  on  its  banks. 
This  ftream  in  17^  was  widened,  deepened  and  made  narigable 
bjr  locks,  almoft  to  the  mouth  of  the£iM:  and  was  among  the 
firft  of  liiofe  prcjefis  ^ch  have  fince  been  parfued  with  ib  muck 
utility  to  the  inland  parts  of  the  kingdom.  This  -canal  conveys 
coal -to  fupply  .the  north  of  the  county,  and  even*patt  of  #^£ilf«Niii^ 
4mif  and  in  letam  brings  from  thence  limeftone* 
Kaiob-vau.*  On  an  eminence  about  a  mile  from  Wlggan,  is  Haigt,  the  feat 
of  the  Brad/baigbs,  an  antient  houfc,  birilt  at  difFerenc  times,  the 
chapel  foppofed  to  be  as  old  as  the  time  of  Edward  II.  in  the  front 
are  the  Stanfy  arms,  and  beneath  them  thofe  of  the  family;  ii4itck 
in  all  civil  commotions  had  united  with  die  former,'  even  as  early 
as  the  battle  of  Bofworth  field. 

In  ^his  houfe  are  fome  excellent  pidures  j  our  Saviour  with 
hi«  difciples  at  Emaus^  by  Titian^  with  the  kadlocd  and  waiter ^ 
a  fine  attention  and.refpe&  is  eicprellbd  in  the  countenances  of  the 
difciples. 

A  very  fine  head  of  Sir  Lionel  Tobnacb,  by  Fr,  Zucchnt^  on 
wood  ;  fhort  grey  hai^^  a  forked  beard,  rofy  complexion  %  a  beau- 

•tiful  viridis  feneHus. 

Eliz.  lady  DacreSy  daughter  of  Paul  vifcount  "Baynini^  relid  of 
Francis  lord  Dacres^  created  covintcfs  of  Sbeppy  for  life,  by  Gfr.  II. 
in  1680  i  a  hcad  on  wood ;  a  blooming  countenance.

for  4he  poor  to  ipin  bjr,  during  the  long  whittr  evtniogji:  it  is 
-&und  in  'beds  of  about  three  feet  in  thicknefi}  the  veins  dip  one 
jrard  in  twenty  *,  are  found  at  great  dq>ths,  with  t  black  bift 
above  and  below  i  and  are  fubjedb  to  the  fame  damps  fiery  and 
fuflfocating  as  the  common  coal.  Tt  makes  the  fweeteft  of  fires, 
and  the  moil  cheaiful :  is  very  inflammable  and  lb  clean,  that 
at  Haigb-HaU  a  fummer-houfe  is  built  with  it,  which  may  be  en- 
tned  without  dread  of  foiling  the  lighted  cloaths. 

Lemving  Wiggan^  obferve  on  the  road-fide  near  the  N.  end  of 
^  town,  a  monument,  ere6>cd  by  Alexander  Rigly,  Efq;  in  me- 
mory of  his  gallant  commander  Sir  'Thomas  Tildefty,  wfio  was  killed 
on  this  fpot  in  the  engagement  with  Lambert y  in  1650  :  a  faithful 
domeftic,  lupporting  his  dying  mailer,  was  fhot  m  that  fituation 
by  a  rebel  trooper,  who  was  inflantly  piltoied  by  his  generOUS oiEcer» 

who  ahhoned  the  barbarity  even  to  an  enemy. 
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SrAiiRiia».       TttadH  Standijhy  a  ^llogjc  mk  t  very  handibme  churdk  and' 
ipire  fteeple:  'thb  pillars  within  fliew  an  attempt  of  the  7^^' 
order}  it  was  rebuilt  in  1584^  and  chiefly  by  the  afliftance  of 
SkimtdMfodky  Reftor  of  the  place,  vtho  maintained  the  work- 
men with  meat,  at  his  own  coft,  during  the  time.  He  was  the

one  a  lion,  the  other  a  dragon,  whofc  bodies  are  fenned  of  .two-*

Pi^,  in        for  being  engaged  in  the  (ame  defigp.  And  hia 
Ijtandibft  Bmy^  Duke  ef  £y«rarv  experienced  a  forwe  a*  ya* 
ffious  as  it  was  cakbutoos.  He  was  the  greateft  fulled  io.pQWpr 
under  Hary  VI.  and  was  brother  in  law  U>  Xf^.  IV*  yet,  s* 
Comm  fdaties,  during  the  firft  depreffion  of  his  lyihappy  inafte% 
\»  wis  ieen  a  fu^^ve  in  ^kud/Brs^  running  barefoot  after  the 
Duke  of  Atygion^'s  coach,  to  bqg  an  alms :  on  the  laft  attempt 
to  replace  Henry  on  the  throne,  he  again  appeared  in  arn^is  at  the

Ride  through  Walton^  a  very  populous  village,  near  the 
Rjbbk^  a  fine  river,  extending  thro*  a  range  of  very  rich  mea«- 
dows,  as  far  as  the  pidturefque  vale  of  Cuerden.  Crofs  the  river 
42n  a  bridge  of  five  arches,  afccnd  a  hill,  through  lanes  once  deep^ 
aanowv  and  of  dfficiilt  approach;  where,  in  1715,  cbe  xebds 
nude  Ibme  idiJhnce  to  the  Kiog^s  fbrccs  ia  the  ill^onGerttd.afiair 
of  dutt  year. 

P«i»T«N«.  On  die  top  Uea  Pr^m^  a  neat  and  haodfime  town,  quiet,  and 
entirely  free  from  tfae  noile  of  manvfiAuies  i  and  is  fupported  by 
pafTengers,  or  the  money  ipent  by  the  numerous  gentry  that  inhabit 
It..  It  derives  iti  name  (according  to  Cmdm)  from  the  Fri^  or 
Rdlgim  chat  were  in  old  dmes  the  principal  inhabitants.  Here  was  a 
convent  of  grey  friars  or  Rrmmfcms  founded  by  Bdmmi  Earl  of 
hmu^t  Ibn  of  Hmrj  III.  RMhwt  de  HtUmd  abovereendoiied; 
was  a  confiderable  hauft&m  to  the  place,  and  was  buried  here. 
A  gentleman  of  the  name  ci  Prefion  gave  the  ground-f-.  Might  - 
not  the  town  take  its  name  fiom  himf  Ifoc  was- alio  an  antient 
hoQsttal  dedicated  to  Jfifinj  hk^jidm^  mentioned  in- 1291  in  the 
limth  taxation  t* 
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ThU  place  was  taken  by  ftorm  in  1643  by  the  parlemcnt  forccs= 
under  Sir  John  Seaton^  after  a  moOi  galUnt  dc£eace;  It  WM  at  chat 
time  forcihcd  with  brick  walls  *. 

North  of  this  town  began  the  aflion  between  that  gallant  officer 
Sir  Marmaduke  Langdaie,  and  the  parlenient  forces  under  Cronrwei. 
The  former  commanded  the  Englijh  army  that  was  to  aft  in  con- 
jurtftion  with  the  Duke  of  Hamilton  in  his  unfortunate  invafion  in: 
July  1648.  Langdale  gave  the  infatuated  Scot^  notice  of  the  ap- 
proach of  Cromwdj  and  in  yain  advifcd  the  allcrabling  of  the  whole 
ibrce,  his-  council  was  loft.  He  alone  made  a  ftand  in  the  fields 
near  Prefton  for  fix  hours,  unalTilted  by  the  Duke,  who  pufhed  the 
inarch  of  his  troops  over  the  bridge,,  leaving  Sir  Mammduke  to  bo 
overpowered  with  numbers. 

The  walks  on  the  banks  abovT  the  Ribbk  ccnimand  a  mod 
beautiful  view  of  meadows,  bounded  by  ddicious  rifmgs ;  the 
river  meandring  between  'till  the  pi  oipedt  clofes  with  it*s  cftuary^ 
Continue  here  the  whole  night,  and  lie  at  the  BUuk-BuIl, 

The  spteiATOK,  has  long  fince  pointed  out  the  knowledge  that 
may  be  coUeded  from  figns it  is  impoffibk  not  to  remark  the 
propriety  of  tlie  reigning  ones  of  thU  county:-  the  triple-legs,  and 
the  eagle^aAd-cbild,  denote  the  great  poffiffiona  of  the  StMlks  m. 
thek  parts  the  bull,  the  juft-  pre-eminence  of  it's  cattle  over  other, 
counties  I  and  the  royal-oak,  it's  difting;uiihed  loyalty  to  it's  love* 
ieig;n.  I  am  amazed  they  do  not  add  the  Gxacis,  for  no  where 
can  be  feen. a  mote 'numerous  race  of  beauties  among  thaitofder,. 
who  want  every  advantage  to  let  off  thdr  native  charms.

LANCASTER,  built  of  ftone,  urlI  lying  on  the  fide  of  a  hill :     Lahcait**;  • 
the  caiUe  built  by  Edward  ill.  f  forms  one  t  cat  objeft,  the  church 
another^   and  tar  beyond  is  aa  aiai  ol  the  le.i,   and  the  lofty 
mountains  ux  Funiefs  and  Cumberland.    The  town  ji  not  regular,, 
but  is  well  built,  and  contains  number*  of  very -handfome  houics.  >

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It  is  a  town  of  much  commerce :  has  fine  quays  on  the  river 
iMney  which  brings  up  (hips  of  250  torn  burden  clofe  to  the  place. 
Forty  or  fifty  fhips  trade  from  hence  diretftly  to  Guinea  and  the 
H''tji- Indies :  others  to  Norway.  Befides  the  cabinet  goods,  fome 
fail  cloth  is  manufadured  here  i  and  great  numbers  of  candles  are 
exported  to  the  Weft-Indies.    Much  wheat  ami  barley  is  imported. 

The  cuftom-houfe  is  a  TrTiall  but  flegant  building;,  with  a  portico 
fupportcd  by  tour  ionic  pillars,  Willi  a  bcauutul  plain  pediment  : 
each  pillar  is  £uccii  kec  and  a  half  high,  and  confifts  of  a  iinglc 
ftonc.

On  the  north  fide  of  the  church>yard  are  the  remains  of  an  old 
wall,  called  the  way  wall.  Camden  conjcdtures  it  to  have  taken  its 
name  from  Caerweridy  or  the  green  fortrefs,  the  Eritijb  name  of 
Lancafter  :  and  that  it  was  part  of  a  Roman  wall.  For  my  part, 
with  Leland^  I  fufpe£l  it  to  have  been  part  of  the  enclofurf  of  the 
Priory,  a  cell  of  BeneS&im  monks  of  St.  Martm^  at  in  Iraace^ 
fupprefTcd  by  He.v.  V,  and  given  to  SioK  abby. 

Thp  fh:imhles  of  this  to%'/n  mnft  not  be  omitted  :  they  arc  built  SsAMaait* 
in  form  of  a  ftreet,  at  the  public  cxpencc  j  every  butcher  has  hil 
/hop  •,  and  his  name  painted  over  the  door. 

Crofs  the  L/r^.",  on  a  hnndfomc  bndn;e  of  four  avchfs.  Turn  ttj 
the  left,  and  after  four  miles  nding,  reach  Hefs  bank,  and  at  Icnv 
water  crofs  the  arm  of  the  lea,  the  Moricambe  of  Ptolemy^  that  divides 
this  part  of  the  county  from  the  hundred  of  Furnrfs,  a  detached  tracfl  CAaxaiu,  Sawai* 
pentnfuiated  by  the  fea,  lake,  or  river,  a  melancholy  ride  of  eleven 
miles ;  the  prorpe6l  on  all  fides  quite  lavage,  high  barren  hills  in- 
dented by  the  fea,  or  dreary  wet  lands,  rendered  more  horrible  by 
the  approach  of  night,  and  a  tempeftuous  evening,  obfcurcd  by  the 
driving  of  black  ciouds.   Beneath  the  ihade  diicerned  Jrnfide  tower, 
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the  property  of  the  Sianlies  for  ioms:  centiuies.  Before  us  was  ^vt 
exrenfive,  but  fhaJlow  ford,  formed  by  the  and  otiicr  rivers^ 
now  pafled  with  trouble  by  the  beating  of  the  waves. 

At  the  entrance  into  this  water  am  met  by  a  guide.  Called  here 
the  Carter,  who  is  maintained  by  the  public,  and  oblig^  in  all 
weathers  to  attend  here  from  tan  rife  to  fun  fee,  to  condud:  paiTen* 
gers  over. 

Three  miles  {rom  the  Ihore  it  OKrim^  a  fmaH  town  wich  moft 
irregular  (beets,  lying  in  a  vale  fiinounded  by  high  hilb.  The 
gateway  of  chtf  monaftery  of  regular  cano'nt  of  St.  Auftiny  founded  is 
It 88,  by  mUum  AtMn/cbal,  Earl  oi  Pmhvktt  is  ftiU  fhuiding.

He  is  laid  to  have  been  one 
of  the  Harringtons  of  ff^r.^fl^dm  tower^  his  lady  a  Huddlejlon  of 
Thulium  CnJUe.  It  is  probably  [lie  effigies  of  Sir  John  de  Harringiotty 
who  in  I  :;o  was  i'ummoned  by  Eekv.  I.  with  numbers  of  other 
gallant  gcnLlcmcn,  to  meet  him  at  CarliJU^  and  attend  him  on  his 
expedition  into  Scotland;  and  was  then  knighted  along  with  Prince 
£uhvard^  with  bathing,  and  other  facred  ceremonies  *. 

The  monument  ere<51:ed  by  Chrijlopber  Rawlinfon,  of  Carkhaily  in 
Cartrnely  deiervcs  mention,  being  in  memory  of  his  grandfather, 
father,  and  mother.  The  laft  a  Afonk^  dcfccnded  from  a  Tho.  Monk 
of  De-mnjbire,  hy  Frances  Planlagenet^  daughter  and  coheir  of  Ar- 
iktr  Vifcouni  LiJIe,  ion  of  Edw.  IV.  and  this  Chrijlopber  dying 
without  iirue  was  the  laft  male  by  the  mother's  fide  of  that  great 
line. 

In  a  fide  chapel  is  the  burial  place  of  the  Lcwthers  \  among  othar 
monuments  is  a  near  but  InuU  one  of  the  late  S'lxfVilliam,

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The  vcftiges  of  the  antient  workings  arc  very  frequent,  and  ap- 
parent enough,  from  tlx  vaft  hollows  in  the  euth  «rherever  tb^  have 
§uik  in. 

From  one  of  the  banks  have  n  grear  view  of  the  ]civrer  Fumefs^  as 
far  as  appears,  a  wrKxHeft  c^ait,  and  of  the  iflc  of  Jf-'abin,  ftretching 
along  the  coaft,  and  forming  to  it  a  fecure  counterlcarji  from  the 
rage  of  the  fca.  At  the  SoLitli  tad  is  Peel  cafllc,  originally  buik,  and  Pbil  CAfTLt* 
fupported  by  the  abhy  of  Funufs,  4Uui  g^rifoned  wkh  QjLty  meo,  as 
a  proteftion  agiunft  t-lie  Sl&/s. 

The  abby  lies  oppofire,  and  the  very  ruin^evince  its  former  mag-  Foftiw*  A»iT« 
nificence*.  It  was  founded  in  1127,  Siephen,  Eav\  ot  Moriton 
znd  Bchgnt%  afterwards  King  of  England,  or  rather  removed  by  him 
from  Tuiket  in  Aun(Urmfs.  X  he  monks  were  originally  of  the  order 
of  Tironenftam^  of  the  rule  of  St.  EmtSS^  but  afterwards  became 
QJtercians  -f-. 

The  little  T<7r?/,  or  water  called  Standing  Tarn,  ii;  within  fight  5  ic 
k  of  confiderable  depth,  and  abounds  with  pike,  roch  and  eels  j  alfo 
with  large  trout  and  is  remarkable  for  hav  ing  no  vifible  oudet,  but 
difcharges  its  waters  by  fomc  kibterraneous  paflage. 

See,  towards  the  North,  at  a  fmall  diftance,  the  hill  of  Black-  BtAc«.CooM»k 
Ccomb^  in  Cun:her!ar:d,  oiten  vifiblc  from  Flinifhire^  and  an  infallible 
prefage  to  us  oi  bad  weather.    I  found  from  liic  rc  puri  of  the  inha- 
bitants of  thefe  parts,  that  the  appearance  of  our  country  isequall]^ 
ommous  to  them,  and  equaily  iinaLceptable.

ful tenants  in  fVejlmordaitd, 

Gmmi  Fos*  '  And  in  after-timet  the  melancholy  fpiric  of  George  Fox,  the 
founder  of  quakerifm,  took  pofleffion  of  Swartz-meor  hall,  firft  cap. 
thrating  the  heart  of  a  widow,  the  rclift  of  judge  Fell,  the  liicn  mha- 
biunt^  moving  her  congenial  foul  to  relign  herfelf  to  him  in  the 
tends  of  matrimony.  From  thence  he  (allied  forth,  and  I  rmfV, 
«ointentk>nally,  gave  rife  to  a  crowd  of  fpiritnal  fixates  (difowned 
indeed  by  h»  admirers,  as  his  genuine  folk>wen)  who  for  a  period

very  top,  as  well  as  others  adjacent,  appears  well  peopled.  Defccnd 
to  Penny-MJgey  or  Crakefordy  where  a  (hip  of  150  tons  was  then 
building.  Furnaces  abound  in  thefe  parts,  and  various  forts  of  im- 
plements of  hufbandry  arc  made  here. 

Keep  along  a  narrow  glen  on  excellcnr  r'vi:^"^-,  amuif^  thick  cop- 
pices, or  brulli  wncxh  of  various  forts  ot  trees,  many  of  them  Wooo^i 
planted  exprefsly  for  the  ufe  of  the  furnaces  or  bloomerir".  They 
confift  chiefly  of  birch  and  hazel  :  not  many  years  ago  lli  p  loads 
of  nuts  have  been  exported  from  hence.  The  woods  arc  great 
ornaments  to  the  country,  for  they  creep  high  up  the  hilJs :  The 
owners  cut  them  down  in  equal  portions,  in  the  rotation  of  fixteen 
years,  and  raife  regular  revenues  out  of  them  ;  and  often  fuperior 
lo  the  rent  of  their  land,  for  freeholders  of  fifteen  or  twenty-five 
pounds  per  annum,  are  known  to  make  conftantly  fixty  pounds  a 
year  from  their  woods.  The  furnaces  for  thcfe  iaft  fixty  years  have 
brought  a  great  deal  of  wealth  into  this  country. 

Obferve  that  the  tops  of  ail  the  afli  trees  were  lopped ;  and  was 
informed  that  it  was  doac  to  feed  the  cattle  in  Autumn,  when  the 
grafs  was  on  the  decline  v  the  cattle  peeling  off"  the  bark  as  a  food. 
In  Qi-ieen  Elizabeth's  time  tlic  inhabit  ints  of  Col  tot:  2nd  Hawkjhead 
Ji'!i  rcrnop.dratcd  againil  die  number  ot"  bloomeries  then  m  the  coun-  ■ ' 

trv,  bccaLiie  they  confumcd  ail  the  loppings  ai.il  croppino;';,  the  folc 
wuitcr  food  for  their  cattle.  The  people  agreed  to  pay  to  die  Qiieen 
die  rent  Ihe  received  from  thefe  works,  on  condition  they  were  fup^ 
preflM.  Thefe  rents  now  called  Bloom  Smithy,  are  paid  to  the  crown  ' 
to  this  day,  notwithitanding  the  improved  ftate  of  the  country  has 
fendered  the  ufc  oilbc  former  indulgence  needlefs. 

Xeep  by  the  fide  of  the  ivnt Crakes  near  iu  difcharge  from  ComH- 
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ftonnuriy  at  a  place  called  Waterfooty  lay  abundance  of  flate  brought 
down  by  water  from  the  quarries  in  the  fells  :  obferved  alfo  great 
heaps  of  birch  befoms,  which  are  alfo  articles  tor  exportation. 
CoviMITOii  VlRl.      "RczchConinJlon  or  I'burJIain  vf^tCTy  a  beainitul  lake,  about  feven 
meafured  miles  lonfr;  ar.d  the  greiteft  breadth  three  quarters  ;  the 
greaced  depth  fron^  thirty  to  forty  fathoms.     At  t!ie  S.  end  it  is 
narrowed  by  tlic  projection  of  fevcrai  littie  headlands  running  far 
into  the  water,  and  forming  between  them  feveral  pretty  bays.  A 
little  higher  up  the  wtdeft  part  commences:  from  thence  it  runs 
quite  ftralc  to  the  end,  not  incurvated  as  the  maps  make  it.  The 
fiih  of  this  water  are  char  and  pike :  a  few  years  ago  the  firft  were 
fold  for  qs.  6d.  per  dozen,  but,  thanks  to  the  luxury  of  the  times, 
are  now  raifed  to  eight  or  nine  ihiiiings.    The  fcenery  about  this 
lake,  which  is  fcarcely  mentioned,  is  extremely  noble.    The  E. 
and  W.  Hdcs  are  bounded  by  high  hills  otten  wooded  ;  but  in  gene- 
ral compofed  of  grey  rock,  and  coailc  vcgcution  j  much  juniper 
creeps  along  the  furface,  and  (bnie  beautiful  hollies  are  finely  inter- 
mixed.   At  the  north  wcllcrn  extremity  the  vaft  mountains  called 
Omtii^on  feilsy  form  a  magnificent  mafs.    In  the  midft  is  a  great  bo- 
<bm,  retiring  inward,  which  affords  n;teat  quantities  of  fine  flate. 
•  The  trade  in  this  article  has  of  late  been  greatly  improveil,  and  the 

value  ot  lIic  quarries  highly  eiicrealed  :  a  work  that  twenty  years 
ago  did  not  produce  to  the  landlord  loriy  lliuhngs,  at  prclcnt  brings 
in  annually  as  many  pounds:  and  the  whole  quantity  at  tins  time 
exported  yearly  from  thefc  mountains,  is  about  two  tliouland  tuns. 
At  their  feet  is  a  fmall  cultivated  traA,  filled  with  good  farm 
houles,  and  near  the  water  edge  is  the  village  and  church  of 
Cmnjion,   Formerly  thefe  mountains  yielded  copper  ^  but  of  late 
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the  works  have  been  negletted  on  accouM  of  the  |>ovcrcy  of  the 
ore. 

Leave  the  fides  of  the  lake,  and  ilLC-nd  a  lleep  hill,  furrounded 
with  woods.  From  the  lumrrKi  fiavtr  a  hue  view  of  tiic  lake,  the 
(lupendous  fells,  and  u  wiadiag  chaim  bcacadi  foine  bl^ck  and 
fcrrated  mountains.  '  ♦ 

The  fields  in  thofe  parts  arc  otten  fenced  with  rows  of  great 
ilatci ;  which  no  hoi  ics  will  attempt  leaping.  See  at  a  diftance  a 
piece  of  fVinander  ir^rc^  and  that  of  Eajitbwaite  \  dcfcend  the  hill, 
and  foon  reach  the  fmali  town  of  Hawk/heady  feated  in  a  fertile 
bottom.  In  the  church  is  an  altar  tomb,  with  the  effigies  of 
WtlUam  Samfyj,  and  MargarU  his  wife,  mod  rudely  cut  in  ftonc, 
aad  <laiie  by  older  of  his  fon  Edwiny  Archbifliop  of  TiHt^  who 
was  born  in  a  fmall  boaie  in  this  neighborhood  Round  the  tomb 
kthisinfcripcioii:

Leave  JUwkJbead^  and  ride  fcf  the  fide  of  X/r/nkk  mpv,  about  i^^, 
two  niks  long,  and  diice  quarten  broad  i  on  each  fide  orna»  Umwicb  iiaiii 
aeattd  with  a  prettjr  de?Bied  pcninfuh^  jutting  fiur  mto  the  water, 
Iti  fifli  are  peich,  CiUed  here  bafi,  pike,  eels»  but  no  trout.  .  The  Bitt, 
cda  deficnd  in  mulutudci.  through  the  river  that  flowi  from  this 
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mere  into  Winanda\  beginning  their  migration  with  the  firfl:  floods 
after  midfummcr;  and  ceafe  on  the  firfl:  mows.  The  inhabitants 
of  the  country  take  great  numbers  in  wheels  aL  tiiat  Icafon ;  when 
it  is  their  opinion  that  ihe  eels  arc  going  into  the  fait  water  i  and 
that  they  retuni  ui  Ipring. 

The  ro.iLis  are  excellent  amidft  fine  woods,  with  grey  rocks 
patched  with  mols  rifuig  above.  In  one  place  obfervcd  a  Holfy 
parkt  a  tradt  pi^eferved  entirely  for  flieep,  who  are  fed  in  wtntcp 
with  the  cioppings.  Wild  cats  inhabit  in.too^  great  plenty  cheie 
woods  and  neks. 

The  Utbm  tariarati,  or  flone  rag,  as  it  is  called  hefe»  iocruftt 
moft  of  the  ftoncs :  is  gathered  for  the  ufe  of  dyers  by  the  Pea^ 
fiwts.  .who  fell  it  at  a  penny  per  pound,  and  can  colled  two  flona 
weight,  of  itt.  in.a  day* . 
^  Reach  Grditttmte,  the  feat  of  Mr.  SaH^fSi  and  from  the  tats 

craigy  an  eminence  near  the  houfe,.  have  an  extcnfive  view  up  and 
down  the  water  of  JFtiumder^  for  feveral  ptiiles.  The  variety  of 
beautiful  bays  that  indent  the  ihore  \  the  fine  wooded  rifings  that 
bound  each  fide^  and  the  northern  termination. of  lofty  fetls 
patched  with  fnow,  compofe  a  Icme  the  moft  pifturelque  that  can 
be  imagined. 

See  on  the  plain  part  of  thefe  hills,  numbers  o£  ipringes  fbr- 
Woopeocsf.  woodcocks,  laid  between  tufts  of  heatK,  with  avenues  of  fmaU 
{lones  on  each  fide,  to  direct  thefe  foolifli  bitds  into  the  fnaics, 
for  they  will  not  hop.over  the  pebbles.  Multitudes  are  taken  ift 
this  manner  in  the  open  weather;  and  fold  on  the  fpot  for  Soh 
teen  pence  or  twenty  pjcncc  a  couple  (about  20  years  ago  at  fuc^. 
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pence  or  feven  pence)  and  lent  to  the  aU^devounng  capital,  by 

the  Kendal  ft  age. 

After  breakfaft,  take  boat  at  a  little  neighboring  creek,  and 
have  a  moft  advantageous  view  of  this  beautiful  lake,  being  £5u 

vored  with  a  calm  day  and  fine  (ky.  The  length  of  this  water 
is  about  twrlve  miles  ■  the  breadth  about  a  mile  j  for  the  width  is 
unequal  from  the  multitude  of  pretty  bays,  that  give  fuch  an  ele- 
gant fmuofny  to  its  fhorcs,  efpeciallv  thcfe  on  the  eaft,  or  the 
fFeJlmcr eland  lidc.  The  horns  of  thck-  litrlc  ports  project  far, 
and  are  ^ely  wooded  ^  as  are-  aU  the  klier  hills  that  Ikirt  the 
water. 

At  a  diftance  is  another  feries  of  hills,  lofty,  rude,  grey  and 
mofly  i  and  above  them  foar  the  immenfc  heights  of  the  fells  of 
Conenjlon,  the  mountains  <j{  IVrynofe  and  Hard-knot^  and  the  conia 
points  of  Langden  fells  ;  all  except  the  firft  in  Cumberland. 

The  wnters  are  difcharged  out  of  the  South  end,  at  Ncwlrf^ 
cruk'^  with  a  rapid  precipitous  current,  tlicn  aflbme  the  naaie 
of  Lt:z-a:.,  and  after  a  courTc  of  two  miles  fall  into  the  eiluary 
called  the  Leven  fands.  The  depth  of  this  lake  is  various,  from 
four  yards  and  a  half  to  feventy-four,  and,  excepting  near  thtt 
fides,  the  botton^  is  entiidy  rocky  :  in  fome  places  are  vaft  fuba» 
queotts  ftfecipices,  the  rock  falling  at  once  perpendicular,  for  the 
depth  of  twenty-yards,  within  forty  of  the  Ihore  (  and  the  fame 
depth  is  preferved  acrofs  the  channel.  The  fall  of  the  Levm^ 
from  the  lake  to  high  water  mark,  is  omety  feet;  the  deepeft  part 
of  the  lake  a  hundred  and  thirty- two  beneath  that  point: 

The  boatmen  direfbed  their  courTe  Korthward,  and  brought  iis 
bjr  the  heathy  ifle  of  Lh^belmt  and  the  far  proving  cape  of 
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RawUnfnCs  Nah,  On  the  left  hand  obferve  the  tertuiiMtioo  of 
Lancajhirey  juft  South  of  the  &0r,  a  great  promontoiy  ia  H^^» 
tmrehmk  all  the  lemeiniog  Weftem  fide  b  clamed  by  the  ^\ 
but  fVifimwitmd  bounds  the  reft,  fo  has  the  faircft  dame  to  call 
idelf  owner  of  this  fuperb  water. 

On  doubling  the  ^  a  new  ezpanfe  opened  bcfbie  us  ^  left  the 
little  ilk  of  QrtfwMm  on  the  right,  traverfed  the  lake  towards  ' 
the  .hoHe  ftny,  and  a  little  beyond*  ^  gnai  BtSm  of  thirtjr 
acres  croflfes  the  water,  and  conceals  the  reft.  This  deltcbus  ifle 
is  bleft  with  a  rich  paftu nge^  is  adonied  with  a  pretty  grov^  and 
has  on  it  a  good  houle. 

It  has  been  the  fortune  of  this  beautiful  retreat  often  to  change 
roaftfers :  the  flattering  hopes  of  the  charms  of  retirement  have 
mifled  ftveral  to  purchafe  it  ftom  the  laft  cheated  owner,  who 
after  a  littk  rime  dilco?ered,  that  a  conftant  enjoyment  of  the 
iame  oljefts,  delightful  as  they  were,  iboii  latiated.  There  nsuft 
be  Ibmeijitng  more  than  external  charms  to  make  a  retreat  ftoa 
the  world  long  endurable  \  the  qualifications  requifite  fall  to  the 
lhare  of  a  very  fewi  -without  them  difguft  and  wearineft  will  ibon 
invade  their  privacy,  nocwithftanding  they  courted  it  with  all  the 
paflion  and  all  the  romance  with  which  the  poet  did  his  fBO&^ 
tids*.

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From  this  ifland  began  a  new  and  broader  extent  of  water,  bounded 
mi  the  Weft  by  the  bold  and  lofty  face  of  a  ftecp  hill,  patched 
with  the  deep  green  of  vaft:  yews  and  hollies,  that  embellilhed 
ks  naked  (lope.  This  cypanfc  is  varied  with  fcveral  very  pretty 
iflcs,  fome  bare,  others  jull  appear  above  water,  tufted  with  trees : 
on  the  North-Kad  fide  is  rhc  appearance  of  much  cnhivation  ;  a 
traft  near  the  village  ot  BoulnHs  falls  f^r-^tlv  to  the  water  cdfre, 
and  nTes  again  far  up  a  higii  and  large  mountain,  beyond  which 
is  3.  grand  fkrccn  of  others,  the  pointed  heads  of  Trouthck  fells^ 
the  valt  rounded  nab  of  Fair^ld,  and  the  ftill  higher  fummic  o£ 

Land,,  and  dine  in.

at  MtiUnefs^  antiendy  calkd  Whmdtr^  giving  nanw  n  tbe  lake ;  and! 
an  here  tiatied  with  moft  delkate  trouc  and  perch,  die  fifti  4^thif 
vaier.  The  charr  is  ibond^  here  in  great  pknty,  and  of-  a  fiie  fn- 
pcr'nr  to  diofe  in  WTAs.  Thtsf  fpawn  abcm  Mthndmm^  in  the  met 
Brttb^i  which,,  widi  the  Rrwtb^-  are  dK  gfeat  feeds  of  d^t  lakes, 
pfcfefring  cbe  rocky  bociooi  ef  the  fbrncr  «>  die  graveHy  bottom 
of  the  odier.  The  fiibefmea  diftiDgniih  two  Yarietics,  the  <^ 
akrr  and  the  gtU^iimr-f  I  e.  a  -filk  whiGh  had.  not-  pawned  ih^- 
kft  feaibo^  andcfteemed  by  dinn  thejBore  ddicaM:  this  fpmM 
from  the  beginning  of  January  to  the  end  of  Manht  and  never 
afccnds  the  river,  but  fekdbs  for  that  purpoie  the  moft  graveUy 
farts  of  the  lake,,  and  that,  which  abounds  moft  with  fprings..

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It  is  taken  in  greateft  plenty  froin  the  ciu]  of  Septemher  to  tut 
end  of  November,  bur  ai  odicr  unics  is  vciy  l  arcly  met  Y>ith. 

The  monks  of  the  abby  of  Furnefs  had  a  grant  from  //  liitam 
of  LaHcaJItr,  privileging  them  to  fifli  on  this  water  with  one 
boat  and  twenty  nets  i  but  in  cafe  any  of  die  lervancs  belonging 
to  the  abbjy  and  ib .  employed,  miftehsved  themfelves,  they 
were  to  be  cbaftiicd  by  the  Lord  of  the  water  $  and  in  cale  thef 
xefufed  to  fubmit,  the  abbot  was  boood  to  difcharge  them,  and 
make  them  forfeit  thdr  wages  for  thdr  delinquency  *. 

.Remount  my  horie^  and  continue  my  journey  along  the  fides 
of  the  lake,  and  from  an  eminence  about  half  a  mile.N*  of  the 
•village  of  Biudmfs^  have  a  fine  view  of  the  water  and  all  it's 
windings^  and  obfcnre  that  the  laft  bend  points  very  far  to  the 
Weft. 

On  advancing  towards  the  end  bave  an  auguft  profpcA  of  the 
whole  range  of  thefe  Northern  ^Hmes^  exhibiting  all  the  vaiiety 
of  grandeur  in  the  uniform  immeoie  mals,  the  conic  fummi^  the 
broken  ridge»  and  the  overhao^ng  crag,  with  the  deep  chafm-like 

pafTages  far  winding  along  their  bales,  rendered  more  horrible  by 
the  blackening  (hade  of  the  rocks. 
£«ofcsi*  '  Among  the  birds  which  pofieis  this  exalted  traft,  the  eagles 
are  the  Hrft  in  rank:  they  breed  in  many  places.  If  one  is  killed, 
the  other  gets  a  new  mate,  and  retains  it's  antient  aery.  Thofe 
who  take  their  nefts  find  in  them  remains  of  great  numjienof  moor 
game :  they  are  befides  very  pernicious  to  the  heronries :  it  is  rc» 
marked,  in  the  laying  fcalbn  of  the  herons,  when  the  eagks  terrify 
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them  from  their  ndb,  that  crows,  watching  the  opponuniqr,  will 
fteal  away  their  eggs. 

The  led  deer  which  ftill  run  wild  in  MarMaU  ibreft,  ibnie^ 
(imes  llraggled  into  thole  parts. 

Reach  AmbUfidey  a  fmall  town  above  the  extremity  of  the  lake : 
the  inhabitants  of  thefe  parts  arc  very  indviftrious>  are  much  em- 
ployed in  knitting  ftockings  for  Kendal  niarlvet  j  in  fpinning  wool- 
len yarn,  and  in  making  ilirc.id  to  v/cave  tlieir  lindes.  The  coun- 
tenances of  the  people  begin  to  akcr  •,  tlpfciall}^  ia  the  tender 
fcx;  the  face  begins  to  fquare,  and  the  cheek  bone  Ix-gins  to  rife, 
as  if  lymptomatic  of  my  approaching  towards  North  Britain. 

Below  AmbUfidey  in  a  meadow  near  the  river  Brathay^  is  a  i^j?- 
aM»camp,  the  fuppofed  Z)/^«x of  t\itNot:tia,  where  coins,  bricks, 
&c.  have  been  often  found.  The  outline  of  the  work  is  ftill  vi- 
fible,  and  its  extent  is  four  hundred  feet  one  way,  and  three  hun- 
dred the  other :  it  was  the  ftation  of  pan  of  the  cohort  of  the 
Numerus  Nervimtm  DiSienfmmy  and  placed  very  conveniently  to 
command  feveral  paffes. 

At  a  fmall  diftance  from  Amhleftde^  fee  Rydal^  the  hoiife  of  Sir 
Michael  le  Fkntingy  placed  in  a  iiioft  magnificent  fitu:ition  ;  hav- 
ing the  lake  full  in  front,  a  rich  intervening  fore-ground  ;  and  on 
each  fide  a  flupcridou.'i  guard  of  niotintains.  I'his  farriily  have 
been  fixed  in  the  north  everfince  the  conquelt,  and  became  owners 
of  Rydal-baU  by  a  marriage  with  one  of  the  coheireflb,  daughter 
of  Stir  John  de  Lancafter^  in  the  time  of  Hen.  IV, 

Near  the  houfe  is  a  lofty  rocky  hrae^  cloathed  with  multitudes 
ef  gigantic  yews  and  hollies,  that  from  their  fize  and  antiquity, 
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give  it  a  moft  venerable  appearance  j  and  not  far  from  its  foot  ift^ 
Rydal  water,  about  a  mile  long,  beautified  with  little  illes. 

"Go  through  R^-dal  pafs,  or,  in  the  dialed  of  the  country,  Rydal' 
bows,  or  gullet.    Ride  through  Crafj-m'ire^  a  fertile  vale  with  a 
lake  clofcd  at  the  end  by  a  noble  pyramidal  mountain. 
OvJiMAii.  WRATJ.      On  a  high  pafs  between  the  hills,  obferve  a  large  Camedd  cal- 
led Dunmail  IVrays  Jlsnes,  collected  in  memory  of  a  defeat,  A. 
94U.  given  to  a  petty  king  of  Cumberland,  of  that  njwne,  by 
mund  I.  wlio  wich  the  ufual  barbarity  of  the  times,  put  out  thc- 
cyes  of  his  two  ions,  and  gave  ins  couiitry  to  Malcolm,  king  of 
Scotland^  on  conditioQ  he  greferycd  la  peace  tiic  northern  parts  of.  . 
England. 

The  defcent  from  hence  to  the  vale  of  Ke/wUk,  nine  mUtt». 
Near  thjs  place  emec

hxnn^  on  the  left  the  long  octeoded  firont  of  Hdv^  fdb.  Molt 
of  die  biUi  in  thefe  pam  are  fine  Ibeep  walks,  finoorh  and  i^U: 

The  ibeep  are  Imall,.  but  the  nratlDn  esquifiidf  tailed^, 
being .  feldom  killed  before  it^  is  fix  .or  feven  yean  old.  The  wool 
It  ooaffey.bttt  manu£iiifturcd  into  ordinary  carpets  and  blankets.;. 
No  0»ata  ave  kegt  hereoti.account.of.thodaoo^  tbcf  would  dO' 
to  the  woods. 

^lafaHATsa*.  Arrive  within  ligift  of  Thirl-wattr^  a  fflofl;  beaunfol  but  JianxNT* 
lake, .  filliog.the  bottom  of  a  long  dale  for  near  four  iniks.  Fjooi  . 
aa  eminence  near  Dak-head  houl'e,  have  a  pi(flurefque  view  over/ 
gp«at.  pare  of  its  extent..  About  the  middle,,  thejand  for  above: 
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a  hiiHdnd  yards,  approaches  ind  contrads  the  water  to  the  fiae 
of  a  little  rivcrt  over  which  is  ^trwAffim  bridge)  aod  behind 
that  the  wsicr  inflauitljr  idumes  the  former  biesdth. 

Repining  the  road,  have  » llnuig^  and  horrible  view  downwards, 
nio  a  deep  aod  miftjr  vahv  «t  this  tinae  appearing  bottomlefs^  ud  ' 
winding  hr  amidft  the  nsountains,  darkened  by  their  heightp  and 
the  thick  cknids  that  hung  on  their  fiunmits. 

In  the  courle  of  die  defcent,  vific,  under  the  guidenoe  of  DoO' 
tor  Brmtaigg  (the  fiiift  difcoveicr)  a  fine  piece  of  andquicy  of 
that  kind  which  is  attributed  to  the  Dnudr*  An  arrangement  of 
great  ftones  tending  to  an  oval  figure,  is  to  be  feen  near  the  road 
fide*  about  a  mile  and  a  failf  from  Kefimk^  on  the  fumniit  of  a  Dkvi^  tchtm; 
pretty  btoad  and  high  hill,  in  an  arable  field  called  Ca/Ut,  The 
area  is  thirty>four  yards  from  north  to  fimth,  aod  aear  thirty 
from  eaft  to  wefts  but  many  of  the  ftones  are  fallen  down,  fim 
inward,  odiers  outward :  according  to  the  pbo,  they  are  at  pie- 
lent  forty  in  number.  At  the  north  end,  are  two  much  lifger 
than  the  reft,  ftanding  five  feet  and  a  half  above  the  Ibtl:  be-  ' 
Cwcen  tfaefe  may  be  fuppofed  to  have  been  the  principal  entrance  1 
oppofice  to  it,  on  the  S.  fide,  are  others  of  nearly  the  fame  height ; 
end  on  the  eaft  is  one  near  feven  feet  high.  But  what  diftin- 
gaiihes  tliis  from  all  other  Druidical  remains  of  this  nature,  is  a 
redangular  recefs  on  the  eaft  fide  of  the  area,  tbrmed  of  great 
ftones,  like  thofe  of  the  oval.  Thefe  ftruAures  are  confidered  in' 
general  to  have  been  teniples,  or  places  of  worHitp :  the  recels 
here  mentioned  feems  to  have  been  allotted  for  thejQnw^,  the 
priefts  of  the  place,  a  fort  of  Hofy  of  HoUet^  where  they  met  fiy 
paraced  from  the  vulgar,  id  perft>rm  their  rites,  their  divinations, 
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or  to  fit  in  cbuncil,  to  determine  on  controvcrfics,  to  compromflflt 
all  differences  about  limits  of  land,  or  about  inheritances,  or  for> 
the  tryal  of  the  greater  criminals**,  the  Druids  poilefilng  botfb 
the  office  of  j^iriell  and  judge.  The  caulc  tliat  this  recefs  was 
placed  on  the  eait  fidCv  feems  to  arifc  from  the  refped  paid  by: 
the  anticnt  natives  of  this  iflc  to  that  beneficent  luminary  the  fun, 
not  originally  an  idolatrous  refpeft,  but  merely  as  a  fymboi  of  the 
gloriout  ali-ibeiiig  Being,  its  gmt  Cicaaor. 

In  the  finae  pine  with  theft  Z^ntAivAT  ranuM,  is.  engraven  a  fpe* 
ckei  of  jGhdb  cut  out  of  a  flat  piece  of  filver,.of  a  ibrm  betier  to  be 
cxproHfed  by  the  figure  than  nocds.  Its  bceadth  ti».  firom  one  ezte* 
rbr  lide  to  the  other,  four  Inches.  This  wu  difoovered.  lodged  \k> 
the  mud,  on  deepoiing  a  fiOi-pond  in  Br^ftmPiark  mOimberlandt  the 
feat  of  Sir  JVilfrid  Law/on^  and  communicated  to  me  by  Do^r* 
MrmuHrigg.  With  it  was  found  a  large  filver  hook  of  two  ounces, 
weight, .  The  length  of  the  fliank  from  the  top  to  the  curva* 
tare  at-  botconit  four  inches  and.  throe  eights.  The  hook  not  io^ 
long. 

. KtswiCK  Viias*       Arrive  near  the  Ehjium  of  the  North,  the  vale  of  Kefzvick,  a. 

circuit  between  land  and  water  of  about  twenty  milc^;,  1  rom  an 
eminence  above,,  command  a  fine  bird's  eye  view  of  the  whole  of 
the  broad  fertile  plain,  the  town  of  Kejwick^  the  white  church  of 
Crofwhaite,  the  boafted  lake  of  Denvattwater,  and  the  beginning 
ot  tiiat  of  Bajfmtlnoaite,  with  a  full  fight  of  the  vaft  circunya— 
cent  mountains  that  guard  this  delicious  fpot. 

Dine  at  Kefwickt  a  (mall  market  town :  where,  and  in  thtt 
neighborhood^  are  manofiiaores  of  carpets^  flannels,  linfies  and. 
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yam!  the  hfl  fold  to  people  fixxn  Cociunmaub^  who  cdme  for  i|p 
crcry  market  day. 

Take  boat  on  the  cdibMMd-lilie  of  DerwaUwaSer.   The  form.  BtftwiHTVAVM* 
Is  irregular,  cneixlijig  firom  North  lo  Souths  aboiK  tftice  iliikt 
«id  ft  half  I  the  breadth  one  and  a  hal^  The  greattft  depth 
twenty  feet  in  a  channel^  nioniog  from  end  to  end,  probably  - 
tinned  by  the  river  IVrtMff^  which-pafleadiroiig^  and  givet-  name; 
toth&lalK. 

The-views  oir  every  fide  are  vefy  difoentr.  here'  ifi  tlii  pefiUr 
variety  of  j^m  keaerf  is  exhibiMd,  with  all  the  horror  of  pre*-, 
cipice,  broken  crag,  or  over-hanging-  rocky  or  inAilated  pyrami- 
dal hills^  concrafted  with  others  whole  imooth  and  vesdant- fide)^ 
fwelling  into  aerial  heiglir*?,  at  once  pleafe  and  furprize  the  cye« 

The  two  extremities  of  the  lake  afford  moll  dilcordant  pro-^ 
fpeds  :  the  Southern  is  a  compofition  of  all  that  is  horrible ;  aiv  t 
immenfe  chafm  opens  in  the  midft,  whole  entrance  is  divided  bf 
a  rude  conic  hill,  once  topt  with  a  caftle,  the  habitation  of  the. 
tyrant  of  tiie  rocks i  beyond,  a  icnes  ol  broken  mountanous  crags,, 
now^  patched  with  fnow,.  foar  one  above  the  other,  overibadow- 
ing.ifae  dark  winding  deeps  of  Bmmdde^  In  thelie  black  re- 
oefifes  ace.  lodged  variety  of  minerals^  ,  die.  origin  of  evil  by  their: 
abiiic^Jiid  placed  by  nature^,  not  remote  from  the  fountain  of  jc

But  the  oppofite  or  northern  view  is  in  all  refpeds  a  ftrong  and 
beautiful  contraft:  Skiddaw  flicws  its  vafl  bafe,  and  bounding  al! 
that  pATt  of  the  vale,  rifes  gently  to  a  height  that  iiiiks  the  ncigh' 
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boriog  U&i  6pen  «  phiifidg  fronts  ibootli  $9A  verdant,  tM- 

'ing  over  the  country  like  a  gende  generous  -lor«^  .whik  the  jQi&, 
of  jBimai^  Icoira  oit  k  Uks  a  haiideiicd  t^ltwL 

Each  bouodanr  of  die  lake  iixms  to  take  part  with  the  eyue.* 
nitirs,  and  emulates  their  appearance:  the  Southern  varias  ia 

.rocks  of  difierent  forms,  from  the  tremendous  precipices  of 
the  LadfS'Lt^y  the  broken  front  of  the  PaMi^N^t  to  the 

more  diftant  concave  curvature  of  Lrnvdcre^  an  extent  of  pirecU 
pitous  rock,  with  trees  veg;etating;  from  the  numerous  '  fifltnes, 
and  tl.e  fo:im  of  a  catara<it  precipitating  arnidft. 

The  entrance  into  Borrowdale  divides  the  fccnc,  and  the  northern 
Jidc  alters  into  milder  forms ;  a  fait  Iprmg,  once  the  property  of 
the  monks  of  Furnefs^  trickles  along  the  Qiort  %  hills  (the  refort 
of  fhepherds)  with  downy  fronts,  and  lofty  fummits,  fucceed^ 
with  woods  cloathing  tlieir  b.iies,  even  to  the  water's  edge. 

Not  far  from  hence  the  environs  appear  to  the  navigator  of 
the  lake  to  the  greateft  advantage,  for  on  every  fide  iiiountaina 
clofe  the  profpeft,  and  form  an  amphi-theattc  almoft  matchlefs. 

Locb-Lonmi  in  Scttiand,  and  Lm^Lm  in  Mmd,  are  powu 
crful  rivals  to  the  lake  in  qoeftioii :  was  a  native  of  either  of  tiioic 
kingdoms  to  demand  my  opinion  of  their  fdpe£ksve  beauties,  I 
jnuft  anfwer  as  the  fubtile  JMUl  did  the  vain  BUxaktb:  th§i  Jht 
was  the  faireft  perfm  in  £hgv4iid  i  4Hd  mu  ibe  faireji  m  Scot- 
laud* 

The  ifles  that  deooraie  this  water  are  few,  but  fiaelf^ifpofid,  and 
verydiftinft^  rife  with  gentle  and  regular  curvatures  above  thp 
iurface,  conlift  of  verdant  turf,  or  are  phwted  with  various  trees. 
Xks  principal  it  the  Lara's  lOandp  about  five  acres,  where  the  RsU- 
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family  had  fomctime  its  refidencc;  and  from  this  lake  took  the 
title  ot  Derwentwater.  The  laft  ill-fated  Earl  loft  his  Itfc  and  for- 
tune by  the  rebellion  of  1715-,  and  his  cftate,  now  amounting  to 
twenty  thoufand  pounds  per  annum  (the  mines  included)  is  vefied^ 
in  truftces  for  the  lupport  of  Greotwkh  hofpital. 

St.  Herherfs  iCic  was  noted  for  the  refidence  of  that  faint»  the 
bofom  friend  of  St.  Cuthbert ,  who  wiflied,  and  obtained  his  wilh 
of  dep:'.rting  chis  life  oo-tbe  fame  day,  hour  and  minute,  with  that* 
holy  man. 

The  water  of  Ikrtaentwntrr  is  fubjeft  to  violent  agitations,  and 
often  without  any  apparent  caufe,  as  was  the  cafe  this  dny  •,  the 
weather  was  calm,  yet  the  waves  ran  a  great  height,  and  die  boac- 
was  tofTed  violently  with  what  is  called  a  bottom  wirj. 

Went  to  Cr^thwaite  church  %  obfrrved  a  monument  of  Sir  John 
RatcUffy  and  dame  Alice  his  witc,  wuli  tiicir  effigies  on  imall  brafs 
plates :  the  infcription  is  in  the  flyle  of  the  times,  Of  your  charity 
fray  far  the  joule  of  Sir  John  Radcliff,  knight^  and  for  the  fouk  of 
dame  Alice  his  wife,  ivhicb  Sir  John  died  the  id  day  §f  FebrMarj^ 
A.  D.  1527,  on  whofe  fouk  the  Loi'd  have  mercy.  Here  arc  alio  two 
recumbent  al.ibafter  figures  of  a  man  and  a  woman  j  he  in  a-gown^^ 
with  a  puric  ar  his  girdle.

it  is  of  gnat  ufe  in  making  pencils,  black  lead  crucibles  for 
f  fofing  of  mecal%  for  cafting  of  bombs  and  cannon-balls,  deaniag 

.•arms*  for  gUung  of  ^afchen-mirei  and  fome  afiert  that  it  may  be 
.ufed  medicinally  to  eafe  the  pains  of  gravel,  ilone^  ftnnguaiy,  and 
colick :  it  hss  beenfuppofed,  but  without  foundatkm,  to  have  been 
.the  mdtmteria  and  pniptis  of  Dkfimiet :  Dr.  Martt  calls  it  i\^|rw» 
fabriUsy  and  the  people  of  the  country,  kilkw  and  wady  from  tlw  co-  . 
loring  quality  j  kiUow,  or  collow,  fignifying  the  dirt  of  coal,  and  wad 
ftems  derived  from  vocady  a  deep  dying  plant  *. 

Till  of  late  years  the  fuperftition  of  the  Bit-tm  was  kept  up  in 
thefe  parts,  and  in  this  rural  facrifice  it  was  cuftoroary  for  the  pCN 
.fofmers  to  biing  with  them  boughs  of  the  mountain  aflu

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Cbntmue  mj  journey}  pafs  along  the  vale  of  XefiM^  and  MArtft 
keep  tboiYG Bi^hnhwrnie  water,  at  aXmall  cultivated  diftance  haa^  Bauinthwaivi 
it :  this  lake  is  a  fine  expanfe  of  four  miles  in  length,  bounded  on 
one  fide  by  high  hills,  wooded  in  many  places  to  their  bottoms }  on 
the  other  fidi:  by  fields  and  the  Ikiits  of  Skiddaw. 

Marks  of  the  plough  appear  on  the  tops  of  many  of  the  hills* 
Tradition  fays,  that  in  the  reign  <if  King  Jokn^  the  Pope  curied  all 
the  lower  grounds,  and  thus  .obliged  the  inhabitants  to  make  the 
hills  arable :  but  I  rather  believe  that  Jdit  himlelf  drove  them  to 
this  cruel  neceflity,  for  out  of  rerentment  of  thrir  declining  to  follow 
his  -ftandards  to  the  bordeta  of  Scotland,  he  cut  down  their  hedges, 
levdled  the  ditches,  and  gave  all  the  cultivated  tradls  of  the  Korth 
to  fhe'beafts  of  chace,  on  his  return  from  his  expeditioo. 

From  Mr.  Spedyn\  of  Armetbwaite,  at  the  lower  extremity  of  the 
lake,  have  a  fine  view  of  the  whole.  Near  this  place  the  Derweni 
quits  the  lake^  palTing  under  Ouze  bridge,  confifting  of  three  arches* 
Salmons  come  up  the  river  from  the  fea  about  Michaelmasy  and  force  . 
their  way  through  both  lakes  as  £ur  as  Borrcu^daU*  They  had  lately 
been  on  their  return,  but  the  water  near  the  bridge  proving  too  ihal^ 
low  to  permit  them  to  proceed,  they  were  taken  by  dozens,  in  very  . 
bad  order,  in  the  nets  .that  were  drawing  for  trout  at  the  end  of  the 
lake. 

On  a  hill  near  this  fpot  is  a  circular  Britijh  entrenchment  and  I 
was  told  of  others  of  a  fquare  form,  at  a  few  miks  diftance,  at  the 
"ioot  of  Caermote  \  I  fuppofe  i?(3ww«. 

The  country  now  begins  to  lower,  ceafcs  to  be  mountanou%  but 
fwetls  into  extenfive  rifings.  Ride  near  the  Dcrwent^  a  nil  pals 
through  the  hamlets  of       BUncraik  and  Rtdmain  ^  in  a  liew  places 
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irooded,  but  generally  naked,  badly  cukivattrd,  and  incloicd  with 
VmpKIRIL  fOMfv  ftone  walls.  Ktich  Briilg.hr k,  a  village  with  a  imali  clni:ch,  noted 
for  an  anttenr  font,  found  at:  PiipcajliC,  with  an  infcription  explained 
by  the  learned  Prelate  Nicboifon^  in  Camden  s  Brifamia^  and  engraven 
in  :hc  lecond  volume  of  the  works  of  the  lociety  of  antiquaries. 
The  height  is  two  feet  and  an  inch  the  form  fquare  ;  on  each  fide 
are  different  fculptures ;  on  one  a  crofs,  on  another  a  two-headed 
Tiionller,  with  a  tripk  flower  tall;iiji  troni  one  common  ftem,  hang- 
ing from  its  mouth  :  beneath  is  a  pcrlon,  St.  John  Baptiji^  performing 
the  office  of  baptifm  by  the  immerfion  of  a  child,  our  Saviour  ;  and  - 
above  the  child  is  a  ^now)  nnperfcft  dove-,  on  a  third  fide  is  a  fort 
of  centaur,  attacked  by  a  bud  and  fome  animal  j  and  under  them  the 
angel  driving  our  firft  father  out  oi  £den».  while  £iv  clings  clofe  tou

Pafs,  not  far  from  Bridekirk,  through  tlie  village  of  PapcaftU^ 
once  a  Rovhin  ftation,  conjedurcd  by  Mr.  Ho^fy  to  have  been 
the  DiTQintwne  of  the  geographer  of  Ravenna  j  where  many  rrto- 
•numcnts  of  antiquity  have  been  found.  In  a  field  on  the  lefr» 
on  dclccoding  into  die  vtUage,  are  tbe  remains  of  iome  dikes. 
Reach 

CocRERiiouTK,  a  large  town  with  broad  firsts,  irregularly  built, 
vrafticd  by  the  Derweni  on  the  wcflern  fide»  and  divititx!  in  twa 
by  the  Cccker,  and  the  parts  connefbcd  by  a  bridge  of  a  fingte 
arch.  The  number  of  inhabitants  arc  between  three  -c^nd  four 
thouUnd ;  tke  manuracluies  are  ftialloons,  worlled  (lot  kings  aiid 
hats  \  the  laft  exported  from  Giafgcw  to  the  IFeJl-Lidtes,  It  is  a 
borough  town,  and  the  right  of  voting  is  veiled  by  burgefs  tenure 
in  certain  houic^ ;  chis  is  alio  die  town  where  the  county  cie^iooi 
arc  m^de. 

The  caiUc  is  Icatcd  on  an  artificial  mount,  on  a  bank  above  tht 
X)erwent :  is  fquare,  and  is  ftrengchened  with  feveral  fquarc  towers  : 
on  each  iide  of  the  inner  gate  are  two  deep  dungeons,  capable  of 
holding  fifty  perfons  in  either  j  are  vaulted  at  top,  and  have  only  a 
fmall  opening  in  order  to  lower  through  it  the  unhappy  prifonerg 
into  this  dire  prifon }  and  OA  the  outfidtt  of  each  is  a  narrow  flit  with 
a  dope  from  it  %  aod  doim  thia  urcie  fiiok  the  {jravifians  allotted  to 
the  wretcHwd  inhabkaiiti.  In  tlie  ftodal  tfines  death  md  captivity 
were  almoft  fynonymous;  but  the  firft  was  certainly  preferable }. 
which  may  be  one  caufe  why  the  battles  of  antknt  days  wese  lb 
bloody. 
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This  caftle  was  founded  by  WMf^  firft  lord  of  jfBertUk;  and' 
fon  of  Gofpatrick,  car!  of  HmhmiAeHMi^  cotemporary  with  mUiam 
the  conqueror  j  Waldof  refided  6rft  at  Pap€<^  vbkh  he  after» 
wards  donoliibed,  and  with  the  ttiateriab.  buHc  that  atCivliirwto/i^ 
where  he  and  his  pofterity  long  refided  i  but  ieveral  arms  over  the 
gateway,  which  Camim  fays  are  thofe  of  the  M^m^  HumframriUa^ 
Xjuut  and  PmiiSy  evince  it  to  have  been  in  later  tinnes  in  thofe  ia» 
lilies.  It  appears  that  it  was  firft  granted  by  Edw.  II.  to  ^imgp 
dtljuift  ^  ci  flbmas  df  A6ilt6Ht  who  had  aflumed  that  name  by 
'feafim  that  his  mother  was  daughter  and  coheirels-  to  JUeimi  it 
-  IjuU  i  and  afierwards>  by  maniages^  this  caftle  and  its  honors  de* 
-Icended  to  the  fhntfrmtUgs^  and  finally  to  the  Pereiet  *.  In  164811 
•was garrifimed for  the  Kingi  and  being  befiegod  and  taken  by  thct 
rebels,  was  burnt,  and  never  afterwards  repaired..  • 
Mav  $6t       ,  Purfoe  my  journey  for  about  four,  or  five  miles^  along  a  tolerably 
ieitile  covntry »  and  then  arrive  amidft  the  collieries :  crofslbma- 
barien  heaths,  with  Inclofed  land  on  each  fide,  deftitute  both  of' 
hedges  and  woods.   Pafs  througfi  Di^mtm^  a  long  and  dirty-tomiy. 
and  foon  aficr,.  from.  a<  great  height,.,  at.  once,  come  in.%ht  of 
Whitshavan, 

and  fee  the  whole  at  a-fing^e  glaonoe,  ftated  in  a  hollow,  open  to  the 
fea  on  th&  north.  It  lies  in  the  parifli  of  St.  Bus^  whole  vaft  pn>- 
montory,  noted  for  the  great  relbrt  of  birds,. appears  four  ;nilei  to 
the  fouth^  and  in  days  of  old,  ftill  mote  noted  for  its  patfonefi  St 
Bi^Of  who  tamed  fierce  bulls,  and  brought  jdowu  deep  fiiows  atmid*^ 
fiunmcr...

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The  town  is  in  a  manner  a  new  creation,  for  the  old  editions  of 
Camden  make  no  mention  of  it  i  ]ret  the  name  is  in  Saxion's  msips^  it» 
white  claffii  being  known  to  reamen%  The  rife  of  the  place  u  owing 
to  the  collieries,,  improved  and  encouraged  by  the  family  of  the 
J>wlli0rr,  to  their  great  emolument.  About  a  hundred  years  iff^- 
there  was  not  one  houfe  here^  except  Sir  Job/t  Lowtber's,  and  two 
others,  and  only  three  fmall  veflels  :  and  for  the  next  forty  years,, 
the  number  of  houfes  encreafed  to  about  twenty.  At  this  time  the 
town  may  boift  of  beintr  one  of  the  handlbmeft  in  the  north  of 
^j^land^  built  of  Itonc,  an  J  the  ilrects  pointing  ftraitto  theharbour^ 
with  others  crofTing  them  at  right  angles.  It  is  as  poptilous  as  it  is 
elegant,  containing  twelve  thoufand  inhabitants,  and  has  a  hundred 
and  ninety  great  Ihips  belonging  to  it^  mofUy  employed  in  the  coal 
trade. 

The  tobacco  trade  is  much  declined :  formerly  about  twenty 
thoufand  hoglheads  wtrc  annually  imported  from  Virginia-y  now 
fcarce  a  fourth  ol  that  number-,  Glafgow  having  llolen  that  branch  : 
but  CO  make  amends,  another  is  carried  on  to  the  IVeJi- Indies,  where 
hats,  printed  linens,  hams,  &c.  are  fent.  The  laft  week  was  a  me- 
lancholy and  pernicious  exportation  of  a  hundred  and  fifty  natives 
i!^- Great  Britain,  forced  from  their  natal  foil,  the  low  lands  of  Scot- 
land^ by  the  raiic  of  rents,,  to  leek  an  afylum  on  the  other  lide  of  the 

The  improvements  in  the  adjacent  lands  keep  pace  with  thok  in 
the  town  :  the  Brainjly  cftatc  forty  years  ago  was  fet  for  as  many 
pounds  ;  at  prcfent,  by  dint  of  good  hulbandry,  clpcciaJly  liming 
ii.  cncicakd  to  five  hundred  and  feventy-onc. 

la  the  town  are  three  churciici»  ur  chaj^ls  :  St.  Jams's  \%  elegantly  Cuurchi*. 
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fitted  up,  and  has  a  hanilibme  gallcPK%  which,  with  tlic  roof,  h  fup- 
porteci  by  moll  beanciful  ranges  of  piiiars.  Bchdcs,  is  a  prdbyteriaa 
meetiii;^,  one  of  Icccdcrs,  of  anabaptifts,  and  quakcrs. 

The  workiioule  is  thinly  inhabited  i  for  few  of  the  poor  chuk  to 
enter.  Thok  whom  neccffity  compels,  arc  moft  ufcfiilly  eiiij^k  vcd; 
with  plcafurc  I  ohfcrved  old  age,  idiocy,  and  even  infants  of  three 
years  of  age,  contnbutuijg  to  their  own  fuppoct,  by  the  pulling  oi 
oakem. 

The  harbour  is  artificial,  but  a  fine  and  expenfivc  work,  on  thtf 
fonth  end,  guarded  by  a  long  pier,  wliere  the  (hips  may  lie  in  great 
ieciirity.  Another  is  placed  tartiier  out,  to  break  the  force  of  the 
Tea  i  and  within  thefe  arc  two  long  llrait  tongues,  or  quays,  where 
the  veflcis  arc  lodged  :  <iore  to  the  (hore,  on  the  fouth  fide,  is  an- 
other, covered  with  what  is  calletl  here  a  Steer^  having  in  the  lowe^. 
part  a  r.mgc  cf  fmiths  fhops,  and  above  an  extenfive  floor,  capable 
of  containing  fix  thouland  waggon  loads  oi' coal,  of  420a  lb.  cach« 
But.  this  js  onlv  ulcd  as  a  fort  of  magazine  :  for  above  this  are  co- 
vered galleries  with  rail  roads,  terminatmj^  in  large  flues,  or  hurrieS) 
placed  (loping  over  the  quay,  and  rhro'  thefc  the  coal  is  difchargcd 
out  of  the  waggons  into  the  holds  of  the  fhips,  rattling  down  with  a 
noUc  like  thunder.  Commonly  eight  fhips,  from  a  hundred  and 
itfPtncy  tDR  hundred  tuns  each,  have  been  loaden  in  one  tide  ■,  and  on 
:ewu>rdinary  occafions  twelve.  Each  load  is  put  on  board  for  ten 
jQuUing^  s  md  the  waggons,  after  being  emptied,  are  brou(?!it  round 
inio  the  roid  by  a  cum  frame,  and  drawn  back  by  a  [mgk  hork. 
Th6  gireaMar  imtof  the  way  &om  the  pits,  which  lie  abC^t  three  or 
/our  miles  dillant  fiom  the  Kurries  is  down  hiUi  the  waggon  is 
itaend  by  aMinan^irithaiQft  of  radder  todix«ait}    that  he 
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can  re  card  or  accdence  tiie  motioa  by  the  pieiTuce  lie  gives  by  it 

on  the  whex'L 

Many  oilier  works  arL-  prrjjcded  to  lecure  the  port,  particularly 
another  pier  on  the  north  iide,  which  when  complete,  will  render 
this  haven  quite  land-locked.  It  is  to  be  obkrvcd,  thac  in  coming 
in  veflels  fhould  carry  a  full  fail  till  they  pals  the  piei  head, 
otherwifc  they  will  not  be  carried  t'ar  enough  in.  The  grcatcll  pare 
of  the  coal  is  fent  to  Ireland,  where  about  two  hundred  and  cigh-- 
tecn  thoufand  tons  arc  annually  exported. 

Spring  tides  rife  here  twenty-four  feet.    Neap  tides  thirteen. 

Vifit  the  collieries,  entering  at  the  foot  of  a  hill,  not  diftant  CaLumti* 
from  the  town,  attended  by  the  agent :  the  entrance  was  a  nar- 
row paflage,  bricked  and  vaulted,  flopiiig  down  with  an  cafy  dc- 
fcent.    Reach  the  firil.  beds  ot  ctj.il  v.  [ncii  had  Ixen  worked  about 
a  century  ago  :  the  roofs  Lire  iinoodi  and  ipacious,  the  pillars  of 
fufhcicnt  Itrength  to  iupport  the  great  fuperllrudure,  being  fif- 
teen yards  fquare,  or  fixty  in  circumference  j  no:  above  a  third 
of  the  coal  having  btcn  worked  in  this  place  •,  lo  that  to  me  the 
very  columns  fecmed  left  as  refources  for  fuel  in  future  times,- 
The  immenfe  caverns  that  lay  between  the  pillars,  exliioited  a 
naolt  gloomy  appearance:  I  could  not  help  enquiring  here  aficer- 
tke  imaginary  inhabitant,  the  creation  ol  the  laborers  fancy, 

and  .was-  (enoufly.  anfwcred  'by  a- black  ftllow  tfmy  elBo%  chat' 
te.aeaUy  liad  nnrcr  m  wkb.  aay,^.  but  cbat^lua  gpraadiTathar- 
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had  found  the  little  implements  and  tools  belonging  to  this  dioiH 
nutive  race  of  lubterraneous  fpirits*. 

The  beds  of  coal  are  nine  or  ten  feet  thick :  and  dip  to  the 
weft  one  yard  in  eight.  In  various  parts  are  great  bars  of  (lone, 
which  cut  off  tlie  coal :  if  they  bend  one  way,  they  influence 
the  coal  to  rife  above  one's  head ;  if  another,  to  fuik  beneath  the 
feet.    Operations  of  nature  paft  my  fkill  to  unfold. 

Reach  a  place  where  there  is  a  very  deep  defcent  j  the  collio'rs 
call  this  Hardbsot,  trom  the  mountain  ot  thdt  name  j  and  anoLher 
1Vryn(ffi.  At  about  eighty  fadioms  depth  began  to  fee  the  work- 
ings of  the  rods  of  the  firc-cngine,  and  the  prefcnt  operations  of 
the  colliers,  wiio  work  now  in  fccurity,  for  the  fire-damps,  for- 
merly fo  dangerous,  are  almoft  overcome ;  at  prefent  they  are  pre- 
vented by  boarded  partitions,  placed  a  foot  diftant  from  the  fides, 
which  caufes  a  free  circulation  of  air-  throughout :  but  as  (lill 
there  are  ibme  places  not  ^pable  of  fiich  conTeniencies,«the  <:olliers, 
who  dare  not  venture  with  a -candle  in  fpots  where  fire-damps  are 
fuppoled  to  lurk,  have  invented  a  -ciiriotis  machine  to  ferve  the 
purpofe  of  lights:  it-ia  what  they  call  «  fteeUmill,  confiding  of  «' 
fmatt  whed  and  a  handle^  thb  they  turn  with  vaft  rapidity  again0; 
a-flint,  and  othe  great  quantity  of  fparks  emitted,  not  only  fefves

•  The  Grrmant  believed  in  two  fpecie*  ;  one  fierce  and  malevolent,  the  other  a 
gentle  race,  appearing  like  little  old  men,  dreiTed  like  the  mincrt,  and  not  much 
.diove  two  icet  high :  diefe  wander  aboat  the  driftt  and  chambers  of  the  work*, 
fienpef|ictuny«HipIoftdf  yettfonotklnf  I  Ameftcai  lo  cat  dM  one,  or  fling  i^hat

Formerly  ihc  damp  or  fiery  vapour  -was  conveyed  thro*  p'pcs 
to  the  open  air,  and  formed  a  terrible  illumination  during,  ntght, 
like  the  eruptions  d[  z^ulcanoi  and  by  its  heat  water  could  be 
boiled :  the  men  who  worked  m  it  inhaled  inflammable  air«  and, 
if  they  breathed  againd  a  -candle,  puSed  out  a  Her}'  Hream ;  fo 
that  I  make  no  doubt,  was  the  experiment  made,  the  fame 
phoenomenon  would  appear  as  ycbn  Grub  *  attributed  to  my  ilbif* 
irious  countryman  Pendracon,  chief  of  Britons. 

Reached  the  extremity  of  this  Hack  journey  to  a  place  near  two 
miles  from  the  entrance,  beneath  the  fea,  where  probably  fliips 
^Tre  then  failing  over  us.  Returned  up  the  laborious  afcent,  and 
was  happy  once  more  to  rmcr^c  into  dny-light. 

The  property  of  rhefe  work^,  as  well  the  whole  town,  is  in 
Sir  James  Lcinthiv^  who  draws  irom  them  ^nd  his  rents  of  the 
buildings  fixteen  thoufand  pounds  a  year,  whereas  his  grandfather 
only  made  fifteen  hundred.  The  prelent  Baronet  has  inflitutcd 
here  a  charity  of  the  moft  beautiful  nature,  ufeful,  humane  and 
unoftentatious.  He  always  keeps  filled  a  great  granary  of  oats, 
which  he  buys  from  all  parts  but  never  difpofes  of,  while  the 
markets  are  low  but  the  moment  they  rife  above  five  (hillings  the 
Cumberland  burtiel,  or  three  ff^fichejier  mcafures,  he  inftantly  opens 
his  (lorcj  to  the  poor  colliers  and  artificers,  and  fells  it  to  thcin  at 
five  Ihiliings,  notwithftanding  it  might  have  coft  him  fevcn  :  thus 
happily  diiappointing  the  rapacity  of  the  vuUurine  monopolizer.

LiCave  IVbitebaveny  and  return  about  two  miks  on  tiie  fame 
road  I  came.  See  under  the  cliffs  a  neat  little  village  called  Parton^ 
and  a  pier,  intended  for  ihippingof  coali  a  new  creation  by  Sir 
James  Lowther. 

HoKMST*  Leave  Morejby  on  the  left  \  a  place  near  the  Ihore,  mentioned 

by  Camdev^  as  of  great  antiquity,  a  fort  of  the  Rpmans^  and 
where  feveral  infcn prions  have  been  found  :  he  alfo  fpeaks  of  cer- 
tain caverns,  called  piiis  holes,  but  the  latenefs  of  the  evening 
prevented  me  from  dcfccnding  to  vilit  chem.    Ride  throncrh  the 
village  of  Herr:n?Jon^  pafs  over  a  v^ery  naked  barren  country,  and 
have  from  fomc  parts  of  this  evening's  journey  a  full  view  of  the 
iilc  of  Man,  appearing  high  and  mountanous.  Reach 
Woft.xmcroa*-       Workington  ;  the  place  where  the  imprudent  Afiwy  Stuart 
landed,  after  her  flight  from  Dundrannan,  in  GtJlbway^  credulouflf 
trufting  to  the  proteflion  of  the  infidious  Elixabab.     1  he  town 
extends  from  the  callle,  chf  feat  of  Mr.  Cur.oen^  to  the  fea :  it. 
qonfiits-of  two  cluftcrs:,  one  the  more  ant:cnt  near  the  caftlt^,  the- 
Other  nearer  tlie  chuich  and  pier  i  anc.  both  contain  about  lour  or 
five  thoiilar.d  inhabitants.    They  fubfift  by  the  coal  trade,  which 
is  here  confuierable.    Tht  DerwaU  waflies  the  fkirts  of  the  town,, 
and  difchargcs  itfelf  into  the  lea  about  a  mile  Weft:  on  each 
bank  near  the  mouth  are  piers  where  the  fbips  lie,,  and  the  coals- 
are  conveyed  into  them  fropn  fram^  occafionally  dropping  into 
them  fcom  the  nil  toads.   Ninety-ieven  veflek  of  di^erent  bur. 
dcnS}  iSM^e  even  of  two  huodtcd  and  fiity  tuns,,  belong  to  this- 
port 

Obierve  to  the  South,  on  an  enuociioe  near  .the  fea,  a  fmall 
ttmtty  called  JEMMchapel  faid  to  haw  been  built  «a  a  watch- 
tower' 
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tower  to  jnark  the  mocions  of  the  S(9fs  in  their  naval  in- 

roads. 

Near  the  town  is  an  iron  furnace  and  foundery  j  the  ore  is 
brought  frorn  furnffs,  and  the  iron  ftone  dug  near  Hamn^^ton. 
A  fine  water-wheel  and  In  rods,  extending  near  a  mile,  are  very 
well  worth  vifiting. 

Kec{)  alon;^  die  k.i  fhorc  ir,  Mary  Port;  another  new  creation.        Mat  27. 
the  property  of  llumphrj  Scnhcufe,  Efq;  and  fo  named  by  him  in  M*a'«>J^*»« 
honor  of  his  lady:  the  fecund  houfc  was  built  in  only  1750.  . 
Now  there  are  above  a  hundred,   peopled  by  thirteen  hundred 
Ibuls,  all  collefled  together  by  the  opening  of  a  coal  trade  on 
this  eftatc.    For  the  conveniency  of  (hipping  (there  being  above 
ft'venty  of  different  fizcs,  from  thirty  to  three  hundred  tuns  bur- 
den, belonging  to  the  harbour)  are  wooden  piers,  with  quays,  oA 
the  river  Ellen,  where  Ihips  lie  and  receive  their  lading.  Befide 
the  coal  trade  is  fome  fkinning  bufinefs,  and  a  rope-yard. 

At  the  Soudi  end  of  the  town  is  an  eminence  called  \}\t  Mote-  A«ti^itim» 
hill,  and  oji  ic  a  great  artificial  mount,  whofe  bafe  is  a  hundred 
and  fixty  yards  round,  protcfled  by  a  deep  ditch,  almoft  fur- 
rounding  it,  ceafing  only  whcrf  ihc  fteepncfs  of  the  hill  rendered 
fucli  a  defence  unncceflary  :  this  mount  is  a  iittlc  hollowed  on  the 
top,  has  been  probed  in  dilFcrcnt  places  to  the  depth  of  four  or 
five  feet,  but  was  difcovercd  to  confift  of  no  other  materials  than 
the  common  foil  which  had  been  flung  out  of  the  fofs. 

On  a  hill  at  the  North  end  of  the  town  are  the  rtm  i:ns  of  a 
large  Romm  fia^n  fquare,  furrounded  with  double  ditches,  and 
tfuniiflied  with  four  entrances,  commanding  a  view  to  Scotland, 
•and  round  the  neighboring  country.   Antiquaries  differ  about  the 
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aotient  name  one  ftjfles  it  dtHaapM,  ifnodier  vtrffidm^  and  Gni^ 
dot,  v^MUhmh  from  the  wiih  infcribcd  on  a  beautiful  altar  found 
herct.  vdmttt  wvtt^,-  It.  had  been  a  cen/Iderable  place;  and  had 
ita  miiitar)r  toads  leading  from  it  to  Mk^^  to  old  Gari^,  luid 
towards  Ambltfiii  \  and  has  been  a  perfeft  magazine  of  Itamam  antk  ^ 
quides. 

TvMMvsi  Not  far  from  this  ibtion  is . a  ^wKudm^  fingolar-ia.  its.compofi- 
tion  s^Jt  is.of  a  rounded  form,  and  was  found,  on  the  iedion  madb 
of.  it  by  the  late  Mr.  SaUmf*^  to  confift  of,,  firft  the  Ibd  or  com- 
mon turf,  ,  then  a  regular  layer  of  crumbly  earth,,  which  at  the 
beginning  was  thin,  encrcaiing  in  thicknefs  as.  it  reached  the  top# 
This  was  at  firft  briccle,  but  foon  after  being  expofcd  to  the  ain 
acquired  a  great  hardnefs,  and  a  ferruginous  look.  Beneath  this 
was  a  bed  of  flrong  blue  cUy,  mixed  with  fern  roots,  placed 
on  two  or  three  layers  of. turf,  with  their  graOy  fides  together^ 
and  under  thefe,  as  the  prcfcnc  Mr.  Senhoufg  informed  me,  wer& 
found  the  bones  of  a^heifcr  and  of.  a  cok,  .witlk-fome  wood  afliea- 
near  them. 

lfaT«aa*Mfci.*       Took  the  liberty  of  walking  to  Netber-haJl^iotmerly  Alneburgh- 
haU:  where  I  foon  difcovered  Mr.  Senhoufs  to  be  pofreifed  of  the 

politencfs  hereditary  *  io  his  family  towards  travellers  of  curiofityji 
He  pointed  out  to  mc  the  feveral  antiquities  that  had  been  long 
.    prcferved  in  his  hoiiTe  and  gardens  ;  engraven  by  Cumden^  Mr. 
Horfehfy  and  Mr.  Gordon  \   and  permitted  one  of  my  icrvanCS  tO»' 
make  drawings  of  others  that  had  been  difcovered  lince.

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Among  the  latter  is  the  altar  foUnd  in  the  rubbifh  of  a  quarry, 
which  fccmcd  to  have  been  worked  by  the  Romans^  in  a  very 
extenfivc  manner:  it  has  no  infcription,  and  appears  to  have  been 
Jci't  unfinifhed  ;  perhaps  the  workmen  were  prevented  from  exc- 
ciitinq;  the  whole  by  the  upper  part  of  the  hill  (lipping  down 
ovti  tiic  lower :  a  circumftance  that  ftill  irequenily  happens  in- 
quarries  worried  beneath  the  cliffs.  On  one  fide  of  the  altar  is 
a  broad  diigger,  on  another  ^MUra. 

A  fragment  of  a  ftone,  with  a  boar  rudely  carved,  and  thc- 
Ictters  o  R  D.  - 

'  A  large  wooden  pin,  with  a  curious  polygonal  head. 

The  fpouc  of  a  bnaen  veflel.  Mr.  Stiibeufe  alfo  favored  me 
with  che  light  of  fome  thin  gcdd  plate,  found  in  the  iarnc  place : 
«ad  lliewcd  om^  near  .hia  hoiile»  in  BtS-ek/it  an  entreocbnient  of 
» leAaiigular  form,  ibrty-pfive  yards  hy  thirty-five:  probably 
the  defence  of .  iboie  antient  aunl]on,,fo  neccifary  in  this  border- 
county. 

'  hrgave  me  great  pleafuce  to  review  the  fculptuies  engraven  in 
Mr.  Htrfif^s  antiquities,  and  prelervcd.in  the  walk  of. this  place.. 
The  following  were  fixed  in  the  walls  of  the  ]ioufe,.by  the  an*- 
ceftor  of  Mr.  Senbti^ .  coeval  with  Camdm,  On  Np.  6$,  an  altar, . 
appeax3'/f«r<itA»  with  his  club, .  and  in  one  hand  the  H^aim  apples  • 
that  he  had  conveyed.

the  fruit  is  drcflcd  *.  On  another  fide  of  the  altar  is  a  man  armed 
■witli  a  helmet  and  cloathed  with  a  fngum  clauj'un;^  or  clofed  frock 
reaching  only  to  his  knees.  In  one  hand  i&  a  thick  pole  j  the  other 
refVing  on  a  wheel,  probablf  denoting  his  having  fucceeded  ia 
opening  fomc  great  road. 

In  No.  70,  are  fccn  the  two  victories  fupporting  a  triumphal 
crown,  the  viHoria  augujli. 

The  local  goddefs  Setbcenia^  with  long  flowing  hair,  with  a 
veffel  in  her  hand,  fills  the  front  of  one  ftonc :  and  an  aitar  ioicnb- 
cd  to  her  is  lodged  in  one  of  the  garden  walls. 

No.  74  is  near  the  goddcb,  a  moil  rude  figure  of  a  cavalier 
on  his  deed. 

In  the  fame  wall  with  her  altar  is  No.  64,  a  monumental  mu- 
tilated infcription,  luppolcd  in  honor  oi  Amoninus  Pius. 

No.  71  the  next  monument  notes  the  prematuie  death  of  'Julia 
Mamertina,  at  the  age  of  twenty  years  and  three  months.  A  rude 
head  exprefles  the  lady  and  a  fetting  fun,  the  funereal  fubjed. 

A  female  cxprefllng  modedy  with  one  handj  the  other  liiicd 
to  her  head,  ftands  beneath  an  arch»  as  if  about  to  bathe,  and 
is  marked  inHorfely,  No,  73. 

In  a  garden  houfe  is  No»  62,  in  dtar  to  Jitfitety  by  the  firft 
.cohort  of  .die  Spanijh^  whole  tribune  was  NUtma  Memm  Agrippa, 

Another,  66,  to  Mtrs  MiSfm,'  devoted  by  the  firft  co* 
hon  of  the  Bt^k  Gmds^  commanded  by  JuUm  TiHir. 

And  a  third.  No,  67,  10  Jt^er^  by  Cms  CakUks  Pri/cus^  a 
tribune  I  but  no  mention  is  made  of  the  cohort,

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Sinae  I  vifited  this  place,  Mr,  Stnhoufe  has  favored  me  with  an 
account  of  other  difcoveries,  made  by  the- removal  of  the  earth, 
that  covered  the  reliques  of  this  ftation :  the  ftrccts  and  foot  ways 
have  been  traced  paved  with  itoiies  from  the  fhorc,  or  fice  ilone  from 
the  quarries  :  the  laft  much  worn  by  uJc.    M.i:i\  ivaini.dii.tns  of 
houfes  i  tht;  cement  ftill  very  ftrong ;  anJ  Li  t  |  la  ller  on  luivic 
remains  of  walls,  appears  to  iuvc  bcci^  p.mi^cLl  with  what  is  ikjvv 
pink  color  J  feveral  vaults  have  been  djlcuvtreJ,  one  with  frtc- 
ftone  fteps  much  ufcd :  fire  hearths  open  before,  enclofcd  with  a- 
circular  wall  behind :  from  the  remains  of  the  fuel  it  is  evident,, 
that  the  Rmmu,  have  tifed  both  wood-  and  pit  coal.   Bones,  and 
teeth  of  various  anunalit  and  piecet  of  horns  of  flags,,  many  of 
the  latter  iawed,  have  been  found  here,:  alfo  Ihells  of  oyUers,. 
milicles,  whilks  and  fnaUs<  Broken  earthen-ware  and  the  haadlo: 
of  a  large  velTel,  marked  A  E  L.  Fragments  of  gtals  veflels  and- 
■unrors  \  and  two  pieces  of  a  painted-  ghds  cup,  which  evinces  the. 
antiquity  of  thatart. 

Aa  entire  altar  found  in  the  £une  Icarchy-  is  to  be  added  to  the 
^weeding :  thiee  of  the  fides  ase  plain :  the  fourth  has  a  hatches 
cxaftly  relembli«g  thole  ooW'  in  uie»  and  a  bsoad  knife,, or  rather 
eleaver,  with  which.the  vidtms  were  cut  ug. 

But  thp  moft  curious  difcovtry  is  a  ftone  three  ftec  high,  the. 
top  formed  lil^  a  pedhnen^.  wtth-a  neat  icollop  flUeU  cot-  in  the 
Buddk.  From  each*  fide  the  pediment  falls  a  flrait  corded  mokl* 
jng^  and  between  thoie,  juft  beneath  the  feollop,  is  a^  mutilated 
figure,  the  head  bemg  deftroyed  \  but  from  the  body,  which  ia 
doatbed  with  the  J!r|pMr,.aiA      bti^  wh«h^  it  holds  In  one 

hand' 


hand  by  tfie  handle*,  it  appears  to  have  been  a  the  Olily 

fculpture  of  the  kind  tuund  in  our  idand. 

Continue  my  ride  along  the  coail,  enjoying  a  mod  beautiful 
profpcdl  of  the  Solway  Firth,  the  Ituna  isftuarium  of  Ptolemy^ 
bounded  by  the  mountains  of  GaUcway^  from  the  hill  of  Crefel^ 
near  Dumfries^  to  the  great  and  the  little  Re/s,  not  remote  from 
Kirkcudbright . 

Keep  on  the  fliorc  as  far  as  the  village  of  jillanhy :  then  turn 
to  the  N.  Eafl",  ride  over  a  low  barren  woodlefs  tra6t,  and  difmal 
moors,  feeing  on  the  left  Crefel  in  Scotland,  and  on  the  rigfit 
Skiddatv,  both  quite  clear-,  the  laft  now  appears  of  an  infulting 
height  over  its  neighbors.  Had  the  weather  been  mifty  it  would 
have  had  its  cap-,  and  probably  Crefel,  according  to  the  old  pro- 
verb, would  iiave  lympathized :

Dij:e  at  JVigton^  a  fmall  town,  with  fome  rr.anufadures  of  coarfe 
checks.  About  -i  iiiile  or  two  to  the  right,  is  old  Carlile^  iuppoicd 
by  Mr.  Horfely  to  iiave  been  the  olenacum  of  the  noiitia. 

From  Wigton  the  country  continues  very  flat  and  barren,  to  a 
fmall  diftance  of  CarUk,  Near  that  city  a  better  cultivation 
takes  place,  and  the  fields  often  appear  covered  with  linnen  ma* 
nufaftures :  c«pfi  tlie  river  Cmtda^  that  runs  through  the  fulmrbSf 
.and  enter  the  oxy  at  the  Irijb  gate< 
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Cahlile  u  moft  pleafandy  ficuatcd  j  like  Ci^er  is  (ummoded-  CAattic, 
with  walls,  but  in  verjr  bad  repair,  and  kept  very  dirty.  The  caftle 
is  antient,  but  makes  a  good  appearance  at  a  diftance :  The  view 
from  it  coniifts  of  an  cactenfive  traft  of  rich  meadows,  of  the  river 
Edatt  here  forming  two  branches  and  infulating  the  ground :  over 
one  is  abridge  of  four;  over  the  other  one  of  nine  aiches.  There 
is  befides  a  proTped  of  a  rich  country  %  and  a  diftantview  c£C9ld* 
fiSls,  Cnfs-fiSf,  Skiddrnvt  and  other  mountains, 

TIte  caftle  was  founded  by  fFUSm  JHufiis,  who  relbred  the.  Gaitls. 
city,  after  it.  had  lain  two'  hundred  years  in  rdlns  by  the  Dams* 
Rkbari III.  made  Ibme  additions  to  it;  and  HtH^VlU,  built  the 
citadel;  an  oblong-wttb' three  round  baftions  ieand  on  the  Weft 
fide  of  the  town :  in  the  inner  gate  of  the  caftle  is  ftill  remaining 
the  old  PertadSsi  and  here,  are  fhewn  the  apartments  of  Mtrj 
Q^een  of  Scots,  where  flie  was  lodged  for  fome  time  after  her    ^  - 
landing  at  fVorkingtoB  i  and  after  being  for  a  little  fpace  en- 
tertained.with  flattering  refped,  found  -heiielf .prilbner  toJier  jealous  / 
rival; 

Carlik  has  two  other  gates  befides  the  irifit^  viz.  the  Es^U/b  and 
the  Sccuh.  The  principal  ftrect  u  very  fpadous  j  in  it  is  a  guard- 
houfe,  built  by  C^mwtl^  commanding  three  other  •ftreets  that  open 

into  this. 

The  cathedral,  begim  by  Jf^alteTy  deputy  under  fViHUm  Rufus^  is  Cati|«b«aw 
very  incomplete,  Cromt;^/ having  pulled  down  part  in  1649  to  build 
barracks :  there  remains  fome^  portion  that  was  built  in  the  Saxon 
moL^c,  with  round  arches,  and  vaft  mafly  round  pillars,  whofe  (hafts 
arc  only  fourteen  feet  tv/o  inches  h\^h,  ?.v\'.\  circumference  full  fevcn- 
tecn  and  juhali:.:  the  relt  is  more  modcro,  ^aid  to  have  been  built 
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by  Edward  III.  who  had  an  apartment  to  lodge  in,  in  his  frequent 
expeditions  into  Scotland.  The  arches  in  this  latter  building  are 
fliarp  pointed,  the  pillars  round  and  cluftcred,  and  the  infide  of  the 
arches  prettily  ornamented.  Above  arc  two  -  JlL-ricrs,  but  with 
windows  only  in  the  upper  •,  that  in  the  Eaft  cikI  has  a  magnificent 
fimplicity,  and  the  painted  glafs  an  uncomoioo  ncatncfs,  notwith- 
ftanding  there  is  not  a  finglc  figure  in  it. 

The  choir  v,  as  not  founded  till  about  the  year  1354  j  the  taberna- 
cle work  in  it  is  extremely  pretty  but  on  the  ifles  on  each  (idc 
arc  fume  itrange  kgendaj  y  p.iincings  of  the  hillary  of  St.  Cutkhert 
and  St.  Augujiitu:  one  reprcfcnts  the  Saint  vifitcd  by  an  unclean 
fpirk,  who  tempts  him  in  a  moH  indecent  manner,  as  thcfc  Lnc^ 
import: 

The  fpyrit  of  Fornication  to  hxm  doth  aper ; 

And  thu  lie  chafteacch  h/a  body  with  ibome  sad  buyer. 

At  tlie  Weft  end  of  the  church  is  a  Luge  plain  aUar  tonib  called 
the  Liuc-jlon£ :  on  this  tlic  tenants  of  the  dean  and  cliapter  by  certain 
tenures  were  obliged  to  pay  their  rents. 

There  had  been  only  one  religious  hoxilc  in  this  city  j  a  priory  of 
black  canons  founded  by  Henry  I,  replaced  oti  the  fupprelTion,  by  a 
dean  and  four  canons  fecularj  but  what  the  tyrant  Henry  VIII.  had 
%ared,  fuch  as  the  cknflen  and  other  reliques  of  the  priory,  fell  in 
after-dmes  viAims  to  fiuntie  fiiry  \  no  remains  are  to  be  feen  at 
pfdcnt,  except  the  gateway,  and  a  handfixne  building  called  the 
JF>»fl7,  or  the  lodging^pooni  ofthe  lay-brothen,  or  novices. 

Bdforcthis  pHKiafoundacioDf  Sc.  CvlsMfrritt  686  fined  here  a  con- 
vent 
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▼ent  of  monks,  and  a  nunnery^  overthrown  in  the  general  defoUtion 

©f  the  place  by  the  Daves. 

But  to  trace  the  antiquity  ot  this  city  with  hiftoric  regularity,  the 
reader  fhould  learn,  that  after  laying  ahde  all  fabulous  accounts,  the 
Britaim  t  alicii  c  Cacr  Lualid,  vmi  it  was  named  by  Antmine^  or  the 
author  of  iiis  luacrary  LMgovaiiium^  or  tiie  city  of  Lud  on  liie  vaiium 
or  wall. 

That  it  was  probably  a  place  of  note  in  the  feventh  century,  for 
Elfhid  prefented  ic  to  St.  CtMert  with  fifteen  miles  of  territory, 
around  i  that  the  Dmm  entifcly  deftro^ed  -it  in  the  ninth  century, 
and  that  it  remained  in  ruins  ibr  two  hundred  years.  ff^iSam  Ru^ 
fm^  in  1092,  in  a  pragrefi  he  made  into  thefeparts^  was  ftruck  with 
tlic  fituatioo,  Ibunded  the  caftle,  rebuilt  the  town  and  fortified  it  aa 
•  bulwark  againft  the  Scots :  he  planted  there  a  large  colony  from  the 
Souths  who  are  laid  to  be  the  firft».  who  introduced  tillage  in  that  ' 
part  of  the  North. 

Htmy  I,  in  tiia»  gave  a  Aim  of  money  to  the  city,  ,  and  ordered- 
iome  additional  fortifications.  St^ken  yieMed  it  to  Dm^  King  of • 
Settlmid,  After  the  recovery  into  the  hands  of  the  E^gBJky  it  undeF> 
%ent  a  cruel  fiege  by  fyiUkm  the  Lmh  in  1173  i  and  was  again  be> 
fiflged  by  R^Sert  Brua^  in  2315 }  and  in  the  reign  of  JRuktrd  II.  was 
sknoft  entirely  deftroyed  by  fire.  The  greater  events  from  that, 
^iod  are  unknown  to  me,  till  its  reddition  to  the  rebels  in  1745, 
4a  Ntvmi^er  i6th,  when  its  wcaknefs  made  it  untenable,  even  had  it 
not  been  feized  with  the  epidemic  panic  of  the  times.  It  was  retaken 
by  the  Duke  of  Cumberland^  on  the  30th  of  Dtcember  ibliowing,and 
ike  IomU  kU-devoted  garrilbn  made  priiiuwrstMi  terms  that  prdcrved 
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tthcm  (without  the  fliadow  of  impeuhment  his  Highncls's  word) 
for  future  juftice. 

The  town  at  prcfent  confifts  of  two  parilhea,  Sl  OMtrf%  and 
the  cathedra),  and  cofiuhn  about  four  duwfaiid  inhabitanta  %  » 
handibtnely  built,  and  kept  v,ery  neat.  Hese  ia  a  confiderable 
manii^ifture  of  printed  linens  and  coarfe  checks^  which  bring  in 
near  3000 ).  per  mmm  m  duties  to  the  crown.  It  is  noted  for  a 
great  manufiiiftiiiie  of  wh{pa>  which-employs  numbers  of  children  \ 
Jieie  ate  alfo  noade  nnoft  eicellent  fiJb-hookat  but  I  was  told  that 
.the  mounting  them  with^ies  is  an  ait  the  inhabitants  of  JjH^btkt 
are  celebrated  for.  * 
§Ur  sS.  Saw,  at  Mr.  Menurd  Bgrtmfsy  a  plcafing  fight  of  twelve  little  in* 
.duftrious  g^rls  fpinning  at  once  at  a  horizontal  wheel,  which  fet 
.;tweLve  bobbins  in  motion  ^  yet  fo  contrived  that  fliould  any  acci* 
,dent  happen  to  one,  the  motion  of  that  might  be  ftopped  without  any 
impedioient  to  the  others. 

At  Mrs.  Q(/f's  1  was  favored  with  the  fight  of  a  fine  head  of 
father  Huddlefton^  in  black,  with  a  large  band  and  long  grey  hair, 
with  an  upliried  crucifix  in  his  hand,  probably  taken  in  the  atti- 
.tude  in  which  he  luUcd  the  foul  of  the  departing  profligate 
Charles  II. 

Crols  the  little  river  Petrel^  the  third  that  bounds  the  cir\',  and  at 
Waiwick        about  three  miles  Kail,  lee  IVarwkk^  ov  fVarthvick  churcli,  remark- 
CHVKCH.        able  for  its  tribune  or  rounded  blult  end,  wuh  thirteen  narrow  niches, 
ten  feet  eight  high,  and  feventecn  inches  broad,  reaching  almolt  10 
the  ground,  and  the  top  of  each  arched    in  two  or  three  is  a  fmall 
window.    The  whole  church  i^  buik  with  good  cut-ftone;  the 
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length  is  feventy  feet,  but  ic  once  extended  above  one  and  twenty 
feet  farther  Weft  j  there  being  ftill  at  thai  end  a  good  rounded 
•arch,  now  filled  up. 

This  church  is  of  great  antiquity,  but  the  date  of  the  founda- 
tion unknown.  It  was  granted  in  the  time  of  JVilliam  tlie  con- 
queror *  to  the  abby  ot  ijt.  iMar/^y  m  I'ork,  and  tiien  uiaidon'd 
as  a  chape!. 

BentTLiih  it  is  a  handfome  bridge  of  three  arches  over  the  EJch,  a 
beautiful  river.  Ride  for  two  miles  over  a  rich  and  well  cultivated 
tra£t,  to  Cori/ie  caftle,  now.  a  modern  houfe,  feated  on  an  eminence  Coii»»  cAiTt.t, 
above  the  river,  which  runs  through  a  deep  and  ^nely  wooded  glen  i 
that  part  next  die  boiife  judiciouQy  planned  and  laid  out  in  walks ; 
in  one  of  them  is  the  vodve  altar  engraven  in  Mr.  GtrMs  Itinemj^ 
ab.  43,  with,  tolerable  cxadneb*  except  on  the  top^  for  the  boUcnr 
is  triangular,  not  round. 

The  fight  from  this  walk  of  the  celebrated  oells*  alid  the  arch  of  WiTMai^ 
the  anticnt  priory,  wcse  &  tempting  that  I  could  not  refift  crofling  cmmm, 
die  river  to  pay  a  vifit  to  thofe  curious  remains.  The  laft  is  the 
gateway  of  the  religious  houfe  niWtUterd^  with  its  fine  elliptic  arch : 
the  houfe  was  once  a  cell  to  the  abby  4>f  Sc  Mtry^  in  Ttrk^  given  by 
Rmk^  de  MtftbtMts^  Earl  of  OarUk^  and  maintained  a  prior  and 
eig^tnoonkst* 

A  little  farther,  in  the  midft  of  a  vaft  precipice,  environ'd  with 
woods,  are  cut,  with  much  labor,  fome  deep  cells  in  the  live  rock : 
the  front  and  entrance  (the  laft  is  on  one  fide)  are  made  of  fine  cut- 
ftone }  in  the  front  are  three  windows,  and  a  fire-place;  the  cells 
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are  three  in  ntimber,  divided  by  partitions  of  the  native  rock,  four 
feet  three  inches  thick  :  each  is  twelve  feet  eight  inches  deep,  and 
about  nine  feet  fix  wide  in  the  lower  part,  where  they  are  more  exr 
ftenlive  than  in  their  beginning :  before  tlien)»  from  the  door  to  the 
end,,  b  ft  4brt  of  galicry  twenty-dute  6ic  and  ft  half  long*  bounded 
by  the  fitm^  which  hangs  at  aik  trnfaH  beif^  above  the  Edtm 
There  are  marks  of  bolts»  bars  and  other  iccuntiea  in  the  windows, 
and  door  i  and  vtftiges,  whkh  ihew  that  there  had  been  dooiB  to  the 

Thefe  are  callbd  Cti0Mtm^s  cells,  but  more  commonly  theySf/^ 
guard,  being  luppoled  to  have  been  the  retreat  of  the  monks  of  the 
ne^hboring  priory,  during  the  inroads  of  the  Setis%  no  one  who> 
iees.chem  will  doubt  their  fecurity,  being  approachable  only  by  a. 
moft  horrible  path,  amtdft  woods  that  grow  rather  out  of  precipicea. 
than  flopes,  impending  over  the  far  fobjacent  river  i  and  to  encreafe 
the  difficulty,  the  door  is  phued  at  no  finall  height  from  this  onlf - 
acoefi,  fothat  probably  the  monks  afceaded  by  aJadder,. which  thej. 
might  draw  up  to  fecure  their  retreat. 

I  fearched  without  fuccefrfbr  the  infcription  on  the  fame  rock,  a. 
litde  higher  up  the  river.  The  words,  as  prclerved  in  the  JivUdt^

The  firft  line  is  faid  to  be  a  yard  diftant  from  the  other,  and. 
near,  is  a  coarlc  %urc  of  »decr.  The  meaning  is  too  dark  to  be.

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Return  loCorbiii  and  find  in  the  houfe  an  excellent  pidure  of  a 
niufician  playing  on  a  bafe-viol  the  work  of  a  SpamJ})  mailer, 
part  of  the  plunder  of  Vigo.  A  large  piece  of  the  emperor  Charles  V. 
and  his  emprefs ;  he  fitting  with  a  ftcrn  look,  as  if  reproving 
her,  and  alluding  to  a  cafkec  on  a  t.:ble '  before  them.  She 
flinds,  and  has  in  her  countenance  a  mixture  of  obftinacy  and 
^r. 

On  the  ftair  cafe  is  a  full  length  of  Lord  IVdliain  ILniiru,  tliirJ 
fon  of  the  Duke  of  Norfolk^  known  in  thclc  p^i  ts  by  the  ndmc  ol  bald 
ff'lf^w  He  livcii  [ri  iKc  ci;n<.  of  Qiieen  Elizabeth^  and  was  the  terrcM- 
of  [Tie  Mofs  troopei  i,^  t  uling  with  a  rod  of  iron,  but  by  his  neceiTary 
fcvcruy,  civilized  the  country. 

There  arc  no  traces  of  the  old  caftle.  The  manor  belonging  to  it 
was  granted  by  Henry  II.  to  Hubert  de  FaUtbuj,  who  configncd  it  to 
9KUum^0dard  lord  of  Corbie,  In  the  31ft  of  Edw.  I.  it  was  held 
by  Thmas  ie  Richenuuiit ;  from  him,  came  to  Sir  Andriw  de  HmtcIm^ 
die  iMifbrtunaeeEarl  of  Carlile,  execuced  in  the  time  of  Eim,  II.  ind 
oa  his  aecatiider,  to  Sir  Ridtard  de  SaSkeld:  from  his  iieirs  co  lord 
mam  Hewrd^  then  of  Nimortb,  who  icttled  it  upon  his  iecond  ion, 
in  nvfaofe  line  it  IHll  contiaues. 

Returned  to  CaHSniSe,  and  continue  there  till  chc  30th.  Crols  die 
Eiah  tl>*t  flows  about  ten  miles  below  into  the  Sekwff  HNk,  Pafs 
0fer  near  the  viHflge  of  S^mmek,  a  mile  from  CarMle,  The  file  of 
the  fiffs^  or  more  properly  Adrimfs  or  Sevenfa  wa]l»  begun  by  the 
•fiift  emperor,  and  completed  by  the  laft,  who  may  with  more  juftice 
Jbe  &td  CO  have  built  a  wall  of  jftone*  near  the  places  where  Mum 
had  made  Jut  .of  tuff.  For  that  reafon  tbe  Britwif  ftyled  it  Gm^ 
fiiftr^  G^fiver^  and  Mur-fiver*  But  at  pudent  not  a  trace  is  to  be 
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dilbimcd'  in  thefe  parts,  except,  a  few  fbundations,  now  covcicd 
with  earth,  to  be  fien  in  a  field  called  ^aS-kiitw.  From  thence  it 
pafles  behind  Sumndt  to  Wpflnim  bank,  an  eminence  above  die 
river )  on  which  are  veftigea  of  ibme  dikes  dcfcribing  a  fmall  fquare,. 
the  fitCLof  a  fort  to  defend  the  paTs » for  the  wall  reached  to  the  edgp  q£ 
.  the  watcTy  was  continued  jon  the  oppofite  fide^  over  Sotmf  meadow, 
and  extended  ten  or  twelve  miles  farther,  till  it  terminated  at  Bmxl* 
mfs^  on  the  Sdwtf  firth.  Mrwt%  wall,  or  rather  rampart,  was  made 
on  the  N.  fide  of  the  wall,  and.is  vifible  in  ibme  places,  bat  ceaic> 
at  or  near  Bn^h^  the  jfjtiMmmm  of  the  Notitis.  Probably  this  was 
a  (lationfiar  cavalry^for  near  Uiffop  bank  is  a  (lupendous  number  o£ 
horfes  bones,  expo&d  by  the  falling  of  thediflT. 
Aanvun  Crofs  the  Leven^  and  ride  through  the  village  of  Arthuret  :  In  the 
church-yard  is  a  rude  crofs,  wiih  a  pierced  capital,  forming  th« 
exa&  figure  of  the  crofs  of  the  knights  of  Malta^  and  it  is  probably  ' 
it  was  erected  by  one  of  that  order.  In  the  fame  ground  was  in- 
terred the  remains  of  poor  Arcby  Armfirong,.  jcftser,  or  fool  to  Cb.  I* . 
and  by  accident,  fuitable  to  his  protefTion,  the  day  of  his  funeral  was 
the  firfl  o\'  ApriL  Arcby  had  long^fhot  his  bolt  with  great  applaufc, 
till  it  fell  unfortunately  upon  the  prelate  Laud*^  who,  with  a  pride 
and  weaknefs  beneath  his  rank  and  charadler,  procured  an  order  of 
council,  the  king  prefcnt,  for  the  degrading  the  fool,  by  pulling  liis 
motly  coat  over  his  head,  for  difcharginghimof  the  king's  Icrvicc, 
and  baniihing  him  the  court.    Near*  the  village  arcfome  high  and

Reach  Nfthtrkjh  the  ieat  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  GraUm^  placed  on  a  Ni«hi«bt. 
fifing  ground,  wa(hed  by  the  E/i,  and  commanding  an  cxtenlive 
view  i  more  plealing  to  Mr.  Crabam^  as  he  ices  from  it  a  creation 
of  his  own  \  lands  that  eighteen  years  ago  were  in  a  ftateof  nature  ^ 
the  people  idle  and  bad,  ftiJl  retaining  a  fmack  of  the  feudal  man. 
nets :  fcarce  a  hedge  to  be  feen :  and  a  total  igiioranoe  prevakd 
of  even  coal  and  lime.  His  improving  fpirit  foon  wrought  a  great 
change  in  thefe  pares:  his  example  inftilled  into  the  inhabitants  an 
inclination  to  induftry :  and  they  foon  found  the  difference  between 
00th  and  its  concomitant,  dirt  and  beggary,  and  a  plenty  that  a 
right  application  of  the  arts  of  hi^andry  brought  among  them. 
They  lay  in  the  midft  of  a  rich  country,  yet  ftarvcd  in  it  i  but  in  a 
fmall  time  they  found,  that  inftead  of  a  produce  that  ^hardly  fup. 
ported  thcmfclves,  they  could  raife  even  fiipplies  for  their  neighbors: 
that  much  of  their  land  was  fo  kindly  as  to  bear  corn  for  many  years 
{ucceilively  without  help  of  manure,  and  for  the  more  ungratpful 
foils,  that  there  were  lime-Hones  to  be  had,  and  coal  to  burn  them. 
The  wild  trad  foon  appeared  in  form  of  verdant  meadows  or  fruit- 
ful corn  fields  :  from  the  firft,  tliey  were  foon  able  to  fend  to 
diftant  places  cattle  and  butter  :  and  their  dairies  enabled  them 
to  fup{)ort  a  numerous  herd  of  hogs,  and  carry  on  a  confiderable 
tralTick  in  bacon  :  their  arable  lands,  a  commerce  as  far  as  Lanca^ 
Jbire  in  corn. 

A  tratfl  diftinguifhed  for  its  fertility  ^nJ  beauty,  ran  in  form 
01  a  Y4iie_y  for  foaic  ipace  in  view  of  ISeiberly :  it  has  been  finely 
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reclamed  from  its  original  flatc,  prettily   divided,  well  planted 
with  hedges,  and  well  |>eopled  ;  the  ground  originally  not  worth- 
iixpence  an  acre,  was  iiiiprovcd  to  the  value  of  thirty  fliillings : 
a  tra6l:  con  pletely  improved  in  ail  refpefts,  except  in  houles,  the 
antient  clay-dabbed  habitations  ftill  exifting.    I  faw  it  in  thafi 
fituation  in  the  year  1769  :  at  this  time  a  melancholy  extent  of 
black  turbery,  the  etuptioa  of  Soho^  mo^  having  in  a  km  days 
covered  graft  and  corn    kvekd  the  boundaries  of  almA  every 
farm ;  deftroyed  moft  of  the  houfes,  and  driven  the  poor  inhabi*^ 
tstici  to  the  ttltnoft  diftrefi»  till  they  found  (which  was  not  long) 
'  from  their  landlord  every  relief  that  a  humane  mind  could  fuggeft.. 
Happily  his  fortune  favored  his  inclination  to  do  good :  fSor  the  in* 
ftant  lois  of  four  hundred  pounds  a  year  could  prove  no  check  to> 
hts  benevolence.

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^Aftfy  M;/}  connfls  of  fix  teen  hundred  acres;  lies  fome  height 
«bove  the  cuidvated  tract,  and  Icr/Mis  to  Iiavc  been  norliing  but  Z 
Collc<ftion  of  thin  peaty  mud  ;  ihc  luifa.  e  itielf"  was  always  fo  near 
the  ftaLe  at  a  quagmire,  that  in  mofl  pUccs  k  was  unfafc  for  any 
thing  heavier  than  a  fpoFtfinan  to  venture  on,  even  in  the  drictt 
fummer. 

The  fliell  or  cruft  that  kept  this  liquid  within  bounds,  neareft  to 
the  valley,  was  at  firft  of  fufficient  ftrength  to  contain  it :  but  by 
the  imprudeoce  of  the  peat-diggers,  who  were  continually  working 
•on  that  fide,  at  kngch  becaine  fo  'weakened,  is  not  longer  to  be  able 
tt>  refift  tfaewcight  prefling  on  it :  To  this  may  be  added,  the  fluidity 
of  the  mofs  was  giauly  incnaied  by  three  days  raio  of  unufual  vio> 
knee,  which  preceded  the  eniptioa »  and  eicendcd  it&lf  Jn  a  line  at 
ftr  as  Newc^k :  took  in  part  of  Durkam^  and  a  final!  pordoB  of 
7Wi(0«nr,  running  in  a  parallel  line  of  about  equal  breadth  i  botk 
fides  of  which,  N.  and  Souths  experienced  an  uoooounoB  droug^ 
It  isfifigularthat  the  fidl  of  Ntwc^k  bridge  and  this  aoddeni  bap- 
peaed  within  a  n^ht  of  each  other. 

Laee  in  the  night  of  the  17th  of  NtKmlktr^  of  the  laft  year,  t 
tener,  who  lived  neareft  the  mofs,  was  alarmed  with  ao  uai^al 
«eile.  The  crofi:  had  at  onoe  ghren  way,  and  the  bhck  deluge  wai 
loUing  towards  his  hode^  when  he  was  gone  out  with  a  lantern  to 
lee  the  cauie  of  bis  fright  1  hefaw  the  ftream  approach  him  %  and 
fiift  thought  that  it  was  his  dunghill,  that  by  fomefupematural 
eaule^  had  been  iet  in  modoa  1  but  foon  difix>vering  the  danger,  he 
gave  notice  to  his  neighbors  with  all  ezpedtdon:  but  others  received 
no  pther  advice  but  what  this  Stj^um  tide  g^ve  them :  fimie  by  its 
noifi;  many  by  ita  entnooe  into  tbdr  boufes,  and  I  have  been  aflured 
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diat"  (bme  were  furprized  with  ic  even  in  their  beds:  thcic  pad  a 
horrible  night,  remaining  totally  ignorant  of  their  face,  and  the  caufe 
of  the  calamity,  till  the  morning,  when  their  neighbors,  with  diffi* 
culty,  got  them  out  through  the  roof.  About  three  hundred  acres 
of  mofs  were  thus  difchargpd,  and  above  four  hundred  of  land  co- 
vered :  the  houfes  either  overthrown  or  filled  to  their  roofs  ;  and  the 
hedges  overwhelmed ;  but  providentially  not  a  human  life  loft: 
fcveral  cattle  were  fuffbcarcd  ;  and  thofc  which  were  houfed  had  ar 
very  fmall  chance  of  efcaping.  The  cale  of  a  cow  is  lb  fingular  aa- 
todefervc  mention.  She  was  the  only  one  out  ol  cie'ir,  in  the  fame 
cow-houfc,  that  was  faved,  after  having  ftood  fixty  hours  up  to  the 
neck  in  mud  and  water  :  when  (he  was  relieved,  fhedidnot  rctulc  to 
ear,  but  would  not  tafte  water :  nor  could  even  look  at  it-  without 
ilicwing  manifcfl;  figns  of  horror. 

The  eruption  burft  from  the  place  of  its  difcharge,  like  a  cataract 
of  thick  ink  ;  atui  contiaacd  u;  a  Ihcara  ur  the  fame  appearance,  in- 
termixed with  great  fragments  of  peat,  with  their  heathv  furface  i 
then  flowed  like  a  tide  charged  with  pieces  of  wreck,  iiUing  the 
whok  valley,  running  up  e\'cry  little.opening,  and  on  its  retreat, 
leaving  upon  the  (hore  tremendous  heaps  of  turf,  memorials  of  the 
lietght  this-  dark  torrent  arrived  at.  The  farther  it  flowoi,  the  mora 
room  it  had  to  expand,  lei&ning  in  depth,  till,  it  mtxed'its  ftieam 
with  tfaat-of  the  BfitK 

The  furface-  of  the  mofs'.  received  ar  coniiderable  change : '  what 
was  before  a  plain,  now  funk  in  the  form  o£  a  vaft  balbn,  and  the  1q& 
of  the  contents  fo  lowered  the  furface  as  to  give  to  Nitberby  a  new 
view  of'  hnd  and  trees  unfeen  before. 

Near  this  mofi  waa  the  ihameful  reddition  in  i54t,ofthe&«/rii 
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army,  under  the  command  of  Olker  Sinclair,  minion  of  James  Y.  (tX)      Battle  or 

S\t  nomas  IVhartcn^  warden  of  the  marches).     The  nobility,  defpc-  MOil. 

rate  with  rage  anil  pride,  when  they  heard  that  favorite  proclamed 

Qcneral,  prercrrcd  ati  immediate  iui  rentier  to  a  iiuiiUi  iil  of  enemies, 

ratiier  than  fight  for  a  King  who  treated  them  witli  fuch  contempt. 

The  Englijb  commander  obtained  a  bloodlcfs  vidory :  the  whole 

Scotch  army  was  taken,  ordifperftd,  and  a  few  fugitives  pcriHied  in 

this  veiy  mofs :  as  a  confirmation  it  is  faid,  that  a  few  years  ago 

Ibme  peat-diggers  difcDvered  in  it  the  flceletons-  of  a  trooper  and  his 

horle  in  complete  armour. 

In  my  mum  vifi't  the  ancient  border-houle  at  Ksrk'MiirmSt  oppo« 
^xcto  Netberiy:  it  confifts  of  only  a  fquare  tower,  wicha>ground 
floor,  and  two  apartments  above,  one  over  the  other :  in  the  firft 
-  floor  tr  was  ufual  to  keep  the  cattle  %  in  tlie  two  laft  was  lodged  the 
fimily.  In-  choie  very  unhappy  times,  every  one  was  obliged  to  keep 
guard  againft  perhaps  his  neighbor  %  and  fometimcs  to  (hue  them- 
felves  up  for  days  together,  without  any  opporcttnicy  of  tafting  the 
fiefli  air,  but  from  the  batttemented  top  of  their  callelet.  Their  ^ 
windows  were  very  imalU  their  door  of  iron.  If  the  robbers  at* 
tempted  to  break  it  open;  they  were  annoyed  from  above  by  the*  - 
flinging  of  great  ftones,  or  by  deluges  of  fcalding  water*. 

As  late  as  the  reign  of  omt  James  I.  watches  were  kept  along  the  BaaoBa  w»TC«ai«- 
whole  border,  and  at  every  ford  by  day  and  by  night :  fetters, 
watchers,  fcarc hers  of  the  watchers,  and  overfeers  of  the  watchers 
were  appointed.    Befide*;  thefe  cautions,  the  inhabitants  of  the

^  out  die  bocder/  The  chief  officers^  bailiffs  and  conftablea 
throughout  the  diftrift  beuig  dineAed  to  iee  that  the  inhabitanta 
kept  their  fMM  of  dogs,  and  paid  their  contributions  for  their 
maintenance.  Perfons  who  were  aggrieved,  or  had  loft  any  things 
were  alkiwed  to  porfue  the  iif  irwfe  with  hound  and  horn,  with 
hue  and  cry,  and  all  other  accuftonoed  manner  of  hot  purfuit*.

hoftfle  eKGurfions,  took  to  pillaging  their  neighbors  i  and  abouc 
that  period  got  the  name  idrntfi^imptrs^  from  their  livuig  io  the 
moflb  of  the  country. 

They  were  the  terror  of  the  limits  of  both  kingdoms  i  at  one 
time  amounted  to  fome  thouiandc,  but  by  the  ieverity  of  the 
laws,  and  the  adivity  of  Lord  Jf^&m  Hmtrd,  wcce  at  length 
cxtiqpated.

Every  thing  has  been  found  here  that  denotes  it  to  have  been  a  A 
fixed  refidence  of  the  Rmem\  a  fine  Hypocaufi^  or  bath  was  dif- 
covered  a  few  years  ago^  and  the  burial  place,  now  a  (hrubbery, 
was  pointed  out  to  me.  The  various  altars,  infcriptlbns,  ucenfils»

of  forming  the  following  catalogue,  illultrated  with  fome  figures 
for  the  amufement  of  thoTe  who  are  fond  of  this  ftudy.

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Horfiiy^  No.  49,  CumherlarJ,  an  1  by  Mr.  Gordon^  tib,  37  :  they 
both  juftly  ftyle  it  the  belt  of  the  Roman  work  ot  this  /a:ure  in 
Britain;  and  thie  iirft  properly  makes  it  a  genius,  anU  probably 
that  ot  the  Emperor.  The  figure  is  crcft,  3  f.  3  incJies  hi(»h, 
holding  in  one  hand  ^  patera  over  an  altar  j  in  the  other  a  comu' 
copia  V  the  laft  frequently  obferved  both  in  fculpture  and  in  medals. 
On  his  head  is  a  mural  crown:  each  of  thde  particulars  are  to  be 
met  with  in  MufaKon^  torn.  i.  part.  iL  in  the  figures  of  tab.  cc. 
The  whole  length  of  the  ftone  is  7  f.  4  inches:  in  the  lower  pare 
is  a  bng  perpendicuhr  groove,  with  another  ihort  and  tranfverfe 
near  the  middle :  in  this,  I  conjeAure  might  have  been  fixed  an  Iron^ 
forming  part  of  the  ftand  of  a  lamp,  which  was  cuftomarily 
placed  burning  before  the  ftatues  of  deides. 

X.  A  figure  in  a  clofe  drefs,  not  unlike  a  carter's  frock,  or 
what  Mnfimem  calls  fagum  claufum^  reaching  down  to  the  heels 
on  one  fide  is  a  boar,  on  the  other  a  wheel,  and  beneath  that  an* 
altar :  in  the  left  hand  of  the  figure  is  part  of  a  €mmi9^  The- 
figure  is  evidently  GmUI^  but  the  hiltory  is  obfcuret  the  boar  is 
an  emblem  of  Qdeimai  the  wheel  a  known  type  of  Fortune:  It 
It  alfo  a  concomitant  of  Tmfio^  a  Smm  or  northern  deity.  As 
the  Reman  armies  in  this  kingdom  were  latterly  composed  of  dt^ 
ftrent  Gm!^  and  foreign  nations,  their  tkides  were  introduced,  and 
intermixed  .with  thofe  of  the  Jtaww,  a-  meft  foperftitious  people, 
ready  and  accuftomed  to  adopt  thofe  of  every  country.  Wc 
need  not  be  furprized  at  the  variety  of  figures  found  in  this  place,, 
where  it-  is  evident  that  liberty  of  confcience  was  allowed  1^  there- 
having  been  fo  near  z  ttn^  ef  roerj  naiiotiy  a  latitudinariaa  Pan*^

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XI.  Is  a  fecond  figure  refcmbling  the  former,  only  tliat  a  furt 
of  clofc  ihon  mantle  covers  the  flioulders  and  bread.  It  lias  the 
wheel,  altar  and  cornucopia  i  but  beneath  the  feet  appear  the  cru- 
prda,  fuch  as  are  beneath  thole  of  the  celebrated  ftatue  of  the 
dancing  Fawif* 

XII.  U  another  figure,  in  a  clofe  figim  or  fak.  Bf  k  it  a  vef- 
iel,  ftanding  on  two  long  fupports  i  the  figure  ieems  about  to 
0ing  in  what  it  holds  in  the  right  hand :'  the  other  leans  on  what 
idemblcs  an  ear  of  corn. 

XIII.  Is  a  figure  fitting  in  a  chair,  cloathed  in  garments 
much  plaited  and  folded :  on  the  lap  are  apples  or  fruits.  JVkttf- 
kmmft  a  Zekud  goddeis,  is  reprelentcd  in  this  attitude  and  her 
]ap  thus£lled:  the  habit  difiers  %  but  this  deity  might  have  bedi 
adopted  by  another  nation,  who  dvefled  her  according  to  its  oim 
mode. 

XIV.  Is  a  carious  ^upe  of  three  figures,  (landing  with  their 
backs  to  a  long  feat,  with  elbows.  They  are  habited  in  a  loole 
Saicy  reaching  but  little  below  the  knees :  that  in  the  middle  dif- 
tinguiibcd  by  a  pointed  flap,  and  a  veflel  filled  whether  with  fruit 
or  corn  is  not  very  evident.  Thefe  may  perhaps  be  the  De^e  Ma- 
ins of  the  barbarous  n r.tions,  and  introduced  here  by  feme  of 
the  German  kvics  ■  dicre  having  been  found  in  Britain  three  altars 
dedicated  to  ilu  rn  by  the  'iungrian  cohort.  I  hey  were  local  dei- 
ties;, pro'^ect relies  ot  certain  towns  or  villages  among  f  the  C(yub 
and  Cemims,  by  whom  they  were  tranfported  into  Britain  .,  winch 
is  acknowieged  in  two  infcriptions,  where  they  are  called  tranf-

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fttorin^e.  If  they  were  rural  deities  the  contents  of  the  cup  is  vcrf 
apt.  I  may  remark  that  the  antients  in  general  were  fend  of  the

TUNB. 

A  fmall  hmztn  Hemes  or  Tindnus :  as  it  is  ornamented  with 
fi^oons  and  fruit,  it  probably  was  deftined  to  guard  the  lmiits  of 
orchards  or  gardens. 

Two  braffes :  one  with  the  Head  of  a  female,  with  a  iaige  tuiv 
band-like  head-dref?.    The  other  is  the  head  of  Jupiter. 

A  fmal]  brafs  cafe,  probably  defigned  loi  a  thin  medal :  a  filver 
brotche  :  a  fmall  pair  of  pincers,  for  the  purpofc  of  CXtirpatiog 
hairs  •,  a  pradice  much  in  ufe  among  the  Romans. 

A  moft  elegant  urn,  found  full  of  afhes :  a  ftrong  vefTel  of 
ttiixed  metal,  leemingly  a  mortar :  a  glafs  bead,  the  svum  angui- 
num  of  the  Rmans^  and  Glaiu  naidr  of  the  Britons :  (his  lias  a- 

*  tvmtef  tab*  xasnitattub  ft  b. 
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wire  ring  through  the  orifice,  which  gives  reaiion  to  fufpcft  that 
tiiey  were  ftrung  together  likt  beads. 

The  numbers  X.  XI.  XIII.  anci  XIV.  are  engraven  in  the  eigh- 
ti^niii  plate  of  the  quarto  edition  of  the  Tour  of  1769.  The  re- 
mainder in  the  llld.

Take  a  iiJc  to  Udders  Strength^  or  the  Aku.  A  fti-ong  en-  Juw£  i. 
trenchment  two  iniki  S.  W.  of  Neiherby^  on  a  ilecp  and  lofty 
clay  cliff,  above  the  river  Uddely  commanding  a  vaft  extent  of 
view  :  has  at  one  end  a  very  high  mount,  from  whence  the  country  .iflUIt*! 
might  be  explored  to  very  great  advantage :  in  the  middle  is  the 
foundation  of  a  fquare  building,  perhaps  the  pratorhmt  This 
place  is  fmall,  rather  of  a  circular  ibrm,  ftrongly  entrenched  on 
die  weak  fide  \  has  before  it  a  Ibrt  of  half  moon,  with  a  vaft  fofs 
and  dike  as  a  fccurity.  From  this  place  to  Netberiy  is  the  veftige 
of  a  road.  That  this  fbrtrels  had  been  originally  Rmum  is  proba* 
ble,  but  fince  their  time  has  been  applied  to  the  fame  ufe  by  other

ordered  the  bead  of  the  father,  diftraded  with  grief,  ta  be  firuck 
offf.

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in. tiddefdak^  a  portion  of  .the  county  of  Dtafiies:  a  moft  £»v 
tile  and  well-cultivated  traft  of  low  arable  and  pafture  land.  Keep 
Tiiftoif LtNi.  by  the  river  fide  for  three  miles  farther  to  PtntoihUns^  where  is  a 
molt  wild  but  piAurdque  fcene  of  the  river,  rapidly  flowing 
along  rude  rocks,  bounded  by  cliffs,  doathed  on  each  fide  by 
trees.  The  bottom  the  water  mils  over  afilumcs  various  forms » 
but  the  moft  fingular  are  beds  of  fi:one  regularly  quadrangular, 
and  divided  by  a  narrow  vacant  fpace  from  each  other,  refembling 
immcnfe  maflcs  of  Ijidi  Helmontiiy  with  their  fepta  loft.  Below 
theie,  the  rocks  approach  each  other,  leaving  only  a  deep  and 
narrow  .channel,  with  a  pretty  wooden  alpii:-:  bridge  over  a  depth 
of  furious  water,  black  and  terrible  to  the  iighc.  The  fides  of 
the  rock  are  Itrangely  perforated  with  great  and  circular  hollows, 
like  pots  I  the  work  of  the  vortigioous  motbn  of  die  water  in 
great  Roods. 

A  farmer  J  met  with  here  told  me,  that  a  pebble,  naturally  perfo- 
ritcci,  was  an  infallible  cure,  hung  over  a  horfe  that  was  iitf^  rM^U^ 

or  troubled  with  nodurnal  Iweats. 
CaaneatBT.  Return  and  pafs  through  the  parilh  of  CamGnJI>)\  a  fmall  fer- 
tile plain,  watered  by  the  E/l:  \  where  fome  canons  regular  of  St. 
AuguJUne  had  pitched  their  piory  at  left  before  the  year  1296, 
when  WtUiam-,  prior  of  the  convent,  Iworc  allegiance  to  Edward 
I*.  The  parifti  is  very  populous,  containing  above  CWOChouland 
ibuU.   Much  coal  and  lime-ftone  is  found  here. 
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Moft"  part  of  the  houfcs  are  built  with  clay ;  the  perion  who  has 
Building  in  view,  prepares  the  materials,  then  fummons  his  nein;h- 
bors  on  a  fixed  day,  whu  come  furnilhcd  with  vidluals  at  thc  r 
own  expence,  ftt  chcarfuUy  to  work,  and  complete  the  edifice 
before  night. 

Afccnd  a  bank  on  the  fouth  fule  of  this  valley,  to  a  vait  height 
above  it:  the  fccnery  Is  great  and  enchanting:  on  one  fide  is  a 
view  of  the  river  £/a-,  far  beneath,  mrning  through  a  rocky 
channel,  and  bounded  by  nnnienfc  precipices  j  in  various  places 
luudcnly  deepening  to  a  vail  prutundity  j  while  in  oditr  parts  it 
glides  over  a  bottom  covered  with  moflcs,  or  colored  ftones,  that 
reflect  through  the  pure  water  teints  glaucous,  green,  or  iappha*. 
fine:  thefe  various  views  are  in  moft  places  fully  open  to  fight; 
in  others  fuller  a  partial  interruption  from  the  trees,  that  cloath 
the  fteep  bank,  or  (hoot  out  from  the  brinks  and  filTures  of  the 
precipices  the  trees  are  in  general  oak,  but  often  intennixed  with 
the  waving  boughs  of  ttie  weeping  birch. 

Two  precipices  are  particularly  difttnguiflicd :  one  called  Gxr* 
/Ud:  the  other  GihocHe^s  garden:  the  laft  is  laid  to  have  been 
die  retreat  of  a  celebrated  outlaw »  but  originally  had  evidently 
been  a  fmall  Briti/b  fbrtrefs,  guarded  on  one  fide  by  the  fteeps  of 
die  precipice,  on  the  other  by  a  deep  entrenchment. 

The  ride  was  extremely  diverfified  through  thick  woods,  or 
finall  thickets,  with  fudden  tranfitions  from  the  fliade-into  riclr 
and  well  huibanded  fields,  bounded  on  every  fide  with  woodsy 
with  views  of  other  woods  ftill  rifing  beyond.  No  wonder  then 
that  the  inhabitants  of  thdc.  parts  yct  believe  the  fairies  revel  in 
ihcfe  delightful  fcenes. 

Crofs 
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Croft  the  Jf/it  through  8  fatd  with  a  bottom  of  foUd  rocki 
having  on  one  fide  the  water  precipitating  icfelf  down  a  precipice 
forming  a  finall  catarafi,  which  would  afford  a  fcene  not  the  moft 
agreeable  to  a  timid  mind.  The  water  too  was  of  the  moft  erf- 
fialline,  or  colorle(s  cleamefs»  no  ftream  I  have  ever  feen  being 
#omparablc  i  fo  that  perfons  who  ford  this  river  are  often  led  into 
diitrefles,  by  being  deceived  as  to  its  depth»  ibr  the  great  tran^ 
parency  gives  it  an  unreal  ihallownefs. 

This  river  b  inhabited  by  trouts,  parrs,  loches^  minnows, 
■tda  and  lampries ;  and  what  is  Angular,  the  chub,  which  with 
us  loves  only  the  deep  and  ftiU  waters  bounded  by  clayey 
banks. 

HoL-HouftE.  jjj^  oppofite  eminence  fee  Holhoufe^  a  defenfible  tower  like 

that  at  Khrk  andrewSf  and  one  of  the  feats  of  the  famous  "Jchnny 
Amfirwg^  laird  of  Gilnockie^  the  n>oft  popular  and  potent  thief 
of  his  time,  and  who  laid  the  whole  EngUJb  borders  under  con- 
tribution, but  never  injured  any  of  his  own  country-men.  He 
always  w.is  atten  ded  with  twenty-four  gentlemen  well  mounted  : 
and  James  ^ .  went  his  progrcfs  in  1528,  cxprelsly  to  free 

the  country  from  marauders  of  this  kind,  Gilnockie  appeared  be- 
fore him  with  thirty-fix  perfoiis  in  his  train  *,  moft  gorgeoufly 
appareled  i  and  himfcif  fo  richly  drelTed,  that  the  king  faid  what 
wants  that  knave  that  a  king  Jhculd  have  /  las  niajeliy  ordered  him 
and  his  followers  to  immediate  execution,  in  fpite  or  the  great  offers 
Gilnockie  made  j  who  finding  all  application  for  favor,  vain,  he 
according  to  the  old  ballad,  boldly  told  the  kin^

I  fiw  a  boy,  a  direft  defccndcnt  of  this  unfortunate  brave,  who 
with  Jiis  whole  family  arc  faid  to  be  diftinguiflied  for  their  honefty 
and  quiet  difpofition,  happily  degenerating  from  their  gfca(  an- 
ccftor. 

Continue  my  ride  on  a  fine  turnpike  road,  through  beautiful 
woods,  to  Mr.  MaxweWs  of  Brocmhclme,  environed  with  a  moft  BBOoitiiOtiah. 
magnificent  theatre  of  trees,  clo.ithing  the  lofty  hill?,   and  the 
whole furmounred  by  a  barren  mountain,  by  way  ot  contrail. 

The  rent  of  the  ground  which  Mr.  Miixiveii  keeps  in  his  own 
hands,  and  that  of  a  farm  now  disjoined  from  it,  was  in  the 
unlcttled  times  of  the  beginning  of  the  laft  century,  only  five 
pounds  Scotch^  or  eight  (hillings  and  four  pence  Englijh.  At 
prefent  Mr.  Marwcl?%  Ihare  alone  would  take  a  hundred  pounds 
jlerHag  annual  rent.  This  is  mentioned  as  an  illuftration  of  the 
happy  change  of  times,  and  the  inrreafe  of  revenues  by  the  fecu- 
rity  the  owners  now  enjoy,  by  the  improvements  in  agriculture, 
and  the  cheapncfs  of  money  to  what  they  were  a  century  and  a  half 
ago.  Indeed  itihould  be  mentioned  that  the  old  rent  was  paid  by  a 
Maxwell  to  a  Maxwell  and  perhaps  there  might  be  iome  fmall 
matter  of  favor  from  the  chieftain  to  his  kinfinan }  but  even  ad- 
mitting fome  partiality,  the  rife  of  income  mtift  be  amazing. 

The  road  continues  equally  beautiful,  along  a  £atile  glen, 
bounded  by  hills,  and  woods.  Come  in  view  of  a  bridge,  with 
the  pleafing  motion  of  a  mill  wheel  leen  in  perfpeAive  through 
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the  middle  arch  :  the  rivcr  was  here  low,  and  the  bed  appeared 
roughened  with  tranfvcrfe  waved  rocks^  exCenfively  Iprcou,  and 

lliarply  broken. 

£M<i8«.iit*        xiie  town  oi  Lxuigbolm  appears  in  a  faiaU  plain,  with  the  entrance 
flf  thiee  <kl«s».  and  as  many  rivers,  from  which  they  oke  their 
namely  entring  foifo  it,  vix»  IFachopdale,  Eu/daUmd  EJkdak  \  chelaft 
cxcencU  thiny  (mt  fmrty  miles  in  length,  and  the  fides  as  far  as  I  could 
fee,  bounded  by  hills  of  fmooch  and  verdant  grais,  the  fweet  food  of 
the  (hecp,  tlie  great  ftaple  of  the  country.   To  give  an  idea  of  the 
confidcrable  traffic  carried  on  in  thele  anknals,  the  reader  may  be 
toldy  that  from  twenty,  to  thirty»fix  thoufand  lambs  are  fold  in 
the  feveral  fairs  that  are  held  at  Lat^halmi  m  the  year.  To 
this  muft  be  added,,  the  great  profit  made  of  the  wool,  fold  into-* 
Ei^Umittx  our  cotrier  manufaftures  ^  of  the  llieq>  themfelves  fcnt. 
into  the  fouth,  and  even,  of  the  cheefe  and  butter  made  from  the 
milk  of  the  ewes  *. 

The  truftees  for  encouraging  of  improvements  give  annual 
ffMums  to  fuch  who  produce  the  fineft  wool,  or  breed  the  beft: 
cups  ^.a  wife  meafure  in  countries  cmeigiog  from  floth  and  po*- 
verty. 

The  manufa^ures  of  Langholmet  are  {luffs,  ferges^  black  and  white- 
plaids,  plains,  &c.  moflly  fold  into  England* 

The  caftle  is  no  more  than  a  fquarc  tower,  or  border^houfe,  once- 
belonging  to  the  jlrmftrongs.    In  my  walk  to  it  was  flicwn  the  place 
where  feveral  witches  had  fufFcrcd  in  the  lall  century :  this  reminds 
me  of  a  very  lingular  belief  that  prevakd  not  many  yean  agp  in  theie 

F«v  a  Mer  accomt  <f  ilit  nwMigeawat  of  tie  fltipcp.of  diii  coaa^',  A  tte- 
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parts :  nothing  lefs  than  that  the  niidwives  had  power  of  trans- 
ferring pare  of  the  primaeval  curfc  be  (lowed  on  our  great  firft 
mother,  from  the  good  wife  to  her  hufband.  I  faw  the  ri.-[.iurcd  off- 
fpring  of  fucli  a  labor  j  who  kindly  came  into  th.e  w o: -d  wirlviuc 
giving  h  r  mother  the  left  uneafinefs,  whilr  the  poor  hulbartd  wa* 
roarino;  v,  :r'i  a;:?onyin  Jiis  uncouth  anil  unnaun-ul  ^jains. 

l^K-  nj<';gi(t;-ar<-;s  tiiis  place  are  very  attentive  to  the  lupprefliGn 
of  all  cxcLili  vt  exertions  of  that  unruly  member  dn:  tong\ic :  the 
Brankf  an  inftrumeot  of  punillaincnt,  is  always  in  rcadinefs  j  and  1  A 
was  favored  with  the  iigiit  ^  it  is  aiorcof  head-piece,  that  opens  and 
iaclofes  the  head<of  tlie  Hiq>atieDt,  while  an  inm,  ibarp  as  a  chizzel, 
enters  the  mouch»  and  fdbdues  the  more  dreadful  weapon  within. 
Thb had  been  uied  a  naonth  befoic,  and  isiit  cut  the  poor  ^emak 
till  blood  gufhed  from  each  fide  of  her  nmxk^  it  woald  be  wieU 
that  the  judges  m  this  cafe  would,  befoie  thqr  exert  their  power 
again,  cooifider  noc  enly  the  hunuukjr,  but  the  legality  of  thia 
|Ma&ioe. 

The  learned  DoAor  PUt  *  has  favored  the  world  with  a  tsK 
mae  defcriptioo,  and  a  %;ure  of  the  inftrumeni;  and  tells  he 
looks  on  it  *  as  much  to  be  preferred  to  the  d^tiof  Jfod,  whldi

Among  the  rmom  cuftoms  now  obfelete^  the  moft  curious  was  KAmn sTindt 
that  of  HoM&lfiagf  in  ufe  about  a  century  poft.  In  the  upper  part 
of  4Mrir,  at  the  confluence  of  the  white  and  the  black  ^»  was 

*  Jiiji,  St»Jbr0ir4,  389,  M^r.  xxxii. 
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held  an  arniuat  fur,  iriieie  multicudei  of  each  iex  repaired.  Tha 
unmarried  looked  out  for  inates»  made  their  engagement  by  joining 
hands,  or  hy  bandfijiing^  wencofiTinpain,  cohabited  till  the  nexc 
annual  return  of  the  fan*,  appeared  there  again,  and  then  mre  as 
libertjr  to  declare  their  approbation  or  diflike  of  each  other.  I£ 
each  party  continued  conflhuit,  the  handfifting  was  renewed  for  li&r 
but  i£  either  par^  diflfented,  the  engagement  was  void,  and  both 
were  at  full  liboty  to  make  a  new  choice }  but  with  ihu  provifb^ 
that  the  inconftant  was  to  take  the  charge  of  the  oSpring  of  the  year 
of  probation.  This  coftom  leemed  to  originate  from  the  want  of 
deigy  in  this  county  in  the  days  of  popery :  this  traA  was  the  pro- 
per^ of  the  abby  of  Melrofs^  which  through  csconomy  difcontinued 
the  vicars  that  were  ufed  to  dilcharge  here  the  clerical  offices : 
tnftead,  they  only  made  annual  vifitations  for  the  purpoles  o£ 
marrying  and  baptifing,  and  the  pcrfon  thus  fcnt,  was  called  Book  m 
bofom.,  probably  from  his  carrying,  by  way  of  readincfs,  the  book,  in 
his  breaft;  but  even  this  beinE;  omitted,  the  inhabitants  became 
recefTitated  at  ftrll  to  take  this  method,  which  thev  conriniied  iVorn 
hab i:  to  pradtilc  long  after  the  reformatiun  had  iurmlhed  them  with 
clergy. 

Perlbns  of  rank,  in  times  long  prior  to  thofe,  took  the  benefit  of 
this  cuftom  ;  for  Lindefey*^  in  his  reign  of  'James  II.  fays,  *  That 

*  James  fixth  earl  of  Murray  begat  upon  Ifohel  Jnnes^  daughter 

*  of  the  laird  of  I»nes,  Alexa/id<:i  Dunbar^  a  man  of  fintjular  wit  and 

*  courage.    This  Ifabel  was  but  handfift  with  him,  aiiu  cicccakd  be- 

*  fore  the  marriage  >  where-through  this  Alexander  he  was  worthy, 

*  B*  a6^  ftyo  fd.. 
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*  of  a  greater  living,  than  he  might  fuccced  to  by  the  laws  and 

*  pra^tifes  of  this  realm,' 

Of  the  fports  of  thefe  parts,  that  of  Curling  is  a  favorite  and  one 
unknown  in  England :  it  is  an  amufcment  of  the  winter,  and 
played  on  the  ice,  by  flidinpr  from  one  mark  to  another,  great 
ftoncs  of  forty  to  Icveiuy  poLinds  weight,  of  a  hemifphcrical  form, 
With  an  iroa  ur  wooden  handle  at  top.  1  he  objeft  of  the  player  is 
to  lay  hii  ftone  as  near  to  the  mark  as  poflible,  to  guarci  that  of  his 
partner,  which  had  been  well  laid  before,  or  to  ftrikc  off  that  of  his 
antagonift. 

Return  and  pals  the  march  Mke^w  the  border,  and  continue 
at  Netberiy  ^  nigfit, 

.  Faft  through  iLM(f/0nHi|  a  place  remarkable  fat  the  gitat  trade 
carried  on  during  the  ieaibn  of  cranberries  $  when  for  four  or 
five  markets,  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  pounds  worth,  are  fold 
each  day  at  three  pence  a  quart,,  and  lent  in  fmaU  barrels  to 


Crofi  the  EJk^  on  »  bridge  of  five  arches,  a  light  ftradore,  as 
moft  of  the  bridges  of  this  country  are.  Go  through  tlw  lanes 
which  had  been  rendered  impaflable,  at  the  time  of  the  eruption  of 
the  StkxHtf  mols,  which  took  its  courfe  this  way  to  dw  Eft,  The 
road  was  at  this  time  quite  cleared  ^  but  the  fidds  to  the  right  were 
quite  covered  with  the  black  fiood* 

The  fpaoe  between  the  Efik  and  the  Sark^  bounded  on  the  third 
fide  by  the  Mmb  diket  wUch  erodes  from  one  river  to  the  other, 
Jecms  properly  to  belong  to  Seetkmdi  but  having  been  difputed  by 
both  crowns,  was  ftyled  the  iebaieakk  land.  But  in  the  reign  of  our 
Jamts  I.  Sir  Ridmd  Grabam  obuining  from  the  £arl  of  Qmberimid' 
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jto  whom  it  was  gnmted  by  Qgeen  JfJixaktU)  tkafi!  of  tfak  tnA^ 
bought  it  from  the  needy  monarchy  tnd  had  intereft  eaough  to  gee 
it  uaittd  to  the  county  of  Ondm'lmul,  k  being  iodi^renc  to 
Jmmt,  then  in  pofldfionef  both  kiagdoma,  to  which  of  then  kra 
annexed. 

Ride  by  theiideof  the  Rmmt  road,  that  oomonmicattd  beiweeii 
NetMy  and  the  camp  at  Btmrns*  Crals  a  icaaH  bridge  over  the 
M^,  and  ag^n  enter 

SCOTLAND. 

On  the  banks  of  this  rivulet,  the  EngUJb  under  the  commflnd  of 

the  Earl  of  Nfrrthumh'rland^  and  Magnus  "djith  a  red  njf^rn^  received  a 
great  defeat  from  the  Scots^  under  Douglas  duke  ot  Ormond^  and  JVal- 
lace  otCraigie.  Numbers  of  the  former  were  drowned  in  their  Aighc 
in  Soiway  firth  \  and  lord  Ptercy  taken  prifoner,  a  misfortune  owing 
to  his  filial  piety«  in  helping  his  father  to  a  horle,  to  enable  him  *  to 
clbape. 

Scotch  Ac  a  little  dilUiicc  from  the  bridge,  ftop  at  die  little  village  of 

*********  Gratnay  liic  reforc  of  all  atiiorous  couples,  whole  union  tlic  prudence 
of  parents  or  guardians  prohibits :  here  the  young  pair  may  be 
inftantly  united  by  a  filherman,  ajoiner,orablackfmith,  who  marry 
from  two  guineas  a  job,  to  a  dram  of  whifky :  but  the  price  is  gene- 
rally adjufted  by  tlie  information  of  the  pollilions  from  QtrSkf  who

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drivers,  in  cafe  of  neccflity,  have  been  known  to  undertake  th<» 
J'acerdotal  office.  If  the  puiluic  of  friends  proves  very  hot ;  and 
there  is  not  time  for  the  ceremony,  the  frightened  pair  are  advilcd 
to  flip  into  bed  ;  .11  c  i]  it  vvr>  to  the  purfucrs,  who  imagining  that  they 
aie  irrecoverably  unue(.l,  icluc,  add  leave  mcai  to 

coiifomiBttt  their  anfiniflicd  loves. 

This  phctf  if  diftinguilhed  from  afar  by  a  fmall  plantation  of  firs, 
tffec  CjufrioH  grove  of  the  place  i  a  fort  of  land-mark  for  fugitive 
lovers.  As  I  had  a  great  dcfire  to  lee  the  high-prieft,  hy  ftratagcm 
I  fucceeded :  he  appeared  in  form  of  a  filhermaar«  a  ftout  fellow,  in  a 
blue  coat,  rolling  round  his  fokmn  chops  a  quid  of  tobacco  of  no 
oomnnoa  fiac  One  of  our  party  was  fuppofed  to  come  to  explore 
the  COall :  we  qucftioncd  him  about  his  price  j  which,  after  eyeing 
OS  attentively,  he  left  to  our  honor.  The  church  of  Scptland  does 
what  it  can  to  prevent  theie  clandefline  matches }  but  in  vain^  for 
thofe  infamous  couplers  defpife  the  fulmination  of  the  kirk,  and  ex-- 
communication  is  the  only  penalty  it  can  inflidt. 

Continue  my  journey  over  a  wocxllefs  flat  trafl,  almoft  hcdgclefs, 
but  produftive  of  excellent  oats  and  barley.    Pafs  by  Rtg,  a  little 
h  imlcr,  A  fort  of  chapel  of  eale  to  6>v7/;;ii,in  the  run-away  nupdaJs.' 
The  performer  here  is  an  alehouTe-keeper. 

On  tlie  left  is  Solway-fmb,  and  a  view  of  Kefwick-felis,  between 
■which   and  Burnfivmk  h;il  in  Scciland,  is  a  flat  of  forty  miles, 
and  of  a  great  extent  in  length.    1  he  country  grows  now  very  un-- 
cultivated,  and  confills  of  large  commons.  Reacii 

^;;;;<3«,  in  y^mz^ifj/f,  another  divifion  o(  Dumfriesjbirey  a  town  of 
four  or  five  hundred  inhabitants,  featcd  on  :hc  river  of  the  fame  name.

A  TOUR 


VeflTek  of  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  tuns  can  come  within  half  a 
mile  of  the  town*  and  of  fixty  as  high  as  the  bridge.  This  place  hat 
fi>me  trade  in  wine :  the  annual  exports  are  between  twenty  and 
thirty  thoufand  Wtncb^er  bufliek  of  com. 

The  caftle  was  entirely  demolifhed,  by  order  of  parlement,  after 
the  acceflion  of  Jamts  VI.  to  the  crown  of  Eaigkmd^  and  only  the 
ditches  remain.  But  Amum  was  in  a  manner  ruined  by  Wkmen^ 
Lord  Prefident  of  the  marches,  who,  in  the  reign  of  Edward  VI. 
overthrew  the  church,  and  burnt  the  town}  the  firft  havuig  been 
fortified  by  the  Scots  \  under  a  Lyon  of  the  houfe  of  Gkmes. 

The  Bruces  were  once  Lords  of  this  place,  as  appears  by  a  ftone 
at  prefent  in  a  wall  of  a  gentleman's  garden,  taken  from  the  ruins  of 
the  caftW,  and  thus  infcribed,  Hoieride  Bna  Counte  de  Cmrkktt 
&nteur  du  val  dcAnnaftd.  1300. 

After  dinner  make  an  excurfion  of  five  miles  to  Ruth-well,  palling 
over  the  Jftfuvt  on  a  bridge  of  five  arches,  defended  bv  a  f>arfw:^y. 
The  country  rcfembles  that  I  pafled  over  in  the  mo]  ;i;ng,  but  at 
Newhy-Ncck  obfcrve  the  ground  formed  into  eminences,  fo  remark* 
ably  as  tooccafion  a  belief  of  their  being  artificial,  but  arc  certainly 
nothing  more  tlian  the  freaks  of  nature. 

The  churcli  of  Rutb^iVell  contains  the  ruins  of  a  moft  curious 
monument-,  an  obelifk  once  of  a  great  height,  now  lying  in  three 
pieces,  broken  by  an  order  of 'the  general  aflembly  in  1644,  under 
pretence  of  its  being  an  object  of  fuperilition  among  the  vulgar. 
When  entire  it  was  probably  about  twenty  feet  high,  exclufive  of 
pedcilal  and  capital  j  making  allowances  in  the  mcafurcment  of  the 

*  4tfi^^'»  Hit.  of  the  wan  cf  Salt*  aad  Ajr^  3si« 
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prcfcnt  pieces  for  fragments  chipped  off,  whtn  it  was  deltroyed  :  it 
originally  confifted  of  two  pieces  j  the  iowtft,  now  in  two,  had  been 
fifteen  feet  long  j  the  upper  had  been  placed  on  the  other  by  means 
of  a  fo<  kct :  the  form  was  fquare  and  taper,  but  the  fides  of  unequal 
breadth  :  the  v\o  oppofite  on  one  fide  at  bottom  were  eighteen 
inches  and  a  half,  ar  cop  only  lirrccn  ^  the  narrower  fide  fixtecn  at 
bottom,  clcvca  at  top.  Two  of  the  narrowcil  Ldcs,  are  ornamented 
with  vine-leaves,  and  animals  intermixed  with  runic  charafters 
around  the  margin :  on  one  cf  the  other  fides  is  a  very  rude  figure 
of  our  Saviour,  with  each  foot  on  the  head  of  fome  beafts :  above  and 
each  fide  him  are  infcrtbed  in  Sdjm  letters,  Jefus  Cbrijlus^judex  equi- 
tstis,  certo  fahatsris  mmM  et  M^perhaps  as  Mr.  Cor^  *  jmagines, 
Ai^ilmm-^BeJh\e  a  X^^icmiy  c^giiifwwi/ ifl^  laftly  are  the 

words,  fregtruiu  panm» 

Beneath  the  two  animals  is  t  compaitment  with  two  figures,  one 
bearded,  the  other  not,  and  above  is  inicribed,  SaiSus  Pmks* 

On  the  adverfe  fide  is  our  Saviour  again,  with  Mary  Magdalmt 
walhing  his  ieet,  and  liie  box  of  omtment  in  his  hand.  The  ih« 
fcripdons,  as  made  out  by  Mr.  (MSmr,  are^  jBakafinm  migMOiti 
m  "tjttsLacbrymis  uefit  figtnpkSt  ^  ctfiBa-'-^^afitis  fid  term* 
k§t—^  prstmm  vidi. 

The  different  iculptures  were  probably  the  work  of  difibcnt 
times  and  diflerent  nattons  i  the  firft  that  of  the  chrifb'an  Saxons  % 
the  other  of  the  IkmeSt  who  either  found  thofe  fides  plain  i  or 
defacing  the  antient  carving,  replaced  it  with  (bme  of  their  own* 
TiaditioD  lays,  that  the  church  was  built  over  this  obeliik,  long 
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after  its  eredion  i  and  as  it  was  reported  tt  have  been  ttui£» 
ported  here  by  angels,  it  was  piobeUjr  £»  fecured  foe  the  fatoe- 
leaion  as  the  fa/tta  £sfa  at  LtrM  was^kaft  it  (hould  uke  another 
flight.

a  pair  of  (malL.globes :  this  soo  ieenied  to  have  been  the  top  of.' 
a  cao6» 

Stttlawt  has  lud  Its  vicar  of  Bta^  i  for  in  dtis  church>yard  Is* 

an  inlcription  in  mmoMf  of  Mr.  Gawin  Toung^  and  Jean  Stewart- 
his  fpoufe.   He  was  ordained  minidcr  in  1617,  when  the  churcli'- 
was  prefbjrttrian :  ibon  after,  Jamet  VI.  eftabiiihfd  a  moderafie  fi>rc. 
of  epifcopacy.   In- 1638,  the  faneus  league  and  covenant  toolc 
places  the  bUhops  were  depoled,  and  their  power  aboliihed:: 
preibytery  then  flouriflied  in  the  fuUnefs  of  acrimony.  8edaries-> 
of  all  forts  invaded  the  church  in  Oomtv/'s  time,,  all  equally- 
hating,  perlecuting,  and  being  pcrfecuted  in  their  turns.    In  i66o», 
on  the  reftoratiop,  cpifcopacy  arrived  at  its  plenitude  of  power |. 
and  prefbytcrianilm  expelled;  and  that  iert  \sli;ch  in  ihtrir  prof- 
pcrity  fliewed  ao  mercy,  now  met  with  rcinbutury  vengeance. 
Mr.  2'mng  mainraincd  his  poft  amicitl  all  thck  changes,  and  what 
is  much  to  his  honor,  fupported  his  charadler  :  was  refpc6ted  by 
all  parties  for  his  moderation  and  learning ;  li¥ed  a  tranquil  iifi^ 
and  died  in  peace,  after  enjoying  his  cure  iifty-four. years..

rains :  they  then  make  a  pit  eight  feet  long  and  three  broad,  and 
the  £une  deptb^-  and  phifter  the  inlide  widi  day,'  that  it  may 
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hold  water ;  at  the  bottom  they  place  &  layer  of  peat  and  turf^ 
and  fill  the  pit  with  the  coOeAed  fiuid:  after  that  they  pour 
water  on  it :  this  filters  throogh  the  fand»  and  carries  the  fait  with 
it  into  -a  Icfir  pit,  made  at  the  end  o£  the  great  one :  this, 
they  boil  in  final!  lead  pans,  and  procuie  a  ooarfe  brown  ialt,  very 
fit  for  the  purpoles  of  falling  meat  or  fifli.  Jmes  VL  in  a  vifit  he- 
aiade  to  chele' parts,  after  his  acoefiion  to  the  crown  of  England^ 
look  notice  of  this  operation,  and  for  thdr  induftry  exempted  the: 
poor  filt'tnakers  of  RutbwM  from  ail  duty  on  this  commodity  v 
which  till  the  onion,  was.  in  alLthe  Stsldf  a£b  relating  to  the  falc 
duties,  excepted. 

In  this  paiifli  was  lately  difcovered  a  lingular  road  through  a 
niorais,  made  of  wood,  confifting  of  fplit  oak  pknks,  eight  fisee 
long,  fattened  down  by  long  pins  or  ftakesr,  driven  through  the 
boaids  into  the  earth.  It  was  found  out  by  digg^ig  of  peat,  and 
at  that  time  lay  fix  feet  beneath  the  forfiwe.  It  pointed  towards  the 
fea;  and  in  <dd  times  was  the  road  to  ic  %  but  natradition  remains  of 
the  phce  it  came  horn. 

Return  through  j6mmt^  and  after  a  ride  over  anaked  traA,  reach 
SfragMi^  the  feat  of  Sir  WUHm  Mmo^:  near  the  houfe  is  the 
file  of  S^^^kf  wliere  the  Duke  of  Alhairf^  brotlier  to  Jmus  III, 
and  the  Earlof  D^^Ai^  lodged  the  night  before  their  defeat  at  Kirk\ 
mmek  a  place  almofl:  contiguous.  This  illuftrious  pair  had  been 
exiled  in  Et^brnd^  and  invaded  tlieir  own  country  on  a  plundering 
jfcheme,  in  a  manner  unworthy  of  dlCffl.  jSbany  efcapcd  j  Z)M(pibl  Was. 
taken,  and  finiihed  his  liic  in  the  convent  of  JJudgnt  \ 
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la  tlie  burying-ground  of  ISrkomiel  is  the  grave  of  the  lair  ESen  Busv  Xmiti« 
Jhffiw,  and  that  of  her  lover ;  ihe  was  daughter  of  the  houle  of 
Xirhmiili  and  was  beloved  by  two  gentlemen  at  the  fame  time  %  the 
•ae  vowed  to  facrifice  the  fuccefsful  rival  to  his  rdentment  i  and 
watched  an  opportunity  while  the  happy  pair  were  fitting  on  the 
teoks  of  the  Jtcrlftv  that  walhes  thefe  grounds.  EOm  perceived  the 
defperate  lover  on  the  oppofice  fide^and  fondly  thinking  to  fiive  her 
fiivorite^  inmpoftd  i  and  receiving  the  wound  intended  for  her  be. 
bved,  fell  and  expired  in  his  arms.  He  inftantly  revenged  her 
death  }  then  fled  into  Spaing  and  ferved  for  fome  time  againft  the 
inBdels :  on  his  return  he  vilited  the  grave  of  his  unfortunate  mif- 
trels,  ftretched  himfclf  on  it,  and  expiring  on  the  ipot,  was  interred 
.by  her  fide.  A  fword  and  a  crols  are  eng^ven  on  the  tomb-ftone^ 
with  ific  Jatet  Adam  Fleming :  the  only  memorial  of  this  unhappy 
gentleman*  except  an  anticnt  ballad  of  no  great  merit,  which  records 
the  tragical  event  \ 

Excepting  a  glen  near  Springkeld,  moft  of  this  country  is  very 
naked.  It  is  faid  to  have  been  cleared  of  the  woods  by  a^l  of 
parleraent,  in  the  time  of  James  VI,  in  order  to  deftroy  the  re- 
treat of  the  mofs-troopers,  a  peft  this  part  of  the  country  was  in- 
famous for:  in  fa6t  the  whole  of  the  borders  then  was,  as  Zi«- 
exprefles,  no  other  thing  but  thefi.,  reiff  ami  jlaugbter.  They 
were  pofTefled  by  a  fee  of  potent  clans,  all  of  Saxon  dcfcent  ;  and, 
like  true  delcendents  of  Ijhmad,  their  hands  were  a_'ainfl  every 
mao^  and  every  man's  hand  againlt  them.   The  Jolmfions^  of

the  manner  as  fevcral  of  our  unfortunate  brave  are  at  prefcnt,  fuch

Bmm  cftbe  Catty  George  Hall,  called  Pat*s  Geordie  there,  the  Lairds

JvMB  $.  Vifit  the  Roman  ftation  at  B:'.yrens,  in  the  parllh  of  ?>fiddUh, 

^Mtfd  on  a  flat,  bounded  on  one  lidc  by  the  Imali  water  of  Mien^ 
BvftRBNt  GAitf*  and  on  another  by  a  fmall  bim.  It  was  well  defended  bv  faup 
ditches  and  five  dikes  •,  but  much  of  both  is  carried  away  by  the 
V,  inter  floods  in  the  river  that  bounded  on  one  fide  a  hypocaufi  had 
bf  rn  uiicovered  here,  infcribed  ftoncs  dug  u^,  and  coins  found. 
Tonic  of  them  of  the  lowrr  empire.  Obforvcd  a  place  formed  of

Horfefy  imagines  tlus  to  bm  been  the  ^latitm  h^mm  of  jfniomtu, 
being  on  the  Norish  fide  of  the  wall,  with  a  military  road  between  ic 
ami  Haberijf  i  and  that  it  wis  the  place  where  4snt^  concltided 
hit  fecond  yetf's  expeditum*  As  that  Genera)  was  diftinguiflied  for 
his  jttdidous  choice  of  ipocs  of  encampment,  fp  long  after,  his  fifC- 
oefiua  made  uie  of  this,  as  appears  by  a  fiwdal  of  Cti0^ai$iiu  CUtrus 
being  found  here^  lor  that  Emperor  lived  about  two  hundred  and 
twenty  yiaars  after  .^ifevMa. 

The  cpttntry  now  begins  to  grow  very  hilly  |.  but  \ilefvUy  &)■ 
the  hills  faemg  verdant,  and  formed  for  evcellent  Iheep- walks  t  on 
the  lides  of  one  called  Bunfiimk^  about  two  miles  from  Burrfm^, 
aie  two  bctudfol  camps,  united  to  ea^h  other  by  a  r|mp%rt^  that  Bvtiriwoar 
winds  along  the  iide  of  the  hill  i  one  camp  being  on  thjc  S.  Eift». 
the  other  on  the  N.  Weft:  one  has  the  ^^rmivii  yet  v|fib]p;  and 
«fi  the  North  fide  are  three  round  tumtdi^  each  joined  to  it  Iby  P' 
dike,  prqj^ng  to  fooie  diftance  from  the  ramparts  ^  as  if  jcp  pro> 
ted  the  g^te  on  that  quar«sr,  for  eaph  of  thele  mounts-  had  its  little 
fert :  the  other  camp^iad  two  of  thefe  mounts  on  one  fide  and  one 
an  each  end  ;  but  the  veftiges  '  of  thefe  aie  veiy  faint :  both  of 
ibefe  camps  were  furrounded  with  a  deep  ditch,,  and  a  ftroog 
nn^iart  both  on  the  infide  and  the  ootfide  of  die  ftis  i  and  on 
the  very  furomit  of  the  hill  is  a  finall  incgular  tntrenchment;. 
intended  as  exploratory,  for  the  view  fmm  thence  is  uninterrupted 
on  every  part.   Thele  camps  are  very  accurately  planned  by  Mr. 
Qmim^.i^  I.  p.       Thde  aUii  were  the  work  of  4gFUek^  aod^ 

highly:. 
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high!}'  probable  to  be,  as  Mr.  Horfehf  im^ioes,  tlic  Summer  camp 
of  that  at  Butrens, 

The  view  from  the  fummit  is  extremely  cxtenfive :  the  town  of 
Locbmaban,  with  its  lake  and  ruined  caftle,  built  on  a  licart-fliaped 
peninfuU  j  ^enflmry  hill,  which  gives  title  to  the  Duke  j  Harts- 
fell,  and  the  LoeUrs^  which  difpute  for  height  i  yet  a  third,  the 
Driffels,  was  this  day  patched  with  fnoW|  and  laftly,  Ericjlone^ 
which ibften  the  Amm^  the Cjrir and  therfM^L , 

Ddccnd  and  pafi  through  the  fmall  town  of  EefUfitknt  {jsccUpa 
FichMt)  noted  for  the  great  monthly  markets  for  cattle. 

Near  this  place,  on  the  eftaie  of  Mr.  ihww,  writer,  was  found 
«n  antiquity  whole  ufe  is  rather  doubtful :  the  metal  is  gold  i  the 
length  rather  more  than  feven  inches  and  a  half;  the  weight  2  oz. 
and  a  half  and  15  gs.  It  is  round  and  ytxy  flender  in  the  middle, 
at  each  end  grows  thicker,  and  of  a  conoid  form,  terminating 
with  a  flat  circular  plate:  on  thefldeofoneend  are  ftamped  the 
words  Hekmu  fecit  %  on  the  other  is  prick'd  • . . .  I.I !  M  B.  From 
the  flendemels  of  the  middle  part,  and  the  diicknefi  of  the  ends, 
tt  might  pethaps  fervc  as  a  ftflening  of  a  garment,  by  inlerttng  it 
through  holes  ^  each  fide^  and  then  twilling  together  this  pliant 
metal. 

Keep  along  the  plain,  arrive  again  on  the  banks  of  the  ^tenv,  and 
have  a  very  elegant  view  of  io  wooded  maigent,  the  bridge,  a  light 
ilrufture  with  three  arches,  one  of  fifty.two  ^set,  the  othen  of 
twenty-five,  with  the  turrets  of  Hoidm  caftle  a  little  beyond,  over- 
toppiog  a  very  pretty  grove. 
Ibraaii  easTLs.  The  caftle  confifts  of  a  great  fquare  tower,  with  thiee  flender 
Mund  ninco  i  the  cntiy  through  a  door  pioKfted  by  anoifwr  of 
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iron  bars ;  near  it  a  Iquarc  h  jlr,  by  way  of  dungeon,  and  a  (lair- 
cik  of  fronc,  luitctl  to  the  place:  but  jnlicati  ot"  iiiiJing  a  cap- 
tive d^Hv;(rl  ,ir.d  a  iicrcc  warder,  met  svitli  a  cuu;:cous  U:rd  and 
hii  bcautcous  Ipoufc  i  and  the  dungeon  not  filled  with  piteous 
captives,  but  well  ftored  with  generous  wines,  not  condemned  lo 
along  imprifonment. 

This  caftle,  or  radar  ftrong  border-houfe,  was  built  by  Jokn 
Lord  Harria,  nkk-Damed  John  de  Reeve,  a  ftrenuous  fupporter 
of  Mary  Stuart j  who  conveyed  her  liile  Itm  the  btttle  of  Lat^* 
fikmlRi  hoafe  •£  TVmjpBsr,  m  Gttieway,  and  from  thence  to 
abbf  of  JDmtJhmum,  »nd  then  accompMiied  her  in  a-  finall 
«dU  IB  hcf  iatfel  flight  into  England,  Sdon  aftmv  k  itas  funen- 
ted  *  to  the  regent  hhm^^  «»ho  s^ypointed  the  Land  of  ZVwmn 
ZflMf  Governor  and  Loid  o£  the  marches.  Before  the  acceflkm 
ef  7<nM9  Vly  Heditm  was  one  of  the  phtces  of  defence  on  the 
bocden;  for  '  the  houfe  of  Btwtbm  wafe  to  be  keped  with  aae 

*  wUa  iVoot  man,  and  to  have  with  him  four  weU-horfed  men* 

*  and  thir  to  have  two  flark  footmen  lervanti  to- keep  their  horfes^

In  the  mdls  about  this  houfe  art  preien^ed  akats  and  infcrip« 
dons  &and  in  the  ftation  at  BIktou:  as  die/  do  not  iqjpear  to 
have  fiillen*«nder  the  nodce  of  the  ourious»'  an  gnuneration  ci 
dmrpecfaaps  will  not  be  uniKoeptablei  therefore  ifaall  be  added 
iftdieiq)|iendix. 

Near  ^ariAMai,  on  an- eminence,  is  a  iqiiape*  building,  called  the 
SSnrt     npeutame.  On  itii-caived  the  word  ng^euMmr,  with  ft

made  under  a  promifeof  quarter. 

Proceed  over  a  country  full  of  low  bills^  ibme  parts  under  re- 
cent cultivation  I  others  in  a  heathy  ftace  of  .  nature.  Reach,  ui» 
a  wet  cultivaled  and  woody  flat,  the  caftlo  and  houle  of  (^t^9iipm% 
the  property  of  IjxA.  Sisrmmmi^  and  the  birth-place  of  thatonuK 
ment  of  our  ifland,  Lord  MtHsfieU, 

The  caftleconfifts  pf  a  great  iquare  tower,  now  almofl  in  ruins,, 
though  its  walls  of  near  thirteen  feet  in  thicknefs  might  have  pro-- 
mifed  to  the  architeft  a  longer  duration.  Many  fmall  rooms  are' 
gained  out  of  the  very  thicknefs  of  the  fides  \  and  at  the  bottom- 
of  IMDC,  after  a  deibent  of  numbers  of  flsps,  is  the  noiibme  dua*< 
geon,  without  light  or  even  air-holes,  except  the  tr^i-door  In  the^ 
floor,  contrived  for  the  loweripg  in  of  the  captives.  This  for— 
trefs  was  founded  by  one  of  the  ancettors  of  the  Murrass^  Earls 
of  Amandale  \  a  title  which  failed  in  that  name  about  the  time  of 
the  reftoration. 

JtfMB4i  Ride  along  the  fliorc  by  the  end  of  Lockermofs,  ■^  morafs  of 

about  ten  miles  in  length,  and  three  in  breadth,  with  the  little- 
water  of  Lfffj^dr  running  through  it.    This  tra<5l,  from  recent  fur- 
vey,  appears  to  have  been  overflowed  by  the  fea,  which  confirms - 
the  tradition  relating  to  fuch  an  event.     This  invafion  of  the. 
tides  was  certainly  but  temporan',  tor  f  rom  the  numbers  of  trees, 
roots,  and  other  v^etable  marks  found  there,  it  is  evident  that 
this  morafs  was,  in  fomc  very  diftant  period,  an  extenfive  foreft. 
Near  a  place  caUcd  Kilklain  I  met  with  one  of  the  antienc  canoes 
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of  the  primiEval  inhabitants  of  the  country,  when  it  v,  a?;  proba- 
ble in  the  lame  ftate  of  nature  as  Virginia^  when  firlt  diicovered 
by  Captain  Philip  Amidas.     The  lengtli  of  this  iittle  veflel  was 
eight  feet  eight,  of  the  cavity  fix  feet  fcven ;  the  breadth  two 
fret ;  depth  eleven  inches  i  and  at  one  end  were  tlie  remains  of 
three  pegs  for  the  pauLllc    the  hollow  was  made  with  fire,  in  the 
very  manner  that  lUc  Indians  of  America  formed  their  canoes,  ac- 
cording to  the  faithful  rcpreientation  by  Thomas  ihurivt  *,  in  Dc- 
Bry's  publication  of  his  drawings.    Another  of  the  fame  kind 
was  found  in  1736,  wi(h  its  paddle,  in  the  fame  morafs :  the  kit 
was  fevcn  feet  long,  and  dilated  to  a  confiderable  breadth  at  one 
end  i  fo  that  in  early  ages  neceflity  didated  the  fame  inventions 
to  the  moft  remote  regions  f.  TheTe  were  long  prior  to  our  vi- 
HSa  ntmgia   and  were  in  ofe  in  feveral  antient  nations :  the  Creeks 
called  them  Moi^s^Aa  and  muupn :  fomc  held  three  perlbns,  others  * 
only  one  X»  and  of  this  kind  feems  to  have  been  that  now  men- 
tioned.  Thofe  uled  by  the  GermMt  D  were  of  a  vaft  liae^  capable 
of  holding  thirty-  men  1  and  the  Gaub  on  the  Slmie  had  the  fame 
fpecies  of  boats,  but  were  indifferent  about  their  lhape,  and  con- 
tent if  they  would  but  float,  and  carry  a  large  burden  f. 
At  Mr.  Dukfut\  of  Lfidkirwttd,  fiw  a  curioHty  of  another

Over  Xjtdtamfi  b  a  road  remarkable  ior  its  origin :  a  Granger, 
a  great  number  of  years  ago,        ibnie  goods  to  certain  mcr^ 
chants  9t  Dumfries  upon  credk:  he  difappeared,  and  neither  he 
nor  his  heirs  ever  clamed  the  money :  the  merchants  in  cxpefta. 
tion  of  the  demand  very  faoneftly  put  euc  the  fum  to  intereft  ^. 
and  after  a  hpfe  of  more  than  forty  years,  the  town  ofZHm^rkt 
obtained  a  gift  of  it,  and  applied  the  £unc  towards  making  thta- 
uieful  road..  Another  is  now  in  execution  by  the  military,  which 
is  alio  to  pafs  over  Loekermfi^  and  is  intended  to  facilitate  tltt- 
eommunication  between  Ntifk  BriuuH  and  Mnd,  by  way  q£

In  this  morning's  ride,  pais  by  a  iquara  inclofure  of  the  fixe  06 
half  an  acre^.  moated  sound.  This  was  a  place  of  refuge ;  for 
in  family  difputes,  fuch  was  truly  ncceflary,  and  here  any  perfiMk- 
who  came,  remained  in  inviolaUe  iecurity. 

See  the  ifle  of  Caerlaveroc^  with  a  border  houfe  in  tlie  middle,, 
built  by  a  Maxwell,  This  place  is  far  from  the  fea^  but  flylcd  an 
ifle  becaufc  moated, 

Vifit  IVardlaWt  a  (mall  hill  with  a  round  Britijb  camp,  fur*- 
Bounded  with  two  foHTes  on  the  top^  and  on  the  fouth  Hde  the- 
^nt  veftiges  of  a  RmsM  camp,  now  much  ploughed  up.  The 
ya^ttA  from  this  eminence  is  fine,  <of  the  firth^.thc  difchai]gt  of 
the  river  Nithor  Ntdy  the  NeHiu  of  ^  and  a.  knig  caMHr.

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The  Roman  encampment  on  this  hill  might  probabh  be  the 
Ux^'um  of  P/okmy,  efpccially  if  we  arc  to  derive  that  word  from 
the  Briti/by  Ucbtl^  liigh :  for  the  fite  of  the  forticfs  of  Caerla- 
wtrpe^  \b  On  fach  t  flit  is  by  no  meantf  to  Admit  of  that  ^ichet, 
or  fo.be  «Uo«red  to  hvre  been  the  antient  Uteibm  as  Mr.  fUr/^ , 
Qoojc&urei. 

The  caftle  has  undergone  its  difieient  Gegja*.  the  firft  that  tj^ , 
pears  in  hiftory  and  the  moft  celebrated  was  in  the  year  1300^ 
when  Edward  I.  fat  down  befote  it  in  perfon.  Enraged  at 
the  generous  legard  the  Zcoti  ihewed  for  didr  liberty^  and  the 
unremitted  efforts  made  by  their  hero  Wa&m^  to  free  his  country 
from  a  foreign  yoke^  the  Engl^  monirch  fmnmoned  his  barons,, 
and  all  the  nobility  who  held  of  him  by  military  tenure  to  attend' 
with  their  forces  at  Carh!i^  on  the  feaft  of  St.  Jtbn  tht  B^fi* 
On  that  occafion,  as  the  poet  of  the  expedition  rebtes,  there 
appeared,.

Notwithftanding  the  care  EJward  took  to  fecure  this  place,  it 
was  retaken  by  the  Scots  the  ioUowing  year  •,  but  very  foon  after 
was  repofTcfied  •  by  the  En^lijh^  after  a  very  long  fiegc.  It  ap- 
pears that  the  Sects  again  itcovcred  it,  for  in  one  of  the  invalioiis 
of  the  former,  the  gallant  owner,  Sir  Eufiace  Maxwell  fupported 
a  fiege  in  it  of  Tome  weeks,  and  obliged  the  enemy  to  retire  ;  but 
confideripg  that  it  might  fall  into  the  hands  of  ihc  Eng!ifl\  ai-.d 
become  noxious  to  liis  country,  genciouwy  J^iiu^UiLlcLl  it,  and  ibr 
that  piece  of  iliJir.tLicficd  fervice  was  properly  rewarded  by  his 
prince,  who  lemiucd  to  hitn  and  Ms  heirs  for  ever,  the  annual^ 
pecuniary  acknowlegements  they  paid  Lo  the  crown  for  the  ca(ble 
and  lands  of  Ca^navero^  f ,  It  was  agaiu  rebuilt  ^  but  in  1355 
rbeing  then  in  poOcflion  of  the  Et^UJb)  was  taken  by  Roger  Kirk- 
pdtm^  and  leveled  to  the  ground  J.  Notwithftanding  thefe  re- 
peailxA  mtsfbrtuncs,  it  was  once  more  rcftoredi  and  once  more 
niincd,  by  the.  Earl  of  Sufac  in  1570  u.    From  this  time  the

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Lords  of  the  place  fcem  for  fomc  interval  to  have  been  difcou- 
raged  from  any  attempt  towards  reftoring  a  fortrcfs  fo  diftinguifhed 
by  its  misfortunes-,  for  Camden  in  1607,  fpeaks  of  it  as  only  a 
weak  houfc  belonging  to  the  barons  of  Maxwell:  yet  once  more 
Robert  firfl:  Earl  of  Nitbfdak,  in  i6j8,  ventured  to  rc-cftablifh  the 
ftrong  hold  of  the  family  :  illU  it  was  ill-fated  \  for  in  the  courfc 
o(  Crom'wePs  ufurpation,  it  was  furrendei:ed  on  terms  ill  prcferv- 
cd  v  and  a  itccit  was  given  for  the  furaiture  hy  tmt  Bnehi  in 
which  among  other  particulars  is  mention  of  eighty  beds,  a  proof 
of  the  hofpitality  or  the  fplendor  of  the  place*  The  form  of  the 
prefenc  cikXe  is  triangular    at  two  of  the  comers  had^  been  a 
round  tower,  but  one  is  now  demoliflied }  and  .on  each  (Ide  the 
^uewajr*  .which  forms  the  third  angle,  are  two  roonders.  0?er 
the  arch  is  the  cieft  of  the  Mnewdb  (placed  there  when  the 
caftle  was  laft  repaw'd)  with  che  date,  and  this  motto»  JMdye /mr, 
meaning /l^^nttno,  the  hill  where  the  gibbet  ftoodi  foir  in  foodal 
times,  if  ieems  to  have  been  much  in  ufe.- 

The  caftle  yard  is  triangular :  one  fide  which  feems  te  have  been 
the  refidence  of  the  family,  is  very  elegantly  built  j  has  three  ftories, 
with  very  handibme  window  cafes :  on  the  pediment  of  the  lower 
are  coats  of  arms  •,  over  the  fccond,  legendary  tales  over  Ae 
third,  I  think  Ovidian  fables,  .all  neatly  cut  in  ftone.  The  op- 
ppfite  fide  is  plain.  In  front  is  a  hahdfome  door  cafe,  leading 
to  the  great  hall,  which  is  ninety-one  feet  by  twenty-(ix.  The 
whole  internal  length  of  that  fide  a  hundred  and  t#enty-three. 

The  MaxwelUy  Lords  of  Caerlaveroiy  are  of  great  antiquity : 
telt  their  hiftory  mixed  with  aill  the  misforcuae  and  all  the  dif- 
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grace  fo  frequent  in  ill-govcrned  times.  They  and  the  Jobnjlom 
had  perpetual  feuds  :  in  1 593  the  clans  had  a  conflift  at  the  Holy- 
nefs  of  Bryfe-y  the  chieftain  of  the  Maxwelb,  and  many  of  his 
fons,  were  flain.  John^  a  furviving  fon,  takes  his  revenge  :  a 
meeting  between  him  and  Johnjhny  a  predeceHbr  of  the  Marquifs 
of  AnruindalCy  was  ajipointed  in  order  to  coiDproniife  all  differences  : 
both  met,  attended  only  by  a  fingle  friend  to  each;  the  friends 
quarrel  •,  the  Laird  of  Lsckeru-cod  goes  to  part  them,  but  is  Ihot 
througli  the  back  by  the  other  chieftain  j  who  dcfervedly  met  his 
fate  on  the  fcaffold  a  few  years  after.  His  forfeiture  was  taken 
off,  and  his  bioihcr  not  only  reftorcd  but  created  La*l  of  Nithf- 
daU :  in  1715  the  title  was  loft  by  the  convidlion  of  the  i  of 
that  day  \  who  cfcaped  out  of  tlie  tower  tiie  night  before  execu- 
tion, by  the  difguife  of  a  female  drefs.  The  cftate  by  virtue  of 
entail  was  preferred  to  the  heirs. 

Continue  my  ride  along  the  coaft  to  the  mouth  of  the  Nitby 
which  empties  itfelf  into  the  vaft  eftuary,  whefe  the  tide  flows  in 
£>  fidl  on  Che  level  fands  that  a  tnan  well  mounied  would  find  dif- 
ficulty to  eftape,  if  furprifed  by  it.  The  view  of  the  0{>pcrfilie 
fide  of  Oiffd^  and  the  other  Gallo  zvaj  hills,  is  very  beautiful, 
NtwBT  MIT.  and  die  coail  appeared  well  wooded.  In  a  ttotcom  lies  Newly 
abby,  founded  by  DevttpSa^  daughter  to  Jlan^  Lord  of  Galhwuj, 
and  mSt  to  JtH  Btdielf  Lord  of  Ofik^BmutrtL,  who  died  and  was 
buried  here:  his  lady  embalmed  his  heart,  and  placed  it  m  a  cafe 
of  ivory,  bound  with  filver,  near  the  high  altar  ^  on  which  ac- 
count the  abby  is  oftener  called  Sweet-bean  and  Stufm<»Aim, 

Pa6  by  Pm*Kipd^  the  firth  gradually  oontiafting  idelf  t  and 
10  this  place  vtflels  of  two  hundxed  tuns  may  come*  The  conn* 
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try  on  both  fides  the  river  is  extremely  beautiful ;  tiifi  btnkt  dc> 
corated  with  numerous  groves  tod  tw/Zcf,  richly  cultivated  and 
well  inclofed  The  fanners  ihew  no  wane  of  induftry :  they  im- 
port, as  far  as  firom  WbitAavm^  lime  for  manure,  to  the  annual 
amount  of  twenty-five  hundred  pounds,  paying  at  the  rate  of  fix- 
pence  for  the  Jf^ineh^ir  bulhel :  they  are  alfb  fo  happy  as  to  have 
great  quantities  of  fliell  marl  In  the  neighboring  morafles;  and 
are  now  well  rewarded  for  the  ufe  of  it :  much  wheat  and  barley 
are  at  prefent  the  fruits  of  their  labor,  inftead  of  a  very  paltry 
oat  \  and  good  hay  inftead  of  rulhes  now  cloath  thdr  noeadows. 
Reach 

Dmi^rus,  a  very  neat  and  well-built  town»  ieated  on  the  NtiJ^  DoMraiii. 
and  contuning  about  five  thoulimd  fouls.  It  was  once  pofliKied 
of  a  lai]ge  fiiare  of  the  tobacco  trade,  but  at  preient  has  fcarcely 
any  commerce.  The  great  weekly  markets  for  black  cattle  are  of 
much  advantage  to  the  place;  and  vaft  droves  from  GiAmngr  and 
the  (hire  of  ^  pais  through  in  the  way  to  the  fain  in  NorftOt  and 

The  two  churches  are  remarkably  neat,  and  have  handfome 
galleries,  fupported  by  pillars.  In  tlie  church-yard  of  St.  ASthael 
are  ieveral  monuments  in  form  of  pyramids,  very  ornamental,  . 
and  on  fome  grave-ftones  are  infcriptions  in  memory  of  the  mar- 
^rs  of  the  country,  or  the  poor  vidims  to  the  violence  of  the 
apodate  Archbifiiop  Sharps  or  the  bigotiy  of  James  II,  before 
and  after  bis  accelfion.  Powers  were  given  to  an  inhuman  &t  of 
mifcreants  to  deftroy  .upon  fufpicion  of  difaffedlion or  for  even 
declining  to  give  anfwers  declarative  of  tiieir  political  principles  : 
and  fuch  who  refufed  (before  two  witnefies)  were  in^antJy  put 
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to  death.  Many  poor  peafants  were  Ihoc  on  moors,  on  the  Ihores, 
or  wherelocver  their  enemies  met  with  them  :  perhaps  enthufiafm 
might  poflcfs  the  fufFerers  ;  but  an  .  infernal  fpirit  had  poiTelTion  of 
their  perfecutors.  The  memory  of  thcie  .  flagitious  deeds  are  pre- 
ferved  on  many  of  che-wiUI  moors  by  infcribed  graverftofiet»  imioh 
.  to  the  fameeffe^as  the  fbllowiiig  iatlMcbarch-yard  iachis  cisfi

This  filaoe  like  moft  ocher  coofiderable  town  in  SeotUndt  fafs 
its  feoeders  chapelt  thefe  are  the  rigid  prdbyterians  whopoilcrs 
ifaeir  religion  ui  all  it»  orig^ial  Ibumels :  think  their  church  in 
.danger  becauie  their  miniAers  degienerate  into  moderattoii,  and 
wear  a  gown  (  or  vindicate  patronage.  To  avoid  thde  horrid 
^innovations,  they  fcparaie  tbemielves  ftom  their  imag^kary  falfe 
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brethren;  renew  a  folemn  league  and  covenant,  and  preferve  to 
the  bed  of  their  power  a!)  the  rig  and  rents  bequeathed  to  them 
by  'John  Kjwx,  which  the  more  ieuribk  preachers  of  this  day  arc 
ftrivinLi  to  darn  and  patch. 

Here  I  fii  it  found  on  this  fide  the  Tweedy  my  good  old  mother 
church  Lu  t omc  a  mere  conventicier,  and  her  chaplain  fupported 
by  a  few  of  her  children,  dilpofed  to  itick.  to  her  in  all  condir 
tions. 

Enquired  for  the  convent  of  Dominicans^  and  the  church  in 
which  Rjohsrt  Bruce  and  his  aflbciates  flew  John  Cummifty  ^ord  of 
BadfHocky  and  cjv,ncr  of  great  part  of  the  lorulliip  of  GaUoway, 
Cummtn  had  betrayed  to  Edward  I.  the  generous  deligii  of  Bruce 
to  relieve  his  country  iVom  flavery ;  in  refentment  Bruce  ftabbed 
him  ,  on  rtriring  was  alkecl  by  his  friends,  wlicther  he  was  lure  of 
his  blow,  but  anfwering  with  fame  degree  of  uncertainty,  one  of 
tiicm,  Roger  Kirkpatric,  replied,  I  m,;k  Jiikcr,  returned  latu  the 
church  and  completed  the  deed.  In  inemoiy,  the  family  aflumed 
«  bloody  dagger  for  a  creft ;  and  thofe  words  as  the  motto. 
Thfi  church  thus  defiled  with  blood  was  pulled  down  i  and  ano- 
ther fautic  m  a  difierent  place,  and  dedicflced  to  St  Mckad,  the 
tutelar  faint  of  the  town.  Rokn  Bnut  alfo  built  a  chapel  here, 
iS  fiBon  as  he  got  full  poflcffioii  of  the  kingdom,  in  which  prayers 
were  to  be  dailjr  ofiered  for  the  rcpofe  of  the  ibul  of  SvtCbrijlc' 
fbtr  StfMt  who  was  moft  barbaroufly  executed  bjr  Edward  I.  ibr 
his  attachnoent  to  Bmee,  and  for  his  defence  of  his  couotiy. 

Ihrntfrits  was  continually  fubjeft  to  the  inroads  of  the  EagS/b^ 
and  was  frequentiy  ruined  by  them.  To  prevent  their  invafioaa 
a  great  ditch  and  mound*  called  Wmdm  dtkts^  were  formed 
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from  ihe  Nit h  to  Lockcrmoji,  where  waLcli  -and  ward  were  conflantljr 
kept ;  and  when  an  tnemy  appeared  the  cry  was  zLorebum^  a  I.ore- 
burn.  The  meaning  is  no  further  known  than  that  it  was  a  word  of 
alarm  for  the  inhabitants  to  take  to  their  arms :  and  the  fame  word 
as  a  memento  of  vigilance  is  infcribed  on  a  ring  of  filver  round  the 
ebony  ftaflF  given  into  die  hands  of  the  provoft  as  a  badge  of  office  on 
the  day  of  annual  de^on. 

On  moft  of  the  eminences  of  thefe  parts,  beacons  were  like^ 
'  wife  eftablifhcd  for  alarming  the  country  on  any  erupdon  of  their 
fouthem  neighbors :  and  the  inhabitants  able  to  bear  arms  were 
bound,  on  the  firing  of  thefe  fignals,  to  repair  tnftandf  to  the 
warden  of  the  marches,  and  not  to  depart  dll  the  enemy  was  driven 
out  of  the  eountry  \  and  this  under  pain  of  high  trealbn. 

This  regulation  was  eftabiiftied  in  the  days  of  Archibald  the 
grim.  Earl  of  Doughs^  and  afterwards  renewed  with  much  fo- 
leinnity  by  William  Earl  of  Douglas^  who  aflembled  the  lords, 
freeholders,  and  principal  borderers  at  the  college  of  Unduden^  and 
caufed  them  there  to  fwear  on  the  holy  cvangelifts,  that  they  ihould 
truly  obfervc  the  (latutes,  ordinances  and  ufages  of  the  marches, 
as  they  were  ordained  in  the  time  of  the  faid  Archibald. 
JvMB  5«  Had  a  beautiful  view  of  an  artificial  water-fall  jull  in  front  of  a 

bridge,  originally  built  by  Devargilla,  who  gave  the  cuftoms  arifing 
from  it  to  the  Francifcan  convent  at  Dumfries.  It  conlifts  of  nine 
arches,  and  connects  tliis  county  and  tiiat  oi  Galloway. 

Crofs  it  i  pafs  through  a  fmall  town  at  its  foot,  and  walk  up 
Corbelly  hill,  remarkable  for  the  fine  circumambient  profpe£b  of 
the  charming  windings  of  the  Nilb  towards  the  fea,  the  town  of 
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iHu^ruSi  firrtgUs  a  houfe  of  the  MaxweUs^  and  a  rich  vale  towards 
the  north. 

Vifitthe  abby  of  Linduden^  about  half  a  mile  diftant,  fcated  on  Li  m  oik 
the  water  of  the  CkdeHf  which  is  another  boundary  of  Gallcrxaj 
on  that  fide.  This  religious  houfe  is  feated  on  a  pleafant  banlc» 
md  in  a  rich  country  :  and  was  founded  and  filled  with  Betudiciine 
nwns,  in  the  time  of  Malcolm  IV.  •  by  Utbred,  father  to  Roland^ 
Lord  of  Galloway.  Thcfe  were  expelled  by  the  Earl  of  Douglas 
(known  by  the  titles  of  Archibald  the  bl.ick,  or  grim^  and  the 
terrible)  probably,  as  Major  infiniiates,  on  account  of  the  impurity 
of  their  lives -|-,  for  the  Earl  w  as  a  man  in  piety  fingular  through  his 
life,  and  moft  religious  according  to  thole  times,  lie  fixed  in  their 
places  a  provollry,  with  twelve  beadlmen,  and  changed  the  name  to 
that  of  the  college. 

Part  of  the  houfe  and  chancel,  and  ibme  of  the  South  wall  of  the 
church  are  the  fole  remains  of  this  antient  Ihucliure  :  in  the 
chancel  is  the  elegant  tomb  of  Margaret^  daughter  of  Robert  III, 
zxAy/M^oi  /h  i hibaldKvLvX  oi  Douglas^  firit  Duke  of  Terouan^  and 
(on  ot  yJnbibaid  the  grim.  Her  effigy  at  full  length,  lay  on  the 
ftone,  her  head  reding  on  two  culhions ;  but  the  figure  is  now 
njutihtcti  ,  aiid  her  bones,  till  iaLi:ly,  wlyh  iLattcrt'd  about  in  a 
moft  in  :t cent  manner  by  fome  wretches  who  broke  open  the  rc- 
pofitory  in  fearch  of  trcafure.  The  tomb  is  in  form  of  an  arch, 
with  all  parts  mod  beautifully  carved :  on  the  middle  of  the  arch 
is  the  heart,  the  Douglafi  arms,  guarded  by  three  chalices,  fee

ln«the  front  of  the  tomb  are  nine  ihields,  containing  as  many  arms : 
in  one  are  the  three  (lars,  the  original  coat  of  this  great  houfe,  for  - 
the  heart  was  not  added  till  che  good  Sir  James  was  employed  in  r 
carrying  that  of  Rfkirt  Bruce  to  the  holy  land  :  befides  thefe,  are  the  • 
arms  after  that  event  and  alfo  their  arms  as  Lords  of  Antumdale^  , 
GaUoway  and  UMefdak,  Near  the  tomb  is  a  doorcafe,  richly  orna- 
mented with  earring ;  and^  the  top  the  heart  and  chalices^  as  in  . 
the  former. 

In  other  parts  of  the  remains  of  the  church  are  the  arms  of  the 
Douglaps,  or  Dukes  of  tereum,  Enrls  of  Angus^  of  Ormond,  and  of 
Murray  :  here  are  befides  the  arms  of  Jcbn  StewariyEati  o£  JiMf. 

with  the  motto,  firlL\  for  nine,  and  jil  lie  fetters. 

Beneath  one  of  the  windows  arc  two  rows  of  figures  •,  the  upper 
of  angels,  the  lower  of  a  corps  and  orlicr  figures,  all  miich  defaced, 
but  feemingly  dcfigned  taexprels  the  preparations  for  the  interment  - 
of  our  Saviour.  . 

Behind  the  houfe  are  vcdigcs  of  a  flbwer- garden,  w  ith  the  parterres 
and  fcrolls  very  vifible  \  and  near  that  a  great  artificial  mount,  with 
a  fpiral  walk  to  the  top,  which  is  hollowed,  and  has  a  turf  feat 
ar9und  to  command  the  beautil'ul  views  \  I'o  that  the  provoii  and  his 
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beadrmen  feetn  to  have  cohfulted  the  luxuries  u  well  as  occeffiu'ies' 

of  iile. 

Return  to  Dumfries^  where  Mr.  HiH^  furgeon,  favored  me  with  die 
fight  of  the  head  of  an  old  ladf,  excellently  painted,  about  fatVf 
years  ago,  by  Mr.  JohnPattm^t  footo  aminifter  in  this  town.  After 
~  painting  three  yean  In  SatUmi^  about  the  year  1730  he  went  to 
Landofty  where  he  read  leAures  on  the  theory  of  his  an :  at  length 
was  tempted  to  make  a  voyage  to  Jmma^  where  he  died  in  a  few 
weeks,  leaving  behind  him  the  chara^er  of  a  good  huuib  and  able 
arttft. 

Before  we  left  the  town,  we  were  honored  with  its  freedom,  be- 
ftowcd  on  us  in  the  politeft  manner  by  the  magiftraces. 

Continue  my  journey  doe  North  through  the  beautiful  NitbfUU^  Jm  $. 
or  vale  oi  Nith,  the  river  meandring  with  "bold  curvatures  akNig 
rich  meadows  i  and  the  country,  for  fome  ffmct,  adorned  with 
groves  and  gentlemen's  feats.  At  a  few  miles  diftance  from  Dmv- 
Jmtt  leave  on  the  kift,  Barimmm  and  JCttr,  conjedhired  by  Mr. 
thrf^  to  have  been  the  CariMltr^mn  of  Ptolemy.  Travel  over 
finall  hills,  either  covered  with  com,  or  with  herds  of  cattle,  flocks 
ef  black-f^ced  Iheep,  attended  by  little  pallors,  wrapped  in  their 
maides  and  ietting  the  feafons  at  defiance.  The  river  ftill  keeps 
its  beau^t  wandring  along  a  verdant  bottom,  with  banks  on  each 
fide  doadied  with  wood }  and  the  more  di(lan»  view  hilly.  Ride 
lluough  a  traft  covered  with  broom,  an  indication  of  barrenncfs ; 
and  arrive  in  fight  of  Drumlamg,  a  houfc  of  the  Duke  of  ^enjbwy^  Da«HaAitai«^ 
magaificently  leased  on  the  fide  of  a  hill,  an  immenfemafi,  em-

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BoTomcd  in  trees.  Crofs  a  bandibme  bridge  o£  two  archei».of  •  vtii 
heighe  above  the  Nitb^  which  fills  the  bottom  of  a  deep  and  wooded 
glen  \  and»  after  a  long  a&cnt  thiough  a  fine  and  weU-planttd  park». 
arrive  at  tbe.houle :

lower,. each  containing  a  flair-cafe:  every  whect  is  a  wesryibnie.- 
profufion  of  hearts  carvcd.in  ftonc,  the  Douglas  arms  :  every  win- 
dow, from  the  betl»m  to  the  third  ftocy,.  ia  well  fecured  with  iroa^ 
bars  I  the, two  principal  doors  have  their  grated  guarda and  the 
oruel  dungeon  was  notforgot   fo  that  the  whole  has  the  appearance 
of  a  na^nificent  ftate  prifon.    Yet  this  pile  rofc  in  compofed  times 
it  was  bmk  by  IVt Hi ai>i  Duke  of  ^eenJLury,  begun  in  1679,  and; 
completed  in  1689.    His  Grace  iccmed  to  have  regretted  the  eX— 
pence;  for  report  fays,  that  he  denounced,  in  a  writing  on  the  bun- 
dle of  accounts,  a  bkter  curleon  any  oi:  ius  poiterity,  who  ofifeced  ta> 
inlpcci  I  hem. 

The  apartments  are  numerous  :  the  gallery  is  a  hundred  and  C!<?hc 
feet  long,  with  a  fire-place  at  each  end:  it  is  ornamented  with- 
much  of  GiiiM*i  carving,  ^nd  ibme  good  portraits  ^<  obferved  amoi^ 
them 

The  firfl:  Dutchelis  of  Somerfet,  half,  length,,  no  cap>  with  a^finall' 
love-lock. 

IVtiiiam  Duke  of  i^eenjhury,  dilluiguiihed  in  the  reigns  of  Cbarks- 
and  Janus \\^  by  many  court:  favors,  by  his  fcrvices  to  thofe  mo- 
narchs,  by  his  too  grateful  return  m  alBHing  in  the  cruel  perfccu* 
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tions  of  his  countrymen  avcrlc  to  the  teft,  and  by  his  honorable' 
difgrace,  the  moment  Jme$  found  him  demur  to  a  requeft  fubver- 
livt,  if  complkd  vHtb,  of  the  religion  and  liberties  of  Great- 

Jelm  Eail  of  tra^tuur.  Lord  High  Trejrfiirer  of  SeotUmi  in  t}ie 
turbulent  ttign  of  Cbarks  I,  a  prudent  friend  of  the  indifotet  Zjmit 
and  like  him  a  zealous  churchman ;  but  unlike  him,  wauted  for  a' 
proper  feafon  for  bringing  his  projeft  to  bear,  tnftead  of  precipitating 
fliatiers  like,  the  unfortunate  prelate.  A  faithful  fervant  to  the 
crown  \  yet,  from  his  wife  advice  brought  under  the  fcandai  of  du- 
plicity. Was  cleared  early  from  the  fufpicion  by  the  noble  hifto- 
rian  %  and  foon  after  more  kidifputably  by  his  impeachment,  and  by 
hisconvidion  by  the  pc^ular  party }  by  his  imprifbnntent  i  by  hit 
taking  arms  in  die  royal  caufe  on  his  relcale ;  by  his  lecond  confine- 
menti  by  thefequeftradonof  hiseftates:  and  finally  by  the  diflxcis- 
iiil  poverty  he  cndoied  till  death,  hegave  fbU  buttmftvtunate  teftU 
mooy  of  untainted  loyalty. 

jilm  Earl  Ruhet^  Chancdlor  of  Scithmi^  in  his  gown,  with  the 
fads  by  htm.  He  was  in  power  dnring  the  cruel  perfecutions  of  the 
covenanters  in  Gb.  II.  time  I  and  difcharging  his  trufl:  to  thefatiso 
ftftion  of  the  court,  was  created  Duke  of  Bgtbest  a  tide  that  died 
with  him. 

A  head  of  the  Puke  of  Pertb^  in  a  bufliy  wig  :  a  po{l-abdica-« 
tion  Duke,  a  converted  favorite  of  Jmms  II.  and  Chancellor  of 
Scotland  at  the  dme  of  the  revolution,  when  he  retired  into 
Frmu, 

George  Douglas,  Earl  of  Duniarfen,  in  armour  a  great  wig  and 
ciavac   Inftniftcd  in  the  art  of  war  in  the  armies  of  Lqmu  XIV. 
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wtf  General  of  tlie  fences  in  SceiUmd  under  Jmm  II.  difperftd  the. 
anny  of  the  unfortunate  Argyk,  A  gallant  officer,  who,  when, 
JmnuyM  at  Sabtfiuryy  generoufly  offered  to  attack  the  Prinoft 
of  OfMgt  with  his  tingle  regiment  of  the  Scottijb  Royals  not  with 
the  bope  of  vidlory,  but  of  giving  him  fuch  a  check  as  hia 
foveieign  might  take  advantage  of :  Jamet^  with  equal  generofity^ 
would  not  permit  the  facrifice  o£  many  brave  men.  Dtmbartm, 
adhered  to  his  king  in  all  fortunes,  and  on  the  abdication  partook, 
of  his  exile. 

QcnasX  James  lyei^lasy  who  in  1691  died  at  Namur. 
EarL  of  Ckaraidm^  fbn  of  the  Chancellor,  half-ieogtb,  in  his, 
robes.

In  the  gardens,  which  are  molt  expenlivcly  cut  out  of  a  rock,  is  x 
bird  cherry,  of  a  great  fize,  not  lefs  than  fcven  feet  eight  inches  ia 
girth ;  and  among  feveral  fine  filver  firs,.one  thirteen  feet  and  a  hal£ 
in  circumference. 

In  my  walks  about  the  park  fee  the  white  breed  of  wild  cattle, 
derived  from  the  native  race  of  the  country  and  ftill  retain  tha 
primSEval  lavagciieis  and  ferocity  of  their  anceftors  ;  were  more  fhy 
than  any  deer  j  ran  away  on  the  appearance  of  any  of  the  human 
fpecies,  and  even  fct  off  at  full  gallop  on  the  left  noik  ^  fo  that  1 
was  under  the  neccffity  of  going  very  foftly  under  the  fheltcr  of 
trees  or  buflies  to  get  a  near  view  of  them :  during  fummer  they, 
keep  apart  from  alLother  catt]e,>Dt  iikfevtre  weather  hunger  will 
compel  them  to  vifit  the  out>hou&s  tn  learch  of  food.  The  keepers 
are  obliged  to  Ihoot  them,  if  any  are  wanted :  if  the  beaffc  is  not 
killed  on  the  fpot  it.  runs  at  the  pedbn  who  gave  the  wound*  an4 
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who  is  forced,  in  order  to  iavc  himfelf,  to  iiy  for  iafcty  to  the  inter- 
vention of  fome  tree. 

Thefc  cattle  arc  of  a  middle  fizc,  have  very  long  legs,  and  the 
cows  are  fine  horned  :  the  orbits  of  the  eyes  and  the  tips  of  the  nofes 
are  black  :  but  the  bulls  have  loft  the  manes  attributed  to  them  by 
Boethius. 

Ride  to  Morton  caftle,  abom  four  miles  diftant,  feated  on  a 
fteep  projection,  in  a  loftf  liciiatioDi  near  the  AMthaikc  hills. 
Thb  was  originally  the  icat  of  DtmenaJd,  predeceflbr  of  ttemas 
Raidolpb,  afterwards  created  Earl  of  Mmgr  by  ROat  Bniit% 
when  that  caftle  and  that  of  near  Mefia^  was  difpofed 

of  to  DlNg-£ir  of  Mgrtmy  predeceflbr  of  the  Earls  of  Mtrtm : 
but  at  the  time  that  dtJe  was  cooftrred^  the  caftle  and  lands  of 
Mtrtw  bdng  letcled  oil'  a  fl^  of  a  iecond. marriage  of  that  fa- 
mily, the  parlcment^  on  a  proteftation  on  his  part»  declared,  that 
the  beftowing  that  dde.ihoald  not  pr^udice  his  right  to  the.  caftle 
and  iuids,  bat  that  it  was  take&  from  a  place  caUedJI^m  injST^- 

At  preibit  remains  only  one  fibnt^  wiih  a  number  of  fmall  win- 
dows»eachto  be  aicendcd  on  the  infide  by  a  flight  of  fteps:  at 
each  end  is  alfo  astounded  tower.  I  find  littk  of  its  hiftofy,  any. 
farther  than  that  it  was  among  the  caftles  dcmoliflicd  by  DtnidU  *> 
on  his  return  from  EHgUmd^  probably  in  compliance  with  a  private 
agreement  made  with  Edumd  III. 

Two  miles  North  from  Alor/on  ftood  the  caftle  of  Burifdeer^ 
demoliflied  at  the  iiune  time  with  the  former.  In  the  church  of 
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purifieer  is  the  inaufoleum  of  the  family  of  Dnmhnrig:  Wtv  the 
door  of  the  vault  arc  four  fpiral  .pillars  fuppontng  a  canopy*  all  of 
OMrble:  and  againil  the  wall  is  a  vaft  monument  in  memory  of 
James  Duke  of  ^tfeenfbury :  his  grace  lies  reclined  on  his  arm,  with 
the  collar  of  S.  S.  round  his  neck.  TheDutchda.  in  her  robes,  re* 
cumbenc }  four  anj^els  hold  a  fcrol  abo?c»  with  this  itifcriptbn : .

And  beneath  is  an  aflbftionaie  and  ekganc  epitaph  on  his  Dutchcis, 
who  died  two  years  before  his  Graces 
MB  3.  ciftle,' about  a  mile  below  Drmlanrig,  placed  on  a 

*  iinaU  hill  above  the  little  ftream,  the  ti^^er.  Nothing  lemains 
hat  the  foundations  ovetgrown  with  ihrobs :  It  is  fuppofed  to 
have  been  aitaaafort,  but  that  in  after-times  the  SctU  profiting  of 
jche  fituation,  and  what  had  been  done  before^  built  on  the  place  a 
finatt  caftle;  which  tradition  Ays,  was  furprized  by  a  itratagem  in 
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The  beauties  of  Drumlanrig  are  not  confined  to  the  highcft 
part  of  the  grounds  i  the  walks,  for  a  very  conjiderable  way,  by 
the  Gda  of  the  NUh^  abound  with  moft  pifturefque  and  various 
fetatry :  below  the  bridge  the  fides  are  prettily  wooded,  but  not 
remarkably  lofty;  above,  the  views  become  wildly  magnificent: 
the  river  runs  throu^li  a  deep  and  rocky  channel,  bounded  by 
-   vaft  wooded  clifl%,  that  rife  fuddenly  from  its  margin;  and  the 
profpcft  down  from  the  fummit  is  of  a  terrific  depth,  encieaied 
by  the  roHuig  of  the  black  waters  beneath :  -  two  views  are  par* 
ticularly  fine;  one  of  quick  repeated,  but  extenfive,  meanders 
amulft  broken  lliarp>pointed  rocks,  which  often  divide  the  river 
niio  ieveral  channels,  interrupted  by  Ihort  and  foaming  rapids, . 
colored  with  a  moory  leint.   The  other  is  of  a  long  ftrait,  narrowed 
by  the  fides,  precipitous  and  wooded,  approaching  each  other 
cquidiftant,  horrible  from  the  blacknefs  and  fury  of  the  river,, 
and  the  fiery  red  and  black  colors  of  the  rocks,  that  have  all  the 
appearance  of  having  fuftained  a  change  by  the  r^.  of  -  another 
dement. 

Crofs  the  bridge  again,  and  continue  my  journey  Northward  for  .  ' 

fiy  or  fevcn  niiie^,  on  an  excfllent  road^  v/hich  I  was  inform'd  was 
the  laiiir  for  abovr  twenty  miles  tarrl-er,  and  inacie  ar  the  \<At  ex- 
pcnce  of  the  prelentDuke  of  i^eenjhury  :  his  Grace  is  in  till  rdpedls 
a  warm  friend  to  his  country,  and  by  pr^emia  promotes  the  manu- 
factures of  woollen  ftuffs,  and  a  very  ftrong  fort  of  woollen  ftock- 
Ings ;  and  by  thefe  methods  will  prcferve  on  his  lands  a  ufeful  and 
indultrious  population,  that  will  be  enabled  to  eat  their  own  bread, 
and  not  opprefs  their  brethren,  or  be  forced  into  cxiie,  as  is  the  cafe 
m  aiaay  oiher  parts  of  N.  Britain* 
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The  ride  was,  for  the  mod  part,  above  the  Niibi  that  in  fmoy 
places  appeared  in  finguUr  forms :  the  imoft  ftriking  was  a  place 
called  AdTx  Cowdrtiit  a  fadden  turn,  where  the  water  eddies  in  a 
laige  hole,  of  a  vaft  depth  and  black  nefs,  overhung,  and  darkened 
by^  tcees.  On  the  oppofite  fide  is  the  appearance- of  a  Britijb  en- 
trenchment I  and  near  2l«r{)Sfeer  i5.1aid  to  be  a  fmall  Renum  fortrefs : 
the  SmM  road  runs  by  it,  and  is  continued  from  thence  by  the 
trdl'paib^  through  Oraaftri  moor,  to  Ehmfostt  has  been  btely 
repsured,  and  is  much  pr^able  to  the  other  through  the  mountains, 
which  would  never  have  been  thought  of  but  for  the  mines  in  the 

The  river  afiumes  a  mtlder  courfe  the  banks  bordered  with 
fields,  and  thofe  oppofite,  well  wooded.  On  an  eminence  is  the 
houfe  of  EUocky  environed  with  trees,  once  one  of  the  pofleffions 
of  Crichtouy  father  lo  the  Admuiable  ;  and  before,  at  fome  dif- 
tance,  is  the  town  of  SMfuhar^  with  the  ruins  of  the  caftle,  the 
antient  feat  of  thel#ords  CnV^row.  The  parilh  is  remarkable  for 
the  manufadure  of  woollen  ftockings,<and  the  abundance  of  its 
coal. 

Quit  Nithfdale,  and  euro  fuddenly  to  the  right;  pafs  through  the 
glen  of  Loebburn  between  vaft  mountains,  one  fide  wooded  to  a  great 
height,  the  other  naked,  but  finely  grafled,  and  the  bottom  waflied 
by  the  Menocb^  a  pretty  ftream    the  glen  grows  very  narrow,  the 

mountains  encreafe  in  height,  and  the  afcent  long  and  laborious. 
Ride  by  IVanloci- head  in  the  parifh  of  Sanquhar^  the  property  of  the 
Duke  of  ,<^ifr;j,%n' ;  fometimes  rich  in  lead  ore.  Crols  a  fmall 
diitt  at  the  top  of  the  mountain,  enter 
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and  continue  all  night  at  the  little  village  of  Leadhills,  in  the 
parifh  of  Crazcfoyd:  the  place  confifts  of  numbers  of  mean  houfes, 
inhabited  by  about  fifteen  hundred  fouls,  fupported  by  the  mines-, 
for  five  hundred  are  employed  in  the  rich  S&us  terrains  of  this  tract. 
Nothing  can  equal  the  barren  and  gloomy  ajipearance  of  the 
country  round  :  neither  tree  nor  Ihrub,  nor  verdure,  nor  piclu- 
refqtie  rock,  apisear  to  amufe  the  eye:  the  fpeflator  muft  plun^ 
into  the  bowels  of  thefe  mountains  for  entertainment or  pleafc 
himfelf  with  the  idea  of  the  good  that  is  done  by  the  wcil-bc- 
ftowed  treafures  drawn  from  thefe  inexhauftible  mines,  that  are 
Hill  rich,  baffling  the  efforts  of  two  centtiries.  The  fpace  that 
has  yielded  ore  is  liltle  more  than  a  mile  Iquarc,  and  is  a  tlai  or 
pafs  among  the  mountains  :  the  veins  of  lead  run  North  and 
South  i  vary,  as  in  other  places,  in  their  depth,  and  are  from 
two  or  four  feet  tluck :  Ibme  have  been  found  filled  widi  ore  with- 
in two  fathoms  of  the  furface  $  others  fink  to  the  depth  of  oinety 
fithom. 

The  ore  yidds  in  general  about  levenry  pounds  of  lead  from 
'  a  hundred  and  twelve  of  ore;  but  affords  very  little  filver:  the 
variedes  are  the  common  plated  ore,  vulgarly  caUed  Potter's  i 
the  fmall  or  'fted-grained  ore ;  and  the  curious  white  otes,  lamel- 
lated  and  fibrous^  lb  much  learched  after  for  the  cabinets  of  the 
curious.  The  lafi:  yields  from  fifty-eight  to  fixty>eight  pounds 
from  the  hundred,  but  the  working  of  this  ipecies  is  much  more 
pernicious  to  the  health  of  the  workmen  than  the  common. 
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The  ores  are  fmeltcd  in  heaths,  blown  by  a  great  bellows,  and 
fluxed  with  lime.  The  lead  is  fent  to  L^itb  in  fmall  carts,  that 
carry  about  feven  hundred  weight,  and  exported  free  from  duty. 

The  miners  and  fmeiters  iire  lubjcd  here,  as  in  other  places, 
to  the  lead  diftemper,  or  mill-rceky  as  it  is  called  here;  which 
brings  on  palfie:,  aijd  iVur.eriine.^,  madneis,  terminating  in  death 
in  about  ten  lia)  s.  Ycc  about  t  vo  yc::rs  as;©  dice],  at  this  place, 
a  perfon  ot  primaeval  longevity  :  one  Join  "r\:y!.!\  miner,  who 
worked  at  his  buflnefs  till  he  was  a  hundred  and  twelve:  he  did 
not  marry  till  he  was  fixty,  and  had  nine  children  i  he  faw  to 
the  laft  without  fpeftacles ;  had  excellent  teeth  till  within  fix  years 
before  his  death,  having  left  off  tobacco,  to  which  he  aitributed 
their  prefervation :  at  length,  in  1770,  yielded  to  fate,  after  har« 
tog  completed  his  hundred  and  chirty-fecond  year. 

Native  gold  has  been  frequently  found  in'  this  traffc,  in  the 
gravd  beneath  the  peat,  from  which  It  was  valhed  fay  rainst  and 
coHeded  ia  the  gullies  by  perfona  who  at  difierent  times  have 
employed  themfelves  in  fisarch  of  this  precious  metal:  but  of 
late  years  thefe  adventurers  have  fcarcc  been  able  to  procure  a. 
lively  hood.  I  find  in  a  little  book,  printed  in  17 10,  called  il^ 
ttUama  Sftiea*^  that  in  old  dmes  much  gold  was  cdleded  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  Seatkni,  In  the  reign  of  James  IV»  the  Sc»is  did 
ieparate  the  gold  from  the  fiuid  by  walhtng.  In  the  following^ 
the  Ginkm$  found  g^d  there^  which  afforded  the  king  great 
fums :  three  hundred  men  were  employed  for  ieveral  Summen,

Cpntiff ue  my  journey  through  dieary  glens  or  melancholy  hills, 
^t  without  ieeing  numbers  of  fheep.  Near  the  fmall  village 
^  Cr4iqifer4j9t»^  procured  guide  over  jive  miles  of  almoft  padi- 
Id^  mAOrs,  and  defcend  into  Dvifghfiiakt  yrflbend  by  the  river  that 
gives  the  name^  a  valley  diftinguifhed  by  the  refidence  of  the 
^qpoily  of  Dot^UUf  a  race  of  turbulent  heroes,  celebrated  through- 
out ^^^jpffj^^  deeds  of  arms  j  the  glory,  yet  the  fcourge  of  their 
coMn^Ti  (he  terror  9f  their  pfiniQes  j  the  pride  of  the  j^orthem 
annals  of  chivalry. 

TUsf  ^rive  their  name  from  Sbolto  Du  glaffe,  or  the  black  and 
grey  warrior  (as  their  hiftory  *  relates)  a  hero  in  the  reign  of  S^* 
VftiiHfa  King  of  SMtlflitd^  who  lived  in  the  eighth  century:  with 
ppi|e  certainty,  a  fucceffor  of  his,  of  the  name  of  H'^illiam,  went 
iqlp  Italy  in  queft  of  adventures,  and  from  him  defcended  the  fa- 
qiily  of  the  SetHci  J^kaHtiaf^  that  flouriihed  in  the  laft  agie, 
juid  may  to  thb  time  continue  there.  But  the  Douglajfes  fiift 
began  to  rife  into  power  in  the  days  of  the  good  Sir  Jmes^

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who  died  in  1330.    During  a  century  and  a  half  their  great^^ 
ne&  knew'no  bouhd»;  and  their  arrogance  was  equally  unlimited: 
that  high  fpirit,  which  wa»  wont  to  be-  exerted  ag^uni^  the  enemies 
cf  their  coufltiy,  now  degenerated  into  fafbion,.  (editkm  and  trea- 
fon :  they  cmvdated  the  royal  authority  /  they  went  abroad  witk 
-a  train  of  two  thoufand  armed  - mens  created  knights,  haddidr 
counleUorSy  eftaUiflied' ranks,  and  conftituied  a  *  parletnent:  it  is 
certain  that  they  might  altnoft  have  formed  a  houle  of  peers  out. 
of  their  own  family  i  for  at  the  fiime  time  there  were  not  fewer 
dian  fix  Earls  of  the  name  of  Du^ks  f.  -  They  gave  iheiter  to 
the  moft  barbarous  hmditti,  and  proteded  them  in  the  grvateft 
crimes }  for,  as  honeft  Lbidefay  expreHb,  *  Oppreflion,  ravilhiog 
^  of  women,  iacrilege,  and  all  other  kinds  of  mifchief,  were  but 
'^-a  dalliance :  fo  it  was  thought  leifome  to  a  depender  on.  a 
Iki^kt  to  flay  or  murder,  for  to  foarfui  was  their  name,  and 
terrible  to  every  innocent  man,  that  when  a  mifchievous  limmer 
^  was  apprehended,,  if  he  alledged  that  he  murdered  and  flew  at. 
*  a  Douglas's  command,  no  man  durft  prefent  him  to  jufticej. 
DovoLAseAATLt*     Dm^Us  cailie,  the  refideoce  of*  thele  Riipdi^  feems  to  have 
been  proftratcd  almoft  as  frequently  as  its  mafters.:  the  ruin.tfaat 
isfeen  there  at  prefent  is  the  remains  of  the  laft  old-caftle^  for 
;  many  have  been,  built-  on  the  fame  fite.    The  prefent  is  an  im- 
pcrfca  pile,  begun  by  the  late  Duke :  in  the  front  are  thtee 
round  towers-,  beneath  the  bale  of  one  lies  the  noble  founder, 
and  the  tears  of  the  country,  painted  above*    He  was-  interred

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thereby  his  own  dirccUons,  through  the  vain  kar  of  mingling  his 
ailies  with  chofe  of  an  injured  dead. 

The  windows  are  gothic :  the  apartments  arc  fitting  up  with 
great  elegance,  which  (hew  that  the  ftorms  of  ambition  have  been 
laid,  and  that  a  long  calnr  of  cafe  and  content  is  intended  to 
fi^ceed. 

The  infcription  on  the  foundation  ftone  of  the  pre&nt  caftle 
ddmcs  pidfiimtioD,  as  it  gives  a  little  of  the  hiftoiy :

.  OoooLAeiM*  pj^  appears  the  effigies  of  good  Sir  Jmngfi  the 

moft  cliftinguii}ied  of  the  hiouie,  the  favorite  of  R^t  Brtiee^ 
and  the  knigiit  appointed  as  inollb  worthy  to  c^ry  hb  mafter's 
heart  to  be  interred  beneath  the  high  altar  in  the  temple  of  7«iw- 
faUm,  He  let  out,  attended  with  s  train  of  two  hundred  kntghti 
and  gentlemen,  having  the  gold  box,  containing  the  royal  hefvt, 
fufpended  from  his  neck.  He  firft  put  into  the  port  of  on 
the  coaft  of  Fkmden^  where  he  ftayed  for  twelve  days,  living  on 
board  in  regal  pomp  (for  he  did  not  deig^  to  land)  and  all  his 
veflels  were  of  gold  *.  Here  he  was  informed,  that  A^bonfo^  King 
of  Span^  was  engag^  in  w»r  urifh  |he  Saratm  King  of  Grmada: 
not  to  loTe  this  ble0*8d  opporcanity  of  fighdog  againft  the  enemies 
<^  the  croft,  he  and  his  knights  iaUed  inftandy  for  yslaait^  was 
moft  honorably  received  by  the  ^^mfk  monarch,  luckily  found 
him  on  the  point  of  giving  battle ;  engaged  with  great  valour,  was 
furrounded  by  the  inHdds,  flain  in  the  fight,  and  the  heart  of 
Rohert  Bruce,  which  was  happily  feicuid,  inftead  of  vifittng  the 
Hcfy  Land,  was  carried  to  the  convent  of  MekoSt  and  the  body  of 
Sir  James  to  this  church  j  where  his  figure  lies  crofs-lcgged,  his 
holinefs  having  decreed  that  fervices  againfl;  the  infidels  in  SpMi 
ihould  have  equal  merit  wish  chofe  peffsnned  in  Paleftine. 

Near  him,  beneath  a  magnificent  tomb,  lies  ArcbihiM  firft 
Earl  of  Douglafs^  and  fecond  Duke  of  TerouoH,  in  France ;  his 
father,  flain  at  the  battle  of  Vemeuily  being  honored  by  the  Fraidf 
ISing  with  that  title.   He  lies  in  Jus  d»cal  robes  4UkI  coronet.

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This  Farl  lived  quite  independent  of  his  Prince,  Jamts  I,  and 
through  refentment  to  the  miniftcr,  permitted  the  neigbbonng 
thieves  of  Annandalc  to  lay  wafte  the  country,  when  his  power, 
perhaps  equal  to  the  reg^  might  have  fuppreiTed  their  barbariqr. 
He  died  in  14^8. 

■tht  Douglajfes  and  Percies  were  rivals  in  deeds  of  arms;  and 
fortune,  as  ufual,  fmiled  or  frowned  alternately  on  each  of  thefe 
potent  families. 

Jatnes  the  fat,  feventh  Earl  of  Dtmglas^  next  appears  in  effigy 
on  another  tomb  :  a  peaceable  chieftain,  who  fcems  to  have  Ucn 
in  too  good  cafe  to  give  any  difturbancc  to  the  common-wealdi. 
He  died  in  144^  .md  liis  kuy,  Bcainx  dt:  S::L-'ji;-^  lies  by  him. 
Their  offspring  is  alio  enumerated  in  the  inici  iptron. 

Ride  for  fome  time  \n  Dottgla/daie,  a  tradl  deficient  in  wood, 
but  of  great  fertility :  the  foil  fine,  and  of  an  uncommon  depth  % 
yielding  fine  barley  and  oatSyinoft  dovenly  kept,  and  full  of  weeds : 
the  countiy  full  of  gentle  rifmgs.  Arrive  in  n  flat  exient  of 
ground,  delcend  to  the  rivtr  Clydcy  croft  a  bridge  of  three  arcfaei, 
alcend  a  flttp  nxu],  and  reach 

Lanbrk:  a  town  that  gives  name  to  the  county.  Here  the 
gallant  ^aBau  made  his  firft  eflfort  to  redeem  faia  country  from 
die  tfraany  of  the  Englijh  y  taking  the  place  and  flaying  the  go- 
vernor, a  man  of  rank*.  The  caftle  ftoodon  a  mount  on  the 
S.  fide  of  the  town ;  and  not  far  to  the  Eaft,  is  a  ruined  church, 
perhapa  belonging  to  the  convent  of  FrMcifimtf  founded  by 
Mme,  in  1314.

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Not  very  far  from  Lanerk  are  the  celebrated  falls  of  the  Clyde 
the  iriuil  ciillant  a;c  about  a  lialf  houi-'s  fide,  at  a  jjukl'  ca.ied 
Cory-Lin ,  and  arc  ken  to  mull  udvar.cage  from  a  ruiiiuu.s  pavil- 
lion  in  a  gentleman's  garden,  placed  in  a  lofty  fituation.  The 
cataradl  is  full  in  view,  fccn  over  the  tops  of  trees  and  bufhcs, 
precipitating  itfelf,  for  an  amazing  way,  from  rock  to  rock,  with 
ihort  interruptiotis,  forming  a  rude  Hope  d  furious  foam.  The 
fides  are  bounded  bjr  vaft  rocks,  doadied  oa  their  tops  with  trees : 
on  jthe  Tummit  and  very  verge  of  .one  is 'S  i;uined  tower,  and  in 
front  a  wood,-over-topt  by  a  verdant  hill. 
•  A  path  conducts  the  traveller  down  to  the  beginning  of  the 
iallt  into  which  projeds  a  high  rock,  in  floods  infulated  by  the 
waten,  and  from  the  top  is  a  tremendous  view  of  the  furious 
ilream.  In  the  clifts  of  this  ISnrage  retreat  the  brave  WaSatt  is 
faid  to  have  concealed  himTeU^  meditating  revenge  for  his  injur'd 
jqountry. 

On  regaining  the  top  the  walk  is  formed  near  the  verge  of  the 
jrocks,  which  on  both  fides  are  perfectly  mural  and  equidillaot^ 
except  where  they  over>hangi  the  river  is  pent  up  between  them 
4it  a  diftance  far  beneath }  not  running,  but  rather  Aiding  along  a 
ftoney  bottom  floping  the  whole  way.  The  fummits  of  the 
rock  are  wooded }  the  fides  finooth  and  naked »  the  ftrata  nar- 
row and  regular,  forming  a  ftopendous  natural  mafonry.  After 
a  walk  of.  above  half  a  mile  on  the  edge  of  this  great  chafm,  on 
a  fuddcn  appears  the  great  and  bold  fall  of  BemtoH^  in  a  foam* 
jng  flieet,  far-proje£ling  into  a  hollow,  in  which  the  water  ilicws 
a  violent  agitation,  and  a  far  extending  mift  arifes  from  the  fur- ' 
£kc  Above  that  is  .a  fccond  great  fall  %  two  Icfier  fucceed :  be« 
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yooA  iHem  the  river  tvinds,  grows  mote  tranquil*  and  is  ken 
^nconfidenbfe'waT,  bounded  on  one  fide  bjr  imided  banks, 
fo  tbcjodiar  by  rich  ind  fwelliiig  fields. 

Return  the  fame  way  to  Laiurk:  much  barley,  oats,  peas  and 
potatoes  are  railed  about  the  town,  and  Ibme  wheat :  the  manure 
moft  in  ufc  is  a  ^rhiie  marie,  full  of  iheUs,  found  about  four 
feet  below  the  peat,  in  a  ftratum  five  feet  and  a  half  thick :  it 
takes  efieft  after  the  fiift  year,  and  pioducet  vail  csopa.  Nun^ 
bers  of  horles  are  bxed  here»  which  at  two  years  okl  are  fent  tm 
the  mailhes  of  i£»3fiMV,  where  they  are  kcpc  tillahqr  arejfitibrule. 
.  (Again  pa&  mcr  <the  bridge  of  JJmtrk,  m  ofdcr  to  vifit  .the 
greac  laH  cf  Sum-^im^  about  a  mile  from  Jthe  4own :  this  has 
■loce  of  she  horrible  in  it  than  either  of  the  other  two,  and  is 
feen  wish  more  di£Bailty :  it  confifts  of  two  precipitous  catarads 
fiUing  one  above  the  odier  into  a  vaft  cbafm,  bounded  byio£ty 
rocks,  Ibrmiog  an  amaaing  theatre  to  the  view  of  thoie  who  take 
the  pains  to  deibend  to  the  bottom,  fietween  this  and  Cmy-IM 
m  another  fell  called  13mitffiH%  but  being  fetiattd  for  this  time 
imh  the  notie  of  waters,  we  declined  the  light  of  it. 

Return  over  the  bridge,  and  walk  to  Cmtlmid-fn^  s  «  mg-xag 
den  of  great  extent,  bounded  by  rocks  of  a  very  uncommon 
height,  and  almofl  entirely  cloathed  with  trees.  It  is  a  place  of 
laborious  acceis  from  above,  fo  difficult  is  it  amidft  the  ihadc«f 
trees  to  And  a  way  free  from  precipice.  The  bottom  is  watered 
by  the  river  Mou/e-^  and  the  Iides»  at  every  fkm  turn,  finely  va* 
ried  with  the  different  appearance  of  rock,  wood  and  precipice. 
Emerge  into  the  open  fpace ;  remount  our  horfes,  and  ride  for 
Ibme  miles  along  a  dch  vale,  with  the  Qfde  palling  al$>Dg  the  bot- 
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torn :  all  parts  are  rich  ijt  corn,  meadows,  Ofchards  and  gtovcsj 
Crofs  the  N^OhoH,  At  Natbm  foot,  g^iii  the  hdghts,  which  are 
far  leis  £nrttle  i  and,  after  going  over  the  river  ^fcmr,  reach  the 
town  of  HamUm, 

The  original  name  of  this  pkce,  of  the  kukb  about  ii^  waa 
C^bsm^  or  Caifow^  a  barony  granted  to  an  anoeftor  of  the  no- 
ble owner  on  the  following  occafion ;  In  thti  time  of  Eim,  II,  lived 
Sir  GUbm  de  HamilMtf  or  Hmptm  *,  an  j5«f  JJAmmw  of  rank  i 
who,  happening  at  court  to  fpeak  in  praife  of  JMrr  Bnue^  re* 
coved  on  the  occafion  an  infuk  from  Jaihv  de  Sfmftr^  Chamber* 
hdn  to  the  King ;  whom  he  fought  and  0ew :  dreadhig^  the  re^ 
Icntment  of  that  potent  family  he  fled  to  the  SMttifh  monarch), 
who  received  him  with  open  arms,  and  cftablilhcd  htm  at  the 
place  the  fimiily  now.  poflei&s:  whole  name  in  afier-'times  w^ 
changed  from  that  of  Cadxow  to  HMuAm ;  and  in  1445  tiie  lands 
were  eredfced  into,  a  kudfliip,  and  the  then  owner,.  Sir  Jamis^  fat 
in  parlement  as  Lord  HmuUm 

■  The  fame  nobleman  founded  the  oc^kgiair  church  at  HmHtm 
in  1451,  for  a  provoft  and  ieveral  prebendaries.  The  endoww 
ment  was  ratified  at  StMu  by  the  Pope's  bull,  which  he  went  in

The  old  czQlc  a(  Hamiltofit  being  pofieifed  by  certain  of  the 
name  who  had  been  guilty  of  the  deaths  of  the  Earls  of  Lame  and 
Murray^  was  on  the  19th.  ti  May  1579  furrcndereds  and- by  the 
order  of  the  king  and  council,  entirely  demoliihcd  |.

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Bmikpt  honfe,  or  palace,  is  at  the  end  of  the  town :  a  lii]ge 
diftgreeable  pile,  with  two  deep  wing^  at  right  angles  with  the 
centre:  the  gallery  is  of  great  extent,  furniflied  (as  well  as  Ibme 
otiier  rooms)  with  moft  excellent  paintings : 

That  of  Dmel  in  the  lions  den,  by  lUiiaUf  U  a  great  per- 
ibrmance :  the  fear  and  devotion  of  the  pix^het  is  finely  cxprds'd 
by  the  uplifted-  ftce  and  eyes,  his  clafped  hands,  his  fwelling 
mufeles,  and  the-  vioknt  extenfion  of  one  foot :  a  limi  looks 
fiercely  at  him,  with  open  mouth,  and  feems  only  teftraioed  by 
die  Almighty  Power,  from  making  him  fall  a  vi&im  to  his 
hunger:  and  the  deliverance  of  Daniel  is  more  fully  marked  by 
the  number  of  human  bones  fcattered  over  the  floor,  as  if  to  fliew 
the  inftant  fate  of  others,  in  whofe  favor  the  Dbity  did  not  in- 
terfere. 

The  msrriage  feaft,  by  Paul  Veronefe^  is  a  fine  piece ;  and  the 
obftinacy  and  refiftance  of  the  intruder,  who  came  without  the 
wedding  garment,  is  ftrongly  exprtffcd. 

The  treaty  of  peace  between  England  and  Spain,  in  the  reign  of 
Jamf!  T,  by  Juan  de  PaiUoxa,  is  a  good  hiftorical  pidlure.  There 
are  iix  envoys  on  the  part  of  the  Spaniards,  and  five  on  that  of 
the  EngUJhy  with  the  names  infcribed  over  each  :  the  Englifa  are 
the  Earls  of  Dorfet^  Nottingham^  Devon/hire^  Northmptonf  and 
Robert  CedL 

Earls  of  Lauderdale  and  Lanerk  fettling  the  covenant  ^  both  iti 
black,  with  faces  full  of  puritanical  folcmnity. 

JameSy  Marquis  of  Ilamiltony  and  Earl  of  Cambridj^e^  in  black, 

by  ynnjofncr.  This  nobleman  was  high  in  f.ivor  w;rh  'Jr,mes  VI. 
Knigiu  of  lIic  Garter,  Lord  High  Steward  of  the  Houiiiuld,  and 
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I.ord  High  Commilfioncr  of  the  Parlemeat  y  and  (b  mudr  iir  the 
•fteem  and  afi«dion  of  his  mafter  as  to  excite  thejealouf/  of  JStt|^ 
mgbm,  Hedkd  i|i  1625,  at  the  early  age  of  thirty-three.  Suck, 
^mptoms  *  attended  his  death,  that  the  public  attrtbutodit  to  poi«)- 
fon,  and  afcribed  the  infamy  to  the  Duke. 

His  fon  Jameit  Duke  ot  IlanuUon,  with  a  blue  ribband  andi 
white  rod.    A  principal  leader  of  the  prcfby  terian  party  in-  the 
ttme  of  Charles  I,  dark,  uncommunicative,  cunning.     He  ma- 
naged  the  truft  repofed  in  him  in  luch  a  manner  as  to  make  his 
politics  fufpcifled  by  each  fidlion  :  and  notwithllanding  he  was- 
brought  up  in  the  fchool  of  Git/iazus  Adolpbus-  in  a  military  capn- 
city,  his  conduft  was  ftill  more  contemptible  :  he  ruined  the  array, 
he  faintly  led  into  England,  rather  to  make  liis  royal  mailer  fub- 
lervient  to  the  defign  of  the  Scots,  than  to  do  his  majcfty  any  real, 
fervicc.    Was  fhamefully;  taken,,  and  ended  his  day^.  Ujgon 
fcaffbid. 

Next  to  his  is  the  portrait  of  iiis  brouicr,  and  fucceflbr  to  the  titled 
William  Earl  of  Lanerk\  who  behaved  at  die  battle  oi  JVorceJlcr  with* 
gcnuiiic  IiLioilm,  was  mortally  wounded,  and  died  with  every  fenti- 
ment  of  calmnefs  and  piety    regretting  the  enthullaiin  ofius  younger, 
days,  and  his  late  appearance  lo-the  royal  cauie.

It  b  called  tbeponrait  of  H^HUam  Earl  of  DtHingb^  mifcail«d  Gover* 
nor  of  Barbahm  His  daughter  married  the  fidt  duke  of  HmiUeti^ .

Earl  Mun^it  Regent  of  ScatkaU:  a  nobleman  of  vaft  but  abuicd 
abilities  rapacious,  licentious,  unprincipled  •»  retrained  by  no 
confideration  from  gaining  his  point ;  intrepid  till  the  Ufl:  hour  of 
his  being,  when  he  fell  on  the  fcaffold  with  ihofe  penitential 
horrors  *  that  the  enormous  wickednels  of  his  pafl:  life  did  naturally 
infpire. 

,  The  rough  reformer,  John  Knex  \  a  fcvcre  rtprover  of  the  former. 
The  Earl,  at  the  funeral  oi'  Knox ^  in  a  few  words  delivered  this  honor- 
able te0:imony  of  lus  fptrit :  "  There  lies  he  who  never  feared  the

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Two  half-lengths,  in  black,  one  with  a  fiddle  in  his  hand,  the 
other  in  a  grotefque  attitude,  both  with  the  fame  countenances, 
good,  but  fwarthy  i  miftakenly  called  David  R:zzo*Sy  but  i  could  not 
learn  that  there  was  any  portrait  of  that  unfortunate  man. 

Irrefiftible  beauty  brings  up  the-  lear,  in  form  of  Mifs  Alaty 
Scetty  a  full  lengthy  in  white  iattin  ;  a  moft  elegant  figure:  and 
thus  concludes  the  lift  with  whac  is  more  powerful  than  all  that  has 
preceded than  the  arms  oi  the  warrior,  the  art  ui  the  poli- 
tician, ihc  admonitions  of  the  churchman,  or  the  wifdom  of  the 
philotopher. 

About  a  mile  from  the  houfe,  on  an  eminence,  above  a  deep 
wooded  glen,  with  the  Avon  at  the  bottom,  is  Cbatelberaidty  fo  called 
from  the  eftate  the  familjr  once  pofiirfled  in  Fratue:  is  an  elegant 
banqueting-houfe,  with  a  dog^kcnnel^  gardens,  &c.  and  commands 
a  fine  view.

'  Continue  my' journey  r  croTa  the  CSfii  at  BotkweB  bridge,  noted  Bormnta 

fat  the  defeat  <^  a  fmall  army  of  enthuliafts,  in  1679,  near  the  '^s^o** 

place,  by  the  Duke  of  Mrnumth^  who  diftingoifhed  himfelf  that 

day  more  by  his  humanity^  than  his  conduA  %  but  it  is  probable 

he  difliked  a  ierviGC  againft  men  to  whole  religious  principles  he 

bad  no  averfion  i  he  might  likewife  aim  at  future  popularity  in  the 

country. 

BctbwtS  church,  was  collegiate,  founded  by  ArthiMd  the  grim,      C^vaca.  .

The  country  from  £9thwell  bridge  is  open,  very  fertile,  compoied 
of  gentle  Jifiags,  diverfiHed  with  large  plantations.  Reach 
AiiAiDOw.  Glasoow  \  the  beft  built  of  any  fecond-rate  city  I  ever  faw  :  the 

houfes  of  (lone,  and  in  general  well  built,  and  many  in  a  good  tafle, 
plain  and  unaffected.  The  principal  ftreet  runs  Eaft  and  Weft,  is 
Aearamileand  a  half  long,  but  unfortunately  not  llrait  -,  yet  the 
view  from  the  crofs,  where  the  two  other  great  ftreets  fall  into  this» 
has  an  air  of  vad  magnificence.  The  Tfil^MSb  is  large  and  haadfome^ 
jvith  this  apt  motto  on  the  front :

Next  to  disc  is  the  eichange :  within  is  a  ipacious  room,  ^th  full* 
length  portraitt  of  all  our  mooarchs  fince  ymes  I,  and  an  dcdleot 
ooct  by  Ram/djff  juf  MdhJdt  Duke  of  Argjk^  in  his  robes  is  Lord  of 
SelBons.  B<:fore  the  exchange  is  a  large  equeftrian  (latue  of  King 
William.  This  is  the  fineft  and  broadeft  part  of  the  ftieec :  many  of 
the houfes  are  built  ovrer  arcades^  but  too  narrow  to  be  walked  in  with 
any  conveniency.  Nunabers  of  other  neat  fireets  crois  this  at  right 
angles. 

The  market-places  are  great  ornaments  to  the  city,  the  fronts  Ifaaav-nafts* 

being  done  in  very  fine  tafte,  and  the  gates  adorned  with  columns 
of  one  or  other  of  the  orders.  Some  of  thcfe  markets  are  for 
meal,  greens,  fifh  or  flefh  :  there  are  two  for  the  haft:  which  have 
conduits  of  water  out  of  feveral  of  the  pillars,  fo  that  they  arc 
conftantly  kept  Tweet  and  neat.  Before  thefe  buildings  were  con- 
ftru(flcd,  moft:  of  thofc  articles  were  fold  in  the  public  llreets  ;  and 
even  after  the  market-places  were  built,  the  magiftrates  with  great 
ditfK  ulry  compelled  the  people  to  take  advantage  of  fuch  cleanly 
innovations. 

Near  the  meal-market  is  tlic  public  granary,  to  be  Elicd  on  any 
apprefaeoGon  of  fcarcity. 

The  guard-houle  is  in  the  great  fireet  \  where  the  inhabitants 
mount  guard,  and  regularly  do  doty.  An  escdknt  police  is  ob* 
kntA  here}  and  proper  officers  attend  the  nuukeci  n>  pftvene 
abolct. 

The  police  of  Clafgm  cooiifts  of  three  bodies;  the  maglftratet  ftertii 
tnth  the  iiowii-€OuiiGil»  the  merchants  houfe,  and  the  tndei  houfe.

MAflimATiu    The  lord  provoft,  three  bailies,  a  dean  of  guild,  a  deacon  convener^ 
a  treafurer,  and  twenty-five  council-men,  compofe  the  firft:.    It  mufl: 
be  obfervcd  that  the  dean  of  guild  is  chofcn  annually,  and  can  con- 
MsRGHANTS     tinue  in  oiSce  but  two  years.    The  fecond  confiiVs  of  thirty-fix 
merchants,  annually  eleded,  with  the  provoft  and  three  bailies,  by 
virtue  of  their  ofHce,  which  make  the  whole  body  forty.    The  dean 
of  guild  is  head  of  this  houfe,  who,  in  conjundlion  with  his  council, 
four  merchants,  and  four  tradcfmcn(of  which  the  preceding  dean  is 
to  be  one)  holds  a  court  every  1'burfday,  where  t:he  jiarties  only  are 
P«AM  OF  Gff'i.p-      lr:;iCLcd  to  plead,  all  lawyers  being  excluded.    lie  aii.l  \\:s  council 
have  power  to  judge  and  decree  ia  all  aftions  refpecni^g  trade  be- 
tween merchant  and  merchant  %  and  thole  who  refufe  to.  fubmit  to 
their  decUions  are  liable  to  a  fine  of  five  pounds.   The  fame  officer 
and  his  council^  with  the  mailer  of  work,  can  determine  all  difjnitet- 
about  boundaries,  and  no  proceedings  in  building  fliall  be  ftopped,. 
f;;ccept  by  him  %  but  the  plaintiff  muft  lodge  a  fufficient  fum  in  hts< 
hands. to  dmsfy  the  defendant»,in  cafe  the  firft  ihould  lay  a  ground- 
Ids  complaint and,  to  prevent  delay,  the  dean  and  his  ai&ftants 
are  to  meet  on-  the  fpot  within  twenty-four  hours  i  and  to  prevent 
frivolous  difputes,  fhould  the  plaintiff  be  found  not  to  have  been  ag<»< 
grieved,  he  is  fined  in  twenty  fliillings,  and  the  damage  fuflained 
by  the  delay  :  but  again,,  ihould  he  imagine  himfelf  wronged  by 
'  the  deciiion,,.  he  has  power  (after  lodging  forty  Ihillings  in  the* 
hands-  of  the  dean)  of  appealing  to  the  great  council  of  the  city  ; 
and  in  cafe  they  alfo  decide  againft  him,  the  fum  is-  forfeited  and 
applied  as  the  dean  ihall  think  fit.    The  fame  magiftrate  is  alfo  to 
fee  that  no  encroachments  are  made  on  the  public  ftrects  :  he  can 
order  any,  old  houfcs  to  be  pulled  down  dut  appear  dangerous 

and». 
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■nd,  I'think,  has  alio  power  in  fonie  places,  of  difpofing  of,  to  tbe 
beft  bidder,  the  ground  of  any  houfes  which  the  owner  (uficrt  to  lie 
in  ruioi  for  three  ycars»  without  auempcing  to  fcbuild.  Befides 
chefe  affSUnt  he  fuperintends  the  weights  and  tneaforei  i  puni&es 
and  fines  tranlgreflbrs »  fines  all  unqualified  perfons  who  ufurp  the 
privileges  of  freeoien  1  admits  buiigefies :  the  fines  to  aliens  is  tool' 
Sifteb  :  and  finally  he  and  his  council  may  levy  a  tax  on  the  guild- 
fatethren  (not  exceeding  the  above-mendooed  fum  at  a  time)  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  wives  and  children  of  decayed  brediren :  the  . 
money  to  be  diftributed  at  the  difcredon  of  the  dean,  hb  council . 
and  the  deacon  convener. 

The  third  body  is  the  trades-houfe :  this  confifts  of  fifty-fix,  of  TtMitiHUvni 
winch  the  deacon  convener  is  the  head:  there  are  fourteen  incofw 
porainl  trades,  each  of  which  has  a  deacon*  who  has  a  right  to 
nominate  a.  certain  number  of  his  trade,  fi>  as  to  form  the  houies 
thefe  manage  a  large  (lock,  maintain  a  great  number  of  poor* 
and  determine  difputes  between  the  trades.  In  this  place  may  be 
mentioned,  that  the  merchants  hofpital,  founded  by  the  merchants 
o£GlaJg<^w  ia  1601,  has  a  large  capital  to  fupport  the  poor  :  that 
the  town's  hofpital  contains  tour  hund red  indigent,  and  is  fiipported 
by  the  magiftratcs  and  town-council,  the  merchants  hcuie,  the 
trades  houie,  and  the  kirk  leflions.  Hutcbinf<m*s  hofpital,  founded 
in  1 642  by  two  brotliers  of  that  name,  has  a  fund  of  twelve  thoufand 
pounds :  tbe  town-council  a  revenue  of  fix  thoulaod  pounds  per 
annum. 

The  oki  bridge  over  the  Clyde  confifts  of  eight  arches,  and  was  BtiaQSl^ 
built  by  fi^'iiuam  Rea^  biihop  ot  ih'is  ke,  about  four  hundred  >'ears 

U  2  ago. 
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ago.  A  new  one  has  been  lately  added  of  ievcn  arches,  with  cir- 
cular holes  between  each  to  carry  off  the  fuperfluous  waters  in  the 
great  floods.  This  bridge  deviates  from  the  original  plan,  whicfai 
was  vcTf  elegant,  and  free  &om  ctnun  deSbBtt  that  i£%nc9e  tbe- 

CtTDi*  The  tMfdGkfgowy  tUt  very  lacdy,  was  perftftly  tancalbed  with 
ks  river :  thewater  was  fhallow,  the  chmwd  much  too  wide  for  the 
ufoal  quantity  of  water  that  flowed  down,  and  the  navigation  inter* 
nipted  by  twelve  remarkable  flioals.  The  iecond  iocooveniency* 
edntinoaUy  incieafal  by  the  wearing  away  cS  the  banks,  cauled  by 
the  prevakncy  of  the  Somh<Weft  winds  that  blow  here,  and  often 
with  much  vblencej  during  more  than -half  the  year:  thus  what 
is  got  in  breadth,  is  loft  in  depth't  and  Ihoals  are  fonned  by 
the  loft  of  water  in  the  more  contraAed'  bed«  Spring-tides  do  noc 
flow  above  three  feet,  or  neap  tides  above  one,  at  Bnemjf4aw-quayi 
clofe  to  the  town ;  lb  that  in  dry  feafons  lighters  are  detained  there- 
for fevcral  weeks,  or  are  prevented  from-  arriving  there,  to  the  grcac 
detriment  of  the  city. 

To  remedy  this  evil,  the  city  called  ;n  fevernl  engineers  :  at  length 
the  plan  propofed  by  my  old  friend,  Mr.  {^ol^mUt  of  CbeJUri 
that  honeft  and  able  engineer,  was  accepted,  and  he  entered  into  con- 
trad  with  the  magiftrates  of  Glafgazv  to  deepen  the  channel  to  fevcn 
feet  at  the  quay,  even-  at  neap-tides.  He  has  made  confiderable 
progrefs  in  the  work,  and  has  given  tiie  llipuUted  depth  to  withitt 
four  miles  of  the  place.  For  a  prelent  relief  he  has  dt  cpcncd  the 
intermediate  fhoals,  and  particularly  he  has  given  at  leil  four  feet  of 
water  immediately  below  the  quay,  in  a  ihoal  called  the  HurJ}^  which 

above  a  quarter  of  a  mile  long,  and  had  over  it  only  eighteen 

inchea- 
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inches  of  water.  Before  this  improvement  lighters  of  Only  thirty 
tuns  burden  could  reach  the  quay  ;  at  prdenc  vcffcis  of'fcvcnty 
come  there  with  eafe. 

Near  the  bridge  is  the  large  alms-houfe,  a  vail  nailery,  a  ftone- 
mre  maDuftAory,  and  a  great  ]>oster  brewery,  which  fupplies 
Ibme  part  ^  '  BrtUmi^r  be0<le$  thefe  are  nianufadures  of  tin* 
mns,  cambricks,  lawn^,  foftiant,  tapes,  and  ftriped  linnens  % 
Ibgar-bcMdes  and  glafr-houfia*  gjtcat  roperies  i  vaft  manufaduMi 
of  ihoesy  boots  and  iaddles»  and  all  Ibrts  of  horfe  farnituit: 
aUb  vaft  tannexje»  carried  on  under  a  company  who  have  50^000  L 
cajutaly  chiefly  for  the  ufe  of  the  colonifts,  whofe  bark  is  found 
unfit  fat  .tanning.  The  magazine  of.  faddlci,  and  other  workt 
re^iefting  that  buflncft^  is  an  amazing, fight:  allthefe^are  de^ 
fttned  fine-  Amk^^  .tiA-  port  e(}ualling  this  fat  the  oonveniency* 
of  fituatioD,  and  fpeedily  fupplying  that  market.  Within  fight,  on 
the  R£nfre»6dCf  are  collieries,  and  much  coal  it  cipened  into  J}v- 
landy  and  into  Amtriea.

But  this  encouraging  inkrence  may  be  drawn :  that,  notwith- 
ilanding  ail  our  fquabbies  with  the  colonies,  thofe  of  the  firft  im- 
portance improve  in  their  commerce  with  their  mother  country : 
receive  allb  an  equal  return  in  the  manufactures  of  Gri;«;-^'riid/«, 
which  they  wifely  difpcnfc  to  thofe  whom  unavailing  aiTociatiuns  of 
prolubition  buiJ  from  an  open  traffick  witii  us. 

The  origin  of  foreign  trade  in  this  great  city  is  extremely  wor- 
thy <^  attention^  A  merchant,  of  the  name  of  Walter  Gihfon,  by 
ID  advcatttic  5rft  laid  the  ^ndatiaa  of  its  wealth :  about  the 
year  he  cured  and'  exporttd  to  a  IMdr  vdlcl,  300  bfts  of 
herrings,  each  containing  fix  barrels,  which  he  (bit  to  Sc  Mar- 
taf^  in  FraiM^  where  he  got  a  barrel  of  brandy  and  a  crowa> 
fi>r  each :  the  Ihip  retumingi  liden  with  brandy  and  lidt^.the  cai^

was  fold  for  a  great  fum:  he  then  bunched  ftrcher  into  bufinefs, 
bought  the  veilel,  and  two  large  Ihips  befides,  with  which  he  traded 
•to  different  parts  of  Europe,  and  to  Virginia:  he  alfo  firft  imported 
iron  to  Clafgow,  for  before  that  time  it  was  received  from  SierS^g 
and  Bftmwfionefs.,  in  exchange  for  dyed  ftuffs :  and  even  the  wine 
■tifed  in  this  city  was  brought  from  EMniwih,  Yet  I  £nd  no 
iUtoCy  no  gratdfiil  infeription,  to  preferve  the  memory  of  iTtUer 

Cb^pw^  till  long  after  the -reformation,  was  confined  to  the  ridge 
-that extends  fromthehigh-cb«rch,or  cathedral,  and  the  houfes  trejl 
pafled'but  little  on  the  ground  on  each  fide.  This  place  (whofe  inha- 
bitants  at  this  time  are  computed  to  be  fony  thoufand)  was  fo  incon- 
iiderabi^in  13579  as  not  to  be  admitted  into  the  number  of  the  cau- 
tionary towns  alfigned  toEdw.  III.  for  the  payment  of  the  ranfome  of 
Davidll*.  But  the  revenue  of  the  archbifhopwas,  at  the  reformation, 
little  lefs  than  a  thoufand  pounds  fterling  f>er  annum,  bcfides  feverai 
emoluments  in  corn  of  different  kinds.  Religion  was,  before  that 
period,  the  commerce  of  our  chief  cities  i  io  the  iame  manner  as  com- 
merce is  their  religion  in  theprefent  age. 

Some  writers  attribute  the  foundation  of  this  fee  to  St.  Kenti^erny 
in  560,  and  make  him  tiie  hrlt  bilhop  :  others  will  give  him  no  other 
rank  than  that  of  a  fimple  faint.  It  is  with  more  ccftainiy  known, 
that  the  cathedral  was  founded  or  refounded,  in  1 136,  by  John,  go- 
-yernor  to  D4nid  I,  and  who  was  the  firft  certain  bilhop  of  the  place } 
for  it  was  not  ereded  into  an  archbiflioprick  till  1500,  when  Rahtrt 
^imiiir  badfifft  the  title. 
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This  fine  church  was  devoted  to  deftruAion  by  the  wfecehcd  C*Tn»mAt. 

niiniftersof  1578,  whcaflembled^  by  best  drum,  a  mulmude 
to  efieft  the  demolition :  but  the  trades  of  the  city  taking  arms* 
declared  that  they  woald  bury  under  the  ruins  the  firft  peribn  who 
.attempted  the  facrilege  i  and  to  this  fenfible  zeal  are  we  indebted 
Ibr  Co  great  an  ornament  to  the  place.  It  is  at  prefent  divided  into 
.three  places  for  divine  fenrice}  two  above,  one  beneath,  and  deep 
under  ground,  where  the  congregation  may  truly  fay,  tkmavi  t» 
fnfitmlis.  The  roof  of  this  is  fine,  of  ftone,  and  fupported  by 
pillars,  but  much  hurt  by  the  crowding  of  the  pews. 

In  the  church  yard  is  an  epitaph  on  a  jolly  phyfician,  whofe 
practice  fhould  be  recommended  to  all  fuch  harbingers  of  death, 
^ho  by  their  terriBc  faces  fcare.the  poor  patient  prematuftly  into 
the  regions  of  eternity: 

Buy,  paflenger,  aad  view  thii  Ssoae^ 
For  onder  it  lies  fuch  a  one 
Wlio  cared  miajr  while  be  lived  t 
.80  fradons  he  no  man  grieved  : 
Yea  when  hij  phvfick'j  force  oft'  failed, 
JHu  pleafaot  purpofe  then  prevailed  ; 
For  of  hi*  God  he  gpt  die  grace 
To  live  in  mirtb»  end  die  in  peace  t 
Heaven  has  his  foule,  his  corpi  thii  Ceif  | 
Sigh,  paflenger,  and  then  be  gone* 
Do^  Patr  Low,  161S. 

Befides  this  church  arc  the  Colkge  Churchy  Ramfiorn,  Trone^  St.

But  the  moft  beautiful  is  that  of  St.  Aufkmft^  «r  the  ASw* 
CShrni^  whole  fifont  graced  with  an  dogant  portico,  doca  the  citf 
great  credit^  if  it  had  not  been  diafiguitd  by  a  flender  fquave 
tower,  with  a  pcpper-boK  topi  and  in  genoral  the  fteepfcs  in, 
C2q|mv  are  in  a  rqmarkably  bad  tafte,  being  in  fadl  no  fiivorias 
part  of.architsefture  with  d)e  church  of  &»rUL  Theinfideof 
that  juft  picntienBd  ia  finifiied  not  only  with  neatnefi  but  with  de- 
'  ganoes  is  fupported  by  pillars,  and  very  prettily  ftuccoed.  It  ia 
one  of  the  very  few  exceptions  to  the  flovenly  and  indecent  maiu 
ner  in  which  the  houfes  of  God,  in  Stotbmit  are  kept :  icfomift- 
mi,  in  maMen  of  religion,  fddom  obfervcs  mediocrity  \  here  it 
was  at  firft  outrag^us,  for  a  place  commonly  neat  was  dtoemed 
to  favor  of  popery :  but  to  avoid  the  imputation  of  that  extreme, 
they  ran  into  another    for  in  many  parts  of  Nortb-Britmn  our 
Lord  feems  ftiU  to  be  worlhipped  in  a  ftable,  and  often  in  a  very 
wretched  one  i  many  of  the  churches  are  thatched  with  heath,  and 
in  fome  places  are  i»  fuch  bad  repair  as  to  be  half  open  at  toip\  fi> 
that  the  people  appear  to  worfhip  as  the  Druids  did  ot  old,  in  open 
temples.    It  is  but  common  jullice  to  fay,  that  this  is  no  fault  of 
the  clergy^  or  of  the  people,  but  cnciiely  of  the  landed  interefl ; 
who  having,  at  t];c  reform :?tion^  tharcd  in  the  plunder  of  the 
church,  were  burthened  with  the  building  and  repairing  of  the 
houfes  of  worlhip.    It  is  too  frequently  the  cafe,  that  the  gentle- 
men cannot  be  induced  to  undertake  the  moft  common  repairs, 
without  being  threaceoed  with  a  proccfs  before  the  lords  of  feUions,. 
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er  perhaps  having  the  proceft  adualljr  made,  wMck  it  MModed 
with  odium,  trouble  and  expence  to  the  poor  tncniiibflBti* 

Near  the  cathedral  »  the  niki  o#  the  caftle»  or  the  bMhop's  Caitu* 
pahce,  the  tomt  was  built  hj  y§im  Qmaw,  prelaie  in 
1426.  Suebmkm  *  relates  an  abfurd  tale,  that  this  bilhop  vat 
fummoiied  to  tiw  great  tribunal  by  a  loud  pretematoral  voice  ^ 
that  he  aflembtod  his  ftrmts,  when  to  their  great  terror  the  call 
was  npeated »  and  the  bifliop  died  in  great  agonies.  His  oflence 
is  concealed  from  us,  ior  he  appears  to  have  been  a  good  and 
an  able  man. 

Arcbbifliop  BHkme  furronnded  the  pahur  with  •  fine  wall, 
and  made  a  baftion  over  one  corner,  and  a  tower  over  another^ 
This  caftle  was  belieged  in  1544,  hj  the  regent  j^nm^  m  the 
civil  difputes  at  that  time}  who  took  it,  and  hanged  dg^teen  of 
the  gnrriibn,  placed  there  by  JUttox,  a  favorer  of  the  refbraiatioo* 

In  GU^Bm  were  two  religious  houfes  and  an  hofpital.  One 
of  Domtiicansy  founded  by  the  bifhop  and  chapter  in  1270,  and 
another  of  Obfervantines  in  14:^6,  by  John  LtmS^  biihop  of  Gkf> 
gow,  and  tbomas  Forfytb^  redtor  of  the  college. 

The  univerfity  was  founded  in  14/50,  by  Jamts  II.  Pope  NUh§»  Univtanvr' 
hs  V.  gave  the  Bully  but  biihop  TumbuU  fupplied  the  money. 
It  confifts  of  one  college,  a  large  building  with  a  handfome  front 
to  the  (Ireet,  refembltng  fome  of  the  old  collies  in  Ot^ord, 
Charles  I.  fubfcribcd  200  1.  towards  this  work,  but  was  prevented 
from  paying  it  by  the  cnfuing  troubles ;  but  Crmwel  ajfterwards 
fulfilled  the  delign  of  the  royal  donor.  Here  are  about  four  hun- 
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died  ftudents  who  lodge  in  thte  cowo,  but  the  piofeflbrs  have- 
good  houfes  in  the  colkge«  where  young  gentlemen  may  be  boarded^ 
and  placed  more  immediatdf  under  the  profcflbn  eye,  than 
thole  that  live  in  private  houfo.    An  inconveniencf  that  calls* 
loudly  for  reformation, 
baaaav*         The  library  is  &  very  handlbme  room,  with  a  galler/y  fup- 
poited  by  pillars  (  and  is  well  fu  mi  Hied  with  books.  Thatbene>> 
ficent  nobleman,  the  firft  Duke  of  Cbmd^,  when  he  vificed  the 
college,  gave  500/.  cowards  building  this  apartment. 
g;ACH.Boro*s        Tn  poflcflion  of  the  college  is  a  very  fingular  vcrfion  of  chft. 
piBLB.        bible,  by  the  Rev.  Zachary  Boyd^  a  worthy,  learned  and  pious 
divine  of  this  city,  who  lived  about  a  century  and  a  half  ago,; 
and  dying,  bequeathed  to  this  feminary  of  knowledge  his  fortune, 
and  all  his  manufcripts,  but  not  on  condition  of  printing  his  poenk> 
as  is  vulgarly  imagined.    It  is  probable  tlut  he  adapted  his  verfetOk 
the  intdlctls  of  his  hearers,  the  only  excule  for  the  variety  of  grofs 
imagery,  of  which  part  of  the  laliloquy  of  'Jonas  ia  the  lilh*4  bcUy,^. 
will  be  thought  a  lu^cient  fpedmen  i

MeiTrs.  Robert  and  Andrrjo  FouliSy  printers  and  bookfcllcrs  to  AeaftiuY4 
die  univerfity,  have  inftituted  an  academy  for  painting  and  en- 
graving; and,  like  good  citizens,  zealous  to  promote  the  wel- 
fare  and  honor  of  their  native  place,    have,  at  vail  cxpcncc, . 
formed  a  moll  numerous  collecftion  of  paintings  from  abroad,  in 
order  to  form  the  talle  ot  their  dcz'cs. 

The  printing  is  a  confiderable  branch  of  bufinefs,  and  has  long.  PftmTmo. 
been  celebrated  for  the  beauty  of  the  types,  and  the  correcEbnefs 
c^"  the  editions.    Here  are  prckrved,  in  cafes,  numbers  of  monu-    Roman  tcuLP* 
mental,  and  other  ftones,  taken  out  of  the  wall  on  tiic  Roman  Toaaa.- 
ilations  in  this  part  of  the  kingdom;  lomc  arc  well  cut  and  or- 
namented :  moft  of  them  were  done  to  perpetuate  the  nitiuory 
of  the  vexil/atio,  or  party,  who  performed  fuch  or  fuch  works  j 
ocfaers  in  memory  of  officers  who  died  in  the  country.   Many  of 
tKcfe  (culptures  were  en^ven  at  the  expence  of  the  univerfity  ^  . 
whofe  principal. did  me.the  honor  of  prelenting  me  with  a^fet. 

The  I  ft  plate  is  very  beautiful :  a  victory,  reclined  on  a  globe, 
with  a  palm  in  one  hand,  a  garland  in  the  other ;  a  pediment 
above,  fupported  by  two  fluted  pilafters,  with  C»nntbiim  capi- 
tals : .  beneath  is  a  boar,  a  common  animal  in  fculptures  found

Both  elide  «fe  in  hoiK)r  of  the  Emperor  iAiM^^ 

None  is  more  inftrudive  than  chat  engraven  in  plate  III,  on 
which  appears  a  ViAory  about  to  crown  zRmm  horfeman,  armed 
with  a  rpear  and  flutld.  ^eneadi  him  are  two  Caledmm  cap* 
tivcs,  naked,  and  bound,  with  their  linfe  daggers,  tike  the  ma- 
dem  dirks,  by  them.  On  another  compartment  of  the  ftbne  ia 
an  eagle  and  fea^goa^  to  denote  Ibme  viAory  gamed  in  the  courfe  ^ 
of  their  work  hear  the  lea:  for  it  was  devoted  by  a  party  of  the 
Lipo  fmmiaAMgfi^  on  building  a  certain  portion  of  the  wall. 

The  XVlth  is  'monumental :  the  figure  is  very  elegant,  repi«- 
faiting  one  gracefully  recumbent,  dreflcd  in  a  loofe  robe :  beneath 
b  a  wheel,  deoodng,  that  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  en« 
gaged  with  a  party  on  the  road :  and  by  him  ia  an  animal,  re- 
fembling  the  M»finum  or  Siberian  goat. 

In  this  ftreet  is  tlic  houfe  where  Henry  Bamfy  lodged,  confined 
by  a  dangerous  illnefs,  fufpefted  to  arlfe  from  poifon,  admini- 
fiered  at  the  inftigation  of  Botbwel*  Here  the  unhappy  prince 
received  a  vifit  from  Mary  Stuart^  and  took  the  fatal  refolution 
of  removing  to  Edinburgh*  This  fudden  return  of  her  afiedion, 
her  blandifliments  to  cnveiglc  him  from  his  father  and  friends, 
and  his  confequential  murder,  are  circumftances  unfavorable  CO 
the  memory  of  this  unfortunate  princcfs. 
Jvvttl*  Take  boat  at  the  quay;  and  alter  a  pallage  of  four  miles  down 

the  Ciydey  reach  the  little  fiying  houfe  of  Mr.  GeWcrnc,  now  fixed 
on  the  Northern  bank,  commanding  a  mod  elegant  view  of  part 
of  the  county  of  Renfrew,  tiie  oppofite  Ihore.  After  breakfaft 
iiirvcy  the  machines  for  deepening  the  river,  which  were  then  at  ' 

work: 
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workr  they  arc  called  ploughs,  are  large  hollow  cafes,  the  back 
IS  of  caft  iron,  tJie  two  ends  of  wood  j  the  Other  fide  open.  Thcfc 
arc  drawn  crols  the  river  by  means  of  capllons,  placed  on  long 
wooden  frames  or  flats ;  and  oppofite  to  each  other  near  the 
btnks  of  the  river.  Are  drawn  over  empty,  returned  with  the 
iron  iide  downwards,  which  fcrapes  the  bocconi,  and  brings  up  at 
tvery  letum  half  a  ton  of  gravel,  depofitii^  tc  on  the  bank :  and 
thus  twelve  hundred  tun»-are  cleared  every  day.  Where  the  river 
»too  wide,  the  Ihore*  are  contraded  by  jetties. 

Proceed  down  the  river:  on  the  left  the  water  of  Aebhmm 
opens  to  view  y  the  profped  up  the  moft  elegant  and  the  foMt 
of  any  in  NmhBHsmm  the  expanic  is  wide  and  gentle^  the  one 
bank  bare,  the  other  adorned  with  a  fmall  open  grove.  A  litde 
ifle  tofted  with  trees  divides  the  water  i  beyond  the  fine  bridge  of 
iHdumum  receiving  the  united  rivets  of  the  wbice  and  bbck  Cm^, 
and  the  town  and  Ipire  of  Ptf^,  backed  by  a  long  and  fertile 
nnge  of  rifing  land,  ckjfe  the  (bene. 

On  the  right  b  a  chain  of  low  hiUs,  Cam^  fells,  running  N. 
W.  and  S.  £,  diverging  N.  E.  and  advancing  to  the  water  fide,, 
tenninating  with  the  rock  of  Dinte,  that  almoft  icadus  to  the 

Pafs  under  Kirkpatrict  wheie  the  river  is  about  a  quarter  of  a  KiaarAT«ic«- 
Biile  brood:  at  this  place  is  a  confiderable  roanu&dure  of  all 
"forts  of  huftundry  tools,  began  about  four  years  ago :  but  it  is 
far  more  celebrated  for  being  the  fuppofcd  termination  of  the 
Roman  wall,  or  Grabam^%  dike,  built  under  the  aufpices  of  An- 
ttninus  Pius.  Not  t!ic  left  rclique  is  to  be  fecn  here  at  prefent : 
buL  about  a.  mile  and  a  half  to  the  cailward  on  a  riiing  ground 

above 
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^bove  liic  biuigc  of  tlie  burn  of  Dalmure^  near  the  tillage  of 
DuRiSt/jtr,  are  the  veftiges  of  a  fort  and  watch-tower,  with  a  very 
^leep  fofs.  I'he  houles  la  the* village  appear  to  have  been  formed 
out  the  ruins,  for  many  of  the  ftones  are  finoothed  on  the  fide ; 
and  on  one  are  the  letters  N.  £.  R.  O,  very  legible.  This  wall  was 
.  guarded  with  fmall  ibrts  from  end  to  end,  that  is  to  fay  from  near 
XiripMtric  to  within  two  miles  of  Mertom^  or,  as  £t4*  calls  it^ 
the  monafteiy  of  Ahmmmg^  on  the  Fmh  of  Fmh^  a  fpaoe  si 
thirty-fix  miles  eight  hundred  and  eighty-feven  paces:  t£  thefe 
ibrts  ten  are  planned  by  the  ingenious  Mr.  Corim\  and  num- 
-bers  of  the  infcriptions  found  in  them,  engraven.  This  great 
work  was  performed -by  the  foldiery  under  U^Vrhiati,  Lieu- 
'tenant  of  AnUmmii,  in  purfuance  of  the  |)Ian 'before  pointed  out 
by  the  great  Agnttkh  who  garriibned  the  whole  ipace  between  the 
two  finhs,  removing,  as  it  was,  the  barbarians  Into  another 
•iliand*, 

J^^tiiW  will  fcarce  forgive  me  if  I  am  filent  about  the  birth- 
place ot  its  tutelar  faint.  He  firft  drew  breath  at  ISrl^Mic^  and 
derived  his  name  from  his  father,  a  noble  Roman  (a  Patrician) 
who  fled  hither  in  the  time  of  perfccution.  St.  Patric  took  on 
himielf  the  chaige  of  ir^Mid  y  founded  (here  365  churches,  or* 
dained  365  bilhops,  3000  priefts,  converted  12000  perfons  in  one 
diftri^t,  baptized  feven  kings  at  once,  cftabliflicd  a  purgatory, 
and  with  his  ftaff  at  once  expelled  every  reptile  that  ftung  or 

•croaked.

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water,  and  forms  a  round  bay.  On  the  point  ii?  a  ruined  fort,  per- 
Jiaps  on  the  fue  ot  a  Roman  \  for  probably  the  wall  mir^ht  have  ended 
iierc,  as  at  this  very  place,  the  water  is  deep,  aial  ai  times  untord- 
able  by  foot  or  horfe.  The  fort  was  blown  up  in  1640,  as  foii^c  fay, 
by  the  defperatc  treachery  of  an  Englijh  boy,  page  to  the  Earl  of 
Haddington^  who,  with  numbers  of  people  of  rank,  weie  cniierably 
deftroyed  *.  Below  this  the  river  widens,  and  begins  to  have  the 
appeacance  of  an  aeftuary :  the  (cene  varies  into  other  beauties  {  the 
hills  aic  rocky,  but  cloathed  at  the  bottom  by  ranges  of  woods,  and 
numbers  of  pretty  vitks  grace  the  country.  Duiikie  makes  now  a 
confiderable  figure :  the  plain  of  Drnkartm  opens  1  the  vaft  and 
flnng^  bicapitated  rock,  with  the  fortrefs,  appears  full  in  fitmt  % 
the  town  and  itsfpire  beyond  %  the  fine  river  Levm  or  one  fide,  and 
the  vift  mounttins  above  LMb-bmrnJ^  and  the  great  bafe  and  ibaring 
top  of  Bm-bmand  clole  the  view. 

The  Roman  fieet  in  all  probability,  had  its  ftation  under  DuMktr" 
Mi  the  Gbkh  or  Cfydt^  has  there  fufficient  depth  of  water }  the 
place  was  convenient  and  fecure ;  near  the  end  c£  the  wall  ^  and 
cov^ed  by  the  fort  at  DungUu :  the  Pharos  on  the  top  of  the  great 
rock  is  another  ftrong  proof  that  the  Ronums  made  it  their  harbour, 
for  the  water  beyond  is  impailahle  for  ibips,  or  any  veflclsof  lai]ge 
burden. 

After  a  long  contcft  with  a  vioknt  adverfe  wind,  and  very  turbu- 
lent waier,  pafs  under,  on  the  S.  Ihorc,  Nevimrk  ;  a  caileHated  houfc, 
with  round  towers.    Yx^xi  Port aajgow^     confiderablc  town,  with  PoftT^GMioew* 
a  great  pier,  and  nuaibers  of  large  ihips :  dependent  on  Giajgawt  a

Leave,  on  the  left,  the  hill  Langfidt\  noted  for  die  battle  m 
1568  ;  whick  decided  the  fortune  of  Mary  Stuart^  and  precipi^ 
t:^rcd  her  into  that  fatal  Itep  of  dcferting  her  countrf,  and  fling- 
ing hertelt  into  an  eighteen  years  captivity,  terminating  in  the 
lofs  of  her  head,  the  difgrace  of  the  annals  of  her  glorious  rival.. 
Ride  through  a  fine  country  to  Cruickjlon  caftle,  feated  on  the  fun^ 
mit  of  a  little  hill  •,  now  a  mere  fra^  nicnt,  ojily  a  part  of  a  fquare 
tower  remaining  of  a  place  of  nuich  magnificence,  when  in  it;3 
full  glory.  The  fituation  is  tichcsous,  commanduig  a  view  of  a 
well-culcivatcd  trai^,  divided  into  a  multitude  of  feitUe  little 
hills. 

This  was  originally  the  property  of  the  Craci,  a  potent  people 

in. 
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in  this  county  i  but  in  the  reign  of  M$kiim  II,  yru  conveyed,  by 
the  maniafe  ef  the  heirefs,  daughter  of  Roi^ert  de  Croc,  into  the 
family  of  StuartSy  in  after>times  Eark  and  Dukes  oiLenox^  who  had 
great  poflcflTions  in  thefc  paits.  To  this  place  Hmy  T)arnly  rc  rired 
wkh  his  enamoured  Q^een*  Cndd^  being  then,  as  Ciufden  in  the

Here  fainc  Uys  that  Mary  Erft  refigncd  hci  fclf  to  the  arms  of  iicx

Paislbt.  Vifit  Patjley^  a  confideraWe  but  irregularly  builc  town  i  at  the 

diftance  of  two  miles  from  Cruukjlon^  fix  miles  Weft  of  Glafgow^ 
two  miles  S.  Weft  of  Renfrew^  and  fourteen  S.  Eaft  of  Greenock, 
li  was  erc(5ted  into  a  bur^h  of  barony  in  the  year  X488,  and  tiie 
affairs  of  the  community  are  managed  by  three  bailies,  of  which 
the  eldeft  is  commonly  in  the.  commiiBon  of  the  peace,  a  treafurer, 
a  town-clerk,  and  ieventeen  coanleUors*  who  are  aooually  cle&cd 
upon  the  firft  Mmd^tf  after  ABAadmat.  It  ftands  on  both  fides 
the  river  Gmt/,  over  which  it  has  three  ftone  bridges,  eack  of  two 
arches :  the  river  runs  from  South  to  North,  and  emptiea  itielf  into 
the  G^dtt  about  three  miles  below  the  town ;  at  fpring-tides  vefiels 
of  ibrtf  tuns  burthen  come  up  to  the  quay }  and,  as  the  ma^ftrates 
are  now  clearing  and  deepening  the  river,  it  is  hoped  ftill  laiger 
may  hereafter  gee  up.  The  communication  by  water  is  of  great 
importance  to  the  inhabitants,  for  fending  their  goods  and  manu- 
fs^ies  to  Port-Gla^8w  and  Gftmck^  and,  if  th^  chute  ii^  to 
Gl^am  I  and  befides,  was  the  grand  canal  finiflied,  they  will  have 
an  eafy  communication  with  the  Firth  of  Fortby  as  the  canal  joins 
the  Clyde  about  three  or  four  miles  Notth  of  Pmfley. 

Notwithftanding  its  antiquity  this  town  was  of  little  confequence 
till  within  thefe  laft  fifty  years  before  that  period  fcarcc  any  other 
manufadlure  was  carried  on  but  coarfe  linnen  checks,  and  a  kind  of 
ftriped  cloth  called  Bengals  \  both  which  have  long  been  given  up 
here:  while  thefe  were  the  only  tTu'.tnifa<5lure,  the  inhabitants  fecni 
to  have  had  no  turn  for  enlarging  their  trade,  for  their  goods  were 
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opofeci  to  iale  in  the  weekly  market,  and  chiefly  bought  up  by 
dealers  from  Glafgew:  fome  of  them,  however,  who  travelled  into 
England  to  fell  Scots  manufactures,  pick*d  up  a  more  general  know- 
kge  of  trade,  and  having  faved  a  little  money,  fettled  at  home,  and 
thought  of  eftablUhing  other  branches ;  to  which  they  were  the 
more  encouraged,  as  their  acquaintance  in  Et^iand  was  like  to  be  of 
great  ufc  to  them. 

About  50  years  ago  the  making  of  whire  ftitching  threads  was 
firft  introduced  into  the  Well  country  by  a  private  gentlewoman, 
Mrs.  Miliar,  of  Bargarran,  who,  very  much  to  her  own  honor,  im- 
ported a  twift-mill,  and  other  neccfTary  apparatus,  from  Holland,  and 
carried  on  afmall  manufadure  in  her  own  family  ;  this  branch,  now 
of  fuch  general  imporuncc  to  Scotlatui,  was  foon  after  cftabliilicd  in 
PaiJUy ;  where  it  has  ever  fince  been  on  the  increafe,  and  has  now 
diffulcd  itfclr  over  all  parts  of  the  kingdom.  In  other  places  girls 
are  bred  to  it :  here  they  may  be  rather  faid  to  be  born  to  it :  as  al- 
moft  every  family  makes  fimie  threads,  or  have  made  formerly.  It 
is  generally  computed,  that,  in  the  town  and  neighborhood,  white 
thrnds  are  annually  made  to  the  amount  of  from  40  to  50000/, 

The  manufadure  of  lawns,  under  various  denominations,  is  alio 
carried  on  here  10  a  confiderable  amount,  and  to  as  great  perfe£kion 
as  in  any  part  of  Eunpe,  Vaft  quantities  of  foreign  yam  are 
annually  imported  from  FrMett  Gtrmai^t  ice,  for  this  branch,  at 
only  the  lower  priced  kinds  can  be  made  of  'our  home  manufac- 
cured  yarn.  It  is  thought  die  lawn  branch  here  amounts  to  about 
70000  L  annually.  The  filk  gauze  has  alfo  been  eftablifiied  here, 
and  brought  to  the  utmoft  perfection  :  it  is  wrought  to  an  wnazing 
variety  of  patterns  i  for  fuch  is  the  ingenuity  of  our  weavers, 

that 
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that  iMxting  in  their  branch  is  too  hard  for  dietn.  It  is  com- 
monly fcckoRsd  that  this  branch  MBouota  to  about  60000/. 
tflnually. 

A  manufadbiret>f  ribbons  has,  within  thcfc  twelve  mondia,  been 
cftablilhed  here*  and  both  flowered  and  plain  are  made,  in  cveiy 
leified;  as  good  as  in  any  place  of  England.  In  thefe  diflPcrent 
branches  a  great  number  of  people  arc  rmployed,  many  of  thei^ 
boys  and  girls,  who  muil  othcrv/irc  have  b.i  n  Ml  -  for  Ibmc  years. 
It  muft  be  extremely  agreeable  to  every  man  who  wifhes  well  to 
his  country,  to  ice,  in  the  fummer  Icalbn,  both  fides  of  the  river,  and 
a  great  many  other  fields  about  town,  covered  with  cloch  and  threads; 
and  to  hear,  at  all  feafons,  as  he  pafles  aluiig  the  ftreets,  the  tnduf- 
trious  and  agreeable  noiie  of  wf ivcrs  looms  and  twill-mills.  The 
late  unfortunatu  llagnai.uii  ot  trade  has  beeu  iek  here,  well  as  ia 
moll  other  parts  of  the  illand  but  it  is  hoped,  if  things  were  alittle 
more  fettled,  trade  will  revive,  and  the  induibrious  arti£ca-s  be  again 
all  employed. 

Befides  chde  general  manufaOores, icveral  others «f  amore local 
kind  are  carried  on  here :  there  is  a  very  confiderable  one  of  hard- 
ibap  and  tallow-candles  both  of  which  are  efteeined  excellent  of 
their  kinds,  as  thegendetnen  concerned  Ijpaied  no  expeooe  to  bring 
their  manufafture  to  perftAion :  their  candles,  djpeciattf  their 
moulded  ones  are  reckoiied  the  heft  and  moft  elegant  that  have  been 
made  in  SeuliMd^  and  grant  quantidcs  of  them  are  lent  to  EHgUmi 
and  to  the  JV^In£ts,  They  are  made  after  the  Knifii^im  manner^ 
and  with  this  view  they  had  «  man  from  LaaiMi,  at  very  high  w^geSk 
There  are  alfo  two  caiuiing  wocka  in  town*  and  a  copperas  work  in 
the  nc%hboiho0d. 

Before 
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Before  the  year  1735  the  whok  people  in  the  parifli,  town  and 
country,  faid  their  prayers  in  one  church*  and  the  reverend  and 
learned  Mr.  Rohtrt  AfiUv  difcharged  the  whole  dudes  of  the  pafto- 
ral  office  for  many  years  without  an  alHftant :  but  fince  that  pe- 
itod  the  town  has  increaled  ib  much,  that  befides  the  old  church 
there  are  now  two  large  ones,  and  two  receding  meeting>houie$* 
The  church  firft  built,  called  the  L^b^  or  low-church,  is  in  form 
of  a  GnA  crofi,  very  well  laid  out,  and  contains  a  great  num- 
ber of  people :  the  other,  called  the  high-church,  is  a  very  fine 
buikUttg,  and,  as  it  Hands  on  the  top  of  a  hill*  its  lofty  ftone 
ipire  ia  ieen  at  a  vaft  dtftance :  the  church  is  an  oblong  fquare, 
ii  eighty-two  feet  by  fixty-two,  within  the  walls,  built  of  free, 
ftbne,  well  iinoothed,  having  ruflic  corners,  and  an  degpmt  ftone- 
cornice  at  top :  tho*  the  area  is  lb  large,  it  has  no  pillars ;  and 
the  ieacs  and  lofts  arc  ib  well  laid  out,  that,  tho'  the  church  con- 
tains about  three  thoufand  people,  every  one  of  them  fees  the 
minifter  :  in  the  conftrudion  of  tberoc^,  (which  Is  a  paviUion,  co- 
vered with  Hate,  having  a  platform  covered  with  lead  on  the  tup) 
there  is  fomething  very  curious  ^  it  is  admired  by  every  man  of  t arte, 
and,  with  the  whole  butkling,  was  planned  and  condud:cd  by  the 
late  very  ingenious  BmllU  fyhyte^  of  this  place.  The  town-houfc  is 
a  very  handfome  buildinp;  of  cut-ftone,  with  a  tall  fpire,  and  a 
clock  :  part  of  it  is  let  for  an  inn,  tfie  rert  is  ufed  as  a  prifon,  and 
court-rooms  i  tor  here  the  fherifF-courts  of  the  county  are  held. 
The  flefti-markct  has  a  genteel  front,  of  cue  floi  e,  and  is  oik 
of  the  ntatcit  and  mo(t  coinniOtlious  of  the  kind  in  Bntain : 
butchers  meat,  butter,  cheefe,  fifh,  wooi,  ruu!  ii-vLird  oc!ici  arti- 
cles, are  ibid  here  by  what  tbey  caii  the  tron-pound  of  22  EngUjh 
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ounces  and  a  half.  The  poor-houfe  is  a  brgi:  building,  very  well 
laid  out,  and  ftands  oppoHte  to  the  quay,  in  a  fine  free  air :  it  is 
fupporttd  by  a  fmall  tax,  impofed  upon  the  inhabitants  quarterly. 
There  are  at  prefent  in  thc  houfe  above  fixty,  of  which  number 
about  thirty-fix  are  boys  and  girls,  who  are  carefully  educated, 
and  the  boys  put  out  to  bufinefs  at  the  expence  of  the  houfe. 
Befides  thefe,  many  out>penfioners  have  weekly  fupplies.  Moft 
of  the  mechanics  and  artificers  in  town,  and  ieveral  others,  that 
fall  not  under  thefe  denominations,  have  formed  themfelves  into 
Ibcieties,  and  have  eflabliOied  funds  for  the  aid  of  their  diftitfs'd 
members  :  thefe  funds  are  generally  well  managed,  and  of  very 
great  benefit  to  individuals! 

The  old  part  of  the  town  runs  from  Eaft  to  Weft  upon  the 
South  Hope  of  a  ridge  of  hills,  from  which  there  is  a  pleafant 
and  very  extenfive  profpeft  of  the  city  of  Gk/gowy  and  the  acya- 
cent  country  on  all  fides,  but  to  the  Southward,  where  the  view  ter- 
minates on  a  ridge  of  green  hills,  about  two  miles  diftant.  In-, 
eluding  the  late  buikiinp;s  and  fuburhs,  it  is  about  an  EngJiJh  mile 
long,  and  much  about  the  lame  breadth.  So  late  as  the  year 
1746,  by  a  very  accurate  furvcy,  it  was  fouhd  to  contain  icarce  four 
thouland  inhabitants  ;  but  it  is  now  thought  to  have  no  fewer  than 
from  ten  to  twelve  thouland,  all  ages  included.  The  Earl  of 
Abercorn\  bunal  place  is  by  much  the  sreateft  curiofity  in  Paijley : 
it  is  an  old  Gothic  chapel,  widiout  pulpit  or  pew,  or  any  ornament 
whatever  i  but  has  the  fincfl.  echo  perhaps  in  the  world  :  when  the 
cud-door  (the  only  one  it  has)  is  ihut,  the  noilc  is  equal  to  a  loud 
and  not  very  diftant  clap  of  thunder  \  if  you  ftrike  a  fmgle  note  of 
mific,  you  heartht  found  gradually  afccnding,  till  it  dies  away, 
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ti  if  flt«9  tmmenle  diftsooe,  tndxU  tbe  while  difiiillfigitjelfthnHigh 
the  cifcumunfaieiit  air :  if  a  good  voice  lings,  at  a  mu0cal  inftru- 
peat  is  wcU  played  upon,  the  efifcft  is  inexpreffibly  agreeable.  |p 
this  chapel  b  the  oMMiumeiit  of  Mtr/ory  Bruce:  Ihe  lies  recumbent, 
with  her  hands  doled,  in  the  attitude  of  prayer :  above  was  once  a 
rich  arch,  with  Iculptures  of  the  arms,  &c.  (ler  ftory  is  fingular : 
ihe  was  daughter  of  R^t  Bntcg,  and  wife  of  JValter^  Great  Steward 
of  Sc9tlanJt  and  mother  of  Rsl/eri  the  Ild.  In  the  year  13 17,  when 
Ihe  was  big  with  child,  (be  broke  her  heck  in  hunting  near  this 
place:  the  Cefarim  operanon  was  inftantly  peiformcd,  and  the 
child  taken  out  alive }  but  the  operator  chancing  to  hurt  one  eye 
with  his  inftrument,  occalioned  the  blemilh  chat  gave  him  afterwards 
the  epithet  of  Bltar-^  %  and  the  monument  is  alio  ftyled  that  of 
Queen  Bleary.  In  the  fame  chapel  were  interred  EUzabeib  Muir 
and  Eupbmia  Ro/sy  both  cooforts  to  the  fame  monarch :  the  firft 
died  before  his  acceffion. 

About  half  a  mile  S.  Weft  of  PrJJley  lies  Ma::z::t!!cn  :  a  v^ry  neat 
little  village,  erecftcd  fince  the  year  1 746,  where  the  manufad;ure$  of 
filk  gauze  are  carried  on  to  a  confiderable  extent. 

There  is  fcarce  a  veftige  remaininp;  of  rhr  monaftery,  fo\mded  in 
1 1 60  by  Walter  fon  of  Allan^  *  Dapiier  Regis  Scoitte  pro  anima 

*  quondam  regis  David  et  anima  Henrici  regis  Anglic  ct  anirr^.a  co- 

*  mitis  Henrici  et  pro  falute  corporis  et  animse  regis  Malcoimi  ct  pro 

*  animabus  omnium  parentum  meoruiri,  et  benefaftorum  nec  non 

*  et  mei  ipfi us  falute,  &c.*  The  moaks,  who  were  inltru^led  with 
this  weighty  charge,  were  firft  of  the  order  of  CluniacSy  afterwards 
changed  to  Ojierctofu oiid  laftly,  the  firit  order  was  agam  ic- 
Jftored. 
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The  garden  wall,  a  very  noble  and  excenfive  one  of  cut  ftonc, 
conv^s  fome  idea  of  the  antient  grandeur  of  the  place :  by  a  nidfe 
infcriptton,  ftil)  extant,  on  the  N.  Weft  corner,  it  appears  to  have 
been  built  by  Gmgt  Sbmo.,  the  abbot,  in  the  year  1484,  the  fame 
gentleman  who  four  years  after  procured  a  charter  for  the  town  of 
Faifliy,  The  infcription  is  too  ftngular  to  be  omitted :

As  the  Gieat  Stewards  of  Sc9thmd  were  their  patrons  and  be> 
aefaAors,  they  enjoyed  ample  privileges,  and  very  confiderable 
revenues ;  they  were  the  patrons  of  no  fewer  than  thirty-one  pa- 
ciflies,  in  difibrent  parts  of  the  kingdom.  The  monks  of  thfs 
abby  wrote  a  chronicle  of  Scots  a0kirs,  called  the  black  book  of 
Paifitf^  an  authentic  copy  of  which  is  faid  to  have  been  burnt  in 
die  abby  of  ik^oodbatft^  during  Qrmmers  ufurpatton :  another 
copy  taken,  from  Mr.  RoUrt  SpoUifiBQQd*^  library,  was  carried  to 
Mug&uid  by  General  Lm^t»  The  chartulary  of  the  monallery 
is  faid  to  be  ftill  extant  s  the  account  of  the  charters,,  bulls  of 
confirmation,  donations,  &c.  is  brought  down  to  the  year  1548. 
Jebn  Hamikm,  the  laft  abbots  was.  natural  brother  to  the  Duke 
of  HamUtM^  and,  upon  his  promotion  to  the  fee  of  St.  Andrews^ 
in  1546,  refigned  the  abbacy  of  PaiJUy  in  favor  of  Lord  QmuL 
BmmUm%,  third  foa  of  that  Duke  ^  which  refignation  was  after-

tnnU  confirmed  by  Pope  JuSits  III,  in  the  year  1 553.   This  Lont 
Cbuid  HmmUm^  titular  abbot  of  Paifl^^  upon  the  difTolution  of 
the  moiialleries  obtained  from  King  Jams  the  Vlth,  a  charter, 
ere^kiog  the  lands  belonging  to  the  abbacy  into  a  temporal  lord- 
flup:  this  charter  is  dated  at  E£nhirgb^  Jtiljf  29,  1587.  He 
was»  by  the  fame  prince,  created  a  peer,  in  1591,  by  the  title  of 
Lord  Pmjkift  and  died  in  1621.  In  1604  his  eldeft  (on  bad  been 
created  Lord  Atereonh  and  in  1606  was  railed  to  the  dignity  of 
an  earl.   The  family  is  now  ivprefented  by  the  Right  Hon.  Jama 
Earl  of  Abmoniy  Baron  Hamilton  of  Slrahmi,  in  Ireland^  Sec.  The 
lordihip  oi  Paijley  was  difpofed  of  to  the  Earl  of  Angus^  in  the  year 
1652,  and  by  him  to  IVilliam  Lord  CocbrMy  afterwards  Earl  of 
Dm^aid,  in  1653,  in  which  family  it  continued  till  the  year 
1764,  when  the  prcfent  Earl  of  Abercom  re-purchafed  the  ptfier- 
nal  inheritance  of  his  family.     The  abby-church,  when  entire, 
has  been  a  grand  building,  in  form  of  a  crofs  ;  the  great  North 
window  is  a  noble  ruin,  the  arch  very  lofty,   c'le  niiddle  pillar 
wonderfully  light,  and  ftiU  entire  :  only  the  chancel  now  remains, 
which  is  divided  into  a  middle  and  two  fide-ifles  •,  all  very  lofty 
pillars,  with  gothic  arches ;  above  thefe  is  another  range  of  pil- 
lars, much  larger,  being  the  feginent  of  a  circle,  and  above  a 
row  of  arched  niches,  from  end  to  end  j  over  which  the  roof 
ends  in  a  fliarp  point.    The  outfidc  of  the  building  is  decorated 
with  a  profufion  of  ornaments,  efpecially  the  great  Weft  and 
Nortit  doors,  than  which  fcarce  any  thing  lighter  or  richer  can  be 
imagined. 

But  notwithftanding  popery  and  cpifcopacy  were  expelled  this 
country,  yet  fuperftition  and  credulity  kept  full  poffcflion  in  thefe 
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putM.  In  1697  twenty  ^oor  wretches  were  condemned  ibr  the 
imaginary  crime  of  witchcnft*  and 'five  iftiiaUy  fufleied  at  the 
ftake  on  Jim  loth  in  the  fame  year  *.  One  young  and  handfome  1 
to  whom  b  attributed  the  heroic  reply  mentioned  in  my  foraier 
volnme  f.  80  deep  wit  the  felly  of  ezcefs  in  belief  rooted  heic^ 
thu  fnll  Ctedit  icems  to  have  been  given  to  an  account  that  one 
of  die  condemned  (a  wizsard)  was  -ftrangled  in  his  chair  by  die 
devilf  I  fuppofe  leall  he  flumkl  make  a  confeflSon  to  the  detriment 
of  die  iervice. 

The  veftiges  of  the  jRMMn  camp  at  Pnyky^  are  at  preient  almoft 
annihilated.  Of  the  outworks  mentioned  by  Camdeny  there  are 
no  traces  of  any  excepting  one,  for  at  a  place  called  CaftU  Bead^ 
are  ftill  left  a  few  marks,  but  nothing  entire.  There  had  been  a 
military  road  leading  to  the  camp,  which  is  fuppofed  to  have  been 
Ac  vmdk/rra  of  Ptolemy. 

Continue  fny  journey  towards  Rcnfrcu\  On  the  road  lee  a. 
moxiriL  or  tumulus,  witii  a  fofs  round  the  bafe,  and  a  Tingle  ftone 
crcdted  on  the  top.  Near  this  place  was  defeated  and  Qain  Sumer- 
kd  Thane  oi  ylrgyk,  who  in  1159,  with  a  great  army  of  banditti, 
colledcd  from  Ireland  %       other  parts,  landed  in  the  bay  of  St.

+  The  girl  at  Worloii  made  a  rf  rly  eqaall/  great.  Her  perfecntors  hid  only 
one  circumfiance  agaioft  her,  that  of  concealiog  kerfeif :  for  whea  the  nob  caiM 
i»f«taeh«r«wtlnr,  AehidhifMfntbtcoal-lMte^  Qa  her  tiyal  the  fajMtaadcia 
pitying  her  youth  and  innocfttw,  advifcd  her  to  plead  her  belly.  She  relied

That 
this  mount  was  railed  m  memoiy  of  lb  fignal  an  event  is  not  im- 
probable, efpiecially  as  we  are  told  hj  a  mofl:  refpedable  writer*, 
that  his  troops  reched  unmoleftedi  therefore  might  have  leifore 
to  fiing  up  this  ufual  tribute  to  the  honor  of  their  leader. 
•  Reach  Ra^rm  the  county  town,  now  an  inconfideraUe  place. 
Btkert  the  Ild.  had  a  palace  here,  which  ftood  on  a  piece  of  ground 
of  about  ba}f  an  acre,  ftill  called  the  CtfUeUBi  but  nothing  re- 
mains but  the  ditch  which  furrounded  it.  This  monarch  firft  made 
Sta^hw^  independent  fheriffdom,  for  before  it  was  joined  to 
that  of  Lamk, 

.  Pafi  by  the  tower^of  Inchy  or  iQe  fo  called,  from  its  once  hav- 
ing been,  as  tradition  fays,  furrounded  by  the  Chde.  Mr.  Craw* 
fardf  in  his  hiftory  of  the  county  informs  us,  it  had  been  the  pro- 
perty of  the  barons  Rc/s  of  Hmdkbtad, 

All  the  land  in  thefe  parts  excellent,  but  moft  ill  and  flovenly 
dceflcd.  Crofs  the  Cfyde,  pafs  by  Parties  a  village  where  the 
bakers  of  Glajgow  have  very  confidcrable  mills  on  the  water  of 
Kehin^  and  a  great  tm;!  of  land,  at  prelVnt  valued  at  ten  thou- 
fand  pounds-,  originally  granted  to  them  by  the  regenc  A/wrr/iy, 
in  reward  for  their  fcrviccs  in  fupplying  liis  army  v.iih  bread  pre- 
vious to  the  dccifive  battle  of  Langfide.    Return  again  to  Glafgcw, 

Set  out  in  company  with  Mr.  Gslh&rne^  for  Lech-ktmnd.  Pals 
for  a  few  miles  over  a  picafant  country,  hilly,  well  cultivated,  and 
often  prettily  planted,  and  thick  let  with  neat  I'ilks.  Go  over 
the  fite  of  the  Roman  wall,  near  Bemulie^  where  liaJ  been  m  con-

of  Lenox,  or  SherifiiloDi  of  Dumbarton. 

See  on  the  right  Mugdoc  caftle,  a  fqiiare  tower,  the  antient  feat 
of  the  Grahams :  and  near  it  is  a  mount,  probably  the  work  of 
the  Romans^  for  they  penetrated  on  this  fide  as  far  as  the  banks 

Loch  Lomond,  a  gold  coin  of  Nero  znd  another  of  Traj.vi  hav- 
ing been  fousul  in  the  parifh  of  Drummond.  The  country  now 
grows  high,  mooiy,  black,  and  dreary.  Pafs  over  Fenivick  briuj^c, 
flung  over  a  dark  and  rocky  glen,  Ihaded  with  trees,  impending 
over  a  violent  torrent.  Leave  at  'fomc  diftance  on  the  right 
the  fmall  houfe  of  Mofs^  immortalized  the  birth  of  the 
great  Buthmum,  Crofi  a  handlbme  bridge  over  the  water  of  En- 
ntrie^  and  breakfaft  at  the  village  of  Drummm  or  DrmmoHd  with 
the  rev.  Mr.  Miufarlane,  the  minifter  of  the  place.  The  parilh, 
which  takes  its  name  from  Dnum^  a  back,  from  the  ridg^  that  ran 
along  it,  is  in  extent  nine  miles  by  feven;  and  fome  years  ago 
contained  about  a  thoufand  eight  hundred  fouls }  but  the  number 
is  much  reduced  by  the  unfeeling  pradice  of  melting  fcvcral  Icffcr 
farms  into  a  greater.   Arrive  once  more  within  fight  of  the  charm- 

Approach  its  fliores,  go  through  the  narrow  pafs  of  Bualmacba^ 
where  the  Grampian  hills  finifli  in  the  lake.  Many  of  the  ifles 
run  in  a  line  with,  and  feem  to  have  been  a  continuation  of  themi 
appearing  like  fo  many  fragments  rent  from  them  by  fome  violent 
coQvuliion.   Arrive  in  a  beautiful  bay :  the  krjies  of  the  hills  on 

the 
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the  ri^hc  arc  ioliy  :  iome  filled  with  fmall  pcbbicii  others  have 
a  ferruginous  look.  The  iflands  are  mountanous  and  exhibit 
variety  of  charms.  Ltcb-Ca^ochy  or  xhe  iQ.c  of  nunsj  has  on  it  the 
remains  of  a  church,  is  finely  wooded }  and  is  faid  to  have  been  the 
Jcat  of  the  hit  reclules.  Inck-MKtrmy  or  the  iilc  of  St.  MiarinuSt 
is  two  miles  long,  is  a  deer  park,  and  has  on  it  the  ruins  of  a  houfe 
once  belonging  to  the  family  of  Lemt.  On  this  illand  Cst- 
^gbomit  Laird  of  Lup^  with  feveral  of  his  followers,  ¥wre  barbaroufly 
murdered  by  a  party  of  iflanders,  who,,  under  condudfc  of  Lauchlan 
Mukatt  and  h^ardoc  Gikjin,  in  1439,  carried  fire  and  fword  through 
this  part  of  SritMi, 

VarkMis  other  iOands  grace  this  fine  ezpanfe :  Lich-Lnmg  of  great 
extent  ii>  blackened  with 'the  deep  green  of  yews.  The  ofprey  inha- 
bits a  ruined  caftle  on  Inch  GaUtrmtb:  and  feverul  little  low  and  naked 
iiksierve  to  diverfify  the  Icene.  From  this  ipot  the  boundaries  of 
the  water  are  magnificent  and  diftinil :  the  wooded  fide  of  the 
wedern,  and  thefoaring  head  <^  Bat'JmoiuL  on  the  eafteroy  form  a 
view  that  is  almoft  unequalcd. 

The  top  of  this  great  mountain  is  compofed  of  a  micaceous  flate,  BsM'touoirD. 
mixed  with  quartz.    The  Jibbafdia  procumbens,  a  plant  unknown  in 
England,  grows  on  the  upper  parts,    Ptarmigtins  inhabit  its  fammirj 
and  roes  tlie  woods  near  its  bale,  the  moii  fouchern  reforc  of  thofe 
animals  in  our  ifland. 

The  height  of  Bcn-bmond  f  rom  the  furfacc  of  the  lake  is  three 
thoufand  two  hundred  and  forty  feet :  the  profpedl  from  the  fummit 
of  vaft  extent :  tiic  whole  extent  of  Locb-buwid  widi  its  wooded  iflcs 
appears  juit  beneath*.  Locb-httHg^  Locb-keUering^  Locb-eam  and  the 
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river  Chdt  form  the  principal  waters.  The  mountains  of  Arran  ap- 
pear very  diilind,  and  to  the  North  ^/  upon  A^s  fill  up  the 
amazing  view. 

BvcHAWAv.  Return  the  fame  way,  and  viStAubmum^  the  feat  of  tlie  Dvke  cf 
Jy^trofe,  in  alow  and  inoft  dHadvMitageous  fituationf  within  a  mtlc 
of  the  lake,  witHout  the  left  view  of  fo  delicioua  a  water.  This  had 
been  the  (eat  of  the  BtulwnsMS  for  fix  or  feven  ages,  till  it  was  pur- 
chafed  hf  the  family  of  MuUn/it  ibmetime  in  the  laft  centuiy. 
Trees  grow  well  about  the  hou&  *»  and  the  country  yields  a  good 
deal  of  barky  and  oats,  fone  potatoes,  but  very  little  wheat. 
His  grace  has  in  his  poJieffion  a  portrait  of  his  heroic  anceftor 

*Mo'«  TiioL?  Marquifs  of  A^minfi :  his  fix  viftoriea,  great  as  they  wete^  do 

him  lefs  honor  than  his  magnanimity  at*the  hoor  of  bis  death :  he 
afoendcd  the  gibbet  with  a  dignity  and  fortitude  thatcauied  the  ig- 
nominy of  bis  punifiunent  to  vanifii :  he  fell  with  a  gallant  contempt 
of  the  cnielcft  infults  i  with  that  intrepid  piety  that  blunted  the 
malice  his  enemies,  and  left  them  filled  with  the  confufioo  natural 
to  little  minds,  dilappointed  in  the  ftrained  contrivances  of  mean 
revenge. 

It  is  amufingtoread  the  weak  e^eds  of  fear,  envy  and  rancour 
in  the  reportsof  the  times :  '  1  he  witches  (find  the  wretched  cove- 

*  nanters)  were  confulted  at  his  birth ;  it  was  predided  that  the  boy 

*  would  trouble  Scotland  i  and  while  he  was  *  fucking  child  (add 

*  they)  he  eat  a  venemous  toad  '* 

Walk  in  the  afternoon  over  the  neighboring  environs.   See  the 

water 
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water  of  Emteric  ttiac  difclurges  itfelf  here  inco  the  lake.  Salmon 
in  their  aonoal  nugration  pafs  up  the  Leven^  traverfe  the  lake^  and 
leek  this  river  to  depofit  their  (pawn. 

The  fiirfflcc  of  Loci^Lmaid  has  for  fevml  years  paft  been  ob- 
ierved  gradually  to  increafe  and  invade  the  adjacent  ihore:  aiid 
there  is  reafon  to  fuppoie  that  churches,  houfes,  and  other  build- 
ing have  been  loft  in  the  water.  Near  Im/s  is  a  lar]ge  heap  of 
ftones  at  a  diftance  from  the  Ihore,  known  by  the  name  of  the  old 
church  I  and  about  a  mile  to  the  South  of  that,  in  the  middle  of 
a  large  bay,  between  Cam^addan  and  the  ifle  Licb-lavautiy  is  ano- 
ther heap,  faid  to  have  been  the  ruins  of  a  houfe.   To  confirm 
diii^  it  is  evident  by  a  paflTage  in  Camden's  Atlas  Britannicay  that 
an  ifland,  extfting  in  his  time,  is  now  loft,  for  he  fpeaks  of  the 
ifle  of  Camjlraddan^  placed  between  the  lands  of  the  fame  name 
and  Iftcb'lavMiatkt  in  which,  adds  he,  was  an  boufe  and  orchards 
Befides  this  proof,  large  trees  with  their  branches  ftill  adhering 
are  frequently  found  in  the  mud  near  the  (hore,  overwhelmed  in 
former  times  by  the  Increafe  of  water.    This  is  fuppofed  to  be 
occafioned  by  the  vaft  quantities  of  ftone  and  gravel  that  is  con- 
tinually  brought  down  by  the  mountain  rivers,  and  by  the  falls  of 
the  banks  of  the  i>i;r/i ;  the  firft  filling  the  bed  of  the  lakcj  the 
kit  impeding  its  difchargc  through  the  bed  of  the  river. 

Mr.  Golhorne.,  at  the  requeft  of  the  feveral  proprietors,  has 
made  a  voyage  and  furvey  of  the  lake,  in  order  to  plan  feme  re- 
lief from  the  incroachment  of  the  water.  He  propofes  to  form  a 
conftatu  navigation  down  the  Leven^  by  deepening  the  channel, 
and  cutting  through  the  neck  of  two  great  curvatures,  which  will 
cut  only  enable  the  inhabitants  of  the  environs  of  Latb-Lonmdy  to 
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convey  their  flate,  timber,  bark,  &c.  to  the  market  j  biicalfoby 
lowering  the  furface  of  the  lake^  recover  fome  tboufimds  of  acres 
now  covered  with  water. 

The  tide  flows  up  the  Ltva$  two  miles  and  a  quarter.  Fitmi 
thence  as  ftr  as  the  lake  is  a  rapid  current,  the  fall  being  nineteen 
ieet  in  five  miki :  the  water  is  alfo  full  of  Ihoals,  fo  that  in  dry 
ftaibns  it  becomes  unnavigable  i  and  even  at  beft  the  veilels  are 
drawn  up  by  a  number  of  horfea. 

I  muft  not  leave  the  parifli  of  Dnomimi  without  faying,  that 
the  celebrated  N^ier  of  MerelufiMi  author  of  the  logarithms^ 
was  born  at  GsrUes^  within  its  precinfts. 
j9itB  14*15*       Still  at  Gkfgow :  am  honored  with  the  freedom  of  the  city. 
JvMi  16.  Set  out  for  Greenocky  pafs  agaia  through  Renfrew :  the  coun* 

try  very  fine,  the  lanes  for  fomc  fpace  well  planted  on  both  fides. 
Ilide  over  Incbinnan  bridge,  near  which  Matthew  Earl  of  Lenost^ 
in  1506,  built  a  magniBcent  palace :  get  upon  fome  high  grounds^ 
and,  above  the  feat  of  Lord  Glencaim,  have  a  fine  view  of  the 
Clydey  Dunbarton,  and  all  the  Northern  fliorc.  Reach  Greenock  t 
after  dinner  take  bont  and  crofs  into  the  fliire  of  Lenox,  and 
land  where  the  pariih  of  Rcfneatb  juts  out,  and  narrows  the  bay 
to  tlie  breadth  of  three  miles,  forming  in  that  part  a  lort  of  ftrait : 
the  profpe<5t  in  the  middle  of  this  pafTagc  uncommonly  fine  •,  a 
contraft  of  fertility  and  favage  views  :  to  the  Ealt  were  the  rich 
ihorcs  of  the  (hires  of  Renfrezv  and  Lcnox^  the  pretty  feats  on  tlx 
b.ii.ivi,  d.c  wooded  penuilula  Ardmore  \  and  to  the  Well 
BummaTHr  ■ipp^'irs  the  craggy  tops  of  the  hills  of  Argykjhire.  Vifit  Rofe^ 
math  houfe  a  neat  feat  of  the  Duke  of  Argyky  dated  1634 : 
the  grounds  well  planted,  the  trees  thriving :  in  one  pare  of  the 
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fnSHa  101  ihewD  a  precipitous  rock,  to  which  I  wii  infiunMd  cbtt 
the  hcRf  WmBsu  was  purfoed,  and  obliged  to  leap  down  co  tvoid 
captivity:  his  horiSs  periihedt  the  hero  efcaped  unhurt.  Thia 
country  was  the  feat  of  the  Miu-Aidays^  who  (truggled  long 
with  the  Campbek  in  defence  of  their  rights^  but  their  genius 
proved  the  weaker. 

CroTs  over  the  mouth  of  Locb-gair,  which  runs  to  the  N.  fix  or 
levcn  miles  up  the  country,  the  end  overhung  with  lofty  ragged 
mountains.  Vifit  j^rtUn-capel^  a  new  houfc  of  Lord  Frederic 
Campbell,  firuare  on  an  eminence,  commanding  a  molt  beautiful 
view  of  the  Renfrtvo  ftiore,  nnd  the  profpeil  of  the  ports  of  Port- 
Clafgovj  and  Greenock,  continually  anirn;ucd  with  the  movement 
of  fhips,  and  the  bufy  haunt  of  commerce.  Ardin-capel  was  an-  AaDiir»CAFii,i 
ticntiy  pofrefled  by  a  family  of  the  fame  name-,  but  in  the  time  of 
Jatnes  III.  it  was  changed  to  that  of  Mac-Aulay,  from  the  word 
j^U^  happening  to  be  the  chrilban  name  of  the  owner. 

VOYAGE. 

Go  on  board  the  taif  BrtMc  CanphS,  a  cutter  of  maetf 
tons,  Mr.  jttbiMTtmp/iit  nufter.  Sail  at  half  an  hour  paft 
two  in  the  afternoon ;  pafs,  on  the  left,  the  ▼lUage  and  litde  bay 
of  Cmroeky  a  place  of  failors  and  fifliermen ;  on  the  right,  the 
point  of  Rfifematby  in  Lenox  between  which,  and  that  of  Strone, 
*  in  Cowal^  a  portion  of  Argykfidrt^  opens  LotlhLnag^  or  the  loch 
of  fhrps,  which  runs  North,  many  miles  up  the  country.  This  is 
the  Skipqfiord  of  the  NorwegtMS,  having  in  their  tongue,  thefiune 
(ignifiaitioa.   To  this  phice,  in  1263,  Hat9y  King  of  Norway,  de- 
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€ac1ied»  with  fixty  (hips,  fome  of  his  officers,  who  landed  and  de- 
ftroycd  all  the  country  round  Locb-Lemmd*.  Immediately  beyond 
tlic  point  of  S/rone  the  land  is  again  divided  by  the  Hoi^-Locbt  0( 
Locb'Seanty  extending  Wcftward.  On  its  Northern  fhore  is  KilmuHy. 
once  the  feat  of  a  collegiate  church,  founded  by  Sir  Duncan  Campbel^ 
in  1441,  and  fince  that  time  the  burial-place  of  the  houfe  of  .fr^'/f. 

S:ecr  South,  conveyed  rnrficr  by  the  force  of  the  tide  than 
wind  :  the  ch;inncJ  ftrait,  and  lo  narrow  as  to  make  every  objccfti 
diftindt.  On  the  Faftern  fhore  is  the  iquare  tower  of  Leven,  and 
a  little  farther  projects  the  point  of  Cloch.  Almoit  oppofite,  on  the 
Wefterji  lidc,  arc  the  ruins  of  the  caftle  of  Dunoon :  this  fortrcfs 
was  poflcfled  by  the  Englijb  in  1334,  but  was  uken  in  behalf  of 
* .  David  Brucfy  by  Sir  Colin  Campbdy  of  Locbcw^  who  put  the  gar- 

ril'on  to  the  fword  :  in  reward  he  was  made  hereditary  governor^ 
and  had  the  grant  oi  ccriawi  laiuU  towards  its  fupport. 

The  view  down  the  Firih  now  appears  extremely  great :  the 
Ihire  of  Renfrew  bounds  one  fide  i  the  hills  of  Cowalj  iloping  to 
the  wacqr  edge,  and  vacied  with  woods  and*,  corn*  fends,  grace  the 
Ii&i«o»cvMRAT.  Other:  in  fiont  are  the  greater  and  the  M&rCmr^^Sy  the  firft 
once  remarkable  fbr  its  church,  dedicated  to  St»Celiimba^t  and  at 
prefent  for  the  qttarries  of  beautiful  free-ftontj  the  laft  for  the 
abundance  of  rabbets ;  the  ifle  of  Bute^  with  its  fertile  Ihore,  lies 
oblique,  and  the  ftopendous  mountains  of  Jrrsn^  fbar  at  fome 
diftancefar^  far  above. 

Otm^ 
t  DcAfi  of  the  iilc«,  6* 
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'  Am  carried  by  the  point  and  caftle  of  7'«aur/,  the  flat  Southern 
extronitjr  of  Owalf  leaving  on  the  Eaft  the  (hire  of  Ttwart  is 
the  propertf  of  the  Lmsnds^  who,  during  the  civil  wars,  fiding  with 
Mmtnfi,  were  belieged  in  it,  and  on  the  furrcnder,  put  to  the  fword*. 
At  a  diftance  a  pointed  out  to  me,  in  that  county,  the  fite  of  Largs^  BATTLaovLAKoi. 
diftinguiflied  in  the  St§tti^  annals  for  the  final  defeat  of  the  Mntv- 
pafis,  in  1263,  which  put  an  end  to  their  invafions,  and  reftored  to 
&0/iWthepo0eflionof  the  Hebrides* 

Steer  towards  the  coad  of  Bute^  and  in  the  evening  land  ac  the  IiuorBtfTi* 
little  point  of  ^im/i^)  and  walk  up  to  Mount-Stewart,  the  feat 'of  the 
Earl  of  Btdii  a  modern  houie,  with  a  handfome  front  and  wings  : 
cheiltuation  very  fine,  on  an  eminence  in  the  midft  of  a  wood,  where 
trees  grow  with  as  much  vigor  as  in  the  more  Southern  parts,  and 
extend  far  beneath  on  each  fide  \  and  ThroiUcs,  and  other  birds  of 
£wgi  fill  "the  groves  with  their  melody. 

The  iflc  ot  Bute  is  about  twenty  meafured  miles  long  ;  the  ^ 
breadth  unequal,  perhaps  the  greateft  is  five  miles  ;  the  number 
of  acres  about  twenty  thoufand  j  of  inhabitants  about  four  thou- 
fend  :  here  are  two  pariflies,  Kingartb  and  Rotbtfay  \  at  the  lad 
only  the  Erji  language  is  ufed.  It  muft  be  obfcrved  alfo,  that 
iiv  the  iall  church  were  buried  two  of  the  bijhops  of  the  ijks  fy 
but  whether  it  was  at  umes  the  rciidcncc  of  the  prelates  docs  not 
appear. 

The  country  rifes  into  fmall  hills,  is  in  no  part  mountanous, 
buL  IS  higheft  at  the  South  end.  The  ftrata  of  ftone  along  the 
Ihore  from  Ratbefay  bay  to  GUi^iM^  1$  a  red  grit,  mixed  with

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pebbtes  i  fiom  the  firft,  tranfvcrfe  to  Sf^^  bay, .»  a  bed  of 
flate^  which,  feems  to  be  a  cooditoatkm  of  that  fpecics  of  flcuM^ 
rifing  near  Stmkbht^  on  the  Ealtern  fide  of  ScotUmdf  and  con* 
tinned,  with  fome  iotemiptiona,  to  thia  ifland  but  is  of  a  bad 
kind,  both  at  its  ori^n  and  tsnnioation.  In  the  South  end  is  forae 
limedone  :  fame  fpotted  (tone,  not  unlike  Ahm,  is  found  near  the 
South  end. 

QuAoftVFips.       xhe  quadrupeds  of  this  iflaod  are  hares,  polecats,  weefels,  otters^ 
ieab,  and  as  a  compliment  to  the  ibiU  moles.  Among  the  birds, 

grous  and  partridge  are  found  here. 
Cv&TiVATiOM*  The  cultivation  of  an  extcnfive  i^zS:  on  this  eaflern  fide  is  very 
confiderable.  In  the  article  ot  inclofure,  it  fias  rhe  flart  of  the  more 
fouthcrn  counties  of  this  part  of  the  kingdom  :  tlir  hedges  are  tall, 
thicic  and  vigorous  :  the  white  thorns  and  wicken  trees  now  in  full 
flower  •,  and  about  two  thoufand  acres  have  been  thus  innprovcd. 
The  manures  are  coml  and  fca  fhells,  ka  weeds  and  lime.  I  ob- 
fervetl  in  many  places  whole  ftrata  of  corals  and  fhells  of  a  vaft 
thickncfs,  at  prefent  half  a  mile  from  the  fea,  fuch  lofles  has  tlut 
element  fuftained  in  thefe  parts.  The  ifland  is  deftitute  of  coal,  but 
ftill  much  lime  is  burnt,  here,  not  only  for  private  uic,  but 
for  exportation  at  a  cheap  rate  to  the  ports  of  Greenack  and  Port* 
Clafgow. 

The  produce  of  the  ifland  is  barley  oats  and  potatoes.  The 
barley  yields  nine  from  one :  the  oats  four.  Ttimqia  and  artificial 
graflbs  have  been  laielf  introduced  with  good  fuccefi :  fi>  that  the 
inhabitants  may  have  iat  mutton  throughout  the  year.  A  greac 
Faaiii*  number  of  cattle  are  alio  reared  here.  The  higheft  £mn  here  is 
iizty  pounds  a  year,  excepting  a  fingle  (keep  fum  which  rents  for 
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two  hiiiidved  1  but  the  medium  is  aboat  twenty.five.  Arable  liiid 
.0  ftc  It  nine  or  ten  (hiUingi  an  acres  tlie  price  of  laboren  is  eight- 
pcnceadaf.  Rentsaieat  preTent  moftly  paid  in  money :  the  rent 
ioU  of  the  illaod  is  about  four  thoiifand  pounds  a  year^  Lord  Bute 
yofle0«  much  the  greater  ihare »  and  two  or  throe  private  gentlemen 
the  reft. 

The  air  is  in  general  temperate :  no  mifts  or  thick  rolling  fbgi 
Aom  the  fea»  called  in  the  North  a  karb^  ever  inieft  this  iOand. 
Snow  is  ftaroely  ever  known  to  lie  here  1  and  even  that  of  laft  winr 
fer,  ib  remarkable  fi>r  its  dqMh  and  durttion  in  other  places,  was  in 

this  ifland  fcarce  two  inches  deep.    The  evils  of  this  {dace  are  winds 
and  rains,  the  laft  coming  in  deluges  from  the  Wed. 

When  the  prefent  £arl  of  JSitfif  came  to  his  eftate,  the  farms  were 
pofTeiTod  by  a  fetof  men,  who  carried  on  at  the  (ame  time,  the  pro- 
feffion  of  hufbandry  and  fiOiing  to  the  maoi&ft  injury  of  both.  His 
kfdlhipdrew  a  line  between  thefe  incongruent  employs,  and  obliged 
each  to  carry  on  the  bufinefs  he  preferred,  dillindl  from  the  other  : 
yet  in  juftice  to  tlye  old  farmers,  notice  muft  be  taken  of  their  (kill 
in  ploughing  even  in  their  rudeft  days,  for  the  ridges  were  flrait,  and 
the  ground  laid  out  in  a  manner  that  did  them  much  credit.  Buc 
this  new  arrangement,  with  the  example  gtven  by  his  lordihip  of 
inclofrng',  by  the  incouragement  of  burning  iunc  lor  lame  ;  and  by 
tranfporting  _^rd//j  to  the  ncarcll  market  the  produce  of  ail,  has  given- 
to  this  ifland  its  prefent  flourifliing  afpe^V. 

This  iflc  with  that  ot  y/rraw,  the  greater  and  the  klTtv  CumhaVy  and 
Ifuh-ma?  iii^r,  form  a  county  uniler  the  name  of  Bu:e.  This  liiirc 
and  that  oi  Cathmfi  fend  a  [nrrnber  to  parlcment  alternately. 

Civil  caufes  are  dctcruuncd  here  as  in  other  counuci*  01  iiui>  pari  Goviknuiht* 
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of  the  kingdom,  by  the  fherifF-depute,  who  is  always  refident : 
he  is  the  judge  in  fmaller  matters,  and  has  a  falary  of  about  a 
hundred  and  Hfty  pounds  a  year.  Juftkes  <^  peace  have  die  lame 
'powen  herr,  and  over  the  whole €CMinty,  as  in  other  places:  but 
in  Ntrth-Briudn  no  other  qualification  is  required,  after  nominft* 
tion,  than  taking  out  their  commiflions,  and  giving  the  ufual 
oaths. 

Crimtnals  are  lodg^  in  the  county  jail  at  RptJtefa^t  but  are  re- 
moved for  trial  to  Inveraray  \  where  the  judges  of  the  court  of  juA 
tidary  meet  twice  a  year  for  the  determining  of  criminal  caufes  o£« 
certain  diftrift. 

The  Eari  of  But9  is  admiral  of  the  county  by  commilBon  from  his 
majefty,  bat  no  way  dependent  on  the  loid  high  admiral  of  SMlaitd ; 
fi>  that  if  any  maritime  cafe  occurs  within  this  jurifiiidion  (even 
crimes  of  as  high  a  nature  as  murder  or  piracy)  his  lordfliipv  by  vir- 
tue of  the  powers  as  admiral,  is  fufficient  ju(%e»  or  he  may  ddqg^te 
hh  authority  to  any  deputies. 
Jviis  18.  Vifit  the  South  part  of  the  ifland :  ride  to  the  hill  of  Cil-cbatta% 

a  round  eminence,  from  whence  is  a  vaft  view  of  all  around,  infular 
and  mainland.  ObfervCt  on  the  face  of  the  hills,  that  the  rocks  dip 
aUnoft  perpendicularly,  and  form  long  columnar  ftacks,  fomc  bp- 
pofing  to  us  their  fides,  others  their  angles :  are  hard  and  cherty, 
but  not  bafaltic  \  a  term  I  apply  to  disjointed  columns  reiembliog 
thofe  of  the  gianfi  caufetvay, 

Dcfccnd  to  the  ruin  of  old  Kin-garth  church.  Two  cemeteries 
belong  to  it,  a  higher  and  a  lower :  the  laft  was  allotted  for  the  in- 
terment of  females  alone  becaufe,  in  old  times,  certam  women 
being  employed  to  carry  a  quantity  of  holy  earth,  brought  from 
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Rme,  loft  fome  hj  the  way,  aad  fo  inciimd  this  penalty  ISw  thmr 
negligence  that  of  being  buried  Jeparaled  from  the  other  kK, 
■  Near  thii  f»Uce  is  a  djcular  iadofure>  called  the  DimPs  QmUrm  $ 
it  is  made  of  ftckoe,  of  esceUent  mafonry,  bjit  without  mortar,  having 
the  iolideiaced  in  the  moftimooth  and  regular  mam  Thew^ 
at  prdent  are  only  iera  &ct  fix  inches  high,  but  are  ten  fo  in  thick- 
ncis:  on  one  fide  is  an  entrance^  wide  at  the  begging,  but  grows  grip 
dually  narrower  as  it  approaches  the  area,  which  is  thirty  leetdiameier* 

Mr.  GmbH  has  engraven,  in  ta^,  iii,  a  building  fimilar  to  this, 
near  the  courfe  of  the  wall,  called  Catm-fual,  and  ftyles  it  a  cafieUum, 
This,  I  prefumc,  could  never  have  been  defigped  as  a  place  of  de- 
ience,  as  it  is  fituated  beneath  a  precipice,  from  whofe  iummit 
the  inmates  might  inftandy  have  been  opprefiisd  by  ftones,  or 
miffile  weapons : '  perhaps  it  was  a  fan£l:uary ;  for  the  name  of 
the  church,  Kiihgartb  implies,  Khh  chief  or  head.  Garth*  a 
ianftuary  the  common  word  for  places  of  refuge  Gkrtb  being 
corrupted  from  it. 

The  South  end  of  Bute  is  more  hilly  than  the  reft,  and  divided 
from  the  other  part  by  a  low  fandy  plain,  called  Langal  chorid,  on 
which  are  three  great  upright  Hones,  the  remains  of  a  Dmdual 
circle,  originally  compofed  of  twelve. 

Return  over  a  coarfe  country,  and  p.i!s  by  lands,  lately  inclofcd 
with  hedges,  growing  in  a  very  prolpcrous  manner.  Pals  by 
Locb-afcogy  a  fmali  piece  of  water  and  ibon  after  by  Loch-fad^ 
about  a  mile  and  three  quarters  long,  narrow,  rocky  on  one  fide, 
prettily  wooded  on  the  other.  The  other  lochs  are  Locb-^uyen., 
and  Lfffb-Greenan    and  each  has  its  river.    Reach  Ro/befiy,  the 
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KoTMtAT.  capital  I  a  fmall  but  welLbuilt  town,  of  fmall  houfes^  and  abdUC 
two  huAdtcd  families  s  and  within  tliefe  few  years  much  improved. 
The  females  fpin  yarn }  the  men  fopport  themiclves  by  filhing. 
The  town  has  a  good  pier,  and  lies  at  the  bottom  of  a  fine  bay» 
whole  mouth  cxaftly  opens,  oppofite  to  that  of  Loch-Strtveiii  in 
(^aml:  here  is  a  fine  depth  of  water,  a  iecure  retreat  ^  and  a  itady 
-navigation  down  the  Fhrti  for  an  export  trade :  maga»nes  for 
good^  for  fooeign  pacts  might  moft  adrantageouily  be  eibbliihed 
here-. 

Gama.  The  caffle  has  been  bulk  at  difFcrent  times  j  the  prelcnt  entranae 

by  Rclfert  III.  the  reft  is  quite  round,  with  round  towers  at  the  fides 
and  is  of  unknown  antiquity.    HuJI^ec  \grandron  of  SomerlUt  was 
kiUed  in  the  attack  of  a  caftJe  m  BiUi^  perhaps  of  this.  Haeo-f 
took  the  caftle  and  whole  ifland  in  the  year  1263.    It  was  feized  by 
Edward  Baliol,  in  1334s  J  when  pofieflcd  by  the  high  fteward  oif 
Scotland,  a  friend  of  the  Bnues,  and  heir  to  the  crown,   loathe  year 
following,  the  whole  ifland,  as  well  as  that  of  Arratk,  was  ravaged 
by  the  Efi^HJh,  under  the  command  of  Lord  Dar^jr,  Lord  Jufticc  of 
Ireland.    Soon  after,  the  natives  of  ylrran  and  Buie  arofe  §,  and,  un*. 
armed,  made  an  attack  with  rtones  on  Jian  LiU,  the  Englijh  governor, 
put  his  party  to  flight,  and  n;covered  the  fortrcls.    It  became 
after-tiop.cs  a  royal  refidencc  :  Robert  III.  II  lived  there  for  a  confi- 
derable  time  •,  much  attention  was  bellowed  on  it,  for  in  the  reign  of 
Janusy.  we  find,  that  one  of  the  articles  of  accufation  againrt  Sir 
jfjomes  hamtUofiy  was  his  not  accounting  for  three  tiiouiand  crowns, 
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deftincd  t9  rrftm  fht  etJMe  mdftiktitf  Rafwf,  *  In  1^44,  the  Earl  ; 
of  Lmnt^  iflifted  by  the  Es^Ufit^  macle  hiinielf  mailer  of  die  phce : 
and  in  the  beginning  of  the  Uft  centary  (on  what  occafion  I  do  not 
lecolleft)  it  wis  burnt  by  the  Matquifs  of  Argjk, 

Bute  is  faid  to  derive  its  name  from  Btiti^  a  cell,  St  Brmdm 
having  once  made  it  the  place  of  his  retreat }  and  for  the  fime  rea^ 
Ion,  the  natives  <^ this  ifle,  and  alio  of  Arran^  have  been  fomecimes 
ftyled  Brandam*  It  was  from  very  early  times,  {lart  of  the  patri- 
mony of  the  Stuaris  :  large  pofleflions  in  it  were  granted  to  Sir  John 
Stuart  y  natural  Ton  of  Rokrt  II.  by  one  of  his  mi(trenes,  but  whether 
by  his  beloved  Aiere  or  Mortb«M%  or  his  beloved  Marieta  dt  Cmdtif^ 
is  what  I  cawKK  determine,  f 

Continue  our  ride  along  a  hilly  country,  open,  and  under  tiil^e : 
paft  on  the  right,  the  caftle  and  bay  of  C<ww«,  long  the  property  of 
the  B.innetttynes :  turn  to  the  Weft,  defcend  to  the  (hore,  and  find 
our  boat  ready  to  convey  us  to  the  vcOcl,  which  lay  at  anchor  a  mile 
diHant,  under  Iiuh-wnrnoc. 

An  idand  fo  called  irom  St.  Marnoc,  where  appear  the  ruins  of  a  Iucb-Makmoc* 
chapel,  and  where  (according  to  Fordun  *)  had  been  a  cell  of  monks. 
The  extent  of  this  little  ifle  is  about  a  mile,  has  a  hundred  and  twenty 
acres  of  arable  land,  forty  of  brufh-wood,  near  three  hundred  of 
inoor,  and  has  vaft  ftrata  of  coral  and  fhells  on  the  Weft  fide.  It  is 
inhabited  by  a  orcntleman  on  half-pay,  who,  widi  his  family,  occupies 
the  place  under  Lord  Bute.

Turn  Northward,  leave  the  point  of  Skipif^  to  the  S.  Weft-,, 
and  with  difficulty  get  through  a  ftrait  of  about  a  hundred  yards 
wide,  with  funk  rocks  on  both  fides,  into  the  fide  and  piecty  har- 
Loca-TAaiAT,  of  the  Eaftern  Loch-Tarkffy  of  capacity  ftiflicient  for  a. 

umber  of  flups^  and  of  a  fine  dcpdt  of  water.  The  fceneiy 
was  pifturefque  j  rocky  little  iHands  lie  acrofi  one  puu  fo  as  to- 
form  a  double  port  at  the  bottom  extends  a  fmall  villagp  5  on 
the  Cantyre  fide  is  a  fq  iare  tower,  with  veftiges  of  other  ruins', 
builc  by  the  family  of  Jrg^^ie  tofecure  their  Northern  dominions 
from  the  inroads  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  peninfula:- on  the 
Nortlicrn  fide  of  the  entrance  of  the  harbour  the  rocks  aiV  of  a 
moft  groteique  form:  vaft  fragments  piled  on  each  other-,  the- 
faces  contorted  and  undulated  in  fuch  figures  as  if  CRUed  by 
fufion  of  matter  after  iome  intenic  heat;  yet  did  not  appear  to  me- 
a  lava^  or  under  any  fufjgicion  of  having  been  the. recrement  of  a. 
vulcdno. 

Land  at  the  village^,  where  a  great  quantity  of  whilky  is  diftilled. 
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V30t  the  narmir  neck  of  land  which  jmu  CmiFjfrf  fe»  South  JCn^ 
i^z  it  b  fcaicelj  •  »ife  wide»  is  partlf  moxafly,  partly  inter* 
fefisd  bf.ftnta  of  racks,  that  are  dipping  continuations  from  the 
adiaceoc  mountains  of  each  diftri£fc»  There  have  beoi  plans  for  -Puvoud  csmmu 
fiittifg  a  canal  thcough  this  jftbmus  to  facilitate  the  navigatkm 
between  the  Weftero  ocean  and  the  pons  of  the  Cifik^  and  to 
take  awaj^  the  necefficy  of  iailing  through  the  torbuknt  tides  of 
the  Miff  of  Omtfre:  it  is  fupp<^  to  be  pra^icable,  but  at  valt 
yff|ifi>w»  ^  at  an  expence  beyond  the  power  of  North  BritMm.  to* 
ofi^y  except  it  could  realize  thofe  Turns  which  the  wiflies  of  a 
few  of  its  foiB  had  attained  in  idea.    While  I  meditate  on  the 
gnjeftr  and  in  imagination  ice  the  weakh  of  the  Antii/gs  fail  before 
me,  the  illufion  burfts,  the  fhores  are  covered  with  wracked  fortunes  j 
lealdiftrefe  fuccccds  the  ideal  riches  of  JlnafchoTy  and  difpels  at. 
oaoe  the  beautiful  vifion  of  Aertn  IM\uid  the  much-affeaed. 
traveller. 

Afcend  a  fmall  hill,  and  from  the  top  have  a  view  of  the 
"Weftcm  Locb-l'arbat^  that  winds  along  for  about  twelve  miles,, 
and  is  one  continued  harbour,  for  it  has  erght  fathom  water  not 
very  remote  from  this  extremity,  and  opens  to  the  fea  on  the 
Weft  coaft,  at  Aird-Patric :  the  boundaries  are  hilly,  varied 
with  woods  and  trads  of  heath-,  the  country  yields  much  pota~- 
toes  and  fome  corn:  but  the  land  is  fo  interrupted  with  rocks^ 
that  the  natives,  inllcad  of  the  plough,  arc  obliged  to  make  ufe 
of  the  fpade. 

The  time  of  the  tides  vary  greatly  at  the  ternunadofts  of  each^-

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•of  thefe  harbours:  at  this  die  flood  had  advanced  in  the  Eaft 
loch  full  three  quarters  ;  in  the  other  onljr  one  hour.  According 
to  fome  remarks  Mr.  Jtma^Wmts^  of  GU^vm^  favored  me  Fitb* 
the  fpring-tides  in  £i|ill-?«rAar  flow  tenfeet^  fix  inchest  in 

only  four  feet,  fix  inches,  or,  in  very  extraordinary  tides^ 
two  feet  hi|^.  The  tides  in  the  Wcik  Joch  are  moft  irregular » 
fometimes  neither  ebb  nor  flow  \  ac  other  times  ebb  and  flow 
twice  in  a  tide,  and  the  quantity  of  the  falie  ebb  is  about  one 
foot.   The  nnean  height  of  the  firth  of  Ckfdi  is  greaser  than  that  of 

It  is  not  very  long  fince  vcffcls  of  nine  or  ten  tuns  were  drawn 

by  horfes  out  of  the  Weft  loch  into  that  of  the  Eaft»  to  avoid  the 
dangers  of  the  Mull  of  Canlyre^  fo  dreaded  and  fo  little  known 
was  the  navigation  round  that  promontory.    It  is  the  opinion 
of  many  that  thele  little  ilthinus's,  fo  frequently  Itylcd  J'.^rhat- 
in  N.  Britain^  took  their  name  from  tlic  above  circumftance  j 
*Tarrui)3g  fignifying  to  draw,  and  Bala,  a  boat.    This  too  might 
be  called,  by  way  of  pre-eminence,  the  Tarhat^  from  a  very  fin- 
gular  circumftance  related  by  Torf^nu*.    When   Magnus  the* 
barefooted^  King  of  Norway^  obtained  from  Donald-bane  of  Scot- 
Inud  the  cefTion  of  the  Weftern  iflts,  or  all  thofe  places  that 
could  be  furrounded  in  a  boaf,  he  a  !  1'  !  ro  them  the  penin- 
fula  of  Cantyre  by  this  fraud  ;   he  placed  hiaifelf  in  the  ftern 
of  a  boat,  held  the  rudder,  was  drawn  over  this  narrow  tra£t, 
and  by  this  ipedes  of  navigation  wrefted  the  country  from  his 
brother  monarch.

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In  the  afternoon  attempt  to  turn  out,  but  am  driven  back  by  zi\ 
adverfc  gale. 

Get  out  early  in  the  morning  into  tile  fame  expanfe  as  before : 
land  on  Lub-Bm^  or  the  yellow  ifle  ;  an  entire  rock,  covered  with 
the  ZJcbat  pariettnus.  Sail  by  Imb  Jk(ute  \  amuled  by  the  fporting 
of  ieals.  Hail  a  fmall  fiOiing-boat,  in  order  co  purchafe  Tome  of 
its  cargo :  am  anfwered  by  the  owner,  that  he  would  not  fell  any, 
but  that  part  was  at  my  fervice}  a  piece  of  gcaerofity  of  greater 
merit,  as  in  this  fcaroe  feafon.  the  fubftance  of  the  whole  familjf 
depended  on  the  good  fortune  of  the  day.  Thus  in.  thefe  parts 
hofpitality  is  found  even  among  the  moft  indigent, 

Moft  of  the  morning  was  pafled  in  a  dead  calm :  in  the  after- 
noon fiicceeded  briflc  gales,  but  from  points  not  the  moft  favor- 
able, which  occa0oned  frequent  tacks  in  fight  of  port :  in  one 
broke  our  top-fail  yartL  During  chdc  variations  of  our  cour&, 
bad  good  opportunity  of  obferving  the  compofition  of  the  ifle 
of  Arran  :  a  fcries  of  vaft  mountains,  running  in  ridges  acrofs 
the  whole  J  their  tops  broken,  ferrated,  or  fpiring-,  the  fummit 
of  Goa^eld  rifing  far  above  the  reft,  and  the  fides  of  all  Hoping 
towards  the  water  edge:,  a  fcen^.  at  this  diftanoe,  of  favage 
fteriliiy. 

Another  calm  within  two  miles  of  land  :  take  to  the  boat,.and 
approach  Locb-Rataa^  a  fine  bay,  at  the  N.  end  of 

The  ifle  of  Arran, 

where  I  land  in  the  evening.  The  approach  was  magnificent :  a 
fine  bay  in  front,  about  a  mile  deep,  having  a  ruined  caftle  near 
the  kmer  end,  on  a  low  far  prqjefting  neck  of  land,,  that  forma

another  harbour,  with  a  narrow  pafTage;  but  within  has  three 
hxhom  of  water,  even  ac  die  loweft  ebb.  Beyond  is  a  little  plain 
watered  by  a  ftream:  am)  inhabited  by  the  people  of  a  fmali 
village.  The  whole  is  environed  with  a  theatre  of  nx)uncainsi 
and  in  the  back  ground  the  Icrrated  crags  of  Grkmaf-JtM 
above. 

Cait&b.  Vifit  the  caftle,  which  confifts  ef  two  fquare  parts  united^  built 

•of  red  grit  ftone:  in  one  room  is  a  chimney  piece,  and  fire  place 
laiige  ,cnougjh  to  have  roafted  an  ox :  but  now  ilrewed  with  the 
ihells  of  limpets,  the  hard  fare  of  the  poor  people  who  occafioo- 
ally  take  refuge  here. 

This  fortrefs  was  founded  by  one  of  the  Scot^fi  monarchs,  and 
is  of  fome  antiquity,  for  Fordimt  who  wrote  about  the  year  1580^ 
jpeaks  of  this  and  Brodie^  as  royal  caftlcs. 

The  village  of  Ranza  and  a  fmall  church  lie  a  little  farther  iii 
the  plain.    The  lad  was  founded  and  endowed  by  ^Awf  Dotchcls  of 
HamiUoHy  in  aid  of  the  church  of  Kilbride  %  one  of  the  two  pariflics 
this  great  ifland  is  divided  into. 
Basking  Shark-  informed  of  a  baflcing  Ihark  that  had  been  harpooned 

fome  days  before,  and  lay  on  the  fhore,  on  the  oppofite  iide  of  the 
'  bay.  Crofs  over  to  take  a  view  of  a  fifh  fo  rarely  to  be  met  with 
in  other  parts  of  Great  Britain  ;  and  find  it  a  monfler,  notwithftand- 
ing  it  was  much  inferior  in  fiz.e  to  other',  tfini  ire  fometimes  taken t 
for  there  have  been  inftances  of  their  being  frotn  thirty-fix  to  forty 
feet  in  length. 

This  was  twenty-feven  fen  four  inches  long.  The  tail  con- 
fided ot  two  unequal  lobes ;  the  upper  five  feet  long :  the  lower 
ihicc.   The  circumfcteflQc  of  the  body  ^reat:  the  ikio  cinfwous : 
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mid  rough.  The  upper  jaw  much  longer  than  the  lower.  The 
ceeth  nunuie,  dtfpdfed  in  numbers  along  the  jaws.  The  eyes 
.phced  at  only  fourteen  inches  diftanoe  £nom  the  tip  of  the  nole. 
The  apertures  to  the  gills  very  bng,  and  furnilhed  with  ftrainers 
of  the  fubftance  of  whalebone. 

Thefe  filh  are  called  in  the  Erfi^  Qdrkm%  by  the  Scauht  SmI^ 
J/b,  from  the  appearance  of  the  dorlal  fins  above  water.  Thejr 
inhabit  moft  parts  of  the  weftern  coafb  of  the  northern  leas: 
Jjmuats  fays  within  the  wBk  circle :  they  are  found  lower,  on 
the  coaft  of  Ncrwaj^  about  the  Orkney  iOcs,  the  H^ridu\  and 
on  the  coaH  of  Ireland  in  the  bay  of  BatifiHUum,  and  on  the 
ff^ei/b  coafts  about  Angiefea.  They  appear  in  the  Firtb  in  June 
in  fmall  Ihoals  of  feven  or  eight,  continue  there  till  the  end  of 
Jufy  and  then  difappear.  Thty  are  moll  inoffenfive  jfifli ;  feed 
either  on  exanguious  marine  aniiTvils,  or  an  alg^c^  nothing  being 
ever  found  in  their  ftomachs  except  iome  dilTolved  greeniih 
matter. 

They  I'wim  very  deliberately  with  their  two  dorfal  fins  above 
water,  and  fcem  quiefcent  as  if  afleep.  They  are  very  tame  or  very 
ftupicl  •,  and  permi  he  near  approach  of  man  :  will  fufFer  a  boat  to 
follow  [ht-m  without  accelerating  their  motion,  till  it  comes  almoft 
within  coiuafl,  when  a  harpooner  llrikes  his  weapon  into  the  filh 
as  near  the  gills  as  puiTible :  but  they  arc  often  fo  infenfiblc  as 
not  to  move  until  the  united  ftrength  of  two  men  has  forced  in 
the  harpoon  deeper :  as  foon  as  they  perceive  themielves  wounded, 
they  fling  up  their  tail  and  plunge  headlong  to  the  bottom,  and, 
frequently  coil  the  rope  round  them  in  their  agonies,  attempting 
CO  diiengage  themlelves  from  the  weapon  by  rolling  on  the  ground, 
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for  k  is  often  Imind  greatljr  bent.    As  foon  w'  they  difcover  that- 
their  efibrts  are  m  ytsn^  tliey  f«am  away  mdi  imazing  rapidity, 
and  wieh  fydk  Tiolence  that  »  veflet  of  70  tans»  has  been  towed' 
by  ttKRi  Mfpan^  t  fiefli  gale :  they  (bmetimes  rsa  oSF  with  zoa 
fadioms  of  line,  and  with  two  harpoons  in  them }  and  will  find 
'  employ  to  the  fiflien  for  twelve  and  fomettmes  twcntjr-fbur  hoars, 
befbie  tfae^r  are  fiMied.  When  kitted  thcjr  ara  ritherhaaled  onr 
Ihore,  or  if  at  a  diftaoor,  to  the  veflePs  fide.    The  liver  (the 
only  v&M  part)  is  taken  out  and  meltad  into  oil  in  ve0eis  pro- 
vided for  diat  pnrpole :  a  large  fifli  wiU  yield  eight  barreb  of  oil, . 
and  two  of  ledimettt>  and  prove  a  profitable  capture. 
'  The  commilBoners  of  forfoked  eftaces  were  at  confiderable  ex— 
pence  in  encouraging  this  fpecies  of  HITiery ;  but  the  pedbo  they 
confided  in,  mod  (hamefully  abufed  their  goodncfi  $  lb  at  pre^t< 
it  is  only  attempted  by  private  advcntaren* 

Retuan,  land  again  and  walk  through  a  pretty  wood  of  fmalh 
trees,  up  the  fide  of  a  hill  that  bounds  the  weflern  fide  of  the 
bay*    A  gigantic  iirog  *  of  the  fpecies  called  by  Lhatausy  Bombina^ , 
prefented  itfelf  on  the  path.    In  the  courfc  of  our  ramble,  fall  in 
with  the  manfe^  or  minifler's  habitation ;  pafs  a  chearful  evening , 
with  him,  imd  meet  with  a  hcarry  welcome,  and  the  beft  fare  the. 
place  would  afii^rd.   Return  to  our  ikif,  which  bad  anchored  in. 
the  bay. 

Procure  horfes,  and  (accompanied  by  Mr.  Lmdfay\  the  miniller) 
ride  up  the  valley,  crofs  the  htde  river  Ranza,  and  leave  that  and 
a  corn-mill  on  the  right.    Alc^nd  the  iteeps  of  the  barren  moun'* 
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xains,  witfi  preci^ccs  often  on  the  one  fide  of  onr  pMbi  of  which 
our  obftinaie  flecds  preferred  the  very  matffB,  See  to  the  Weft 
■ibe  great  cng^  of  Griaium-AM,  with  eaglet  fearing  otver  their 
naked  fiimmits.  Pafi  through  woods  of  birch,  foiaiU»  wcaiher- 
-beaiea  and  bkOed-:  defcend  by  Mat-fmimfs  Cgm^  crofi  the  water 
•of  tewfib,  near  the  vilh^  of  the  fame  name:  lee  a  low  mo< 
numenul  ftone;-  keep  along  the  Eaftern  coaft^  hear  %  (emxin 
pftttchcd  beneath  •  ilent  formed  of  iails,  on  the  beach  \  the  eon- 
rgi^g^ion  numeioua,  devout,  end  aicenttve^  leafed  «loog  the  Ame^ 
forming  A  gniupe  pidkurefque  and*  edifying.

The  ride  is  continued  along  the  coaH:,  beneath  low  clifia,  whofe 
funnmits  were  cloatlied  with  heath  that  hung  from  their  margins, 
and  feemed  to  diftil  fhowen  of  cryftallin  *  water  firm  every  kai^ 
the  of  the  various  fprings  above.  Meet  a  flock  of  goats, 
ikipping  along  the  fhofC^  attended  by  their  herdfinan;  and  ob- 
ferved  them  collecfling,  as  they  went,  and  chewing  with  great  de« 
light,  the  Tea  plants.  Reach 

Brcdie  caftic,  frated  on  an  eminence  amidflr  flourifhing  plants-  Bao»ig  CAITtif 
tions,  above  a  Imall  bay,  open  to  the  Faft.  This  place  hn*;  not 
at  prtrfcnt  much  the  appearance  of  a  fortrels,  having  hcen  mo- 
demizcdj  is  inhabited  by  the  Duke  of  Hamilten's  agent,  who  en- 
tertained me  with  the  utmoft  civility.  It  is  a  place  of  much  an- 
tiquity, and  fcems  to  have  been  the  fort  held  by  the  Englijb  un- 
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der  Sir  Tnhr  Haftmpt  in  1306,  when  it  was  farprized  by  thefar^ 
tizMis  of  Ri^t  Bruett  and  the  garrifon  put  to  the  fword.  It 
was  demolHhed  in  1456*  by  the  Earl  of  Rfifit  in  the  reign  of  Jmms 
II.  is  faid  to  have  been  rebuilt  by  jMmiS'V.  aad  to  have  been  gar- 
riibned  in  the  time  of  OvarawTs  Qfinpa^ion.  Few  axe  the  iccords- 
preferved:  of  thefe  diftaat  plaoes,  tfacrefere  very  wide  mull  be 
their  liiftorie-gapsi 

BuTomiw  Arnrn^,  or  properly  Arr  irm^  or  the  illand  of  mountains,  feems 
.not  to  have  been  noticed  by  the  antients,  notwithftanding  it  muft 
have  been  known  to  the  RQ-mam^  whole  navy,  from  the  time  of 
Agrkola,  had  iu  ftation  in  the  Glota  Mftuarium,  or  the  Firth  of 
Chfde :  Camden  indeed,  makes  this  ifland  the  Glota  of  AHtonitu^  but 
no  fuch  name  ocurs  in  his  itinerary;  is  therefore  was  beftowed  on- 
Arran  by  fome  of  his  commentators. 

By  the  immenfe  cairns^  the  valt  monumental  ftones,  and  many 
rel!que<?  of  druidiim,  this  iHand  muft  have  been  confiderable  in 
very  antienc  times.  Here  are  ftjll  traditions  of  the  hero  Fingal\ 
or  Fin-mac -coul,  who  is  itippofcd  here  to  have  enjoyed  the  plea- 
fures  of  the  chacc  ;  and  many  places  retain  his  name:  but  I  cair 
difcover  nothing  but  oral  hiftory  that  relates  to  the  ifland,  till  the 
time  of  Magnus  the  barefooted,  the  Ncrujtgian  vi<5lor,  who  pro- 
bably included  Atran  in  his  conquefts  of  Cantyre  *.  It  he  did 
not  conquer  that-  ifland,  it  was  cei  tainiy  included  among  thofe 
that  DonMhm  maB  to  cede;  fbr  it.  appears  that  Athof,  one 
of  the  fucceflbrs  'of  Mggmts,  in  1263,  laid  chime  to  Arra»y  Buu^ 
and  the  Qmtuj^.,  in  coofequence  of  that  proihile:  the  two  firfb.

ehariers  of  hods^Wchdr  native  countiy.  All  thefe  are  now  ab- 
forbcd  by  this  great  family,  except  the  FuBertem  and  a  Stuart, 
defcoidcd  from  a  fon  of  III.  who  gave  him  a  fettlement  here.

Arran  is  of  great- extent,  being  twenty.three  miles. ^rom' ^prw> 
dan  point  north  to  Mdnnean  fouth  $  and  the  number  of  inhatn- 
tants  are  about  feven  thoufand,,  who  ^iefly  inhabit  the  coaih  i 
the  far  greater  part  of  the  country  being  uninhabitable  by  reafon 
of  the  vaft  and  barren  mountains.  Here  a»  only  two  parifhes, 
Kilbride  and  Kihnore^  with  a  fort  of  chapel  of  eafe  to  ench,  founded 
in  the  laft  century,  in  the  golden  age  of  this  illand,  when  it  was 
bleft  with  Anne  Dutchels  of  Hmiiltoiiy  whole  amiable  dilpofition 
and  humane  attention  to  the  welfare  of  Jrratty  render  at  this 
iiiftaat  time,  her  memory  dear  to  every  inhabitant.  £klled  pre- 
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eminence?  when  power  and  mclihaiiun  to  diifurc  happincfs  concur 
in  perfons  of  rank.

The  quadmpedsr  are  very  few  i  duly  ocien»  wlM  cats,  Birm^  QtfA^k'vrihi, 
lAicie,  rabbets  ind  bats:  the  ftag^  which  ofedto  Abooiid,  arc  now 
ledu^  to  about  a  dozehr  Tht  bitd^  are  tg0tSj  hooded  crows^ 
wild  plgMnir,  ftanrs,  blacft  gaine,  grous,  pt^ittigan^,  daws,  fjje^in 
plovers  and  curlews,  Mr.  Sru/tri  in  afccnding  Geatfield  Ibond  the 
fccondary  ^ther  of  an  eagle,  wliite  with  a  brown  fpol  at  the' 
bafe,  which  fecmed  to  belong  to  fome  unknown  fpecies.  It  may 
be  remarked  that  the  patridge,  at  prefect  inhabits  this  idand,  a. 
proof  of  the  advancement  of  agriculture. 

The  climate  is  very  feverc :  for  befides  the  violence  of  winds,  Climavs* 
the  cold  is  very  rigorous ;  and  fnow  lay  htrt  in  the'  vallies  for 
thirteen  weeks  of  the  laft  winter.    In  fumrtier  the  air  is  remark- 
ably falubrioiis,  and  many  invalids  rcfort  here  OA  that  account^ 
and  CO  4riak  the  whey  of  goats  milk* .       •  - 
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DittAiii.  Xbe  principal  difeafe  here  is  the  pkurify :  linall-poaE^  meaflet 
and  chin-cough  vUit  the  iOand  once  in  feven  or  eight  yean.  The 
pra&ice  of  bleeding  twice  every  year  feems  to  have  been  intended 
as  a  preventitive  againft  the  pleiirify :  bat  it  is  now  performed  with 
the  utmoft  regularity  at  fpring  and  fall.  The  Dnke  of  Hamthat 
keeps  4  fargeon  in  pay ;  who  at  thofc  feafons  makes  a  tour  of 
the  ifland.  On  notice  of  his  approach,  the  inhabitants  of  each 
farm  aflcmblc  in  the  open  air  -,  extend  their  arms  $  and  are  bled 
into  a  hole  made  in  the  ground,  the  common  receptacle  of  the 
vital  fluid.

NikTtTSt.  The  men  arc  flrong,  tall  and  well  made;  all  fpcak  the  Erfe 

language,  but  the  antient  habk  is  eiuircl;/  laid  afide.  Their  diet 
b  chiefly  potatoes  and  meal  and  during  winter,  fome  dried  mut- 
ton or  goat  is  added  to  their  hard  fare.  A  deep  dcjedion  ap- 
{>cars  in  general  through  the  countenances  of  all :  no  time  can 
be  fpared  for  amukment  of  any  kind.-,  the  whole  being  given  for 
procuring  the  means  of  paying  iheir  rent^  of  laying  in  their  fuel. 
Of  getting  a  il:an[y  pittance  of  meat  and  cloathing. 

jr^nm.  The  kales  of  farms  are  19  years.  Tl.o  lucceeding  tenants  generally 

find  the  ground  little  better  than  a  tn^ui  m^nuum  ;  aiiJ  for  this 
fealbn}  fliould  they  at  the  expiration  of  the  leafe  leave  the  lands 
in  a  good  (late,  (bme  avaritious  neighbors  would  iiave  the  prefer* 
ence  in  the  next  letting,  by  offering  a  price  more  than  the  per- 
son who  had  expended  part  of  his  fubftance  in  inrichmg  the  farm 
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could  poffibly  do.  This  induces  them  to  kvrt  it  in  the  origiiial 

The  method  of  Iccdog  z.hrm  is  veiy  fingular:  each  is  com-  Rv».Riq  PAman. 
nonly  po0efled  hy  a  number  of  fmall  tefiancsi  thus  a  farm  of 
ibrtf  pounds  a  year  is  occupied  by  eighteen  diflferenc  people^  wlio 
by  thdr  leafts  are  bound,  conjundly  and  feverally^  for  die  pay* 
ment  of  the  rent  to  the  proprietor.  Thefe  lite  in  the  farm  in 
houfes  cindered  together,  fo  that  each  farm  appears  like  a  little 
village.  The  tenants  annually  divide  the  arable  land  by  lot  each 
has  his  ridge  of  land,  to  which  he  puts  his  mark,  fuch  as  he 
would  do  lo.any  writing:  and  this  fpecies  of  farm  ia  called,  hhs* 
rig,  i.  e«  ridg^.  They  join  in  ploughing!  every  one  keeps  a 
horfe  or  more-,  and  the  number  of  thofe  animals  confume  fo 
much  corn  as  often  to  occafion  a  fcarcity  the  corn  and  peas  railed 
being  (much  of  it)  defigncd  for  their  fub  fill,  a  nee,  and  that  of  the 
cattle,  during  the  long  Winter.  The  pafture  and  moor-land  an- 
nexed to  the  farm  is  common  to  all  the  pollcirors. 

All  the  farms  are  open.  Inclofures  of  any  form,  except  in  two 
or  three  places,  arc  quite  unknown  :  fo  that  there  mull  be  a  great 
lofs  of  time  in  prefci  ving  their  corn,  &c.  from  trcfpais.  The 
ufual  manure  is  fea-plants,  coral  and  fliells. 

ITiC  Iiu>i-r;<^  tarrns  are  now  dilcouraged ;  but  fincc  the  tene- 
ments are  let  by  Roup^  or  auction,  and  advanced  by  an  unnatu- 
ral force  to  above  double  the  old  rent,  without  any  allowance  for 
inclofing  \  any  ezaoiple  fit  in  agriculture  \  zny  fecuricy  of  tenure, 
by  lengthening  the  leafts^  aflfairs  will  turn  retrograde^  and  tlie 
fiirms  relapfe  into  thdrold  ftate  of  mdenefii  migration  will  en* 
cceafe  (for  it  has  hcgm)  and  the  foitt  be  reduced  em  below  their

The  pmdace  of  the  ifbttd  a  oati ;  o^  which  about  five  tfaocu 
iaod  bdl$9  tuih  equal  to  nine  Wmcheftar  bufhels,  are  Town :  five 
hundred  of  beans,  a  few  peas,  and  above  a  thoufand  bolls  of  po* 
tatoes,  aie  anniialty  fet :  nocwithftanding  this,  five  hundred  bdla 
of  oat-meal  arc  annually  imported,  co  fublift  the  natives. 

The  live  ftock  of  the  ifland  is  g  183  milch  cows  \  2000  catde^ 
£pom  one  to  three  years  old ;  1058  horfes  *,  1 500  (heep  and  500 
goati :  many  of  the  two  lafl:  are  killed  at  AiirhaelmaSy  and  dried 
for  winter  provifion,  or  Told  ar  Greenock.  1  he  cattle  arc  roldfron> 
'forty  to  fifty  {hillings  per  head,  which  brings  into  the  ifland  about 
1200/.  per  annum  :  I  think  that  the  fulc  oi  horlcs  alio  brings  in 
about  300  /.  Mogs  were  introduced  here  only  two  years  ago.  The 
herring  fiihery  round  the  ifland  brings  in  300/.  the  faie  of  herring- 
nets  100/.  and  that  of  thread  about  500/.  for  a  good  deal  of  flax 
is  fown  here.  Thefe  are  the  exports  of  the  ifland  }  but  the  money 
that  goes  out  for  mere  necelTarics  is  a  melancholy  drawback. 

^,1  he  women  manufa^ure  the  wool  for  the  cloaihing  of  their  fa- 
milies ;  they  fct  the  potatoes,  and  drefs  and  ip:n  the  flax.  They 
make  butter  tor  exportation,  and  theefc  for  their  own  ufo. 

The  inhabitants  in  general  are  fober,  religious  and  induftxious  t 
great  part  of  the  Summer  is  employed  in  getting  peat  for  fuel,  the 
only  kind  in  uie  here ;  or  in  building  or  repairing  their  houfes, 
lor  chfi  bidnela  b£  the  materials  requires  aaaual  repairs :  before 
aftd  after  hasueft  they  are  bufied  in  the  hcning  fiflicfyi  and  dur- 
ing Wiattr  the  ncn  make  their  herring-nets  1  while  the  women- 
ne  employed  in  fpinning  their  linneB  and  wooUen  yam.  The 
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light  they  oftea  ufe  is  that  of  lamps.  From  the  bcgijuiiqg 
February  to  the  end  niM^f^  if  the  weather  permits^  thojr  are  engaged 
jn  laboring  their  ground ;  in  Autumn  they  bum  a  great  quantity 
of  fern,  to  make  kelp.  So  that,  excepting  at  new-year's  day,  at 
marriage';,  or  at  the  two  or  three  fairs  in  the  iHanJ,  they  liave  no 
Icifurc  for  any  aiuufeoients ;  no  wondcT  is  there  then  at  their  dcpref^ 
lion  or  Ipirits, 

This  forms  part  of  the  county  of  i>'«/^,  and  is  iiibject  to  the  fame  Qovimmmv* 
fort  of  government :  but  bcfides,  juflice  is  admimilcrcd  at  the  baron's 
baily-court,  who  has  power  to  fine  as  high  as  twenty  (hillings  ;  can 
decide  in  matters  of  property,  not  exceeding  forty  (hillings  \  can 
imprifon  for  a  month  \  and  put  delinquents  into  the  (locks  for  three 
hours,  but  that  only  during  day  time. 

Take  a  ride  into  the  counciy :  descend  into  the  valley  at  the  head      J*"*  s*^ 
of  ihe  bay  i  fertife  in  barley,  oats  and  peas.  See  two  great  ftooeHi 
in  form  of  colomns,  fet  ctdBc^  but  quite  rude:  thefearecommoD  to 
many  nations  \  are  frequent  in  North  Wtks^  where  they  are  called 
aMMi  imv,  i.  e.  tall  ftones,  mum  gwar^  or  men  pillars,  and  Utdks  • 
are  frequent  in  Cornwall  and  are  alio  found  in  other  parts  of  our 
idand :  their  ufe  is  of  great  antiquity  %  are  mentioned  in  the  Mffik 
writings  as  memorials  of  the  dead,  as  monumeno  of  fricodflup,  as 
mark  ro  diHingu'dh  places  of  worihip,  or  of  fokmn  allembUes 
The  Northern  nations  eteded  them  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of 
great  adions,  fuch  as  remarkable  duels ;  of  which  there  are  prools 
both  in  Denmark  and  in  Scotland',  and  the  number  of  ftones  was  pro- 
portionable to  the  number  of  gjreat  men  who  fell  in  (be  fight  f :  but

from  the  former  Jp:'cies  of  innnumcnt ;  the  fifft  efTay  to  give  to  ftone- 
a  rdcmblance  to  die  huni^n  body.

Arrive  at  TWxwifv^  an  eMenfive  plain  of  good  ground,-  but  quite 
in  a  ftate  of  nature :-  leems  formerly  to  have  been  cultivated,  for 
there  appear  iev«r»l  veftiges  of  dikes,  which.might  have  ierved  as 
boundaries.  There  is  a  tradition  that  in  old  times  the  ihores  were 
covered  with  woods ;  and  this  was  the  habitable  part. 

The  want  of  trees  in  the  intemai  part  at  prefent,  and  the

On  this  phm  arc  tlie  remains  of  four  circles,  in  a  line,  extending  Cmctit  or 
]'..  by  S.  W.  ;  very  few  ftones  are  (landing  to  perted  the  in-  »to«»i. 
clolure,  but  thofe  arc  of  a  great  fize  ;  and  ftand  remote  from  each 
other.  One  is  fifteen  feet  high  and  eleven  in  circumference.  On  the 
outiide  of  thefe  circles  are  two  others  :  one  differs  from  all  T  have 
fccn,  confifting  of  a  double  circle  of  ftones  and  a  mound  within  the 
Icfler,  Near  thefe  are  the  rcliques  of  a  llone  chcft,  formed  of  five 
fiat  iluncs,  the  kngth  of  two  yards  ia  the  inTiuc  ;  the  1  id  or  top  ig 
loll.  In  the  middle  of  thefe  repofitories  were  placed  the  urn  iilled 
with  the  aihes  of  the  dead  to  prevent  its  being  broken  *,  or  to  keep 
fhe  earth  from  mianng  with  the  burnt  remains*  In  all  probability 
there  had  been  a  Cm  or  heap  of  Hones  above. 

By  the  number  of  the  circles »  and  by  their  iequeftied  lituadon, 
tlibfeems  to  have  been  (acred  ground.  Thele  circles  were  formed 
ibr  idig^  purpofes :  Bsetbm  relates*  that  JI^skmv,  ion  ^'FerpA  h 
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a  nftorer  and  cultivator  of  idigkm  after  the  EgypHm  manner  (at 
he  calls  it)  inftituted  feveral  new  and  folemn  ceretnonies :  and- 
caufed  great  ftoncs  to  be  placed  in  form  of  a  circle  ^  the  laigdik 
WIS  fitoaced  towards  the  South,  and  ferred  as  an  altar  for  the  ia* 
crifices  to  the  immortal  gods  *.  Boetbius  is  right  in  part  of  his  ic« 
count :  but  the  objcft  of  the  worftiip  was  the  fun  -|-,  and  what  con- 
firms this,  is  the  fituation  of  the  altar  pointed  towards  that  luminarjr 
in  his  meridian  glory.  In  this  place  the  altar  and  many  of  theflones 
are  loft  i  probably  carried  to  build  houfes  and  dikes  not  very  remote 
from  the  place. 

A  CAitH.  At  a  Imall  diftancc  farther  is  a  cairn  of  a  moft  ftupendous  fizc,' 

formed  of  great  pebbles :  which  are  preferved  from  being  fcattered 
about  by  a  circle  of  large  ftones,  that  furroiincl  the  whole  ba£e:  a 
circumftancc  fometimes  ufual  in  thcfe  monumental  heaps  %. 

DelctJid  through  a  narrow  cleft  of  a  rock  to  a  part  of  the 
weftern  fhore  called  Drum-an-dhin^  or  the  ridge  of  the  fort,  from 
a  round  tower  that  ftands  above.  The  beach  is  bounded  by 
cliffs  ot  whitifli  grit  ftonc,  hollowed  beneath  into  vaft  caves. 
FiKQAb't  CAvi.  The  moft  remarkable  are  thofc  of  I  in-mac-cuil^  or  Finga!,  the  iba 
of  Cumhaiy  tiie  father  of  OJftan^  who,  tradition  fays,  rcAded  ui 
this  ifland  for  the  fake  of  hunting.  One  of  thefe  caverns  is  a 
bttndred  and  twelve  feet  long,  and  thirty  high,  narrowing  to  the 
top  like  a  gochic  arch  i  towards  the  end  it  branches  into  two: 
within  thcfe  two  ifocfles,  which  penetrate  far»  are  on  each  fide

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leveral  finiH  holes,  oppoGte  to  each  other:  ui  thcfc  were  placed 
crmfvcde  beams*  chat  held  the  pot$  in  which  the  heroes  feethed 
their  maSm  i  or  probably*  according  to  the  mode  of  the  time*, 
the  bag|i  *  fiprmed  of  the  Ikins  of  animals  flain  in  the  chace, 
triuch  were  filled  with  flefh,  and  ienred  as  ketdes  fiifficiencly 
ilrong  to  wann  the  contents  i  for  the  heroes  of  old  devoured  dieir 
meat  half  rawt-,  holding*  that  the  juicea  contained  the  beft  nou- 

On  the  front  of  the  diviiion  between  thefe  receflei*  and  on  one 
fide,  are  various  very  rude  figures,  cut  on  the  ftone*  of  men^  of 
animals*  and  of  a  t^fmere  or  two-handed  fwoid :  but  whether  thefe 
were  the  amufements  of  the  Fk^aUum  age^  or  of  after-times*  i» 
not  eaf/  to  be  afcertained  i  for  caves  were  the  retreats  of  pirated 
aa  well  as  heroes.  Here  are  fevcral  other  hollows  adjacent,  which 
are  fhewn  as  the  ftable,  cellars  and  dog-kennel  of  the  great  Mac- 
atil:  one  cave,  which  is  not  honored  with  a  name,  h  remarkably 
fine,  of  great  extenr,  covered  with  a  beautiful  flat  roof,  and  very 
well  lighted  by  two  augiift  arches  at  each  end  :  through  one  is  a 
fine  pcrfpedtive  of  the  promontory  Cam-i/aan^  or  the  white  heap  of 
ftoncswhofe  fide  exhibits  a  long  range  of  columnar  rocks  (not  ha^ 
faltic)  of  han^l  grey  whin-ftonc,  reding  on  a  horizontal  ilratum  of  red 
flone  :  at  the  extremity  one  of  the  columns  is  infultted,  and  Ibrms  a' 
fine  obelifk. 

After  riding  feme  time  along  the  fhore,  afccnd  the  promontory : 
on  the  funmKi  i;i  an  ancient  retreat,  fecured  on  the  land  fide  by  a 
great  dike  of  loufc  ilones,  that  indofes  the  accciUble  part  \  within 
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U  a  fingte  ftone,  ftt  escBt  4  petliaps  to  nurk  the  fpot  where 
the  diteftam  held  his  council,  or  from  whence  he  delivered  his 
Oidefs* 

From  this  ftonc  is  a  fine  view  of  Omtyre^  the  Weftcrn  fide  of^^nrca^ 
being  feparated  from  it  by  a  ftrait  about  eight  miles  wide. 
A  CAifcii.        .  Leave  the  hills,  and  fee  at  FeorUng  another  fbupcndous  cairn,  t 

hundred  and  fourteen  feet  over,  and  of  a  vaft  heiglu  ,  and  from  two  . 
of  the  oppofite  fides  are  two  vail  ridges-,  the  whole  formed  of 
rounded  ftoncs,  or  pebbles,  brought  from  the  fhores.  Thefe  ina- 
menfe  accumulations  of  fiones  are  the  fepulchral  protedions  of  the 
heroes  among  the  antient  natives  of  our  iOands  :  the  ftone-chefts, 
the  repolitory  of  the  urns  and  aflics,  are  lodged  in  the  earth  beneath^ 
fometimes  one,  fometimes  more,  arc  t  i  ru  i  thus  dcpofitcd ;  and  I 
have  one  inftance  of  as  many  as  icvcnruca  or  thcfc  ftone  chefts  being 
difcovered  under  the  lame  cau  n.  ^  The  learned  have  afiigncd  other 
caufes  for  ilicfe  heaps  of  ftoncs  have  fuppofcd  them  to  have  been, 
in  times  of  inauguration,  the  places  where  the  chiefiain-eled  ftood  to 
ihcw  himfclf  to  the  belt  advantage  to  the  people  s  or  the  pk^e  from 
whence  judgment  was  pronounced  \  or  to  have  been  crcdlcd  on  the 
road  fide  in  honor  of  Mercury  \  or  to  have  been  formed  in  memory 
of  fome  iblemn  compad*.  Thefe  might  have  been  the  reaJbns* 
in  ibme  inftances,  where  the  evidences  of  Aone  chefts  and  urns 
aie  wanting  \  but  thole  generally  are  found  to  overthrow  all  other 
iyftenu. 

Thefe  piles  maybe  juftl/  foppofed  to  have  been  proportioned  in 
five  to  the  rank  of  the  perfon,  or  to  his  popuUrity :  the  people  of  a

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whole  diftridV  affembled  to  fliew  their  rcfpcd  to  the  deceaied,  ani)» 
by  an  a6llve  honoring  of  his  memof7,ibon  accumulated  heaps  equal 
to  thofc  that  aftonilh  us  at  this  time.  But  thefe  honors  were  not 
merely  thofc  of  the  day  ;  as  long  as  the  memory  of  the  deceafed  en- 
dured, not  a  pafTengcr  went  by  without  adding  a  (lone  to  the  heap  : 
they  fuppofed  it  would  be  an  honor  to  the  dead,  and  acceptable  to 
his  mattes*

To  this  moment  there  is  z  proverbial  expreffion  among  the 
highlanders  allufive  to  the  old  praAice:  t  fuppUant  wilt  tell  hit 
patron,  Qtrri  mi  elocb  tr  do  ebdrm  *,  I  will  add  a-ftone  to  your  iotrih 
meaning,  when  you  are  no  more  I  wUl  do  all  poflible  honor  to  your 
memory. 

There  was  another  (pedes  of  honor  paid  to  the  chieftains,  that  I 
believe  is  dill  retained  in  this  ifland,  but  the  reafon  is  quite  loft: 
that  of  fwearing  by  his  name,  and  paying  as  great  a  refped  to  that 
as  to  the  mod  facrcd  oathf  :  a  familiar  one  in  jirrM  is,  by  NaU: 
it  is  at  prefent  unintelligible,  yet  is  fufpe&ed  to  have  been  the  name 
of  fomc  antient  Iiero. 

ThcTc  cairns  are  to  be  found  in  all  parts  of  our  iflands,  in  Corn- 
taal,  n^cilfs,  and  all  parts  of  A'^.  Britain  ;  they  were  in  nfe  among  the 
Northern  nations ;  Dah'berg^  in  his  323d  plate  has  the  figure 

of  one.  In  li'^alcs  they  arc  called  Cdr/i?J!d4«  i  but  the  proverb  taken 
from  them,  with  us,  is  not  of  the  compli mental  kind :  Kam  ar  dy 
ten,  or,  a  cairn  on  your  head  is  a  token  of  imprecation.

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Dine  at  Skeddag^  a  fmall  hamlet:  after  dinner,  on  the  road  fi3<^ 
fee,  in  iilyhn  or  »bV<3/^<i*>»  churcli-yard,  a  tomb  called  tliatof  St.  Maol- 
9ft»hU9%^SW»  y^jj,  that  is,  Thefcrvantof  j£sus.  The  Uint  is  reprerented  in  the 
habit  of  a  priefl:,  with  a  chalice  in  his  hands,  and  a  croiier  by  him  : 
the  ftone  was  bipkeo  about  half  a  year  ago  by  ibme  facrikgious 
fellow,  in  ftarch  of  treaforei  bucan  iflander,  who  ftood  by,  affured 
me.  that  the  attempt  did  not  go  unpunifli'd,  for  loon  after  the  auda- 
dom  wretch  was  vifited  with  a  broken  leg.  * 

St.  Mtol-Jos  was  a  companion  of  St,  GUSmfa  ;  the  laft  chofe  Jona 
for  the  place  of  his  lefidences  this  faint  fixed  on  the  little  ifland  of 
Lml^  and  officiated  by  tons  at  Styitm^  wheie  he  died  at  the  age 
<^  a  hundred^  and  was  there  interred. 

In  this  evening's  ride  pais  by  fome  ftrms,  the  only  culdvated 
trad  in  the  tnttnud  parts  of  the  country :  faw  one  of  forty  pouQdt 
a  year,  which  had  fixty  acres  of  arable  land  annexed  to  it.  Am 
infimed  that  the  general  Jize  or  value  of  farms  was  eight  or  juae 
pounds  a  year. 

Return  to  BroMc  callle, 
Jm»i,  Take  a  ride  to  vifit  other  parts  of  the  iOand:  go  thiougli  the 

village  of  BrcdiCt  at  a  fmall  diftance  beneath  the  caftle.  Vifit  Gkm- 
TvHVu*  «%,  a  plain,  on  which  are  five  earthen  iutmSt  or  barrows»  placed 
in  a  row,  with  another  on  theoutfide  of  them :  on  the  top  of  one  is 
a  depreflion,  or  hollow ;  on  that  of  another  is  a  circle  of  (tones» 
whofe  ends  juft  appear  above  the  earth.  Thcfe  $xt  probably  the 
memorial  of  fomc  battle:  the  common  men  were  placed  beneath 
the  plain  barrows ;  the  leaders  under  ihofe  diftinguiihed  by  the 
ftones. 

Pals  by  the  ruins  of  Kirk-miciftl  chapel:  vilit  Mr.  FuUtrion^ 

defcended 
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defcendcd  from  the  Mac-Louis^  originally  a  Fretub  family,  but 
fettled  in  this  ifland  near  feven  hundred  years.    He  is  one  of  the 

iefTer  proprietors  of  this  iflarK]  :  his  farm  is  neat,  well  cultivated, 
and  incloied  with  very  thnvmn:  hed.nr^s,  Robert  Bruc^,  out  of  crnti- 
tude  for  the  protection  he  received  from  this  gt- ntlenian's  ancelior, 
Fergus  Fullerton^  gave  him  a  charter,  dated  at  Anick,  Nov.  26,  in  the 
2d  year  of  liis  reign,  for  the  lands  of  Kil/micJkl  and  AymbojiyHe^  or 
Straifi-ougkliant  yfhich  are  ftill  in  the  family. 

A  mile  farther  is  a  retreat  of  the  antient  inhabitants,  called  TVr- 
^n-prhfOfi,  caftle,  farrouiiclcd  with  a  great  ftone  dike.  Here  Robert 
Bruce  £heIteKd  himfdi  for  fomc  time,  under  the  protedion  oi  Mac- 
JjMiis. 

Two  miles  farther  Eall;,  near  the  top  of  the  great  hill  Bunfuin^  on  $tomii,  rossiLf* 
the  brow,  is  a  grc^t  Jiratum  of  moll  Angular  ftone,  of  a  dull  black* 
green  caft,  fmooth  gloiTy  furface,  fliattery  in  its  compofition,  femi- 
tranfparent,  in  fmall  pieces,  and  of  a  moft  Wtreout  appearance :  it 
fixnetioMs  breaks  into  forms  rather  regular,  and  like  thole  of  that 
^lecies  called  HulaKd  cryJiaJ  but  cannot  be  reduced  to  that  dafs,  as 
it  ftrikes  fii<e  with  ftetl,  and  refbies  to  fciment  with  acids.  Some 
pieces,  move  mature,  break  like  glafs }  of  which  it  ieems  an  imper. 

fpecies,  lefs  pure  than  the  JimiiMN/ ^yjir*,  and  like  that  to  ham 
been  the  efieft  of  a  twftiaM.

A  coal-mine  has  formerly,  been  worked  near  the  Cockd  Arrmt^  at 
the  N.  end  of  the  ifland.  The  coal  bad  all  the  qualities  of  that  of 
"Kifktmtf^  and  might  prove  of  the  utmi^  benefit  to  this  country,  was 
die  work  purfued  \.  not  only  as  it  might  prove  the  means  of  reftoring 
the  falt>pans,  which  formerly  fiourlfhed  here,  but  be  of  the  utmoft 
benefit  to  agricukure^  in  burning  the  lime-ftooe  which  abounds  in 
many  pares. 

A  cAiRik  1"       courfe  of  my  ride,  on  theother  fide  of  the  hill  of  DunfutHt 

facing  the  bay  of  Lamlajh^  faw»  on  the  road  fide  a  caim,  of  a  difiK" 
rent  kind  to  what  I  had  fcen  before  :  it  was  large,  of  an  oblong 
form,  and  compofcd  like  the  others,  of  round  (loncs ;  but  along  the 
top  was  a  fcrics  ot  cells,  fomc  entire,  but  many  fallen  in  ^  each  waS' 
covered  with  afingle  Hut  floneof  a  great  fize,  reilring  on  others  up- 
right, that  icrvt'd  as  lupports  j  but  I  could  not  count  them  by  reafon 
of  the  lapfe  of  the  leff.r  ftoncs.  Doclor  Borlaje  fays,  that  in  Com- 
ival  the  number  of  upright  itoncs  are  three  j.  but  in  WaUs  they  fome- 
times  exceed  that  number. 

rhefe  cells  are  called  in  IVaks^  CrmUb  and  Cejl-va  en  or  ftone* 
chelU:  are  fpoken  of  largely  by  Mr.  Rowland*^  and  by  Do(^or 
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Borlafe*^  and  by  H^ormus  f,  under  the  name  of  Ara,  or  altar: 
the  firft  is  divided  in  his  opinion,  fo;  he*  parly  inclines  to  the 
notion  of  their  having  been  altars,  partly  to  tlieir  having  been 
lepulchres  :  he  fuppofes  them  to  have  been  originally  tombs, 
but  that  in  after-times  facrihccs  were  performed  on  them  to 
the  heroes  depofited  in  them :  but  there  can  be  no  doubt  of 
the  former.  Mr.  KaJUrf  preferves  an  account  of  King  Harold 
having  been  interred  beneath  a  tomb  of  this  kind  in  DeH- 
mark ;  and  Mr.  ff^rigbt  difcovered  in  h-ekmd  a  (kelecon  depo- 
fited beneath  ono  of  theie  Cnmkh  %.  The  great  fitnilartty  of 
the  monument  throughout  the  North,  evinces  the  famenefs  of 
idigion  to  have  been  fpread  in  every  pan,  perhaps  with  fome 
0tgbt  deviations.  Many  of  thcfc  moouments  are  both  Britifi» 
and  Dai^\  for  we  find  them  where  the Ddwernever penetrated. 
It  muft  not  be  forgotten,  that  at  one  end  of  the  emm  in  quef- 
tion  are  feveral  great  ftones,  Ibme  eaetending  beyond  the  Mint}' 
and*  on  one  fide  is  a  'largje  ctcSt  done,  perhaps  an  objed  of 
worlhip. 

Return  near  the  fliore  at  the  head  of  Brcdic  bay,  and  ice  a  vaft" 
ftntum  of  coral  and  fhells,  the  gift  of  the  iea.  lonie  ages  ago,, 
fome  part  being  covered  with  peat. 

In  the  afternoon  leave  Brc^c  caftle,  crofs  a  hill,  dcfcend  by       Juf  e  24. 
the  village  of  KUMdet  and  reach  the  harbour  of  Lamk/b,  where  i^,[iV!riu 
our  veficl  lay  at  anchor  in  the  fafeft  port  in  the  univede,  a. 
port  perfedbly  ytrgiUM : 

•  ii3,  tec,  f  105.. 
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a  beautiful  femilunar  bay  forms  one  part  %  while  the  lofty  ilhuid 
of  Lamlajh  extending  before  the  mouth  fccures  it  from  the  caft 
winds :  leaving  on  each  fide  a  fafe  and  eafy  entrance.  The  whole 
circumft-rence  is  about  nine  miles ;  and  the  depth  of  the  water 
is  Tufficienr  for  ;hc  largeft  fliips.  This  is  the  place  of  quarantine: 
at  tliis  time  three  merchantmen  belonging  to  Glajgow  lay  here  for 
that  pui  pofe,  each  with  the  guard  boat  ailern. 

In  the  bottom  of  the  bay  was  a  fine  circular  bafon  or  pier  now 
in  ruins ;  the  work  of  the  good  Dutchefs  of  HamiUon. 
Iffci  orLAULAia.  Land  on  the  ifland  of  JL^iw/i^,  a  vaft  mountain,  in  great  part 
covered  with  heath  ;  but  has  fufficienc  paiiure  and  arable  land  to 
feed  a  few  milch  cows,  iheep  and  goats,  and  to  raife  a  little  corn 
and  a  few  potatoes. 

In  the  year  1558,  the  EngUjh  fleet  tmdcr  the  Earl  of  Sufftit^ 
after  ravaging  the  coafl:  of  Cantyre^  at  that  t  nje  in  pofTefTion  of 
*James  Alac-Lomel^  landed  in  this  bay,  and  burned  and  dcilroycd 
all  the  neighboring  country:  proceeded  afterwards  to  Cumray^ 
and  treated  it  in  the  fame  manner. 

Buchanan  gives  this  the  Latm  nanie  of  Mblas  and  M^aja^  from' 
itf  having  been  the  retreat  of  St.  Mad-j9$ :  for  the  fame  reafon 
it  u  called  the  holy  ifland,  and  HeSm  Liaiem\  or  that  of  Sainci, 
and  (bmetunes  Ard-na-molas.  St.  Maol-jt^t  cave,  the  lefidence  of 
that  holf  inaD»  his  imll  of  moft  fidutary  water,  a  place  for  bathing, 
his  chair,  and  the  mins  of  his  chapd  are  ihewn  to  ftrangers  \  but 
the  walk  is  far  from  agreeable,  as  the  illand  is  greatly  infefted  with 
yipen. 

The 
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The  Dean  of  the  IjJes  i'lys,  that  on  this  ifle  of  Molass  wai 
fntndit  by  John    Lord    of  the  Islfs   nne  Monafirj  of  Frim* 
which  is  decayit.    But  notwithftanding  this,  it  contributed  largely 
to  the  fupport  of  others  on  the  main-land.    Thus  Lamla/b  and 
the  lands  round  the  bay  ;  and  thofe  from  Cony  to  Loch  ranza 
were  annexed  to  the  abbey  of  Kil-wbimin.    And  tliofe  of  Shijkin^ 
Kilmore,  ToreUn,  and  Benans  to  that  of  Sandale  or  Saddle!  in  Can. 
tyre.    I  imagine  that  I  mud  have  feen  the  fite  of  it  from  the  top 
ciCoTM  haati:  therefore  take  the  liberty  of  mentioning  it  as  hav- 
ing been  a  conrent  of  Cifterdans,  tounded  by  Reginaldus,  fon  of  ' 
Stm»kiy  iord  of  the  iOes :  the  fame  Somcrled  who  was  Jlain  near 
Kutfrm  in  1164.   Here  was  alio  a  calllc  belonging  to  the  fuc- 
ceflbn  of  that  petty  prince  i  whofc  owner  J^gus  lord  of  the  iQcs 
g?vc  proteftkm  during  his  diftrefles  to  Rohert  Bruce. 

Weighed  anchor  at  half  an  hour  paft  one  in  the  morning,  and  y*»**S* 
going  through  the  Ibuth  paflage  of  the  harbor,  get  into  the 
middle  of  the  Firth.  Have  «  magnificent  view  on  all  fides  of 
Atm  and  Lml^  and  the  coaft  of  Gmtfyir  on  one  fide  and  of 
thecoaftsofCawiw^AiwandCirWfitontheoto  In  front  lay  the 
hills  of  Galloway  and  die  coaft  Mmd-,  and  the  vaft  crag  of 
Ailfa^  appearing  here  like  an  inclined  hay-eock,  roie  in  the  midft 
of  the  channel.  In  our  courfc  leave  the  Weft  the  httleand 
low  iOand  of  Pkda,  oppofite  to,  and  as  if  lenc  from  that  dAran 
a  circumftance  the  name  from  hhdhan  to  break  feems  to  import.  * 

After  a  very  tedious  calm  reach  the  crag  of^,  and  anchor  CaAaotW. 
on  the  N.  E.  withm  fifty  yards  of  the  fide  m  twelve  fathom  wa- 
ter,  gravelly  bottom.    On  this  fide  is  a  fmall  beach:  all  the  reft 
is  a  perpendicular  lock  for  an  amazing  height,  but  from  the 
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edges  of  the  precipice,  the  mountain  afiumes  a  pyramidal  form: 
tlic  whole  circumference  of  the  bafc  is  two  niiks.  On  tlic  Eaft 
fide  is  a  ftupeiidous  and  amazing  aflemblage  of  precipitous  co- 
lumnar rocks  of  gri  a:  hright  rifing  in  wild  ferics  one  above  the 
other :  beneath  tlicic,  amidll:  the  ruins  that  had  lallen  from  tune 
to  time,  arc  groves  of  elder  trees,  the  only  trees  of  the  place ; 
the  floping  furface  being  almoft  entirely  covered  with  fern  and 
Ihoft  grals.  The  quadrupeds  due  itthabit  this  rode  are  goats 
and  rabbets :  the  birds  that  ncftle  in  the  precipices  are  numer- 
xau  as  fwarms  of  bees ;  and  not  unlike  them  in  their  flight  to 
and  from  the  crag.  On  the  verge  of  the  precipice  dwell  the  gan- 
nets  and  the  fliags.  £eneath  are  gutlleniots,  and  4the  razor  ImUs  : 
and  under  .them  the  gref  gulls  and  kittiwaks«  helped  by  their  cry 
to  fill  the  deafenmg  chorus.  The  puffins  made  themfelves  bur* 
jroughs  above:  the  &a  pies  found  a  (canty  place  for  their  eggi 
near  the  bale.  Some  land  birds  made  this  their  haunt :  among 
them  ravens,  hooded  crows,  pigeons,  wheat  ears  and  rock  larks } 
and  what  is  wonderful,  throllles  exerted  the  fame  melody  in  this 
fcene  of  horror  as  they  do  in  die  groves  of  Htrtfordjhire. 

Three  reptiles  appeared  here  very  unexpectedly :  the  naked 
black  fnail,  the  common  and  the  ftriped  fhell  fnail  i  not  volunteer 
inhabitants,  but  probably  brought  in  the  falads  of  fome  viiitants 
.from  the  neicrhborina;  fliorcs. 

'I  his  rock  h  ti  e  jiroperty  of  the  liarl  of  CaJJils^  who  rents  it 
for  ^■^  I.  per  am.  to  people  who  come  here  to  take  the  young 
ganneis  for  the  table  j  and  the  other  birds  for  the  fake  of  their 
feathers.  The  lafl:  are  caught  when  the  voung  birds  arc  ready 
/qr  their  flight*   The  fowler  ai'cends  the  rocks  with  great  hazard, 
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It  pfiMrkkd  with  » loBg  rod,  furnilhed  it  tlie«nd  lAk  t  km  htk 
lint  inch  i  nimiiiig  iMofe.  This  he  flings  found  the  neek  of  the 
fainl^  hawb  it  up  and  vepeett  it  tiU  he  takes  tea  ee  twtlvedaMi 
10  an  evening*. 

Land  on  the  beach}  and  find  the  ruins  of  schapd,  ind  the  te^ 
tigp  of  places  inhabited  by  fiflieraMn  irho  r^brt  here  during  the 
fialbo  for  the  capture  of  cod^  which  abound  here  from  ymmmy 
to  jfyrii,  on  the  great  banlEy  which  begins  n  little  iouth  of  Anrg$^ 
patStt  this  rock,  and  extends  three  leagues  beyond.  The  fifh 
are  taken  with  long  lines,  very  little  difierent  from  thofe  deferibed 
in  the  third  vol.  of  the  Br.  Zooiogy^  p.  193  •,  a  repetition  is  unneceA 
iarjr :  the  fifli  are  dried  and  then  failed  \  but  thette  are  ieldofli  fu^. 
ficient  caught  for  foreign  exportation. 

With  much  difficulty  afcend  to  the  caftle,  a  ftfJMn  tower  of 
three  ftortes,  each  vaulted,  placed  pretty  high  on  this  only  aco 
ceffible  part  of  the  rock.  The  path  Is  narrow,  over  a  vaft  flope^ 
fo  ambiguous  that  it  wants  but  little  of  a  true  precipice  :  the 
walk  is  horrible,  for  the  depth  is  alarming.  It  would  have  been 
thought  that  nothing  but  an  eagle  would  have  fixed  his  habita- 
tion here  i  ami  [jrobably  it  was  fome  chieftain  nor  lefs  an  anim.il 
of  rapine.  The  only  mark  of  civilization  I  faw  in  the  cattle  w.is 
an  oven  %  a  conveniency  which  many  parts  of  North  Britmit 
are  yet  ftrangers  to. 

In  1 597  one  BanUiy  of  Ladyknd  undertook  the  romantic  dcfign 
of  poflefTing  himfclf  of  this  rock-,  and  of  fortifying  it  for  the 
fervice  of  the  Spaniards,   He  arrived  there  with  a  lew  afliftancs,

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«s  he  imagined,  undifcovcfcd}  but  one  day  walking  alone  on  tbir 
beach,  he  unexpectedly  encountred  Mr.  Knex  who  was  ienc 
to.  apprehend  him :  and  the  moment-  he  faw  the  unftiendly  party; « 
in  defpair,  ruflied  into  thefta,  and  put  an  end  to  his  exigence*.  . 

Made  a  hearty  dinner  under  the  (hade  of  the  caftle ;  and  even 
at  that  height  procured  fine  water  from  a  fpring  within  a  hundred 
yards  of  the  place.  The  view  of  the  bay  of  CirvoH,  in  Cmidtl 
within  nine  miles,  and  that  of  Camp^dtmm^  abouL  twenty.two^ 
bounded  each  fide  of  the  Firth. 

The  weather  was  fo  hot  that  we  did  not  afcend  to  the  fummitj 
which  is  faid  to  be  broad,  and  to  have  had  on  it  a  fmall  chapel, 
defigned  (as  is  frequent  on  the  promontories  of  foreign  ftiorcs) 
for  the  devout  featnan  to  oft'er  up  his  prayer,  of  fupplication  for 
a  late  voyage,  or,  of  gratitude  for  a  fafe  return. 

In  the  evening  return  on  board,  antl  ftcer  towards  Campbeltcmti 
but  make  very  little  way,  by  reafon  of  the  ftillnefs  of  the  night. 
j0Ki  z6.  In  the  morning  find  ourlclves  within  nine  miles  of  the  town^ 

Samoa  iiLi.  having  to  the  South  (near  the  end  of  Cantyrc)  Sanda^  or  Jvoxft, 
or  ifland  of  harbours  f  j  fo  called  from  its  being  the  Itation  of  the 
Danijh  fleets,  while  that  nation  pofTc/Ted  the  Hekrides\  a  liigh 
ifland,  about  two  miles  long,  iniiablted  by  four  families.  In  Fcr- 
4u)i.^  time  here  was  the  chapel  of  St.  y^nman^  and  a  fanduary  for 
the  refuge  of  criminals  i.  Near  n  is  Shcep-ijla>td ;  and  a  mil© 
to  the  JS^.ViKi  Peierfon\  rock,  dreaded  by  niariuGrs.    Ihe  MuU^,

'  Diicft  Mr.  TbmffiH  to  carry  the  veiScl  found  the  MB,  and 
to  wait  under  the  ifle  of  G^gia,  Take  the  bcMt^  and  make  for 
QmpMtnm:  after  icven  miles  reach  the  mouth  of  the  harbour, 
ciofibd  hf  a  imall  and  high  illand,  with  a  deep  but  narrow  paf- 
4age  on  aoe  fide :  on  the  other,  connected  to  the  land  by  a  beach, 
4Kf  at.  the  ebb  of  the  tides,  and  fo  low,  that  ftrange  fliips,  mtf- 
taking  the  entrance,  ibmetimes  run  on  fhore.  The  harbour  wi« 
dens  to  a  very  confiderable  extent,  is  two  miles  in  lengthy  and  of 
a  confiderable  depth  of  water,  even  dofe  to  the  town,  which  lies 
at  the  bottom. 

CM^Mfavm  is  now  a  very  confiderable  place,  having  rifen  CAHfinTCwir; 
from  a  petty  fifiiing  town  to  its  prefcnt  flourifhing  (hue  in  lela 
than  thirty  years.  About  the  year  1744  it  had  only  two  or  three 
fmall  vefTels  belonging  to  the  port :  at  prcfent  there  are  feventy- 
dght  fail,  from  twenty  to  eighty  tuns  burthen,  all  built  for,  and 
employed  ii.*,  the  herring  fifliery;  and  about  eight  hundred  Tai- 
lors are  employee!  10  nun  them.  This  town  in  fadl  was  created 
by  the  filhery-,  tor  ir  was  appointed  t hi c  place  of  rendezvous  for 
the  bufl*es  1  two  hundred  and  fixty  have  been  ieen  in  the  jiar- 
bour  at  once  j  but  their  nua^ber  declines  fince  the  ill-payment 
of  the  bounty.  I  do  not  know  the  gradual  increafe  of  the  in- 
habitants here ;  but  it  is  computed  that  there  are  feven  thou  land 
in  the  town  and  parifh.  Two  minifters  officiate  -,  befides  ano- 
ther for  the  church  of  the  feceders,  called  the  Relief  houie.  This 
is  a  rtniarkable  neat  budding,  and  quite  [lu:rjes  tliat  of  the  ella- 
blilhcd  church  ;  was  raifcd  by  a  voiunury  iublcription  of  2300/. 
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cctteAsd  dbkSf  WMiig  the  pofterity  oppicfled  tmivM  of  tbe 
lowluid8»  enoonFiged  nf  iecde  here  (in  times  of  peiiecucion}  bf 
tte  i^Xlilr  fiunify^.  Tfade  ftiU  kfcp  tiiflnifelvtt  diftinft  ibom  the 
tld  iiilic}>iiiiits»  Mid  the  aeal  of  tbnr  anc^oif,  «m«feiHMicelf

The  antient  name  of  this  ptoco  was  Oan-hcb-cbiUe-Ciaramy  or 
theendofcbe  kcb  of  St.  Kerran,  a  faint  of  the  neighborhood.  The 
omuitiT,  of  which,  it  is  the  capiul»  is

the  mofh  Southern  part  of  AijyJefhtre  \  derived  from  Ceann,  a. 
head  and  Itre  of  t!ie  land  :  was  ihc  country  of  the  Epii^Ii  of  the 
Ramans  \  and  t!)e  extremity,  tlie  Epidii  promc>i!oruii>!^  now  the 
Midi  of  Cantyrc,  noted  f')r  iIjc  violence  of  the  adverle  tide?,  com- 
pared to  the  torce  of  a  mdl  race,  from  whence  the  modern  name. 
Mi^nus  the  baietooted  made  a  conqueil  of  it,  and  added  it  tO' 
the  Hchrides,  making  an  illand  of  it  by  the  ratio  uliima  tegumt 
Torfitus  lays,  thai  thcaoiienc  oame  was  Saiitnaf  or  Satiriay  perhaps 

This  peninfula,  from  the  Tarmt  to  the  Mtal,  is  above  forty 
aiilcs  long,  and  from  five  to  twelve  miles  broad  ;  is  hilly,  but,, 
comparative  to  other  parts,  cannot  be  called  mountanous:  it- 
open,  and  in  genersl  naked  \  but  near  Qtm^MtHm  are  ibmetbri?- 
iag  plantations.  Tbe  oeantiy  is  at  prefenc  a  miietore  of  hosth- 
aacl  arable  land :  the  land  is  good,  capable  of  bearing  wlieat^  boc 
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ftdeis  nifid  ior  want  of  millt  to  grind  It?  dtfaer  the  ialtebitMi» 
boy  thdr  fiowcr  from  M^flnd^  or  lend  the  grain  they  have  to  be- 
groimd  in  the  (hm  of  Ah'*  Much  bear  ii  ibwn  here,  great  qoao- 
aidet  of  fxwatoei  raHed,  and  near  Sooi^'  worth  annually  caponed. 
Nuanbeia  of  black  cattle  are  icBrad».  but  chiefly  killed  at  hooM^ 
and  ialted  jfor  the  ufe  of  the  buflb  at  Cn^kkmsm.  Much  but^ 
ter  and  chesfe  it  Q»de».  die  laft  Urgt  and  bad* .  Tbare  aie» 
fides,  iheep  and  goati  i  the  laft  killed  for  Winter  provilion. 

Notwtthftanding  the  quantity  of  bear  raifed,  there  is  offien,A< 
ibrt  of  dearth}  the  inhabitants^ being  mad  enough  to  convert  their 
bread  into  poifon,  diftilling  annually  iix  thouland  bolls  of  grain 
into  whiiky*  This  ieeina-  a  modem  liquor,  ^  in  ^mes  the 
diftillation  was  from  thyme,  mint,  ani£e  *,  and  other  fragrant 
herbs  j  and  ale  was  much  in  ufe  with  them.  The  former  had  the 
fame  name  with  the  ufqucbaugh,  or  wafer  cf  kfci.hvX^  by  ^Mw- 
Mus's  account,  ic  was  tal^cn  witli  modcrauon. 

The  Duke  of  jirgjfky  the  jjnncipal  proprietor  of  this  country, 
takes  great  pains  in  difcouraging  the  pernicious  prafUce ;  and 
obliges  all  his  tenants  to  enter  into  articles,  to  forfeit  five  pounds 
and  the  flill,  in  cak  tliey  arc  detcfted  la  making  this  liqueur  d'^nfery 
but  the  trade  is  fo  profitable  that  many  perfill  in  it,  to  the  great 
negleft  of  manufaftures.  Before  this  bufinefs  got  ground,  the 
women  were  accuilom(.d  to  Ipia  a  great  deal  oi  yam  (ior  mucii 
flax  is  raifed  in  thcfc  parts)  but  at  prefent  they  employ  thcmiclves 
in  diftilling^  while  tluar  hufl>ands  are  in  the  field. 

Rural  eacoaemjr  is  but  at  a  low  ebb  here  ;  his  grace  does  all  in 
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•his  power  to  promote  that  moft  ufeful  of  arts,  by  giving  a  certain 
iiumber  of  bolls  of  burnt  lime  to  thofe  who  can  (hew  the  largeft 
«nd  beft  ftdlow)  and  allowing  ten  per  tent,  out  of  the  rents  to 
inch  farmen  who  lay  out  any  money  in  Iblid  improvements  for 
example,  in  incbUng,  and  the  like.  The  duke  aHb  Ihews  much 
humanity  in  another  nnftance,  by  permitting  his  tenants,  m  the 
places  of  -his  eftates-where  ftags  inhabit,  to  deftroy  them  with  im- 
punity \  refigning  that  part  of  the  andent  chieftains  magntficencey 
rather  than  bcafts  of  chace  (hould  wafte  the  bread  of  the  poor. 

GMOrrv  was  granted  to  the  hoofed  j^^yiSf  after  afuppreflkm  of 
a  rebellion  of  the  Mde-denaUs  of  the  ifles  (and  I  fuppole  of  this 
peninfula)  in  the  beginning  of  the  laft  century*,  and  the  grant 
uras  afterwards  rati  Bed  by  parlementf.  The  antient  inhabitants 
were  \.\\t  Mac-donalds^  Mac-eachrans,  Mac-kaySy  and  Mac-matbs, 
5v»ss7.  Take  a  ride  along  the  Welt  fide  of  the  bay.    See,  in  KUharm 

ICiLKBRRAw     church-yard,  fcvcral  tombs  of  artificers,  with  the  inlbuments  of 
^AtTM.*"*  trades  engraven:  amongft  others  appear  agpole,  andihearSy 

to  denote  that  a  taylor  lay  beneath.  A  little  further,  on  the  (hore, 
are  the  ruins  of  Kilkerran  caftle,  built  by  James  V.  when  he  vi- 
fitcd  this  place  in  order  to  quell  a  rebellion  :  he  was  obliged  to 
fly  to  it  for  protedlion,  and,  as  is  faid,  to  abant'on  it  to  the 
fury  of  the  infargents,  who  took  the  fortrcis,  and  hung  his  go* 
vernor. 

€AVg».  Turn  to  the  South,  and  vifit  Tome  caves  in  the  rocks  that  face 

the  Firth :  thcfe  are  very  magnificent,  and  very  various  i  the  tops 
are  lofty,  and  refemble^^/i^/r  arches  i  one  has  on  all  iides  a  range

At  night  am  admitted  freeman  of  Omj^l^tmn^  and,  arcordingi 
to  the  cuftom  of  the  place,  confult  the  oraclb  of  the  Bottle  ab^c 
my  future  voyage^  aflifted  by^  a  numennis  company  of  brother, 
burgeiles. 

Leave  CamphelKnon  with  a  full  fenfe  of  all  the  civilities -received  J""* 
there.    Ride  over  a  plain  al^out  five  miles  wide.     See  on  the  road 
fide  a  great  wheel,  defigned  tor  the  railing  water  from  the  neigh-- 
boring  collieries.    The  coal  is  eight  feet  thick,  dips  one  yard  in 
^e,  and  points  -N.  £.  by  N.  W.  ^  U  fold  on  the  bank  for  four  (liil^ 
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lings  per  tun ;  but  fuffideot  is  not  yet  raifed  for  the  uk  of  the 
country. 

Thb  plain  is  fnntfult  pmty  mticb  inclofed,  and  the  hedges 
grow  well}  a  great  oicoungenicac  to  finther  expcrin^ents :  tb« 
improved  Und  it  rented  bere  fipom  fifteen  to  twenty  ihillings  a* 
4cre. 

Oblenre  on  the  road  fide  the  ruins  of  the  elutpei  ofCiS-^kmf^ 
wKl^iyveh  .-'within  are  Ibme  old  graife>flones>  cngraveii  wick 
iigures  of  a  two-handed  fword,  and  of  dogs  cbafi|ig  deer. 

Ride  three  miles  abi^  the  lands  of  MaAnff-Sbmrnt  bay,  noted 
lor  the  tremendous  fize  and  roaring  of  its  warn  in  ftoraiy  leaibiu  » 
and  fiir  the  lofi  of  many  fiiips,  which  by  reafiso  .of  the  lownefs  of  the 
land  are  deceived  intodelboftion. 

Dine  at  a  tolerable  houie  at  Bdti  vifit  tfaeg^  ca««  of  JUabeh^ 
^'tUttMif  near  the  fbove.  Eabaik  in  a  rotten^  kaky  boat»  and 
pafiing  throngb  fix  miles  of  rippling  fea,  find  late  at  night  our  veWA 
fafe  at  anchor,  under  the  Baft  ilde  of  the  idc  of  Gigbay  in  the  little 
harbour  of  Caolas-gioglam,  protcdted  by  Gigba,  and  the  little  ifle  of 
Cara  on  the  Weft  and  South  i  and  by  a  chain  of  vaft  rocks  to  the 
£aft  :  numbers  appear  jud  peeping  above  water  in  (everal  parts  i 
and  others  that  run  out  fu  fnm  the  Cantjrt  fliore  oorrefpond  with 
thefe  fo  exaftly,  as  to  make  it  probable  that  they  onoe  fimned  the 
fame  bed.

A  little  farther,  at  Kil-chattaftj  is  a  gnat  rude  o»bpi>ui»  fixteen  feet 
high,  four  broad,  and  eight  inches  thick,  and  near  it,  a  cairn.  On  a 
line  with  this,  at  Cnoc-a^-cbar^y  is  another,  and  ftiil  higher  in  the 
fame  dircftion,  at  Cncc-a'crois,  is  a  crofs  and  three  cainiSi  probably 
the  crofs,  aitjcr  the  incrod  uifl  inn  of  chriflianityy^wai  ^NSnad  out  of  a 
pagan  moniimen:  fiiiiilar  to  the  two  tormcr. 

In  a  bottom  a  littk  eail  from  thele,  is  a  large  artificial  mount  of  a 
fiquare  form,  growing  lefs  and  lefs  towards  the  top,  which  is  flat,  and 
has  the  veflige  of  a  breall  wall  around.  The  mpunt  Romeliorg  m 
Smden,  engraven  by  M.  DaJpikfr^t  No.        is  fomewhac  iimilar :

The  birds  that  appear  here  at  prefent  arc  the  common  gull,  com- 
mon fandpiper,  and  fea  pie.  The  great  O'ffic  diver,  of  the  Britifi  a>.gtic  Biffia; 
Zoology y  fometimes  vifits  thdc  feas  .■  and' is  ftyled  in  the  Er/e,  Mur- 
hhuacbaiUe^  or  $be  hr^mm  rftbt  wem  i  becaufi!^  ib  is  preteoded,  it 
jKver  leaves  that  demeAt,  never  flies,  and  hiftdies  the  young  beneath 
its  wing. 

The  Weadier  exttemely  fine^  biit  lb  calm  that  Klr<  flkH^fik  k 
obliged  to  tow  the  vt&d  out  of  this  little  harbour,  which  is  of  un- 
equal depths,  but  uiffit  for  vel&ls  that  draw  more  than  fourteen  ieee 
water.  Fafs  under  CSaroy  an  ids  one  mile  tong^  divided  by  a  narrow 
channel,  S.  of  Cijjiw,  is  inhabited  by  one  family,  and  had  once  a 
chapd.  At  the  South  end  it  rifes  into  a  hill  escaftly  formed  like  a 
loaf  of  bread.

A  brief  H  I  S  T  O  R  T  of  the  ' 
HEBRIDES. 

The  leifure  of  a  calm  gave  ample  time  for  refleclion  on  the  hiffory 
and  greater  events  of  the  iflands  now  in  view,  and  of  the  othtrs,  the 
objefts  of  the  voyage.  In  juftlce  to  that  able  and  learned  writer  chc 
Rev.  Dr.  Jabn  Macpb'erfon,  late  miniftcr  of  Slaie  in  Skic,  let  mc  ac- 
knowlege  ihc  afllitancc  1  receive  from  his  ingenious  effay  on  this 
very  fubjcd  :  for  his  labors  greatly  facilitate  my  attempt  i  not  un- 
dcr taken  without  confulting  the  autKors  lie  refSn  to  y.  and  addii^ 
numbers  of  itmarlEs  ma&ea  by  Hiin,  and  giving  a  cofifidenble 
continuation  of  the  htftory.  It  would  be  an  oftentairaus  taflc  tO' 
open  a  new  quarry,  when  fuch  bea2s  offioe  materials  lie  ready  to  my 
hand.  ■  , 

All  the  accounts  feft' us  by, the  Grtdt  and  Rommtwi^im.wfcm' 
veloped  with  oblt^urity »  at  all  times  brief,  even  in  tfieir  ddbcij^ 
tions  of  places  they  had  ealieft  accels  to^  and  might  have  defcriE»bd> 
with  the  moft  fatisfaftbry  precifibn ;  but  in  remote  placet  tbetr  re- 
lations fumilh  little  more  than  bints^.the  food 'fi)r  conjedbne.  lodift- 
vifionary  andquary. 

Prrai At,  t«       That  Pyiheas,  a  traveller  mentioned  by  Ktd'vi&ed'Ormt^ 
8rftAM«        Sritam^  I  would  wifli  to  make  only  4^oaypbal :  he  allerts,  that  he 
▼ifiied  the  remoter  parts  and  thkc  he  had  alio  feen  TMtf  the  land'- 
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of  romance  amongft  the  andents  j  which  all  might  pretend  to  haver 
ieen »  but  every  voyager,  to  fwell  his  fame,  made  the  iSUnd  he  law 
Mt,  the  Ultima  Tbiik  of  his  travels.   If  Pythias  had  reached  thele 
parts  he  might  have  obferved, floating  in  the  leas, multitudes  of  gclati* 
nous  animals,  the  wuhfif  of  tmikm^  and  out  of  thele  have  formed  his 
iiible :  he  made  his  TmrLi  a  tmfvfitiut^  ofmitbtr  wtb^fta^  mraiti 
hitUha  tompqfiiiM^thm  aU%  then,  catching  his  finuly.-from  what 
floaoed  before  htm,  jcompares  it  to  the  ha^s  *  of  the  fea,-  the  Jri0oteSan 
idea  of  thefe  bodies  and  from  him  adopted  by  naturalifts,  fucceflbrs 
to  that  great  philofopher.    Straio  very  juftly  explodes  thefe  abfurd 
tales,  yet  allows  him  merit  in  dcfcribing  the  climate  of  the  places  he 
Bad  ieen.    As  a  farther  proof  of  his  having  viAted  the  Hilrides,  he 
mentions  their  unfriendly  Hey,  that  prohibits  the  growth  of  the 
finer  fruits  j  and  that  the  natives  are  obliged  to  carry  their  corn 
tinder  fhelter,  to  beat  the  grain  out,  lead  it  Hiould  be  fpoiled 
by  the  defcdl  of  the  fun,  and  violence  of  the  rains  i-.  This 
is  the  probable  part  of  his  narrative :  but  when  the  time  that  the 
great  geographer  wrote  is  confidcred  i  at  a  period  that  thefc  iflands 
had  been  neglected  for  a  very  long  fpace  by  the  Remans  ;  and  when 
the  difficulties  of  getting  among  a  fierce  and  unfriendly  nation  muft 
be  almofl:  infupcrable,  doubts  innumerable,  refpefting  the  veracity 
ot  this  relatcr,  niuft  arife  :  all  that  can  be  admitted  in  favor  of  him 
is,  that  he  was  a  great  traveller,  tliat  he  might  have  either  vifited 
Britain,  withfome  of  the  nations  commercing  with  ourifle,  or  liave 
received  from  them  accounts,  which  he  afterwards  drefled  out  mixed

the  next  who  takes  notice  of  our  lefler  iflandk.  He  mentbns  the 
Oritdii  u  oonfifting  of  thirtf  j  the  Mmod^  of  feven.  The  Rmmis 
hadthenmadeaconqueft  of  tHefonlDer»  and  might  have  feen  the 
iAtter;  but  from  the  words  of  the  hiHorlan,  it  is  probable  that  the 
SbHkmi  illaods  were  thole  intended ;  ibr  he  informs  as,  that  the 
Mmoda  xvere  carried  out  over  agaiftft  Gbrmany;  the  of  the  fft-^ 
brides  will  not  admit  <^  thtfrdcfcription,  which  agrees  very  well  with 
the  others  i  for  the  antients  e^ttcnded  their  Gtrmai)f,  and  its  imaginaty 
jflands,  to  the  extreme  North. 

ftiiir.  Pliny  the  elder  is  the  next  that  mentions  thefc  remote  places. 

He  lived  later  than  the  preceding  writers,  and  of  courfc  his  in* 
formation  is  fuller :  bv  means  of  intervening  difcoveries,  he  has 
added  ten  more  to  the  nun^ber  of  the  Or  cades :  is  the  firft  writer 
that  mentions  the  ILfbud^s,  t.he  i  Hands  in  queftion  j  and  joins  in  the 
lame  Hne  the  jErmda:^  or,  as  ic  is  in  the  bcft  editions  more  properly 
■written,  the  Acmodx  *,  or  extreme  point  of  th?  Komzn  expeditiont 
xo  the  North  J  as  the  Sheiiand  liks  in  the  highefl  probability 
were.  PH»f  and  Mela  ap;ree  in  the  number  of  the  Mmoda^  or 
yieouuLei  the  former  makes  thac  of  tlie  Habudes  thirty  j  an  ac- 
count extremely  near  the  truth,  dedudUng^the  liokiiksy  or  rather

SoUms  lutceeds  Fliny  :  if  he,  as  is  fuppolcd,  was  cotemporary  fiotiMVt* 
ivith  Agru^la^  he  has  made  very  ill  ufe  of  the  light  he  might 
have  received  froni  tlie  expeditions  of  that  great  general,  whofe 
olficers  niight  have  furniflied  the  hiftorian  with  better  materials 
than  thofe  he  has  conimunlcaicL].  He  has  reduced  the  number 
cf  the //.i-vWi'j,  to  five;  he  tells  us,  ihtX.  *  the  mhabit.irits  were 
'  unacquainted  with  corn ;  that  they  lived  only  on  fiih  and  milk  ; 

*  that  they  had  one  king,  as  the  iiknds  were  only  feparated  from 

*  each  other  by  narrow  ilnitii  that  their  prince  was  bound  by

By  the  mioibtr  o€  tbe&  iftaada,  and  by  ^  niinut^  atfentioii> 
g^Tcn  by  the  hiftonan  to  the  drcumftance  of  their  being  %ani-

FfOLiMr*  After  a  loog  ioienral  appears  Ptokmy^  the  Egyptian  geographer : 
he  alfo enumerates  five£Mei  and  has  given  each  a  name :  the 
weftern  Ebuda^  the  eaftcrn,  jSimw,  Maleas,  Epidam,  Omdm 
conjeftures  them  to  be  the  modem  SkU^  Lema^  Rtibey  or  EmiMiie, 
liM^  and  Iky :  and  I  will  not  controvert  his  opinion. 

The  RmoH  hiftorians  give  very  little  l^ht  into  the  geography 
jof  thefe  parts.  TdcUus^  from  whom  moll  might  have  been  ex- 
pelled, u  quite  0)ent  about  the  names  of  places;  iiotwithftud- 
ittg  he  informs  us,  that  a  fleet  bf  command  n£4grieUa  perform- 
ed the  circumnavigation  of  Britain.  AU  that  he  takes  notice  of 
.is  the  dlfcovery  and  the  conquest  of  the  Orknies :  It  Ihould  feem 
^at  %v  ith  the  biographers  of  an  ambitious  nation,  nothing  fccmed 
worthy  of  notice,  but  what  they  could  dignify  with  the  glory  of 

.  Jt  is  very  difficult  to  affign  a  reafon  for  the  change  of  name 
from  Ebtida  to  Hebrides ;  the  lafl:  is  modern  :  and  feems  as  the 
annotator  on  Doflor  Mac-pUrfon  fuppofcs,  to  have  anlta  from  the 
jCrror  of  a  trarikribcr,  who  changed  the  u  inro  rr. 

From  all  that  has  been  collected  troni  the  anticncs,  it  appears, 
that  they  were  acquainted  with  little  more  of  the  Hebrides  than 
^h(e  bare  names :  it  is  probable  that  the  Romans^  either  from  con- 
tempt of  fuch  barren  fpots,  from  the  dangers  of  leas,  the  violence 
of  the  tides,  and  horrors  of  the  narrow  founds  in  the  incxpcri- 
CRccd  ageji  of  navigation,  never  attempted  their  conqut-ft,  or  faw 
more  of  them,  than  what  they  had  in  fight,  dunng  the  few  cir- 
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cofflnavigations  of  Great  BritaiK^  wkich  were  expedidons,  more 

of  oftcncation  than  of  utility. 

The  inhabitants  had  probably  for  foine^s  their  own  gover- 
nors :  one  little  king  to  each  iiland,  or  to  each  groupe  as  necei^ 
GXf  required.  It  is  reafonable  to  fuppofc,  that  tlieir  government 
was  as  much  divicled  as  that  of  Great  Britain^  which  it  is  well 
known,  was  under  the  ciirectioji  of  numbers  of  petty  princes  bc* 
fore  it  was  reduced  under  the  power  of  the  Rojuans. 

No  account  is  given  in  hillory  of  the  time  thefe  illands  were 
annexed  to  the  government  of  ScothiKd.  li  wc  may  credit  our 
S.'^xon  hiftorians,  they  appear  to  have  been  early  under  the  domi- 
nion of  the  n^h ;  for  Bcdc  and  Adumr.Cfius  info!-m  us,  that  fooii 
after  the  arrival  of  Sr.  CcJumba  in  their  country,  BruJtUS,  a  piiftjh 
monarch  made  tiie  lainc  a  prefcnc  of  the  celebrated  iiland  of 
^ona  *. 

But  neither  the  holy  racn  of  this  ifland,  nor  the  native  of  the 
teft  <^  the  Hdrides,  enjoyed  a  permanent  lepofe  after  this  evoit. 

The  firft  invafion  of  the  Danes  does  not  leem  to  be  ea£ly  afcer- 
tained :  it  appears  that  they  ravaged  btkad^  and  the  ifle  of  lUuh- 
fy,  as  early  as.  the  year  735.  In  the  following  century  their  ex- 
peditions became  more  frequent :  H«nid  Harfager^  or  the  Uibt-  Haioto 
haineL,  purfued  in  875,  icvend  petty  princes,  whom  he  had  ex-  HaarAcia. 
pelted  out  of  Nmvttf%  who  had  ttken  refuge  in  the  Hebrides^ 
and  molefted  his  dominions  by  perpetual  defcents  from  thofe 
iflands.  He  leems  to  have  made  a  rapid  conqueft :  he  gained  as 
many  viAories  as  he  fought  battles  1  he  put  to  death  the  chief

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of  the  fifniOtSf  and  made  *  an  indifcriminate  flaughtfr  of  their 
ibllowtn.  Soon  after  his  return,  the  iflanders  repoHefled  their 
anticnt  feats :  and  in  order  to  reprcfs  their  infults,  he  fent  Kefil 
the  Jbi'nrfedy  with  a  fleet  and  iboie  forces  for  that  purpofc.  He 
fooB  reduced  them  to  terms  but  made  his  vidories  fubfervi. 
ent  to  his  own  ambition  ;  he  made  alliances  with  the  Riguli  he  had 
fubdued  j  he  formed  intermarriages,  and  confirmed  to  them  their 
old  dominions.  This  effeaed,  he  fent  back  the  fleet  to  Harold \ 
openly  declared  himfelf  independent,  made  himfelf  prince  of  the 
Hebrides  i  and  caufcd  them  to  acknowlege  him  as  fuch,  by  the 
payment  of  tribute,  and  the  badges  of  vaUalage  f.  Ketil  re- 
mained during  life,  mafter  of  the  iflands,  and  his  fubjefts  appear 
to  have  been  a  warlike  fet  of  freebooters,  ready  to  join  with  any 
adventurers.  Thus  when  Erky  fon  of  Harold  Harfager^  after  be- 
ing driven  out  of  his  own  country,  made  an  invafion  of  Engiand, 
he  put  With  his  fleet  into  the  Hebridef^  received  a  large  reinforce- 
ment of  people,  fired  with  the  hopes  of  prey,  and  then  pro* 
ceeded  on  his  plan  of  rapine  ;|;.  Aticx  tlic  death  of  Ketily  a  king- 
dom was  in  after-times  compofed  out  of  them,  which  from  the 
refidence  of  the  little  monarcK  in  the  ifle  of  Man  was  ftyled  that 
of  Man  II.  The  iflands  became  tributary  to  that'  of  Norway  % 
for  a  Gonfiderable  time,  and  princes  were,  fent  from  thence  **  to 
gpvem :  but  at^  lengtli  they  again  ihook  off  the  yoke.  Whether 
the  little  potentates  ruled  independent,  or  whether  they  put  them- 
lelves  under  the  proteAion  of  the  Siotttfi  moovchs^  doQ»no^clear-

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iy  appear:  bat  it  is  reafbiiable  to  fuppolethe  Uft,  aa  ZkmMaM 
is  accufid  of  making  the  fMrides  the  price  of  the  alfiftahce  given . 
him  by  the  NmMpam  ag^nft  his  own  fubjeds.  Notwithftaoding 
they  might  occafionally  ieek  the  prote&ion  of  ^aSmh^  yet  they 
never  were  without  princes  of  thdr  own.  From  the  chronicles  «f 
the  kings  of  Mm  *  we  team,  that  they  had  a  fucceffioo. 

In  10S9  is  an  evident  proof  of  the  independency  of  the  illan* 
den  on  N«rvMtf  i  for,  on  the  death  of  L^nuai,  one  of  thrir  mo- 
narchs,  they  fent  a  deputation  to  (ySrimt^  King  of  ireUmd,  to 
requeft  a  regent  of  royal  blood  to  govern  them  during  the  mino- 
rity of  their  young  prince.  They  probably  might  in  turn  oom- 
pliment  in  fome  other  refpe^ls  thdr  Sc9ttifi>  neighbors :  the  iflaa- 
denmuft  have  given  them  fome  pretence  to  Ibvercignty,  for. 

In  1093,  BonaU-banCi  King  of  Scotland^  calls  in  the  affidance 
of  Me^us  the  barefooted.  King  of  Norway^  and  bribes  him  with 
a  promife  of  all  the  iflands  f  :  Magnus  accepts  the  term3,  but  at 
the  fame  time  boafl"^,  th?.t  he  docs  come  to  invade  the  territo- 
ries of  others,  but  only  to  relv-mt-  tlie  antienc  riLjhts  of  Norway. 
His  conquclts  are  rapid  and  complete,  for,  beiidcs  the  iiknds,  by 
an  ingenious  fraud  j;  he  adds  Cantyre  to  his  dominions. 

The  Hebrides  continued  governed  by  a  prince  -dependent  on 
Norway  a  fpecies  of  vice-roy  appointed  by  that  court  j  and  who 
paid,  on  afluming  the  dignity,  ten  marks  of  gold,  and  never 
made  any  other  pecuniary  acknowlegement  durino;  life :  but  if 
another  vicc-roy  \sxi  appointed,  the  fame  fum  was  exacted  i'roni 


him. 
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him*.    Thefc  vicc-roys  were  fomctimes  NorivegianSy  fometrimcs^ 
natives  of  the  ifles.    In  1007  \vc  find,  th.u  AL^nas  -f-  deputes  a 
nublcnian,  ot"  tlic  name  of /;i|,tv;/«;w' in  after-times  we  icarn,  that 
natives  were  appointed  to  that  high  office.    Yetthcy  feem  at  times 
to  l.avc  fliakcn  off  thcir  independency,  and  to  have  all'unied  tlic 
title  of  King.   Thus  in  1206  we  find,  King  John  gives  to  his 
brother  monarch  Reginald,  king  of  the  iflts,  a  fafe  condud  and  in. 
fix  years  after,  chat  RifgtnaU  fwears  fidelity  to  our  nionarch,  and* 
becomes  his  liege-man.  It  is  probable  they  fuited  their  allegiance 
to  their  conveniencys  acknowleging  the  fuperiority  of  Engknid^. 
Scstkidt  or  Nerwttf  accordmg  to  the  necefiity  of  the  times.  Thus 
were  the  HMi^  governed,  from  the  conqueft,  by  Magnus^  till  the 
year  1263,  when  Jd^^  orHapuny  King  of  Nerwojf j.hy  an  unfortu* 
nate  invafion  of  SeetkHd,  terminating  in  his  defeat  at  Largs^  fo  weak-^ 
ened  the  powers  of  his  kingdom,  that  his  fucceflbr,.  Magmu  IV. 
was  content  in  1266  to  make  a  ceflLon  of  the  iOands  to  jikxander 
die  Hid  i  but  not  without  ftipulatin^  for  the  payment  of  a  larga 
fum,  and  of  a  tribute  of  a  hundred  marks  for  ever,,  which  bora 
the  name  of  the  annual  of  Nonvay.  Ample  provifion  was  al£>  made- 
by  Magnus  in  the  fame  treaty,  for  the  fccurity  of  the  rights  and  pro- 
perties of  his  iVi7rccr^/V7;7  fubjeds,  who  chofe  to  continue  in  the  ifles 
where  many  of  thcir  pofterity  remain  to  this  day. 

Notwithftandingthis  revolution,  Scotland  fcems  to  have  received 
no  real  acquifition  of  flrength :  the  iflands  ftill  remained  governed 
by  powerful  chieftains,  tlic  dcfcendents  of  Somerledy  Tbane  of 
Hirtgatdtlf  or  itgyk^  who,  marrying  the  daughter-  of  OUme^,

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King  of  A/j«,  left  a  divided  dominion  to  his  fons  Dugal  and  /i*- 
ginald:  from  the  firft  were  defcen^cd  the  Mac-dot^als  of  Lorn: 
from  the  laft  the  powerful  clan  of  the  MtC'dmM,  The  lord« 
ihip  of  Arg^k  with  MitU^  and  the  iflands  north  of  it  fell  to  the 
,fiiare  of  the  firft }  Cantyrey  and  the  fouthem  ifles  were  the 
pordon  of  the  lail :  ft  diviGon  that  formed  the  diftio&ion  of  the 
Sudereys  and  jwitr^j,  which  will  be  farther  noticed  in  the  ac- 
count of  Jaut. 

Theie  chieftains  were  the  fcburges  of  the  kingdom  \  they  are 
known  in  hiftory^  but  as  the  devaftations  of  a  tempcft :  for  their 
paths  were  marked  with  the  moft  barbarous  delblation.  Encou- 
raged by  their  diftance  from  the  feat  of  royalty  j  and  the  turbu- 
lence of  the  times,  which  gave  their  monarchs  full  employ,  they 
aaterciled  a  regal  power,  and  often  afTumed  the  title ;  but  are  more 
generally  known  in  hiftory  by  the  ftyle  of  the  Lord  of  the  ijles,  or 
the  Earls  oS'Rofs    and  fometimcs  by  that  of  the  ^ffxat  Mac-domdd^ 

Hillorians  are  filcnt  about  their  proceedings,  from  the  retreat 
of  the  Danes,  in  126.1?,  till  that  of  1335,  vflienjaim,  lord  of  the 
ifles,  withdrew  his  allegiance  *.  In  the  beginning  of  the  next 
century  h:s  fucccfTors  were  fo  independent,  that  Henry  IV.  f  fent 
two  cmbaHadors  in  the  years  1405,  and  140S  to  form  an  alliance 
with  the  brothf  rs,  DoftdU  and  Jcbn :  this  encouraged  them  to 
commit  frefti  holiiiitics  againft  their  n?.tural  prince.  Donald,  under 
pretence  of  a  clamc  to  the  earldom  ot  Rofs,  invaded  and  made  a 
conqueft  of  that  county ;  but  penetrating  as  far  as  tiie  fliire  of 
Aba'demt  after  a  fierce  but  undccifxve  battle  with  the  royal  party,  ^

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thought:  proper  to  retire,  and  in  « Ittde  dme  to  fwear  allegiance  to 
'his  monarch  *,  Jamts  I.  But  he  was  permitted  to  retain  the  county 
of  Rofi^  and  afiiime  the  title  of  earl.  His  fucceflbr,  Aleamigr^ 
at  the  head  of  ten  thoofand  men, 'attacked  and  burnt /miscrM^t 
at  length,  terrified  with  the  preparations  made  againft  him,  fett 
at  the  royal  feet,  and  obtained  pardon  as  lo  lifb^  but  was  com* 
mitced  to  ftrift  confinement. 

His  kinfman  and  deputy,  DmuU  BtdkA^  relenting  the  nn> 
priionment  of  his  chieftain,  occited  another  rebellion,  and  de- 
ftroyed  the  country  with  fire  and  fword :  but  on  his  fitght  waa 
•taken  and  put  to  death  by  an  Mfit  chicfuin,  with  whom  lie  fooghc 
•protedion. 

-  Thcfe  barbarous  inroads  were  very  frequent  with  a  fet  of  batt' 
Mti,  who  had  no  other  motive  in  war  but  the  infamous  induce^ 
ment  of  plunder.  In  p.  175  we  fee  their  cruel  invafion  of  the 
Ihire  of  Lenox,  and  the  horrible  maflacrc  in  confequence. 

In  the  reign  of  James  II.  in  the  year  1461,  Dma/d  another 
petty  tyrant,  an  Earl  of  Ho/Sf  and  lord  of  the  ifles,  reneu'ed  the 
pretence  of  independency  j  furprized  the  caftle  of  Ittvemejs, 
forced  his  way  as  far  as  j^fholj  obliged  the  earl  and  countcfs,  with 
the  principal  inhabitants,  to  feek  refuge  in  the  church  of  St. 
Britigeit  In  hopes  of  finding  fecurity  from  his  cruelty  by  the  fanc- 
tity  of  the  place;  but  the  barbarian  and  his  followers  fet  fire  to 
the  church,  put  the  ccclefiaftics  to  the  fword,  and,  with  a  great 
.booty,  carried  the  earl  and  countefs  prifooers  to  his  caftle  of  Cki^,

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in  the  iiland  of  J%*.  In  a  iccond  expedition,'  immediately  fbl^ 
lowing  the  firft,  lie  fufiered  the  penalty  of  hb  impiety:  a  ttmptSt 
overtook  him,  and  overwhelmed  moft.  of  bis  aflbciates ;  and  hct 
efcaptng  to  Imttrnefi^  periflied  by  the  hands  of  an  harper  f 
his  furviving  followers  returned  tp  lUy^  coRVeyed  the  Earl  and 
Counted  of  Aibol  to  the  fanAuary  they  had  yiolated,  and  expiated 
their  crime  by  reftoring  the  plunder,  and  nnking  large  donations 
to  the  ihrine  of  the  offended  faint. 

fucceflbr  to  the  lad  Earl  of  Rfifs^  entered  into  alliance 
with  Edward  IV  i,  fcnt  ambafladors  to  the  court  of  E>;gkndy  where 
Edward  empowered  the  Bifliop  of  Durham^  and  Earl  of  Worcefttri 
the  Prior  of  St.  Johns  of  Jtrufalemy  and  John  lord  H^enkck  to 
conclude  a  treaty  with  him,  another  DoHoid  BaUochf  and  his  foi» 
and  heir,  Jehu.  They  agreed  to  ferve  the  king  with  all  their 
power,  find  to  become  his  fubjefts  :  the  earl  was  to  have  a  hun- 
dred marks  ileiling  tor  life  in  time  of  peace,  and  two  hundred 
pounds  in  time  of  war-,  and  thefe  iiland  allies,  in  cafe  of  the  con- 
queft  of  Scotland^  were  to  have  confirmed  to  them  all  the  pollef- 
fions  to  the  north  of  the  ScottiJJj  fea  j  and  in  cafe  of  a  truce  with 
the  Scottijb  monarch,  they  were  to  be  included  in  it  §.  But  abouc 
the  year  1476,  Edward^  from  a  change  of  politics,  courted  the- 
alliance  of  James  111.  and  dropt  his  new  allies.   Jamts^  determined

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toi  fi^idue  this  rebellious  race,  fcnt  againfi;  them  a  powerful  army, 
vnder  the  Earl  of  Atkclt  and  took  leave  of  him  with  this  good 
wifli,  Furtkt  FartWKt  and  Jil  the  f€$Uri%  as  much  as  to  fay,  Ga 
for  thy  he  fortunate^  and  bring  home  fHOttjf  (apihes :  which  the  fa- 
mily of  yitbol  have  ufed  ever  fince  for  its  mocto.  JRa/s  was  terri- 
fied into  fubmifljon,  obtained  his  pardon,  but  was  deprived  of  his 
earldom,  which  by  a£t  of  parlement  was  then  declared  unaliena- 
bly  annexed  to  the  crown  at  the  fame  time  the  king  reftorcd  to 
him  KuapdaU  and  Cantyre  *,  which  the  earl  had  refigncd,  and 
invcfted  him  anew  with  the  lordfliip  of  the  iflcs,  tp  hold  thctn  of 
the  king  by  fervice  and  relief  f. 

Thus  the  great  power  of  the  ifles  was  broken  •,  yet  tor  a  confi- 
dcrablc  time  after,  the  petty  chieftains  were  continually  breaking 
out  into  Imall  rebellions,  or  harrafTed  each  oiIkt  in  private  warsi 
and  tyranny  feenis  but  to  have  been  multiplied.  James  V.  found  it 
neceffary  to  make  the  voyage  of  the  iflcs  in  perfon,  in  1536-, 
feizcd  and  brought  away  witli  him  fcveral  of  the  moft  confidera- 
ble  leaders,  and  obliged  them  to  find  fecurity  fur  their  own  good 
behaviour,  and  that  of  their  vaffals.  The  names  of  thefe  chief- 
tains were  (accordiug  to  Lir.defay  %)  Mydyart^  Mac-c&nnel^  Mae- 
loyd  of  the  L&wis^  Mac-niel^  Mac-hm^  Mtu-intojby  John  Mudyart, 
Mac-kay,  ALic-kenziCy  aiid  many  others  :  but  by  the  names  of 
fomc  of  the  above,  there  fecm  to  have  been  contintiu  il  a,  well  as 
infular  malecontents.  He  exanii;,^d  liic  tnks  of  their  liolujngs, 
and  finding  fcveral  to  have  been  ufurped,  re-united  their  lands  to

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the  crown.  In  the  lame  voyage  he  had  the  glory  of  csufing 
furveys  to  be  taken  of  the  coafts  of  Scotiani^  and  of  the  tflands, 
by  hb  pilot,  Alaumdir  Undefay ;  which  were  pnbliflied  in  1583* 
at  Perist  by  Nubolas  it  Nkbclo),  geographer  to  the  JFlremh  mo- 
narch *. 

The  troubles  that  fucceeded  the  death  of  James  oecafioned  a 
negleA  of  thefe  infuhted  parts  of  the  Sisttff^  dominions,  and  left 
'them  in  a  ftate  of  anarchy:  in  1614,  the  MMt-duuUt  made  a 
formidable  infttrredion,  oppugning  the  royal  grant  of  Caii/^  to 
the  Earl  of  jirgykt  and  his  relations  f .  The  petty  chieftains 
continued  in  a  fort  of  rebellion,  and  the  fword  of  the  greater,  as 
ufual  in  weak  government^  was  employed  agaioft  them :  the  en- 
couragement and  prote^ion  given  by  them  to  pirates,  employed 
the  power  of  the  Campbels  during  the  reign  of  Jamts  VI.  and  the 
beginning  of  that  of  Charles  I  X- 

B'jt  the  turbulent  fpirit  of  the  old  times  continued  even  to  the 
prelent  age.  The  heads  of  clans  were  by  the  divilions,  and  3  falfc 
policy  that  predominated  in  Scotland  during  the  reign  of  PFttham  III. 
flattered  with  an  unreal  itiiportance :  inftead  of  being  treated  as 
bad  fubjefts,  they  were  courted  as  defirable  allies  i  inftead  of 
feeling  the  hand  of  power,  money  was  allowai  to  bribe  them 
iiiio  the  loyaky  ot  the  times.  They  would  have  accepted  the 
fubftdies,  notwithdanding  they  decciicd  die  prince  ihac  uilcrcd

%  fn  thf  bepinninj^  of  the  laft  century  the  illanders  were  continually  harralHng 
IrtUimd  with  their  plandcring  invafionst  or  landing  there  to  Aipport  rebelUoot: 
tt  kagtk  ii  WM  nad«  majba  lo  fctct«i  M^BikUimRttybtmkt,  as  th«y  w«e 
iyMU  CMrfwILt407. 
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them.    They  were  taughc  to  believe  themfclves  of  fuch  confc- 
quence  that  in  thefc  days  turned  to  their  deftruftion.    Two  re- 
cent rebellions  gave  legiHature  a  late  experience  of  the  folly  of 
permitting  the  feudal  fyftem  to  erift  in  my  part  of  ica  dominions. 
The  aA  of  1^48  at  once  deprived  the  chieftaiiu  of  all  power  of 
iujuring  the  public  by  their  commotions  *.   Many  of  \hele  R^git& 
fecond  this  eflbrt  of  leginatare»  and  negled  no  opportunity  of 
rendering  themielves  hateful  to  dieir  unhappy  vaflals,  the  former 
ioftnimenta  of  ambition.    The  Hakym  days  are  near  at  hand : 
oppreffion  will  beget  depopulation »  and  depopuladon  will  give  us- 
a  dear-bought  tranqtdlity, 

The  remainderitf' the  day  is  paft  m  the  found  of      .*  about 
TiMVfp.       twelve  at  noon  a  pleafant  but  adverle  breeze  arofe,  which  obliged 
us  to  keep  on  towards  the  North,  fometimes  tackii^  cowards  the- 
coaft  of  lower  Kn^dakf  black  with  heathy  mountains,  ver- 
dant near  the  ihores  with  tra£ba  of  corn :  advance  towards  upper 
Ru^dale^  rugged  and  alpine :  am  told  of  a  dangerous  rock  in  the 
middle  of  the  chanocL   About  one  o'clock  of 
Jviii  3«»       receive  notice  of  getting  into  the  harbour  of  the  fmall  ijles  ofjura^, 
by  the  vcflcrs  touching  ground  in  the  entrance.    On  the  appear- 
ance of  daylight  find  ourfelves  at  anchor  in  three  fathom  and  a 
half  water,  in  a  moft  pidurefque  bay,  bounded  on  the  Wefl  by 
the  ifle  of  Jura,  with  the  paps  cverfhadowing  us  ;  and  to  the  Eaft 
feveral  little  iOands  cloathcd  with  hekih,  leaving  narrow  admif- 
iions  into  the  port  at  North  and  South:  in  the  maps  this  is  called 
the  bay  of  ALiL 

Land  on  the  greater  ifle,  which  is  high  and  rocky.  A  boat 
•  TJie  sa  for  aboUfliiag  hcritabia  judfdiaiofi*,  te. 
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filled  with  wcKnen  sod  childitn  croffii  over  (nm  to 
colkft  their  daily  Wretched  fale»  liflopets  and  peniwtnklei,  Ob« 
lerve  che  black  guiUemots  in  Uttle  flocks,  very  wild  and  much 
in  motion. 

Mr.  CM^Mf  principal  proprietor  of  the  tfland,  is  ib  obliging  as  to 
lendhorles:  land  in 

Jura, 

It  a  Uttle  village  and  fee  to  the  ti^  on  the  Ihore  the  churchy' 
and  the  miniftei's  A£anfe,  Ride  Weftward  about  five  miles  to 
Ard-fii^  the  refidence  of  Mr.  Can^M,  feated  above  the  ibund  of 

Jura  the  mod  rugged  of  the  Hebrides^  is  reckoned  to  be  about  8«a< 
ihirty-four  miks  long,  and  in  general  ten  broad,  except  along  the 
found  of  lU^ :  is  compofed  chiefly  of  vaft  mountains,  naked  and 
without  the  pofllbility  of  cultivation.  Some  of  the  South,  and  a 
little  of  the  Wcftcrn  fuks  only  are  improveable  :  as  is  natural  to  be 
fuppofed,  this  ifland  is  lii  peopled,  and  docs  not  contain  above  fcven 
or  eight  hundred  inhabitants  i  having  been  a  little  thinned  by  the 
epidemic  migrations. 

The  very  old  clans  arc  the  Mae-il-vuys  and  the  Mac-raines :  but  it  Ota  eitAMli 
feems  to  have  changed  mafters  more  than  once  :  in  1549  *,  Donald 
of  Cantyre^  Mac-^uillayne  Doward^  Mac-guiUayne  o(  Kinlock-buy,  and 
Mai-Dujjlc  of  CoUji/hy  were  the  proprietors  :  Mac-lean  of  Mull  had 
al:o  ?.  l]^i:.rc  ia  ij'o'j.  At  prefcnt  Mr.  Camphcl  by  purchafe from  Mr. 
Ca,n^)l/ii  of  ShawfieU-^  Mr.  Mac-neiU  of  Colonfay^  Mr.  Casapbd  o{ Sbaw- 
^eld  i  and  the  Duke  of  j^gyk  divide  this  mafs  of  weather- beaten 
barreancis  among  tlicm,  ^

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Iir  1607  7imi  was  included  in  the  loidfliip  of  GM^fftf  by  duurtciv 
dated  the  laft  of  May^  then  granted  to  Archibald  Earl  of  Afgyki 

The-  produce  is  about  three  or  four  hundred  head  of  cattle^ 
fold  annually  at  3  ^  each,  to  graziers  who  come  for  them.  About 

a  hundred  horfes  are  alfo  fold  annually  :  here  arc  a  fcw-ibeep 
with  fleeces  of  moft  excellent  fincnefs,  and  mrnbers  of  goats.  la 
good  feafons  fuificient  bear  and  oats  are  raifed  as  will  maintain  the 
inhabitants  :  but  they  fometimes  want,  I  fuppofe  from  the  conver*' 
fion  of  their  grain  into  whiflcy.  But  the  chief  food  of  the  common 
people  is  potatoes  and  fi{h  and  fhell  fifh.  It  is  to  be  feared  that 
their  competence  of  bread  is  very  fmail.  £car  produces  four  or  &ve  - 
fold  i  oats  three  fold. 

Fern  allies  bring,  in  about  a  hundred  pounds  a  year  :  about  two 
hundred  tuns  of  kelp  is  burnt  annually,  and  fold  from  three  pounds 
ten  to  four  pounds  per  tun. 

Sloes  are  the  only  fruits  of  iVx  illand.   An  acid  for  punch  is  mad« 
of  the  bci  i  ics  oi  tlie.ni'juntam  aHi ;  and  a  k^nd  ui  ipua  li  alio  dif^ 
.  tilled  from  them, 

Neceffity  hath  inftruAed  the  inhabitants  in  the  ufe  of  native  dyes« 
Thusthejuiceof  the  tops  of  heath  boikd  fuppUes  them  with  a  yel- 
low (  the  roots  of  the  white,  water  lily  with  a  dark  brawn.  Tbolft 
iof  the  yellow  water  ms.  with  a  black:  and.  the  GaSMm  vtnm, 
of  the  illanders  with  a  very  fine  red,,  not  infinior  to  that  from. 

This  quadrupeds  of  J^gra  are  about  a  .hundred  ftags.  Some  wild 
cats, .otters,  ftoats,  rats  and  feaJs.  The  fathered  g^une, black  cocks,, 
grous,  ptarmigans,  and  ihipes.  The  ftags  muH  here  luve  been  cinoe 
more  numerous,  fot  the  original  name  of  the  ifland  wis  DHry,  or  ttt. 
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^•tfDeer^  fo  called  by  the  Norwegians  from  the  abundance  of  thole 
noble  animals. 

The  women  ace.  very  prolific,  and  very  often  bear  twins.  The  Lovoititv, 
inhabitants  l^e  10  a  great  age,  and  are  liable  to  very  few  diftempers. 
Bifen  of  ninety  work  *,  and  there  is  now  living  a  woman  of  eighty 
who  can  run  down  a  flieep.  The  account  given  by  Martin  of  GiBunr 
Mu-Cram,  was  confirmed  to  me.  His  age  exceeded  that  of  .  either 
JenMm  or  Par;  for  he  kept  a  hundred  and  eighty  ch'riftmafles 
in  his  own  houle,  and  died  in-  the  reign  of  Qnaria  I.  Among 
the  modern  Inftances  of  longevity  I  forgpt  to  mention  Jobit-  At'- 
mour^  of  CmpM/0WH,  aged  one  hundred  and  four,  who  was  a  cock- 
fwain  in  our  navy,  at  the  time  of  the  peace  of  Utrecht  i  and  withta . 
thefc  three  years  was  ftout  enough  to  go  out  a  (hooting. 

This  pariih  as-fuppofed  to  be  theU.rgeft  in  Great  Britah:^  and  the 
duty  the  mofl:  troublefome  and  dangerous :  it  confiils  of  Jura^ 
hnfiiSf*  Otm^,  Skarhdy  and  feveral  little  ides  divided  by  narrow  and 
dangerous  founds    forming  a  length  of  not  Icis  than Hxty  milesi 
fiipplied  by  only  one  minifterand  an  afTiftant. 

Some  fuperflitions  are  obfcrved  here  to  this  lime.    The  old  wo*  S«MR«Tiwo«i,- 
men,  when  they  undertnke  r?ny  cure,  mumble  certain  rhythmical 
incantations  i  and,  like  the  anticnts,  endeavour  decantare  dolorem. 
They  preferve  a  flick  of.  the  wicken  tree,,  or-  mountain  alb,  as  a 
protection  againft  elves. 

I  had  fomc  obfcure  account  here  of  a  worm,  that  in  a  lefs  per* 
niLiOu  S  degree,  bears  fome  refemblancc  to  the  Furia  infernalis  *  of 
LmiLrus,  which  in  the  vafl  bogs  of  Kemi  drops  on  tlie  inhabitants, 
cats  into  the  iiclh  and  occafions  u  jiiod  excruciating  death.  The

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i^EAwy  a  liukwormof  Jifftft  finaU  «  >  diiead  and  not  u  inch  in 
kngdi,  like  the  Fttm^  infinuates  itielf  under  the  flein,  caufts  a  lednefs 
and  great  pain,  flies  (wiftly  from  part  to  part  j  but  is  curable  by  a 
poultice  of  cbeeie  and  honey. 

After  dinner  walk  down  to  the  (bond  of  iZtjr,  and  vtfit  the  little 
ifland  of  FhuhlMt  near  to  the  Ihore,  and  a  mile  or  two  from  the 
Eaftem  entrance.  On  the  top  is  a  ruined  cower  of  a  fqoare  form, 
with  walls  nine  feet  thick  j  on  the  Weft  fide  the  rock  on  which  it 
Hands  is  cut  through  to  a  vaft  depth,  forming  a  fofs  over  which  had 
been  the  drawbridge.  This  fortrefs  Teemed  as  if  intended  to  guard 
^e  mouth  of  the  found}  and  was  alfo  the  prifon  where  the  Mac^ 
dofialds  ktpt  their  captives,  and  in  old  times  was  called  the  caftie  of 
Claig. 

Ride  along  the  (hore  of  the  found :  take  boat  at  the  ferry,  and  go 
a  mile  more  by  water  :  fee  on  the  Jura  fide  fome  JheeUns  or  fummcr 
huts  for  goatherds,  who  keep  here  a  flock  of  eighty  for  the  fake  of 
the  milk  and  cheefes.  The  \A\  are  made  without  fait,  which  they 
receive  afcerwards  from  the  aflies  of  ka-ung,  and  the  tang  icielf 
which  the  natives  lap  it  in. 

Land  on  a  bank  covered  with  flieelins,  the  habitations  of  iomc 
peaiancs  who  attend  the  herds  of  milcii  cows.  Thcfe  formed  a 
grotefque  j^roupe  ^  fome  were  oblong,  many  conic,  and  fo  low  thnc 
entrance  is  forbidden,  without  creeping  through  the  little  opening, 
which  has  no  other  dou  than  a  faggot  of  birch  twigs,  placed 
there  occafionally  :  they  are  conftruded  of  branches  of  trees, 
covered  with  fods  the  furniture  a  bed  of  heath,  placed  on  a  bank 
of  fod  i  two  blankets  and  a  rug;  fome  dairy  vcfTels,  and  above, 
certain  pendent  Ihclvcs  nude  ut  boikcc  wurk^  to  hold  the  ciiccie, 

the 
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the  produce  of  the  Sumrficr.  In  one  of  the  little  conic  huts,  I 
Ipied  a  little  infant  aflccp,  under  the  proteftion  of  a  faithful 
dog. 

Crofs,  on  foot,  a  large  plain  of  ground,  feemingly  improveable, 
but  covered  with  a  deep  heaili,  and  perfcftly  in  a  flatc  of  na- 
ture. See  the  ar^ic-gul/j  a  bird  unknown  in  South  Britain^  which  ^MTIC  evti>« 
breeds  here  on  the  ground  ;  it  was  very  tame,  but,  it  diilurbcd, 
flew  about  like  the  lapwing,  but  with  a  more  flagging  wing.  After  Pa«  or  Joea. 
a  walk  of  four  miles,  reach  the  Paps :  left  the  Icder  to  the  South 
Eaft,  preferring  the  afcent  of  the  greatcft,  for  there  are  three; 
Bam't^dMdms,  or,  Jie  mountiin  of  the  found  \  Beinn-Jheuntai  or, 
the  kiUowed  mottotain ;  and  Sehm-athMrt  or,  the  mountun  of 
gold.  We  began  to  (bale  the  -laft}  a  talk  of  much  labor  and 
difficulty;  being  compoled  of  vaft  ilones,  (lightly  covered  wich 
jno0e$  near  the  bafe,  but  all  above  bare,  and  unconnected  with 
each  other.  The  whole  leems  a  eaim^  the  work  of  the  fons  of 
Saturn ;  and  Omd  might  have  caught  his  idea  from  this  hill,  had 
he  &en  it.

Gain  the  top,  and  find  our  fatigues  fully  r;  compenced  by  the  gran- 
deur of  the  profped  from  this  fublime  Ipot :  'Jura  ulcif  afforded  a 
ftupendous  fcene  of  rock,  varied  with  little  lakes  innumerable. 
From  the  Weft  fide  of  the  hill  ran  a  narrow  ftripe  of  rock,  termi- 
nating iji  tlic  Icu,  called,  the  flide  of  the  old  bag.  To  the  South 
appeared  H(r)\  extended  \u^c  a  beneath  us  ;  and  beyond  tiiar, 
the  North      Inland  ;  to  thc-AVcli,  ijigba  and  Caray  Canijn  and 

Arran, 
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jhrati,  and  the  Firth  of  Cfyde,  bounded  hf  jiit;fiin%  an  amazing 
traft  of  mountains  to  the  N.  E.  as  far  as  Bethkmoiidi  SluarhM 
finilhed  the  Northern  view  %  and  over  the  Weftern  ocean  were 
Icattered  ColmifiKif  and  Ortmfay^  J^^i^h  Jom^  and  its  neighboring 
groupe  of  ifles  \  and  ftiU  furdier  the  long  extents  of  Tinf  and  CM 
juft  apparent. 

On  the  fummit  are  ieveral  lofty  ems^  not  the  work  of  devotion, 
but  of  idle  herds,  or  curious  travellers*  Even  this  vaft  heap  of 
fiones  was  not  uninhabited  :  a  hind  palled  along  the  fides  full  Ipeed, 
and  a  brace  of  Ptarmigans  often  favored  us  with  their  appearance, 
even  near  the  fummit. 

The  other  paps  arc  fecn  very  dift  indtly  \  each  inferior  in  height  to 
this,  but  all  of  the  fame  figure,  perfe<5tly  mamillary.  Mr.  Banks  and 
his  friends  mounted  that  to  the  South,  and  found  the  height  to  be 
two  thoufand  three  hundred  and  fifty-nine  feet :  but  Beinn-an  hir  far 
over-topped  it  feated  on  the  pinnacle,  the  depth  below  was  tre- 
mendous on  every  fide. 
Sroais*  The  Hones  of  this  mountain  arc  white  'a  few  rccl^  quartzy  and 

compofed  of  fmail  grains  %  but  feme  are  brecciated,  or  hlled  with 
cryftallinc  kernels,  of  an  amctliyftine  color.  The  other  Hones  of  the 
ifland  that  fell  under  my  obfervation,  were  a  cinereous  (late,  veined 
vv  iih  red,  and  ufed  here  as  a  wliet-ftoi  e  ;  a  micaceous  fand-ftonc  j 
and  between  the  fmali  ijks  zxAJrdipiy  abundance  of  a  quartTy  mica- 
ceous rock-flone. 

Return  by  the  fame  ro^d,  crols  liic  l^ourj,  and  not  finding  the 
veflel  arrived,  am  moil  hul'pitably  received  by  Mr.  Irtebaim,  of 
Freeporj^  near  Port-aflcaigy  his  refidence  on  the  Southern  fide  of  the 
water,  in  the  ifiand  of 
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Walk  into  the  interior  parts  :  on  the  way  fee  abundance  of  rock  and  2. 
pit  m.^rlc,  convertible  in  the  bcft  of  manures.  Vific  tiie  mines,  MiMsf  or  bSA*^ 
carried  on  under  the  dirc(fl:ions  of  Mr.  Freelfoirn,  fince  the  year  1 763 : 
the  ore  is  of  lead,  much  mixed  with  copper,  which  occafions  ex- 
pence  and  trouble  in  the  reparation:  the  veins  rife  to  the  furfacc, 
have  been  worked  at  intervals  for  ages,  and  probably  in  the  time  of 
the  NoT'juegianSy  a  nation  of  miners.  The  old  adventurers  worked 
by  trenching,  which  is  apparent  every  where :  the  trenches  are  not 
above  fix  feet  deep  •,  r,rid  the  veins  which  opened  into  tliem  not 
above  five  or  lix  intlies  thick  j  yet,  by  iricoDs  oi  icme  inllrumcnt, 
unknown  to  us  at  prefent,  tlicy  picked  or  fcooped  out  the  ore  with 
good  fucceis,  following  it  in  that  narrow  ipace  to  the  length  of  four 
feet. 

The  reins  are  of  various  thtcknefs  \  tli«  ftrings  numerous,  con- 
duding  to  Igrge  bodiei*  but  quickly  exbanfted.  TKe  kad-oie  it 
good:  the  copper  yields  chirtf'three  pounds  per  hundreds  and  fiirtf  . 
ounces  of  filver  from  a  tun  of  the  metal*  The  lead  ore  is  fmelted  in 
«n  air-furnace»  miatFrafart  \  and  as  much  ibid  in  the  pig,  as,  Unoe 
the  firft  undertaking  by  this  gmtkHMo,  has  brouglit  in  fix  thouiiuid 
pounds.  .  '  \

Pa»m  voir*      Continue  the  walk  to  the  neighboring  hill  of  XHahBhratn^ : 
on  the  fommit  is  a  Daiiijb  fort,  of  a  circular  form,  at  prdfeat  abouc 
fourteen  feet  high,  formed  of  excellent  mafonrf ,  but  without  mor.. 
tar :  the  walls  are  twelve  feet  thick ;  and  within  their  very  thick- 
itels  is  ag^ery,  extending  all  around,  the  caJerKt  for  the  garrilbo,  oc: 
the  place  where  the  arms  were  lodged  fecure  from  wet.  The  en- 
trance is  low,  covered  at  top  with  great  flat  ftone,  and  on  each  fide  is< 
a  hollow,  probably  intended  for  guard-rooms,  the  infide  of  the  fort, 
is  a  circular  area,  of  fifty-two  feet  diameter,  with  a  ftone  feat 
running  all  round  the  bottom  of  the  wall,  about  two  feet  high,^ 
where  might  have  been  a  general  lefting-place  of  chieftains  and 
foldiers. 

On  the  outfide  of  die  fort,  is  another  work,  under  which  is  the 
veftige  of  a  fubterraneous  pafTIige  condutfling  into  it,  a  fort  of 
fally  port.  Round  the  whole  of  this  antient  fortrefs  is  a  deep 
fofs.  Three  of  thcfe  forts  are  generally  within  fight,  lo  that  in 
cafe  of  any  attempt  made  on  any  one,  a  fpeedy  alarm  might  be 
given  to  ilie  others.  Each  was  the  centre  of  a  fmall  dillrid: 
and  to  them  the  inhabitants  might  repair  for  flielter  in  cafe  of  any 
attack  by  the  enemy  :  the  notice  was  given  from  the  fort,  at 
night  by  the  light  of  a  torch,  in  the  day  by  the  the  found  of 
trumpet:  an  inilrument  celebrated  among  the  Danes^  fometimes 
made  of  brafs,  fometimes  of  horn  *.  The  northern  Bards  fj>eak 
hypcrbolically  of  tlie  effect  of  the  blail  blown  by  the  mouth  of  the

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herees.  The  great  itA&nri  cauied  hts  trumpet  OSvant  *  to  be  heard' 
rwenty  miles,  and  by  the  found  fcattered  about  the  very  brains  of  one 
of  his  hearers. 

Return,  and  fee  on  the  road  fide  the  ruins  of  a  chapel  dedicated  to 
St  C9bmiii%  .and  near  it  an  anticnc  crofs. 

Several  gentlemen  of  the  iiUnd  favor  me  with  a  vine  and  ofier  J«&t 
their  lervice  to  conduct  me  to  whatever  was  worthy  of  attention. 

Set  out,  in  their  company,  on  horfeback,  and  ride  South,  crofling 
the  country  i  find  the  roads  excellent,  but  the  country  quite  open  j 
and  too  mucli  good  land  in  a  ftate  of  nature,  covered  with  heath, 
but  mixed  with  plenty  of  natural  herbage.  See  feme  ftunred 
woods  of  birch  and  hazels,  giving  ftielter  to  black,  game.  On 
Imirkomrt^  or  the  plain  ridge,  are  the  veftiges  of  fome  butts,  where 
the  great  Mac  donald  exerciicd  his  men  at  archery.  Reach  and  dine 
at 

Kilarow,  a  village  fcated  on  LGiL-in-daal^  a  vaft  bay,  that  pcne-  KitAtowJ 
trates  very  deeply  into  the  ifland.    Qppofite  BomorCy  (hips  of  three 
hundred  t  .;:.s  may  ride  withfafcty  i  which  renders  it  a  very  conve- 
nient retreat. 

Kear  Kilarow  i$  the  feat  of  the  proprietor  of  the  ifland*   In  the 
church-yard,  is  now  pioftraie  a  catioas  column,  perhaps  the  ihaft  of  Caoit^ 
a  crofs,  for  the  top  is  broken  off  \  and  near  it  is  a  flat  ftone,  with  « 
hole  in  the  middle^  the  probable  pedeftal.  The  figures  and  infcrip- 
tions  are  ^thfully  exprefled  in  the  plate. 

The  two  moft  remarkable  grave-ftones  are,  one  of  a  warrior,*  Tdmb«, 
in  a  cbfe  veft  and  fleeves,  with  a  foit  of  phtllebeg  reaching  lo  his

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knees,  and  tlic  covering  of  his  head  of  a  conic  form,  like  thcBa.  id 
of  ti.e  antient  IriJ?j  * ;  a  fwofd  in  his  haody  and  dirk  by  his  fide. 
The  other  has  on  it  a  great  fword  ;  a  beautiful  running  pattern  of 
foliage  round  it  and  a  griffin,  a  lion,  and  another  animal  at  one 
end :  near  to  tliem  is  a  plain  tablet,  whether  intended  CO  be  engraven,, 
or  «rbetfaer,.like  Fatr  Papirty  Lord  of  Vtrique^  he  was  a  new  knight^ 
and  wanted  a  deviccg  muft  resMun  undetermined. 

On  a  little  0at  hill,  near  the  village^,  are  the  remains  of  the  galbws  r 
this  was  the  place  of  execution  in  the  daya  of  the  lords  of  the  i Aes^ 
From  hence  is  a  pretty  view  of  the  loch,,  and  the  church  and  village 

Thb  part  of  the  iAiuid  is  in  many  places  bounded  by  a  fort  oT 
terrafi  near  twenty-two  feet  hi^,  entirely  formed  of  rounded  fea* 
worn  pebbles,  now  fome  hundted  of  yards  diHant  frcnn  the  medium 
line  between  high  and  low  water  mark  i  and  above  twenty-five  yards 
above  it.  This  is  another  proof  of  the  lofs  fuftained  by  the  Tea  in 
the  Scottiftt  iflands  y  which,, we  know,  makes  aoore  than  reprizaia  in 
other  places. 

Ride  along  the  head  of  the  bay  •,  at  Trala:g,  on  a  heathy  eminence 
that  faces  the  lands,  are  tlirce  deep  hollows  j  their  inlides  once  lined 
with  ftone :  thele  had  been  the  watch-towers  of  the  natives,  to  attend^ 
the  motions  of  any  invaders  from  tiic  fca.    Obfcrve  near  them  a. 
great  column  of  rude  ftone. 
MAC-DOKALD*t>      Pafs  by  two  deep  channels,  at  prefent  dry:  thefc  had  been  the har- 
■Maovfc  ^£      gj^^^  Mac-donafJ ;  had  once  piers,  with  doors  to  fecurc 

his  fhippin;  i  a  great  irua  iiook,  one  of  the  hingps,  having  lately  been, 
tuund  lIicic. 

*  Mr.  O'Cmmt's  diiL  hift.  IrtloMd,  i  la^ 
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Theveiltfls  then  in  ule  were  called  ^ir//;i^/,  probably  corrupted 
frpm  Byr/iinga\  a  ipecies  of  ihip  among  the  Ntrw^Mu:  but  by 
the  0ze  of  the  harbours,  it  is  plain  that  the  navy  of  this  potenute 
waa  not  very  confiderable. 

Turn  a  little  out  of  the  road  to  fee  the  fite  of  one  of  his  houfes, 
called  KH-dboKM,  and  a  deep  glen,  which  is  pointed  out  Q>  me  as  Hit  aivpain; 
die  place  where  he  kept  hb  fat  cattle :  fuch  a  conveniency  was  very 
neceflary,  as  mofl:  of  the  eftabliOiment  of  the  great  Mae-duMH 
houfhold  was  paid  in  kind.  Mr.  Campkl,  of  BsBek^  favored  ue 
with  the  ftate  of  it  in  I549»  which  was  as  £>Uows :

Obicnre^  near  this  place,  a  traft  quite  covered  with  clover.  Town  by 
.  nature.  Proceed  Weft,  and  am  condufted  to  Sunderland  •,  the  feat 
ci  "  ■  Campbell  Efq.  The  improvements  of  his  lands  are  ex- 
cellent, and  the  grafs  fo  good,  and  the  fields  fo  clean,  as  to  vie  with 
any  place.  Near  the  houfe,  in  a  weil-lhekcred  nook,  is  an  apple-or- 
chard, which  bore  plcntirully  :  thefe,  with  ftrawberries,  are  the  fruits 
of  thcfe  remote  iflands  j  the  climate  denies  other  luxuries  of  this 
nature :  and  even  in  thefe  article  Pmoua  fmilcs  but  where  £he  finds 
a  warm  protection. 

About  a  mile  from  the  houfe,  on  the  coaft,  feparated  from  the  land 
by  a  deep  but  dry  chafm,  is  a  large  rock,  with  a  pretty  large  area 
on  the  top  :  on  it;  are  vcftiges  of  various  habitations,  the  retreat  of 
the  antient  natives  in  times  of  irrefillible  invalion  :  here  they  were 
fecurc,  for  ihc  afcent  is  aidiificiilt  ar,d  liazardons  as  moft  I  l»avc  un- 
dertaken. The  place  is  called  Bur^-coui,  aiid  by  the  name  rrfcrs  to 
fiitgalf  or  Fin-maC'CuiL

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Sat  up  late,  which  gave  me  opportunity  of  knowing  the  light- 
nefs  of  the  night  in  the  ifland  at  this  feafon ;  for  at  hali  an  hour 
pait  one  m  the  morning,  I  coald  read  the  fmall  print  of  a  news- 
paper. •  ^  • 
'   Vifit  Locb'guirmj  about  two  miles  diftant  from  Stnidirkni\  a  Jv&t4*\ 
water  of  four  milet  in  circumierenoe,  Ihallonr,  but  abouiiding  liOca-OvitM. 
with  trout.  It  is  moft  remarkable  for  a  regular  fort  of  the  Mir* 
imMt^  placed  in  a  fmall  ifland,  but  now  in  ruins :  the  form  is- 
fquare,  with  a  round  baftbn  at  each  corner  %  and  in  the  middle 
are  ibme  walls,,  the  remains  of  the  buildings  that  flieltered  the 
garrifon:  beneath  one  fide,  between  the  two  baftions,  was  the 
place  where  Mu-doKsld  fouied  his  boats :  they  were  drawn  be* 
neath  the  proceftion  of  the  wall  of  the  fort,  and  had  another  on 
their  outfide,.  built  in  the  wacfer,.  as  an  additional  fecuritf  .  The 
Dem  of  the  illes  fays,,  that  in  his  time  this  caftle  was .  ufotpcd  by 
Ma€-kiBapu,  of  Doward. 

Dine  at  Mr.  CampM%  of  BiAtabbL  His  land  is  quite  riante 
his  paftures  in  good  order  ^  and  his  people  bufiiy  employed  in 
hay- making:  ob&rved  one  piece,  of  good  grafs  ground,  which  he 
aflured  me  was  very  lately  covered  with  heath,  now  quite  de- 
ftroyed  by  the  ufe  of  fhelKfand.  Perhaps  it  may  fcem  trifling  to 
mention,  that  fome  excellent  new  potatoes  were  ferved  up  at  din- 
ner ^  but  this  circumftance,  with  the  forwardnefs  of  tlie  hay  har- 
veft,  (hews  what  may  be  effected  by  culture  in  this  ifland,  when 
the  tenure  is  iecure,  for  both  Sunderland  and  Baktabbi  arc  propric* 
tors. 

See,  near  the  houfc,  three  upright  ftones,  of  a  ftupendous

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fize,  placed  neaify  equi-diftant :  die  lafgeft  was  leventeea  feet  high, 
and  three  brMil.  . 

Dovir-TOLLAv.  Ride  fwo  mtlts  R  W,  to  DeaiMfoUaM,  wbetc  fone  high  rocks 
projeft  one  behind  the  other  intd  the  iea,  with  nirrow  JJlhmu/is 
betwwn:  en  the  afomt  of  each  om  ftrang  dikes,  pkced  tranl^ 
verfelf »  and  a  paA  leading  towards  the  top ;  and  on  ibme  parts' 
are  hoUowa»  probaUy  the  lodging  of  the  occupiers.  The  kft  of 
tfaefe  racks  lerminaie  in  a  pfecipiee  over  die  lea,  and  was  the 
dernier  refoit  of  the  defendants :  Aich  were  the  ibrtificatioiis  of  the 
tMUfbarotts  ages:  here,  were  the  affiulants  iiiccelsfitl,  the  gannfen 
had  no  alternative  but  to  pertfli  by  the  edge  of  the  iword,  or  m 
precipitate  themiHves  into  the  ocean. 
Stranob  Kt-  In  various  parts  of  this  neighborhood  are  (battered  iinall  holes,* 
TRSATi.  ^rsied  in  the  ground,  large  enough  to  hoH  a  (mgle  nan  in  a  fit- 
ting pofture :  the  top  is  covered  with  a  broad  ftone,  and  diac 
wtdi  earth :  into  thcfe  unhappy  fugitives  eeok  flieher  after  a  de^ 
§et!ti  and  drawing  together  ibds,  found  a  temporary  concealment 
from  enemies,  who  in  early  times  knew  not  the  giving  or  receiving 
of  quarter.  The  incurfions  of  barbarians  were  always  Ihort  i  lb 
that  the  fugitives  could  eafily  rubfift  in  their  earths  till  the  danger 
,  was  over.     Men  were  then  rtlmoft  in  n  ftarc  of  nature  :  how 

ftrong  was  their  refemblancc  to  bcalls  of  yircy  '  Tlic  whole  fcenery 
of  this  place  was  unfpeakably  lavage,  arid  the  inhabitants  )u: table. 
Falcons  icreamed  incefTantly  over  our  heads,  and  we  diiturbed  the 
eagles  perched  on  the  precipice. 

Continue  clambering  among  the  rocks  impending  over  the  fea, 
and  fplit  by  inccrvals  into  chafms,  narrow,  black  and  of  a  Ihipen- 
dfm  dc^chi  whofe  bottoms  appeared  and  dil'appeared  according 

to 
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to  the  momentary  corufcations  of  the  furious  foam  of  the  waves, 
rolling  from  the  heavy  ocean.  Proceed  along  a  narrow  pith, 
furrounding  the  face  of  a  promoficory  hanging  over  the  water, 
(kipping  nimbly  over  a  way  char  fear  done  eouM  make  dangerous, 
laughing  at  a  bullcy  companion  whom  the  left  had  diftanced. 

Defcend  a  fteep  trafb,  and  found  part  of  oar  company  (who  chole  Savi  o.Hoa  oati* 
a  Hs  pifturefque  Voad)  in  pofleffion  of  the  fine  cave  of  SMtg^nur-: 
the  entrance  was  difficult  1  but  after  ibme  travel  found  die  infide 
of  an  aoguft  extent  and  he^t  t  the  roof  folid  rock,  which  re* 
turned'  with  die  noiie  of  thunder,  the  difchaige  of  our  muikets. 
Within  this  cave  was  another  i^rait  before  us^  with  a  fine  arched 
entrance :  feveral  of  the  company  had  got  into  it,  and  palTing  wick 
their  timers  backwards  and  forwards,  from  recefs  to  recefs,  ap« 
peared  at  our  diftance  like  the  gliding  fpcdrea  of  Sbakefpear  in 
the  pit  of  Acheron,  We  followed,  and  found  our  grotto  divided' 
into  numbers  of  far-winding  paflages,  fometimes  opening  into 
fine  expanfcs,  again  clofing,  for  a  long  fpace,  into  galleries,  paf- 
fable  but  with  difficulty :  a  pcrtcft  fubrci  laneous  labyrinth.  A 
"bagpiper  preceded :  at  times  the  whole  fpace  was  filled  with  the- 
found,  which  died  away  by  degree;  to  a  mrre  murmur,  and  loon 
after  again  aftonifhed  us  with  the  bcHowmg,  according  as  the 
meanders  condudled  him  to,  or  from  our  fingular  ftations. 

Take  leave  of  the  hofpitable  family  of  Sunderland:  ride  along  JviiTS* 
a  different  road  acrofs  the  ifland  ;  pafs  by  fomc  cairns,  and  fame 
ancient  fences  on  the  heaths.    Reach  the  head  of  Locb  Dminardt  •yJ^J'.^JJf 
a  place  celebrated  for  the  battle  of  ^reui-dhrmnard,  in  1 598,  be-     *  harp. 
tween  the  lord  of  the  ifles,  and  Sir  LaMehUm  Mac'lam^  of  2iMs  the 
laft,  with  fifteen  kundred  a»D»  invaded  iZsjr,  with  a  view  of  ufurp- 
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fng  it  from  his  nephew:  the  irft  had  only  ckven  hundred^  and 
was  at  lirft  obliged  to  retreat  till  he  was  joined  by  a  hundred  and 
twenty  frelh  forces :  this  decided  the  engagement.    Sir  Lmub* 

Ian  was  flain,  with  four-fcorc  of  his  principal  kinfmen,  and  two 
hundred  of  his  foldiers,  who  lay  furrounding  the  body  of  their  ch  'vef- 
tain.  A  ftone  ftill  on  the  fpol,  was  credled  in  memory  of  his  fall. 

Sir  ImuUm  confulted  a  wicch,  the  oracle  of  MuM,  before  he 
fct  out  on  his  expedition  i  and  received  three  pieces  of  advice  t 
firft,  Not  to  land  on  a  Thurfday :  a  ftorm  forced  him  into  diibbe- 
dience.  The  fccond,  Not  to  drink  of  a  certain  fpring  ;  which  he 
did  through  ignorance.  The  third.  Not  to  fight  belulc  I/)ch-dnU'^ 
nard :  but  this  the  fates  may  befuppofed  to  have  determined. 
i«ocu-FiNLACAX*  Ride  by  Locb-finlagan^  a  narrow  piece  of  water,  celebrated  for 
its  ifle,  a  principal  rcfidence  of  the  great  Mac-donald.  The  ruins 
of  this  place  and  chapel  ftill  exift,  and  alfo  the  ftone  on  which  he 
ftood  when  he  v.;is  crowned  kiatf,  ol  liic  iQes.  Thus  cuftom  feems 
to  have  been  common  to  the  northern  nations.  The  Bancs  *  had 
their  Kongjlokn, 

The  ceremony,  (after  the  newbrd  had  coUeded  his  kindred 
and  vaffala)  was, truly  pa^HartM*  After  patting  on  his  armour  his 
hehnet  and  his  fword^  he  took  an  oath  to  rak  as  his  anceftors  had 
done;  thatiSf  to  govern  as  a  father  would  his  childico :  his  people 
in  return  fwore  that  they  would  pay  the  fanae  obedience  to  him  as 
children  would  to  their  parent.  TJk  dominions  of  this  poientatQ 
about  the  year  1586  confifted  only  of  Jkj^^  jfrnvt  Kiu^dak  and  Qm* 
tyn.  So  reduced  were  they,  from  what  they  had  been*  before  the

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deprivatioii  of  the  great  Earl  of  Rrfs  in  tlie  reign  of 
Jmaa  Ili. 

Near  this  it  another  little  ifle,  where  he  a0etnbled  his  council : . 
Sm  m  CerUe,  or.  The  ifland  of  council }  where  thirteen  judgin 
conftanti/  fate  to  decide  differences  among  his  fubje^s    and  re> 
ceived  for  their  trouble  the  eleventh  part  of  the  value  of  the  affair 
tried  before  them  *. 

In  the  firft  ifland  were  buried  the  wives  and  children  of  the  lords 
of  the  ides ;  but  their  own  pcribns  were  depotod  in  the  more 

facred  ground  of  Jona. 

On  the  fhores  of  the  lake  are  fome  marks  of  the  quarters  of 
his  Carnaucb  and  Gilli-glajfes,  the  military  of  the  ifles  :  the  firfl: 
fegnifying  a  ftrong  man  the  laft,  a  grim-looking  fellow.  The 
firfl:  were  light-armed,  and  fought  with  darts  and  daggers  j  the  laft 
With  fharp  liatchets  f .  Thcfc  are  the  troops  cluc  Sbakef^ettr  alludes 
10,  when  he  Ipeak;!  of  a  Donaldy  who

Upon  the  Ihore  are  the  remains  of  a  pier,  and  on  a  ftone  is  cut, 
A.  II.  or,  (JLneas  the  fecond,  one  of  the  lords  of  the  ifles,  in 
whole  reign  it  was  founded  %.  This  proves  fufHciently  that  Mac- 
dmM  was  not  their  general  tide,  as  fome  have  imagined :  the

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mUbke  arole  from  two  of  the  nunc  of  Dmm^  who  were  unit 
remarkable  for  the  rarages  they  made  ia  Stetliuidt  in  the  feign  of 

Edward  BaUoly  in  and  in  that  of  y4imes  I.  in  1410.  As  the 
title  is  popular  ftili  in  (be  iiks,  I  chtife  to  coacinue  what  is  fo^ 

much  in  ufc. 

Beiides  tboie  already  mentioned,  the  lords  had  a  houfe  and  cha- 
pel at  LaganoHy  on  the  South  fide  of  Locb-an-daal :  a  ftrong  caftle* 
on  a  rock  in  the  fca,  at  Duncnvnkk,  at  the  South-Eaft  end  of  the 
country    for  they  made  this  iiland  their  reiideace  after  their  cx» 

pulfion  from  that  of"  in  1304, 

There  is  a  tradition,  that  while  the  ilV  of  Man  was  part  of 
the  kingdom  of  the  iflcs,  that  the  rents  were  for  a  time  paid, 
io  this  countr)' :  thofe  in  filver  were  paid  on  a  roc  k,  ftill  called 
Creig-a-ni one ^  or y  the  rock  of  the  filver  rent:  the  other,  Creg- 
a-nairgid,  or,  the  rock  of  rents  in  kind.  Thefc  lie  oppofite  to-- 
each  other,  at  tiic  nioudx  01  a  harbour  on  the  S.  fide  of  this-. 
illar.d. 

Return  to  trecporty  and  go  on  board  niy  veflll,  now  at  anchor- 
on  the  Jura  fide  of  the  found,  in  IFhitefarlane  bay. 

The  ifle  of  Ilajy  IJUiy  or,  as  it  is  called  in  JEr^  iZr,  is  of  a. 
Iquare  form,  deeply  iademcd  on- the  South  by  the  great  bay  of 
l^td^mMil^  divided  from  Juroy  on  the  N.  Eaft,  by  the  (bund,, 
which  ii  near  fiNirteea  niiles  long,,  and  about  one  broad..  The 
tides  raoft  violent  and  lapid^  the  channel  dear,  excepting  at  the- 
S.  entraoce*  wheie  there  ara  fome  rocks  on  the  fmv  0de. 

The  length  of  JStf,  from  the  point  of  Ruwl  to  the  JlA^of  J&. 
tatkt.  ia  Q^enty-eight         ia  divided  into  the  garilhea  d  XUddA 
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IM,  Kilarow^  Kilchoman^  and  Kilmenie.  The  latitude  •  of  Free- 
port,  55°  5i'  29 '  N.  The  face  of  the  iOand  is  hilly,  but  not  high : 
the  lo^tieft  hills  are  Aird  imfdaily  Dmr-hbdimi  and  Sgarbh-hbem, 
The  land  in  many  parts  is  excellent,  but  much  of  k  u  covered 
with  heath,  and  abfolutely  in  a  ftate  of  nature. 

The  produce  is  corn  of  difierent  kinds  \  fcch  as  bear,  which  Faoovci*- 
Sometimes  yields  eleven-fold ;  and  oats  fix^fold :  a  ruinous  diftil- 
lation  prevales  here}  infomuch  that  it  is  fuppoled  that  more  of 
die  bear  is  drank  in  form  of  whifley }  dian  eaten  in  the  ihape  of 
bonnocs.  Wheat  has  been  railed  with  good  iuccels  in  an  inclo- 
fore  belonging  to  the  pn^rietor  $  but  in  an  open  country  where 
moft  of  the  cattle  gp  at  large,  it  b  impofllble  to  cultivate  that 
grain}  and  the  tenants  are  unable  to  inclofe.  Much  flax  is  ratied 
here,  and  about  2000/.  worth,  fold  out  of  the  ifland  in  yarOy 
which  might  better  be  manufa&uied  on  the  4>ot>,  to  give  employ 
to  the  poor  natives. 

A  fet  of  people  worn  down  with  poverty :  their  habitation?  HoviSS^ 
fcencs  of  mifcry,  made  of  loofeftonesi  without  chtmnies,  with- 
out doors,  excepting  the  f3^|Tor  oppofed  to  the  wind  at  one  or 
other  of  the  apperturcs,  permitting  the  fmoke  to  cfcape  through 
the  other,  in  order  to  prevent  the  pains  of  fuffocation.  The 
furniture  perfectly  corretponds  :  a  pothook  hangs  from  the  middle 
of  the  roof,  with  a  pot  pendent  over  a  gratelefs  fire,  filled  witli 
fare  that  may  rather  be  called  a  pcrmiflion  to  cxift,  than  a  fup* 
port  of  vigorous  liic :  the  inmates,  as  may  be  expe6^ed,  lean,.

Notirtthftanding  the  excellency  of  the  land»  above  a  thoufand 
pounds  worth  of  meal  is  annually  imported,  a  famine  threatened 
at  this  time;  but  was  prevented  by  the  feafonable  arrival  of  a 
meal  ihip ;  ^nd  the  inhabitants  like  die  fons  of  jM9k  of  old«  flocked 
down  to  buy  food. 

Hi ATH  ALB*  Ale  is  frequently  made  in  this  ifland  of  the  young  tops  of  heath, 
mixing  two  thirds  of  that  plant  with  one  of  malt,  fometimes  add- 
ing hops.  Boethius  relates  that  this  liquor  was  much  ufcd  among 
the  P/(.7j,  but  when  tint  nation  was  extirpated  by  the  Scots^  the 
fecret  of  making;  it  penlhed  with  them*. 
llAiivMij  The  country  bled  with  fine  manures  :  beliUcs  lea-wrack,  coral, 

IhcU  fand,  rock  and  pit  mark,  it  poflGfles  a  tra<5l:  of  thirty-fix  fquarc 
miles  of  limeftone.    What  treafures,  if  properly  applied,  to  bring 
wealth  and  plenty  into  the  ifland. 
^T*lftf  Numbers  of  cattle  are  bred  here,  and  alxnit  feventeen  hun- 

dred are  annually  exported  at  the  price  of  fiuy  ihil lings  each. 
The  if.and  is  often  overftocked,  and  numbers  die  m  March  for 
want  of  fodder.  None  but  milch  cows  are  houfed  :  cattle  of  all 
other  kinds,  except  the  laddie  horfes,  run  out  during  winter. 

The  number  of  inhabitants  is  computed  to  be  between  feven 
and  eight  thoufand.  About  fcvcn  hundred  are  employed  in  the 
mines  and  in  the  fifliery :  the  fcSc  are  gentlemen-faraieia^  fub> 
tenants  or  fervanm.  Xh«  women  (pin.  Few  as  yet  h«ve  mlr 
lErated. 

a  Dcfcc.  Rcigat  Saitnm,  p.  8« 
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The  Tervants  are  prakl  in  kindi  the  fixth  par-t  of  the  crop.' 
They  have  hoaxes  grafis:  the  mafter  gives  them  the  feed  for  the 
firft  year,  and  lenda  them  hofib  to  plough  annually  the  land 
aonezed. 

The  air  is  lefs  healthy  than  that  ofyura:  the  prdent  epidemt-  Diuaiii. 
-  tal  dileafes  are  dropfies  and  cancers :  the  natural  eieds  of  bad 
A)od. 

'   The  quadrupeds  of  this  ifland  are  ftoats,  weefels,  otters  and  ARiitA&i^ 

haies :  the  laft  fmally  dark-coloted»  and  bad  runners.  The  birds 

are  eagles^  peregrine  falcons,  black  and  red  garnet  and  a  very 

few  ptarmi^ns     Red  breafted  goolanders  breed  on  the  fhore 

among  the  loofe  ftones,  wild  geefe  in  the  moors.  Herons  in  the 

ifland  in  Lecb-gtorm*  The  fifli  ate  platle,  fmeardab^  lai^  dabs, 

mullets,  ballan,  lump-fifli,  black  goby,  greater  dragonet,*  and 

that  rare  fi(h  the  Lepadogajfer  of  M.  Gouan, 

Vipers  fwarm  in  the  heath :  the  natives  retain  the  vulgar  error  VifsaSk 
of  (heir  ftinging  with  their  forked  tongues ;  that  a  fword  on  which 
the  poifon  has  fallen  will  hifs  in  water  like  a  red  hot  iron  \  and 
that  a  poultice  of  human  ordure  is  an  infallible  cure  for  the  bite. 

In  this  ifland  fcveral  antient  diverfions  and  fuperftitions  are  dill  DiviRsioKt 
prefervcd:  the  laft  indeed  are  almoft  extin^,  or  at  moft  lurk  only  A*»»w*SMTip«ii 
amongft  the  very  meaneft  of  the  people. 

The  late  wakes^  or  funerals,  likethofeof  the  Romans^  were  at- 
tended with  fports,  and  dramatic  entertainments,  compofed  of 
many  parts,  and  the  aflors  often  changed  their  drcffes  fuitable  to 
their  charaiflers.  1  he  fubje^  of  ,thc  Drama  was  hiftorical  and 
preferved  by  memory. 

Tiie  active  Iports  are  wrelUing.    Another  is  performed  by 

jumping 
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jumpiog  on  a  pole  hdd  up  horizontaUf  by  two  oieti;  ,the  pcffbr- 
mer  lig^ti  on  his  knees,  takes  hold  with  both  hands,  bends  and 
kU&s  it(  and  then  iprings  off.  He  who  fuccceds  in  the  feat 
when  the  poll  is  at  the  higheft  elevation,  carries  the  prize.  ■ 

A  iecond  game,  of  a^ivity  la  played  by  two  or  three  hundred, 
who  form  a  circle  i  and  eweiy  one  places  his  ftick  in  the  ground 
before  him,  by  way  of  barriere.  A  perfon  called  the  odd  sms, 
Hands  in  the  middle,  and  delivers  his  bonnet  to  any  one  in  the 
xiog.  This  is  nimbly  handed  round,  and  the  owner  is  to  recover 
it:  and  on  fucceeding,  takes  the  place  of  the  perfon,  whom 
he  took  it  and  that  perlbo  again  takes  the  middle 

place. 

There  are  two  other  tryals  of  ilrength:  firftly,  throwing  the 
Pledge  liammcr.  The  other  feems  local.  Two  men  fit  on  the 
ground  foot  to  foot :  each  lays  hold  of  a  fhort  ftick ;  and  the 

tampion  that  can  pull  the  othc-r  over  is  t!:e  winner. 

The  power  of  fafcination  is  as  llrongly  believed  here  as  it  wa% 
by  the  Ihepherds  of  liaJy  in  times  of  old,

But  here  the  power  of  the  eviUiye  affcfts  more  the  milch  cows  than 
lambs.  If  the  good  houfewitie  perceives  theeffedfcof  the  maliciuus  on 
any  of  her  kine,  (he  takes  as  much  milk  as  fhe  can  drain  from  the 
enchanted  herd,  for  the  witch  commonly  leaves  very  little.  She 
then  boils  it  with  certain  herbs,  and  adds  to  them  flints  and  un« 
tempered  fleel  :  after  that  fhe  fecures  the  door,  and  invoke?  the 
three  facred  perfons.  This  pvits  the  witch  into  fuch  an  agony, 
that  Ihe  comes  jiiiling-wiliiog  to  the  houfe^  begs  to  be  admitted, 

10 
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to  obtain  relief  by  touching  the  powerful  pot :  the  good  woman 
then  makes  her  terms ;  the  witch  reitores  the  milk  to  the  catt]i% 

and  in  return  is  freed  from  her  pains. 

But  fometimes  to  fa\'c  the  trouble  of  thoie  charms  '  for  it  may 
happen  that  the  difordcr  may  anle  trom  other  caules  than  an  evil' 
eyi)  the  tryal  is  made  by  immerging  in  milk  a  certain  herb,  and 
if  the  cows  arc  fupcr-naturally  aRVdcd,  it  inftantly  diftills  blood. 

The  unfuccefsful  lover  revenges  himfelt  on  his  happy  rival 
by  charms  potent  as  thofc  of  the  ihcpljerd  /U^b^tb^ms^  and  cxadly 
fimilar. 

Nef\e  tribo;  nodis  ternos  iAMgrA'COlores: 
Ne^le,  AmatjlUt  mo<io. 

DtmUd  takes  three  thtetds  of  difierent  huet»  and  ties  three 
knots  on  each,  three  times  ioiprecattng  the  moft  cniel  difappoint- 
menu  on  the  nuptial  bed :  but  the  brid<srooin  to  aven  the  barm, 
ftinds  at  the  altar  vnth  an  untied  ihoe^  and  puti'aiiz-pcncebe- 
.  neath  his  foot. 

A  prefent  was  made  me  of  a  clatb  cUm  eeUacb^  or  cock-knee 
ftone,  believed  to  be  obtained  out  of  that  part  of  the  bird ;  but 
I  have  unluckily  foi^gptten  its  virtues.  Not  fo  with  the  cladf  «rK- 
hain^  which  is  to  cure  all  pains  in  the  joints.  It  is  to  be  pre* 
filmed  both  thefc  amulets  have  been  enchanted  •»  for  the  firfl  very 
much  refembles  a  common  pebbk  i  the  other  is  that  fpecies  of 
foflil  Hiell  railed  GrypbiUs. 

I  was  alio  favored  with  fevcral  of  the  nuts,  common!'/  called 
Idokcca  beans,  which  are  frequently  found  on  the  weftern  ihores 
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<lf  this  and  others  tof  the  HeMdes.  They  are  the  leeds  of  the  J>^* 
dtos  wrm^  GiiikMd^  BmJuc.  6.  B^eatA^  &  mim/a  ftandens  of 
Umum^  natives  of  Jimiaica,   The  &fth  iS  a  feed  tailed  by  Bavhin, 
fiWus  iiUii torH'tularh fukis  HMfyitt  ^uaiUoir^  wbofe  place  is  un- 
knoilvii.  The  four  firft  grow  in  quantities  on  the  deep  banks 
of  the  rivers  of  Jmaka,  and  are  g^erally  Aippofed  to  drop 
into  the  water,  ithd  to  be  carried  into  the  fea ;  from  thence  by 
tides  and  currents,  and  the  predominancy  of  the  Eafl:  wind,  to  be 
forced  through  the  golph  of  Flcrida,  into  the  North  Amricmk 
ocean,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  Sargajfo,  a  plant  growing  oa 
the  rocks  in  the  Teas  of  7<n"<»V(t.    Wfic  i  arrived  in  that' part  of 
the  Atlantic,  they  fall  in  with  the  Wcftcrly  winds,,  which  gene- 
rally blow  two-thirds  of  the  year  in  that  traA;  which  may  help 
to  convey  them  to  the  fliores  of  the  Hebrides  and  Orhties*,  I 
was  for  rt-folving  tJiis  pha3nomenon  into  (hip-wrecks,  and  fup- 
pofing  that  ihcy  might  have  been  Hung  on  thefe  coafts  out  o€ 
fome  unhappy  vefTels  :   but  this  foiution  of  mine  is  abfolutcly 
denied,  from  the  frequency  and  regularity  of  the  appearance  of" 
thefe  Iccds.    America}!  tortoifcs,  or  turtle,  have  more  than  oocQ- 
been  taken  alive  on  thefe  coafts,  tempeft-d riven  from  their  warm 
feas  i  and  part  of  die  mafl:  of  the  Tilbwy  man  of  war,  burnt  at 
Jamaica,  was  taken  up  on  the  Wcftern  coaft  of  Scotiandi  fads, 
that  give  probal^ility  to  tlie  firft  opinion. 
BiKE^aXi  Hiftory  furnilhcs  very  few  rnaicnals  for  the  great  events  or  rc-^ 

volutions .  of  Ic  Jceir.  s  to  Iiuve  been  long  a  feat  of  empire, 

probably  jointly  with  tiit  lik  of  Man,  as  being  njofl  conveniently; 
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fyxm^  ibr  the  gomament  ol"  tbe  feft  of  the  HuMdeti  fpr  Crtf 
Xhfi  Ntnttgiaitt  titer  his  coaqueft  ih«t  ifloiidft  in  io66» 
reiire4  4U)4  finilhcd  hit  dayy  in  Htjf  *.  There  are  more  I>ai^ 
or  ^Amo^iw  names  of  places  in  thia  idand  than  any  other }  al* 
moft  aU  the  )>refen(  fRrms  derive  their  tides  from  cbem,  fuch  as 
pei^hs^  fvriM*  tmiMJi^  end  the  like^  Qs  the  mreat  of 
the  Dmf  bectBEie  the  feat  o£  thdr  fucoefliirs,  the  lords 
the  ifles,  and  continued  after  their  power  was  biDjcepy  ijs  the 
xeigH  ^  James  III.  in  their  defcendants,  the  A£Kmi!Mi^i£i!f^  who 
held,  or  ought  to  have  held,  it;  from  the  csowo.  It  was  ia  tjie 
{>ai£:flIon  of  a  Sir  Jmms  Mac-donald,  In  the  year  S598I,  the  fame 
who  won  the  battle  of  Traii-dbruinard  before  mentioned.  His 
power  gave  umbrage  to  Jams  VI.  who  direded  theLoitlof  Me^ 
ieod,  Cameron  of  Locbiel^  and  the  Mac^ndla  of  BrntM^  to  Ibpport  the 
Mac-kanes  in  t;nother  invafion.  The  rival  parties  met  near  the  hill 
Ben -bigger^  eaft  of  KHarsw:  a  fierce  engagement  enfued,  and  the 
Macdonalds  were  defeated,  and  almoft  entirely  cut  off".  Sir  Janm 
dcaped  to  5/>/7/;?  v  but  returned  in  1620,  was  pardoned,  received 
a  penfion,  and  died  the  fame  year  at  Glafg(Kv,  and  in  him 
expired  the  laft  of  the  great  Mac-donalds.  But  the  King,  irri- 
tated by  the  difturbances  raifed  by  private  wars,  waged  be^ 
tween  thefe  anil  other  clans,  refumed  f  the  grant  made  by  his 
predeccfibr,  and  transferred  it  to  Sir  John  Campbel,  of  Colder^ 
who  held  it  on  paying  an  aiuiual  feii-duty  of  five  hundred  pounds 
fterling,  which  is  paid  to  this  day.  The  ifland  was  granted  to 
■Sk  J  dm,  as  a  reward  for  his  undertaking  the  conqucit  j  but  tiie 
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familf  Gonfidered  it  u  a  ciear  acquiEdoo,  by  the  lofi  of 
gallant  fbUowerSt  and  by  the  npences  mcuncd  in  fupporc  of  it. 
Ac  preienc  it  is  in  pofldBon  of  Mr.  Qm^dt  of  Simi^Seld,  and 
the  rents  are  about  2  jooiL  per  amnmi^ 

fnvt  6>  Weigh  anchor  at  three  o'clock  in  the  morning :  with  the  tflifl-- 

ance  of  the  tide  get  out  of  the  Stimd,   See,  on  the  North.  Weft 

TnvaOT*  fide,  the  place  where  that  gallant  enemy  Tburot  lay,  at  different 
times,  cxpcfting  the  fit  opportunity  of  his  invafion,  to  be  detep. 
mined  by  the  news  he  had  of  the  fuccefs  of  the  Breft  fquadlron. 
He  was  told  that  he  lay  in  a  dangerous  place ;  but  he  knew  that 
his  fecurity  confifted,  in  cafe  a  luperior  force  came  againft  him, 
in  being  able  either  to  take  to  fea,  or  efcapc  through  the  Sounds 
according  to  the  quarter  the  attack  came  from.  His  generofity 
and  iiunianity  is  Ipokcn  oi  in  high  terms  by  the  iflandersi  and 
his  diftrefs  appeared  very  deep  when  he  was  informed  of  the  mif- 
carriage  of  Conpanf^  fleet. 

Leave,  on  the  iZijr  coaft,  near  the  month  of  the  Stmd^  the  ce* 
lebraied  cave  of  UmtdhFhHma^^  or  Uim-mibir,  Fourteen  or  fif- 
teen  families  retire  to  it  during  the  fine  feafen,  as  their  JMm^ 
or  Summer  cefidence}  and  three  families  refide  in  it  the  whole 
year. 

About  eight  or  nine  miles  from  the  mouth  of  the  ScundWc  the 
ifles  of  Oroft/ay  and  Cohn/ay^  The  ftillnefs  of  the  day  made  the 
parage  tedious-,  which  induced  us  to  take  boat:  the  view,  mid- 
way, was  very  fine  of  Jiay  and  Jura^  of  the  opening  into  Lccb- 
Tarbat^  a  bay  penetrating  deep  into  Jura,  and  affording  anchorage 
for  large  veflels  ;  as  was  experienced  a  very  few  years  ago,  by  one 
of  eight  bundced  tuosj,  driven  in  during  night :  the  maikr  found  an 

opening. 
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OfKining,  and  paflcd  providentially  between  two  rocks,  at  a  fmalt 
diftance  from  each  other  j  and  finding  himfelf  in  fmooth  water, 
dropped  anchor,  and  lay  fecure  in  a  fine  natural  wet  dock.  A 
difcovery  worthy  die  attention  of  mariners  *. 

Beyond  Jwra  appean  tlie  gulph  of  Corry-vrekan^  bounded  by  the 
iHeof  jlibir^i  the  mountains  of  MtAffocceed;  and  before  us  ex- 
tend the  flkoKS  of  the  two  iflands^  the  immediatt  objeAs  of  our  vific^ 
Land  about  one  o'clock  on 

Oramsayc 

The  Ihip  arrives  foon  after,  and  anchors  within  Gbudimal,  winch, 
with  two  or  cbfteother  little  rocky  ides,  fbnns  an  harbour. 

After  about  a  mile^s  walk  reach  the  ruins  of  th^  antient  monaftery, 
fbunded  (as  ibme  iay)  by  St.  CtfAflwAii,  but  with  more  probability  by 
one  of  the  Lords  tftbt  ^es^  who  fixed  here  a  prioiy  of  Catms  r^pUgr 
afAKgu^i  dependent  .on  the  abby  of  Hofynodt  in  Edmhif^h,  The 
church  is  fifty-nine  feet  by  eighteen^  andconuins  the  tombs  of  num* 
bers  of  the  antient  iflanders^  two  of  warriors  recumbent,  feven  feet 
long  \  a  flattery  perhaps  of  the  fculptor,  to.  give  to  future  ages  ex- 
alted notions  of  their  prower<;.  Befidcs  thcfc,  are  fcattercd  over  the 
floor  lefier  figures  of  heroes,  priefts  and  females ;  the  laft  fecmingly 
of  feme  order :  and  near  them.is  a  figure,,  cut  in  Itonc,.  of  f uU  liac, 
apparently  an  abbcls.

In  a  Ade  chapel,  beneath  an  arch,  lies  an  abbot,  of  the  naine  of 
Mat-^(fie,  with  two  of  his  fingers  elated,  in  the  attitude  of  benedic. 
tion  ;  in  the  fame  place  is  ailone  enriched  with  foliage,  a  (lag  fur- 
rounded  with  dogs,  and  a  Ihip  with  full  fail :  round  is  infcribcd, 
inc  jagi$  Mttrcbacdus  Mac-ilufie  de  CoUonia,  1539,  menfi 

•narf.  ora  nu  ille.  ammen. 

I'his  Murchardus  is  laid  to  have  been  a  great  opprefTor,  and  that 
he  was  executed,  by  order  of  thf  Lord  ot  the  iflcs,  for  h's  tyranny. 
Near  his  cotnb  is  a  long  pole,  placed  there  in  memory  of  the  cnfign- 
llaffof  the  family,  which  had  been  prcfcrved  niiraculoufly  for  two 
hundred  years  :  on  it  (report  fays)  depended  the  fate  of  the  MaC' 
race,  and  probably  the  original  periflied  with  thia  Abr- 
tbardtu. 

$iM«vftAa  -      Adjoining  to  the  church  is  the  cloiftcr :  a  (quare  of  forty<-oiie  i«et . 

ctoitraa*  one  of  the  fides  of  the  inner  wall  is  ruined  i  on  two  of  th#  others  ar« 
fevcn  low  arches,  one  fevcn  leet  high  including  the  colwnns,  whieh 
ate  nothing  more  than  two  thin  (tones*,  three  feet  high,  with  a  flat 
ftone  on  the  top  of  each,  ferving  as  a  plinth  1  and  on- them  two 
Other  thin  ftones,  meeting  at  top,  and  forming  an  acute  angle,  by 
way  of  arch:  on  the  fore- fide  are  five  fmaU  round  arches ;  thefe 
furronnt?  a  court  of  twenty  eight  feet  eight  inches.  This  form  is 
peculiar  m  our  part  of  Europe)  to  this  place  ;  but  I  am  told  that  the 
fame  is  obkrved  in  feme  of  the  religious  houles  in  the  iflands  of  the 
Archipelago. 

Several  Other  buildings  join  this,  all  in  a  ruinous  ftate^  but  a

'  "  /  tnoil 
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Mioll  elegant  crofs  is  yet  ftanding^^  twelve  feet  highs  one  foot  feven 
llroad,  five  inches  thick.  . 

St.  Cohtmh,  when  he  kft  ^vltmd^  made,  a  vow  never  to  fettle 
irithin.  fight  of  his  native  country :  accordingly  when  he  and  his 
friend  Oran  landed  here,  they  amended  a  hill,  and  ^eland  ap- 
peared  full  in  view.  This  induced  the  holy  men  to  make  a  fud* 
den  retreat ;  butO/vm  !uJ  ihc  honor  of  giving  name  to  the  ifland. 

Afcend  the  very  hill  that  the  Saint  did.  Lofty  and  cra^y, 
inhabited  by  red  billed  choughs,  and  dares.  On  the  top  is  a  Jwi-r  7» 
retreat  of  the  old  inhabitants,  protected  by  a  ftrong  ftone  dike 
and  advanced  works.  On  the  plain  below  is  a  hirge  round  mount, 
flat  at  top  •,  on  v/hich  had  probably  been  a  fmall  Danijh  fort,  luch 
as  are  frequently  leen  in  Ireland.  Nearer  the  fhore  in  the  eaft. 
fide  of  the  illand  is  a  large  conic  'Tumulus  •,  and  on  the  fame  plain, 
a  fmall  crols  placed^  where  a  MM-du^%  corps  is  laid  to  have. 
rcfted. 

Take  boat  and  vifit  5/V<^  Ijhnd^  and  fbme  other  rocks  divided  by 
narrow  palTages,  filled  by  a  moll  rapid  tide.    Saw  feveral  £;'Jtr  BiKftliii^- 
duLki  anti  loiuc  lliu  1;  :i  alvcs.  Theiflanders  noglecl:  to  gather  the  down 
of  the  former    wliicii  would  bring  in  a  little  money. 

This  is  the  bird  called  by  the  Dean  of  the  ifles,  Colk,  From  tiio 
eircumftance  of  its  depluming  its  breaft^.he  fables  that,  *  at  that 
^  time  her  fleiche  of  ftdderia  falkthcf  her  hailly,  and  fayles  to  the 
*  mayne  fea  againe,  and  never  comes  to  land  quhyll  the  seir  end' 
^  again,  and  then  Jhc  cones  with  her  ney  fleiche  of  fedderis :  this 

fldche  that  flie  leaves  seirly  upon  her  ncft  hes  nae  pens  in  th» 
^  fedderis,  bat  utter  fine  downes.* 

Xhe  &als  ate  here  mimerovs..  A- few  are  caught  in  nets  piacedi 

betweeiki 
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between  thefe  rodu.  The  great  fpecles  U  taken  on  Du  hiruubt  a 
great  rock  about  a  mile  round,  ten  leagues  to  the  weft  i  reported  to 
be  the  neareft  of  any  to  Ammca. 

Ormtpff  is  three  miles  long :  the  foutfa  part  low  and  landy,  the 
reft  high  and  rocky.  Is  divided  from  Coimfay  by  a  narrow  found 
HotiAv»tr*  4fy  ai  water.  This  ifland  is  a  fingle  farm,  yielding  bear« 
flaX)  and  much  potatoes }  which  are  Icfc  in  their  beds  the  whole 
winter,  covered  with  fea-wrack^  to  prote<ft  them  from  the  froft.  The 
manuie  is  flieU  fand  and  wrack  :  the  laft  laid  on  grafs  will  produce 
bnt  one  crop  \  on  corn-land  it  will  produce  two.  Sixty  milch  cows 
are  kept  here:  and  this  year  eighty  head  of  cattle  were  fold  from  the 
hland  at  three  pounds  a-piece :  Ibme  butter  and  cheefe  are  alio  ex- 
ported. 

This  ifland  is  rented  by  Mr.  Mac-Neik^  brother  to  the  pro- 
prietor of  both  iflands.    The  rent  is  not:  more  than  forty  pounds  a 
year  :  yet  according  to  the  cuftom  of  :lie  ifles,  the  farm  cmplovs  a 
number  of  lervants,  viz.  a  chief  labourer,  who  has  Mty  lliiilings  a 
•  year,  and  a  ftone  of  meal  per  week  :  a  principal  herdfman,  whofe 

wages  are  grafs  for  two  cows,  and  meal  fufficient  for  his  family : 
a  cow-herd  who  has  twenty-four  Ihillings  a  year  and  flioes  :  one 
under  him,  whofe  wages  are  about  fixteen  Ihillings :  and  a  calf- 
herd,  who  IS  aliosvcd  rcn  fhillings.  Befides  thcfe  arc  two  other 
men,  called  from  thtir  employ  Aoirinnna^:,  who  have  the  charge 
of  cultivating  a  certain  portion  of  land  ^  and  alio  overfceing  the 
cattle  it  fupports ;  thefc  have  grafs  for  two  milch  cows,  and  fix 
iheep  i  and  die  tenth  flieaf,  the  produce  of  the  ground,  and  as 
many  potatoes  as  thcy^hufe  to  plant.  The  maid  fervants  are  a 
koufekecper,  at  three  pounds  a  year:  a  principal  dairy  maid, 
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Cfvelve  nurici  StPiSt  esch  Julf  year :  and  five  other  inmOf  Ave 
marks. 

Crois  the  Ibuodat  low  water*  and  enter  the  ifland  of 

COLONSAir, 

Twdve  miles  long,  three  broad,  full  of  rocky  lulb»  ronning  traof- 
veriely,  with  variety  of  pretty  mcandring  vales  full  of  grala,  and 
moft  excellent  for  pafturage.  Even  the  hills  have  plenty  of  her- 
bage mixed  with  the  rock.  The  vallies  want  inclofures  and 
want  woods,  the  common  defeA  of  all  the  MrUkt:  They  yield 
bear  and  potatoes,  much  of  the  Brft  is  ufed  in  diftiilation,  to  the 
very  ftarvingof  the  iflanders,  who  are  obliged  to  import  meal  for 
thdr  fubftftence.  About  two  hundred  and  twenty  head  of  cattle 
are  annuaUy  exported  at  3  /.  each.  In  1736  the  price  was  only 
6ve  and  twenty  ihillingss  but  the  rife  commenced  two  years 
after  the  rebellion.  Yet  even  this  advance  does  not  enrich  the 
people  of  this  pretty  ifland,  for  their  whole  profit  is  exhaufted 
in  the  purchafe  of  bread,  which  their  own  induftry  ought  to 
fupply. 

Oats  are  Town  here  about  the  middle  of  April,  and  yield  three 
and  a  half.  Bear  produces  eiglic  told.  Forty  or  lifty  tuns  of  kelp 
are  anniially  made  in  both  iflands.  I'hc  niater:ab  are  coUedled  01 
the  ihores  in  the  middle  of  Jpniy  and  the  kelp  exported  in  Aagu^.^  ac 
che  rate  of  3  /,  10  j.  or  4/.  per  tun. 

Their  poverty  prevents  them  from  ufing  the  very  means  Pro- 
vidence has  given  them  of  raifing  a  comfortable  fubfillencc.  They 
lidvc  a  good  foil,  plenty  of  limeftone,  and  fufficicnt  quantity 
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of  peat.  A  Tea  abcMinding  with  Eib,  but  their  diftreHld  {late 
difabks  them  from  cultivating  the  one,  and  taking  the  other. 
Thefe  two  idands  contain  eight  thoufand  four  hundred  acres,  of 
which  about  two  thoufand  fix  hundred  are  arable.  How  inadequate 
then  is  the  produce  of  cattle  i  and  how  much  more  is.  chat  dt 
corn  ! 

The  foil  of  this  iQand  is  far  fuperioi  m  goodncfs  to  that  of  Oranfay.'y 
yet  how  dii'proportionably  lefs  arc  die  exports  :  OrMtfy  Owes  its  suL> 
vantages  to  the  good  nuaagcmentof  the  tenant. 

In  both  1  Hands  are  between  five  and  fix  hundred  foul^.  The  old 
inhabitants  were  the  Mac-dufies  and  the  Mac-vurubs.  The  firft  were 
chief,  *  'This  ijle^  fays  the  Dean,  h  hruht  be  ane  gentle  capitane  caUit 
Mac-Dufyke  and  perUncd of  uuld  Clundonaldot  Kyntyre,'  and  it  is 
now  brukit  be  ane  gentle  capitane  callit  Mac-neile,  who  has  never 
railed  his  rents,  has  prcfervcd  the  love  of  his  people,  and  loft;  but  a 
fingle  family  by  migration. 

This  ifliind,  fince  the  tune  of  the.DiAK,.  was  the  property  of  the 
'ArgyU  family,  who  fold  it  to  aiLanceftor  of  the  prefenc  proprietor 
about  fixty  years  agp.  I  conjefture  that  the  antient  owner  m^ht 
hav!e  forfeited  by  engaging  n  the  hdt  rebcUkm  of  theAfiir-iMui2r» 
aodthatitwasindaded  in  the  large  grant  of.  iHands  made  to  the 
CoK^ds^va  reward  for  their  ietvices. 

Met  with  nothing  very  intcreftingjivthe  ride.  Pafi  hj  a  chant 
of  iindl  hkes,  called  IM'f^  by  two  great  ereft  ftoaes  mooumedtitB 
at  QM»tinm\_  and  by  a  ruined  chapeL  There  ane  three  others  i 
but  notwithftanding  from  this  drcumftaoce,  Onafitf  and  Cdn^ 
might  be  fappolbd  tt)  have  been  iflcs  of  faoAity,  jet  from,  tlvp 
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relbrsuition  till  within  the  laft  fix  ye«s»  the  facnunent  had  been 
only  once  admtniftered. 

Re«ch  Gl-CTM,  the  femt  of  the  proprietor,  Mr.  MxC'tKik,  who  en- 
tertuned  us  with  much  politenefs.  His  houfe  j$  well.|helteied»  and 
trees  grow  very  vigoroufly  in  its  neighborhood.  There  is  fcarcely 
an  ifland,  where  vallies  protected  from  winds,  may  not  be  found,  in 
which  trees  might  be  planted  to  great  advantage.  Alb  and  maple 
would  fuccced  particularly  well:  and  in  many  places  the  beft  kinds 
of  willows  would  ttim  tD^;ood  acoounc,  and  produce  a  manufatfbure 
of  balkets  and  hampers,  articles  our  commercial  towns  iiave  a  great 
demand  for. 

Rabbets  abound  hc:e :  about  a  hundred  and  twenty  dozen  o£  Amimau* 
their  fkin«;  are  arum  illy  exporreJ. 

Bernacks  appear  here  in  vaft  flocks  in  Scpiemhr^  and  retire  the 
latter  end  of  Jpni  or  beginning  of  Mny.  Among  the  domeftic 
fowls  I  obierved  peacocks  to  thrive  well  in  the  farm  itOroM/ajf,  So 
fer  north  has  this  Indian  bird  been  naturalized. 

Neither  frogs,  toads  nor  vipers  are  found  here  j  or  any  kmd  of 
fcrpent,  except  the  harnikfs  blind-worm. 

I  met  with  no  remarkable  folFiU.    Bhck  talc  the  wru^  L^mdiata  PoaiiLi« 
martialis  nigra  of  Cronfted^  fed.  95,  is  found  here,  boih  in  large 
detached  flako^  andimmeHed  in  indurated  clay.   Alfo  rock  Ilone 
formed  of  glimmer  .and  quartz.  An  tmperfbdb  granice  is  not  un- 
fiequent. 

In  the  mornings  walk  down  to  the  eafleen  coaft  of  the  Hhrnd,  to      }m  U 
a  creek  guarded  bj  the  little  rocky  ifle  e^OUmfe^,  where  fmall  veflek 
may  fiodlhelter.  Find  Mr,  tbompfon  plying  off  at  a  mile's diftance. 
Go  tm  twaidi  and  fiul  for  Jm§,  The  tofty  mountains  of  JMlny 
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Ml  front:  the  eaftem  viewj  were  JZtf,  Jiira,  Scarpa,  and  the'  en- 
trance of  the  gulph  of  Cmyvrekaitt  beyond  li^  Lem^  and  at  a  dii- 
tance  Ibars  the  high  hill  c$Creuadkm» 

Seeer  to  the  North  Weft  j  but  oxir  courfe  givatly  delayed  by 
calou :  uke  numbers  of  grey  gurnards  in  all  depths  of  water,  and 
find  young  herrings  in  their  ftomachsk 

Towards  evening  arrive  within  fight  of  and  a  tremendous 
chain,  of  rocks,  lying  to  the  South  of  it,  lendeied  more  horrible  hf 
the  perpetual  noife  of  breakers.  Defer  our  entrance  into  the  Cfffiirf 
cUl  day«light. 

|VM  9»  About  eight  of  the  clock  in  the  mornings  very  narrowly  efcape 

ftriking  on  the  rock  Bimnvor,  apparent  at  this  time  by  the  break- 
ing of  a  wave  :  our  mafter  was  at  fome  diftanre  in  his  boat,  in  fearcb 
of  fea  fowl,  but  alarmed  with  the  danger  of  his  veflel,  was  haiWning 

tib  its  relief ;  but  the  the  tide  conveyed  us  out  of  reach  of  the  rock^ 
.  and  faved  him  the  trouble  of  land  ing  us ;  for  the  weather  was  £>• 
calm  as  to  fi-ee  us  from  any  apprehenfions  about  our  lives.  After 
8oo»  orX<>*a.   tiding  for  three  hours,  anchor  in  the  found  of  Jona,  in  threefathoms- 

vMrer,  on.  a  white  Tandy  bottom  ;  bur  the  fifcrft  anchorage  is  on 
the  Eafl;  fide,  between  a  httlrj  iHe  and  that  of  Mull:  this  found 
is  three  miles  long  and  one  broad,  /hallow,  and  in  fome  parts 
dry  at  the  ebb  of  fpring  tides  :  it  is  bounded  on  the  Eafl  by  the 
idand  of  MuU  on  the  Weft,  by  that  of  the  moft  celebrated  of 
the  Hebrides. 

Multitudes  of  gannets  were  now  fifliing  here  :  they  precipitated', 
themfelves  from  a  vaft  height,  plunged  on  their  ]irey  at  kfl:  two  fa- 
thuin  deep,  and  took  to  the  air  again  as  foon  as  tliey  emerged. 
Their  fenfe  oi  kang  muft  be  cxquifitei.  buLthey  are  often  deceived, 
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ibr  Mr.  themffm  infonned  me,  chat  he  had  frequently  taken  them  hf 
facing  a  herring  on  a  hook»  and  linking  it  a  fathom  deep,  which 
the  gannet  plunges  for  and  is  taken. 

The  view  xiijona  was  vety  piaurefqae :  the  Eaft  fide^  or  that 
which  bounds  the  found,  exhibited  a  beautiful  variety }  an  extent 
of  plain,  a  little  elevated  above  the  water,  and  almoft  covered  with 
the  ruins  of  the  facrcd  buildings,  and  with  the  remains  of  the  old 
townftill  inhabited.  Beyond  thefe  the  ifland  rifes  into  little  rocky 
hills,  with  narrow  verdant  hollows  between  (few-  they  merit  not  the- 
same  of  valUes)  and  numerous  enough  for  every  reclufe  to  take  his 
iblitary  walk,  undifturbed  by  fociety. 

The  ifland  belongs  to  the  parilh  of  Rofs,  in  MuU-^  is  three  milcs 
long  and  one  broad  ;  tlie  Eafl  fide  moftly  flat  i  the  middle  rifcs  into, 
fmall  hills  -,  the  Weft  fide  ven'  r\5deand  locky  :  the  whole  is  a  lin- 
gular mixLure  of  rock  and  Icrtility. 

The  loll  is  a  compound  of  fand  and  comminuted  fea  fhells,  mixed* 
with  black  loam  is  very  favorable  to  the  growth  of  bear,  natural 
clover,  crowsfoot  and  daifies.  It  is  in  perpetual  tillage,  and  is 
ploughed  thrice  before  the  fowing  :  the  crops  at  this  time  made  a 
promifmg  appearance,  but  the  feed  was  committed  to  the  ground 
at  very  different  times  ^  fome,  I  think,  about  the  beginning  of^A/<ajr, 
and  fome  not  three  weeks  ago.  Oats  do  not  fucceed  here-,  but 
fiax  ai'.J  poLiLocij  lu:;.c  on  very  well.  1  am  intunncJ,  ihai  tiic 
&il  in  Col^  Tir-Iy  and  North  and  South  L////,  is  fimilar  to  that  in 

The  tenants  here  rm  rigt  and  have  the  pafturage  in  common.  It* 
fiipports  about  a  hundred  and  eight  head  of  cattl^  and  about  five 
butulred  Ihcep.   There  is  no  hegth  In  thb  ifland :  cattle  unuled  to- 

that. 


that  plant  give  bloody  milk  i  which  is  the  cafe  with  the  cattle  of 
Jona  traxifported  to  Mully  where  that  vegetable  abounds  but  the 
cure  is  foon  effcded  by  giving  them  pknty  of  water. 

Serraota  are  p»d  hoe  cooimonly  with  a  fiiurth  of  the  crop,  grals 
for  three  or  fbvr  cows,  anditi  fewAeep. 

The  mimbcr  (^inhabhaAti'ia  about  a  hundred  and  fifty :  the  moft 
ftttpid  and  the  tiioft  lazy  of  all  -the  iflandcrs  %  yet  many  of  them  boaft 
of  their  defoent  from  the  companions  of  St.  CtbmiiA. 
Iiftot.  A  iew  of  the  more  common  birds  frequent  this  ifland :  wild  geefe 

bfeed  hescy  and  the  young  are  often  reared  and  tamed  -by  die 
natives. 

PfcAUTi*  The  tautifol  StaSi^fi  malccs  the  ihores  g^y  wkh  its  glaucous 

leaves  and  purple  flowers.  The  Eryt^^  or  fea-holly,  is  frequent  % 
and  the  hi^Bdhuhma  is  found  here. 

Fmiui*  The  Gram$ts  dunu  ruhfiau,  the  fame  with  the  MgyfHmi^  h 

found  in  NunS'tJk,  and  on  thecoafl  of  MkB:  a  Bncaa  quartzofa^  of 
a  beautiful  kind,  is  common  \  and  the  rocks  to  the  South  of  the 
^  of  Mmrtyn  is  formed  of  the  Swik/b  Tn^  f  ufefiil  to  g^als- 
makers  *. 

Haim.  Joua  derives  its  name  from  a  Hebrew  word,  fignifying  a  dove,  in 

altulion  to  the  name  of  the  great  faint,  Cokmba^  the  founder  of  its 
St.  Colomba.  fgme.  This  holy  man,  inftigated  by  his  zeal,  left  his  native 
country,  Ireland,  in  the  year  565,  with  the  pious  defign  of  preaching 
the  gofpcl  to  the  Pi£ts.  It  appears  that  he  left  his  native  foil  with 
warm  refentment,  vowing  never  to  make  a  fettlcmcnc  withm  fighc 
of  that  hated  ifland.   He  made  his  firft  trial  at  Qranfy^  and  on

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finding  that  place  too  near  to  Irelandy  luccecdeJ  to  his  wifli  at  Hy, 
for  that  was  the  name  of  Jona^  at  the  time  of  his  arrival.  He  re- 
peated here  the  experiment  on  feveral  hills,  erecting  on  each  a  heap 
of  ftones  ;  and  that  which  he  laft  afcended  is  to  this  day  called 
Carnan-cbul-reb-kuKiHUf  or  the  eminence  of  the  back  turned  to 
Ireland, 

Cobmba  was  foon  dllUnguilhcd  bjr  the  fandity  of  his  manners :  a 
miracle  tbat  fae  iwrougfat  lb  operated  on  the  Pi^^  king,  Bradcus\ 
dMCbe  timncdiattty  nMde  a  prefent  of  the  little  ifle  to  the  dint.  It 
leems  that  bis  majefty  had  refufed  dAmltf  an  audience  \  and  even 
proceeded  fo  far  as  to  order  the  palace  gates  to  be  thut  againft  him  y 
but  the  iaiot^  by  the  power  of  bis  woid»  inllantly  caufed  them  to  fly 
open* 

As  foon  as  he  was  in  pofieflioa  of  Jvm  he  founded  a  cell  of 
monks,  bofrowing  hb  inftitadons  from  a  cert«n  oriental  monaftic 
order*.  It  is  find  that  the  firft  religious  were  canons  regular^  of 

whom  the  founder  was  the  firft  abbot :  and  that  his  monks,  till 

die  year  716,  differed  from  thofe  of  the  church  of  Rom^  both  in 

the  obfcrvacion  of  Eafter,  and  in  the  clerical  tonfure.  Cebmhf 

kd  here  an  exemplary  life,  and  was  h^hly  reipe^ted  for  the  fane 

tity  of  his  numners  for  a  confiderable  number  of  years.    He  is 

the  firft  on  record  who  had  the  faculty  of fecond^Jightj  for  he  told  SseosD-Sieaw 

the  viftory  of  Aidan  over  the  Pi^s  and  Saxons  on  the  very  inftant  it 

happened.    He  liad  the  honor  of  burying  in  his  illand,  Convallus 

and  Kifinaf:/,  two  kings  of  Scotland^  and  of  crowning  a  third. 

Al  length,  worn  out  with  age,  he  died,  in  Jona^  in  the  arms  of 

V  •  his-v 
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his  difciplesj  was  interred  there,  but  (as  the  Irifii  pretend)  in 
afcer  times  tranflated  CO  Dtffwvi  where,  according  to  the  epitaph, 
his  remains  were  depofited  with  thole  of  S^  Bri^et  and  St  Pdftw.

But  this  is  totally  denied  bf  the  SeHs\  who  affirm,  that  the 
contrary  is  ihewn  in  a  life  of  the  faint,  eztraded  out  of  the  pope*a 
library^  and  tranflattd  out  of  the  iMm  into  Erfi^  by  fttber  Gn^ 
fihtfMi  which  decidjea,  in  favor  of  J«m>  ^  mbroentofui  difl 
pute*. 

After  the  death  of  St  C^trnkt^  the  illand  received  the  name  of 
T't^umh'aff,  or,  the  ide  of  the  cell  of  Ohmia,  In  procela  of 
time  the  idand  idetf  was  perlbnified,  and  by  a  common  blunder  in 
early  tunes  converted  into  a  fain^  and  worfhipped  under  the  tide 

of  Sc.  Columb'kiUa. 
•  The  religious  continued  unmolefted  during  two  centuries :  but 

in  the  year  807  were  attacked  by  the  Danes,  who  with  their  ufual 
barbarity  put  part  of  the  monks  to  the  fword,  and  obliged  the 
remainder,  with  their  abbot  Cellacb,  to  feek  lafcty  by  flying  from 
their  rage.  The  moniftery  remained  depopulated  for  feven  years ; 
but  on  the  retreat  of  the  Danes  received  a  new  order,  being  then 
peopled  by  Cluniacs,  who  continued  there  till  the  dillblutiony 
when  the  revenues  were  united  to  the  kr  of  .'/rpy/c*. 
**^rai^**"  Touk  boat  and  landed  on  the  Ipot  called  the  B^y  of  Martyrs  : 
the  place  where  the  bodies  of  thofe  who  were  tQ  be  interred  in 
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dui  holy  ground,  were  received,  during  the  period  of  fupef* 
flition. 

Walked  about  a  quarter  df  a  mile  to  the  South,  in  order  to  fix 
on  a  convenient  fpot  for  pitching  a  rude  tent,  formed  of  oars  and 
lails,  as  our  day  retidence,  during  our  flay  on  the  ifland. 

Obfcrvc  a  little  beyond,  an  oblong  inclofure,  bounded  by  a 
ftone  dike,  called  Clacbnan  Drtiimcb,  and  fuppofed  to  have  been 
the  burial  place  of  the  Druids,  for  bones  of  various  fiaei  are 
found  there.  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  Druidifm  was  the  original 
religion-of  this  place ;  yet  I  fuppofe  this  to'^have  been  rather  the 
common  cemetery  of  the  people  of  the  town,  which  lies  almoft. 
clofe  to  the  5<r>'  of  Martyrs. 

Having  lettlcd  the  bufinefs  of  our  tent,  return  through  the 
town,  confiiling  at  pixkrit  of  about  fifty  houfcs,  molUy  very 
mean,  thatched  with  ftraw  of  bear  puiied  up  by  the  roots,  and 
bound  tight  on  the  roof  with  ropes  made  of  heath.  Some  of 
the  houlf-'s  i\rxi  l:c  a  IulIc  beyond  the  rcll  ]cerm:cl  to  have  been 
better  conib  uckd  than  the  others,  and  to  have  been  the  inanlions 
of  the  inhabitants  when  the  place  was  in  a  flourilhing  itate,  but 
at  prefent  are  in  a  very  ruinous  condition. 

Viiit  every  place  in  the  order  that  they  lay  from  the  village. 
The  fitft  was  the  ruin  of  the  nunnery,  filled^with  canonefles  of 
St.  Augujiiney  and  confecrated  to  St.  Ormt*  Thejr  were  pemitced 
to  live  in  oommonity  for  a  coofiderable  time  after  the  reformat 
tion,  and  wore  a  white  gown;  and  above  it  a  rotchet  of  fine 
iinnen*

With  much  difficulty,,  by  virtue  of  fair  words,  and'  a  briber 
picvak      oae  of  thele  tiftlels  fellows  to  remove-  a  great  quan- 
Tomb*        tity  ef  this  dung-hill  |:  and  by  that  means  once  moreeipofetoi 
light  die  tomb-  of  the  laft  priorefs.   Her  figure  is  cut  on  the  £ace 

of  the  ftone  ;  an  angel  on  each  fide  fupports  her  head  and  above 
them  is  a  little  plate  and  a  comb.  The  priorrfs  occupies  only  one 
half  of  the  fuc^Ke:  the  other  is  filled  with  the  form  of  the  virgin. 
Mary*  with  head  crowned  and  mitred  j  the  child  in  her  arms;: 
and,,  to  denote  her  ^een  of  Heaven,  a  fun  and  moon  appear 
above.  At  her  feet  is  this  addrcfs^  from  the  priorefs :  Sanffa^ 
Maria  ora  pro  me.  And  round  the  lady  is  infcribed,  Hie  jaceti 
Dmina  Anna  Donakli  Tcrlcti  *  fiLa  qiiondam  Priorifa  JoN'.'i 
quse  obiit  aifo  m°  d**  xfn- ,  ejus  nnin.ain  Ali  issimo  commenJarnus. 

M.  Sitiart^  who  feme  time  pail  viiited  th;s  place,  informed  me,, 
that  at  that  time  he  oblcrved  this  fragment  of  another  infcriptiMl  r- 
Hie  jacet  Mariota  filia  Johan  :  Lauchlani  Domini  de  . .  .  . 

Befides  this  place  of  fcpulrurc,  was  another  on  the  outfidc,  al- 
lotted for  the  nunsi  where,  at  a  rcfpeftable  diftancc  from  the  vir- 
tuous reclufes,  lies  in  folitude,  a  frail  fiiter.

Advance  from  henCe  afaJKg  a  bfoad  paved  way,  which  is  Conti« 
nued  in  a  line  from  the  nuMiny  to  the  cathedral :  ati6ther  branches 
from  it  to  the  Bay  ef  Mtttfrn  and  a  third  Hirrowet'  than  the  others, 

points  towards  the  hills. 

On  this  road  is  a  large  and  elegant  crofs,  caHed  that  of  Atackane, 
one  of  three  hundred  and  fixty,  that  were  {landing  in  this  ifland 
at  the  reformation*,  but  immediately  after  were  almoft  entirely 

<Jemoliilicd  by  order  of  h  provincial  afTcmblv,  held  in  the  ifland. 
It  feems  to  have  been  cullomaty  in  Sro://:mi  tor  individuals  to  ereil 
crofTes,  probatfly  in  confcquence  of  Ibme  vow,  or  perhaps  out  of 
a  vam  liope  of  perpetuating  their  memory. 

Arrive  at  RaMg  euraia,  or  the  burying-place  of  Oran :  a  vaft  RsiLioovftAM* 
-cnclofure  ^  the  great  place  of  interment  for  the  number  of  mo- 
narchs  who  were  depofi ted  here;  and  for  the  potentates  of  every  ifle, 
and  their  lineage  -,  for  all  were  ambitious  of  lying  in  this  holy 
fpot.  The  place  IS  ia  a  manner  Hlkd  with  grave-ftones,  but  fo 
overgrown  with  weeds,  efpecially  with  the  commun  buittr-iur^ 
chat  very  few  arc  at  prefent  to  be  fecn,

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I -was  very  defirous  of  viewiiig  tbe  tombs  of  the  kings,  dc^ 
cribod  by  the  Demi  of  the  ides,  and  from  htm  by  Mmimmri 
the  former  fays*,  that  io  his  time  there  were  thiee»  buik  in  £11111 
of  little  chapels:  on  one  was  iafcrlbed,  Timmbu  R^gm  Stt/im, 
In  this  were  depoGted  the  remains  of  forty^ght  Settti^  mooaic|bi^ 
beginning  with  Fergus  Ih  and  ending  with  the  famous  Mtditk^ 
for  his  fu€ce0br,  Makdm  C^nmorcy  decreed^  for  the  future,  I)m^ 
ferline  to  be  the  place  of  royal  fepuUure  f.  Of  the  Scottifi  mo- 
narchs  interred  in  Jona^  fixtcen  are  pretended  to  be  of  the  racftof 
A^hh  *nd  are  ftylcd,  Rigbrid  Ailpeanaeh.  • .  1 

Fergus  was  the  fouruler  of  this  MaufoUum  {Boetbius  calls  it  Ab- 
baiia  f)  and  not  only  direfted,  that  it  fliould  be  the  fepulchrc 
his  fuccelTurs,  but  alio  cauled  an  oflv^  to  be  oompofed  fv^the 
funeral  ceremony. 

The  next  was  infcribed,  Tumulus  Recum  Hibernia^  containing 
four  Irtjb  monarchs ;  and  the  third,  Cumulus  Recum  I^orwegi/e^ 
containing  eight  Nonveguin  princes,  or  more  probably  vict^OOl^ 
of  the  Ilchyidesy  while  thty  were  I'libifft  to  that  crown. 

'I'hiu  I'o  many  crowned  heads,  Irom  different  nation*;,  fhrn^ld 
prefer  this  as  the  place  of  their  iutcxment,.  is  ijud  to  have  bcca

Among  thefe 
Hones  were  found  two  with/«fie  infcripuons^  and  the  form  of  a 
crols  canred  on  each  r  the  words  on  one  were,  Cm  Dmbail  fat* 
^glfofr,  or.  The  cfoft  of  DmuU  Lu^^JhmihL  the  other  figntfied 
the  croia  aHMmm  0  Gum,  The  letters  were  thofe  of  the  moft 
antient  £ifi>  alphabet^  exhibited  in  VaUancfs  Irijh  grammar. 

Among  the  fame  ftones  is  alio  the  following:  Hicjacent  qua- 
tuor  Priorca  dc  Hy,  Johannes^  Hugenlusy  Patricius\  in  decretia 
olim  Bacularius  qui  obiit  an.  Dom.  millcrs<»>  quingenceifimo. 

I  am  indebted  id  Mr.  Smart  for  thefe  three  infcriptioos,  which  he 
met  with  in  his  former  voyage ;  arriving  before  the  growth  of  the 
all-covering  weeds.  Mr.  Frazter,  Ton  to  the  Dean  of  the  iflcs,  in- 
fbmcd  Mr,  Sacheverel  governor  of  the  ifle  of  Man,  who  vifited 
Jona  in  1688,.  that  his  fatlier  'lad  colle<5led  there  three  hundred 
infcriptions,  and  prefentcd  ihcm  co  the  )^Jiv\  Qi  jfy-gyU which  wcre_ 
afterwards  loft:  in  the  troubles  of  the  family.

poor  OroH  was  «verwhelined,  and  an  end  for  ever  put  to  hit 
prating.  His  grave  k  near  the  door,  diftinguiflied  only  by  a 
phun  red  ftone. 

Boetbins  *  gives  us  reafon  to  foppofe,  before  this  period,  Jpum 

to  have  been  the  habitation  of  the -weird  (\  \v:t^  znA  Cacod^emons  \ 
for  Kinn;  Nathokcus^  like  SmI  of  old,  confulfrd  in  this  ifland  an 
old  witch,  or  uncommon  fame:  no  wonder,  thcif  forc,  that  the 
prince  of  darkncis  fhould  be  interclled  in  the  overthrow  of  odi* 
£ces  that  were  to  put  an  end  to  his  influence. 
Tombs.  In  Oran^  chapel  are  feveral  tombs,  and  near  it  many  more:  within, 

beneath  a  recels  formed  with  three  neat  pointed  arches,  is  a  tomb- 
Sionc  with  a  (hip  and  feveral  ornanicnrs.  I  forget  whctht  r  the  iaib 
were  furled  :  in  that  calc  cue  dcc  ealed  was  defcended  from  the  an- 
ticnt  kings  of  Alan  or  ihc  Isorwegian  j  race,  who  uled  thole  arms. 

Near  the  South  end  is  the  tomb  of  the  abbot  AUc-khtnan's  fa- 
ther, in&ribed,  Hasc  eft  crux  Laucbkm  Mt,  Fii^on  9t  ejus  filii 
TahMM^r  Abbatis  de  Hy.  faAa  an.  Doaiv  m^.ccoeLxxxix. 

Another  of  MtidmM  d  Bof  and  Cantyre^  Cdnmioiily  caKed 
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Jhms,  or  yhigus  cig^  the  chief  of  the  name.  He  was  a  ftrong  friend 
to  Robert  Bruce,  and  was  with  him  at  the  battle  of  Bamr^ckhttrne. 
His  infcription  is.  Hie  jacct  corpus  ^^ii^' filii  Domini  Mc, 
JDombfiill  de  Hay. 

In  another  place  lies  the  grave-ftonc  of  Ailean  Nan  Sopi  a  Ceathar- 
mrcby  or  head  of  a  [)arty,  of  the  name  of  Mackatte  j  from  whom  is 
dcfcended  the  family  of  ^orloifgf  The  ftonc  is  ornamented  with 
carving  and  a  fiiip. 

A  MacUarUy  of  Col^  appears  in  armour,  with  a  fword  in  his  left, 
hand.  A  MacleanCy  of  Duarty  with  armour,  fKicld  and  two-hantied 
fword.  And  a  third,  of  the  fame  name  of  the  family  of  Ledr- 
iay:  his  right  hand  grafps  a  piftol,  hts  left  t  fword,  Bcfides 
dwfe,  aie  numben  of  odusr  anticnt  heroes,  whole  verjr  names  have 
pcriflied,  and  they  deprived  of  dietr  expoAed  glory :  their  Kvc^ 
were,.  Kks  the  path  of  an  arrowy  ckfisd'tip  and  loil  as  fbon  as  pall 
and  probably  ift  thofe  titnes  of  barbarifm,  as  hxA  to  their  felhnr- 
aveatufes*

A  little  North-Wcit  of  the.  door  is  the  pieddlal  of  a  cro& :  on.

Numbers  who  vifit  this  ifland  (I  fuppofe  the  Elbct  itnpaiienc  lor 
the  confliminadoa  of  all  things)  think  iit  incumbent  on  them  to  turn 
each  of  thcfc  thrice  round,  according  to  the  courfe  of  the  fun. 
They  are  called  Clacba  br^b  \  for  it  is  tUoughc  chat  the  bratb^  or 
end  of  the  world,  will  not  arrive  till  the  ilone  on  which  they 
fiond  is  worn  through.  Ortginallyt  fiiya  Mr,  Sacbevere/,  here  were 
three  noble  globes,  of  white  marble,  placed  on  three  ftone  bafoM, 
and  thcfc  were  turned  roxind  i  but  the  fynod  ordered  them,  and  fixty 
crofles,  to  be  thrown  into  the  Tea.  The  prcknt  ftones  are  probably 
fubftituted  in  place  of  theft;  pj  obes. 
SAiiCTOAaY.  The  precindt  of  thefc  tombs  was  held  Cicrcd,  and  enjoyed  the 
privileges  of  a  Girth,  or  fandtuary  *.  Thfic  places  of  retreat  were 
by  the  antient  Scofcb  law,  not  to  (helter  indilcrimuiaLcly  every  offen- 
der, as  was  the  cafe  in  more  bigotted  times  in  catholic  countries  :  for 
here  all  atrocious  criminals  were  excluded  j  and  only  the  unfortu- 
nate delinquent,  or  the  penitent  finner  fhielded  from  the  inftanc 
ftrokc  of  rigorous  juftice.  'i  he  l.r.vs  arc  penned  wit!i  fuch  humanity 
and  good  fenfe,  that  the  reader  cannut  be  diipicaicd  with  feeing' 
them  in  their  native  (implicity  +.

Pariicular  care  was  alfo  taken  that  they  fliould  receive  no  injury 
during  their  retreat:  penalties  were  enadled  for  even  ftrikingi  but 
for  the  murder  of  any,  *  The  King  was  to  have  from  the  flayer 
'  twentyc  nine  kyes  and  ane  zoung  kow  •,  and  the  offender  was  alfo 

*  to  afTithe  to  the  friends  of  the  defunct  coniurme  to  the  laws  of  the 

*  cuntrie.    IVil.  c.  5. 

The  cathedral  lies  a  liulc  to  the  north  of  this  indofurc :  is  in  The  cathbo»ai, 
the  form  of  a  crofs.  I'he  length  from  eaft  to  weft  is  a  hundred  and 
fifteen  feet.  The  breadth  twenty-three.  Thelen^hof  Cfaetnui- 
icpc  icventy.  Over  the  centre  u  a  handfome  tower:  on  each  of 
which  is  a  window  with  ftone  work,  of  different  forms  in  every 
one. 

On  the  fouth  fide  of  the  chancel  are  fome  Gothic  arches  fupporced 
*  by  pillars,  nine  feet  eight  inches  high,  including  the  capitals  i 
^and  eight  feet  nine  inches  in  circumference.   Tht  capitals  are  4|ttite 
peculiar  I  carved  round  with  various  fuperftitious  figures^  •among 
Others  is  an  angel  weighing  of  ibuls. 

Pp  The 
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j^TAm,. .  '  The  alcar  was  of  white  marble  veined  with  grry,  md  is  vu^artf 
fiippofed  to  have  reached  from  fide  to  fide  of  the  chancel :  but  Mr* 
Sacheverd  *,  who  faw  it  when  abnoft  entire,  aflbres  us,  that  the  fixe 

was  fix  feet  by  four. 
The  dcmobtion  of  this  ftone  was  owing  to  the  belief  of  the  fuper- 

ftitious  V  who  were  of  opinion,  that  a  piece  of  it  conveyed  to  th© 
poiTeBTor  fuccefs  in  whatever  he  undertook.  A  very  fmail  portion 
is  now  kft }  and  even  tiiat  we  contributed  to  diminifh. 

Near  the  altar  is  the  tomb  of  the  abbot  Mac-kiimm*  His 
figure  lies  recumbent,  with  this  infcription  round  the  margin.  Hie 
jacet  Johannes  Mac-Fingone  abbas  de  Hy,  qui  obiit  amo  Domini 
MiUeffimo  ^ttu^entej^o^  cujus  Msnue  prefiiiattr  Vivs  ^ffiam,. 
Anttn. 

On  the  other  fide  is  the  tomb  and  figure  of  hh\iOX.Kemcih. 

On  the  floor  is  the  effigy  of  an  armtd  knighr,  with  a  whilk  by  his 
fide,  as  if  he  juft  had  returned  from  tlic  feait  of  iheils  in  the  hall  of 
Fingdl- 

Among  thcfe  funereal  fubjc<5ts,  the  irrtcrment  (a  few  years  ago)  of 
a  female  remarkable  for  her  lineage  mull  not  be  omitted.  She 
Clam  a«  Oistsr.  a  dire£t  dcfcendant,  and  the  laft  ofthe  Clan  an  oifter^  eftiarii^  or  door- 
^  .    keepers  to  the  monalUry.    The  firft  of  the  fainily  came  over  with 

Colttmbc!^  but  falling  under  his  difpleafvire,  ir  wiis  decreed  on  the  im- 
precation of  tliis  irriiaLic  latuL,  liiaL  iicvcr  iiiore  than  five  of  his  clan 
ihould  exift  at  one  time  ;  and  in  confequence  when  a  fixth  was 
born,  one  of  the  five  was  to  look  for  death.  This,  report  fays,  al- 
way  happened  till  the  period  that  the  race  was  extinguiOied  in  this 
woman....

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I(  U  dUBcok  to  iky  when  the  prefenc  churcli  was  buite  $  if  w« 
may  credit  Bttthim^  it  was  rebuik  by  MiaMnm^  in  tha  fcventh 
century*  out  of  the  ruins  of  the  former.  But  the  pcefent  llruc^ 
cure  is  far  100  magniliceiit  for  that  ag^.  Mod  of  the  walls  are  buili 
with  red  granite  from  the  Nwis  (fit  in  the  found. 

From  tht  fouth  eaft  comer  afe  two  parallel  walls  about  twelve 
fett  hight  and  ten  iett  diftant  from  each  other.  At  preTcnt  they 
are  called  Dorus  tragb^  or  the  door  to  the  fhore:  are  fuppoled  to  have 
been  continued  from  the  cathedral  to  the  (ea,  to  have  been  roofed* 
and  to  have  formed  a  covered  gallery  the  whole  way. 

In  the  church-yard  is  a  fine  crofs,  fourteen  feet  high,  two  feet  two 
inches  broad,  and  ten  inches  thick,  made  of  a  fingle  piece  of  red  gra- 
nite.  The  pedcflal  is  three  licet  high. 

Near  the  fouth  eaft  end  is  Marf^  chapel.  Befides  this,  we  are 
informed,  that  there  were  fcveral  others  founded  by  the  Scoti^  nxto- 
archs,  and  the  Reguli  of  the  ifles  *. 

The  monaftery  lies  behind  the  cathedral.  It  is  In  a  moft  ruinous  MovAtriaT* 
ftate,  a  fmall  remnant  of  a  cloifter  is  left.  In  a  corner  arc  fome 
black  Itones,  held  fo  facred,  but  for  what  reafon  I  am  igno- 
rant, that  it  was  cuftomary  to  iwear  by  them  :  perhaps  fromi 
their  being  neighbors  CO  the  tutelar  faint,  whole  grave  is  almoft 
adjacent. 

EueiLius  f  gives  this  monaftery  an  earlier  antiquity  than  perhaps 
it  can  juHly  clame.   He  lays,  that  afitcr  the  defeat  of  the  Stots^

fted  to  this  iflaod  i  and  were  the  origmal  fbunden  of  this  honfer 
But  the  account  given  by  the  venerable  Bidt  is  much  more  pro^ 
bable,  that  St.  Mimht  was  the  original  founder,  a*  has  been  before- 
related. 

Emangi.  This  iflti,  fays  the  Deah,  his  Mm  riehSe  DoM  by  the  Se»td^ 
lung^ :  And  menttons  fevend  litde  iflands  diat  belonged  to  it, 
which  he  calls  Sm,  JVSitov,  Mtrmi,  Rerii^i,  fyeh  Kme,  MMfisn  and- 
Kmtiey.  If  thefe  had  been  the  endowmen  ts,  chey  would  neyer  fervc 
to  lead  the  religious  into  che  cemptatbn  of  luxury :  but  they  were* 
in  poffisflion  of  a  conliderable  number  of  churches  and  chapels  in 
GiiAiWf*  with  large  eft'ates  annexed,  all  which  were  taken  from  them, 
and  granted  to  the  canons  of  Hfiijfrtcd  houfe  by  H^liUam  I.  between 
the  years  1 1 72  and  1 1 80  *. 

Ctbttnba  was  the  firft  abbot :  he  and  hts  furrpfrnr<!  maintained 
a  juriidiftion  over  all  the  other-  monafteries  that  branched  front 
this  i  and  over  all  the  monks  of  this  abby  that  excrcifed  the 
priellly  or  even  cpifcopal  funtflion  in  other  places.  One  of  the  in- 
(lirure^;  of  Loycla  feems  here  to  have  been  very  early  eftabliflied, 
for  the  cicves  of  this  houfe  feem  not  to  think  themfclves  freed 
from  their  vow  of  obedience  to  the  abbot  ofjona.  Bede  +  fpaks^ 
of  the  Angular  pre-eminence,  and  fays  that  the  liland  always  had

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for  a  governor  an  Abbot-Prclbyter,  whofe  power  (by  a  very  un- 
common rule)  not  only  every  prov.nce,  but  even  the  bifliops 
themfelves,  obeyed.  From  this  account,  the  enemies  to  epilco- 
pacy  have  inferred,  that  the  rank  of  bilhop  was  a  novelty,  intro- 
duced' into  the  church  in  corrupt  times  i  and  the  authority  they 
aflamed  was  an  errant  ufurpation,  fince  a  fimple  abbot  for  fo  con- 
fiderable  a  Ipace  was  permitted  -  to  have  die  foperiority.  In  anfwer 
to  this,  archbifhop  UJber  *  advances,  that  the  power  of  the  abbot  of 
ymi  was  only  local  %  and  extended  only  to  the  bilhop  who  refided 
there  :  for  after  the  conqueft  of  the  ifle  <^A£m  by  the  E^gSfit  and* 
the  divifion  of  the  fee  a^er  that  event,  the  bidiop  of  the  ifles  made 
JoM  his  rcfidence,  which  before  was  in  Mm,  But  notwithftanding 
this,  the  venerable  Bede  feems  to  be  a  ftronger  authoFicy,  than  the 
Ul^er  annals  quoted  by  the  archbifliop,  which  pretend  no  more 
than  diat  a  bifhop  had  nlways  refidcd  in  Jonaj  without  even  an 
attempt  to-  refute  the  pofitive  affertion  of  the  moft  rcfpedlable 
author  we  have  (rekting  to  church  matters)  in  thofe  primitive 
times. 

North  of  the  monaftcry  are  the  remams  of  the  bifliop*s  houfe  :  BiiBor*t  Bovau 
the  refidence  of  the  bifliops  of  the  ifles  after  the  ifle  of  Man  was 
feparated  from  them.  This  event  happened  in  the  time  of  Edward  I. 
On  their  arrival  the  abbots  permitted  to  them  the  ufc  of  their 
church,  for  they  never  had  a  cathedral  ot  their  own,  exxept  that  in 
the  ifle  of  A/^/n.  During  the  time  of  the  iVl?rw^/<a»  reign,  which 
lafted  near  two  hundred  years,  the  bi0iops  were  cholen  without  re- 
fpcd  of  country,  for  we  find  French^  Norwegian^  Englijh^  and  ^c^t

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atnong  the  prelates,  and  they  were  generally,  hot  oot  always,  coik 
iccratcd  at  DrmMm,   Even  after  the  ceffion  of  the  Eindie  to  Sen* 
Iwd  by  Magnusy  the  patronage  of  this  bifhoprick  was  by  treaty  re- 
ferved  to  the  archbi(bop  of  Drmhttm\  This  fee  was  endowed  with-f 
thirtceo  ilUnds  »  but  fome  of  them  were  forced  from  them  by  the 
tyranny  of  Tome  of  the  Utde  chieftains }  thus  for  example,  R^Ja^  as 
the  honeft  Dian  fays,  was  perteuiing  to  MaC'CyffjfekUtaii  by  the 
fword,  and  to  the  bilhopof  the  ifles  by  heritage. 
TtTLi  or  SoDftii*     The  title  of  thefe  prelates,  during  the  cunjundion  of  A£m  and 
Stdar^  had  been  univerfally  midakcn,  till  the  explications  of  that 
moft  ingenious  writer.  Dr.  MtupJber/oMt:  it  was  always  fuppofed 
to  have  been  derived  from  Stdff'^  an  imaginary . town,  cither  in 
or  in  y«im:  whole  derivation  was  taken  from  the  Cruk 
SoTBR  or  Saviour.    During  the  time  that  the  Norwegians  were  in 
poflefllon  of  the  ifles,   they  divided  them  into  two  parts :  the 
northern^  which  comprehended  all  that  lay  to  the  North  of  the 
point  of  Arnamurcban,  and  were  called  tlic  Ncrdereys,  from  Nor^ 
der  North,  and  ey  an  ifland.     And  the  Sudnrys  took  in  thofe 
that  lay  to  the  Soiab  of  that  promontory.    This  was  only  a  ci- 
vil divifion,  for  the  fake  of  governing  thefe  fcattcred  dominions 
with  more  facility  i  for  a  feparate  viceroy  was  fcnt  to  each,  hut 
both  were  fubjeft  to  the  fame  jurifdidion  civil  and  ecclefiailical. 
But  as  the  Sudtreys  was  the  moit  important,  that  had  the  honor

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of  giving  name  to  the  biflioprick,  and  ihc  Ifle  of  Men  retained 
botii  titles,  like  as  England  unites  that  of  France^  notwithlbnding 
many  centuries  have  elapfed  Unce  our  rights  to  the  now  ufurpcd 
ddet  ate  loft. 

Proceed  on  ovr  walk.  To  the  weft  of  the  convent  is  the  ab« 
bot*s  mount,  overlodting  the  whole.  Beneath  leem  to  have  been 
the  ^rdens,  once  well  cultivated, .  for  we  are  told  that  the  monks 
tranfplanted  from  other  places^.herbs  both  efculent  and  medicinal. 

B^ond  the  mount  are  the  ruins  of  a  kiln,  and  a  granary :  and 
near  it,  was  the  mill*  The  lake  or  pool  that  ierved  it  lay  behind ; 
is  now  drained,  and  is  the  turbery,  the  fuel  of  the  natives :  It 
appears  to  have  been  once  divided,  for  along  the  middle  runs  « 
nifed  way,  pointing  to  the  hills.  They  n^left  at  prelent  the 
oonveniency  of  a  mill,  and  ufe  only  querns. 

North  from  the  granary  extends  a  narrow  fiat»  with  a  double  dike 
and  fofs  on  one  fide,  and  a  fingie  dike  on  the  other.  At  the  end  is  a 
iquare  containing  a  cairn  and  furroundcd  with  a  llonc  dike.  This 
is  called  a  burial  place :  it  muft  have  been  in  very  early  times 
cotemporary  with  other  cairns^  perhaps  in  the  days  of  Druidiftji ; 
for  bilhop  Poccck  nucntions,  that  he  had  fcca  two  lloncs  ievcn 
feet  high,  with  a  third  laid  acrofs  on  their  tops,  an  evident  Crmt- 
Uh:  he  alio  add?,  that  the  Irijfj  name  ot  the  ifland  v/as  Liijlj  Dru- 
mjh  \  which  agrees  with  the  account  I  have  fonicwherc  read,  that 
'X^na  had  been  the  feat  of  Drmdi  expelled  by  CoUtmba^  who  found 
tliem  there. 

Before  I  quit  this  height,  I  muft  titfytve^  that  the  whole  of 
tfadr  religious  buildings  were  covered  on  the  north  Hde  by  dtkes« . 

as 
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as  a  protedion  from  the  northern  invaders,  who  paid  litde  regard 
CO  the  (anfticy  of  their  chara6ters. 

The  public  was  greatly  intcreftcd  In  the  prefervadon  of  this 
place,  for  it  was  the  repoiitory  of  moft  of  the  anticnt  Scotch  re- 
cords*. The  library  here  mull  alfo  have  been  invaluable,  if  wc 
can  depend  upon  BoetbiuSy  who  aflcrts,  that  Fergus  the  IL  afltft> 
ing  Alaric  the  Getby  in  the  facking  of  Rome^  brought  away  as 
fliare  of  the  plunder,  a  cheft  of  books,  which  he  prefcnred  to  the 
nionafter)'  of  7^Mi7.  ^neas  Sylvius  (afterwards  Pope  P-w  II.)  in- 
tended, when  he  was  in  Scclland^  to  have  vifited  library  in 
learch  of  the  Joft  books  of  Uvy^  b-j:  was  prevented  by  the  ^eath 
of  the  King,  James  I.  A  fmall  parcel  of  them  were  in  1525 
brought  to  /Iherdeen  -f-,  and  gre.it  pains  were  taken  to  unfold 
them,  but  td rough  age  and  tlic  tcndernels  of  the  parchment, 
■little  could  be  read  i  but  from  what  the  Jearned  were  able  to 
make  out,  the  work  appeared  by  the  (lyk  to  have  rather  bcea 
M  fragment  of  than  of  £ip)t.  But  the  regifter  and  records 
of  the  illand*  all  written  on  parchment,  and  probably  other  more 
antique  and  valuable  remains,  were  all  deftroyed  by  that  worft 
than  Gothic  fynod  which  at  the  refonnation  declared  war  agaioft 
all  fcience.

At  prcfcnt,  this  once  celebrated  feat  of  learning  is  deftituLe 
of  even  a  fchool-maiicr  j  and  this  feminary  of  Iioly  men  wants 
«vcn  a  miniller  toallift  them  in  the  common  duties  of  religion. 

Crofe  the  ifland  over  a  moft  fertile  elevated  trad  to  the  S.  Weft  JwtY  lo.  . 
fide,  to  vifit  the  landing  place  of  St.  Columbai  a  fmall  bay,  with  q^J*'**' 
a  pebbly  beach,  mixed  with  Tariety  of  pretty  ftone9»  Aich  as  vio> 
Itt-colored  ^artz.  Nephritic  Utoaeif  and  fragments  of  porphyry^ 
granite  and  ZtMtx  marble :  a  vaft  craA  near  this  place  was  co> 
vdcd  With  heaps  of  ftoiiea»  of  unequal  fiacs':  thefe;,  as  is  &ki» 
weie  the  penances  of  naooks  who  were  to  nife  heaps  of  dimeoitons 
equal  to  their  crimes :  and  to  judge  by  tsmt^  It  is  no  breach  of 
chuity  to  think  there  wete  among  them  enormous  finners. 

Ob  one  fide  is  fhewn  an  oblong  heap  of  earth,  the  fi^pofed 
file  of  the  vefiel  that  trBnfponed  St.  GebmiM  and  his  twelve  dU^ 
dples  from  irdmd  to  this  ifland. 

On  my  return  £iw,  on  the  right  hand,  on  a  fmall  hill,  a  fmall 
circle  of  ftones,  and  a  little  cairn  in  the  middle,  evidently  druiS' 
<al,  but  called  the  hill  of  the  angtb^  Cmt  mr-mmgeal  i  from  a  tra-  Hub  or  Anont. 
dition  that  the  holy  man  had  there  a  conference  with  thofe  celcdial 
beings  ^bon  after  his  arrival.  Bi(hop  Pocock  informed  met,  that  the  ' 
natives  were  accuftomed  to  bring  their  horfes  to  this  circle  at  the 
feaft  of  St.  Mtchad^  and  to  courfc  round  ir.  «  I  conje<5bure  that 
this  ufage  origin accd  from  the  cuitom  of  bltrlling  the  horfes  in  the 
days  of  luperibtion,  when  the  prielt  and  the  holy-water  pot  were 
called  in:  but  in  latter  times  the  hories  are  ftiU  allembled,  but 
the  reafon  forgotten. 

The  traveller  muft  not  negltcL  to  afcend  the  hill  of  Duh  h\ 
from  whole  fummic  is  a  molt  piclurefque  view  of  the  long  chain 
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of  little  iflands,  neighbors  to  this  j  of  the  long  low  iflcs  of  CH'  ' 
and  rir-I to  the  Weft}  and  the  vaft  height  of  Rm  and  SUi  to 
the  North. 

At  eight  of  the  clock  in  the  morning,  with  the  firft  fair  wind 

we  yet  had,  fet  fail  for  the  found  :  the  view  of  Jonat  its  cluflered 
XvLTii*        town,  the  great  ruins,  and  the  fertility  of  the  ground,  were  fine 

contrails,  in  our  pallage  to  the  red  granite  rocks  of  the  barren  i 
MuU,  \ 

Loch- Screban^  In  Mull^  foon  opens  to  our  view.    After  paffing- 
a  cape,  placed  in  cur  maps  far  too  projeftingly,  ^ee  Locb-in-a^  ; 
Gaal  \  a  deep  bay,  widi  the  liks  ui  Ulva  and  Gmetra  in  its '  ' 
moutli. 

On  the  Weft  appears  the  beautiful  groupe  of  die  Treajhumjb 
illes  *.  Neareft  Ues  Statfa,  a  new  giant's  cau&way,  rtfmg  amidft' 
the  waves  \  but  with  columns  of  double  the  height  of  that  in  Jv- 
9rwM»^       JMi  gloffy  and  refplendent,  from  the  beams  of  the  Eaftern  fun, 

Thdr  greattft  height  war  at  the  Southern  point  of  the  ifle,  of'  I 
which  they  leemed  the  fupport.  They  decreaied-  in  height.in  pro- 
portion as  they  advanced  along  that  face  of  Staffa  oppofed  to  us, 
or  the  Eaftcrn  fide;  at  length  appealed  loft  in  the  formlels  ftrata:- 
and  the  teft  of  the  ifland  that  appeared 'to  us  was  formed  of  Hopes- 
to  the  water  edge,  or  of  rude  but  nor  lofty  precipices.  Ovtr- 
part  of  the  ifle,  on  the  Wedern  fide,  was  plainly  to  be  feen  a  vaft 
precipice,  leemingly  columnar,  like  the  preceding.  I  wifhed  to  j 
make  a  nearer  approach,  but  the  prudence  of  Mr.  Thfin^/m^  who

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was  unwiUiog  to  veotuie  in  thdb  rocky  feas,  prevented  my  far-^ 
ther  fearch  of  this  wondrous  ifle :  I  could  do  no  more  than  caufe 
an  accurate  view  to  be  aken  of  its  Eaftera  fidc^  and  of  thole  of 
the  other  pi^relque  iflands  then  in  fight.  But  it  is  a  g;reat  con- 
Elation  to  nie»  that  I  am  able  to  lay  before  the  public  a  moft  ac- 
curate account.communicated  to  roe  through  the  friendihip  of  Mr. 
Banks,

In  the  found  of  Mull  we  came  to  anchor,  on  the  Morvem  (ide,'     Avcvit  ia$ 

oppofite  to  a  gentleman*s  houfe,  called  Drumnen  :  the  owner  of  it, 
Mr.  Macleane^  having  found  out  who  we  were,  very  cordially 
allced  us  afliore  :  we  accepted  his  invitation,  and  arrived  at  his 
houfe;  where  we  met  an  Englijb  gentleman,  Mr.  Leach*^  who  no 
fooner  faw  us  than  he  told  us,  that  about  nine  leagues  from  us 
was  an  ifland  where  he  believed  no  one  even  in  the  highlands  had 
been  f,  on  which  were  pillars  like  thok  of  the  Giant* s-Caufewiy :

Mufewaf  icfelf^  would  time  have  lilowed :  I  theidbre  rcfblvod  to- 
proceed  diveftly,  efpecially  as  it  was  j4ift.  in  tbe  wajr  to  the  CS^ 
imb-iillX  accordiagly  having  put  up  two  days  pro^fions,  aad: 
my  little  leiie,  we  put  off  in  the  boat  about  one  o'clock  for  oue 
intended  voyage,  having  ordered  the  (hip  to  watt  for  us  in  fW«r- 
nur*9  a  very  fine  harbour  on  the  MuU  fide. 

"  At  nine  o'clock,  after  a  tedious  paflfage,  having  had  not  a 
breath  of  wind,  we  arrived,  under  the  direflion  of  Mr.  Mc.Leane*s 
fen,  and  Mr.  Leach.  It  v^-a'^  too  dark  to  fee  any  thing,  fo  we 
carried  our  tent  and  baggage  near  the  only  ho'il'e  upon  the  ifland, 
and  began  to  cook  our  luppcrs,  in  order  to  be  j;rcpared  for  the 
earlici^-  dawn,  to  enjoy  that  which  from  the  convcriation  of  thct 
gentleman  we  had  now  railed  the  highefl:  expefbations  of. 

**  The  impatience  which  every  body  felt  to  fee  the  wonders  wc 
had  heard  fo  largely  dcfcribed,  prevented  our  morning's  reft; 
every  one  was  up  and  in  motior*  before  the  break  of  day,  and^ 
with  the  fuil  light  arrived  at  the  S.  W.  part  of  the  ifland,  the 
feat  of  the  moll  rciiurka^  M-    lUais where  v»c  JiO  fooner  arrived 
than  we  were  ftruck  with  a  k^ne  of  magnificence  which  exceeded- 
our  expectations,  though  formed,  as  wc  tliought,  upon  the  moft 
fanguine  foundations  :  the  whole  of  that  end  of  the  ifland  fup- 
ported  by  ranorcs  of.  natural  pillars^  moftly^ above  50  feet  high,, 
ilaodiog  ki  natural  colonnades,^ according  as  tbe  bays  or  points  of 
land  formed  themMves;  ufpoo  a..firai  bafia  of,fi)lid.  unfomed' 
pock,  above  thefe^.tKcllrattiin  whfcfa  itaches  to  the  foil  or  fnr- 
hot  of  the  ifland,  varied  In  thicknefs,  as  the  ifland  itielf  formed 
iqCQ  hills  or  valliesj  each,  Jiill), which  hung  over  the.  columns  be*

Ibw,  forming  an  ample  pediment  *,  ibme  of  thefe  above  66  ftet 
in  chicknefi,  from  the  bafe  to  the  point,  formed  by  the  floping  of 
the  hill  on  each  fide*  almoft  into  the  ihape  of  thofe  oled  in  archi- 
te£Lufe< 

Compared  to  this  what  are  the  cathedrals  or  the  palaces  built 
by  men!  mere  models  or  playthings,  imitations  as  diminutive  as- 
his  works  will  always  be  when  compared  to  thofe  of  nature* 
Where  is  now  the  boaft  of  the  archited  !  regularity  the  only  part- 
in  which  he  fancied  himfelf  to  exceed  his  miftrds,  Nature,  is  here 
found  in  her  poffeflion,  and  here  it  has  been  for  ages  undtTcribcd  *. 
Is  not  this  the  fchool  where  the  art  was  originally  ftudied,  and 
what  has  been  added  to  this  by  the  whole  Grecian  Tchool  P  a  ca>- 
pical  to  ornament  the  column  of  nature,  of  which  they  could  ex- 
acute  only  a  model;  and  for  that  very  capital  they  were  obliged 
to  a  bufh  of  Acanthus :  how  amply  does  nature  repay  thofe  whO' 
iludy  her  wonderful  works  ! 

**  With  our  minds  full  of  fuch  reflexions  we  proccedcil  nlong  the 
flaore,  treading  upon  another  Ginnt's  Cnt'Scujay^  every  ilone  being 
regularly  formed  in'o  a  ct^rt  ua  tuunber  of  fides  and  angles,  'till 
in  a  Ihort  time  we  arrived  at  ttie  mouth  of  a  cave,  the  moft  mag-- 
nificent,  I  fuppofe,  that  has  ever  been  defcribed  by  travellers. 

**  The  mind  can  hardly  form  an  idea  more  magnificent  than  fuch  ^^^^  o»  Fikcaw- 
a  fpace,  fupportcd  on  each  fide  by- ranges  of  colunons  \  and  roofed

the  thoafands  who  have  navigated  thefe  Teas,  oone  haw  paid  dieJcJIitteBdoft  loitt 

grand  and  ftriking  charafteriflic,  till  this  prcfent  year. 

This  ifland  ij  the  property  of  Mr.  Laucblait  Mac^airt,  of  Uha^  and  is  ntw  to 
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by  the  bottoms  of  thofe,  which  have  been  broke  off  in  order  to 
form  it-,  between  the  angles  of  whtch  a  yellow  llalagmitic  matter 
has  exiulec?,  which  ferves  to  define  the  angles  prccifcly;  and  at  the 
fame  lime  vary  the  color  with  a  great  deal  of  elegance,  and  to 
render  it  ftill  more  agreeable,  the  whole  Is  lighted  from  without ; 
fo  that  the  fartheft  extremity  is  very  plainly  feen  from  without, 
and  the  air  within  being  agitated  by  the  flux  and  reflux  of  the  tides, 
is  pcrfe<5tly  dry  and  wholefome,  free  entirely  i  rom  tlic  damp  vapours 
with  which  natural  caverns  ui  general  abound. 

*'  We  afked  the  nanie  of  it.  Said  our  guide,  the  cave  of  Fhin/j ; 
what  IS  Fbinn?  fa  id  we.  Fbittn- Afac  Coul^  yihom  the  tranlUtor  of 
OJJian's  works  has  called  Fingal,  How  fortunate  that  in  this  cave 
we  ibould  meet  with  the  lemembinticeof  that  chief,  whoTe  exigence, 
as  well  as  that  laf  the  whole  Epc  poem  is  ahnoft  doubted  in Et^amL 
Enough  for  the  beauties  of  Siaffuy  I  (hall  now  proceed  to  de- 
fcribe  it  and  its  produ6tiom  more  philoibphically : 

*'  The  little  ifland  of  Staffa  lies  on  the  weft  coaft  of  J^&ff, 
about  three  leagues  N.  E.  from  Tom,  or  the  OAm^  XtS:  its 
greateft  length  is  about  an  EiigUJb  mile,  and  its  breadth  about 
half  a  one.  .On  the  weft -fide  of  the  ifle  isa'fmall  bay,  where 
boats  generally  land :  a  little  to  the  fouthward  of  which  the  firft 
appearance  of  pillars  are  to  be  oblcrved  i  they  are  fmall,  and  in- 
ftoul  of  being  pbced  upright,  lie  down  on  their  fides,  each  foniu 
ing  a  iegment  of  a  circle:  from  thence  you  pafs  a  finall  cave, 
above  which,  the  ptllan  now  grown  a  little  huger,  are  inclinmg 
in  all  diredtions :  in  one  place  in  particular  a  ihiaU  mafs  of  them 
very  much  refemble  the  ribs  of  a  (hip*:  from  hence  having

*  TJi<Gi«itfVC«|/SfiMgrlM«iUbcadiBtpiUa»j  batlisu^tfacmto  be  very 
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pafTed  the  cave,  which  if  it  is  not  low  water,  you  mufl:  do  la  a 
boat,  you  comc  to  tbc  firft  ranges  of  pillars,  which  are  ftill  not 
above  half  as  large  as  thofe  a  little  beyond.  Over-againft  this  place 
is  a  fmall  ifland,  called  in  ErfSi  B99'fit4a  or  nioie  properly  Buacba-  ^^^^^^^^ 
iUCf  or  the  herdfoian,  feparaied  from  the  main,  by  a  chajmel  not 
many  fathoms  wide».  this  whole  illand  is  compofed  of  pillars  with- 
out any  ftratum  above  them  ;  they  are  fttU  finally  but  by  much  the 
jwateft  formed  of  any  about  the  place. 

The  £rft  divifion  of  the  ifland,  for  at  high  water  it  is  di. 
ylded  intn  two,'  makes  a  kind  of  a  cone,  the  pillan  converging 
together  towards  the  centre:  on  the  other,  they  are  in  general 
laid  down  flat,  and*  in  the  front  next  to  thcrmain,  you  fee  how 
beautifully-^  they  are  packed  together  s  their  ends  coming  out 
filuale  with  the  bank  which  they  form :  all  tbefe  have  their  tranA- 
vcrfe  ftftions  exad,  and.  their  fur^KOs  imooth,  which  is  by  no 
means  the  cafe  with  the  lat^e  ones,  which  are  cracked  in  all  di- 
regions.  I  much  queftion  however,  if  any  one  of  this  whole 
ifland  of  Buacbaille  n  two  feet  in  diameter. 

*'  1  he  main  ifland  oppofed  to  Boo-Jha-la  and  farther  towards 
the  N.  W.  is  fupported  by  ranges  of  pillars  pretty  ered,  and 
tho'  not  tall,  (as  they  are  not  uncovered  to  the  bafe)  of  large  dia- 
lli^rs ;  and  at  their  feet  is  an  irregular  pavement,  made  by  the 
upper  fides  of  fuch  as  have  been  broken  off,  which  extends  as  far 
under  water  as  the  eye  can-  reach.

*^  The  furfaces  of  thefe  large  piUata  in  genera!  are  rough  and 
iMieven,  fuU  of  cracks  in  all  diredions ;  the*  tranfverfe  figures  in 
the  upright  ones  never  fail  to  run  in  their  true  dire^ons :  the 
furfaces  upon  which  we  walked  were  often  fiat,  having  nekher 
concavity  nor  convexity;  the  larger  number  however  were  con- 
cave tho'  foaje  wece  yeiy  evidently  convex  »  in  iome  places  the 
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ificerftioes  irithki  tbe  pcfpmikv&n  figures  vrm  fiikd  up  with  « 
ydlov  Ipar:  hi  one  phoe  a  vein  psfled  in  anmig  the  mtfr.cf 
piUifS»  carrying  heie  mad  tliere  fmalt  threadi  of  fpar.

**  Proceeding  farther  to  the  N.  W.  you  meet  with  thc  highcft 
ranges  of  pillars,  the  magnificent  appearance  of  which  is  paft  all 
defcription :  here  they  are  bare  to  their  very  bafis,  and  die  ftratum 
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below  them  is  aUb  vidble :  in  a  fhon  time  it  riles  many  ieee 
above  the  water,  and  gives  an  opportunity  of  examining  its  quality.. 
Its  furface  rough,  and  has  often  large  lumps  of  ftone  fticking  in  it, 
as  if  half  immerfoi itfelf,  when  broken,  b  compofed  of  a  thouland- 
heterogeneous  parts,  which  together  have  very  much  the  appearance 
of  &Lava ;  and  the  more  fo  as  many  of  the  lumps  appear  to  be  of 
tlic  very  fame  ftone  of  which  the  pillars  are  formed  :  this  whole 
ilratum  lies  in  an  inclined  pofition,  dipping  gradually  towards  the 
S.  E.    As  hereabours  is  the  ikuation  of  the  highelt  pillars,  I  fliall 
mention  my  mcalurements  of  them  and  the  different  (l rata  in  this 
place,  premifing  that  the  mcafuremenis  were  made  with  a  line, 
held  in  the  hand  of  a  perfun  who  Hood  at  the  top  of  the  cliff,  and. 
reaching  to  the  bouorn,  to  the  lower  end  of  which  was>  tied  a  white 
mark,  which  was  obfcrved  by  one  who  ftaid  below  for  the  pur- 
pofe  :   when  this  mark  was  fct  off  from  the  water,  the  perfon 
below  n  jted  it  down,  and  made  fignal  to  him  above,  who  made 
tlien  a  mark,  in  his  rope:  whenever  this  mark  paifcd  a  notable 
place,  the  fame  fignal       made^  and  the  name  of  the  place  noted 
down  as  before :  the  line  being  all  hauled  up,  and  the  dKtances 
between  the  marks  meafured  and  noted  down,  gave,  when  com^ 
pared  with  the  book,  kept  bdow,  the.  diftances, .  as  fior  inftance  kt, 
the  cave :

Proceed  wich  a  fine  breeze }.  fee,' beyond  Staifa,  BaM-k^  and-

Mtl^ga  %  varying  into  grotcfque  fhapes  as  wc  recede  from  it :  the 
low  flats  of  Flada  next  Ihew  thcmldvcs  :  and  laftly  the  ifles  of  Cairn-  CAiRMW»tao»< 
i>irg  mere  and  beg  \  the  fir  it  noted  for  its  ancient  fortrcfs,  liic  out- 
guard  to  the  Sndereys,  or  Southern  Hebrides. 

In  the  year  1249,  John  Dungadi^  appointed  by  Acbc  of  Ncrzvi:\\. 
king  of  the  Northern  Hehides^  was  cntrufttd  with  the  tlcfencc  of 
this  cart;lc  and,  in  return  for  that  confidence,  declined  to  lurrcnder 
it  to  j^ifxandir  III.  of  Scotlandy  who  meditated  the  conqueft  of  thcle 
iflands.

A    VOYAGE    TO  THE 


In  our  conrfe  obfcrve  at  a  diftance,  Tirey^  or  7/V-  /,  famous  for  hs 
.great  plain,  and  the  breed  of"  little  horfes.  To  the  North,  fepanted 
from  TVr^f  by  a  fmall  found,  is  the  ifle  of  Col.  I  mud  not  omit 
obferving,  that  the  firil,  is  reported,  by  a  very  fenfible  writer^  co  be 
well  adapted  for  the  culture  of  ttkuto  *, 

Fafs  the  point  Ruth-an  i-Jleithy  in  MuU^  when  Egg  high  and 
rounded,  J^Iuck  fmall,  and  the  exalted  tops  of  the  mountanous 
Rum^  and  lofty  Skie^  appear  in  view.  Leave,  on  tiie  Kjft,  CM' 
g(vr{}i  hay,  in  MuU^  with  a  few  houfcs,  and  fome  figns  of  cultivation-, 
the  tiril  marks  of  population  that  had  ihcwA  theoifelves  in  this  vaft 
ifland. 

The  entrance  of  the  found  of  Mul!  now  open^,  bounded  to  t^ 
Nortli  by  cape  Ardnamurchmi^  or,  the  height  of  the  boifterous 
fea  ;  and  beyond,  inland,  foar  the  valt  fummits  oiBmviJh^  Marvtrn^ 

and  Crouadan. 

Towards  afternoon  the  fky  grows  black,  and  the  wind  frefhens 
into  a  gale,  attended  with  rain,  difcouraging  us  from  a  chacc  of 
feals,  which  we  propofed  on  the  rock  Heijkyr,  a  little  to  the  Weft, 
where  they  fwarm.  To  the  Weft  of  Catimy,  have  a  fight  of  the 
rock  Uumbla^  formed  or  Eujaiuc  columns  +. 

I^avc,  three  leagues  to  the  Weft,  the  calms  of  Ce/,  a  dangerous 
chain -of  rocks,  extending  from  its  NortI  cm  extremity. 

Sail  UDiler  the  vaft  mountains  of  Rum^  and  ihe  point  of  Bredoriy 
through  a  moft  turbulent  fea,  caufed  by  tlie  clafhing  of  tv  o  idverfe 
tides.   See  Jevend  Ihiall  whales,  called  here  Polkch,  thut  when  near

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land  are  olten  chaced  on  (hore  by  boats  :  they  are  ufually  about  ten 
feet  long,  and  yield  four  gallons  of  oil.  At  icvea  o'clock  in  the 
evening  Hnd  ourfelves  at  anchor  in  four  fathom. water,  iii  the  fiiug 
harbour  of  the  Uk  of

Formed  on  the  N.  fide  by  Camtay,  on  the  South  by  the  little  iilc  of 
Sanda:  the  mouth  lies  oppolke  to  Rum,  and  about  three  miles  diAant : 
the  Weftern  channd  into  it  is  impervious,  by  reafon  of  rocks.  On 
that  fide  of  tbe.cnirance.  next  to  Smula  is  a  rock  to  be  Diunoed  by. 
mariners. 

As  foon  as  we  had  time  to  caft  our  eyes  about,  each  fliore  appeared  s 
plealing  to  humanity  i  verdant,  and  covered  with  hundreds  of  cattle : 
both  fides  gave  a  full  idea  of  plenty,  for  the  verdure  was  mixed  with 
very  litde  rack,  and  fcarcely  any  heath:  but  a  Ihort  converfation 
with  the  natives  foon  dilpeUed  this  agreeable  error :  they  were  ac 
diis  very  time  in  fuch  want,  that  numbers  for  a  long  time  had  neither 
bccad  nor  meal  for  theur  poor  babes :  filh  and  milk  was  their  whole 
fubfiftence  at  this  time :  the  firfl  was  a  precarious  relief,  for,  befidet  > 
the  uncertunty  of  fuccefs,  to  add  to  their  diftrefs,  their  ftock  of  fifli* 
hooks  was  aimed  t-xhaudcd  ^  and  to  ours,  that  it  was  not  in  our 
power  to  fupply  them.    The  rubbans,  and  other  trifles  I  had- 
brought  would  have  been  infults  to  people  in  diftrefs.    I  lamented  > 
that  my  monej  had  been  fo  ufclefsly  laid  out ,  for  a  few  dozens  of 
fifli-hooks,  or  a  few  pecks  of  meal,  would  have  made  them  happy, 
Xhc  Turkt  ert&  caravanfarai,   Chiiftians.  of  di&rent'  opinions 
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concur  in  eflablifliing  befpitia  among  the  dreary  £ot  the  iceep^ 
tJon  of  travellers.  I  could  wifh  the  public  bouncy,  or  .privKte 
charity,  would  found  in  fit  parts  of  the  iUes  or  mainknd,  nuigazifKS 

of  meal,  as  prcfcrvatives  againll  famine  in  thefe  diflant  parts. 

*I  he  crops  had  failed  here  the  lad  year  :  but  the  little  corn  Ibwn 
at  pn  frnt  had  a  pro  iiifing  alped  :  and  the  potatoes  are  the  beft  I 
had  Icen  :  but  thcic  were  not  fit  for  ufe.  TJie  ifles  I  fear  annually 
experience  a  temporary  lamine  :  perhaps  from  improvidence,  per- 
haps from  eagerncfs  to  encrcafe  their  ftock  of  cattle,  which  they 
can  eafily  difpofe  of  to  fatisfy  the  demands  of  a  landlord,  or  the 
opprcflions  ot  an  agent.  The  people  of  Cannay  export  none,  but 
fell  them  to  the  nuaiciuus  bufies,  who  put  into  this  Porttu  SaJutu  oa 
different  occafions. 

The  cattle  are  of  a  middle  fize,  black,  long-legged,  and  have  thin 
ftaring  manes  from  the  neck  along  the  back,  ana  up  part  of  the 
taiL  They  look  well,  for  in  fcvcral  parts  of  the  iflands  t!iey  have 
good  warm  recxfl^  to  mrett  Co  in  wimcr^  About  Hxty  head  are 
exported  annually. 

Each  couple  of  milch  cows  yielded  at  an  average  feven  ftones  of 
baccer  and  checfe :  two  thiids  of  the  firft  and  one  of  the  kft.  The 
cheele  fold  at  three  and  fixpenee  a  ftoncs  the  butter  at  eight 
ihillings. 

Here  are  veiy  few  Ihcep :  but  horfts  in  abundance.  The  chief 
uieof  them  in  this  little  diftrift  is  to  form  an  annual  cavalcade  at 
MebMhuu,  Every  man  on  the  ifland  mounts  his  hdHe  unfumilhed 
"widi  faddle»  and  takes  behind  him  cither  fomc  young  g  rJ,  or  his 
neighbof't  wUe^  and  then  lides  ba^kwaida  and.fivwaids  from  the 

viil^ 
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village  to  a  certain  crofs,  without  being  able  to  give  any  reafon  for 
the  origin  of  this  cuftom.  After  the  procefllon  is  over,  they  alight 
at  fome  public  houfe,  where,  (l  range  to  fay,  the  females  treat  the 
companions  of  their  ride.  When  they  retire  to  their  houfes  an  en- 
tertainment Is  prepared  with  primtEval  fimplicity  :  the  chief  part 
confifts  of  a  great  oat-cake,  called  Stmnn-Mcheil^  or  St.  ACcbaei^i 
cake,  compofcd  of  two  pecks  of  lacal,  and  ionned  like  the  quadrant 
of  a  circle  :  it  is  daubed  over  with  milk  and  eggs,  and  then  placed 
to  harden  before  the  fire. 

Matrimony  is  held  in  fuch  efleem  here,  that  an  old  m.iid  or  old 
batchelor  is  fcarcely  known  fuch  firm  belief  have  iliey  in  tlie 
dodrinc  of  the  ape- leading  difgrace  in  the  world  below.  So,  to 
avoid  that  danger  the  youth  marry  at  twenty,  the  lafles  at  leven- 
teen.  The  fair  fex  are  ufed  here  with  more  tenderncfs  than  com- 
mon, being  employed  only  in  doniciiic  aliairs,  and  never  forced 
into  the  labors  ui  the  iield.  Here  arc  plenty  of  poultry  and  of 
eggs. 

Abundance  of  cod  and  ling  might  be  taken  there  being  a  fine 
land-bank  between  this  iile  and  the  rock  Heifer,  and  another  be- 
tvpeen  Skie  and  Sarra  but  the  poverty  of  the  inhabitants  will  not 
enable  them  to  attempt  a  Hfliery,  When  at  Cm^Mmm  I  enquired 
about  the  apparatus  requifite^  and  fiuind  that  a  vellel  of  twenty  tuns 
was  neceflary,  which  would  coft  two  hundred  pounds }  that  the 
ciew  fliould  be  compofed  of  eig^t  hands,  whofe  monthly  expencea 
would  be  fourteen  pounds  i  that  fix  hundred  fathom  of  iu^-Sm^ 
five  hundred  hooks,  and  two  Suufy  lines  (each  eighty  fathoms  long) 
which  are  pU^ed  at  each  end  of  the  king-lines,  with  buoys  at  top  to 
mark  the  place  when  funk,  would  all  together  coft  fiveguuwas  s  and 
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the  veffcl  muft  be  prcyvided  with  four  fets:  fo  that  the  whole  charge 
of  fucb  an  adventure  is  very  coofidetablct  ^od  paft  the  ability  of 
tfaefepoor  people*. 

The  length  of  the  ifland  is  about  tliree  miles  ;  the  breadth  near 
one:  its  furface  hilly.  This  was  the  property  of  the  bifhop  of  the 
ifles,  but  at  prefl-nt  that  of  Mr.  Macdonaid  oi  Chn-Rcnald.  His 
iLsiiTt.  fadlor,  a  refident  agent,  rents  mofl  of  the  iflnnd,  payinci;  two  guineas 
for  t2ich.  ptnn^-Uiyid  \  and  theie  he  fets  to  the  poor  people  at  four 
guineas  and  a  half  each  and  exacis,  befides  this,  three  days  labor 
in  the  quarter  from  each  perfon.  Another  head  tenant  poflefles 
other  penny-lands,  which  he  fets  in  the  fame  manner,  to  the  impove- 
rifliing  and  very  ftarving  of  the  wretched  inhabitants. 

T\\<i  penny -lands  derive  their  name  from  fome  old  valuation.  The 
fum  requifiteto  ftockonc  tiurty  pounds  :  it  maintains  feven  cows 
and  two  horfes ;  and  the  tenant  can  raife  on  it  eight  bolls  of  fmall 
black  oats,  the  produce  of  two  ;  and  four  of  bear  from  half  a  boli 
of  feed  \  one  boli  of  poutoes  yicidi  feven.  The  two  iaii:  are  manured 
*  with  kM-t;iiig. 

The  arable  land  in  every  farm  is  divided  into  four  parts,  and  lots 
are  cad  for  them  at  Cbrijimas:  the  produce,  when  reaped  and  dried,, 
is  divided  among  them  in  proportion  to  their  rents  ;  and  for  want 
of  mills  is  ground  in  the  quern.  All.  the  pafture  i$  common,  from. 
May  to  the  beginning  of  Septmker,. 

It  is  fkid  that  the  factor  has  in  a  maniicr  iMmilheil  (keep,  be-' 
caiiie  thoe  is  no  good  market  for  them  %  lb  that  he  does  his  bcft. 
to  deprive  the  inhabitants  of  cloathing  as  well  as  food.  At  piefait 

*  la  J^.      IIL  ft      ii  aa  accoaat  of  a  fiAciy  of  tliis  oftto^ 
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thty  (upply  themTclyes  with  wool  from  iSflM^  at  the  rate  of  eighth 

pence  the  pound. 

All  the  cloathing  is  manufactured  at  home ;  the  women  not  Mamvpaowru* 
only  fpin  the  wool,  but  weave  the  cloth :  the  men  make  their  own 
0ioes,  tan  the  leather  with  the  bark  of  willow,  or  the  roots  of 
,     the  tormentiHa  ersHa^  or  iermauUt  and  in  dcfcA  of  wax-thread, 
viie  fplit  thongs. 

About  twenty  tuns  of  kelp  arc  made  in  the  Aiores  every  third 
year. 

Sicknefs  feidom  vifits  this  place :  if  any  dlforder  fcizcs  them 
the  patients  do  no  more  than  drink,  whey,  and  lie  ftiU*  The 
linall-pox  vifits  them  about  once  in  twenty  years. 

Ail  dilputes  are  fettled  by  the  iadbor,  or,  if  of  great  moment, 
by  the  juflices  of  the  peace  in  Skj^. 

This  illand,  Ruiu^  Aluck^  aad  form  one  pariili.  Camu^ 

is  inhabited  by  two  hundred  and  twenty  fouls-,  of  which  all,  ex- 
cept four  families,  ?kvc  Roman  Catbo&a i  but  in  the  whole  parifli  RiticioMi 
there  is  neither  church,  manie,  nor  ibhool :  there  b  indeed  in  this 
jaand  a  catechi(t,  who  has  nine  pounds  a  year  from  the  royal 
bounty.  Tfac  minifter  and  the  popUh  pri^ft  icGdc  in  Egg  \  but, 
fay  reafon  of  the  turbukot  feas  that  divide  thefe  ifies,  are  very 
lehiom  able  to  attend  theur  flocks.  I  admire  the  oiodera^on  of 
their  congregations,  who  ttiend  the  preaching  of  either  indiflew 
'  vently  as  they  happen  to  arrive.  As  the  ^/ri^  are  cooonomifts  in 
religion,  I  would  recomnaend  co  them  the  prAdice  of  one  of  die 
litde  Swifs  mixed  cantons,  who,  through  mere  frugality,  kept  but  ' 
<one  divine ;  a  moderate  hooeft  felhw,  who,  fleering  ckar  of  coo- 
ilroverfial  poum,  bdd  -fi>rth  to  the  Cdwii/t  flock  on  one  part  of 
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the  day,  and  to  his  CatboUe  on  the  other.   He  lived  long  among 
them  much  refpefted,  and  died  lamented. 

The  proteftant  natives  of  many  of  the  iflfs  obferve  Tuk  and 
Pafcb^  or  Chnflmas  and  Eajler ;  which  among  rip^ic!  prcfbyterian'? 
is  efleemed  fo  horrid  a  fupfrrtinon,  that  I  have  hfard  of  a  miniiier 
who  underwent  a  ccnlure  for  having  a  gooic  to  dinner  on  Cbrijlmas 
day  i  as  if  any  one  day  wa<;  more  holy  than  another,  or  to  be  dii^ 
tinguifhed  by  any  external  marks  of  feflivicy. 

In  popilli  times  here  was  probably  a  refidcnt  minideti  for  here 
are  to  be  fcen  the  ruins  of  a  chapel,  and  a  fmall  crols. 

Much  rain  and  very  hard  gaics  the  whole  nighty  the  weather 
being,  as  it  is  called  in  thefe  parts,  broken. 
JuiT  It,  Bad  weather  ftill  continues,  nvIucIi  prevented  us  from  feeing  fo 

much  of  rliis  illand  as  v*-e  intended,  and  alio  of  vifiting  the  rock 
HumlLi.  Go  on  (hore  at  the  neareft:  pan,  and  viik  a  lofty  Hcndcr 
rock,  that  juts  into  the  (ea :  on  one  fide  is  a  little  tower,  at  a 
vail:  height  above  us>  acceflible  by  a  narrow  and  horrible  path : 
h  leemt  ib  faaUX  as  ican»  to  be  aUe  ta  omtain  half  a  doztn 
people.  Traditiott-  iajrs,  that  it  was  built  by  Tome  jealous  reptks^ 
to  confine  ia  handibme  wife  in. 

To  the  Noith-Weft  above  this  prifon,  is  the  GmpafsbiB,  in 
Mrfe  called  Sg»^dbtarg^  or  the  red  projei5ting  rock.  On  the  top 
the  needle  in.  the  marinen  compals  was  obfetved  to  vaiy  a  whok 
quarter}  the  North  point  ftanding  due  Weft:  an  irregularity  pro- 
babljr  owing  to  the  nature  of  the  rock,  highly  impregnated  with 
iron^ 

In  the  afternoon  Ibme  coal  was  brought^  found  in  the  rocks 
CoAi.       Dm^Hdm^  but  in  fuch  finall  veina  as  to  be  uielefi.  It  lie»  w 
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beds  of  only  fix  inches  In  thicknefs,  and  about  a  foot  diflanc 
from  each  other,  divided  by  flrata  of  whin-ftone.  Fuel  is  very 
icarce  here,  and  often  the  iahabiuou  are  obliged  to  fetch  it  from 
Rum. 

A  continuation  of  bad  weather.  At  half  an  hour  after  one  at 
noon,  loofe  from  Cannay\  and  after  pafTing  with  a  favorable  gale 
through  a  rolling  fea^in  about  two  hours,  anchor  in  the 

Ifle  of  R  u  M, 

In  an  open  bay,  about  two  mtlea  deep,  called  iMb-Sffriofard, 
bounded  by  high  mountains,  black  and  barren:  at  the  bottom 
of  the  bay  is  the  little  village  Kinbth,  of  about  a  dozen  houfes, 
built  in  a  fingular  manner,  with  walls  very  thick  and  low,  with 
the  roofs  of  thatch  reaching  a  little  beyond  the  inner  edge,  lb  that  Hovtsa, 
they  ferve  as  benches  for  the  lazy  inhabitants,  whom  we  found 
fitting  on  them  in  great  numbers,  expe&ing  our  landing,  with 
^t  avidity  for  news  common  to  the  whole  country. 

Entered  the  houfe  with  the  bed  alpcfb,  but  found  it  fittlie  fii^ 
perior  in  goodnefs  to  thofe  of  Hay  \  this  indeed  had  a  chimney  and 
windows,  which  diftinguiOied  it  from  the  others,  and  denoted  the 
fuperiority  of  the  owner:,  the  reft  knew  neither  «;indows  nor 
chimnies.  A  little  hole  on  one  fide  gave  an  exit  to  the  ibioke : 
the  fire  is  made  on  the  floor  beneath  j  above  hangs  a  rope,  with 
the  pot-hook  at  the  end  to  hold  the  veflcl  that  contains  their  hard 
fare,  a  little  fi/h,  miik,  or  potatoes.  Yet,  beneath  the  roof  T 
entered,  I  found  an  addrefs  and  politenefs  from  the  owner  and 
his  wii'e  that  were  aftoniihing:  fuch  pretty  apologies  I  for  the  bad- 
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jiefi  of  the  treaty  the  curds  and  milk  that  were  ofiered ;  which 
were  tendered  to  us  with  as  much  readinefs  and  good  will,  as  by 
any  of  old  Ihmer's  dames,  celebrated  by  him  in  hb  O^tffb  for 
their  hofpitality.  I  doubt  much  whether  their  cottages  or  their 
fare  was  much  better  but  it  muft  be  confei&d  that  they  might  be 
a  little  more  cleanly  than  our  good  hoftefs. 

Rum^  or  Ronin  as  it  is  called  by  the  Dean,  is  the  property  of 
Mr.  Mackane^  of  Ccl  j  a  landlord  mentioned  by  the  natives  with 
much  affcdion.  The  length  is  abouc  twelve  miles ;  the  breadth 
fix :  the  nvimbcr  oi  Ibuis  at  this  time  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
five;  of  families  only  fifty-nine,  almoft  all  proteftant.  The 
heads  of  fainilics,  with  their  wives,  were  at  this  time  all  alive, 
except  five,  three  widowers  and  two  widows.  They  had  with 
them  a  hundred  and  two  fons  and  only  fcventy-fix  daughters  :  this 
dilpropjrdon  prevails  in  Gjwwy,  and  the  other  little  iflands  \  in 
order,  in  the  end,  to  prcfcrvc  a  ballance  between  the  two  (exes  • 
as  the  men  ar-.,  from  their  way  of  iiic,  fo  perpecually  expofcd  to 
danger  in  thefe  ftormy  fcas,  and  to  other  accidents  that  might  oc- 
-cafion  a  depopulation,  was  it  not  fo  providentially  o.dired  *. 

The  iHand  is  one  great  mountain,  divided  into  feveral  points; 
the  higheft  called  ^^eihaU*  About'  this  bay,  and  towards  tlie 
Eaft  fide,  the  land  flopes  towards  the  water  fide  \  but  on  the  South 
!Weft  forms  precipices  of  a  ftupendous  height.  The  furface  of 

•  In  Cht_fitr,  and  other  larje  towns,  t!io'  tTic  nnmberoF males  exceeds  the  namber 
cf  females  born  ;  yet  wlien  arrived  to  the  age  of  puberty  the  females  iremnch  more 
Bumeroai  tbao  males ;  bccaufe  the  latter,  in  cvci/  period  of  life,  arc  more  liaUe 
aa  fttal  diftaAit 
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Jtm  a  in  i  manner  covered  with  hcatli,  and  in  a  ftate  of  natures 
tlie  hdglita  rocky.  Tliere  is  very  little  arable  land>  excepting 
about  the  nine  litde  bamlets  that  the  natives  have  grouped  in  dif* 
iettnt  places;  near  which  the  com  is  Ibwn  in  diminutive  patches, 
^r  the  tenants  bete  rwhri^  as  in  Qnaajf.  The  greaceft  farmer 
lujlds  five  pounds  twelve  (hillings  a  year,  and  pays  his  rent  in  mo. 
iKy,  The  whole  of  the  ifland  is  two  thouland  marks  *. 

The  little  corn  and  potatoes  they  raile  is  very  good ;  but  lb 
iinall  is  the  quantity  of  bear  and  oats,  that  there  is  not  a  fourth 
part  produced  to  fupply  their  annual  wants :  all  the  fubfiftence 
the  poor  people  have  befides,  is  curds  milk  and  fiih.  They  are- 
.a  well  made  and  well-looking  race,  but  carry  famine  in  their  sS- 
pefb.  Are  often  a  whole  fummer  without  a  grain  in  the  iHand  -» 
which  they  regret  not  on  their  own  account,  but  for  the  fake  of 
their  poor  babes.  In  the  prefent  oecononny  of  die  ifland,  there  is 
noprofpeft  of  any  improvement.  Here  is  an  abfurd  cuftom  of  al- 
lotting a  certain  ftock  to  the  land  -,  for  example,  a  farmer  is  al- 
lowed to  keep  fourteen  head  of  cattle,  thirty  flieep,  and  fix  mares, 
on  a  certain  tradl  called  a  penny- land -f.  The  perfon  who  keeps 
more  is  obliged  to  repair  out  of  his  fupcrfluity  any  iofs  his  neigh- 
bor may  fullain  in  his  herds  or  flocks. 

A  number  of  black  cattle  is  fold,  at  thirty  or  forty  ftiillings 
per  head,  to  graziers,  who  come  annually  from  SkiCy  and 
other  places.  The  mutton  here  is  fmall,  but  the  moft  delicate  in 
our  dominions,,  if  the  goodnefs  of  our  appetites  did  not  pervert

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our  judgment ;  the  purchafc  of  a  fat  fticep  was  four  fliillings  and 
(Ixpence :  the  natives  kill  a  few,  and  alfo  of  cows,  to  fait  for 
winter  provifioos.  A  few  goats  are  kept  here:  abundance  of 
and  a  necel&iy  number  <^  ftalltoiif )  for  the  oolo  are  an 
article  of  commerce^  but  thejr  never  part  with  the  fillies. 

Every  penny-land  is  reftrided  to  twenty^eig^t  fiims  of  cattle : 
one  milch  cowis  reckoned  a  fumt  or  ten  Iheep :  a  horfe  is  reck- 
oned two  Jmt,  hj  this  regulation  every  perfon  is  at  liberty  to 
make  up  his  fms  with  what  fpecies  of  cattle  he  pleaies ;  but  then 
.  u  at  the  lame  time  prevented  from  injuring  his  neighbor  (in  a 
place  wliere  grazing  n  in  common;  by  rearing  too  great  a  flock. 
This  rule  is  often  broken;  but  by  the  former  regulatbn,  the 
fulKrer  may  repair  his  lofs  from  the  herds  of  the  avaridous. 

No  hay  i&  ms^e  in  this  ifland^  nor  any  fort  of  provender  for 
winter  provifiom  The  domeftic  animals  fupporc  themfelves  iss 
well  as  they  can  on  ipou  of  grafs  preferred  for  that  purpoie.  I» 
every  farm  is  one  man,  from  his  office  called  Fear  aurtMcb^  whofe 
folc  bufmefs  is  to  prefcrve  the  grafs  and  corn ;  as  a  rewatd  he  is 
allowed  grafs  for  four  cows,  and  the  produce  of  as  much  ataUe 
land  as  one  horie  can  till  and  harrow. 

^'cry  iew  poultry  are  reared  here,  on  account  of  the  fcareity  of 

grain. 

SvAot.  ^®  ^'  '^^^  qnadrnpcds  are  found,  excepting  ftags  :  thcfc  ani- 

mals once  abounded  here,  but  they  are  now  reduced  to  eighty, 
by  the  earjles,  who  not  only  kill  the  fawns,  but  the  old  deer, 
fcizing  them  between  the  hoi  jis,  and  terrifying  them  dil  they  ^ 
down  fome  precipice,  and  become  their  prey. 
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The  birds  we  obferved  were  ring-ttil  eagles,  ftvens,  hooded* 
crows,  white  wagtails,  wheat-ears,  titlarks,  ringoouzels,  grous, 
purmigans,  curlews,  green  plovcn,  fafccddart  or  arSie  gulls, 
and  the  greater  terns:  the  Dean  mentions  gannets,  but  none  ap* 
peared  while  we  were  in  the  ifland* 

At  the  foot  of  Sgor-moTf  oppofite  to  Camay,  are  found  abun*  Aoatii. 
dance  of  agates,  of  that  ipecies  called  by  Crtn^td^  ftS,  lxi,  6, 
Achatis  cbakedonifanSy  improperly,  white  cornelians :  feveral  fin- 
gular  ftrata,  fuch  as  grey  quartzy  ftone,  Cronjlcd  fsEl.  cclxxiv  ; 
another,  a  mixture  of  qucvrtx  and  bafahe^,  a  black  ftonc,  fpotted 
with  white,  like  porphyry,  but  with  the  appearance  of  z  lava : 
fine  grit,  or  free-ftonc,  and  the  cin^rcoiu  indorated  bole  of  Cr^- 
Jied^fe^.  lxxxvii. 

Land  again:  walk  five  n  ilcs  up  the  fides  of  the  illand,  chiefly  Jwi.ti4» 
over  heath  and  moory  grountl  :  crofs  two  deep  gullies,  varied 
with  feveral  pretty  cafcades,  falling  from  rock  to  rock :  pafs  by 
great  madls  of  ftone,  corroded  as  if  they  had -lain  on  the  fliore. 
After  a  long  alcent  reach  Loch-nan-grutiy  a  piece  of  water  amidst  . 
the  rocks,  beneath  fome  oi  the  highcfl:  peaks  of  the  mountains. 
Abundance  oi  terms  inhabit  this  loch.  Return  cxceflively  wet 
with  conftant  rain. 

Notwithftanding  this  iHand  has  ieveral  ftreams,  here  is  not  a 
Angle  mile  all  the  molinary  operations  are  done  at  home :  the 
corn  is  grMufd^  or  bornt  out  of  the  ear,  inftead  of  being  g  had  dan* 
thraflied:  this  is  performed  two  ways ;  firil,  by  cutting  off  the 
ears,  and  drying  them  in  a  kiln,  then  fetting  fire  to  them  on  a 
floor,  and  picking  out  the  grains,  by  this  operation  rendered  as 
black  as  coal.  The  other  method  is  more  expeditious,  for  the 
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trhoie  fiieaf  is  burnt;  without  ch«  trouble  of  cutting  off  the 
ears :  a  moft  ruinous  prafbke,  as  it  deftroys  both  thatch  and  ma- 
nure, and  on  that  account  has  been  wifely  prohibited  in  fome  of 
the  iflands.  Gradanned  corn  was  the  parched  corn  of  Holy  Writ. 
Thus  Boaz  prcfents  his  beloved  Ruth  with  parched  corn ;  and  JeH^ 
fends  David  with  an  Ephah  of  the  fame  to  his  fons  in  the  camp 
of  Saul.  The  grinding  was  alfo  performed  by  the  fame  fort  of 
machine  the  quern,  in  which  two  women  were  necefiarily  employ- 
ed :  thus  it  is  prophefied  t'wo  women  p.^all  he  grlndvig  ot  the  mill, 
me Jhali  he  takeuy  the  other  left.  I  muft  obferve  too  that  the  liland 
laflcs  nre  ns  merry  at  their  work  of  grinding  the  Cr^iddan,  the 
xtxxQ^^  of  the  anticnts,  as  ihofc  of  Greece  were  in  the  days  of 
JiophaneSt 

Wto  warbled  «t  they  giond  dinr  paired  can  **. 

Q^Mii.  '  The  quem  or  kra  it  made  In  fome  of  the  neig)iboring  ocmntie^, 
in  the  mainland,  ,  and  cofts  about  fourteen  fliiUiogs.  This  me- 
thod of  grinding  is  very  tedious  t  for  it  employs  two  pair  ctf 
hands  four  hours  to  grind  only  a  fingle  bufiiel  of  corn.  Inftead 
of  a  hair  fieve  to  fift  the  meal  the  inhabitants  here  have  an  ii^ 

8iivi>  iiious  fubftitute,  a  flieep's  ikin  ftretched  round  a  hoop,  and  per- 
forated wicii  fmall  holes  make  with  a  hot  iron.  They  knead  their 
bannock  with  water  only,  and  bake  or  rather  toaft  it^  by  laying 
it  upright  againft  a  Hone  placed  near  the  fire. 

For  want  of  lime  they  drds  their  leather  with  calcined  Ihdls: 
and  ufe  the  iame  method  of  tanning  it  as  in  Cmausf*

lb  fxpsdiiieM. 
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The  inhabitants  of  Rum  are  people  that  Icarcely  know  fickncfs : 
if  they  are  attacked  with  a  dyleiuef  y  they  make  uk  of  a  decodtioa 
of  the  roots  of  the  ^omentiUa  tre£la  io  miUc  The  fmall-pox 
has  vilitcd  them  but  once  io  thirty-four  years,  only  two  fickened, 
and  both  recovered.    The  meafles  come  often. 

It  is  not  wonderful  that  fome  fuperftitions  fhould  rtign  in  thefe  Svmmtitiok* 
fcqucftercd  parts.  Second  fight  is  firmly  believed  ac  this  time. 
My  informant  faid  that  Lauchlan  Mac-Kcrran  of  Canno.y  had  toid 
a  gentleman  that  he  could  not  rcll  for  the  noilc  lie  Iieard  of  the 
hammering  of  nails  into  his  colfia:  accordingly  the  gentlemaa 
died  within  fifteen  days. 

Molly  Mac-Uane  (aged  forty)  has  the  power  of  forefeeing  events 
through  a  wdl-fcraped  blade  bone  of  mutton.  Some  time  ago  fhc 
took  up  one  and  pionouiiccd  thac  live  graves  were  foon  to  be 
opened  j  one  for  a  grown  pcrfon  :  the  other  four  for  children  j  one 
q£  which  was  to  be  of  her  own  kin  :  and  fo  it  fell  out.  Theic 
pretenders  to  iecond  light,  like  the  Pyihum  prieftefs,  daring  their 
infpiration  faU  into  trances,  foam  at  the  mouth,  grow  pale,  and  feign 
io  abftain  from  food  for  a  month,  ib  over>powered  are  they  by  the 
vi£k>ns  imparted  to  them  during  their  paroxyfms. 

I  muft  not  omit  a  moft  convenient  fpeciea  of  lecond  fig^t,  pof- 
ftlled  by  a  gentleman  of  a  neighboring  ifle,  who  fbrefees  all  vi- 
ficors,  ib  has  time  to  prepare  accordingly :  but  enough  of  theie 
tales,  found(;d  on  impudence  and  nurtured  by  folly. 

Here  are  only  the  ruins  of  a  church  io  this  iHanJ   {o  the  mi->  CavacK. 
nifter  is  obliged  to  preach,  the  few  times  be  vifits  his  congrega* 
fion,  io  the  open  air.  The  attention  of  our^^^  anccftors  in  this 
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article,  delivers  down  a  great  reproach  on  the  negligence  of  tHeir' 
reformed  defcendants :  the  one  leaving  not  even  the  moft  diflant 
and  favage  part  of  our  dominions  without  a  place  of  worfhip ;  the 
Other  fuffering  the  natives  to  want  both  inftruftor,  and  temple. 

J"^"*"  '5-  The  weather  grows  more  moderate-,  at  onr»  o'clock  at  noon  fail 

from  Rum,  with  a  favorable  and  brilk  gale,  for  the  ifle  of  Skie. 
Soon  reach  the  point  of  Siafey  at  the  fouth  end,  a  diviiion  of  that 
great  ifland,  a  mixture  of  grafs,  a  little  corn  and  much  heath. 
Leave  on  the  right  the  point  of  A-ifaig.  Pafs  beneath  Armadali 
in  Sk'te^  a  feat  beautifully  wooded,  gracing  mofl;  unexpc(ftcdly 
this  altnoll  trce-Iefs  tiaLt.  A  litLlc  farther  to  the  Weft  opens  the 
moutli  of  Loch-in-dual^  a  fafe  harbour,  and  oppolkc  to  it  on  the 
main-landy  that  of  lAcb-Jurriy  or  the  lake  of  Hell^  with  bkck 
mountains  ctf  tremendous  height  impending  abovt. 

The  cfaaond  betiveen  the  ihire  ^  Hwermfs  and  ^>  now  con*^ 
tcada  I  and  enlarges  again  to  a  fine  bay  oppofice  toG/oM^,  between 
the  main>land  and  Dumm-ruagh,  where  ia  good  anchorage  under  £ii<. 
At  the  north  end  of  this  expanfe,  the  two  0des  fuddenly  contraft, 

KvL-ik,  and  at  Ksd^ri  form  a  ftrait  bounM  by  high  lands^  not  a  quar- 
ter of  a  mile  broads  the  flood  which  runs  here  at  the  Ipriog 
tides  at  the  race  of  ieven  knots  an  hour,  carried  us  through  with 
great  rapidity*  into  another  expanl^  perfS^ly  liuid4ocked,  and 
very  piAurefque.  We  were  now  arrived  amtdft  an  amphitheatre  • 
of  mountains  \  the  country  of  JGw/a/  bounded  us  on  the  North 
andEafts  and  Stde  (which  from  /^^m-JW  became  more  lofty) 
confined  us  with  its  now  wooded  cliffs  to  the  South.  The  ruins 
of  an  antient  caftle^  ieated  on  the  pinnacle  of  a  rock,  and  fome 
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little  ifles  formed  our  weftcm  view.   Thek  of  old  belonged  to  the  ' 
A£gt-iiiums^  a  very  antient  race,  who  call  themfe^ves  Gan-Jf^m^  or 
the  dcfccndaots  of  ji^,  a  SetUb  monarch  in  the  9th  century. 
Some  of  the  line  have  ftill  a  property  in  Skie, 

iMie  violent  iqualls  of  wind  darting  from  the  apertures  of  the  hills 
ceized  us  for  an  hour,  but  after,  various  tacks  at  laft  Mr.  Thm^ 
fin  anchored  falely  beneath  Mu-iamufs  caftle,  amidil  a  Jleet  of  MAC'Xiiriioit*i 
bu0e$,  waiting  with  anxiety  for  the  appearance  of  herrings,  this  CAixii, 
year  uncommonly  late.  The  hard  rains  were  no  fmall  advan- 
tage to  our  fcenery.  Wc  lay  beneath  a  vafl  hill  called  GUttf'^ 
Www,  cloathed  with  birch  and  oaks,  inhabited  by  roes:  catarads 
poured  down  in  various  places  amid  A;  the  woods,  reminding  me  of 
the  beautiful  cafcades  between  Scheideck  and  Meyringen^  in  the  canton 
of  Underwaid,  This  part  is  in  the  diftri  A  of  Strafh^  another  ponion 
of  Skie, 

Land  at  a  point  called  the  Kyle,  or  paffiige,  where  about  fourfcore       Jutr  i6» 
horfes  were  colIcAcd  to  be  tranr[)ortcd  na^e  to  the  oppofice      T«»  Kylk 

fliorf,  about  a  mile  diftant,  in  t!ic  i  in.e  manner  as,  Polybius*  informs 
us,  Ilaywibnl  paflfed  his  cavalry  over  the  rapid  Rhone.  They  were 
taken  over  by  tours,  by  little  boats,  a  pair  on  each  fide  held  willi 
halters  by  two  men,  after  being  forced  off  a  rock  into  the  fea.  Wc 
undertook  the  conveyance  of  a  pair.  One,  a  pretty  grey  horfe, 
fwasn  admirably  the  other  was  dragged  along  like  a  log  ;  but  as 
foon  as  it  arrived  within  fcent  of  its  companions  Lx^fore  landed,  re- 
vived, difeng^ed  itfeif,  and  took,  to  the  fhorc  with  great  alacrity. 

Some 
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Some  Very  gcndemtn-like  men  attended  theft  Mimals,  and  liiih 
great  iiolicends  ofl^red  their  fervices. 

Among  the  crowd  was  a  lad  ereSiis  aunim  %  his  ears  had  never 
been  Twaddled  down,  and  they  ftood  out  as  nature  ordained  j  and  I 
dare  fay  his  fenfe  of  hearing  was  more  acute  by  this  liberty. 

The  horned  cattle  of  ^  are  fwam  over^  at  the  narrow  pafTage  o£ 
Kul-riy  at'  low  water  ,  fix,  eight,  or  twelve  are  paflld  over  at  a  time, 
tied  with  ropes  mzdc  of  twiiled  withies  faitenecl  from  the  under  jaw 
of  the  one  to  the  tail  of  the  preceding,  and  fo  to  the  next ;  the  firft 
is  fattened  to  a  boat,  and  thus  are  conveyed  to  the  oppofite  fhore. 
This  is  the  great  palii  into  the  iiland,  but  is  deftituteeven  of  a  Iiorlic- 
ferry. 

Jutr  17.  At  five  in  the  morning  quit  our  fituation,  ard  pafTina  t  hrough  a 

narrow  and  Ihort  found,  arrive  in  another  line  cx})  ii,U",  beautiiuUy 
land-locked  by  the  mainland  (pait  of  Rofsjhire)  the  illands  Rom 
and  CrouHfj,  Rafa,  didinguillied  by  the  high  hillock,  called  Bun- 
canna  j  Scalpa^  and  the  low  vcrdanc  idc  of  Pabay^  in  old  titnes  the 
feat  of  aflaffins*.  Skic  fhcws  a  verdant  Hope  for  part  of  its  ("hore: 
bcvond  foar  the  conic  naked  hills  of  Siraiib^  and  llili  farther  tiie 
ragged  heights  of  Eleven. 

See,  behind  us,  the  ruins  of  the  caftle,  and  the  entrance  of 
the  bay  we  had  left,  the  openings  into  the  great  lochs  K:J[irn: 
-^Vid  Carro)-,  and,  as  a  hack-ground,  a  boi.ndlcls  tiiu;n  of  rugged 
luountaiiia.  The  day  was  pcrfcdly  clear,  and  the  fea  fmooth  as 
a  mirrour,  diilurbcd  but  by  the  blowing  of  two  whales,  who  eo- 

*  lothetimeiifttoDBAiraUtU  litde  iln  woe  full  of  wood«»  atpitftot 
q^Hiie  naked. 
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tertained  us  for  a  cooliderabk  fpac«  by  the  jet  de  etux  from  their 

orifices. 

Mr.  Ma€'kMmih  junior,  one  of  tiie  gendemen  we  law  with  the 
hories,  overtakes  us  in  a  boat,  and  prcfles  us  to  accept  tlie  entertain- 
ment of  his  father's  houfe  of  Coire-cbattacbatiy  in  the  ncigli boring 
part  of  Skit.  After  landing  near  the  ifle  of  Staipa^  and  walking 
about  two  miles  along  a  flat,  arrive  at  the  qviarters  fo  kindly  pro- 
vided ;  dining  Mr.  ^bm^on  to  carry  the  ve0el  to  the  North  pare 
of  Skie. 

The  country  is  diviilcd  hy  low  banks  of  earth,  and,  like  the  other 
iflands,  lias  more  pafturage  than  corn.  In  my  walk  ioKilcbrijl^  the 
church  of  the  panlh  of  Strath^  faw,  on  the  road-fide  ftraia  of  iimc- 
ftone  and  ftone-marle,  the  former  grey,  the  lall  white,  and  in  many 
ports  dillblved  into  an  impalpable  powder,  and  ready  to  the  humls 
of  tlie  farmer,  it  ts  eiteenied  a  fine  manure,  but  better  for  corn  than 
grafs. 

Near  the  church  are  vaft  ftrata  of  fine  white  marble,  and  fome 
veined  with  grey,  which  I  recognized  to  have  been  the  bed,  from 
whence  the  altar  at  Jona  Jiad  been  formed.  Obfcrve  alfo  great 
quantities  of  white  gran  iic,  Ipotted  with  black.  MciTrs.  Ligh/foot 
and  Stuart  afcend  the  high  limedone  mountain  of  Beinn-Jhuardal^ 
and  find,  it  in  a  manner  covered  with  that  rare  plant  the  Dryas. 

On  roy  return  am  entertained  with  a  rehearlaly  I  may  call  it,  of 
the  Jjntgh^  or,  walking  of  ikih,  a  fubftitute  for  the  fulling-mill : 
twelve  or  fourteen  women,  divided  into  two  equal  numbers,  fit  down 
on  each  fide  of  a  long  board,  ribbed  lengthways,  placing  the  cloth 
onit:.  firft  they  begin  to  woik  it  backwards  and  forwards  with 

their 
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their  hands,  finging  at  the  fame  time,  as  at  the  ^trM :  when  they' 
have  tirtd  their  hands,  every  female  ufcs  her  feet  for  the  fame 
purpoie,  and  fix  or  feven  pair  of  naked  feet  a'-e  in  the  mod 
violent  agitation,  work  in  p;  one  sgainfl  the  otlur  :  as  by  this  time 
they  grow  very  earneft  in  tlicir  labors,  the  tury  of  the  ibng  rifts ; 
at  length  it  arrives  to  fuch  a  pitch,  that  without  breach  of  charity 
you  would  imagine  a  troop  of  female  demoniacs  to  have  been 
alTembled. 

They  fing  in  the  fame  manner-  when  they  are  cutting  down  the 
corn,  when  thirty  or  forty  join  in  chorus,  keeping  time  to  the  found 
of  a  bagpipe,  as  the  Grecian  lafles  were  wont  to  do  to  that  of  a  lyre 
during  vintage  in  the  days  of  Homer  *.  The  fubjcft  of  the 
fongs  at  the  Luaghadb,  the  ^erny  and  on  this  occafion,  arc  fomc- 
times  love,  fomctimcs  panegyric,  an  1  uhcii  a  rehearfal  of  the 
deeds  of  the  antient  heroes,  but  commonly  ail  the  cuncs  How  and 
melancholy. 

Singing  at  the  ^crn  is  now  almoft  out  of  date  fince  the  introduc- 
tion of  water-mills.  The  laird  can  oblige  his  tenants,  as  in  England^ 
to  make  ufe  of  this  more  expeditious  kind  of  grinding ;  and  em- 
powers his  miUer  to  ieardi  out  and  break  any  ^ems  he  can  find,  as 
machines  that  defraud  him  of  the  toll.  Many  centuries  pail,  the 
I^iOature  attempted  to  difcouragp  thefe  aokward  mills,  fo  preju- 
dicial to  the  landlords,  who  had  been  at  the  expence  of  others.  In 
ii<4,  in  the  time  f^JBtiumder  III.  it  was  provided,  that  *  na  man 
'  fall  prefume  to  grind  pibttt^  nudfiiM^  or  rye,  with  hand  mylne, 
*  except  he  be  compelled  by  ftorm,  or  be  in  Uck  of  mills  quhilk 

*  iZrW,  xviii*  Uae  570. 
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*  fould  grind  the  famen.    And  in  this  cafe  gif  a  man  grindes  at 

*  hand  mylncs,  he  1^1  gif  the  thrcttcin  mcalure  as  multer,  and  gif 

*  anie  man  coniravcins  thi:.  our  prohibition,  iic  iaii  tine  his  hand 

*  mylncs  ptrrpetuallie.* 

Walk  up  BeinH-a-caillicb^  or,  the  hill  of  the  old  hag  j  one  of 
thofe  piclurefque  mountains  that  made  fuch  a  figure  from  the  fea. 
After  afcending  a  fmall  part,  find  iti  fides  covered  with  vaft  loofe 
ftones,  like  the  pspt  of  Jnrd^  the  ihelcer  of  ptarmigans ;  the  top 
fiat  and  naked,  with  an  amficial  orini,  of  a  moft  enormous  fixe, 
reported  to  have  been  the  place  of  iepulture  of  a  gigantic  wo. 
man  in  the  days  of  Pb^aL  The  profpeA  to  the  Weft  was  that  of 
deflation  itfelf »  a  &vage  feries  of  rude  mountainsp  difcolorad, 
black  and  nd,  as  if  by  the  rage  of  fire^  Neareft,  joined  to  this  hill 
by  a  ridge,  is  BeuHUhgbriaiumt  or  the  mountain  of  the  Sum  %  perhapa 
venerated  in  antient  times.  jl^HMfv,  or  the  round  mountain, 
appears  on  the  North.  Tbe^  Imaied  topa  of  Bkvm  afied  with 
aftoniflimeati  and  beyond  them,  the  cluftered  height  of  ^gUliitf 
or,  the  mountain  of  Cvchullin,  like  its  antient  hero*,  Jhtd  Ukt 
a  bill  that  catches  the  ckuis  «f  AfliwiR.  The  deep  recefies  between 
thefe  Aifs^  in  times  of  old,  pofiefied  ibi  fim  ^  At  ntmrn  vaies^ 
ibi  kaUm  §/  Jter%  to  this  time  aie  inhabited  by  a  fine  race  of 
ftagi. 

The  view  to  the  N.  £aft  and  S.  Wefl  is  not  lefa  amuling:  a 
fea  fprinklcd  over  with  various  tlles,  and  the  long  extent  of  coaH: 
foaring  into  all  the  forms  of  j^fim  wildneft.   I  muft  not  omit 

*  Hit  refidcKe  it  (aid  to  lute  been  at  Dmf/imui,  ia  th'u  itisokd.  Tii«  literal 
aMaaiag  of  ^j^,  or  CdR»«  ii  a  aanmr  4afk  Ulov* 
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'  tjiat  the  point  of  CamJketeU  on  the  South  of  Skie^  was  fhetved  to 
me  at  a  diftance,  famous  for  the  cave  which  gave  ihelter  for  two 
nights  to  the  young  adventurer,  and  his  faithful  guide,  the  antient 

l>ave  Cotn-ebtOUulm^  afcer  experiencing  every  civility  fscm  the- 
family  $  and  from,the  .Rev..Mr.  IHMfm^  xht  minifter.  Wind 
along  thcbottoms  of  the  fteep  hills.  Pals  by  the  end  of  hsch-fiapfwa 
to  the  South.  See  a  Aone  dike  or  fence  caUed  Pmdenm  f^db^  or 
the  indofupe  of  the  deer,  which  feems  once  to  have  been  continued 
up  a  neighboring  hilL  In  one  angle  is  a  hollow,  in  the  days  of 
Offiatiy.  a  pitfall  covered  with  boughs  for.  the  deftruftion  of  the 
animals  chafed  into  it.  Places  of  this  name  are  very  common,-  and 
very,  neceflary,  when  the.-  food  of.  mankind,  was  the  beails  of  the 
field. 

'     '         Torn  towards  the  northern  coaft  ;  pafs  by  the  end  of  Loclh 

J^gachan^  and  foon  after  by  the  fide  of  the  fmall  frefli  waiter  Locb-n4h 
eaiplieb,  filled  with  that  fcarce  plant  JEriocauIm  decangulare^  firft  difco- 
vered  by  Mr,  JamiS  Rfbertfon.  Brcakfaft  at  Sconfer,  one  of  the  poft, 
Ists  OF  ItAMi.  o^ces,  an  inn  oppofiteto  Rafay  Hn  iQand  nine  miles  long  and  three 
broad,  divided  from  SJde  by  a  found  a  mile  broad.  On  the  Qioie 
the  houfc  of  Mr.  Mackod^  the  owner  of  Rafa^  makes  a  pretty  figure. 
The  Dean  fpeaks  of  this  ifland,  *  as  having  mancy  deires,  pairt  of 

*  profitable  landes  inhabit^  and  manurit,  with  twa  cailles,  to  wit, 
'  the  caftle  of  Kilmorocbt,  and  the  caftle  of  Brolokit,  with  twa  fair

This  ufurper.was  a  vailkl  of  MoiUod  of  Lmis^  who  probably  con. 

.  ^  figncd. 
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figned  it  to  his  chieftain,  from  whom  the  prcfcnt  proprietor  derives 

his  family. 

Connnue  our  journey  pointing  to  the  S.  Weft.  Meet  great  droves 
of  fine  cattle,  on  their  way  to  change  of  pafture.    Sec  a  fmall  quan- 
tity of  very  poor  flax,  raifed  from  the  feed  of  the  country,  a  very 
unprofitable  management :  but  the  greatell  part  of  the  land  was 
ccA'f'i  cd  with  heath.    Leave  to  the  Icf:  the  tuountaiiis  ol  Cuchulltny 
Cuiiin^  or  ^illin^  wiiicli  reach  to  tlie  fea.    Come  to  the  end  oiLocb- 
BracaJaUy  which  pierces  the  ifland  on  this  fide.    Sku  is  fo  divided 
by  braachct  of  the  fea,  that  that  b  not  a  piace  five  »jks  diftanc 
from  a  port)  fuch  numbers  of  good  harbours  are  there  ifl  a  place 
deftituee  of  trade,  and  widiout  a  fiogle  town.  Near  the  end  of  th» 
Cfcb  the  ground  is  mote  cultivated  t  but  all  the  com  land  is  dug 
with  the  ttt-d^rm  or  crooked  fpade,  inftead  of  being  ploughed: 
eight  nnen  ace  necefliiry  to  dig  as  much  in  a  day  as  a  fingle  plough 
would  turn  up :  the  harrows  are  commonly  tied  to  the  horles  uils » 
but  in  very  wet  land,  the  men  and  women  break  the  fods  by  drag- 
ging over  them  a  block  of  wood,  with  five  teeth  and  a  k>ng  handle^ 
called  RaadgoH. 

Defcend  through  a  narrow  pafs,  and  arrive  inftantly  in  a  trad  flat 
as  any  in  HoBandt  opening  to  the  weft  with  a  fine  diftant  view  of 
Norfh  and  SeiOh  Uift,  and  other  parts  of  the  Lmg^  ifiaiiii  bounded  on 
the  other  three  fides  by  hig^  precipiccs9  enlivened  with  catarafta 
fiutned  by  the  heavy  rains.  In  a  wood  in*  ftiug  corner  lies 
JHr,  inhabited  by  Mr.  Mackod^  lieutenant-colonel  in  the  Dutdb 
fervioe,  who  with  the  utmoft  hofpitality  flieltcred  us  from  the  in- 
clemency of  the  day.  This  houfc  belongs  to  the  chief  of  the  name; 
and  in  old  times  was  always  the  portion  of  a  iccond  fon :  he  enjoyed 
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it  for  life,  with  the  view  of  giving  him  the  means  of  educating  his 
children  i  who  after  that  were  left  to  the  care  of  fortune  j  which 
cuftom  filled  foreign  fervicc  with  a  gallant  fet  of  ofHCers.  Daughters 
of  chieftains  were  generally  pornoiicd  with  cattle  ;  and  often  with 
a  let  of  flout  men,  who  in  feudal  times  were  valuable  acquifi- 
uans  to  tfic  hull)and,  who  eftimatc\l  his  wealth  by  the  power  of 
liis  people,  for  he  inftantly  adopted,  and  incorporated  them  with  his 
own  clan. 

It  will  not  be  impertinent  to  mention  here  the  origin  of  the  S£c/ib 
,  regiments  in  the  Dutch  fcrvice.  They  were  formed  out  of  fomc 
ind^iendeiit  companies^  fent  over  either  in  the  idgn  of  EUxaiab  or 
7«Mr Vi.  At  prefoitdie  comuKin  ioldkrs  are  but  nominally  nacto^ 
Halt  for  fince  the  fcarcity  of  itoi,  occafioned  by  the  late  war,  HeSmid 
is  lio  longer  pertnitied  to  draw  her  fccruits  out  of  Ntrth  Briimm 
But  the  officers  are  all  Sttieh^  who  are  obliged  to  take  oaths  to  our 
goTernmcntt  and  to  qualify  in  prefence  of  our  embofifador  at  the 

See  here  a  Cjr-ffwnr,  or  great  two-handed  fwoid,  probably  of  the- 
iame  .kind  with  the  h^aOis  gloMi  of  the  Ctkdmuamy  mentioned  by- 
TMiNtt !  an  unwieldy  wei^Nm,  two  inches  broad,  doubly  edg^  %  the 
length  of  the  blade  three  fiset  feven  inches. «  of  the  handle^  ibuiteen' 
inches »  of  a  plain  tranCverie  guard,  one  foot  y  the  weight  fix  pounds- 
and  a  half.  Thefe  long  fwocds  were  the  ori^nal  weapons  of  our 
country,  as  appears  by  a  figure  of  a  foldier,  found-among  the  ruins^ 
of  London^  after  the  great  fire,  A.  D.  1666,  and  preicrved  at  Ojt- 
/erd*^  his  fwotd  is  of  a  vaft  kngtfa»  his  hair  flowing,  his-  kgs 
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bare,  his  lower  garment  (horC,  and  fallcncd  by  a  girdle  rour.d  his 
wallc  ,  tht  Jn^iiiM  is  flung  carclefsly  over  his  breaft  and  one  arm, 
ready  to  be  dung  off,  as  cuftom  was,  in  time  of  aftion.  The  great 
broad  fword,  and  much  the  fame  kind  of  drefs,  were  prelcrved  in 
the  highlands  to  the  lad  age,  at  the  battle  oi  KilUcraikii :  the  upper  . 
garment  was  thrown  off  by  the  Highlander!,  in  «rder  to  enable 
them  to  ufe  this  two-handed  inftrument  with  greater  eSc£t  But 
the  enormous  kngth  of  wn^n  has  been  found  ufelefs  againft  the 
firmnefs  of  decerminod  troops,  from  the  batde  of  the  *  Mm  GrmH" 
fks^  to  the  recent  vtAorjr  of  CulMen.  The  ibort  fwords  of  the 
forces  of  ^^'Mifi^  and^the  bayonets  of  the  Srifi/k.  regulars,  were, 
equally  fuperior.. 

Col.  Jj/iukgd  fiivors  me  with  a  weapon,-  coounon  to  the  RgHums,  I'aAsfN  twoavt 
jlMsufiimMtf,  and  Britm*  It  is  a  brazen  fword,  whofe  bhide  is 
twenty-two  inches  long;. the  handle  (including  a  round  hollow 
pummd)  fife  and  a  half } .  the  middle  of  the  blade  fwells  out  onboth 
fides,  and  the  edges  very  fharp^  the  end  pointed  ^  we  are  told  f 
that  the  fcabbards  arcof  brafs,  but  this  was  deftituce.of  one.    The  ^ 
weapon  was-found  in  Skie.  The  fame  kind  is  met  with  in  many  parts- 
9i Scotland  mdiOiWakSy  which  tht  Banes  have  vifitcd;  and  they 
have  been  frequently  difcovercd  in  tumuU^  and  other  fepulchres,  in  - 
Denmark  and  Holface,  dej  ofued  there  witli  the  urns  in  honor  of  th& 
decealed  t*  Others,  limiUr,  have  been  found  in  Smtdm  %•  ,

"But  in  modem  times  they  are  generally  fung  in  couplets,  the  whole 
crew  joining  in  chorus  at  certain  intervals :  the  notes  are  commonly 
long,  the  airs  Iblemn  and  flow,  rarely  chearful,  it  being  impoOible 
ibr  the  oars  tolceep  a  quick  time  :  the  words  generally  h^  a  rdi- 
gjous  turn,  corifonant  to  that  of  the  people. . 
jvtT  tu         Vilit  a  high  hill,  called  BrHS'wAwilt  about  a  mile  South  of 
fiAiAiTic  aoesa*  /br,  having  in  the  front  a  finefertcs  of  genuine  bafidtic  columns, 
.refembling  the  GAntf'scaufeway:  the  pillars  were  above  twenty  fiet

being  at  great  and  unequal  diftances,  but  the  m^ority  are  endte : 
even  thofe  that  are  jointed  are  kfi  concave  and  convtic  on  their

bppofice  furface  than  the  columns  of  the  former.  The  ftratum  that 
refted  on  this  colonnade  was  very  irregular  and  lhatterjr,  yet  feemed 
to  make  f(»ne  effort  at  form.  The  ruins  of  the  columns  at  the  bafe 
made  a  grand  appearance :  thele  were  the  ruins  of  the  creation :  thofe 
of  Rmit  the  work  of  human  art,  ieem  to  them  but  as  the  ruins  of 
yefterday. 

At  a  fmall  diftance  from  thefe,  on  the  Hope  of  a  hill,  is  a  traA 
of  foDie  roods  entirely  formed  of  the  tops  of  feveral  feries  of 
columns,  even  and  clofc  fet,  forming  a  reticulated  furface  of  amaz- 
ing beauty  and  curiofity.  This  is  the  moft  northern  Bi^.fahcs  I  am 
acquainted  with  the  laft  .of  four  in  the  Eritijh  dominions,  all  run- 
ning from  South  to  North,  nearly  in  a  meridian  :  the  Giant* s 
Caufeway  appears  firft  ■,  Staffs  fucceeds  the  rock  Humbla  about 
twenty  leagues  further,  and  finally  the  cc.lumn  of  Brm-n/bawl :  the 
depth  of  ocean  in  all  probability  conceals  the  loft  links  of  this 
chain. 

1  ake  leave  of  Talyjkir.    See  very  near  to  the  houfe  the  veftiges  Lqch-B»aca* 
of  fome  fmall  buildings,  and  by  thtm  a  heap  of  ftones,  widi  a  bauil-  pam. 
tic  column  fet  eredl  in  the  middle.    Crol:.  u  :  ange  of  barren  lands  tor 
four  miles  :  reach  T.och-Bracndak.   Exchnnge  our  iiorfcs  for  a  boat. 
Pafs  over  this  bcauiilul  land-locked  harbour  abounding  with  fafc 
creeks.    Cod-fifli  fwarm  here  in  the  herring  feafon  purfuing  the 
ihoals  :  a  man  with  a  fingle  hand-line  caught  in  thtce  .hours  as  manjr 
as  were  Ibid  fbr  three  guineas,  at  the  rate  of  twopence  apiece^ 
Land,  after  a  txt^eSt  of r four  miles,  .and  find  ttady  a. new  fet  of ' 
Jiorfcs. 

This  fiems  to  me  the  fitteft  place  in  the  illand  for  the  forming  of 
aoown.  The  harbour  is  deep  and  unljpeakably  iecune, .  It  is  rthe 
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Milfori  hatm  of  thefe  pares  i  it  opens  at  its  mouth  to  tht  beft  pare 
of  the  Tea.  SkU  has  not  in  it  a  fingle  town  or  even  village.  But 
what  is  a  greater  wonder,  there  is  not  a  town  from  OmipMtim  in 
the  Firth  of  Ggu/f  to  tburft^  at  the  end  of  Catbm/s^  a  tra^fc  of  above 
two  hundred  miles* 

D«itts«  poftT.  Proceed:  ride  by,  ttStnum,  a  beautiful  Daufb  fort  on  the  top 
of  a  rock»  formed  with  moft  excdleot  mafonry.  The  figure  as 
ufual  circular.  The  diameter  from  ootfide  to  outfide  lixty  icet : 
of  the  inlide  forty-two.  Within  are  the  veftig^  of  £ve  apart- 
mencSf  one  in  the  centre,  four  around :  the  walls  are  eighteen 
ieet  high.  The  entrance  iue  6et  high,  covered  with  great 
4loiies, 

About  a  furlong  north  weft  of  this»  is  another  large  rock  pre- 
cipitous on  all  iidcs  but  one.  On  that  is  the  ruin  of  a  very  thick 
-wall,  and  the  traces  of  a  dike  quite  round,  even  on  the  inacceili. 
•ble  parts.  Between  which  and  the  wall  is  a  large  area.  This 
feems  to  have  been  built  without  regularity,  yet  probably  be- 
longed to  the  {unt  nation.  Each  feems  defigned  to  cover  an 
ailcmbl^  of  people  who  lived  beneath  their  protcflion  in  a  ho- 
•ftilc  countn*,  for  under  both  are  remains  of  numbers  of  fmall 
buildings  witU  regular  entrances.  The  lall  inclofure  is  fuppofed 
TO  have  been  defigned  for  the  fecurity  of  the  cattle,  of  which,  thefe 
free- booters  had  robbed  the  natives  ^  aad  this  ipccics  is  diilio- 
guifticd  by  the  name  of  Bca^kun. 

Thefe  fortrcflcs  are  calitd  univerfally  in  the  Erfc^  Duns.  I 
find  that  they  are  very  rare  in  the  country  from  whence  they  took 
their  origin  ;  no  people  will  give  themielves  the  trouble  of  forti- 
i^ing  anudit  the  Security  of  friends.   Mr.  Frederic  Subm  of  Ccpcn- 
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^figeih  whom  I  .had:  thp  pleafure.ofjaadi«mDg  on..thi8^fubi^» 
could  point  out  but  a  fingle  iofttocc/of  a  fimilar,toiiir«r»  and  chat 
pn  the  SufiUfherg,  a^jnoiiwam  Mf  ia  iV'flMw^^  from 
Drmtheim.  But.we.may  cxpcft  further ;clucidatiom  from  a  ikilful 
antiquary  now the.toiir  of:thC;WWtfry.:  :  . 
,  About  two  milM  farther,  fec  near  .the- road-fide,  two  Urgff  co? 
jjoid  C^witf.-  pals: near  , the  . end,  of  !L«<*-ai-^»:  a  branch  of  the

liaife  :aod..firtiinefs-  of.inore  advanced  life.  ,  He  feels  for  the 
diftrefics  of ;hB.  people,  and  infcnfiblc  of  his  own,  wnh  uncom- 
mon difintcttftednefs  has  relieved  his  tenants  from  their  oppiclfive 
IWrtsi.has  received  linftead  of  the  traOi  of  gold,  the  main -l-  of 
warm  afFcdions,  and  ;  unfeigned  prayer.    He  wil!  iaon  experience 
the  good  cffcfts  of  his .  gencrofity  i  gratitude,  the  rcluic  of  the 
fcnflbilitf,  fkill  cxifting  among  thole  accuftomcd  to  a' feudal  gc* 
yernment,  v  will  fliew  .itfelf  m  more  than  empty .  words  •,  and  in 
lime  they  .will  not  fail  exerting  every  nerve  to  give  his  virtue  the 
due  reward.  .  Feudal  governments,  like  that  of  unmixed  monarchy, 
has-  its  uconvenienqies  and  its  i  ble flings.  •  The  lall  rarely  occur 
from  the  imperfeftion  of  human  nature  :  One  B^i.vc  only  cafj 
Jay  .clame  to  that:  .therefore.it;  is.  tlie  bufmefs  of-every  hontft 
jnan  to  relift  the  very  appcaraWcoiof  undivided  power  in  a  princgi 
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or  the  lhaddw  of  independency  in  a  fubjoft.  The  highlandefi 
may  blefs  the  hand'  that  loofened  their  bonds :  for  tyranny  more 
often  than  protection  was  the  attendance  on  their  vafTalage.  Yet 
ftill  from  long  habitude,  and  from  the  gleams  of  kindnels  that 

darted  every  nosv  and  then  amidft  the  ftorms  of  fevcrity,  was. 
kindled  a  fort  of  ilial  reverence  to  their  chieftain :  this  ftill  is 
in  a  great  degree  retained,  and  may,  by  cherifhing,  return  with 
more  than  wonted  vigor.  The  noxious  part  of  the  feudal  reign 
is  aboliflied }  the  delegated  rod  of  power  is  now  no  more.  But 
let  not  the  good  part  be  loft  with  the  bad  :  the  tender  relation* 
that  patriutchal  government  experiences,  fhoitld  ftill  be  retained: 
and  the  mutual  inclination  to  beneficence  jjrLilrvcv!.  The  chief- 
tain Ihould  not  lole,  with  the  power  of  doint;  harm,  the  dilpofi- 
tion  of  doing  good.  Such  are  the  fcntiments  of  Mr.  Mackcd^ 
which  ripen  into  a(5l:ions  that,  if  pcrfifted  in,  will  bring  lafting 
comfort  into  his  own  bofom,  and  the  moft  deiired  of  blel&i)^ 
amongft  a  numerous  clan. 

The  caftle  of  Dun-vegan  is  fcatcd  on  a  high  rock,  over  a  locf> 
of  the  fame  name,  a  branch  of  Lol/j  Falarl.  Part  is  modernized, 
but  the  greatcft  portion  is  antient  :  the  oldcil  :5  a  iqu.nL-  tov,  t:^ 
which  Willi  a  wall  round  the  edge  of  the  rock,  was  tliC  unginai 
ftrength  of  the  place.  Adjacent  is  a  village  and  the  poft-office; 
for  from  hence  a  pacquet-boat,,  fupported  by  fubfcription,  fails 
(;very  fortnight  for  the  LoH^-i/kad' 
FAiRv-vtAO*  Here  is  prefenrcd  the  Braebmcb  Jhi,  or  fairy-flag  of  the  family^ 
beftowed  on  it  by  ?i/Mm  the  Sen-Jin^  or  wife  to  Okrm  king  of 
the  fairies.  She  blefled  it  at  the  fame  time  with  powers  of  the 
firft  ioiporunce,.  which  were  to  be  cxcrced  on  only  three  occsi^ 

fioos^ 
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Ifions :  buc  dii  the  laft^  after  tlie  end  was  obuined,  an  inyifible 
Being  is  to  arrive  and  carry  oflF  ftmdard  and  ftandard-bearer,  never 
more  to  be  ften. '  A  fiunily  of  Clan  y  Faitter  had  this  dangnous 
office,'  and  held  by  it,  free  lands  in  BracaM, 

The  flag  has  been  produced  thrice.  The-firfl  time  in  an  une- 
qual engagement  againft  the  Clan-R§naU^  to  whofe  fight  the  Ma- 
ikods  were  multiplied  ten-fold.  The  fecond  prefcrved  the  heir 
of  the  family,  being  then  produced  to  fave  the  longings  of  the 
lady  :  and  the  third  time,  to  fave  my  own ;  but  it  was  fo  tattered, 
that  Titama  did  not  feem  to  think,  it  worth  fending  for. 

This  was  a  fuperftition  derived  from  the  Norwegian  anccftry  of 
the  houfe  :  the  fable  was  caught  from  the  country,  and  might  be 
of  ufe  to  animate  the  clan.  The  Duties  had  their  masical  ftan- 
dard,  Reafan^  or,  the  raven,  embroidered  in  an  inflant  by  the 
three  daughters  of  Lodbroke^  and  fiflers  of  Ilinguar^  Huuba^  or 
Ivor*.  Sigurd  had  an  enchanted  flag  given  him  by  his  mother, 
with  ctrcurnllances  lumewhat  fmiiiar  to  t!ie  Dun-vegan  colors  : 
whofoever  bore  u  m  tlie  uay  ol  battle  was  to  be  killed  accord- 
ingly in  one  of  his  battles  three  ft  int^ai  i  hrarcr  j  w.  re  fuc- 
ceflively  flaini  but  on  the  dcadi  of  tlic  Ull  he  obtained  the 
vidory  +. 

Here  is  preferved  a  great  ox-horn,  tipped  with  filver :  the  arai    Ox  hoxh  cwf. 
was  twiftcd  round  its  fpires,  the  mouth  brought  over  the  elbow, 
and  then  drank  off.  The  Northern  nations  held  this  fpecies  of 
cup  in  high  efteem,  anduied  the  ci^acious  horns  of  the  great 
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JlmdU**    They  graced  the  hofpitable  halls  of  lungi^, 
out  of  them  the'andcnt  hero<»  quenched  thdr  thiiftrH<i^w»i-^ 
yKtxj  with  Qaughter,  calls  aloud  for  the  mighty  dnug^ic    .  .

In  this  caftlc  is  alio  prefcrvcd,  a  round  fhleld,  made  of  iron^ 
tlut  even  in  its  decayed  ftate  weighs  iitar  twenty  pounds  j  itlelf  z, 
load  in  thd'c  degenerate  days :  yet  they  were  in  ufe  no  longer  ago 
than  the  begiuauig  of  the  laft  century.  Each  chieftain  had  his 
anT)Ottr-bearer»  who  proceeded  his  mafter  iii  dme  of  war,  and,  by 
my  author's  %  account* : in  time :o£' peace's  for.  they  went  armied 
even  to  church;  in  the  manner  the  JV.  Ammcems  do  sn  prefent  in  the 
frontier  lettteiinent, '  and  for  the  fanie  reafod,  the  dread/of  favages. : 
1  In  •  times  long  before  thofe*  the  antient  Scotth  *  uled  round  tar- 
get's^  niad^of  oaV  covered  with < the  hides  of -bulls i  'and  long 
ihields,  narrow  below  and  broad  above,  formed  of  pieces  of  oak 
or  willow,:  lecured  with  iron :  I  guefs  them'to  be  of  the  fame  kind' 
with  the Ninvf^an Ihields  figured  by  fTormhu'^'f  md  probably  de^ 
lived  from  the  fame  country.  »  They  had  iillb  a  guard  for  their 
Ihouldera,'  called  |  Sc^l\  and  for  ofienfive  weapons  had  the- 
bow»  fword,  two-handed  fword,  and  Loeb^er  ax,  a  weapon  like-- 
wife  of  Norwegian  origin.  But  the  image^tombs  of  antient  war* 
riors  are  the  beft  le6tures  on  this  fubjed.  >

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Mr.  MtitfMm  informs  me,  that  near  this  place  is  an  ^uif^  or 
jDMital phct  o£  wbrihip,~of  which  there  are  four  in  $kh,  much  of 
^fiame  fituatiort  and  conftruAion.   This  lies  in  the  heart  of  an 
ditenfive  moor,  between  the  confluence  of  two  waters.   To  the  eaft 
fiandsone  hill^  to  the  weft  another:  which'  gradually  0ope  down 
toward  the  plain,  and  from  which  a  clear  pro(pe^  might  be  had  of 
all  that  pafled  below.  ■  From  one  of  thele  waters  to  the  other  is  a 
ftrong  ftone  wall,  forming  an  equilateral  triangle :  the  rocks  face  it 
towards  the  water,  and  every  crevice  is  filku  with  flones  regularly- 
laid  }  fo  that  it  feems  to  have  been  on  that  fpot  inncLeflfible  in  for- 
mer days.    Near  the  centre  of  this  triangle,,  is  a  fmall  fquare  edifice 
of  quarried  ftones ;  and  on  each  lide  of  the  entrance  which  leads  to 
it  from  the  wall,  are  the  remains  of  two  houfes,  both  within  and- 
without.    In  thofc  lodged  the  priefts  and  their  families :  the  fer- 
vants  moft  probably  on  the  outfide.    A  flrong  turf  rampart  pro- 
tefted  alfo  the  wall  from  water  to  water,  acrofs  a  rifing  ground,, 
which  hath  been  cut  through  by  a  road  leading  from  the  'Tanpul  na 
Anait  ' \vs  the  edifice  is  called)  a  great  way  into  the  moor.    There  is 
no  tradition  of  the  ufe  of"  th  s  place.    My  IcariK-d  tncnd  (uppofcs 
it  to  have  been  dcfigncd  lor  the  worfliip  of  the  Earthy  Bcndis  or 
Diana^  which,  according  to  Hefychius^  was  ruppolecl  to  be  the  fame. 
Plutarch  g\\>:^  the  fame  goddels  the  title  ox  yinait^  the  name  of  this 
place  of  worfliip;  and  PUfiy  I'peaks  of  a  country  in  /frmoiia^  c.illed 
AnaiticOy  from  Anaitis^  a  gncklcls  in  great  repute  there,  where  a  noble 
temple  had  been  built,  which  was  plundered  of  its  immenfe  riches  by 
the  luldiers  of  Antmy  in  \\nPcrthian  expedition.  Paufanias  alio  fpeaks 
of  liie  temple  oi Diana  tlie  /Inuit.   Thcic*  temples  were  ere<5led  wiicn 
die  purity  of  the  C^Z/ic  religion  iud  been  debafcd  by  the  extravagance 
I  ■    ,         •        •        ■   :  ■      •  of 
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of  fancy,  and  idols  tncraduced.  Hrre  we  may  fuppofe  thae  this 
deiiy  was  worfhipped  in  the  ucmoft  fimplicity. 
July  as*  Proceed  on  our  journey  i  pafi  over  a  black  and  pathlcis  tnlEt  of 
moor  and  bog,  for  about  fifteen  miles.  Dine  on  a  foft  fpot  of  heath* 
with  that  appetite  which  esercife  and  'the  free  air  never  fail  to 
create.  Arrive  on  the  banks  of  laeh-CriftmiSy  a  branch  of  Loet* 
fmjart:  take  -boat  j  obferve  that  the  ropes  for  the  fifhing-ncts  ok 
made  of  the  purple  meSc  grafs,  thcpwd-gJas  of  the  hi^  M  nders, 
remarkable  for  lading  long  without  rotting.  After  a  paflage  or 
a  mile,  land  at  KiNcsBVRGH }  immortalized  by  its  miflrefs,  the 
celebrated  Flora  Mac  don  a ld,  the  fair  protedrefs  of  a  fugitive 
adventurer;  who,  after  fome  days  concealing  himfclf  from  pur- 
fuit,  in  the  difguilie  of  the  lady's  maid,  here  flung  off  die  femak 
habit. 

Mr.  Mac-donald  did  me  the  favor  of  prefenting  me  with  three  very 
curious  pieces  of  antiquity  :  an  urn,  ^Cliiiu-uaidry  or  jcrpcnt-bcad, 
and  a  Denarius^  found  not  remote  troin  huS  houfe.  The  firil  is  an 
U»iu  urn  of  elegant  v.'^orkmanlhip,  found  in  a  ftonc  chefl,  formed  ot  iix 
flags  as  before  defcribed  :  this  urn  was  Riled  with  aHics  i  was  placed 
n©t  prone,  as  that  mentioned  in  the  former  volume,  but  with  the 
mouth  up,  and  covered  with  a  light  thin  ftonc.  This  was  difcovcrcd 
beneath  an  immenfe  cairn. 
GtAtV-VAiBR*  IhcGlain-itGtdr,  or  Byuidical  bead,  as  it  is  vulgarly  called,  is  an 
unique  in  its  kud,  being  of  a  triangular  fliapej  but,  as  ufual,  n^adc 
of  glafs,  niarkcd  with  figures  of  ferpcnts  coiled  up.  The  commoA 
people  iiu'/'w/cj  Jiid  iti  Scotland  ictaai  tlie  fame  fupcrditions  relating 
to  it  as  the  ancients,  and  call  it  by  the  name  of  SerpnU-Jhne.  The 
Gauls,  taught  by  their  priefts,  believed  die  ilrangeil  ules  of  their 

ferpeats. 
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iSerpents,  defcribed  from  the  profe  of  P&gr,  in  a  moft  fpirited  n»noer, 
by  the  ingenious  Mr.  JM^,  who  thus  mskts  his  Druid  demand  of 
a  fapient  brother :

The  antients  and  moderns  agree  in  their  belief  of  its  powers  ; 
th^t  g(x>d  lortuiic  attends  the  poUefTor  wherever  he  goes.  The 
ftupid  ClaudiuSy  that  iMdibriuin  auU  Augusti,  put  to  death  a 
Catdijh*  knight^  for  no  other  reafon  than,  that  he  carried  an  ovum 
Of^mmm,  a  ferpcnt-ftonc^  about  him.  The  vulgar  of  the  prefent  age 
attriboce  to  it  other  virtues )  fuch  as  its  curing  the  bite  of  the  adder, 
and  giving  eafe  to  women  in  child-birth,  if  tied  about  the  knee.

PB«A«ivt«  The  laft  favor  that  I  was  indebted  to  Mr.  Mtc-J^iuld.  fbr,*is,a 
Dtttoriust  of  the  Emperor  trt^Miy  found  on  a  moor  near  the:fliore  of 
Leeb-Grifirmsi  a  probable,  but  not  a  ccrmia  evidence  that  the  iR«9 
nums  had  landed  in  this  iOand,  We  have  no  lights  from  hiftory  to 
enable  us  to  lay  what  was  done  during  the  reign  of  that  empcroir. : 
'  in  the  fucceeding,  Adrian  reduced  the  bounds  of  the  empire  to  the 
place  ftill  called  his  wall,  and  loft  all  communication  .with'  the 
iflands;  but  in  the  following  reign  they  were  extended  to  their 
antienc  bounds,  and  the  iflcs  might  be  vifited  from  the  Glota  ejitun 
riitmt  the  ftation  of  ihc  fleet,  and  the  money  in  queftioo  loft  at  that 
time  in  Skie.

DftiKieiMO-fiiBi'i^  I  obfcrve  that  the  great  fcallop-fhell  is  made  ufe  of  in  the  dairies  of 
this  c  nntry  for  the  fkiniming  of  milk.  In  old  times,  it  had  a  more 
honor.iole  jilace,  being  admitted  into  the  halls  of  heroes,  and  was  the 
cup  of  their  feftivity.  As  IDocioK Mac-pkcrjon  exprefTes  it,  'The  whole 

*  trioe  filled  the  hall  of  the  chieftain  i  trunks  of  trees  covered  with 
?  mofs  were  laid  in  form  of  tables  from  one  end  to  the  other ;  whole

Am  lodged  this  nig^t  in  the  fiune  bed  that  formerly  received  the 
tinfortunate  Charks  Stuart,  Here  he  lajr  one  night,  after  having  been 
for  feme  time  in  a  female  habic  under  the  proteftion  of  Flora  Mado^ 
Mold,  Near  this  place  he  rcfumed  the  drefs  of  his  own  fex  by  the  affift- 
anceof  the  maftero£thehoufe,Mr.uiiSiMNdb'Adb<^»^/^^  who  fuflfered 

*  long  imprifonment  on  that  account  i  but  neither  the  fear  of  puni(h- 
mcnt,  nor  the  promifcs  of  reward,  could  induce  him  to  infringe  the 
rights  of  hofpitality,  by  betraying  an  unhappy  man  who  had  flung , 
himfelf  under  his  protcflion. 

Leave  Kingjbttrghj  travel  on  a  good  horfc  road,  pafs  by  a  caim^       Jw*»  *3» 
widi  a  great  ftonc  at  the  top,  called  the  high-ftone  of  Ugg,    I  muft 
remark,  that  the  Danes  left  behind  them  in  many  places  the  names  I^aiumi  mams*. 
of  their  deities,  their  heroes,  and  their  bards  :  thus  in  the  rock  Hum' 
hla  is  perpetuated  the  name  of  Humhlus*,  one  of  their  ancient  kings  i 
the  iflc  of  aflumed  the  title  of  one  of  the  Falkyrt^,  the  fatal 

fifters  Uk'/t  takes  its  name  from  the  bcar-bcgottcn  hero,  U!vo'^\ 
and  the  {lone  of  Ujgg  feems  to  have  been  eie^d  in  memory  of  the 
poet  Uggerus  I.

Leave,  on  tlie  left,  Muggajiot^  the  principa> 
houfe  of  Sir  Alexander  Mac-danaid,  lineally  defcencled  from  the 
lords  of  the  ifles  :  all  the  edates  at  prefcnt  poflfeiTed  by  thac 
gentleman  were  bcftowed  by  Johny  the  laft  ReguluSf  and  Earl  of  RofSf* 
on  his- brother  iff(f^,  and  confirmed  by  a  charter  dated  at  Aras^ 
in  the  year  1449,  and  afterwards  by  James  lY,  at  SurUi^t  ia

MoMAATur.        Beneath  the  houfe  was  the  lake  of  St.  Columha^  now  drained  j  once 
noted  for  a  monaftery  of  great  anttquicy,  placed  in  an  ifland.  The. 
ruins  evince  its  age,  being  built  with  great  ftones,  without  mortar^ 
in  the  manner  cuflomary  in  the  times  oi  Drtddifm.    The  cells  and. 
licveral  rooms  arc  WAX  very  dillinguifhable.    The  cJiapel  is  of  a  later, 
date,  and  bulk  with  morur,  as  .ire  all  r'lc  other  chapels  in  Skie^  and: 
in  the  little  iflands  along  its  l>:orcs :  tiiclc  chapels  were  Icrvcd  by  the 
monks  :    the  place  they  landed  on,  in  order  to  difcharge  thefi 
religious  duties,  was  called  Pe'm-crah^  or  the  land  of  prayer  i  fon 
after  folemnly  recommending  themfelves,  and  the  objcfl:  of  their, 
journey,  to  the  most.  Hioy,  they  fcparatcd,. and  took  their  rclgecn 
live  routes. 

A  wEDDiNO.         Purfue  our  journey.    A  miniftcr,  who  gave  us  the  pleafure  of 

his  company,  ohierved  to  us,  that  a  couple  were  in  piTrfuit  of  him 
in  order  to  have  their  nuptials  celebrated  :  unwilling  to  be  thccaufc 
of  deterring  their  happincfs,  I  begged  he  would  not  on  my  account 
del.av  the  ceremony  :  we  took  poflefllon  ot  .\  corrape  ^  the  minilter 
laid  before  them  the  duties  of  the  marriage  ftatc,  alkiu,  whetiier  they 
took  each  otiicr  willingly  ? -joined  their  hands,  and  concluded  with  a 
j^rayer.   1  obfcrved  that  the  bridegroom  put  ail  the  powers  of  . 

magpie 
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B3agic  to  defiance^  for  he  was  marrkd  with  both  ihots  tied  with 
their  iacchet. 

Not  many  years  have  elapfcd  fincc  itwas  cuftomary  in  feme  parts 
of  the  N.  of  Scofland  for  the  lairds  to  interfere  in  the  marriages  of 
tfacir  va(faU>  apd  dired^  the  pairing  of  their  people.   Thefe  ft  range 

tyrannies,  thefe  opprefTions  of  inclination,  feem  to  have  occafioned 
the  law  of  Alexander  the  Ift,  to  prevent  fuch  a  foundation  for  do- 
mcftic  mifery  :  it  is  indeed  the  cafe  of  the  widow  only  that  he  took 
into  confideration,  Na  wiJc-zv,  fays  the  ftatute,  fculJ  be  compelled  to. 
marie  gif  f the  pleafc  to  live  without  ane  buphind^  hut fche  fould  give  fecu- 
ritie  that  fche  fall  not  marit  wiihout  confent  of  hir  krd^gij  fcbe  holds  of 
ane  other  than  the  king. 

Take  a  repaft  at  the  houfe  of  Sir  Akxatider  ALic-demU's  piper, 
who,  according  to  antient  cuftom,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  holds 
his  lands  tVee.  His  dwelling,  like  many  others  in  this  country, 
confifts  of  leveral  apartments  the  firft  for  his  cattle  during  winter, 
the  fecond  is  his  hall,  the  third  for  the  reception  of  ftrangers,  and 
the  fourth  for  the  lodging  of  his  family;  all  the  rooms  within  one 
another. 

The  owner  was  quite  mafler  of  his  inftrument,  and  treated  us 
with  fever  il  Lu;.es.  In  feudal  times  the  iMac-donaids  had  in  this 
iflanJ,  .1  edit  gc  of  pipers  i  and  the  Mackods  had  the  like-,  thefe  had 
regular  appointments  in  land,  and  received  pupils  from  all  the  neigh- 
boring chieftains.  The  Mac-karters  were  chief  pipers  to  tiic  tiril ; 
the  Mac-knmeHs  to  the  laft. 

The  bagpipe  has  been  a  favorite  inftrument  with  the  ScotSy  and 
has  two  variedes :  the  one  inch  Ihort  pipes,  played  on  with  the 
fingers  \  the  other  with  long  pipes  and  ioUhded  with  the  mouth ;

diis  is  the  loudeft  and  mofl  ear-piercing  of  aH  mufic^  is  the  genuinar 
highland  pipe,  and  iiaiced  well  the  warlike  genius  of  the  people, 
niuzed^eir  courage  to  battle,  alarmed  them  when  fecure,  and  col. 
htSbed  them  when  fcattered  ;  folaced  them  in  thdr  long  and  painfui 
marches,  and  in  times  of  peace  kept  up  the  memory  of  the  gallantrf^ 
of  their  anceftors,  by  tunes  compofed  after  iignal  vidgries)  and 
too  often  kept  up  the  fpirit  of  revenge,  by  airs  expreffive  of 
defeats  or  maflacres  from  rival  clans.  One  of  the  tunes,  wild  and 
tempeftuous»  is  faid  to  have  been  played  at  the  bloody  battle  of 
JtiarkKV,  when  Donald,  lord  of  the  iiles»  in  14(0,  oppofed  the 
powers  of  Jaim  I.  under  the  cooduA  of  Jkntmiar  Stturt^  £arl  o£ 
Mar. 

Neither  of  thefc  inHrruments  were  the  invention  of  tlie  Danes^  or,, 
as  is  commonly  fuppoftxi,  of  ar  y  of  the  Northern  nations  ;  for  their 
antient  writers  prove  thern  to  liave  been  animated  by  the  clangor 
tstbarum.  Notwithflanding  they  have  had  their  fa-ck-pipc  long 
amongft  them,  as  their  old  fongs  *  prove,  yet  we  cannot  allo'-r 
them  the  honor  of  inventing  this  melodious  inltrument :  but  muft 
affcrt,  that  they  borrowed  it  from  the  invaded  Caledonians.  We  muft 
ftili  go  farther,  and  deprive  even  that  antient  race  of  the  credit;, 
and  derive  its  origin  from  the  mild  climate  of  ir^/jf,  gcrhaps  from. 
Greece. 

There  is  now  in  Rome  a  mod  beautiful  Bas-relievo,  a  Grecian 
fculpture  of  the  highefl  antiquity  j  of  a  bagp.per  playing  on  his 
inftrument,  exadly  like  a  modern  highlander.  The  Graks  had 
their  Ao-xoi/Aw*  or  initrument  compofed  of  a       and  blwoH-up 
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'febt:  tlie  Romans  in  all  probabiiitjr  borrowed  it  from  them,  and 
introduced  it  among  their  fwains,  who  ftiU  life  it  under  the  names 
of /nM  and  Mm  an^  *. 

That  mafter  of  mufick,  Nm,  ufed  one  f ;  and  had  not  the 
empire  been  lb  foddenlx  deprived  of  that  great  artift,  he  would 
(as  he  gracioufly  declared  his  intention)  have  treated  the  people 
with  a  concert  i  and,  among  other  curious  inftruments,  would 
have  introduced  the  Utrieularius^  or  bagpipe  Nm  periilied,  but 
the  figure  of  the  inftrument  is  prelerved  on  one  of  his  coins,, 
but  highly  improved  by  that  great  mafter.  It  has  the  bag  and  two 
of  the  vulgar  pipes,  but  was  blown  with  a  bellows,  like  an  ofg^n,.  • 
and  had  on  one  fide  a  row  of  nine  unequal  pipes,  refembling 
the  Jyrinx  of  the  god  Pan  The  bagpipe,,  in  the  unimproved 
fbate,  is  alfo  reprdented  in  an  antient  fculpture,  and  appears  to» 
have  had  two  long  pipes  or  drones  §,  and  a  fingle  fhort  pipe  for 
the  fingers.  Tradition  fays^that  the  kind  played  on  by  the  mouth 
was  introduced  by  the  Danes*  As  theirs  was  wind  mufic>  we  wilL 
admit  that  they  might  have  made  improvement^  but  more  we  carinot 
allow:  they  were  ikilled  in  the  uie  of  the  trumpet  ^  thehighlandera^ 
in  the  PieA^*  or  bagpipe.

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ProcL'ed  two  miles  farther  •,  pafs  under  a  high  hill,  with  a  pre- 
clpiious  Ironr,  ftykd  Sgcr-mcre,  or,  the  great  projeftion  ;  and 
irnmediatcly  after  reach  Ditn-tuilm  caftle,  or,  tlie  caftlc  of  the 
rcu)!d ^ajfy  eminence^  placed  at  tiic  verge  ol  a  iugh  precipice  over 
the  ie.i ;  cl-\e  ground  adjacent  formed  of  line  verdant  \v\v^. 

Fintl  our  veflel  at  anchor  under  the  little  rocky  Eian  iuilm^  lofty, 
and  of  a  piclurefque  form. 

Take  leave  of  feveral  gentlemen,  who,  according  to  the  wor< 
thy  cuftom  of  thefe  iflands,  convojrcd  us  from  place  to  place,  and 
neverlefc  us  dU  they  had  delivered  us  over  to  the  oext  hofpiuble 
roof,  or  leen  us  fafely  embarked.  Among  others  who  did  me 
thb  honor,  was  DoAor  JtAn  Mudean,  whole  family  have  been 
hereditary  phyficians,  for  fome  centuries,  to  that  of  Mm-dcnabL 
They  have  been  educated  at  the  expence  of  the  chieftun ;  and  le* 
ceive  to  this  day  an  appointment  in  land,  hewing  the  farm  of 
tbulifia  at  the  gates  of  the  anticnt  reiidence  of  the  Mac-deHaUst  the 
caftle  of  ^mhtuUm^  which  the  DoGtor  enjoys  together  with  a 
peofion  from  (he  late  Sir  James  Mu-dmali, 

2)iw-/c(/ib  caftle  is  a  ruin,  but  was  inhabited  as  late  as  1715,* 
It  was  ithe  original  ieat  of  the  Mae-dmalds^  in  SkU:  near  it,  a  hill, 
icalkd  jQtoek  m  thicks  or,  the  M  pkas :  fuch  eminences  are 
frequent  near  the  houfcs  of  all  the  great  men,  for  on  thefr,  by  the 
affiftance  of  their  friends,  chey  determined  all  difierences  between 
their  people :  the  place  was  held  facred,  and  to  the  refpeft  paid 
to  the  decifions  delivered  from  the  fummit,  may  in  fome  mediiie 
be  attributed  the  ftriA  obedience  of  a  fierce  and  military  race  to 
their  chieftaia. 

Near 
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Near  this  place  was  pointed  to  me  the  ipot  where  an  inceftuous 
pair  (a  brother  and  fifter)  had  been  buried  alive,  by  order  of  the 
chieftain. 

In  the  rocks  are  abundance  of  finall  comprefled  JnmomUy  and 
on  the  ihores  faw-  fragments  of  while  ^^/as,  the  beMe  ftohe  ib 
often  mentioned  by  Mttsm* 

Skis  is  the  largeft  of  the  Mrida^  being  above  lixty  meafured 
miles  long ;  the  breadth  unequal,  by  reaibn  of  the  numbers  of 
lochs,  that  penetrate  far  on  both  fides.  It  is  foppofed  by  ibme  to 
have  been  the  Eaftem  Mbudet  of  the  antients  \  by  others,  to  have 
been  the  Duuma,  The  modern  name  is  of  Norw^an  origin,  de- 
rived from  Ski^  a  mift  i  and  from  the  clouds  (that  almoft  con- 
ftantly  hang  on  the  tops  of  its  lofty  hilis)  was  flyled;  Eaknd 
Jldaimh^  or,,  the  cloudy  ifland  *.  No  epithet  could  better  fuit  the 
place  for,  except  in  the  fummer  fcafon,  there  is  fcarceiy  a  week 
of  fair  weather :  the  fummers  themiiblves  are.  alio  generally  wet, 
and  fddom  warm. 

The  Weftcrly  wind  ,  blows  herermore  regularly  thnn  nny  other, 
and  arriving  charged  with  vapour  from  the  vaft  AtlanitCy  never 
fails  to  dafh  the  clouds  it  wafts  on  the  lofty  fvimmits  of  the  hilh 
of  Cucbtillift,  and  their  contents  deluge  the  illand  in  a  manner 
unknown  in  other  places.  What  is  properly  called  the  rainy 
fcafon  commences  \n  Auguji  :  the  rains  begin  with  n:oderate  winds^ 
whicli  grow  ftrongcr  and  Itrongcr  till  the  autUBinal  eguinox^  ,ythittL. 
they  rage  with  incredible  fury. 

Tlie  hulbandman  then  lighs.over  the  .ruins  of  hb  vernal  labors*: 
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(6n  Kts  crops  led  the  injury  of  cltmate  :  ibme  laid  proftrtee; 
the  more  ripe  -com  flied  by  the  violence  of  the  clemaics.  The 
poor  fordee  famine^  and  conieqoential  direaJe-:  the  humane  tackf* 
men  agoniie  over  diihefles,  tfaat  'inabiltt]^  not  want  of  induia- 
tion*,  deprives  them  of  the  power  of  lemedying.  The  nearer  calb 
of  £unily  and  children  naturally  firft  excite  their  attention :  to 
maintain  and  to  educate  are  all  their  hopes,  for  chat  of  accumu- 
lating wealth  is  beyond  their  ex pcflation  :  fo  the  poor  are  left  to 
Providences  care :  they  prowl  like  otlK-r  animals  along  the  fhoics 
to  pick  up  limpets  and  other  Ihell-filh,  the  cafual  repays  of  hun- 
dreds during  part  of  the  year  in  thefe  unhappy  idands.  Hun- 
dreds thus  annually  drag  through  the  feafon  a  wretched  life :  and 
numbers,  unknown,  in  all  parts  of  the  weftern  highlands  (nothing 
local  is  intended)  fall  beneath  the  preflure,  fome  of  hunger,  moieof 
.the  putrid  fever,  the  epidemic  of  the  coafts,  originating  from  un- 
wholcfome  food,  the  dire  cffe6bs  of  neceflity.  Moral  and  innocent 
vidims !  who  exult  in  the  change,  firft  finding  that  place  where  $bt 
wicked  ceafe  from  trouMing^  and  where  the  weary  are  at  reft. 

The  far[uc:  labois  lo  remedy  this  diftrcfs  to  the  bcft  of  his 
power,  but  the  wecnels  of  the  land  late  ui  ipring  prevents  him 
from  putting  into  the  g;round  the  early  feed  of  future  crops,  bear 
and  fmall  oats :  the  lalt  are  iiiteft  for  the  climate :  they  bear  the 
Smy  of  the  winds  better  than  other  grain,  and  require  kfs  ma- 
nure, a  deficiency  in  this  idand.  Poverty  prevents  him  from 
making  experiments  in  rural  oeconomy  :  the  ill  fuccefs  of  a  few 
made  by  the  more  opulent,  determines  him  to  follow  the  old  tra<5t, 
M  aucnded  with  more  ceruioty,  unwilling,  like  the  dog  in  the 

fable. 
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fable,  to  gnifp  at  the  Ihadow  and  lok  the  fubftanoe,  even  poor 
it  is. 

The  produce  of  the  crops  very  rarely  are  in  any  degree  pro- 
portioned to  the  wants  of  the  inhabitants  :  golden  feafons  have 
happened,  when  they  have  had  fuperfluicy  ;  but  the  years  of  fa- 
mine are  as  ten  to  one.  The  helps  of  the  comtnon  years  arc  Po- 
tatoes:  it  is  difficult  to  fay  whetlier  the  dilcovery  of  ^-/wc-n^^j  by 
the  Spaniards  has  contributed  to  prcfcrve  more  lives  by  the  intro-' 
dudion  of  this  vegetable  i  or  to  have  caiifcd  more  to  perifli  by 
the  infatiablc  luft  after  the  pretious  metals  of  the  new  world. 

The  difficulties  the  farmer  undergoes  in  this  bad  climate  are 
unknown  in  the  South  ;  there  he  fovvs  his  feed,  and  fees  it  flourifh 
bcncaili  a  benign  fun  and  fecured  from  every  invafion.  Here 
a  wet  Iky  brings  a  reluftant  crop  • :  the  ground,  inclofed  only  with 
turf  mounds,  acccHible  to  etery  animal :  A  continual  wacch  em- 
ploys numben  hu  people :  Ibme  again  are  occupied  in  repair- 
ing the  damages  fuftained  by  their  hoiifts  from  ftorms  the  preced- 
ing year ;  others  are  laboring  at  the  turberies,  to  provide  fuel  to 
keep  oET  the  rigor  of  the  leveie  feafon*:  or  in  fencing  the  oa* 
tural  (the  only)  grafles.  of  the  country  to  prefcrve  their  cattle 
from  ftarvmg)  which  are  the  true  and  proper  ftaple  of  thefe 
iflands. 

The  quantity  of  corn  railed  in  tolerable  feafoni  in  this  iOand, 
is  efteemed  to  be  about  nine  thouiand  bolls.   The  number  of

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NuMBBKtor  mouths  to  confume  them,  m  ihc  Prefbtyery  of  She*,  near  thirteen 
li(«ABtT*«Tt*  thoufand  ;  migrations,  and  dcpreflion  of  Jpinc,  the  lafl  a  common 
cauk  of  depopulation,  having  fince  the  year  1750  reduced  the 
number  from  Hfteeo  thouland  to  between  twelve  and  thirteen :  one 
Uioufand  having  croHed  the  Alhntk^  others  funk  beneath  poverty^ 
or  in  defpair,  cealed  to  obey  the  firft  great  command^  skcrsass  ' 
and  MULTiPLr^ 

In  that  year  the  whole  rent  o£  ^  was  three  thoufiuid  five- 
hi)n4red  pounds.  By  an  lumatural  force  fimie  of  the  rents  an 
DOW  doubled  and  trebled.  People  long  out  of  all  habit  o^ 
duftry*  'and  uled  to  the  convivial  tables  of  their  chieftain,  were 
' unable tnftantly'itofopport  fi»  new  a  burden:  in  time  not  very, 
long  preceding  that,  they  &lt  the  return  of  ibmeof  theur  rents^ 
ihey  were  enabled  10  keep  holpitallty  \  to  receive  their  chieftain 
with  a  well  coveted  board;  and  to  feed  a  multitude  of  pooTt 
Many  of  the  greater  tackmen  weie  of  the  lain«  blood  with  thdr 
cfaieftaini  (  they  were  attached  co  them  by  the  ties-  of  conlaogui-- 
qity'ai  well  as.  aficdion :  they  felt  from  them  the  firft  aft  of  op- 
preflSon*.  aa        did  the  wound  from  his  beloved  Bmtm, 

The  high  advance  of  the  price  of  cattle  is  a  plea  for  the  hig^. 
advance  of  rents  1  but  the  iituation  of  tiie  tackman  here  is  par- 
ticular: he  is.  a  gentleman,  and  boafts.the  fame  blood  with  his 
iaird:  (of  five  hundred  fighting  men  that  followed  AlacUed  in 
>745      his  Majefly's  army,  four  huadied  were  of  his  kindred}., 
has  been  cherifhed  by  him  for  a  feries  of  years  often  with  paternal

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•ffip^on :  has  been  ufed  to  fuch  luxuries  as  the  place  afllbrdsi  and 
cannot  inftandy  fink  from  a  good  board  to  the  hard  fare  of  the 
common  farmer.  When  the  chieftains  riot  in  all  the  luxuries  of 
South  Britain^  he  thinks  himfelf  entitled  to  fharc  a  due  dcgrae  of 
the  good  things  of  this  life,  and  not  to  be  for  ever  confined  to 
the  diet  of  Brochan  or  the  compotatlon  of  fVbiJky.  During  the 
feudal  reign  their  love  for  their  chieftains  induced  them  to  bear 
many  things,  at  prcfent  intolerable.  They  were  tlieir  pride  and  their 
glory :  they  flrained  every  nerve  in  fupport  of  them,  in  the  fame 
fn  inner  as  the  French  through  vanity, , refufc  nothing  to  aggrandize 
their  Grand  Moriarque. 

Rcfentment  drovr  many  to  feek  a  retreat  bryond  thz  Atlantic : 
they  fold  their  ftock,  and  in  numbers  made  their  ftrll  cflay.  They 
found,  or  tiioiiglit  they  found,  while  their  pafHons  were  warm,  an 
happy  change  of  fituation  :  they  wrote  in  terms  favouring  of  ro- 
mance, an  account  of  their  fituation !  their  friends  caught  the 
contagion  •,  and  numbers  followed  and  others  were  preparing  to 
follow  their  example.  The  tackfmcn  from  a  motive  of  inde- 
pendency:  the  poor  from  attachment!  and  Iro.n  excefs  of  mifcry. 
Policy  and  humanity,  as  I  am  informed,  have  of  late  checked 
this  I'pirit  fo  detrnnt  ntal  to  the  |juL1;c.  The  wifdom  of  legifla- 
ture  may  perhaps  fall  on  Ionic  niethods  to  conciliate  the  affections  . 
of  a  valuable  part  of  the  community  :  it  is  unbecoming  my  little 
knowlege  of  the  country  to  prefume  to  point  out  the  methods. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  the  head  will,  while  time  permits,  recolleft  the 
ufe  of  the  moft  diftant  members. 

The  proper  prodaifts  of  this  md  alt  die  Hthidett  are  men  and 
cattle;  the  ufe  of  the  &ft  need  not  be  infifted  on,  for  Engkui 

%z  %  cannot 
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carwjot  have  forgot  its  fad  deficiency  of  recruits  towards  the  end  of 
the  late  long  and  deftrudlve  war:  and  what  it  owed  in  the  courfc 
of  it  to  Ncrlb  Brita-,n.  In  refpccl  to  cattle,  this  in  particular  bears 
the  pre-eminence  of  having  the  largeft  breed  of  all  the  highlands. 
The  greater  tenants  keep  their  cattle  during  winter  in  what  are 
called  KvvUcr  parkSy  the  driell  and  bed  ground  they  have:  here 
they  are  kept  till  Aprsl^  except  the  winter  proves  very  hard,  when 
they  arc  luuUcrc  J  with  llr.iw  :  in  April  the  farmer  turns  them  to  the 
moor-grals  (cotton-gralsj  which  fprings  firft,  and  at  night  drives 
them  into  the  dry  grounds  again, 

The  poorer  tenants,'  who  have  no  winter  .p^lB$,„are  under  the 
neceifity  of  keeping  the  cattle  under  the.iiune  roof  with  them* ■ 
&l?es  during  night  ^  and  often  are  obliged  co  keep  thesi  jliye  with 
the  meal  defigned^fbr  th^ir  families.   The  cows  ai^  oftea  forced^; 
tbrou^  wane  of  odier  food^.to  haye  recourfe  to  the  fkores^  and 
feed  on.ch«  loirplants  at  low  water-:  by  inftioft  they  wil]>  at  ebb 
of  tide,  haften  ftipm  the  moors^  notwithftaiiduig^  they  are  not  within . 
light  o£tbe  fea,. 
One  o£  the  greater  iarms  in  Stie  is  thus  ftocked : 
Fifty  cows^.  and  their,  followers,:  yi7..ao  young  heifers,  fit  fer- 
bull »  30.  ditto,  thtee  years  - old »  35  .ditto,  two  years  old  s  40  year- 
lings, or  ft^rks^.  Of  thefe  the  owner  can  fell,  only  twenty  cows  at 
forty  five  fhii lings  each  at  an  average ;  can  make  butler  and  cheefe 
for  his  family,  but  none  for  fale,  for.th^tr  beO;  cow  will  not  yidd 
above  three  Englifi  quarts  oC. milk  at*a  meal*.  Such  a  farm  was; 
formerly  rented  for  iixteen  pounds  a  year,  at  prefent  is  raifed  to 
^ty.   Thegreateft  rent  in  the  ifland  is  eighty  pounds,  buccht: 
mcdii4{iv/i;oip  thirty  tp  forty* 
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Tn  Sh'e  when  a  tackfman  has  a  greater  farm  than  he  can  mi^ 
.inge,  he  often  fcts  off  pirt  to  z  Bcwmm  Qt  Aireacby  who  takes 
care  of  the.ftock  of  cattle  on  a  certain  trad;  and  binds  himiclf 
to  give  to  the  tackfman  every  year  four  ftone  of  chcefe,  and  two 
of  butter,  from  each  couple  of  milch  cows.  If  there  is  any 
arable  ground,  he  is  provided  with  horfes  and  a  plough;  and 
feed  fufficient  to  fow  it  •,  and  receives  part  of  the  crop  and  fome 
additional  gral's  ground  for  two  or  three  milch  cows, .  for  his 
-  trouble. 

There  is  certainly  much  ill  management  in  the  dirciftion  of  th« 
farms :  a  cacklman  of  fifty  pounds  a  year  often  keeps  twenty  kr- 
vants ;  the  lazieft  of  creatures,  for  not  one  will  do  the  leaft  thing 
that  docs  not  belong  to  his  dcparrment.    Moft  of^  them  arc  tnar- 
ricd,  as  in  J7(2V.    Their  common  food  h-Brocbnn,  a  thick  meal- 
pudding,  with  milk,  butter  or  treacle;  or  a  thinner  fort,  called 
Eajbcby  taken  with  their  bannocs.     This  number  of  fervanta 
ieemed  to  aofwer  tlie  retainers  in  ^at'familice  before  ihat  parni^ 
cious  cuftom  was  abolifhed  by  Henrf'^Ws  in  feudal  times  tbeyi 
weit  kept  here  for  the-  fame  bad  end.   The  caufe.is  now  no  more* . 
but  the  habit  cannoffuddenly  be  fbakcn  oflT}  charity  fbrbida  one . 
to  wifli  it,  till  fome  employ  is  thought  of  for  them   otherwile^ . 
like  the.  poor  cottagers  before-mentioned,  ^lannngmuft  be  their, 
portion. . 

Cattle  ia  at^prefent  -  the  only  ^ trade  of  ^the  ifliild :  about  four' 
thouland  are  annually  fold,  fromiorty  Ibillings  to  three  pounds  a 
head..  The  lofs  fuftained  in  by  -  the  feverity  of  .the  laft  win- 
tci^.and.the  general  failure  of  the  .  crops  the  preceding  leafon,., 

amounted^ 
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amounted  to  6ve  choufandi  perhaps  ia  fome  meafure  owing  to  the 
farms  being  ovcr4locked. 

About  .two  bundred  and  hoxks  an  purchaTcd  from  hence 
every  year. 

Here  are  no  fhcep  but  vAnt  are  kept  ror  home  conlumption, 
or  for  the  wool  for  the  cioathing  of  die  inhabitants.  Hogs  are 
not  introduced  here  yet,  for  want  of  prc^  food  tor  thofe  ani- 
mals. 

Goats  might  turn  to  good  advantage  if  introduced  into  the 
few  wooded  parts  of  the  ifland.  Thcfe  aniuiiis  miglu  be  procured 
from  the  neighborhood  of  Lochntfs  \  for  being  naturalized  to  the 
climate.,  would  fucceed  better  Lh^a  any  imported  from  the  fout hern 
parrs  of  Europe^  or  from  Barbary,  As  an  inducement,  I  muit 
infoiin  tlic  natives  of  tht  Hebrides  that  in  the  ^ilpine  part  ,  of //W« 
a  wcU-haired  goatfkin  fells  for  feven  and  fix-pence  or  half  a  guinea. 

About  three  hundred  tuns  of  kelp  are  made  here  annually, 
but  it  is  ^hou^ht  fioc  to  anfwcr,  as  tt  robs  ibe  knd  of  lb  moth 
manure*  . 

There  are  not  above  two  or  three  flded  bouies  la  the  Iflsod^ 
the  general  cfaatch  is  fern,  root  and  ftalk,  which  will  laft  above 
twenty  years. 

The  roots  of  the  rnUus  tukmpu^  the  m'tmiBt  or  emwd  of  the 
'litghlanders,  are  in  high  efteem  in  this  and  the  other  iflands:  they 
fontetimes  chew  thetn,  at  others  nuke  a  feraienttd  liquor  wiieb  tfa^n. 
They  imagine  that  they  piomoie  expedoxation,  and  that  they  aiv 
•very  efficacious  in  curing  any  dilbrders  of  the  bieaft .or  lungs: 
they  alfo  ule  it  as  a  remedy  agauiit  hunger,  chewing  it  as  fbme  of 
our  pooreft  people  do  tobacco    to  put  off  that  uneafy  len&tkm.

Vei7  ftrm  foperitttions  exift  here  at  prefisnt :  pietenden  to  Svrsatmioaak. 
iecond-fight  are  quite  out  of.  repute,.,  except  among  the  moft 
ignorant,  and  at  preTent  ase  very  ihy  of  making  boaft.  of.  their 
lacukies. 

Poor  Brsm^  or  RMm  .  GwUfdbWt  U  aUb  put  to  fligbt.  This 
Jerviceable  Ipriie  was  wont  to  clean  ,  the  Jioules»  helped  to  chum, 
thrafhed  the  com,  . and  would  belabor  all  who  pretended  to  make  a 
jeft  of  him.  He  was  reprefented  as  ftout  and  blooming,  had  fine 
long  flowing  hair,  and  went  about  with  a  wand  in  his  hand.  He 
«BS  the  very  counter-part  of  Milton's  laibhar'-fiatit  who

T\\z  Graagach  \%  a  deity  in  form  reprefcnting  the  laft;  and  who  GaoAeAciir 
was  worfliippcd  in  old  times  by  libations  of  milk  j  and  milkmaids 
ftiil  retain  the  cuftom  by  pouring  Tome  on  certain  firones  t!i  a  bear  ' 
his  name,   (^rua^aeb  fignifics  the  fair.-baired,  and     lup^icd  by 
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'Mr.  Mupim  *  to  have  been  an  emblem  of  jfytBt^  or  the  Sun-i  and 
to  correfpond  with  the  epithet  «^^oxo/k««.   A  ftone  was  dug  up 
n69T  A&pihrgb^  dedicateid  Apollini  GKiktiKOrCriaiiuh  the  Suniiy^ 
an  epithet  probably  •  borrowed  from  the  Caledemans.  The  fame  deiqr 
might  alfo  receive  the  title  of  Galoitm  from  she  libation  of  milk  ftiU 
retained  in  thole-  parts  *. 
TAttBAUM.        A  wild  fpecies  of  magic  was  pra&iled  -in  -the'diftrift  ciTrot/imfs, 
that  was  attended  with  a  horrible  folemntty.   A  family  who  pte- 
tended  to  oracular  knowlcge  pra&tfed  thefe  ceremonies.    In  this 
country  is  a  vaft  catarad,  whole  waters  falling  from  a  high  rock, 
jet  jfq  far  as  to  form  a  dry  hollow  beneath,  between  them  and  the 
precipice.  -One  of  thcfc  impoflors  was  fowed  up  in  the  hide  of  an 
ox,  and  to  add  terror  to  the  ceremony,  was  placed  in  this  concavity: 
the  rrembling  enquirer  was  brot:p;ht  to  the  place,  where  the  fhade 
and  il.e  roaring  of  the  waters,  encreafed  the  dread  of  the  oc- 
caQon.    .1  he  queftion  is  put,  and  the  perlon  in  the  hide  de- 
livers his  anfwer,  audio  ends  this  fpecies  of  divination  ilyled 

But  all  thefe  idle  tales  arc  totally  exploded,  and  good-fcnfe  and 
polilhed  manners  prevale,  inftcad  of  that  barbarity  which  in  1 59S 
.UidMed  yamts  VI,  to  fend  heie  a  new  cokmy  to  dvilize  the 
(natives-.!  who  were  fo  little  dilpofed  to  icceive  their  inftrudors,  that  . 
;his  majefty  was  in  the  end  obliged  to  defift  from  his  dcliiia  f.  At 
:prefent  the  tfland  forms  part  of  the  ftdtt  of  Lmenufi,  The  (hcriff 
lOf  that;  county  appoints  a  fubftitute  who  relides  here*  and  takes

cogoizaooe 
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ioffkimm  of  fmall  difputes  aboat  pR^rty«  and  petty  crimes » but, 
on  account  of  the  diftance, .  avoids  harrafiin^  the  inhabitantt,  by 
fequiring  their  attendance  on  the  Lords  of  Sefikms  and  Jufticiary 
Courts  at  hvmtefSf  the  jurymen  being  icleded  from  among  the 
^ntry  and  inhabitants  of  the  mainland. 

After  a  moft  tempeftuous  night»  loofe  from  our  hatbour  at  two      Jvty  sf. 
o'clock  at  noon.    Go  through  a  narrow  channel  at  the  North  end, 
,n  rock,  lying  in  the  middle.    Have  to  the  weft  a  view  of  Fifitefs 
rock ;  and  to  the  North  a  ftrange  chain  of  rocky  ides,  very  fingular 
in  their  appearance  j  and  varying  in  their  forms  in  the  procefs  of 
our  courfe.    The  higheft  is  called  Bordb-mor-mhic-kcd^  or  MacUod*% 
great  table  *.    Anoilier  is  called  Flada.    On  the  firlt  Mr.  ^bompfon 
took  in  our  abfence  the  little  Petrcfy  v.  hich  v.  ith  numbers  of  others  Little  Pitmv. 
were  lurking  beneath  the  loofc  iloncs,  ar.d  betrayed  themfclves  ) 
by  their  loud  twittering.    Thefe  are  ihc  Icll  of  pahnipcds  ;  the 
dread  of  mariners,  who  draw  a  certain  prcfage  ofaitorrn  from  their 
appearance  ■,  for  they  always  collect  in  numbers  at  the  approach  of 
atempeft  beneath  the  ftern  j  running  along  the  waves  in  the  wake 
of  the  fhip,  with  a  fwiftnefs  incredible.    This  bird  is  the  CmiUa  of 
the  ocean  :  like  her, 

Slie  fwept  dw  icu»  aad  ai  Ihe  ftijn*d  ale^g , 
Her  flyiig  feet  mbatli'd  on  billowa  hiuig. 

The  feamen  call  them  Mother  Cary*s  chickens :  fome  devotees  ftyled

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them  PetfiiSy  from  the  attempt  of  the  apoftle  St,  Peter  to  tread 
the  water.  They  are  fecn  in  all  parts  of  the  ocean  ;  and  were  noE 
overlooked  by  the  antients,  who  named  ihcm  Cypjelli,  and  take  notico 
of  this  remarkable  part  icular. 

Mr.  Tbompfon  alfo  fliot  one  of  thofe  enormous  feals,  or  the  great 
fcal  fyn,  quad.  No.  266  but  to  my  great  regret  it  funk  as  foon  as 
killed. 

Have  a  full  view  of  the  ifle  of  Lewis^  the  Lodhus  of  the 
Norwegians  :  and  off  it  a  groupe  of  little  ifles  called  Siantf  or  Schant, 
and  fomewhat  to  the  north  of  thofe  is  the  fine  harbour,  and 
town  of  Sicrmway.  It  was  my  intention  to  have  (leered  for 
that  port,  but  was  diliundcd  iioin  ii  by  the  accounts  I  had  from 
the  gentlemen  of  Siiej  tiut  a  putrid  fever  raged  tlicre  with  great 
violence. 

Direft  our  courfe  for  Locb-Broom^  in  the  county  of  Rofs.  An 
eafy  breeze  carries  us  off  the  cape  Rjab  an  ri,  in  the  maps  Ru-w-ne^ 
About  eight  o'clock  in  the  moroiiig  of 
}pK%tp  —find  eurielves  near  »  confiderable  nttmber  of  fiiitU  ifles,  with  a 
moft  (keary  appeamtce,  mifcalled-  the  Summar  iflaidt:  Within  is  a 
great  bay  fix  miles  broad  and  eight  deep,  bounded  by  vaft  and 
barren  mounuins,  patched  with  fnow.  The  wind  chops  about  and 
blows  very  frelh,  (b  that  after  many  teizing  tacks,  about  nine 
o'clock  in  the  evening  drop  anchor  under  ifle  MtrtiM^  in  the 
bottom  o£  the  bay,  wliich.  is  here  called  Lotb-Kamard,  To  the 
South  is  a  hill,  which  we  landed  on,  and  afcended,  and  £iw  on  the 
LocB*Buoii«  other  fide  great  loch  Bromt  or  BtmHj  narrow,  of  a  vaft  depth,,  and 
running-many,  miles  up  the  countfy*  At  its  head  receives  a  rivier 
frequented  by  fidmon  in  AfriL 

•  Xhi& 
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This  parilh  is  one  of  the  larged  on  the  mainland  of  Scotland,  being 
thirty-fix  miles  long  and  twenty  broad.  It  has  in  it  leven  places  of 
worlhipy  three  catechifts  ' and  about  two  thoufand  ' examinable 
pcrfons  :  but  u  deftitute  of  a  parochial  fcbool.  None  of  the  peo- 
ple except  the  gentry  underftand  Ei^S/b.  The  country  b  inhabited 
.by  the  MaefmaskSf  even  quite  from  KutUnlt  whole  chiefutn  is  the 
EUirl  of  Sii^ortb, 

It  is  a  land  of  mountams,  a  mixture  of  rock  and  heath,  with  a  few 
flats  between  them  producing  bear  and  black  oats,  but  never  fulfi- 
ctent  to  fupply  the  wants  of  the  inhabitants. 

Cattle  arc  the  great  fupport  of  the  country,  and  are  fold«  to 
graziers  who  come  for  them  even  as  far  as  from  Craven  in  Torkjhire, 
at  the  rate  of  thirty  fliillings  to  three  pounds  a  head.  A  great  deal 
of  butter  and  cheefe  is  fold  to  the  buffes.  Land  is  fet  here  by  the 
Davocb  or  half  Bavoch  \  the  lafl:  confifts  of  ninety-fix  Scotch  9Ctti  of 
arable  land,  fuch  as  it  is,  with  a  competent  quantity  of  mountain 
and  grazing  ground.  This  maintains  fixty  cows  and  their  followers; 
'and  is  rented  for  fifty-two  pounds  a  year.  To  manage  this  the  far- 
mer keeps  eight  men  and  eight  womt-ii  fervants  •,  and  an  overfccr, 
who  are  all  paid  partly  in  money  and  [tartly  in  kind.  The  common 
fervants  have  thirty  fliillings  per  annum,  houlc,  garden,  fix  bolls 
of  meal  and  fhoes.  7  he  dairy  maids  thirteen  fhillings  and  four 
pence  and  Ihoes :  the  common  drudges  fix  and  eight  pence  and 
ihoes.

Procure  horfcs.  Obicrve  fome  hoiifes  built  for  the  veteran  Ibldiers 
and  failors ;  but  as  ufual,  all  dcferted.  Proceed  up  Stratb-Kianard^ 
which  wit'a  Ccy-rjiih  that  bounds  the  north  fide  of  the  bay  is  a  for- 
feited cltatc,  and  unalienably  annexed  to  the  crown.  The  commif- 
fioners  give  ?.!!  poflible  tncouragcnient  to  the  tenants  j  and  have 
power  to  grant  longer  Icafes  than  the  lairds  are  inclined  to  do,  which 
keeps  the  people  under  the  government  contented,  and  banilhcs 
from  their  minds  all  thoughts  of  migration. 

KiJ-.di.cls  and  holpitality  pofleis  the  people  of  thefe  parts.  We 
fcarce  paflcd  a  farm  but  the  good  woman,  long  before  our  approach, 
fallied  out  and  ilood  on  the  road  Ude,  holding  out  to  us  a  bowl  ui 
milk  or  whejr. 

Afcend  a  very  high  mouataint  and  paTs  through  a  birch  wood, 
over  a  pretty  little  loch:  various  other  woods  of  the  ftme  kind 
were  (battered  over  the  bottoms  \  but  the  trees  were  finall.  Roots  of 
pines  filled  all  the  moors,  but  I  faw  none  of  thole  trees  ftanding.  Pals 
under  ibme  great  precipices  of  limeftooe,  mixed  with  marble :  from 
.  hence  a  moft  tremendous  view  of  mountains  of  ftupendous  height, 
and  generally  of  conoid  forms.  I  never  faw  a  country  that  leeroed  to 
have  been  fo  torn  andconvulfed  :  thcfliock,  whenever  it  happened, 
ihook  oflT  all  that  vegetates :  among  thefe  afpiring  heaps  of  barien- 
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Dels,  the  fugtr-]oaf  hill  of  SmMHn  nude  a  conTpicuotts  figure :  «c 
their  fe,  the  bUckneis  of  the  moon  bj  no  meuis  alGlled  to  chear 
our  ideas.   Enter  Assynt,  in 

SVTHSktAND: 

Ride  by  Locb-Camlocb ;  enjoy  fome  diverfity  of  the  fcene,  for  it  was 
prettily  decorated  with  little  wooded  IQands.  Reach  L^^i^,  where 
we  obtained  quarters,  and  rough  hofpitality. 

This  country  is  environed  witJi  mountains  ;  and  all  the  ftrata  near 
•  their  bafe,  and  in  the  bottoms,  are  compofed  of  white  marble,  fine  Waira  iiabbu* 
as  the  Parian  ■  houfes  are  built  with  it,  and  walls  raifed  •,  burnt  it  ia 
the  manure  of  the  country    hnt  ofiener  nature  diilblves,  and  pre^ 
fents  it  ready  prepared  to  the  iazy  farmer. 

This  tract  leems  the  refidence  of  floth  •,  the  people  almofl.  torpid 
with  idlcncfs,  and  moft  wretched  :  tiieir  hovels  moll  miierable, 
made  of  poles  wattled  and  covered  with  thin  lods.  There  is  not 
corn  raifed  fufficienr  to  fupply  half  the  wants  of  the  inhabitants  : 
climate  conrpircs  with  indolence  to  make  matters  worfc;  yet  tlierc 
is  much  improveable  land  licre  in  a  (late  of  nature  :  but  till 
famine  pinches  tliey  will  not  bcftir  thciiilclves  :  they  arc  content 
with  little  at  prefenr,  and  are  though lIcis  of  futurity ;  perhaps 
on  the  motive  of  -Turki/Jj  vallals,  who  are  opprcfled  in  proportion 
to  their  improvements.  Difpirited  and  driven  to  defpair  by  bad 
management,  crowds  were  now  pafling,  emaciated  w  ith  hunger,  to 
the  Eaftern  coaft,  on  the  report  of  a  fhip  being  there  loaden 
with  meal.  Numbers  of  the  mifcrables  of  this  country  were  now 
migrating :  they  wandered  in  a  ftatc  of  defpcradon  j  too  poor  to 
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pijr,  tli«7  madl/  fell  themfelves  for  their  paiTage,  preferring  a 
tecnponuy  bondage  in  a  ftrange  land,  to  ftarving  for  Uk  in  their 
native  foil. 

PaovHgcr*  Every  country  has  had  its  prophets  ;  Greece  its  Cajj'andra^  Rome 
its  SilyU,  England  ns  Nixon^  IVaies  its  Robin  Ddu^  and  iht  Highlands 
their  Kameab  Oaur,  Kameab  long  (incc  predidted  the  migrations  in 
thefe  terms  :  *  Whenever  a  ASU'CkMe  mfith  long  hands,  a  Frazier 

*  with  a  black  fpot  on  his  face,  a  Mac-gregor  with  the  fame  on  his 
•   *  knee,  and  a  club-footed  Mac-cUody  of  R^jfi,  fhould  havcexifted  ; 

*  whenever  there  fhould  have  been  fucccffively  three  Mac-dmuUds  Qi 

*  the  name  of  John^  and  thttcMac-kinnons  of  the  fame  chriftian  name; 

*  opprcflbrs  would  appear  in  the  country,  and  the  people  change 

*  iheir  own  land  for  a  ftrange  one.*  The  prediiftions,  fay  the  good 
wives,  have  been  fulfilled,  and  not  a  Tingle  breach  in  the  oracnlar 
cffufions  of  Kenneab  Oaur. 

TtaetCAfc <TOtY«  In  a  country  where  ignorance  and  poverty  prevale  it  is  lefs  won- 
derful that  a  tragical  aftair  fhould  happen,  fimiiar  to  that  at  Tring, 
near  our  poliflicd  capital.  About  three  years  ago  lived  in  this  neigh- 
borhood, a  woman  of  more  than  common  itrength  of  underllandir.g: 
.  flie  was  often  confulted  on  the  ordinary  occurrences  of  lifr,  and 
obtained  a  lort  of  rcfpeft  which  excited  the  envy  of  another  female 
in  the  fame  dillri^^l.  The  laft  gave  out  that  her  neighbor  was 
a  witch  i  that  (he  herfelf  had  a  good  Genius^  and  could  coun- 
tera£b  the  evils  dreaded  from  the  other  :  at  length  flic  fo  worked 
on  the  weak  miiids  of  the  finiple  vulgar,  that  they  determined 
on  deftroying  her  rival,  and  effected  their  purpofe  by  iniliwating 
a  parcel  of  children  to  llrangle  her.  The  murder  was  inquired 
into,  but  the  incucr^  had  io  artfully  concealed  themfelves,  that 
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thejr  efcsped  their  reward,  and  no  punilhnient  was  infliSrd; 
except  what  was  fotted  to  the  tender  years  of  the  deluded 
children. 

AJfynt  parifh  contains  between  three  and  four  tfaoufand  fouls  %  and 
fends  out  five  hundred  head  of  cattle  annually,  and  about  two  or 
three  lafts  of  ialmon  are  taken  every  year  in  the  water  of  /mmt^  on 
the  coaft. 

I  faw  here  a  male  and  female  red-throated  diver  \  which  con- 
vinces me  of  my  miftake  in  fuppofing  another  to  have  been  of  this 
fpccies^. 

It  was  our  defign,  on  leaving  the  fliip,  to  have  penetrated  by 
.  land;  as  far  as  the  extremity  of  the  iQand ;  but  we  were  informed 
that  the  way  was  impaflable  for  horfes,  and  that  even  an  high* 
land'  foot-md&ng^r  mull  avoid  part  of  the  hills  by  eroding  an 
arm  of  the  lea.  Return  the  fame  road  through  a  variety  of  bog 
and  hazardous  rock,  that  nothing  but  our  ihoclefs  little  deeds 
could  have  carried  us  over.  At  length  we  arrive  iaiely  on  board 
tfaefliip,,

Of  keavea'i  kind  cm»  uddi  Bccki  nalmiikca* 

Found  in  our  harbour  fome  buffes,  jufl  anchored,  in  cxpefta^ 
tibn-  of  finding  the  fhoals  of  herring-^  ufually  here  at  this  feafoni 
but  at  prefent  were  difappointcd  :  a  few  were  taken,  fufficient  to 
convincr  us  of  thrir  fvipcriority  in  goodnci's  over  thofc  ot  the  South  : 
they  were  not  larger,  but  as  they  had  not  waited  theznlclves  by 
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lieiog  in  roe,  their  backs  and  the  part  next  to  the  tail  wfre 
double  the  thickaefs  .of  the  otherB»  and  the  meat  rich  beyond 
exprellion. 

;  N T  J c>t- 1 T V  OF    '        jnierjsn  *  gives  to  the        a  knowlege  of  great  antiquity 
Ttt»  FisHB«.v.        ^  herring  filhety:  he  fays  that  the  NttberkmUrt  reforted  to 
thefe  coafts  as  early  as  A.  D.  836,  to  purchafe  falted  filh  of  the 
natives ;  but  impofing  on  the  ftrangers,  they  learned  the  art,  and 
took  up  the  tradet  in  after-titnes  of  foch  immenfe  emolument  to  the 

Gaikj  op  TBI  Sir  Wdt€r  Ralph's  obfervatlons  on  that  head,  extradcd  from  the 
fame  author,  are  extremly  worthy  the  attention  of  the  curious,  and 
excite  rcHe<flions  on  the  vaft  ftrength  lefuking  from  the  wifdom  of 
weiUapplied  induilry. 

In  1603,  remarks  that  great  man,  the  Dutch  fold  to  different 
nations,  as  many  herrings  as  amounted  to  1,759,000/.  ^<r/;«^. 

!  n  the  ycaf  1615,  they  at  once  fent  out  aooo  buiics,  and  employed 
in  them  370G0  fifhermcn. 

In  the  year  1618,  they  fent  out  3000  ftiips,  with  50,000  men,  to 
take  the  herrings,  and  9000  more  fhips  to  tranfport  and  Icli  the 
fifli,  which  by  lea  and  hind  employed  150,000  men,  befides  thole  firil 
mentioned.  All  this  wealth  was  gotten  on  ourcoaitsi  while  our 
attention  was  takcfi  up  in  a  diftant  wliale  filhcry. 

The  Scoii^jh  moiiurchs  for  a  long  time  fcemcd  to  direct  ail 
their  attention  to  the  prclervation  of  the  falmon  .'iflicry  ;  probably 
becaufe  their  fubjeds  were  fuch  novices  111  ica  aiUirs.  Ac  length 
L  James  III,  endeavoured  to  ftimuJate  his  great  men  to  thdc 
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{Mitriodc  undertakings}  for  by  an  aft  of  his  third  parlement^ 
he  compelled  certain  lords  Ipiritoal  and  temporal^  and  bur- 
**  rows,  to  make  (hips  buOies  and  boats  with  nets. and  other 
*'  pertinents  for  fifhing.  That  the  fame  Ihotild  be  made  in  each 
**  burgh }  in  number  according  to  the  fubftance  of  each  burgh 

and  the  leaft  of  them  to  be  of  twenty  tunn :  and  that  all  idle 

men  be  compelled  by  the  Iherift  in  the  country  to.go  on 
"  board  the  fime." 

Bat  his  fucceflbrs,  by  a  very  falfe  policy,  rendered  this  wife 
inftitution  of  little  cfieft  i  for  they  in  a  manner  prevented  their 
fubjcfls  from  becoming  a  maritime  people,  by  directing  that  no 
white  ii(h  ihould  be  fcnt  out  of  the  realm,  but  that  Arang^rs  may 
come  and  buy  them  *  i  that  frecports  be  firft  icrved  the  cargpcs 
fold  to  the  freemen,  who  are  t6  coanc  and  tranfport  the  fame  f. 
The  Dutch  at  this  very  time  having  an  open  trade. 

It  is  well  known  that  there  have  been  many  attempts  made  to 
lecure  this  trcafure  to  ourfelves,  but  without  fucccfs :  in  the  late 
reign  a  very  ftrong  effort  was  made,  and  bounties  allowed  for  the 
encouragement  of  Britijh  adventurers:  the  firll  was  of  thirty  (hil- 
lings per  tun  to  every  biif^;  of  frventy  tuns  and  upwards.  This 
bounty  was  afterwards  railed  to  fifty  fhillings  per  tun,  to  be  paid  to 
fuch  adventurers  who  were  entitled  to  it  by  claiming  it  at  liic  places 
of  rendezvous.  The  bufTes  are  from  twenty  to  ninety  tuns  burden, 
but  the  heft  fize  is  eighty.  A  veflel  of  eighty  tuns  ought  to  rake 
ten  lafts,  or  a  hundred  and  twenty  barrels  of  herrings,  to  clear 
expences,  the  price  of  the  fi(h  to  be  admiued  to  be  a  guinea  a 
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biiTcl  i  a  (hip  of  thbUze  cmg^c  to  have  cSghtoai  nen  and  thne- 
boats  s  one  of  twenty  toot  ihoold  have  0x  men  i  and  emy  five 
'  tons  above,  requkt  «n  additional  hand. 
Mm,  To  efciy  ton  are  two  bundreii  and  eighty  yards  of  nets »  lb  a 

vcflel  of  eiglity  tuns  carries  twenty  thoufimd  fqoare  yards :  each 
net  is  twelve  yards  lon^  and  ten  deep^  and  every  boat  takes  out. 
from  twenty  to  thirty  nets,  and  puts  them  together  To  as  to  form  a 
long  train  :  they  are  funk  at  each  end  of  .the  train  by  a  (tone,  whicb 
weighs  it  down  to  the  full  extent :  the  top  is  fupported  by  buoys,, 
made  of  (heeps-fkin,  with  a  hollow  ftick  at  the  mouth,  faflened 
tight  i  though  this  the  Ikin  is  blown  up,  and  then  ftopt  with  a  peg». 
to  prevent  the  efcape  of  tlie  air.    Sometimes  thefe  buoys  are  placed 
at  the  top  of  the  nets  ;  at  other  times  the  nets  are  fuffcrcd  to  fink, 
deeper,  by  the  lengthening  the  cords  faftened  to  them,  every  cord 
being  for  that  purpofe  ten  or  twelve  fathoms  ioi^«    fiuC  the  bcft 
£(heries  are  generally  in  more  Hiallow  water. 

The  nets  are  made  at  Greenock^  in  KnapdaU,  Bute  and  y^rran  but- 
the  bed  are  procured  from  Ireland  v,.  and,  J  think,  from  ibme  part  of 
Coirnarvunfttire, 

fminat  The  fifliing  is  always  performed  in  the  night,  unlefs  by  a.ccidcnt. 

The  biifles  remain  at  anchor,  ai;ii  Jciui  out:  tlicir  boats  a  little  before 
fun-fet,  which  continue  out,  in  Winrt-i  and  Suamici,  till  day-light ; 
often  taking  up  and  emptying  thtii-  nets,  which  they  do  ten  or  twelve 
>  times  in  a  night  in  cafe  of  good  fuccefe.  During  Winter  it  is  a  moft 

i  dangerous  and  fatiguing  employ,  by  reafon  of  the  greatne(s  and  fre- 

quency of  the  gales  in  thefe  feas,  and  in  fuch  gales  are  the  moft  fuc- 
cefsful  captures ;  but  by  the  providence  of  heaven,  the  fifliers  are 
fcldom  lofti  and,  what  is  wonderful, .  few  are  vifited  .wkh  iUne6». 
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They  go  out  wcU  pflep«ied«  wtih  a  warm  great  coat,  boots  and  (kin 
Bpioiu,  and  a  good  provifion  of  beef  and  fpiricr.  The  fame  good 
Ibrcune  attends  the  bui&a,  who  in  the  tempeftuoua  ieaibn,  and  in, 
the  darkeft  nights,  are  cQodnuallf  ilufdiig  in  tbd«  aanow  feaa  from 
karbour  to  harbour. 

Sometimes  eighty  barrels  of  herrings  are  taken  in  a  night  by  the 
boats  of  a  fingk  veffcl.  It  once  hai:>pcncd  in  Locth-Slappan^  in  Skiei. 
that  a  bufs  of  eighty  tuns  might  have  taken  two  hundred  barrels  in 
one  night,  with  ten  thoufand  fqunre  yr^rJs  of  net ;  but  the  maflcr  was 
obliged  to  dcfiH,  for  waac  ot  a  fu&cient  number  of  haoda  to  pre- 
fcrve  the  capture. 

The  herrings  are  prck  rvctl  by  faking,  after  the  entrails  are  taken  CvtiM* 
out  i  an  operation  performed  by  the  country  people,  who  get  three- 
half-pence  per  barrel  for  their  trouble  i  and  lometimes,  ev(.'n  in  the 
Winter,  can  gain  fifteen-pence  a  day.  This  employs  botli  women 
and  children,  but  the  faltJMg  is  only  eati  ulied  to  the  crew  of  the 
bullcs.  The  fifh  are  laid  on  their  backs  in  the  barrels,  and  layers 
of  fait  between  them.  The  entrai  l  s  arc  not  loft,  for  they  are  boiled 
into  an  oil :  eight  thouiand  hHi  wiii  yield  ten  gallons,  valued  at  ooft 
Ihilling  the  gallon. 

A  vcfli  l  of  cigluy  tuns  takes  out  a  hundred  and  forty-fou r  barrels 
of  lak  :  a  drav.  back.  ot  two  fhiUings  and  eight-pence  is  allowed  for 
each  barrel  ulcd  lor  the  foreign  or  Ir\ft}  exporUtion  of  the  filh  j  but 
there  is  a  duty  of  one  fliilling  per  barrel  foTthc hoBic  confumption, 
and  tin  lame  for  thole  fent  XXiJrdmi. 

The  barrels  are  made  of  oak  ftavcs  chiefly  fnmViipmai  the 
hoops  from  federal  parts  of  our  own  illaad,  md  are  made  cilhot. 
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of  oak,  birch,  haze)^  jot  willow :  the  laft  ivom  HeUmdt  hablc  tot 
duty. 

Barsii.«.  The  barrels  coft  about  three  ihiUings  each,  they  hold  from  five 

to  eight  hundfcd  fi(h,  accorcUog  to  the  fize  of  the  fifb,  are  made  to 
contain  thirty-two  g^tons.  The  barrels  are  infpeded  by  propen 
officers :  a  cooper  examines  if  they  are  ftatureabie  and  good  if 
faulty,  he  deftroyfr  them,  and  obliges  the  maiter  to  ftand  to  the 
lofs. 

The  herrings  in  general  are  exported  to  the  If^eff  Indies^  to  feed, 
the  negroes,  or  to  Ireland,  for  the  Irt/b3ire  not  allov/cd  to  fifh  in  thefc 
leas.  By  having  a  drawback  of  five-pence  a  barrel,  and  by  re- 
packing the  fifli  in  new  barrels  of  twenty-eight  gallons,  they  are 
enabled  to  export  them  to  our  colonies  at  a  cheaper  rate  than  the 
Scots  ran  do* 

The  trade  declines  apace  ;  the  bounty,  which  was  well  paid  at 
firfl,  kept  up  the  fpirit  of  the  fiOiery  •,  but  for  the  laft  fix  years  the 
detention  of  the  arrears  has  been  very  injurious  to  fevcral  adventu- 
rers, who  have  fold  out  at  thirty  per  cent,  lofs,  beiides  that  of  their 
intcreft. 

MiOKitTioiit»         The  migration  of  the  herrings  has  been  very  fully  treated  ofin  the: 
volume  of  t\\^  Br'u'ijh  Zoolc^y  :  it  is  lup^ri  lluoui  to  load  diri  work 
with  a  repetition ;  1  iball  therefore  only  mention  the  obicrvaiions. 
that  occur  to  mc  in  this  voyage,  as  pertinent  to  the  prefent  place. 

Locb-Broom  has  been  celebrated  for  three  or  four  centuries  as 
the  rcforc  of  herrings.  They  generally  appear  here  in  Jufy :  thofc 
that  turn  into  this  bay  ari:  part  of  the  brigade  that  detaches  itfdf 
from  the  Weftetn  colamn  of  that  great  anny  that,  annually  deferts. 
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the  vaft  depths  of  the  «rS!£r  circle,  and  come,  heaven-direded, 
to.  (he  ftats  of  population,  oSered  as  a  cheap  food  to  millions, 
whom  wafteful  luxury  or  iron-hearted  avarice  hath  deprived,  by 
enhancing  the  price,  of  the  wonted  fupports  of  the  poor. 

The  migration  of  theie  fiih  from  their  Northern  retreat  is  regu* 
lar :  their  viJits  to  the  Weftern  iflcs  and  coafts,  certain :  but  their 
attachment  to  one  particular  loch,  CKtremely  precarious.  All  have 
their  turns »  that  which  fwarmed  widi  fifli  one  year,  is  totally  de> 
&rted  the  fidlowing  i  yet  the  next  loch  to  it  be  crowded  with  the 
Ihoals.  Tbele  changes  of  place  give  often  full  etiiploy  to  the 
buHcs,  who  are  continually,  fliifting  theic  harbour  in  queft  of  news 
refpcding  thde  importamt  wanderers. 

They  commonly  appear  here  in  jfufy  i  the  latter  en  J  of  Jugufi 
they  go  into  deep  water,  and  continue  there  for  fome  time,  without 
any  apparent  cmCt:  in  Novmlfer  they  return  to  the  ihallows, 
when  a  new  fiftiery  commences,  which  continues  till  January  %  zv 
that  time  the  herrings  become  full  of  roe,  and  are  ulelcfs  as  arti- 
cles of  commerce.  Some  doubt  whether  t'lefe  herrings  that 
appear  in  Novanber  arc  not  part  of  a  new  migration  ;  for  they 
are  as  fat,  and  make  the  f<mie  appearance,  as  thofc  that  compofcd 
the  ftrft. 

The  figns  of  the  arrival  of  the  herrings  are  flocks  of  gulls,  who 
catch  up  the  fifh  while  they  flsim  on  the  furface;  and  of  gannets, 
who  plunge  and  bring  them  up  from  confitlerable  depths.  ik)th) 
tliefc  birds  arc  clofcly  attended  to  by  the  fifiitrs. 

Cod-filli,  haddocks,  and  dog-fiih,  follow  the  herrings  in  vafl 
multitudes  ■,  thefe  voracious  fifh  keep  on  the  outfides  of  tlse  co- 
JLumns,  and  may  be  a  concurrent  reaibn  of  driving  the  Ihoais  mto 
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bays  and  creeks.  In  fnmtner  they  come  inco  the  bays  generally 
with  the  wartneft  weather,  and  with  eaiy  gales.  During  Winter 
the  hard  gales  from  !i.  Weft  are  fuppoTed  to  aflift  in  forcing  them 
into  Ihelter.  Eaft  winds  are  very  unfavorable  to  the  filfaerjr. 

In  a  fine  day,  when  the  iifh  appear  near  the  foifacei  thejr  exhi- 
bit  an  amazing  brilliancy  of  colors:}  all  the  various  corufcations 
diat  dart  from  the  diamond,  fapphire  and  emerald,  enrich  their 
m&i  but  during  night,  if  th^  trtak^x  e.  phqr  on  the  iurface, 
•the  fea  appears  on  fire,  luminous  as  the  brighceil  pbej^hvm. 

During  a  gale,  that  j)arc  of  the  ocean  which  is  occupied  by  the 
gjreat  Ihoals,  appear  as  if  covered  with  the  oil  that  is  emitted 
from  them. 

They  fcem  to  be  greatly  afre<fted  by  lightening:  during  that 
phacnomenon  they  fink  towards  the  bottom,  and  move  regularly 
in  parallel  ihoals  one  above  the  other. 
SiiiHtai*  enemies  that  aflail  thefe  fifh  in  the  Winter  feafim  are  va^ 

;ried,  not  diminiflied :  of  the  birds,  the  gannets  difappear  j  the 
gulls  ftill  continue  their  perfeciuions ;  whales,  pollacks  •  and 

porpeflrs  are  added  to  their  number  of  foes :  thefe  follow  in 
drove<;  ^  the  whales  deliberately,  opening  their  vaft  mouths,  tak- 
ing them  by  hundreds.  Thefe  monllers  keep  on  outfide,  for 
the  body  of"  ti.r-  j'hnlanx  of  herrings  is  fo  thick  as  to  be  impcnetra* 
ble  by  tliele  unwieldy  animals. 

The  herring-fiftiers  never  obferve  the  remains  of  any  kind  of 
ibod  in  the  itomachs  of  that  fifli,  as  long  as  they  are  in  good  coa- 
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dEdoo :  as  ibon  as  tbey  become  £»til  or  poor,  they  will  greedilf 
life  to  the  fly,  and  be  taken  like  the  wfaitbg-poUack. 

They  do  not  depofit  dicir  ipawn  in  fand,  -0r  iiitid>  or  weeds, 
like  other  fiih,  but  leave  it  in  the  water,  fuipended  in  a  gelatinous 
matter,  of  iuch  a  gravtqr  as  pievents  it  from  floating  to  the  fur- 
laoe,  or  finking  to  the  bottom.  The  fifhermen  dilcover  this  by 
finding  the  (limy  matter  adhering  to  the  hay  ropes  ibmetimes  in 
ufe  to  hold  the  ftone  that  finks  tiw  nets,  the  middle  part  being 
•finned  over,  the  top  and  bottom  clear. 

Before  I  leave  this  bay  it  muft  be  obferved,  that  there  are  here  as 
in  mod  of  the  lochs,  a  few,  a  very  few  of  the  nadves  who  poC- 
fefs  a  boat  and  nets  and  fifli  in  order  to  fell  the  capture  frefh  i» 
the  bttfies :  the  utmoft  thefe  poor  people  can  attain  to  are  tlic  boat: 
and  nets  *,  they  are  too.  indigent  to  become  mafters  of  barrels,  or 
q£  fait,  to  the  great  loTs  of  the  public  as  well  as  theirfelves. 
Were  magazines  of  fak  eftablilhed  in  thele  diftant  parts  ;  was  en- 
couragement given  to  thefe  diftant  BritenSy  fo  that  they  might  be 
enabled,  by  degrees  to  furnifti  themfelves  with  the  requifites  for 
fifhing,  they  would  foon  form  themfelves  ir.ro  feamen,  by  the 
cour'c  of  life  they  mud  apply  themfelves  to  •,  the  biiffes  would  be 
certain  of  finding  a  ready  market  of  fifli,  ready  cured  ;  tlie  na- 
tives taught  induftry,  which  would  be  quickened  by  the  profits 
made  by  the  commodity,  which  they  might  afford  cheaper,  as 
taken  at  their  very  doors,  without  the  wear  and  tear  of  diltant 
vovntres,  as  in  the  prefent  cafe.  Half  of  the  hands  employed 
now  in  fifliing  and  curing  generally  come  out  as  raw  feamen  as 
the  inhabitants  of  thefe  parts  :  they  do  not  return  with  much 
greater  offKricncc.  in  the  working  of  a  fliip,  being  employed  en- 
tirely 
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fhdy  m  the  boats,  or  in  fidting  of  the  herrings,  and  jeem  6i 
board  as  aukward  as  marines  in  companion  of  able  feamen.  A 
bounty  on  thefe  home  captures  would  ftimulaee  the  people  to  in- 
duftry }  would  drive  from  their  minds  the  thoughts  of  mtgnu 
tions ;  and  would  never  kflfen  the  number  of  Jeamen*  as  it  would 
be  an  incitement  for  more  adventurers  to  fit  out  veflcls,  becaofe 
they  would  have  -  a  double  chance  of  freight,  from  their  own  cap- 
tuits»  and  from  thoie  of  the  refidenta»  who  might  form  a  fiock 
from  flioals  of  fiih,  which  often  efcape  while  the  fi>rmer  are  wind- 
bound,  or  wandering  froin  loch  to  loch. 
J«Lra9.  Weigh  anchor,  ajid  (ail  with  a  favorable  breeze  towards  the 

mouth  of  the  bay,  with  a  dcfign  of  returning  South ;  but  to- 
wards evening  the  wind  changes,  cold  weather  and  hard  advcrfc 
gales  fuccccJ,  which  oblige  us  to  tack  and  anchor  in  the  mouth 
Little  Loch-  Locb-Br<iomy  an  arm  of  the  ft  a,  about  fcven  miles  long, 

BftooM.  and  not  half  a  inilc  broad,  bounded  by  high  mountains,  coveied 
in  many  parts  with  birch  woods.  The  hill  ^o&oeh'Effit  may  vie 
with  the  higheft  I  have  feen. 

For  two  hours  amufe  ourfclves  with  taking  with  faand*lines 
abundance  of  cod,  feme  dog-fini,  and  a  curious  ray. 

The  night  was  inoll  tempclluous  :  our  fituation  was  dlfaoreea* 
ble,  as  Mr.  1'hmpfon  thought  our  vcflci  would  drive,  and  that  he 
Ihouid  be  obliged  to  cut  his  cables,  and  put  to  feaj  which,  un- 
der the  circumftances  of  a  black  night,  a  furious  ftorm,  and 
rocky  narrows,  did  not  contribute  to  the  rcpofe  of  frclh-water 
feamen. 

Jblt  30.  The  wind  grows  niOtlciate  :  in  weigliing  anchor  difcover  on  the 

.cable  fcveral  vey  uncommon  4iim4e.    No  iooner  was  our  anchor 

on 
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Oft  board,  but  a  furioiu  (quail  ariics,  and  Uowt  in  bla(b  like  a 
hurricane,  driving  us  before  it  at  a  vaft  rate,  till  we  arrived  with- 
in a  mile  of  the  bottom  of  the  loch.  Drop  anchor,  but  without 
efl^ }  are  obliged  to  veigh  again,  while  the  furious  gale  engages 
an  attention  to  the  fails,  and  flings  us  into  a  double  perplexity  in 
this  narrow  ftrait,  where  for  an  hour  our  tacks  were  almoft  perpe- 
tual, and  the  velTel  frequently  in  no  fmall  danger.  The  biafts 
from  the  mounuins  were  tremendous,  not  only  raifing  a  vaft  Tea, 
but  catchii^up  the  waves  in  eddies,  and  raifing  them  up  in  the 
air  to  a  furprizing  height.  At  length  we  were  relieved  from  our 
dillrefs  by  a  fuccefsful  anchorage,  under  a  high  and  finely  wooded 
hill,  in  eight  fathom  water,  but  within  a  fmall  dtftance,  of 
eighty. 

Procure  horfcs,  by  favor  of  Kenneth  Mnc-kenzie^  I'lq;  of  Dun- 
donnel.  Ride  about  ;i  niiic  on  the  fide  of  the  hill,  above  the  lochj 
arrive  in  a  fmall  but  fertile  plain,  winding  among  the  va(V  moun- 
tains, and  ndorncd  witli  a  pretty  river  and  woods  of  alder.  Here 
we  were  rejoiced  with  the  fight  of  enclofurcs  long  (b-angers  to  us  : 
the  hay  was  good,  the  bear  and  oats  excellent ;  but  the  manner  of 
manuring,  called  in  thefe  parts  tathing^  was  very  fingular;  many 
of  the  fields  were  covered  with  the  boughs  of  alders,  lately  cut: 
thefe  are  left  durinp;  the  whole  Winter  to  rot ,  in  Mnrcb  the  ground 
is  cleared  of  the  uiidecayed  parts,  and  then  ploughed.  I'ern  is 
alfo  ufcd  for  the  fame  ead.  Reach 

DuNDONNEL.  Dcmuiwd  togp  by  land  to  vificZneMMneif^  a 
great  lake  to  the  Soudi:  and  dtocft  Mr.  Timig^  to  fiu(  and 
wait  for  us  at  Guir^h* 
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tivM  seiwBtT  found  ourfelves  ieated  in  a  fpot  equalized  by  few  in  pidu* 

ABOUT OvN-  ftique  and  magnificent  fccnery.  The  banks  of  the  river  that 
cuihes .  by.  the  houle  is  fringed  with  trees  i  and  the  courie  often, 
inccmipted  by  cafcade&.  At  a  fmall  diftance  the  ground  begins  to 
rife:  as  we  mount,  the  eye  is  entertained  with  new  objeds} 
the  river  rolling  beneath  the  dark  fhade  of  alders,  an  extent  of 
plain  compofed  of  fields  bounded  by  groves ;  and  as  the  walk 
advances,  appears  a  deep  and  tremendous  hoUo'A^  fhagged  with 
treest  and  winding  far  amidfl  the  hills.  We  are  alarmed  with  the 
roar  of  inviiible  cataraibs,  long  before  their  place  is  difcovered ; 
and  find  them  precipitating  themfclves  down  narrow  chafms  of 
ftupcndous  depths,  fo  narrow  at  top,  that  highlanders  in  the 
cagcrnefs  of  the  chacc  will  fearlefsly  fpring  over  thefe  Bora* 
tbra.  They  meander  for  miles  amidit  the  mountains,  and  are 
the  age-worn  work  of  water,  branch  off  into  every  glen,  hid 
with  trees  of  various  fpecies.  Turmus  roll  over  their  bottoms 
often  darting  down  precipices  of  a  thouland  forms,  lofing  them- 
fclves beneath  the  undermined  rocks,  and  appearing  again  white 
with  l!ic  violence  of  the  fall.  By  laying  afide  the  boughs,  and 
creeping  to  the  verge,  got  fight  of  thefe  otherwife  latent  cataradsj 
but  the  profpe<5t  fufiicientlf  tired  my  head.  Bclides  thefe.  dark* 
.fome  waters,,  mulntudes  of  others  precipitate  thenifelves.  in  full 
.-mew,  down.  che.ftoep  fides- of  the  adjacent  hilbc  and  ovale  ftr 
feve'ral  hundreds  of  ftet  a  feries  ofiinoft  magnificenc  fitllfk 

Above  rifea  a.  nu^nifi^t  hill,,  which  as  far  as  .the  fig^t-  can 
seacE  is  doathed.wtch  birch,  and  pines,,  cheihdier  of  ftags^roa 
and  black  game.  <* 
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To  the  Weft  is  a  vkw  where  the  aweful^  or  radier  the  horrible 
predominatcfl.  A  chain  of  rocky  mountains,  Ibme  conoid,  but 
united  by  links  of  a  hc  giit  equal  to  moft  in  Norlt  BritMh  with 
fides  dark,  deep,  and  precipitous,  with  liimmits  broken,  fharp, 
lerrated,  and  fpiring  into  alt  terrific  forms  *,  with  fiuvwy  glacieres 
kxiged  in  the  deep  ihaded  apertures.  Thde  crags  are  called 
Sqitr-fmtt  or  hills  of  wine :  they  rather  merit  the  title  of  Sfur- 
JbmM^  or  rocks  of  wind;  for  here  ^xku  may  be  &id  to  OMke  his 
lefidence,  and  be  ever  emptoyed  in  fabricating  Uafts,  fqualls  and 
hurricanes,  which  he  Icatters  with  no  fparing  hand  over  the  fub- 
jacent  vales  and  lochs. 

Moft  agreeably  detained  with  the  good  family  of  T^mimmA  by      Joir  ji. 
a  violent  fall  of  rain,jrhi€h  rendered  the  waters  impaflable.  Obierve 
after  duiner  that  Cloud-berries    that  grow  on  the  adjacent  moun- 
tains, were  fcrvcd  as  a  defert. 

After  taking  a  Deocb-aU'darms^  or  a  door-cup,  proceed  Jbuth,  Avovirt* 
afcend  a  deep  hill  far  above  a  bank  woo  lcd  with  various  trees, 
among  others  the  wych-elm  grew  native.  I'o  the  Weft  were  the 
vaft  mountains,  naked,  nigged  and  dreary,  their  bafes  flopin^ 
furrowed  with  long  clefts,  emptying  their  precipitated  waters  into 
the  river  beneath.  Defcend  into  a  vale  with  birch  trees  thinly 
fcattered  over  it :  and  the  extremity  crofled  by  a  high  rock  wood- 
ed and  divided  in  the  middle  by  a  vaft  and  foaming  cataract, 
the  waters  of  Loch-nan-niuTiy  or  the  lake  of  birds.  On  the  weft 
fide  is  an  amazing  mountain  ftceply  (loping,  compofed  of  a 
whitilh  marble,  fo  excen(ive,  imooth,  gloITy  and  even,  as  to  appear 

•  Rshu:  Chamamrui, 
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1  Ikt  an  efionnous  iheetof  icc}  and  ia,  I  doabt  not,  as  (lippery. 
Our  guicte  called  the  hilj,  tieacb.  The  oppoiite  fide  of  die 
vale  m  -precipitous  s  varied  with  trees  and  caicades,  that  fell 
among  the  branches.   The  whole  of  this  Icene  was  truly 'di^'jvf. 

Afcind  again.  Arrive  amidft  ftrata  of  red  and  white  marble^ 
the  way  horrible,  broken,  deep  and  flipperyi  but  our  caudous  Heeds 
tried  every  Itep  before  they  would  venture  to  proceed.  Black 
morafly  hcnths  fucceed,  named  €liann-dccbarfm»  Dine  on  the 
fide  of  a  rill  at  the  bottom,  on  plentiful  fare  provided  by  our 
kind  hoft,  wliofc  Ton,  Mr.  Mackenzie^  and  another  gentleman  of 
the  name,  kindly  undertook  the  charge  of  us  to  the  next  ftage. 
'Ride  through  a  narrow  ftrath  called  K-K-loch-ewe^  where  we  &ft 
faw  the  figns  of  houfes  and  a  little  cultivation  fince  morning. 
This  terminates  in  a  meadowy  plain,  clofed  at  tiie  end  with  Locb- 
maree :  the  night  proved  wet,  and  tcmpeftuous  :  we  therefore  de- 
termined to  defer  the  voyage  till  next  day;  and  to  take  Ihelter 
in  a  whifl;y  houfe  the  inn  of  the  jMace.  Mr.  Mackenzie  compli- 
mented Mr.  IJfJjtfcot  and  me  widi  the  bedilcail,  well  covered 
with  a  warm  litter  of  hcatli :  we  lay  in  our  cloaeh';,  wrapped 
ourfclvcs  in  plaids  i  and  enjoyed  a  r-ood  repofc.  Our  friends  did 
not  lofe  their  deep  ;  but  great  was  our  furpri?c  to  fee  them  form 
their  bed  of  wet  hay,  or  rather  grafs  colleatd  from  the  ncids ; 
they  flung  a  plaid  over  it,  undreflcJ,  and  lay  mod  comtortably, 
without  injury,  in  what,  in  a  little  time,  muft  have  become  an 
errant  hot-bed :  fo  bleft  with  hardy  conftitutions  are  even  the 
gentlemen  of  this  country! 

At  feven  in  the  morning,  take  a  fix-oartd  boat,  at  the  eaft 
end  of  Locb-mara :  keep  on  the  north  ibore  beneath  fteep  rocks,  .  ' 

moftly 
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moftly  filled  with  pines  waving  <yver  our  heads.  Obferve  on  the  LoeH-MARit. 
ihore  a  young  man  of  good  appearance^  hailing  ,tfie  boat  in  the 
Erfe  language.  I  demanded  what  Jie  wanted :  was  informed,  a 
place  in  the  boat.  As  it  was  entirely  filled,  I  was  obliged  to  re- 
fufe  his  requefl.  He  follows  us  for  two  miles  throqgh  every  dif- 
ficulty, and  by  his  voice  and  geftures  threatened  neveng^.  At  ^ 
length  a  rower  thought  fit  to  acquaint  us,  that  he  was  owner  of 
the  boat,  and  only  wanted  admiffion  in  lieu  of  one  of  them. 
The  boat  \vas  ordered  to  fhore,  and  the  mailer  taken  in  with 
proper  apologies  and  attempts  to  looth  Jiim  for  hi"?  hard  treat- 
ment, inftead  of  infulting  us  with  abule,  as  a  Charon  of  South 
Britain  would  l.avc  done,  he  inftantly  compoled  himfelf,  and  told 
us  through  an  interpreter,  tliat  he  felt  great  pride  in  landing  that 
his  conduct  gained  any  degree  of  approbation. 

Continue  our  courfe.  The  lake,  which  at  the  beginning  was 
only  half  a  mile  broad,  now,  nearly  half  its  Icngtli,  widens  into 
a  great  bav,  bending  towiinis  the  South,  about  four  miles  in 
breadth,  filled  with  little  illes,  too  niuch  clullcrqd  ajid  indiftind. 

Land  Oil  that  called  Incb-maree,  the  favored  ifle  of  the  faint,  I»CM-»iAiiti. 
the  patron  of  all  the  coaft  from  A^pluruji  to  Locb-brocm.  The 
fhores  aicm^at  and  gravelly-,  the  whole  furface  covered  thiekly 
"with  a  beauriful  gruvc  of  oak,  uili,  v.illow,  Nvieken,  birch,  fir, 
hazel,  and  ciioi-mowis  hollies.    In  the  niidil  is  a  ciicular  dike  of 
ftone?;,  uith  a  regular  narrow  entrance  ;  the  inner  part  has  been 
uicd  1  ^  ai^es  as  a  turial  place,  and  is  Hill  in  ule,    I  fufped  the 
dike  ta  liavc  been  originally  Drttidical,  and  that  the  antient  fuper- 
ftition  of  Paganifm  had  been  taken  up  by  the  faint,  as  the  readied, 
method  of  making  a  conquelt  over  the  minds  of  the  inhabitants*. 

Aftumjg- 
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A  ftump  of  a  tree  is  flunrn  as  an  alcar»  probably  the  meaorial  tif 
one  of  ftone )  but  the  curiofity  of  the  place  is  the  well  of  the  faint) 
of  power  vmfpeskable  in  cafes  of  lunacy.  The  patient  is  brought 
into  the  facred  ifland,  is  made  to  kned  before  the  ahar,  where  fail 
attendants  leave  an  offering  in  money  i  be  is  then  broog^  toihe 
well,  and  fips  fome  of  the  holy  water :  «  fecond  ofiermg'is  madet 
that  done* -he  is  thrice  dipped  in  the  lake}  and  the  fame  opentioa 
b  repeated  every  day  for  ibme  weeks :  and  it  often  happens,  hf 
natural  caufes,  the  patient  receives  relief,  of  which  the  faint  xe- 
ceives  the  credit.  I  muft  add,  that  the  vifitants  draw  from  the 
ilate  of  the  v/ell  an  omen  of  the  difpofition  of  St.  Mgree:  if  his 
well  is  full,  they  fuppofe  he  will  be  propitious  if  not,  they  pn>> 
ceed  intheir  operations  with  fears  and  doubts:  but  let  the  event 
be  what  it  will,  he  is  held  in  high  efteem  :  the  commoQ  oath  of 
the  oounny  b,  by  his  name:  if  a  traveller  pafies  by  any  of  his 
refting-places,  they  never  negleft  to  leave  an  offering ;  but  the 
faint  is  fo  moderate  as  not  to  put  him  to  any  expenoc:  aftone,  a 
ftick,  a  bit  of  rag  confent^  him. 

This  is  the  moft  bcautitul  of  the  iflcsj  the  others  have  only  a 
■few  trees  iprmkkd  over  their  furface. 

About  a  mile  farther  the  lake  again  contracfls.  Pafs  bf  neath  a 
high  rock,  formed  of  fhort  precipicies,  with  Ihelves  between,  filled 
with  muiutudes  of  felf-fown  pines,  making  a  moft  beautiful  ap- 
pearance. 

The  South  fide  of  the  water  is  bounded  with  mountains  adorned 
with  birch  woods,  mixed  with  a  few  pines :  a  military  road  runs 
along  its  length.  The  mountains  are  not  very  high,  but  open  in 
many  parts  to  give  a  view  of  others,  whole  naked  and  broken 
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topi  fllooting  into  iharp  cngs,  ftrangely  divcrfify  the  fcene,  and 
fyrm  a  noble  terminatioii. 
Towards  the  bottom  of  the  lake  is  a  headland,  finely  wooded 

to  the  very  fummit.  Here  the  water  fuddenly  narrows  to  the 
breadth  of  a  hundred  yards,  and  continues  fo  for  near  a  mile,  the 
banks  doatfaed  with  trees«  and  often  bending  into  little  femilunar 
bays  to  the  very  extremity ^  from  whence  its  waters,  after  thecourle 
of  a  mile,  a  continual  R^iUf  difcharge  into  a  deep  and  darkfome 
hole,  called  Ptol'Ewt,,  which  opens  intO'  the  laige  bay  of  Laeb- 
Ewe. 

The  lake  we  had  left  is  eighteen  miles  long :  the  waters  are 
faid  to  be  fpecifically  lighter  than  mofl  others,  and  very  rarely 
frozen:  the  depth  is  various,,  in  Tome  places  fixty  fathoms;  but 
the  bottom  is  very  uneven  :  if  ten  teet  of  water  were  drained  away, 
the  whole  would  appear  a  chain  of  little  lakes. 

.  The  tiih  are  falmon,  char  and  trout  }■  of  the  laft  is  a  fpecies  jdi^, 
weighing  thirty  pounds^ 

Land  -,  are  received  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Douwe,  minifter  of  Gah- 
hcb,  whom  we  attend  to  church,  and  hear  a  very  edifying  plain 
comment  on  a  portion  of  fcripture.  He  takes  us  home  with  him, 
and  by  his  hofpitality  makes  us  experience  the  di&rence  between 
the  lodgings  of  the  two  niglits. 

Take  a  view  of  the  environs;  vific  the  mouth  of  the  river,  Av«. j*. 
where  the  falmon  filhery  fupplies  the  tenant  v/ith  three  or  four 
lafts  of  fiih  a[iiu;ally.  On  the  bank  are  the  remain';  of  a  very 
aniicnt  iron  luiiuce.  Mr.  Doume  has  feen  the  back  of  a  grate, 
marked  S.  G.  Ha)\  or  Sir  George  liay^  who  was  head  of  a  com- 
pany here  in  the  time  of  the  Queen  Regent}  and  is  fuppukci  to 

havc- 
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have  chofen  thb  remote  place  for  the  fake  of  quiet  in  thole  turbu-' 
lent  times. 

Potatoes  are  raifed  hew  on  the  very  pert-moors,  without  any 
^ther  drains'  than  the  trenches  between  the  Ms.   The  potatoes 

are  kiln-dricd  for  prefervation. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  town  will  form  itfclf  here,  as  it  is  the 
ftation  of  a  government-packet,  that  faib  regularly  from  hence 
to  Stomawa^t  in  Lewis^  a  place  now  growing  confiJcrable,  by  the 
cncotiragement  of  Lord  Setjfmb^  the  proprietor.  This  is  a  fpoc 
of  much  concourle :  for  here  terminates  the  military  road,  which 
crofles  from  the  Eaft  to  the  Weft  fea,  cohimcricing  at  Invsrn'fs^ 
•  and  pafling  by  Fair-bum  and  Strath-braan  to  this  place.    Yv  t  1  be- 

lieve the  beft  inn  oh  the  lad  thirty  miles  is  that  of  Mr.  Raderidt 
Mac-donaldy  our  landlord  the  laft  night  but  one. 
Gais-loch*  Ride  above  fix  miles  South,  and  reach  Gair-lccb\  confifting  of 
a  few  fcatttered  houics,  on  a  fine  bay  of  the  fame  name.  Break- 
faft  at  Fhwerdak  ;  a  good  Jioulc,  bcautituliy  feated  bcncrath  hills 
finely  wooded.  This  is  tlic  fear  of  Sir  Hetior  Mackcnw^  whofc 
ancdlor  received  a  writ  of  fire  and  fword  rin'ainii.  thcanticnt  rebel- 
lious owners :  he  fucceeded  in  this  commiiiioo,  and  received  their 
lands  for  his  pains. 

The  parilh  of  Ga'ir-loch  is  very  extenfive,  and  the  ncniber  of 
inhabitants  evidently  cncreaie,  owing  to  the  fimpie  method  of 
life,  and  the  conveniency  th«n'  have  of  drawing  a  fupport  from 
the  fiflicry.  If  a  young  man  is  polfefled  of  a  herrino;  net,  a  hand- 
line,  and  three  or  four  cows,  he  immediately  thinks  liimfelf  able 
to  fupport  a  family,  and  marries.  The  prefent  number  of  fouls 
iire  about  two  thoufand  eight  hundred. 
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Herrings  offer  thcmfelves  in  nioaUfrom  Jwtg  to  Jmuary :  cod- 
fifh  abound  on  the  great  fand-bank,  one  corner  of  which  reaches  to  8a 
this  bay,  and  is  fuppofed  to  extend  as  far  as  Cape-lVratb  \  and 
South,  as  low  as  Rona^  off  Skie  \  with  various  branches,  all  fwamt- 
ing  with  cod  and  ling.  The  filhcry  is  carried  on  with  long-lines', 
begins  in  February,  and  ends  in  April  The  annual  capture  is  un- 
certain, from  five  to  twenty-feven  thoufand.  The  natives  labor 
under  fome  oppreffions,  which  might  be  cafily  removed  to  the 
great  acis'^nccment  of  thi';  coinmcrct*.  At  prefcnt  the  fifli  are  Ibid 
to  fome  merchants  from  CampbeUown^  who  contradl  tor  tlaem  with 
the  laird,  at  two-pence  half-penny  a-piece,  after  bemg  cured  and 
dried  in  the  fun.  The  merchants  take  only  thofe  that  meafurc 
eighteen  inches  from  the  gills  to  the  fetting  on  of  the  tail ;  and  ob- 
lige the  people  to  let  them  have  two  for  one  of  all  that  arc  beneath 
that  length.  The  fifli  are  lent  to  Bilboa:  ling  has  alfo  been  carried 
there,  but  was  rejedled  by  the  Spaniards,  This  trade  is  far  from 
being  pufhed  to  its  full  extent  4  is  monopolized,  and  the  poor  fifliers 
cruelly  forced  to  fell  their  fiflb  for  threc-half-pencc  a  piece  to  ihofc 
who  fell  it  to  the  merchants. 

The  want  of  a  town  is  very  fenfibly  fWt  in  all  thofe  parts  :  there 
is  no  one  comaiodity,  no  one  article  of  life,  or  implement  of 
fifhery  but  what  is  gotten  with  difliculty,  and  at  a  great  price, 
brought  rroai  a  dillance  by  tiiolc  wlio  iire  to  mj!ve  atlv.mtage  of 
the  neceffities  of  people.  It  is  much  10  be  lan}tTitcd  that 
after  the  example  of  the  earl  of  Seafortb,  they  do  not  colleft  a 
number  of  inhabitants  by  feuing  their  lands,  or  granting  leafes 
for  a  length  of  years  for  building :  but  ftill  ib  much  of  the  fpiilc 
of  the  chieftain  remains,  that  they  dread  giving  an  independency 
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4K>  chesr  people }  a  falie  policy  i  as  it  wouki  enrich  both  parties  I 
imlce  the  landlord  more  refpedtable,  as  mafter  of  a  fet  of 
decent  tenants,  than  of  thoufands  of  bare-footed  half.ftarved 
▼aflals.  At  prclcnt  adventurers  from  diftant  parts  take  the  em., 
ploy  from  the  natives  :  a  town  would  create  a  market ;  a  market 
would  foon  occafion  a  concourfc  ot  Ihipping,  who  would  theft 
arrive  with  a  certainty  of  a  cargo  ready  taken  tor  them  ;  and  the 
n^iitual  wants  of  Granger  and.  native  would  be.  fup^lied  at  an  ea^ 
rate. 

By  example  ot  a  gciulcman  or  two>_  lomc  few  improvements  in 
farming  appear.  Lime  is  burnt:  lea-tang  ufed  as  manure:  and 
Ihcll  fand  imported  by  fuch  who  can  afford  the  freight.  But  the 
beft  trade  at  prefenc  is  cattle  :  about  five  hundred  are  annually  fold 
out  of  this  parifli,  from  the  price  of  one  pound  fevcn  to  two  pounds 
five  a-piece.  About  eighty  horfes,  at  three  pounds  each,  and  a 
hundred  and  fifty  fheep  at  three  pounds  per  fcore.  The  cattle  are 
blooded  at  Ipring  and  fall ;  the  blood  is  prderved  to  be  eaten, 
cold. 

We  found  our  vellel  fait^ly  arrived  at  anchor  with  many  others^ 
under  the  flicker  of  a  little  Idc,  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  bay. 
Weigh,  and  get  under  fail  with  a  good  breeze.    Pafs  by  the  mouth

Leave  to  the  Eaft  the  entrance  into  I^Ltag  and  LKh'DmuBi 
two  miks  from  the  Sooth  fide  of  the  laft  are  the  dangerous  p$SEn 
of  dm-Jbalvid  StnMii  where^  on  Jme  the  loch,  17199  a  petty 
lebeliion,  pro)e£ted  by  Cardinal  jShercni,  and  to  have  been  fup* 
ported  by  the  Sfmuardsy  was  fuppreflfed.  A  tempeft  dilperied  the 
hoftile  fquadron,  and  only  about  three  hundred .  ibrce»  arrived. 
The  highlanders  made  a  poor  ftand  at  Strtubett'^  but  were  quickly 
put  to  flighty  when  they  had  opportunity  of  deftroyiog  the  king's 
forces  by  rolling  down  Hones  from  the  heigjits.  I  muft  not  omit 
that  among  the  clans  that  appeared  in  arms,  was  a  laige  body  knt 
by  a  neighboring  chieftain,  merely  for  the  batde  of  that  one  day.; 
and  win  or  lofe  was  to  return  home  that  night. 

Pals  through  the  A/Ar«,  buffetted  feverely  on  the  way  by  violent 
fqualls.  Land  on  the  caft  fide  in  the.parifii  of  GiSm-^j^  in  the 
county  of- 
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The  veflel  anchon  three  miles  diftant  on  the  oppofice  fideof  the  bay» 
under 

Walk  up  to  the  chureh-;  and  oblerve  near  it  a  fingular  tree,, 
whofe  boughs  had  bent  to  the  grounds,  and.  taking^  root  formed  a 
ftrange  arbour.  Pafs  by  the  barracks  of  Senenh  built  in  lyas, 
handfome  and  capacious,  defigned  to  hold  two  hundred  men :  at 
prefent  occupied  only  by  a  corporal  and  fix  foldiers.  The  country 
lament  tlua  n^gleft.  They  are  now  quite  fenfible  of  the  good 
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eflbfts  of  the  military,  by  introducing  peace  attd- iecuritjr :  they 
fear  kaft  the  evil  days  Ihould  return,  and  the  antient  thefts  be  re. 
newed,  as  foon  as  die  BanMiH  find  this  protection  of  the  people 
removed. 

Walk  up  the  valley  of  (?A»-£^,  or  the  vale  of  Dteri  vifit  Mn 
Mukfdf  the  minifter,  and  receive  all  the  welcome  that  the  Rts  «i*> 
g^fta  Xkmib  would  permit.  He  (hewed  us,  aba  fmall  diftance  from 
his  boufe,  the  remains  of  a  mine  of  Hadt  ksd^  negle&ed  on  account 
of  the  poverty  of  what  the  adventurers  found  near  the  furface  j  but 
it  is  highly  probable,  that  at  a  proper  depth  it  may  be  found  to 
equal  that  of  OmhtrUmd^ .  A  poor  kind' of  bog  iron  ore  is  alfo 
found  here. 

Above  the  manfe,  on  the  top  of  a  hiU,  is  a  Britijb  fbrtrels,  diked 
round  with  ftone,  and  in  the  middle  is  the  veftige  of  a  circular 
clofure,  perhaps  of  a  building,  the  (belter- of  the  officers.  Within 
fight-  is-  another  of  thefe  retreats^  which  are  called  in  the  Effi^  Ba* 
dhutiy  or^  the  place  of  refuge. 

This  valley  is  the  property  of  Mr.  MdcUod,  of  Dunve^an^  ac- 
quired by  a  marriage  of  an  anceftor  with  a  daughter  of  Lord  Bif- 
Jet  The  parifh  is  of  vaft  extent,  and  comprehends  KmduBrt  and 
Ifvrtb  Mwar,  GUnelg  has  near  feven.  hundred  inhabitants,  all 
proteftants  the  other  two  diftrifts  are  almo(i  entirely  of  the 
pop  fh  perfuafion.  The  reader  who  has  the  curiofity  to  know  the 
number  of  Rman  -  Catbolus  in  thefe  parts  of  North  Britain,  m«f 
fatisfy  his  curiofity  in  the  Appendix,  from  an  abftrad  taken  from 
the  Rlport  made  by  the  gentlemen  appointed  by  the  General 
ABS£MSLY,.in  1760,  to  vilit  thde  remote  higblaads»  juidthCL^ifM^i^ 
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for  the  purpoTe  of  enquiring  into  Uic  ^te  of  foligjoa  ia  dioli 

pares. 

This  part  of  Gkn-EIg  is  dividec?  into  two  vallies ;  Gkn-wmt% 
where  the  barracks  arc,  from  which  is  a  military  road  of  fifty-one 
miles  extent,  reaching  to  Fort-Au^ujius :  the  other  is  Gkn-beg,  The 
parilli  lends  out  a  confidcrable  number  of  cault* :  tlicfe  vaUlCS  VOuJd 
be  femk  m  corn,  was  it  not  for  the  plague  of  ra:n,  which  prevents 
tillage  CO  fuch  a  degree,  that  the  poor  inhabitants  feel  the  iaoie  dif« 
ircfles  as  their  neighbors. 
Danish  forti.  Walk  back  by  the  barracks  to  Glen-i/e^,  to  vlfit  the  celebrated 
edifices  attributed  to  the  Danes :  the  firfl  is  placed  about  two  miles 
from  the  mouth  of  the  valley.  The  more  entire  fide  appears  (rf  t 
jmoft  elegant  taper  form  :  the  pre  lent  height  is  thirty  feet  fix  inches; 
but  i  II  1722,  fome  Got^  purloined  from  the  top,  feven  feet  and  a  half, 
under  pretence  of  applying  the  materials  to  certain  public  buildings. 
By  the  appearance  of  fome  ruins  that  now  lie  at  the  bafc,  and  which 
have  fallen  ofl"  fince  that  time,  I  believe  three  feet  more  may 
be  added  to  the  iicight,  which  will  make  ilic  whole  about  for^. 
one. 

The  whole  is  built  wirli  dn,  walls,  but  the  courfes  moft  beauti- 
fully difpofed.  On  one  fide  !s  a  breach  of  at  Icll  one  quarter  of  the 
Circumference.  The  diameter  within  is  thirty-three  fecc  and  a  half, 
Iflkeo at  a  diftance  of  ten  feet  from  the  bottom;  the  wall  in  that 
put  IS  ieven  feet  four  inches  thick,  but  is  formed  thinner  and 
duoQer  till  k  incbes  the  top,  whofc  breadth  I  forgot  to  caufc 
ID  be  nwafured.  This  infide  wall  is  quite  perpendicular,  fo  that 
llie  iooer  diameter  muft  hare  been  equal  from  top  to  bottom : 

but 
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but  the  exterior  wall  flopes,  encreaUng  in  thickncis  till  it  inches  the 
ground. 

In  the  thickneis  of  the  wall  were  two  galleries ;  one  at  the  lower 
part,  about  fix  feet  two  inches  high,  and  twofeet  five  ac  ihe  bottom. 
Harrowing  to  the  top   flagged,  and  alio  coveted  over  with  great  Rat. 
ftones.  This  gallery  ran  quite  round,  and  thftt  horizontally,  but 
was  divided  mco  apartmenta  :  in  one  place  with  -fix  flags,  placed' 
aquidtftant  hom  each  other;  and  were  acoeflible  above  by  meant  of 
a  hde  fifoai  another  gallery :  into  the  lower  w«ie  two  entrances 
(before  the  ruin  of  the  other  fide  there  had  been  two  othets)  above- 
each  of  thefe  entrances  were  a  row  of  holes,  .numii^  up  to  the  top^ , 
divided  by  flags  appearing  like  flwlves :  near  the  cop  was  a  click 
of  projetfting  ftones,  which  probably  were  intended  to  hold  the  beams- 
that  fomwd  the  roof:-  above  is  another  hole  like  the  former.  None 
of  th^le  openings  pafs  through,  for  thde  is  not  thekft  appearance 
of  window  nor  opening  on  the  outfide  walL  AU  thefe  hoks  are^ 
Iquare  s  are  too  finall  to  admit  the  Human  body,  fo  were  probably 
defig^  co  kdge  aniis,;anddificrent  other  matters,  iecure  from  wee 
or  harm* 

Over  the  firft  gallery  iras  another,..dtvMed  from  it  only,  by  flags.\ 
This  alfo  went  round, .  but  was  ftec  fram  anyfepatatioci :  .the  he^fat  • 
was  five  feet  fix  i  only  twenty,  inches  wide  at  bottom.  This  was'« 
alio  coivered  with  flags  at  top^ 

Ac  M  diltance  above,  in  iStut  brakcn  fides  of  -  the  wall,  -iiaa  another  - 
hole  %  but  it  feemed'too  finaU  for  a  gallery.   The  afi»nt  was  net 
'kfo,  fo  oouM  not  venture  op.   The  height  was  sskes  by  a  liRte* 
koy,,wlio  ferambkd  to  the  top. 

Tiw-cncmioe^wai  a  iquare  kok,  pa  the  Wcftiide^  licfoBe  k  wer»^- 
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the  remains  of  fotne  building;  with  t  narrow  opening  that  kd  to  the 
door.  Alnioft  contiguous  to  this  entrance  or  portico,  was  a  fmall 
circle  formed  of  rudeftones,  which*  was  called  the  foundation  of  the 
Druids  houfes.  It  probably  was  formed  for  fome  religious  purpofei 
I  was  told  there  were  many  others  of  this  kind  fcattered  over  the 
valley. 

At  Ids  than  a  quarter  of  a  mite  didant  from  this  (bands  the  fecond  . 
tower,  on  a  little  flat  on  the  fide  <^.the  hilL  The  form  is  fimilar, 
but  the  number  of  galleries  differs :  here  are  three,  the  loweft  goes 
entirely  round  \  but  at  the  Eaft  end  is  an  aperture  now  of  a  fmall 
depth,  but  once  of  fuch  extent,  that  the  goats  which  Ihelcered  in  it 
were  often  lod  :  on  that  account  the  entrance  WIS  filled  with  ftones. 
This  is  fix  feet  high,  four  feet  two  inches  broad,  and  flagged  aboie 
and  below. 

A  fecond  gallery  was  of  the  fame  height,  but  the  breadth  of  tlie 
floor  only  three  feet  five. 

The  third  gallery  was  of  fuch  difficult  accefs  that  I  did  not  attempt 
to  get  up :  it  was  fo  narrow  and  low,  that  it  was  with  difficulty  that 
the  child  who  climbed  to  it  could  creep  through. 

The  prefent  height  of  this  tower  is  only  24  feet  five  inches ;  the 
diameter  thirty  i  the  thickocls  of  the  lower  part  of  the  wall  twelve 
feet  four. 

I  could  not  perceive  any  traces  of  the  winding  ftairs  mentioned 
by  Mr,  Gordon :  but  as  thf  fc  buildings  have  luffered  greatly  (ince 
that  fjt  [ulcman  faw  thtni,  I  Jiave  no  doubt  of  his  accuracy. 

Thelc  were  in  all  probability  places  of  deft-net* ;  but  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  fay  any  thing  on  the  fubjeft  of  rhcir  origin,  or  by  what 
iutioa  they  were  erected.   They  arc  called  here  Caififa/  Tdiiab^

Tbete  had  been  two  others,  no#  totally  detnolilhed,  and  each 
(named  after  her  children.  Mr.  Gordon  mentions  others  of  this  kind  i 
one  at  Glohiimmt  two  at  Ea/hr  Fmtb  in  Rffs-Jbin^  and  two  or  three 
in  Lord  Rttffn  country }  one  of  which  u  called  tfaei3aw^  JDirMr- 
SBOi  from  an  imaginary  prince,  who  fdg^ied  two  hundred  and  fizty 
years  before  the  OnijUm  era.  This  q>pcars  to  be  fi>  well  dcicribed 
by  an  anoaymoos  writer  in  the  EJmiurgt  miigttine,  that  it 
will  poflibly  be  acceptable  to  the  ie»der  to  find  it  copied  in  the 
Aote*.

But  fome  years  flnce  I  happened,  at  an  andioa 
of  books  in  Lmdm,  to  look  into  a  Frtncb  book,  containing  Gauti^  antiquities,  and 
diCK  I  law  a  print  of  the  reniina  of  a  B^rmHe  temple  in  Frmme,  which  greatly  re- 
iembles  the  tower  I' am  fpeaking  of,  having  Uifie  Ihdvea  ia  it.  Aod,  leading  a 
late  pamphlet  on  the  antiquity  of  the  Frf^fh  lan?-un:^?,  T  think  I  can  partly  trade  tiia 
origin  of  the  n^mc  Dsmadiiia.  i\i  page  ;4,  tl'C  .luthor  fay?,  that  Dnrm  mean?  % 
rwrnt/Jiemi,  io  that  abJomwo\x\d  mean  tne  louad  itone  of  the  prieiU;  tau  tf^  and 
Di  i«  G§dt  at  page  45>  be  fays,  in  the  left  line,  mUm  means  a  place  of  devotion  { 
lb' that  Dtr-na-Di-ulla  will  fignify  tbt  round  fie»t  plact  of  the  totrfirip  ^G§di  ot 
perhaps  it  mir^ht  alluJe  to  fome  rcand  ftonc  prc^r'vrd  «vichin  as  a  facrcd  emblem  of 
divinity.  As  I  am  not  acquainted  with  the  Irijh  language,  if  any  of  your  corrc- 
ipondents  can  give  any  better  account,  cither  of  the  nature  of  fuch  Driudit  ten- 
plea,  or  of  this  name  ieparticQlar^  it  will,  perhaps,  be  accepuble  tB  Othen«  aa. 
w^l  ai  .to  yonr  hamhie  fcrvant.**.  ^ 
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■  The  whole  morning  contirn.u  :l  wet  an  l  boiilcroiis.    In  tlie  even-       Ave.  |* 
ingcrofs  over  to  Skie  :  fee,  near  ihc  lliorc,  cut  on  the  live  rock,  an 
infcription  in  rude  charadlers.    It  mull  iuve  been  of  great  antiquity, 
as  it  was  difcovered  by  the  accidental  digging  oi  peat  ac  the  depth  * 
of  four  feet. 

Weigh  anchor  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  turn  out  with       Avo.  6, 
vind  and  tide  adverfe.   Afteraftruggle  of  three  or  four  miles,  v 
put  into  Loeb-jfum,  or  the  lake  of  hcU»  on  the  hvtnrfs  coaft,  and     Loch -Jv km. 
anchor  about  two  o'dock  near  a  little  ille  on  the  South  fide, 
four  miles  within  the  mouth.  Land  on  the  North  fide,  three  miles 
diftant  from  our  ihip,  and  vific  Mr.  MttUti^  of  Ami/dak:  I 
ihall  never  forget  the  hofpitalitjr  oi  die  hoole:  before  I  could 
utter  a  denial,  three  glafl^  of  rum  cofdialized  widi  jelly  of 
bilberries,  were  poured  into  me  by  the  irrefiftible  hand  of  good 
Madam  Mudtod.  MefiSv.  Ugb/fcoi  and  Stuart  fallied  out  in  high 
(pfrits  to  botanize  :  I  ddcended  to  my  boat  to  make  the  voyage 
of  the  lake. 

Steer  S.  E.  After  a  fiiudl  ^ace  the  water  mdens  into  a  large 
bay,  bending  to  the  Soudi,  which  bears  the  name  of  Bmipkle :  tan. 
fuddenly  to  the  Eaft^  and  ptfs  thtough  a  very  narrow  ftrait,  with  fe- 
▼eral  little  ifles  on  the  outfide  %  the  water  of  a  great  depth,  and  the 
tide  violent.  For  four  miles  before  us  the  loch  was  ftrait,  but  of  an 
oval  form  i  then  fuddenly  contrads  a  fecond  time.  Beyond  that 
was  ancKher  reach,  and  an  inftantaneous  and  agreeable  view  of  a 
g^at  fleet  of  bufles,  and  all  the  bufy  apparatus  of  the  herring 
filhery  i  with  multitudes  of  little  occafional  hovels  and  tents  on  the 
ihore>  for  the  accommodation  of  the  crpwa»  and  of  the  country

people  wlio  fcibft  iiere  at  this  feafon  to  take  and  fell  herriogtM- 
the  Grangers.  An  unexpc^ed  fight,  at  the  diftance  of  chirteai 
miles  from  the  fea,  amidft  the  wildedfcene  in  nature. 

A  litde  farther  the  loch  fuddenly  turns  due  South,  and  has  a- 
very  narrow  inlet  to  a  third  reach  :  this  ftrait  is  fo  (hallow  as  to  be 
£ord«bl«  at  the  ebb  of  fpring-tides  i  yet  has  within,  the  depth  ol 
ten  and  feventcen  fathom :  the  length  is  about  a  mile  -,  the  breadth, 
a  quarter.  About  fevpn  year?  ago  it  was  fo  filled  with  herrings,., 
that  had  crowded  in,  that  the  boats  could  oot.  force  their  way,, 
and  thoufands  lay  dead  on  the  ebb. 

The  fcenery  that  furrounds  the  whole  of  thi';  take  has  an  Aipim 
wildnefs  and  magnificence-,  tlie  InlL^  of  an  enormous  height,  and 
for  the  moft  part  cloathcd  with  cxtenfive  tort^Ils  of  oak  and- 
birch,  often  to  the  very  iummits.  In  many  places  are  exicnfivc 
tradts  of  open  fpace,  verdant,  and  only  varied  with  a  kw  trees 
Ibattered  over  them :  amidft  the  tbickcll  woods  alpire  vaft  grey 
rocks,  a  noble  contraft !  nor  arc  the  lofty  headlands  a  lefs  em- 
.  bellifhment  \  for  through  the  trees  that  wave  on  their  fummit,  is 
an  awful  fight  of  fky,  and  ipinng  fummits     vaft  mountains. 

On  the  Souih  tide,  or  the  country  of  Kuodyart^  are  vaft  num- 
bers of  pines,  fcattered  among  the  other  trees,  and  niultitudes  of 
you:u7;  ones  Ipnnging  up,  A  conflagranoii  had  m:iny  years  ago 
deftroycJ  a  fine  lorclli  a  lois  which  la  a  iiuk  lime,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  will  be  repaired.  Befides  this,  I  can  add  fome  other  pine 
forefts  to  my  former  lift*:  that  ncwc  iMb-marce  \  Aher-\cthy,  and 
Jtotb-murcbu  i  both  belonging  to  gentlemen  of  the  name  oi  (arant  i 
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Clen-moTi^  the  Duke  of  Gordon*^  \  and  GUn-taner^  the  properCf  of 
Lord  Ahoytu,  Our  old  botanifts  arc  filent  about  thefe  Britijb  pro- 
du&ions,  till  the  time  of  Mr.  Evefyn  and  Mr.  MiBPf*  This  fpe- 
cies  of  pine  feem  not  to  have  been  cultivated  in  Ei^kuid^  till  the 
fermer,  asfhe  fays,  received,  fomc  feeds  from  that  unhappy  per- 
fim,  the  late  Marquis  of  Argyie  :  but  Spied,  in  his  chronicle, 
mentions  the  vaft  fize  of  thoie  on  the  banks  of  Lacb  Argicke^  and 
their  fitnefs  for  marts,  as  appeared  by  the  report  from  commil^ 
fioners  fent  there  for  that  purpofe,  in  the  time  of  James  VI  *. 
^aylor^  the  water  p(^t,  fpeaks  in  h\'^h  terms  of  thofe  in  Brae-mar^ 
*'  That  there  arc.  as  many  as  will  Icrvt  to  the  end  ot  the  world, 
•"for  all  the  Ihippes,  carracks,  hoycs,  galleys,  boates,  drumlers, 
*  b^^rkes  and  water  cra&esy,  that  arc  now  in  the  world*  or  can  be 
^thcle  totty  yearcsf.*" 

It  i,  not  wonderful,  that  the  imagination,  amidft  thcfc  dark- 
fomc  and  horrible  fcencs,  Ihould  figure  to  itfclf  ideal  beings,  once 
the  terror  of  the  luperftitious  inhabicanis :  in  lcfs-enlightcn*d  times 
a  dreadful  fpeftre  haunted  thcfc  hills,  fometimes  in.  form  of  a 
great  dog,  a  man,  or  a  thin  gigantic  hag  called  Glas^Hch,  The 
exorcift  was  called  in  to  drive  away  thclc  evil  Genii :  he  formed' 
circle  within  circle>  uled  a  multitude  ot  cIkuids,  forced  the  D^mon 
from  ring  to  ring,  till  he  got  ic  into  the  lift  entrenchmc-nt,  when,, 
if  it  proved  very  obftinate  by  addinp;  new  Ipells,  he  nevLi  imlcd  of 
conquering  t\\c  evil  Ipiiic,  who,  like  ih<ic  which  hauatcd  the 
daughur  ot\^^«tf/,  was

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with  a  rengeance  Tent 
From  Mbdia  poft  to  Mjjpt,  there  fail  bound. 

*  In  our  return  from  the  extremity  of  this  fequeftered  ijpoC,  are 
moft  agreeably  amufed  with  meeting  at  leaft  a  hundred  boats,  row. 
ing  to  the  place  we  were  leaving, 'to  lay  their  necs^  while  the  per- 
fons  on  ihore  were  bulled  in  lighting  fires,  and  preparing  a  wptSt 
for  their  companiont*  agatoft  their  return  from  their  coiUboe 
work. 

So  unexpedled  a  prafpe<%  of  the  bufy  haunt  of  men  and  ihipi 
in  this  wild  and  romantic  traft,  afforded  thia  agreeable  reflediofl : 
.that  there  is  no  parcof  our  .dominions  £b  remote,  fo  ixihofpiubl^ 
?nd  fo  unprofitable,  a»  to  dei^  employ  and  livelihood  to  thou- 
iands }  and  that  there  are  no^iarts  (b  poliihed,  fo  improved,  and  fo 
fertile,  but  which  mufl:  ftoop  to  receive  advantage  from  the  drear/ 
fpois  they  fo  affeftcdly  defpife  ;  and  mufl:  be  obliged  to  acknow- 
Jcgc  the  mutual  dependency  of  parr  on  parr,  howfoevcr  remotely 
placed,  and  howfoever  different  in  modes'  or  manner  of  living, 
£barUs  Brandon'' &  addrefs  to  his  royal  fpoufe  mx^  well  be  applied 
:to  both  extremes  of  our  ide : 

Cloth  of  gold,  do  not  defpife, 
Altho'  thou  art  match'd  with  cloth  of  6iMt 
.  Cloth  of  frizc,  be  not  too  bold, 

Ahho*  dioa  art  mattk'd  with  cloth  of  gold. 

lleturn  to  Amtfdah\  and  pafs  a  moft  cheartul  evening.  Mr. 
JJghtfoot  returned  happy  in  having  found  the  azalea  procumheru : 
Mr.  Stuart  ioaden  vdth  £ae  fpecimens  of  mumtbitt  and  black 
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Return  on  board  at  midnight :  the  night  roofl  excefllve  dark  ^ 
but  tvcry  ftroke  of  our  oars,  every  progrelfivc  motion  of  our  boat, 
flung  a  moft  refplendent  glory  around,  and  left  lb  long  and  lumi- 
nous a  train  in  our  wake,  as  more  than  compenfited  the  want  of 
ftars  in  the  firmamenC.  This  appearance  was  occafioned  by  myri* 
ads  of  nodilucous  iV^m'iir,  tluu  inhabit  the  ocean,,  and  on  every 
agitation  become  at  certain  times  apparent,  and  often  remain 
fiicking  to  the  oars,  and,  like  gl  jw'worms,  give  a  fine  light.  Mr. 

informed  us,  that  they  were  moft  brilliant  before  rain 
and  tempefts.  He  was  not  deceiyed  in  his  prediftions. 

There  is  not  an  inftance  of  any  country  having  made  fo  fudden 
a  change  in  its  morals  as  this  I  have  juft  viQted,  .and  the  vaft  traA 
.intervening  between  thefe  coafts  and  Loeh-nefi,  Security  and  ci- 
vilization poffirfi  every  part^  yet  thirty  years  have  not  elapfed 
fince  the  whole  was  a  den  of  thieves,  of  the  tnoft  extraordinary 
.kind.  They  conduced  their  plundering  excurfions  with  the  utmoft 
policy,  and  reduced  the  whole  art  of  theft  Into  a  regular  fyftem. 
From  habit  it  loft  all  the. appearance  of  criminality:  they  confi- 
dered  it  as  laboring,  in  their  vocation ;  and  when  a  party  was 
fiirmed  for  an  expedition  againft  their  neighbor's  property,  they 
and  their  friends  prayed  as  earneftly  to-  heaven  for  fucceft,  as  if. 
they  were  engaged  in  the  nx>ft  laudable  defign. 

The  conftant  petition  at  grace  of  the  old  highland  chieftains, 
was  delivered  with  great  fervor,  in  thefe  terms  :  *  Lord  !  Turn  the    Tifa»  oaAci. 
f^VforU  upfide  down^  that  ebrfiians  may  make  bread  out  of  it.'  The 
pljun  Engli/b  of  this  pious  requeft  was.  That  the  world  might  be« 
come,  for  their  benefit,  a  fcene  of  rapine  and  confufion. 

They  paid  a  iacred  regard  to  their  oathj  but  as  fuperftition 
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rouft,  among  a  ict  of  BanMtH^  wMSskf  fupcdede  pieCji  each, 
like  the  dilHnft  cafts  of  hiMam^  had  his  pardcttUr  oljeft  of  ve« 
neratton :  one  would  fwear  upon  his  and  diead  the  penalty 
of  perjury  ^  yet  make  no  fcrople  of  forfwearing  hunfelf  upon  the 
bible :  a  feoond  would  pay  the  iiime  reipeft  to  the  name  of  his 
chieftain :  a  third  again  would  be  rooft  Tcligioofly  bound  hf  the 
iacKd  book :  and  a  fourth,  regard  none  of  the  three,  and  be  cit> 
dited  only  if  he  fwore  b^  his  cnicifix.  It  was  alwiqrs  necefiary 
to  difcover  the  inclination  of  the  pecfon,  before  you  put  him  to  the 
teft :  if  the  oljcft  of  bis  veneration  was  miftaken,  the  oath  was 
of  no  fignification. 

The  gitateft  robbers  were  ufid  to  prelcrvc  hofpitality  to  thofe 
that  came  to  their  hou&s,  and,  like  the  wild  Arahsy  oUerved  the 
ftrideft  honor  towards  their  guefts,  or  thofe  that  put  implicit  con* 
.fidence  in  them.  TheJCMm^sr,  two  common  thieves,  took  the 
young  pretender  under  proteftion,  and  kept  him  with  faith  iQvio> 
late,  notwithftanding  they  knew  an  Immenfe  reward  was  offcied 
for  his  head.  They  often  robbed  for  his  fiipport,  and,  to  fupply  him 
with  linen,  they  once  fuiprized  the  beggagie  hories  of  one  of  our 
general  officers.  They  often  went  in  dilgotle  to  bvenrfs  to  boy 
jwovifions  for  him.  At  length,  a  very  oonfiderable  tune  after, 
one  of  thefe  poor  iellows,  who  had  virtue  to  relift  the  temptation 
lOf  thirty  tlioufaod  pounds,  was  hanged  for  Aealing  a  cow,  value 
thirty  (hillings. 

The  greateft  crime,  among  thefe  felons,  was  that  of  infidelity 
^iniong  themfelves :  the  criminal  underwent  a  fummary  trial,  and, 
if  convidled,  never  miHed  of  a  capital  puniihment.  The  chief* 
4ain  had  his  oflkci3»  and  difierent  departments  of  govenuneflt} 
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fie  M  ills  judges  to  whom  he  entruOed  the  decifion  of  tU  ci?il  dU^ 
putcf :  but  io  criminsl  caofes,  the  chkf,  alfifted  perhaps  by  foae 
£ivorites,  always  undertook  the  procds. 

The  principal  men  of  hb  hmHy,  or  his  officers,  fonned  hit 
council  I  where  every  thing  was  debated  fcipefting  their  cxpedi* 
ttons.  Eloquence  was  hel^  in  great  efteem  among  them,  fbr  bf 
chat  they  could  ibmetimes  work  on  their  chieftain  to  change  hk 
opinion ;  Ibr,  notwithftanding  he  kqic  the  form  of  a  council,  he 
always  referved  the  decifive  vote  in  himlelf. 

When  one  man  had  a  claoie  on  another^  but  wanted  power  t» 
make  It  good,  it  was  bekl  lawful  ibr  him  to  flcal  from  hlk 
debtor'  as  many  cattle  as  would  fatisly  hb  demand,  prodded  he 
ient  notice  (as  ibon  as  be  got  out  of  reach  of  purfuit)  that  he  hsd 
them,  a^d  would  return  them,  provided  fiuiifa&bn  was  made  oft 
a  certain  day  agreed  on. 

When  a  creacb  or  great  expedition  had  been  made  againft  dif- ' 
tant  herds,  the  owners,  as  foon  as  difcovery  was  made,  rofe  in 
arms,  and  with  all  their  friends,  made  indant  purfuit,  tracing  the 
cattle  by  their  track  for  perhaps  fcores  of  miles.  Their  niceQr  in 
diftinguifhing  that  of  their  cattle  from  thofe  that  were  only  cafii« 
ally  wandering,  or  driven,  was  amazingly  fagacious.  As  foon  as 
they  arrived  on  an  eftatc  where  the  track  was  loft,  they  immedi- 
ately attacked  the  proprietor,  and  would  oblige  him  to  recover 
the  track  from  his  land  forwards,  or  to  make  good  the  lois  they  had 
fuftained.  This  cuftom  had  the  force  of  law,  which  gave  CO  the 
highlandcrs  this  fiirprizing  (kill  in  the  arc  of  tracking. 

It  has  been  obfervcd  before,  that  to  ftcal,  rob  and  plunder 
wuh  dexterity,  was  citeemed  as  the  bigbdi  ad  of  heroiiin.  The 
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•IMs  between  the  great  families  was  one  graac  ca«i(e.  Tliere  wM- 

not  a  chieftain  but  that  kept,  in  fome  remote  valley  in  the  clepdi 
of  wcK>ds  and  rocks,  whole  tribes  of  thieves  in  ieacliiic&%  to  let 
«k>ofe  aga :n!l  his  neighbors;  when,  from  IboM  public  or  private 
•teaibn,  be  did  not  judge  it  expedient  to  relent  opcnljr  any  real  or 
imaginary  affront.  From  this  motive  th^  greater  «'*»igffflin- 
n>bbers  always  fupported  the  lefler,  and  encouraged  no  Ibrt  of- 
improvement  on  their  eftates  but  what  promoted  rapine. 
8i»Ewim*Ca-  '^^^  grcateft  of  the  heroes  in  the  laft  century,  was  Sir  Ewm' 
CameroHy  whole  life  is  given  in  the  other  volume.  He  long  re- 
filled the  power,  of  Cremwely  but  at  length  was  forced  to  fubmit. 
Jtie  lived  in  the  neighborhood  ut  the  garnlon  fixi-d  by  the  nfurpcr 
at  hmer  lacby.  His  vaifals  perfiilcd  in  their  theits,  'tiii  Crom^ 
wel  fcnt  orders  to  the  commanding-officer,  that  on  the  next  rob- 
bery he  (hould  leizc  on  the  chief[ain,  and  execute  him  in  twenty-four 
hours,  in  cafe  the  thief  was  not  dciivcrcd  to.  juCkice.  An  ad  of 
rapine  loon  happened:  S\v  Ewin  received  the  melTage  ;  who,  irv- 
ftcad  of  Kivini^  himfclf  the  trouble  of  looking  out  for  the  offen- 
der, iaid  hold  ol'  il.c  firlt  icUow  lie  tnct  with,  fcnt  him  boiind  to- 
Inver-lochy^  where  he  was  inllantly  hanged.  C  /,  by  this  fc- 
vcrity,  put  a  Hop  to  thcfe  excefles,  *till  the  time  of  the  reftorar 
tion,  when  they  were  renewed  with  double  violence,  *till  the  year 

KoB-Rox«  M-R^  Mae  greger  was.  another  diftinguiihed  Hero  in  the  lat- 
ter end  of  the  laft»  and  the  beginning  of  tlie  preient  century.. 
He  contributed  gieady  towards  forming  hts  profeflion  into  a  fci- 
cnce  I  and  cftabliihing  the  police  above  tneatiooed.  The  duke  of. 
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futminfi  unfbitumtely  was  his  neighbor:  Rob->R0f  ffcqqendf 
laved  his  grace  the  trouble  of  coHcding  his  rents  ^  ufed  to  eactorc 
them  from  the  tenantSt  uA  at  the  fame  time  give  them  format 
dtfcharges.  But  it  was  neither  in  the  piower  of  the  duke  or  of 
any  of  the  gentleniear  he  plundered  to  bring  him  to  juftice, 
firongly  proteded  was  he  by  fevcral  great  men  to  whom  he  was 
ufeful.  Roy  had  his  good  qualities :  he  fpenc  his  revenue  gener- 
oudy }  and  ftrange  to  fay,  was  a  true  fHeod  to  the  widow  and 
orphan. 

Every  period  of  time  gives  new  improvement  to  the  arts.   A  Ludowscs  Ca« 
fon  of  Sir  Ewm  Cameron  reiined  on  thofe  of  Ro^Rtff  and  in- 
fiead  of  diflTipating  his  gains,  accumulated  wealth.   He,  like 
natban  IVild-  the  Greats  never  ftole  with  his  own  hands,  but  cofl- 

duiftcd  his  commerce  with  an  addrefs,  and  to  an  extent  unknown 
before.  He  employed  fevern!  companies,  and  fct  the  more  adroit 
knaves  at  their  head;  anc!  never  lliflcrcd  merit  to  go  unrewarded. 
He  never  openly  received  their  plunder ;  but  employrd  :incnt:s  to 
piirchife  from  them  their  cattle.  He  acquired  conliclcrablc  pro- 
perty, which  he  was  forced  to  leave  behind,  after  the  battle  of 
Culhdtn  gave  the  fatal  blow  to  all  their  greatnefs. 

The  laft  of  any  eminence  was  the  crk  brated  Barrifdak,  who  Mac-dcmalo  of 
carried  thefc  arts  to  the  higheft  pitch  of  perfedion  :  befidcs  ex- 
erting all  the  common  praftices,  he  improved  that  article  of  com- 
merce called  the  bhck-meal  to  a  degree  beyond  what  was  ever 
known  to  his  predeceflbrs.  This  was  a  foiccu  levy,  fo  called  iruin 
its  being  commonly  paid  in  meal,  which  was  raifed  far  and  wide 
on  the  cftatc  of  every  nobleman  and  gentleman,  in  order  that  their 
cattle  might  be  fecured  from  the  lelTer  thieves,  over  whom  he  fe- 
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erctif  ptefided,  and  proMAed.  He  railed  an  income  of  five  huiu 
dred  a  year  bf  dwfe  Ouks  i  and  behaved  with  genuine  honor  in 
reltoring,  on  proper  confideration,  the  ftolen  cattle  of  his  friends. 
In  tbia  he  bore  fome  re&mblance  to  our  jfcfuakmi  but  di&red» 
m  obierving  a  ftri^  fidelity  towardi  his  own  gang ;  yet  he  was 
Indefatigable  in  bringing  to  juftice  any  rogues  that  interfered  with. 
his  own.  He  was  a  man  of  a  polifhed  behaviour,  fine  addrcfs, 
.and  fine  perfon.  He  contidercd  hiniltli' m  a  very  high  light,  a5 
a  bcnefaf^or  to  the  public,  and  prclerver  of  general  tranquillity  j 
for  on  the  filver  plates,  the  ornameats  of  his  fiakUickt.  lie  thus. 
addrelTes  his  brqad-fword,

.   out^  we  found  a  vaft  fwdl  from  the  fury  of  the  hft  night's  fbrm  |. 
the  waves-  mountanous, .  but,  thanks  to  a  g^tle  breesie^  we  made, 
our  way  finely  through  thenv. 

Fsis  on  the  Eaft,  .iWlr-Mv^,  or  the  lake  of  Heaven,  a  fine 
and  pidurdque  inlet. 

Ptl-mtmr  where  finaU  craft  may.  lie.   About  half  a  mile  inlandt 
.fiooi.  this  bay  is  the  great  0%ih- water  lake  called  Loch-morreri. 
uatt  is  the  ooontry  of  Jripug\  and  its  cdebrattd  i»oint :  for.  within. 
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this,  a  little  to  the  South,  in  Lccb-nan-Ma^  9t  the  hay  ef  cavis, 
landed  the  young  pretender,  on  July  25,  174.51  and  from  hence 
concluded  his  Phaetontic  expedition,  September  20th  of  the  follow- 
ing year.  The  two  frigates  that  lay  rht-rc  in  May  of  the  fame  fum- 
Hicr,  with  arms  and  ammunition,  iiad  an  en<^agement  off  thi^  point 
with  two  of  ours  ;  and  mamtamcd  their  itation.  Tlicy  landed 
part  of  their  ftorcs,  h\M  finding  the  caufc  defpcratc,  returned  to 
France  with  fcveral  of  the  tiigiiives  from  the  battle  oiCulbden. 

Sail  by  Locb  Hallycrt^  and  the  country  of  Moydart^  the  moft 
fouthcriy  part  of  the  (hire  of  Inverness.  Leave  to  the  Weft  the 
point  of  Slate  in  Skie :  the  vaft  hills  of  Bla-ven  and  Cuchullin 
open  to  view  :  then  fucceeds  the  mountanous  Rum  ;  keep  ciuie  un- 
der the  ifle  of  Egg^  diftinguiflied  by  the  lofty  fpirc  of  Squr-egg. 
Pals  immediately  under  the  point  of  ylyJ-ua-murdum,  the  moll 
northern  part  of  /lnjlcj7j!fc.  Turn  into  th*:  found  or  Afuu,  a  fine 
opening  five  miles  broad  :  to  the  E.  of  the  point  m  Loih-junart, 
penetrating  deeply  into  the  country  of  Marvem.  At  the  head, 
IS  Strontian^  noted  for  a  lead  mine.  About  nine  a'dock.  at  night, 
anchor  in  Tebir  Mahn  baf,  in  the  ifle  a£ 
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This  bay  »  a  moft-  beautiful  circular  bafon,  ibrined  by  JtjUl  on 
one  lide^  and  the  iile  of  Cahe  on  the  other.  All  the  banks  are 
verdant  and  embelliflied  at  this  time  with  three  cafcades.  It 
takes  its  name  from  a  chapel  and  well,  dedicated  to  the  Virgin 
Maiy,  Here  in  1588  the  Florida,  one  of  Pittip's  invincible  Jr- 
uhlowa  up  after  the.difperfion  of  the  float:  iome  fay  by 
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iccident  i  others  by  the  defperite  refolution  of  a  Scottbnum,  Se- 
veral attempts  were  made  to  recover  the  funk  treafure.  One  in 
1688,  by  IVtUiam  Sacbeverel  E(({\  who  fitted  up  diving  bells  1  and 
tried  them  with  fuccefs  at  the  depth  of  ten  fathom :  and  repoit 
fays,  he  got  up  much  treafure.  A  piece  of  the  wreck  was  givca 
ific  by  an  old  inhabitant  of  the  place  j  to  be  prcfcrved  In  memory 
of  this  fignal  providence,  fo  beautifully  acknowlegcd  by  Queen  ■ 
MMztbeib  ia  the  motto  of  the  medal  ftruck  00  the  occaUoa : 

In  this  bay  alfo  the  unfortunate  Earl  of  Argyie  may  be  faid  to 
have  wrecked  both  life  and  fortune,  in  the  year  1686:  for  in  this 
place  he  made  the  firft  landing  with  a  few  friends,  in  his  fatal  in- 
vafion  in  concert  with  the  unhappy  Duke  of  Monmcuth.  The  moft 
inhuman  niL-dal  I  ever  lavs  fnext  to  that  in  menjory  of  the  mafla' 
ere  of  Parts^  by  Charles  IX.)  is  one  in  my  poffcfiion,  ilruck  by 
James  II.  on  occafion  of  the  lad  cataftrophe  of  thefe  two  noble* 
men.  Their  heads  ate  placed  on  two  altars,  at  whofe  bafe  aic 
their  bleeding  corpfes :  the  motto, 

A  little  north  is  Bb§^  bay,  lb  called  from  a  6a-fight  between 

a  MaC'donald  of  the  iHes,  and  his  fon.  The  former  was  fupportcd 
by  lienor  Obhar  Mackane^  the  lame,  who  died  glorioufly  at  the 
battle  of  Floddm,  coveting  bis  monarch,  Jmis  IV*  from  the  ammi 
of  the  EiigUfii  archers. 

On  the  oppofite  Ibore  of  Morvem  is  Dtmsihgsl,  a  ruined  caftk 
of  the  Mubmt.  In  this  the  rebels  of  1719  pat  a  imaU  gw> 
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rifon }  which  iooa  furreodeicd  to  one  of  our  men  of  war  that 

attacked  it. 

Leave  J'ol'er  Moire  at  ef^ht  o'clock  in  the  morning  ;  and  about        Avo,  9. 
half  an  hour  pafl  ten,  anchor  oppofue  10  Aros  caftle,  feated  on  a  Aaoi. 
rock  above  the  lea,  an.l  uncc  a  Icat  of  Mac-donaU  of  the  ifles. 
At  the  foot  of  the  rock  13  the  ruin  of  an  oval  pier,  where  he 
&cured  his  boats. 

Breakfad  with  Mr.  Camphel^      AroSy  and  colltft  a  few  par- 
culars  of  this  rougli  ifland  :  that  it  is  twenty-four  Scotch  miles  long, 
and  about  the  fame  in  breadth  •,  that  it  is  divided  into  three  great  Mutt, 
parilbes,  viz.  Tcracy^  Rofs^  atid  Kilmore,  or  Kil  nintany  containing    'Om*  accoukt 
in  all  near  four  thoulund  catcchifable  perfonsi  that  it  is  in  general- 
rocky  and  barren,  and  does  not  yield  corn  enough  for  its  inhabi- 
tants \  that  it  fends  out  annually  about  eighteen  hundred  head  of 
cattle,  ibid  from  thirqr  tO'fiity  fliilUiigi  t-piece-,  that  there  are 
but  fcM  (heep ;  thtt<  the  glaziers-  have  fufioied  greatly  this  year  . 
by  the  lofi  of  cactlei  but  that  none  of  the  people  have  as  yec 
migrated.  That  the  ufual<  manure  is  (hell  fand,. which  the  far- 
mers proeure  from  Tk-^,.  That  there  is  coal  in  the  illand  nearly- 
inacceiOble  by.the  badnefs  of  the  roads  l  and  that  this  moftim^ 
portant  articlei»  which  alone  would  bring  wealth  and  comfon  to  the 
iiles,  is  unaccountably  ntgkdedf 

1^  tlland  ori^naUy-  was  part<  of  the*dominions  the£«nfr  §f 
iing  ^tS\  but  in  after-times  became  the  pofleflioaof  the  antient 
and  valiant  famiiy  of  the  MacluMtSt  who  (till  reta^  half.  TJie 
other  moiety  is  the  litigated  property  of  the  duke  of  Jj'gyk  whole 
aaceftor  poi&lXQd  •himteif -of  it  in  -i674» .  on  accouot -of  a  debt :  and 
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after  the  courts  of  law  had  made  an  adjudication  in  his  favor,  IiQ 
was  obliged  to  fupport  their  decree  by  force  of  arms. 

Sail  again  down  the  Soundy  which  in  general  is  about  four  miles 
broad  :  the  coaft  on  both  fides  (lopes  and  is  patched  with  coni« 
Maafsav.      land.   The  northetii  ooaft  is  iliirwnVi  the  celebrated  countiy  of 
FingaL 

Leave  on  that  fide  Locb-ayHn^  a  fafe  harbour,  with  a  moft  coo-' 

trailed  entrance.  A  litde  farther  is  Cajik-ardtomifiy  a  ruin  on  a 
low  headland  jutting  into  the  found,  where  in  1461,  ^Citii  Earl  of 
Rofsy  and  lord  of  the  ifles,  lived  in  regal  Itace*.  His  treaty  with 
Edward  IV.  is  dated,  €X  (ofieiio  n^roAsiD'THoaiaii  OQ^,  19.  A.  D* 

1461 +. 

0'.\  the  AiuS  fide  is  AL^c-ai'trfler'i  bay,  and  bt^low  that,  where 
CAiTbi-svAar.  the  found  opens  to  the  Ealt  is  Cafik'duart,  once  the  feat  of  the 
Mackanes,  lords  of  the  illand ;  but  now  garrifoned  by  a  lieutenant 
and  a  detachment  from  Fori-JVi'diam.  Morvem,  near  yirdtcmijbt 
•begins  to  grow  lofty  and  wooded  j  and  M^ii  beyond  this  calUe 
Jlppears  very  niuuntanous. 

Traverfe  the  broad  water  of  Lcch-lirtnbi,  which  leads  up  to 
Locbaber.  I  lave  a  fine  vie^v  of  tlic  vaft  mountains,  and  the  pic- 
turcique  hills  of  Glen-io.  Fafs  the  fouthern  end  oi  L{i7iwrr,  and 
ftecr  north  between  that  i(le  and  Middle  Lorn,  Sail  by  the  lik  of 
Siaaiaa  mt*  Kerrera^  noted  for  the  death  of  /Ikxander  II.  in  1 249,  while  he 
lay  there  with  a  mighty  fleet  meditating  the  conqueft  of  the  H*- 
brides^  then  poflefred  by  the  Norwegians. 
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pppotice  to  this  ifland,  in  tam^  is  tbe  btyof  OAmt,  where  are  the 
cuftoai-houre  and  poft-office. 

On  a  great  rock  within  land,  precipitous  on  three  fides,  is  the 
callleof  DuKolfyf  once  thcrcnc^cnce  of  the  chieftains  of  Lem. 

Continue  our  courfe ;  and  pafllng  with  difficulty  through  a  very 
narrow  found,  formed  by  the  Jlan  Beacb^  and  the  main-land,  arrive 
in  a  fine  bay.  Anchor  under  the  antient  caftle  of  Dun-stafpagb, 
or  Stephttfs  Mount  and  inftantly  receive,  and  accept,  a  inoft  polite 
invitation  from  the  owner,  Mr.  Camphd. 

This  caftle  is  fabled  to  have  been  founded  by  Ewin^  a  PIFfiffj  DvK-irArraQi. 
monarch,  cotcmporary  with  Julius  Cafar^  naming  it  after  liinilclf 
Evomum,  In  fadt,  the  founder  is  unknown  but  it  is  certainly  of 
great  antiquity,  and  the  firft  feat  of  the  PiSiiJh  and  Scottijh  princes. 
In  this  place  was  lone;  preferved  the  famous  Itone,  the  Palladium  of 
North-Britain  brought,  iays  Lcgtnd^  out  of  Spain^  where  it  was  firft 
ufed  as  a  feat  of  jufticc  by  Gethalus^  coeval  with  Mcfes.  It  continued 
here  as  the  coronation-chair  till  the  reign  of  Kenneth  tiiefecond,  who 
removed  it  to  Sme^  in  order  to  fccurc  his  reign  i  for,  according  to  the 
inli:iription, 

Ni  faUatfatuon,  5"r?/;,  quocunque  loc*tuBi 
lAvesiCQtlapidein,  regnare  teaentur  ibidem* 

Mr.  CampMihiewtd  tome  a  very  pretty  little  ivory  image,  found 
in  a  ruinous  part  of  the  caftle^  that  was  certainly  cut  in  memory  of 
this  chair,  and  appears  to  have  been  an  inauguration  fculpture.  A 
crowned  monarch  is  repreJented  fittingJn  it,  with  a  book  in  one  hand* 
ai  if  going  to  take  the  coronation  oath. 

The  caftle  is  fquare  i  the  infide  only  eighty.ieven  feet  i  partly 
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ruiaoua/partly  habitable.  At  three  of  the  comers  are  round  towen* 
one  of  them  projcfts  very  little.  The  entrance  is  towards  the  fea  at 
prefent  by  a  fl  air-cafe,  in  old  times  probably  by  a  draw-bridge,  which 
fell  from  a  little  gateway.  The  mafonry  appears  very  antient ;  the 
tops  battlemcnted.  This  pile  is  I'eated  on  a  rock,  whofc  fides  have 
been  pared  to  render  ic  precipicousy  and  co  aiake  ic  conform  to  the 
ihape  of  the  caftle. 

In  1307,  this  caftle  was  pofTcfled  by  Alexander  Mac-dougal^  lord  of 
ArgyJcy  a  friend  to  the  En7jijh  \  but  was  that  ytar  reciiKed  by 
Rchcrt  Bruce,  when  Mac-deugal  fucd  tor  peace  with  that  prince,  and 
was  received  nuj  favor  *. 

I  find,  about  the  year  1455,  this  to  have  been  a  refidence  of  the 
Ijirdsof  the  ijles  ;  for  here  yaw^jlaO:  earl  of  Douglas^  after  his  defeat 
in  Annandale  f,  fled  to  Donald  the  reguius  of  the  time,  and  prcvaled 
on  him  to  take  arms,  and  carry  on  a  plundering  war,  againft  iiis 
monarch  James  tliefecond. 

At  a  fmall  diftance  from  the  caftle  is  a  ruined  chapel,  once  an 
elegant  building,  and  at  one  end  an  inclofure,  a  family  cemetery, 
built  in  1740.  Oppotue  to  thefeis  a  high  precipice,  ending  abrupt, 
and  turning  fuddenly  toward  the  South-Eaft.  A  perfon  concealed 
in  the  recefs  of  the  rock,  a  little  beyond  the  angle,  iurprizcs  friends 
ftationed  a-L  loinc  diihiacc  beneath  the  precipice,  with  a  very  remark- 
able cciio  of  any  word,  or  eveji  kntence  he  pronounces,  which  reaches 
the  laft  diftiiid  and  unbroken.  The  repetition  is  finglcj  but  remark- 
ably ckur. 

After  breakfaft  ride  along  the  edge  of  a  beautiful  bay,  widi 
*  Bmrim,  f  Uvea  oftbe  Dn^fiifit,  soj* 
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ibe  borders  fertile  in  fpou*  The  bear  almoft  npe.  Cinis  a  ferry- 
it  Cmnelox  Conf  built  or  the  raging  flood,  from  a  furious  cataraA  of  ^^^^  CoHKiti 
ftlc  water,  at  the  ebb  of  fpring  tides.  This  place  is  the  difcharge  of 
the  waters  of  Loch-ethe  into  the  fea ;  where  it  fuddenly  contrafls  to 
afiniU  breadth;  and  immediately  above,  certain  rocks  jut  out,  which 
more  immediately  dirrft:  the  vafl  pent-up  waters  to  this  little  ftrait, 
where  they  gulh  out  with  amazing  violence^  and  form  a  fall  of  near 
ten  feet. 

Z.cch-cthe  runs  far  up  tiie  country,  and  receives  the  waters  of  LocH'Erirt* 
Ijich-aw  at  Bunjzv.  Here  is  at  times  a  confiderable  falmon  filh- 
cry-,  but  at  prcltnc  very  poor.  See  at  a  diltance,  on  the  northern  ■ 
bank,  the  lite  of  Ard-cbaUan,  a  priory  of  monks  of  Fallis  Caulium 
founded  A.  D.  12.^0,  by  Duncan  Mac-coul^  anceftor  of  the  Aiac- 
dougals  of  Lorn.  Here  Robert  Bruce  is  faid  to  have  iield  a  par- 
lement  j  but  more  probably  a  council,  for  he  remained  long 
mafler  of  this  country,  before  he  got  entire  pofleiiion  of 
Scotlafd. 

A  mile  from  Cofmel,  near  the  Ihorc,  is  Dun-mac.  Sniochain^  the  Bir.econ(om. 
tntient  Beregomum^  or  Serogomum.  The  foundation  of  this  city, 
as  it  is  called,  is  attributed,  by  Apocryphal  hiftory,  to  FergusM.  and 
was  called  the  Chief  in  Scotland  for  many  ages  :  It  was  at  beft  fuch  a 
city  as  C^efar  found  in  our  ifland  at  the  time  of  his  invafion  ;  an 
Opptdum,  or  fortified  town,  placed  in  a  thick  wood,  furrounded  with 
a  ramparc  and  fols,  apKicf  ot  retreat  trorn  invaders*.  Along  the 
top  of  the  beach  is  a  railed  niountl,  tiie  defence  againrt:  a  fudden 
landing.    Tins,  from  the  idea  of  here  having  been  a  city,  is  ftykd, 
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Straid^mkargdi^  or  market-ftreet :  within  this  are  two  rude  eceft 
columns,  about  fix  feet  high,  and  nine' and  a  half  in  gireh  :  bdttnd 
theiib  a  peat>moft :  on  one  fide  a  range  of  low  hilb,  at  whofe 
ncarefl"  extremity  is  an  entrenchment  called  Dun-valire,  On  the 
Wcftern  fide  of  the  morafs  is  an  oblong  infulated  hill,  on  whole 
fummit,  the  country-people  fay,  there  had  been  feven  towers; 
I  Gould  only  perceive  three  or  four  excavations^  of  no  certain 
form,  and  a  dike  round  them. 

In  moft  parts  of  the  hill  are  dug  up  great  quantities  of  different 
forts  of  pumices,  or  fcoria^  of  different  kinds :  of  them  one  is  the 
fumex  cinerarius  j  the  other  the  P.  molaris  of  LimiMs ;  the  laft  very 
much  refembling  Ibme  that  Mr.  batiks  favored  me  with  from  the 
ifland  of  Iceland.  The  hill  is  doubtlcis  ilxz  work  of  a  iwftmw,  of 
which  this  is  not       only  veftige  in  Norib-Britain, 

Ride  on  a  line  roail  to  Ard-mucbna^c,  the  kat  of  the  Iztt  Sir  Duncan 
Campbel',  a  very  liandiome  houfe,  and  wt-ll  h::iil'hcd.  Sir  Duncan^  at 
the  age  of  forty  began  to  plant,  and  lived  to  lee  the  cxtcTifi  vc  planta- 
tions in  his  garden,  and  on  the  pifturefque  hills  round  his  lands, 
arrive  to  perfettion.  The  country  about  rifcs  into  a  lofty  but 
narrow  eminence,  now  finely  wooded,  extending  in  a  curvature, 
forming  one  fide  of  an  enchanting  bay  i  the  other  impending  over 
the  fea. 

On  iny  return  obferve,  near  the  hill  of  the  feven  towers,  a 
Bruidical  c\rc\ty  formed  of  round  ftones  placed  clofe  together.  The 
area  is  twenty-fix  feet  in  dian.eter  i  and  about  ten  feet  diflant  from  the 
outfide  is  an  ercd  pillar  Icven  feet  high.  At  fuch  Hones  as  theie^ 
my  learned  friend,  the  late  Dr.  fFiiitam  Boriaft*,  remarks^  might 

have 
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liave  ftood  the  officers  of  the  high  prieft,  to  cooimaad  fiknoe  amot^ 
the  people  or  fome  inferior  peribfi,  verfed  in  the  ceretnoniei,  to 
oblenre  that  none  vereoniitced»  by  warning  the  oflkiating  prieft^ia 
cafe  any  efcaped  his  memory. 
Return,  and  lie  on  board. 

Weigh  anchor  at  lix o'dock  in  the  morning.  Sail  by  the  back  Av«vit]i«. 
of  Lfich-ml  hill,  forming  a  moft  beautiful  crdbeot^  partly  culti^ 
Tated^  partly  covered  with  wood  to  the  fummit.  Land  near  the 
'  North  end  of  the  ille  of 

L    t    S    M    O    R  St 

vhich  is  about  nine  mile?  long,  one  and  a  half  broad,  and  contains 
about  fifteen  hundred  inhabitants  *.  It  derives  its  name  from  Z/W- 
nwr,  or  the  great  garden  :  but  tradition  fays  it  was  originally  a  great 
deer  foreft  and,  as  a  proof,  multitudes  of  flag  horns  of  un- 
common fizcs  are  perpetually  dug  up  in  the  moflTcs.  At  prefent 
there  is  fcarce  any  wood  ;  but  the  lelTcr  vegetables  grow  with 
uncommon  vigour.  The  chief  produce  of  the  land  is  bear  and 
oats.  The  firft  is  raifed  in  great  quantity,  but  abufed  by  being 
diftilled  into  whiiky.  The  drops  of  oats  are  generally  applied 
to  the  payment  of  rent  j  fo  that  the  inhabitants  arc  obliged  for 
their  fubfiftence  annually  to  import  much  meal. 

The  ground  has  in  moil  parts  the  appearance  of  great  ferti- 
lity, but  is  cxtrenjtly  iil-ir.annged,  and  much  impoverifhed  by 
ezcefs  of  tillage,  and  neglect  of  iuanure.    Pit  and  rock  marie  arc 

*  Qt  bttucta  9QQ  aad  leoo  mrt^imM^  peilbw. 

found 
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fomA  here.  The  whole  ifle  lies  on  a  iune-flooe  rock,  whkh  in 
many  places  peeps  above  ground,  fomung  long  feiiei  o£  hm  fiuip 
ridges.  Noufecan  be  inadeof  tbitas  amanoieferwantoffuel  to 
bam  it.  The  peat  here  Is  yery  bad,  being  mixed  with  earth}  it 
muft  firft  be  trampled  with  the  feet  inm  a  conCflence  $  is  dicn 
ftraied  into  fmall  flat  cakes,  and  niuft  afterwardt  be  eapoled  on  the 
ground  to  dry. 

About  a  hundred  head  of  cattle  aie  annually  exported,  which  are  , 
at  prefcnt  remarkably  Imall :  they  fcem  to  have  degenerated*  for  I 
,  Taw,  at  Jri-imtebfuigi^  the  fcuU  of  an  ox,  dug  up  in  this  ifland,  that 
was  of  much  larger  dimeniions  than  of  any  now  living  in  GwU 

Horles  are  in  this  iHand  very  fliort»lived.  They  are  uied  when 
about  two  or  tknc  years  old :  and  are  obferved  foon  to  kiTe  all  their 
teeth.  Both  they  and  the  cows  are  houled  during  winter,  and 
ibd  on  draw. 

Otters  are  found  here :  but  nddier  foxes,  hares,  nor  rat).  MicK 
are  plentiful,  and  very  deftruffcive. 

There  are  three  iinall  lakes.  Two  abound  with  fine  trout :  die 
third  only  with  eels.  Variety  the  duck  kind  fitquent  thelb 
waters  during  winter. 

Walk  up  to  a  Daiif/b  fort :  at  preient  the  height  is  ieventeeii  feet  s 
within  the  wall  is  agallciy,  and  round  the  areaafeat,  as  in  that  de- 
fcribed  in  JZif • 

Vifit  the  church,  now  a  mean  modem  building.  In  the  church* 
yard  ate  two  or  three  dd  tombs,  with  clymores  engraven  on  them : 
here  is  alfo  a  remarkable  tomb^  coofifting  of  nothing  more  than  a 
chick  Iqg  of  oak.  This  fubftitute  for  a  grave-ftone  muft  have  been 
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In  this  country  of  great  antiquity,  there  being  no  word  in  thtJS/fi 
language  to  cxprefs  the  bft,  U  JMH  beiag  %]ed  IMd  ktMkt «  grave 
Jioncy  but  Darag  lithidh,  or  a  grave  kg.  On  a  live  rock  arc  cut  the 
mi&Vof  a  dial,  but  the  index  is  loft.  On  another  rock  Is  a  ftnall  ex- 
cavated bafon,  perhaps  one  of  the  rock  baibosof  Dr.  MarJsfe^  in  tunet 
of  Druidifm  ufcd  for  religious  purpofes. 

This  ifland  had  been  the  fitc  of  the  bifhop  of  jlrgyU :  the  fee  was 
disjoined  from  that  of  DunkeU  about  the  year  1200,  at  the  requeft 
of  John  the  En^IiJhman  bifhop  of  that  diocefe.  There  are  no  reliques 
of  the  cathedral  or  the  bifliop's  houfe,  whofe  refidence  was  fuppofed 
to  have  been  latterly  in  the  caftie  of  Acbandidn^  on  the  Weft  (ide  of 
the  ifle,  oppofite  to  Duart  in  Mull, 

The  inhabitants  in  general  arc  poor,  are  much  troubled  with  fore 
eyes ;  and  in  the  fpring  are  afflidcd  with  a  coftivenels  that  often 
proves  fatal.  At  that  feafon  all  their  provifions  are  generally  con- 
fumed  ;  and  they  are  forced  to  live  on  Ihccps  milk  boikd,  to  which 
ihe  diftemper  is  attributed. 

The  ifle  of  Lifmore  forms  but  a  fmall  part  of  the  paridi.  The 
extent  is  not  to  be  comprehended  by  an  Englijhman.  From  the 
point  of  Lifmore  to  the  extfcaiity  of  ban'och-beg  is  42  computed 
roiJes,  befides  9  in  Kingerlocb.  It  comprehends  this  ifle,  Ap- 
pin  Duror^  Clffuo,  Glt/urcran  and  Kingerlockf  and  contains  3000 
examinable  perions,  under  the  care  of  one  minifter  and  two 
miflionaries.

Sail  between  Inch  and  the  Mb^  ides,  leaving  the  noted  Slate 
iiland  of  Eujdde  to  the  Eaft,  and  clofe  to  it  Sml  and  Zjr/xr^,  chiefly 
the  property  of  the  Earl  of  Breadalbane  :  within  thcfe  are  the  har- 
bours of  Eufdale^  of  Cuain^  between  Luing  and  SnU }  Bardrtji^  off 
Zjting  i  and  below,  is  that  of  Black  mui!  bay. 

Oppofite  to  Lui»g^  on  the  Weft,  is  a  groupe  of  rough  little  ifles, 
of  which  Piada  and  Belna-hua  are  produdlive  of  flate.  In  the  broad 
bafon  between  thefe  and  Luing^  is  a  moil  rippling  tide  ;  even  in  this 
Calm  forces  us  along  wiih  vaft  celerity  and  violence  :  the  whole  fur- 
face  difordered  with  eddies  and  whirlpools,  riling  firft  with  furious 
boilings,  driving  and  vanifliing  with  the  current.  Anchor  under 
tiic  £ail  iide,  beneath  the  vaft  mountain  of

an  ifland  of  great  height,  about  five  miles  long,  chiefly  covered  with 

heath,  but  on  this  fide  are  fome  woods,  and  marks  of  cultivation. 
Mr.  Mackant  lives  on  this  fide,  and  favors  us  with  a  vifir,  and  offers 
his  fervice  to  fhew  us  the  celebrated  guiph  QiCorry-'vrchin  which  we 
did  not  wait  till  morning  to  fee,  as  our  expcdations  were  raifed 
to  the  higheft  pitch,  and  we  thought  of  nothing  lefs  than  that  it 
would  prove  a  fecond  Mal-Jlrcm.  We  accoro'ngly  took,  a  moft 
fatiguing  waiic  up  the  mountain,  through  licatii  ot\;n  uncommon 
ittight,  fwamiing  with  grous.    We  arrived  in  an  ill  hour,  for 


•  iUuiitg  thm  thai  of  DtrHfii^  YMa  TtTi.a-Moa; 
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tKe.  tide  did  not  fuit,  and  we  faw  linle  more  than  a  very  ibong 
current. 

This  morning  we  take  boat;  and  after  ro^iring  two  miles,  land 
and  walk  along  the  rocks  till  we  reach  a  fit  place  for  furveying 
this  phsenomenon.  The  channel  between  this  ifle  and  Jura  is 
about  a  mile  broad,  expoied  to  the  weight  of  the  atlantic,  which 
pours  in  its  wacers  here  with  great  force,  their  courfe  being  di- 
refted  and  confined  by  the  found  between  C^nfiy  and  MdL 
The  tide  had  at  this  time  made  two  hours  flood,  and  ran  with  a 
furious  curr»it,  great  boilings,  attended  with  much  foam,*;  and 
in  many  places  formed  confiderable  whirl-pools.  On  the  fide  of 
Jura  the  current  dafhes,  as  is  reafonable  to  fuppofe,  againft  fome 
funk  rocks.  It  forms  there  a  moft  dreadful  backticlc,  which  in 
tempefts  catches  up  the  veflels  that  the  whirl-pools  fling  into  it  j 
fo  that  aimoft  certain  deftrudion  attends  thofe  that  are  fo  unfor- 
tunate as  to  be  forced  in  at  thofe  ieafons.  It  was  our  ill-luck  to 
iee  it  in  a  very  pacific  ftace,  and  paflabie  without  the  left 
hazard. 

The  chief  whirl-pool  lies  on  the  Scorha  fide,  ntar  the  weft 
end.  Here,  as  that  fkilful  pilot,  Mr.  ?4urdcck  Mackenzie^  allured 
me,  it  IS  of  various  depths,  viz.  36,  47,  83,  and  91  fathoms-, 
and  of  fome  places  unfathomable  :  the  tranfitions  fudden,  from 
the  Icflfer  to  tiie  greater  depths :  the  bottom  al!  ftiarp  rocks 
with  vail  chafms  between  ;  and  a  fjithomlcb  one  where  the  grcatefb 
vonex  lies,  from  which,  to  the  ealicfn  end  of  Scarpa,  ciofc  10  ihorc, 
the  depths  are  ij,  9,  12.

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There  is  another  whirl*pool  off  a  little  ifle,  on  the  weft  end 
of  Jtira:  which  contributes  to  the  honors  of  the  place.  In 
great  ftorms^  the  tides  run  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  miles  an  hour ; 
the  height  of  the  boilings  are  faid  to  be  dreadful  %  and  the  whole 
rage  of  the  waten  unfpeakable.  It  is  not  therefore  wonderful 
that  there  (hould  have  been  here  a  chapel  of  the  YiRoiit,  whoie 
aififtance  was  often  invoiced,  for  my  hiftorian  *  fays^  that  Ihe 
worked  numbers  of  miracles,  doubtlefily  in  favor  of  diftrefled 
mariners. 

Scarka  contains  forty  inhabitants.  Mr.  Mu-lame  the  proprietor 
refides  here.  When  he  favored  us  with  his  company,  he  cane 
with  two  of  his  fons  and  their  tutor  i  for  in  North  Bntam^  there 
is  no  gentleman  of  ever  fo  imall  an  eftate,  but  ftriflly  attends  to 
the  education  of  his  children,  as  the  fure  foundation  of  their  fu- 
ture fortune.  A  perfon  properly  qualified  and  eafily  procured  at 
a  cheap  rate,  attends  in  the  family}  where  the  father  fees  that 
juftice  is  done  to  them,  at  far  lefs  expence  than  if  iie  feot  them  lo 
diftant  fchools. 

Leave  Scarba^  pals  between  Nether-Lorn  and  the  ifl«  of  Lu- 
ing  and  Suil  to  the  Eaft,  and  of  Torac^  and  Shuna  to  the  Weft,  all 
inhabited  j  and  the  firft  almoft  covered  with  excellent  corn.  In 
'J'oracy  is  an  ancient  tower  once  belonging  to  the  great  Mac-donald 
who  made  it  his  half-way  hunting  Icat  in  his  progrefs  from  Cantyre 
to  his  northern  ifles  :  for  which  reafon  it  was  called  Dcg-cajJle :  and 
here  he  made  it  a  moft  laudable  rule  to  reialc,  till  he  Ji.id  Iptnt:  tiic 
whole  of  his  revenue  collected  in  the  neighborhood.  According  to

theRiPORT*,  thefe  iflcs,  and  part  of  tt^  neighboring  mainland^ 
form  a  parifli,  whofe  church  is  in  Suii 

Take  boat ;  turn  at  the  point  of  Suily  am  carrried  by  a  rapid  Eu«dalb  slats 
tide  through  the  gut  of  Cuan^  vifit  EufdaU,  the  noted  flate  iflandj  <li'ARRi«. 
whofe  length  is  about  half  a  mile,  and  compofed  entirely  of  flate, 
interfci5l:ed,  and  in  lome  parts  covered,  with  whin-ftone,  to  the 
thicknefs  of  lixtecn  feet:  the  llratum  of  flate  is  thirty-fix,  dipping 
quick  S.  E.  to  N.  W.  In  order  to  br  raifed,  it  is  at  firll  blafted 
with  powder ;  the  greater  pieces  are  then  divided,  carried  off  in 
"wheel-barrows,  and  laftly  fplit  into  the  merchantable  fizes,  from 
eighteen  by  fourteen  inches,  to  nine  by  fix  :  and  put  on  board  at 
the  price  of  twenty  fliillings^p^r  thoufand.  About  two  millions  and 
a  half  are  fold  annually  to  EnglaruL,  Norway^  Canada^  and  the 
Weft-Indies.  In  the  flates  are  multitudes  of  CMb\c  ffyrita.  In  one 
place,  about  fixtecn  feet  above  high-water-mark,  juft  over  the 
flates,  is  a  thick  bed  of  Itnall  fragments,  worn  Imooth,  as  if  by 
the  adion  of  the  waves  and  mixed  wkh  them  arc  multitudes  of 
the  commoa  lea  ihciis  :  a  proof  of  the  vaft  retreat  of  the  ocean  in 
thefe  parts. 

There  are  many  other  good  flate  quarrries  in  this  neighborhood, 
as,  on  the  ifles  of  SuU^  Luing,  Balna-bua  and  Kerrtra,  and  fome 
few  oppofite  to  them  on  the  coaft  of  Nether-Lorn, 

The  boat  takes  us  the  length  of  the  Wcftcrn  fide  of  SuiL  At 
the  North  point,  turn  into  Cbnhw  Firtb^  the  narroweft  ftrairl  ever 
was  in,  dividing  that  ifland  from  Xam^  in  parts  ib  concraded  as 
would  admit  the  flinging  an  arch  from  Oiore  to  Ihore.   The  depth

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is  very  various :  in  Ibme  parts  Hfty  fathoms  %  in  others,  ib  fliaUow 

as  to  be  fordablc  at  the  ebb  of  fpring-tidcs.  On  the  banks  of  the 
ifland  and  mainland,  the  flrataof  ftone  rife  in  form  of  walls,  of  a 
great  height,  and  not  above  two  ftet  and  a  half  chick,  extending 
far,  fo  as  eafily  to  be  miftaken  for  the  bounds  of  an  endofure. 
A«D*icADPii*  Arrived  in  the  beautiful  bay  of  Ard  maddUy  or  the  height  of  the 
Wolves.  A  houfc  fmall,  but  elegant,  ftancls  in  front,  and  the  fides 
of  the  bay  high,  entirely  cloathed  with  wood.  Here  I  find  the 
kindcft  welcome  from  my  worthy  acquaintance.  Captain  Archi- 
hald  Campbely  tenant  here  to  the  Earl  of  Breadalbane  j  who,  with 
the  utmoft  fricndfliip,  during  the  voyage  chai^d  himfelf  with 
the  care  of  my  groom  and  my  horfes.  Here  1  alfo  took  leave  of 
Mr.  Ai'cbihald  Thompfov;  whofe  attention  to  the  objects  of  my 
enquiries,  obliging  conduct  throughout,  nnd  fkill  in  his  profd- 
fion,  demand  my  warmeft  acknowlegements.  Thus  cndcci  this 
voyage  of  amulemcnt,  fuccefst'ul  and  fatisfadory  in  everv  part, 
unlefs  where  embittered  with  rcti?6lions  on  the  i'ufferings  ot  my 
fellow-creatures.  Gratitude  forbids  my  iilence  relpctling  the 
kind  reception  I  univerlally  met  with  ;  or  the  aciivc  zeal  of  every 
one  to  facilitate  my  purfuits ;  or  their  liberal  communication  of 
every  Ipecies  of  information,  u&ful  or  entertainii^.

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my  apprehenfion,  fcrving  to  evince,  thai  mtr  waking  conceptions

the  ibrmer  dominions,  of  mighty  chieftains;  or  of  heroes  immor- 
talized in  the  verfe  of  Ossiak.  My  bufy  fiucy  was  worlced  into

A  Hgure,  drefl^  in  the  garb  of  an  antient  warrior,  floated  in  the 
air  before  me :  his  target  and  his  efymMrt  Teemed  of  no  common 
fize»  and  (poke  the  former  ftrcngth  of  the  hero.  A  graceful 
vigor  was  apparent  in  his  countenance,  notwithifcanding  time  had 
robbed  him  of  part  of  hb  locks,  and  given  to  the  remainder  a 
venerable  hoarinefi.  'As  foon  as  he  had  fixed  my  attention,  he 
thus  feemed    addrefs  himfelf  to  me : 

*  Stran^ger,  Thy  purpofe  is  not  unknown  to  me;  I  have  at< 

*  tended  -thee  (invifiblc)  in  all  thy  voyage  j  have  fympachiled 

*  with  thee  in  the  rifing  tear  at  the  mifcry  of  my  once-loved  coun- 

*  try^  and  fighs,  fuch  as  a  fpirit  can  emit,  have  been  faithful

'  Kn-ow,  that  in  the  days  of  my  cxiftencc  on  earth,  I  poflefled 

*  an  ample  portion  of  the  trad:  thou  fecft  to  the  North.  I  -was 
^  the  dread  of  the  neighboring  chieftaios  j  the  delight  of  my  peo- 
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pie  ;  their  proteftor,  their  friend,  their  father.  No  injury  they 
ever  received,  pafltd  .iinrcvcnged  j  for  no  one  excelled  mc  in 
confering  benefits  on  my  clan,  or  in  repaying  inluks  on  their 
enemies.  A  thoufand  of  my  kindred  followed  me  in  arms, 
wherefoever  I  commanded.  Their  obedience  was  to  me  implicit, 
for  my  word  was  to  them  a  law  :  my  name,  the  moll  facred  of 
oaths.  I  was  (for  nothing  now  can  be  concealed)  fierce,  ar- 
rogant, dcfpotic,  irritable  :  my  pafTions  were  ftrong,  my  anger 
tremendous  :  yet  I  liad  the  arts  of  conciliating  the  affcdions  of 
my  people,  and  was  the  darling  of  a  numerous  brave.  They 
knew  the  love  I  bore  them  :  tiicy  law,  on  a  t.houlaiid  occafions, 
the  ftrongefl:  proofs  of  my  affcftion.  In  the  d  iy  of  battle  I 
have  covered  the  wcdk  wjtli  iny  Ihield  ;  and  laid  at  my  feet  their 
hoflile  antagonifts.  The  too  grateful  vaflal,  in  return,  in  ihe 
next  conflict,  has  fprung  before  me,  and  received  in  his  own 
bofom  the  fliafc  that  has  been  levelled  at  mine.  In  retreats  from 
over-powering  numbers,  I  was  ever  laft  in  the  field.  I  alooe 
have  kept  the  enemy  at  bay,  and  purchaled  fifety  for  my  people 
with  a  hundred  wounds. 

'  In  the  ibort  Intervals  of  pcace»  my  hatt  was  filled  with  my 
friends  and  kindred :  my  hofpitality  was  equal  to  my  deeds  of 
arms »  and  hecatombs  of  beeves  and  deer  covered  my  rude  but 
welcome  tables.  My  neareft  relations  fat  next  to  me,  and  then 
fucceeded  the  braveft  of  my  clan  i  and  below  them,,  the  emu« 
lous  youth  leaned  forward,  to  hear  the  gallant  recital  of  our 
paft  aftions.  Our  bards  rehearfed  the  valiant  deeds  of  our  great 
anceftorsi^  and  inOam'd  our  vatour  by  the  fublimity  of  their 
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*  vetle,  accompanied  with  the  inlpiring  ibund  of  the  ear-piercing 

*  The  crowds  of  people  that  attended  at  an  humble  didancc, 

*  partook  of  my  bounty :  their  families  were  my  care  :  f  or  I  beheld 

*  in  their  boys  a  future  fupporc  of  the  greatnefs  of  my  houfe :  an 

*  hereditary  race  of  warriors. 

*  My  oumeroiis  kindred  lived  on  lands  the  gift  of  my  diftanc 

*  progenitors,  who  took  care  to  plant  their  children  near  the  main 

*  ftock :  the  cions  took  firm  root,  and  proved,  in  after-times,  a 
'  grateful  Ihelter  to  the  parent  tree,  againft  the  fury  of  the  feverelb 
'  Itorms.  Thefe  I  confidered,  not  as  mercenary  tenants,  but  as 
'  the  friends  of  good  and  of  adverfr  fortune.    Their  tenures  were 

*  cafy  i  xhnv  Duchas  *  invioLitr.     I  found  my  intcrefl  interwoven 

*  witli  theirs.    In  fupporn  of  our  mutual  welfare,  they  were  ena- 

*  bled  to  keep  a  becoming  hofpitality.     They  cherifhed  their 

*  neighboring  dependents  j  and  couid  receive  my  vifits  in  turn 

*  with  a  well-cover'd  board. 

'  Strong  fidelity  and  warm  friendflilp  reigned  among  usj  dif- 

*  turbed  perhaps  by  the  momentary  gufts  of  my  pafTions  :  the  fun 

*  that  warmed  them  might  experience  a  fhort  obfcurity ;  but  the 

*  cloud  foon  pafTed  away,  and  the  beams  of  love  rtturnetl  with 

*  improved  advantage.    1  lived  beloved  and  revered  ;  I  actaiiied 

*  the  fulnefe  of  years  and  of  glory-,  and  finiihcd  my  courfe,  at- 

*  From  DuiB Aicn,  tativf  tmUrf*  They  held  thdr  fttmt  at  a  fmall  froa

people, 

*'  My  progeny  for  a  time  fupported  the  great  ami  wUd  .iiv^;m* 
ficence  of  the  feudal  reign.  Their  diftance  from  court  unfor* 
tiinately  prevented  them  from  knowing  that  they  had  a  fupe- 
rior-,  and  their  ideas  of  loyalty  were  regulated  only  by  the 
rtTpc-d  or  attendon  paid  to  their  fancied  independency.  Their 
va{nils  were  happy  or  miferable,  according  to  the  difpofition  of 
the  little  monarch  of  the  time.  Two  centuries,  from  my  days, 
had  elapfed,  before  their  greatnefs  knew  its  final  period.  The 
fliacklcs  ot  the  feudal  government  were  at  length  llruck  off-, 
and  poHibly  hap];ineis  was  announced  to  the  meancft  vaflal. 
The  target,  the  dirk,  and  the  clymore,  too  long  abufed,  were 
wrt-lUd  from  our  hands,  and  wo  were  bid  to  learn  the  arts  of 
peace ;  to  fpread  the  net,  to  ibooc  the  ihuitk,  or  to  cultivate 
the  ground. 

*  The  mighty  Chieftains,  the  brave  and  difintercfted  heroes  of 
old  times,  by  a  molt  violent  and  iurprizing  transformation,  at 
once  funk  into  the  rapacious  landlords*,  determined  to  compen- 
fate  the  lols  of  power,  with  the  encreafe  of  revenue;  to  ex- 
change the  warm  alu-clions  ot  their  people  for  fordid  tralh. 
Their  vifits,  to  thofe  of  ihcii  turc-iathers,  aie  like  ihe  furvcys 
of  a  cruel  land-jobber,  attended  by  a  fet  of  quick-fighted  vul- 
tures, Ikilled  in  pointing  out  the  moll  exquifite  methods  of  op- 
preffion,  or  to  inftruft  them  in  the  art  of  exhaufting  their  purfcs 
of  fums  to  be  wafted  in  diftailt  lands.  Uke  the  tafk-malters  of 
Egypt  they  require  them  to  make  brick  without  ftraw.  They 
leave  them  in  their  primeval  poverty^  uninlitruded  in  any  art  for 
3  t  their 
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*  their  future  iupport^  deprived  of  the  wonted  lefources  of  the 
'  hofpitalicjr  of  their  Lord,  or  the  plentiful  boards  of  his  nume- 
'  rous  friends.  They  experience  an  inftantaneous  deiertbn; 
^  are  flung  at  once  into  a  new  ftact  of  life,  and  demand  the 
'  foftering  hand  as  much  as  the  molt  infant  colony.  When 
^  I  hover  over  oar  vales,  I  lee  the  fame  nakednefs  exift,  the  fame 

*  miiery.in  habiutbn,  the  iame  idle  dilpofitioo.  Would  I  could 
'  have  feen  the  fame  fpirit  and  vigor  as  in  diys  of  yore  I  But  the 
'  powers  of  their  foubare  funk  with  opprefliofi,  and  thole  of  their 
'  bodies  bft  with  want.  They  look,  up  in  defpair  at  our  deierted 
'  cailles }  and,  worn  out  widi  famine  and  diieafe,  drop  intp  an 
]  unnoticed  girave. 

'  *  The  ties  of  afieAbo  amongft  relations  are  now  no  more :  no 

*  diftin^ion  b  at  prefent  made  between  proximity  of  blood,  and 
'  the  moft  diftant  ftranger.  Intereft  alone  creates  the  preference 
'  of  man  to  man.  The  thoufimds  that  with  joy  expe^ed  the  re- 
'  turn  of  their  chieftain,  now  retire  with  fullen  grief  into  their 
'  cottages  'y  or,  in  little  groupes,  exprefs  their  rage  in  curies  both 

*  loud  and  deep.    No  valTal  now  fprings  to  receive  the  weapon 

*  levelled  at  the  breafl:  of  the  Lord,  but  rather  wilhes  to  plant 

*  his  own  in  the  bofom  of  the  opprelTor. 

*  The  antient  Native,  full  of  the  idea  of  the  manly  look  of

*  bft  to  all  the  fweet  affedions  of  patriarchal  life  I  What  then, 
!  may  I  fay»  are  the  fruits  of  your  travels  i  What  arts  have  you

brought  home,  that  will  lerve  to  bring  fubfillence  to  your  peo- 
ple ?  To  recompence  them  for  your  drafted  revenues  ?  What  to 
cloath  the  naked  i  To  feed  the  Hungry  ?  To  furnxlh  them  with 
more  comfortable  proteftion  from  the  inclemency  of  the  wea- 
ther ?  They  require  no  great  matters :  a  fmali  portion  of  ray- 
ment  i  a  little  meal.  With  fad  com  pari  Ton  they  learn,  that  chief- 
tains ftillexift,  who  make  their  people  their  care:  and  wirh  envy 
they  hear  of  the  improving  ftate  of  the  vailkk  of  JtQfk^  aa 
jfilfel,  a  Breadalbane^  and  a  Bute. 

*  Return  to  your  country :  inform  them  with  your  prefence^ 
reftorc  to  them  the  laudable  part  of  the  antient  manners ;  era- 
dicate the  bad.    Bring  them  inftruftors,  and  they  would  learn. 
Teach  them  arts  adapted  to  their  climate  ^  they  would  brave  the 
fury  of  our  leas  in  fifhing.    Send  them  materials  for  the  coarfer 
manufactures  j  they  would  with  patience  fit  down  to  the  loom  j 
they  would  weave  the  fails  to  waft  your  navies  to  vi<5lory ;  and 
part  of  them  rejoice  to  ihare  the  glory  m  the  moft  diftant  com- 
bats.   Seleft  a  portion  of  them  for  die  toils  of  the  ocean  :  maice 
your  levies,  enroll  them;  difcipline  them  under  able  vocnuis, 
and  lend  annually  to  our  ports  the  inialicr  vclicls  of  your  tre- 
mendous navy.    Trufl:  them  with  fwords,  and  a  fmall  retaining 
pay.    If  you  have  doubts,  ellablifh  a  flate  d'armej^  in  vacant 
times,  the  depofite  of  their  weapons,   under  proper  garrifon. 
I  hcy  would  fiibmic  to  any  reftridhons  i  and  think  no  reftraints, 
founded  on  the  lafery  of  the  whole,  an  infringement  of  liberty, 
or  an  invafion  of  property.    Legiflature  has  given  them  their 
manumifiion  •,  and  they  no  longer  confider  themfelvcs  as  part
